ftance to take a perfed: Landfchap, it being only difcernible to te ^^tUk^ 
Land , and confirmed to be fo by this days Obfervation , which an.*" ^ ^ 
was 3^ deg, 17 min. to the Northward o{ the Equator ^ in Latitude 
and Longitude from the Lizzard as before, we having neither raifed 
ilor deprefled it. Where the Trade- winds begin to offer themfelves, 
the Mariner relaxes his anxious care of Sailing, and is at more lei« 
fure to Repofe ; he not being fo often called upon to fhift his Courfe, 
or hand his Sails ; which has yet this inconvenience, giving him 
leave now to fall into thofe Diftempers Idlenefs contracts , viz. the 
Scurvy^ and other ill Habits; unlefs rouzed by an Adive Com- 
mander, either to Sports, or more ufeful Employments : Although 
the perfeca knowledge of thcfc Trade-winds (which are more con- 
ftant within the Tropicks) are of fuch importance as to make our 
Modern Navigators perform that in fix Months, which took up 
the Pains and Travels of as many Years from the firft Difcoverers, 
they keeping all along the Shore, whereupon they becanne not only 
liable to unaccountable Changes, as they met with Land briezes, The adran- 
Head-lands, or Contrary Winds ; but were many times difappointed tageofundw- 
either to go on, or return,, by the feveral Accidents they encountered Twdl^wSis 
thereupon; which thefe more experienced and bold Adventurers andthcAw- 
by ftanding off to Sea, and ftudy of their Compafe by a more accu- "**»*• 
rate Computation of their Way by theQgadrant and Azimuth, and 
a Arid enquiry of the commencing and terminating of thefe Winds, 
avoid. 

In this fliort Ipace we have almoft out*ran the Northern Winter^s 
Blafts, and begin to be fenfible of a more vigorous Clime, whofe 
temperate Warmth adds Spirits to our frozen Limbs : Yet in this 
forward Spring ( for fuch it feemed to us) we cannot efcape fome 
La(hes of that cold Nemefii ; for Night being come , fhe fends a 
Storm of Rain and Hail with an high and bleak Wind , in which 
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T etter I appeared the Sailors Deities, Caflor and Poilux, or the fam« it may 
vl?v^ be cave light to thofe Fables, they boding fair Weather to Seanien, 
The Meteor though never feen but in Storms, looking like a Candle in a dark 
oj?«-and/»rf. j^j,jgQ,.„ of ^hich there were divers here and there above the 

Sails and Shrowds, being the ignes fatui of the Watery Element ; by 
the Pertugah chriftncd Qjterfo Santos ^ the Bodies of Saints, which by 
them are efteemed Ominous. But ( think I am jjpt too pofitive in 
relating them to be a Meteor-like fubfiance exhaled in the Day^ 
and at Night (for except then, they fliew not themfelves) kindled by , 
the violent Motion of the Air, fixing themfelves to thofe parts of the 
Ship that are moft attradive : For I can witnefe they ufually fpent 
themfelves at the Spindles of the Top-maft-heads^, or about the 
Iron- hoops of the Yard- arms, and if any went towards them, they 
fliifted always to fome Part of the like Nature, 

The fucceeding Morning had not long withdrawn this black Vail, 

and brought us tidings of a more ferene Day, when we beheld our 

fteSt ftWs Frigots that had left us, busking after us with all the winged fpeed

By reafon whereof it was familiar to behold , the fportful Fiflies 
greedy of their Prey raife whole Flocks of that Scaly Nation. For 
thofe whom Nature has placed in the vaft Deep , defencelels of 
themfelves, and innocent to others of a more powerful Greatnels, 
fo as many times they become their Prey , fhe has not altogether 
left them unprovided ; either out of her abhorrency of Idlenefs, re- 
folving every thing fliould labour for its Belly, or elfe out of a pe- 
culiar refped; towards every individual Species for their Preferva- 
flying Fiflies tion as well as Produdion; furniflung thefe with Fins of larger 
and their Pof. fize and douUe ufe forfwifter conveying them under Water, asalfo 
*^' for foaring into the Air when they are too clofely purfued. Of thefe 

fort we law good ftore flying from Bonetos and Aliecores, who 
were hunting them. Some of thefe flying Fifli (for no other Name 
they have as I can learn ) werc fo put to it, that after often dip- 
ping their fifliy Wings in the briny Water (without which genuine 
Artifice they could not ufe them) chofe rather to make our Ship 
their Sanduary, than to yield themfelves to the Jaws of their 
devouring Adverfiries : By which means you have their moreexad 
Defcription , they being as large as a River Perch bedeckt with 
Silverofpangled Scales, and long Fins as before. ' Not 
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Kot many days after, two of the leflcr OfFfpring of the great Chap. 1. 
Leviathan, t'he Weather being calm, thefe fort of them elfe not (Jrv%^ 
vifible, being of no fwift motion) came failing after us; our Men 
as eager of them as they of their Prey , haftned their Engines for 
to take them $ which no fooner in the Water, but each of them 
guided by fome half a dozen delicately coloured little Fiflies , . 
which for their own fafeguard perform the Office of Pilots, (they 
never offering to latisfy their Hunger on them) who lead them to 
the Baits ; when they turning their Bellies up, feize upon them on 
their Backs, hook themfelves in the Toils , beating the Sea into a 
Breach , and not without a great maify Hands are drawn over the 
fides of the Sh\p ; which feen by the poor (illy little Fifiies ( as 
confcious of their Error ) they fwim to and again , and hardly for- 
£tke the Ship ; but being within Board, the Ship's Company armed 
with Hatchets prefently divide the Spoil. They are not fcaly. Shark and Pt: 
and therefore imagined to be a kind of Whale, being finned Jike lot«Fiflies. 
them, with a great Fin on their Backs near their Tails, C which 
dried is ufed inftead of a Slate ) of a darkiih grey Colour on their. 
Backs, lighter on their Sides , and white under their Bellies ; their 
Snout on the fame Plain with their Mouths, but their Mouth within 
that a great way ; the caufe why they turn their Bellies when they 
take their Prey. The Mouth of one of them extended , is two 
^pans wide , armed within with three Tire of fharp pointed Teeth 
on b6th Jaws, fo piercing that Needles exceed them not, and of 
fuch flrength that a Leg or an Arm, Bonfi and all, is but an eafy 
jVlorfel ; wherefore called Sharks by the Seamen , on whom they 
are bold enough to fallen , and difmember if not ihunned wheil 
they waih themfelves: They are of a rank fmell, and not good to 
eat but by fiout Stomachs ; of Length they are ten , fometimes 
fourteen Feet 

By this time we had got into i/deg. xpmin. North Latitude, 
Longitude pdeg. lomin. Wefi^ when our Men of War thinking 
to birth themfelves before us at St. lago , ( whejre our Ships were 
permitted to refreih, being otherwife tied up by Charter-party not the Men of^ 
to put in any where unlefe for abfolute ncceflity) made all the Sail *j[*' om-^n 
on head they could. 

Our Commanders were well enough content with their proffer, 
knowing the danger of ,a many Ships going in there together: The 
day enming plying to the Weji , we difcovered Beunovifia bearing The Blani 
full IVeJi ten Leagues, but at Noon were within two Leagues ^^^^^fi^* 
of it. 

It is one of the Iflands of the GorgaJes or Cape Verd^ ^ becaufe On« of tU

In two and twenty days from the JJrzardy early in the Morning 
we Were dofe tinder Sl lago , another Ifland of the fame Knot ; 
whofe interwoven barren Mountains arc as impoflibly eiprefl as 
Stonehing numbred. Towards the SouthWefi they are very high 
and burnt; but (leering to loof about the Bay, we found it empty, 
and the Men of War mining ; for all that we came to an Anchor 
about ten a Gock in the Forenoon in the Bay of St. Ja^o.

IN the Afternoon I went afliore, which was near two Miles from 
the Ship, where was a convenient watering place, which emp* 
tied its frefli Current into the Salt Sea ; the Beach was fandy, and 
cafy going aihore. ' ftere met us whole Troops of the Natives with the^t4tlve$ 
their feveral Wares, fome offering us Cocoes, others Oranges and SekWam! 
Limes; fome brought Jackanaps^s^ fuch green Ones as are com* 
monly fcen in England to be fold ; and all at the price of a cleanly 
Rag, or a Bunch of Ribbonsi 

Before us in a Valley was a moft {lately Grove of Cocoes and ^^^^'^ 
Oranges (through which ran the Strearti our Men filled their Casks 
with Water) furroundedwi;)! a Wall, 

The firft of which Trees, fo much celebrated for its ufefulnefs, 
deferves as much for-the pleafufe it afR>rds the Sight. It grows with 
an upright, tall, and flender Body, the Bark of an Afh colour, lori- 
cated ; not fending any Branches forth till it come to its chiefeft 
Summit, where it fpreads its ihady Branches with fome refemblance 
to our QJ^W Royal Fern, but more like thePalm ; and under thefe SJ^'^.JJ^^ 
prote<3:s its weighty Fruit ; which hang very thick round about the i^jautyTnd 
Tree,to which it yields but one Stalk, but that fit to fupport its ponde- ufcfalncfi. 
roufnefs j every Moon produces a frefli Harveft both of Fruit and 
Boughs; the firft being gathered, the others being. thruft oflf when 
faplefs by the young ones : If the Juicy ones bfe wounded, there diftills 
an heady Liquor, which they prefeirve in Earthen Pots fitted to re- 
ceive it, but that fpoils their bearing Nuts. Next to the Stalk it be- 
ftows a Calx, not differing (only in bignefs, and that it is fmoother) 
from that of our Acorn ; from which proceeds the Rind of a lighter 
Green, under which a fibrous fubftance prefents its felf, which might 
fapply them with Utenfils, for Roaps and Sails ; .beneath which ap- 
pears a fpacious brown Shell, proper for many Neceflaries, big 
enough for a Drinking Cup, a Ladle, and many more; fervingthem 
for the chief part of their Houflioldftuff : Enclofed in this is a deli- 
cious Meat^ white in Colour, cloathed with a pithy matter, as ou^ 
Hafle-nuts, and notinferiour to them in Tafte ; this they chufe fot 
their ordinary Nouriftiment. Nor does it afford them d lefs grateful 
emulfion, contained in the Nut to the quanfity of a Pint, or Pint 
and half; in colour like Whey, and of that confiftency, but in re- 
lifli far excelling. 

When the Meat of the Nut grows rancid , they exprels an Oyl 
ferviccable for their Lamps. 

Thus abundantly, has Providence furnifhed them from this one 
Root. The figure of the Fruit, take it intire, id oval, and as big as 
the largeft Melons. 

On the other Fruits it^s needlefs to infift, as Oranges, and the like, Other Fniits 
being planted nearer home, and therefore rtot fuch ftrangers. ^^^ commoii. 

. Having obferved enough here, we entred a Door which gave us 
admittance to a Court in the fame Valley, whofc party Wall made 
of Mud and Stone, feparated it from the Grove* 
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*heir Militia 
well appoint- 
ed.

Here lay at the Foot of the afcending Mountain, in a q^relefs po« 
fiure^ oneCompanyof their Militia, raifed on this occafion, having 
refted their Arms , as Muskets, and Pikes, with their Colours of 
White Silk, with a Green Crofs athwart, and the Arms of Portugal 
in the fiiidft of it, ogainfl the Wall, but Bread high ; which could 
not have held up the Pikes, had not fome adjoining Trees contribu* 
ted to their aid. 

They faluted us with the civility of the HafT^nd Congeed to the 
ground ; thofe of them that walked about , had Javelins in their 
hands, >and long Swords tied to their Backs. 

Labouring to reach the top of .the Mountain , which was very 
fteep, fome we met on foot, others mounted on Afles, with Jacka*- 
naps^s behind them, pafled us with no fmall Grandiire and Ceremony 
of the C^ap h and which was wonderful, to fee^hem ride thefe Crea^ 
tures over Precipices, only Goats and they could clamber on. 

At laft gaining the higheft part, another Wall accofted us, over 
which a Gate, and upon that a Crofs. On the left hand, as foon as 
we were in, was either a Prifon, or a Guard-houfe. Not many Paces 
from it, on the fame fide, a Row of Houfes, one Story high, thatcht 
with the Branches of the Cocoe, and Windows with wooden Shut- 
ters, but no Cafements, built with Mud and Stone, as all their Build- 
ings were which I fawi; the infixes vifible enough, for the biggeft of 
them had not four yards Front, and half that, for the greater llate, 
was taken up by the Door : Their Furniture is anfwerable to the fplen- 
thejr manner dour of their Habitations ; but becaufe we will not refufe the Cour- 
cf living and f^fy ^f fij^iV Entertainment^ fee in what a manner they prefent us 

Entertain- • r r • rr- j 

With their Viands. 

They invite us with an Hubble-bubble (fo called from the noife it 
makes) a long Reed as brown as a Nut With ufe, inferted the Body 
of a Cocoe-ihell filled with Water, and a nady Bole juft preding the 
Water, they ram Tobacco into it uncut, out of which we may 
fuck as long as we pleafe , but for aily thing elfe they' tell us as 
the Poet, did,

Their common Drink being only Water; and their Food as plain^ 
being only the Fruits of the Earth. 

But to keep on our way, which here we found eafy and plain ; on 
the Right flood another Crois , propped with a four*fquare Pillar 
raifed on fleps, and half a Stone's caft from it, a Chappel, not proud 
enough to brag of any great elegancy for its Architedure ( being 
but the Rural xzt of one of their Black Padres.) Not much beyond 
it the Corps Je Guard ^ from whence they fupplied their Sentinels, 
which were placed in a Military Order here and there : Nearer the 
Water-fide, on the brow of the Precipice which overloo'k . the Haven, 
in a well-appointed place, were planted half a dozen fmall Pieces of 
Ordnance,wbich fpake Thanks for our refped paid when we came to 
an Anchor; not far from hence another Guard and Houfe regarding 
the Main, which gave notice to the reft of what Ytik\s they faw 
atSea«

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And HOW we began to think of returning, when we met with Chap. T, 
fome had happened to fee the glory of the Day ; who told ds, our Ad- *-/Srx-/ 
miral hadfent to the Deputy-Governour, refiding here, to be certi- 
fied about the Anchors ; who firfl: claimed thofe Anchors of our 
Emiflaries with the Majefty eflentiaf to that Nation he represented Newsoftbe 
( being a White Portugal) for his Mafler , being (lipped in Port j ^ ^^^ ^cct 
and then informed them, that they were left there the Afternoon Sb^iS^ 
before we came in, \y Three greslt HoUand Men of War< who were B«y. 
feparated by foulnefs of Weather, from the Squadron of Admiral 
Everfdanj who was fent to vex the Englijh Plantations at Virginia : 
Who at the fight of our Men of War, had put to Sea in great confu*' 
fion, leaving fqme of their Crews behind them, who went ofi*in 
their Shallops, but could not reach their Ships ; keeping therefore the 
Shore on board, they put in at St. lago Town, where they now re-, 
maiil : From whence this Morn by freih Advice he was aflnred only 
fix Ships were feen tci ply to windward ; which muft be our Fleet 
ilriving to regain the Iflarid, which is difficult by reafon of the Trade-' 
winds^ it being befide their Commiffion to purfue them. Thus being The CanTe of" 
alarmM to our Ships, that Night we weighed. oarrudden 

In the dusk of the Evening came into this Bay a Sattei of Portu^al^ dcpartme. 
laden from Madera with Wine, fome of which we purchafed, but 
refiored not the Anchors. 

The Country without is rocky arid miountainous, the Ifland but 
finall ; what Towns it has of note, our fmall (lay would not permit 
the Enquiry : It is fiiid to be pleafant within the G)untry ; well wa- Tbe Natote 
tered, and furnifiied with all things nece(&ry for the life of Man ; of chollhod, 
difcovered for the King of Tortugal^ Anno 1 440. Well peopled by 
the Portugals , and a G)lony of their Plantation from Ginea. In 
refpeA of the Heavenly Bodies, it lies in North Latitude, i y deg. 
a 5 min. Longitude from the Lizzard ix deg. 10 min. IVefi^ the 
length of Days altering very little. 

The People are of a comely Black, their Hair frlzled. Tall of fia- 
ture, cunning and Thievifli; they ftaring one in the Face ^ and in 
the mean time cut a Knot from the Shoulder, or fleal an Handker* 
chief out of the Pocket. 

Their Speech is broken Portugal^' zszlfo is their Habit, imitating 
therein the Portugals ; though few of them fo well clad as to hide 
their Nakednels fo, but that either Leggs,Shoulders and Back may be 
feen, and in ibme all. If they get an old Hat with a Bunch of Ribbonsj 
two White Sleeves,a Waiftband^or a Coat flaiht to hang baclrto (hew 
their Sleeves, or an old Pair of Long Breeches to their Buttocks ; an 
unfizeable Sword to their Backs, a Javelin in their Hands, without 
either Hofe or Shooes ( as if cut out for Sir John Falfiaf'^s Hu* ^nd IqUxk 
mour) they fliall have them flrut, and look as big as the greateft Don tuiti* 
in Portugal. 

The Women are not fo handfome as the Men , Blubber^lipp'xl, 
^ore corpulent, and ihorter ^ notorious alfo for their Levity. Their 
Headgeera Clout rowled up like our Water-bearers; their Backs, 
and Breads (which were large, and hanging down } bare, as alfo 
to their Wafts, from whence a thin Qoath, in fafhion of a Petticoat, 
down to their Feet, which are bare likewife. Some of the beft of 
them adorn'd with Bracelets about their Arms and Necks, falfe 
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Letter L Jewels in their Ears, with a kind of Vail from their Head «co their* 
^0^\r\J Knees, with a Clofe-bodied Coat with Hanging-fleeves. 

By Religion they are Chriftbns of th^ Romtp Church. 
Their Governour is from Portugal. 

Nothing more obfervable in this little time, but that at Night on 
Dfl !%#• Shipboard ^ we had the fight of De'l Fogo's Flames j it being an 

IflanB of Fire^ the Smoak of which is alfo app^^ent at Noon*day ; 
which is of the fame Batch with the refl^, we feeing only thefe Four 
Hknds of the Nine belonging to the Gorgades.

THUS forfaking thefe African \(\slt\6s^ and being forftfcen of 
all but our own Fleet, with a brisk Gale we gave our Ships 
head to the EaftwardoithR. South ; whereby we came nearer to the 
Coaft of Africa ; the Northern Monfoons ( if I may fo fay , being 
the Name impofed by the firft Obfervers, /. e. Motiones) lading hi- 
ther ; they C^prioging from the prefliire of the Winter*s Snow, Clouds 
or Vapours lodged on the Ariic Mountains, and now beginning to be 
diflblved ) leave us to ftruggle with thofe moving With the Sun, 
between the Tropicks Eaji and Weft^ as thofe without do North and 
Souths moftly or collaterally to thofe Cardinal Points. And therefore 
we are forced to fteer more£j/?tfr/)',either to fetch aWind to crofe the 
/Equator f or gain a Side-wind from the conftant ones to carry us to 
BraJiL For which caufe thofe Ships bound for St. He/ens from 
Europe^ muft come into the Latitude of 28 deg. South, ai^d fome- 
times to the Cape of good Hope y before they can bend their Courfe 
thither, though in a direA Line it would cut off three quarters 
of the way. 

When we were in four degrees of the Line, and Longitude from 
St. lago 7 deg. XX min. Eafiy (renewing thence our Meridian) we 
became iubjeift to the moft parching Heat of the Torrid Zone 5 whofe 
Efleds were fo much the more outragious, by as much as the Winds 
fhrank Tupon us from off the Coaft of Ginea (which we drew nigh 
to) and had left us at a ftand, the uiuai Treatment hereabouts, 
imputed to the fcarcity of Mountains on that vaft Trad of ground : 
Infomuch, that we lay wholly at the mercy of the two unrulj^ Ele- 
ments, Fire and Water; the one aflailing us with flalhy Lightnings, 
and horrid Noifes, breaking forth the Airy Region ; the other pour* 
ing on us whole Streams of unwholfome and dangerous Flouds, 
Dvhen they fall in Spouts, (which are frequent here :) Nay rhe^kindeft 
and the fofreft dowilfal on our Bodies is produdive of Vermin, fuch 
as lilies,, arid Maggots, if our Cloaths be not quickly dried and 
ihifted ; (thefe Seaions the Seamen term the Tornados,) 

But above z% when thefe had played their parts , the fcorching 
Sun making towards us with his fiery Face made us almoft breath-

Being between Brajil and feveral Jflands, as frinidado^ IJl.Je 
Picosj Saniia Maria j &c. .Wfe met with Winds carried us to the 
South of the Tropick of Ctf/rrcar^, which crofleth ^hiopia Inferior The f roplcii 
and the midft of Peruviana. ^ • of csphc^n. 

Before we leave this Ecliptick Circle, we muft obfcrve at the 
Equator , the Sun becomes twice Perpendicular j at each Tropick 
but once ,• beyond them niever ; bccaufe hence may naturally be 
colled'^d all the Seafons of the whole Year 5 unlefe fome accidental 
Caufe, as the Interporuion of Mountains, Headlands, Lakes, or fuch 
like intervene. 

But in his Solar Progrefi Through the twelve Signs/ the Sum 
always carries Rain along with him,* its Heat otherwife* could not 
be endured; for which reafon, the firft Contriver and Former of all 
tbings,has ordained the wet Seafon a fVmter to thofe inhabit, here, and the doorri 
to them as dreadful as our cold Seafons to us (which we fliall evidence *jf '** . *'?' 
more experimentally when we come to live among them) : On this zS; a^ 
account is it, that under the Line two Winters and two Summers ^^^^ of ^ 

C » . alternately J/,^™*^*' 
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alternately fttcceed, but not above three quarters of thatJengthas 
the one at each Tropick , they continuing four Months together ; 
to wit, four Months Wtntety as many Summery and the other four 
Months moderate or cold Weather j though nearer the Line , the 
Rule holds not good as to the cool Weather , for that caufe more 
frequently vifited with Wet than the Sunlhine. 

Our Men at length tired with fait Provifions^ began to be ftu- 
dious for frcfti j Neceflity having taught them an Invention, by 
counterfeiting thofe formerly mentioned Flying fi(h , with a white 
Rag ftuf&d to hide the Hook , and Feathers pricked in inftead of 
Fins, to catch their Enemies at their own game, and fo they did % 
providing for themfelves and u» too , Bmem and Alhkoret ; the 
latter bigger than the former , in length two Feet , in thicknefs 
one-, of a brave fliining Colour, with fpiked Fins j but the other 
preferred by the Palate , bearing the make of our Jacks ; both of 
them a good Repaft at Sea, where it is denied to be curious in our 

choice. 

The Dolphin is extolled beyond thefe, which they flrike with a 

Fifg'g : They are fwift and ftrait when they fwim, and for Compo- 

fure Turpaft all others in ncatnels, as well as for variety of Colours, 

for which it feems to vie with the Rain-bow, or jfirw's darling Bird, 

the Peacock. 

There is another Fifti they call a Stone-Bafsy which eats better 
than it looks, it being of a Colour £mdy, but has a Relifh equal to 

Hitherto having kept moftly a SwthWefi Courie, furthered in 
it by Gales from the Coaft of Ginea, we are now to expeft mjlerly 
Winds to carry us to C^ Jt» hoa effer<m<^ j near the Latitude of 
10 deg. S&utb we had a promifing Frefc$t but fomewhat dulled by 
too frequent Calms, yet here not fp vexatious as before, we going 

retrograde with the 5i»». . „ ^ , . ^ - ... 

ItTs obfervable here, that the Sea had a contrary Courfe with the 
Wind, prefumed to proceed from its blowing fo long in one (gar- 
ter ; and now not altered fo long as to be powerful enough to turn 

the'Current of the Waters. . . . ^ . 

Gaining upon the Eafi with a flow pace, we met with thofe fea- 
thered Harbingers of the Cape, as PintaJt Birds, Mmgnfakudts ^ 
Alhetrejfes j the firft remarkable for their painted Spots of black 
and white; the laft in that they have great Bodies, yet not pro- 
portionablc to their Wing?, which mete out twice their length. 

Three Months being near confumed, we were at laft accompa- 
nied with long lookt tor iVefiem Blafts, and now we fly afore the 
Wind : But by the way take notice a SouthAVefl Wind becomes as 
bleak here, as a North-E^ in EMglatuf. So that all the Seafons of 
the Year being undergone in this time, we may begin to calculate 
our Ephemeris afrefli ; and as a fit Platform, Eafter Holy-days bring 
with them fuch Weather as is eflential to Chriftide. 

But bidding Adieu to thefe Fancies, the Wind that till now feemed 
to dally, proves in good eameft, and begins a frowning April, 
driving the trembling Sea on heaps» and on them piling more, till 
the fwelling Surges menace the lowering Skies, leaving a Hollow 
where they borrowed their Gigantine vaftnefe , as if they were 
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inceode4 to exenter ate the Titafures of the Deep. At top of which Chap. IL 
Was dreadful to behold the angry Surfece of the foaming Billows, ^-'^YTJ;-^ 
defcending down beneath no lefs uncomfortable, when the Vans of IiyfcmS 
the next Ships ( though groveling with a neighbouring Wave ) attend m to 
could not be difcerned. ^^ ^P^ 

This tofling Condition lafled long, and was taken kindly too, 
as long as we fpooned before the Sea, and kept from running foul 
of one the other ;* but when a Fret of Wind rowled the Waves 
athwart our Quarters, it made our Ship ihake, proving tlie founds 
neis of her Sides, where had fhe given way never fo little, we muft 
have funk without Bail or Mainprize. Still the Tempeft encreafes, 
and brings with it Gu(b of Rain and difmal darkfome Weather ^ 
whereby we were feparated from the reft of our Fleet : For all, we 
put our Lights abroad as did they ^ yet in the badnefs of the 
Night we loft them, and were left alone to (hift with the boifterous 
Winds. 

At laft the Morn appears, but with the Symptoms of a blowing We and tke . 
Day. She had not wafted many Hours , but on the advantage of a ^^^ ^n»«^ 
rifing Wave, we fpied a Sail to Leeward with her Fore-totvmaft by nJcfor twd 
the Board, which at Noon we knew to be the Cafar crowaing under Days, 
all its Sails. 

In this Encounter we ihipped many a perilous Sea, (not with- 
out being well- drenched our felves ) : Such was the force of this 
Nights Storm , that our Boat , and fome of our Men , were not 
without difficulty reftrained from being carried over* board. la 
this pickle we reeled out this Day, and out-ftretching the Cafar , 
we made what Sail we durft , and by the next Light had fight of 
our Fleet , who (hortning Sail, we came up with them , to whom 
we declared the misfortune of the Cafar , and that it bore Souths 
Wefi ; wherefore they lay by, (the Wind ftackning) and in half ad 
hour we faw the Hull, and prefently after it made up our Company 
compleat again. 

Near the middle of this Month we could have made that known 
Cape, the Cape of Gwd Hopt^ being in the Latitude of )6deg. Had Sound. 
I4min. Souths and Longitude from St. lago 37 deg. .19 min. Aaft. ^^^^ 
But the Dntcb having fome Forts there , it was thought no good ^. 
Policy ; wherefore veering to the South, the Cape bore Eafi^lforth^ 
Eafl , fome thirty Leagues off us ; for heaving our Dipfy-lead we 
were in foundings eighty Fathom depth, which the Pilots note to 
be in that diftance. 

Here we made two Sail to Leeward , and one to Windward f 
who directed her Courfe with us ; but the Wind from the Shore 
coming Eaft^ they Tacked^ and fhe pafled without fpeaking to her : 
But the Leeward* moft came up boldly to us and the Am (we be- 
ing the neareft and ready to receive them) ; but making them £^* Spoke with 
lifi built by their Galleries ,. we only flic wed them our Colours 5?*^^^ • 
(which they anfwered by St. George^s Crois) and fired a Gun; waSbouiiX 
when they brought to, and we bearing up, osr Coomiander went 
Aboard one of them , the fohafma^ a Ship of 700 Tvos laden from 
Bantam y who told us. That five more were in Company with 
them from the Coafts, but difperfed by Tempefts ; the other Ship 
was the Bernardifioni that which efcaped us, the Rciecca. 

They 
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They alfo informed us. The French had worded the FleMmings in 
India^ taken and demohfhed a Fort on the Ifland Ceilon ; and that 
they .had beat the Moors out of St. Thomas: That on our fide neve^ 
a Ship was loft, as they heard. So likewife giving them an AccoUnt 
of what we knew, with fome Inftrudions communicated on both 
fides, we left them to take their Courfe, which ferved them for 
St. Hellens^ the. Antartkk Monfoont favouring them direftly thi* 
ther, and the Squadron under Captain Munday^ if they have raifed 
the South Latitude of x8. may be there a little before to expedl 
them. 

We kept on South-Eafi^ till we had doubled the moft Southern 
Promontory of the Cape, Cape de AnguOk , ( which Courfe would 
lead us to Bantani) when bending to the North; we* held on till we 
came betwixt St. Lawrence or Madigafcar , and the Main, reckoned 
one of the four biggeft Iflands in the World, wr. Sumatra, Javd^ 
St. Lawrence and Britannia. The moft traded Empories here, ard 
St. Augufiine on the Ifland, and Mofamhique on the Main ; frequent- 
ed by the Portugals (or Elephants Teeth, Gold, Camphire, and 
Ambergreece. Why we creep in between this Ifland and the Main, 
Is to borrow from *the Land*briezes afliftance againft the general 
ftated Winds fettled for thefe Months between the Cape and this 
Ifland. 

The Sea here takes the Name of Oceanus Orientalis , beginning 
from the Cape till it joyn with the Indian , Red , and Arabian 
Seas. 

Here it was we had a notable Fi(h ftretched its felf along our 
fides for the fpace of an hour : Some called it a Grampos ; but thofe 
that pretended skill, would have it a young Whale : It might be in 
length forty Feet and upward , bolting out of the Water with a 
great Surf; the Mouth large, but not refponfible to fo Targe a 
Body , the Form whereof was a Pyramid inverted , the Bafis of 
which from Gill to Gill near five Feet in breadth, the Conus termi- 
nating with a narrow Snout ; where his Mouth opening, he fuckc 
in a huge quantity of Water, and with that fame .eddy his Prey, 
which he retains within his Jaws, but fpouts the Water out with the 
fame fpurting noife our Engines make , and as immenfe an heighth 
from an hole in hi$ Neck, opening after the faihion of a Mouth or 
Slit ; at the* performance of which Adion it contrads its felf inta 
an Orbicular Figure, and again dilates its felf in its Diaftole : The 
Back is of a dark Gray without Scales, fixteen Feet over, leaping as 
other Fifhes, but in a more Majeftick manner, moving but flowly , 
whereby we had the fight of his Head and Neck firft , ( all one 
Rock, and as impenetrable, it being proof againft the Prongs of the 
iharpeft Harping-Iron) ; his whisking Tail laft, near which a ridge 
of Fins, the true mark of Diftindion for a Whale : The extreme part 
of his Tail extended is very broad and finny, which is the Rudder to 
this great Leviathan, wherewith, and two Fins more proceeding one 
from each fide, he guides himfelf through his watery Territories. 

May had now began, ^when making after that glorious Charioteer, 
the Sun , we were once more fpirited with milder Weather ; the 
Mariners cafting ofif their wet Cloaths, cared not for any more than 
would flightly cover them^ 

Wc 
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We beipg in fight of five Small Iflands off St. I^wfexe, for fear CIwp^. 
of the Tides driving them oiS (here , feme of our Ships anchored ; i^[jl^^^ 
by which lingring we loft two of our Companions for two days ; s. Lmrmi. 
but we fieering lomething fVefl, and lying by a-nights to prevent 
falling on St. Chrifiephirs and J/un Je Ifnii, both Low Lands, they 
had time to reach us : Being becalmed , it was the middle of the 
Month before we loft fight of St. Lawreitce.

The Hiftory' of Jqhznnz^, 
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TH E Morning following we came under the Wefiward part Amval at 
of Johanna , where oppofed us a lofty Ridge of Mountains, 7»*«*« 
one of which advanceth its afpiring Head up to the towring Clouds : 
Over ^aiaft which lies the Tfland called Mohelia^ at the fame di- 
fUnce Calkc is from Dover ; the better Illand of the Two, though 
not fo big, aof quite (b Moantainous j it being nwre plentifully, 
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as ^is faid) ftored with Proviiions ; but not furniflied with fo fafe 
an Harbour for Ships as Johanna : The oqlv difficulty here being the 
Weathering the Point, in which, notwithltanding feveral Ships have 
been driven ofT to Sea, not being able to recover the Ifland again, 
the Winds defcendUig in defperate Gufis drive them into the Trade- 
winds, which herp commence again. But our Ships were bleft with 
better fuccefs, and came all fafe to Anchor unc^er^a Lee-fliore, which 
fufficiently proteded them from the Winds by the highth of the 
Mountains. A Blefling not to be pafled by without a grateful Com- 
memoration, when half the Fleet were difabled by Diftempers ac- 
quired by Salt Meats, and a long Voyage without Refreihments ; 
and muft have fuffered too ^ for want of Water, had not they met 
with a feafonable Recruit. 

The firft care then was to fend the Sick Men afhore, which it is 
incredible to relate how ftrangely they revived in fo ihort a time, 
by feeding on Oranges and Frefh Limes, and the very Tmeil oF the 
Earth ; for thofe that were carried from the Ships in Cradles, and 
looked upon as defperate^ in a days time could take up their Beds and 
walk ; only minding to fetch them anights, that the Mifty Vapours 
might not hinder the kind Operation begun on their tainted Mafs of 
Blood; by thefe Specifick Medicines of Nature^s own preparing. 

We had Leifure now joined to Security of the Dutch^ for that no 
Ships from India can readily return this way into Europe at this 
time of the Year ; and the HoBanJerSj after having touched at the 
CafCj ufually go firft to Batavia^ before they coaft InJia; which 
gave us free leave to dedicate our felves to all the ^Pleafure this 
Place could afford ; which for its Excellencies may deferve to be 
called Happy, as well as any the Ancients beftowed the Name of For* 
tunate, Macaria or Fcslix on. It lies in 12 deg. South Latitude, Lon* 
gitude 62 deg. 4 min. It is one of the Iflands of Africa^ though 
lying in the Eafiern Sea ; yet becaufe the Coafts of Africa extend 
themfelves to the Line ori this North fide of the Cape^ we muft take 
thefe Adjacent Tfles in the fame Account: On the South- Eaft lies 
Meoty;^ North-Weft Mohelia^ and North- Eafl Comero , all Four Co- 
lonies of the Moors or Arabians^ or at lead in fubjedion to them. 

But to return to Johanna ; the innermoil part we fuppofe to be 
fruitful, by what the Verge of it declares ; for to be fatisfied in that 
Point would be hardly worth the while, the Mountains requiring 
more pains to conquer than would quit cod, they being altogether 
inacceflible, or their Paflages unknown to us. 

The Relation therefore to be expeded, muft be of that lies lowed 
and neareft the Sea. The Circuit I imagine to be almoft an 100 
Miles, all along which, it is varioufly cad into Hills, and furrowed 
into Vales; asif Nature had plowed them on purpofe for encreafel 
The outwart Coat of which is embroidered with Thamarind Palmetto 

« 

(from the Tree didills a Wine intoxicating, and an Oil medicinable, 
externally applied to Bruifes, Strains, ^r. ) It yields alfo fome 
dore of Pine Apples, Ananas, growing on Shrubs like Arti- 
chokes. But above all, theie is a Tree famed for being 14 Fathom 
compafs, it refembles mod a fmall Ivy Leaf; the Body feem^ to be 
many fmaller incorporated into one huge one, of n9 other ufe than 
to be admired , Hederh formofior alH , unlefs in oppofition to the 

. Heathen 
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Heathen, who adore it, they throw the Dead Bodies of their Slaves Chap. 11. 
under it, when Juftice is executed on them, to expofe them for Ter- ^-^'^^^'"V-/ 
rour to others, many Bones of Humane Bodies lying there at this 
time. There is alfo a Gourd efteemed of them more for the large 
Shell than Meat ; it will hold a Pailful, in Figure like a Man's Head, 
and therefore called a Cala^ajh. 

Rivers they have not many, but Rivulets good (lore ; and of fuch ThcirRlvulcrt 
Water, that next our Thames^ it is the heft, which is juftly prefer- f^« ^^ Wa- 
red, ( I mean our Thames Water ) becaufe it bears a Body beyond n^mTwmr;. 
others, and therefore kept till the laft to be fpent, always referving 
a ftock thereof to ferve them home ; for though it flink like Pud- 
dle-water when opened firftj and have a Scum on it like Oil (which 
the Coopers affirm they are as cautious to flrike with their Adds on 
the Cask for fear of taking fire, as of Brandy it felf ) yet let it fland 
unburiged on the Deck twenty four hours, it recovers its goodnefs, 
and is the only Water they rely on in an Eafl India Voyage, and 
therefore they are careful to fave it till the laft. 

Towns Tome few' they are Mailers of, but for Sumptuous Fabricks 
none will be found here. 

Their Cbiefeft Town bears the Name of the Iflahd, which is feated Their Town 
along the Strand, under an high Hill; on one fide refrefhed with ia ^"^^"»"i«P- \ 

gentle gliding Stream $ on the other fide recreated with a fine Plain, , ^ 

prodigal of its Fertility. The Town it felf is to look on, an heap of 
Ruins, nothing remaining but the Marks of former Induftry (pro- 
bably the Portugals ) here being left Walls of an huge thicknefs, 
compofed of Stone , and cemented with Lime : To every Houfe a 
Portal, but miferably defaced with Age ; the Planks of their Doors 
iewed together, their Buildings not exceeding one Story ; againft 
theie, Lazinefs has fuggefied them to lean their Flaggy Manfions : 
Flags efpecially in their Villages (by them called Cajans, being Co- 
Coe-tree Branches} upheld with fome few Sticks, fupplying both 
Sides and Covering to their Cottages. They commonly order their 
Model fo, as to make a Qiiadrangle with only one Entrance, all the 
reft being clofed outwards without any Windows ; in which every 
Houfe 43f Note oq the Right-hand has a ihady Contrivance, like the 
Walks to our Tennis-Courts, but not fo long ; on the upper end of 
which fits the Matter of the Family on a Bed of Rattan^j a kind of 
Cane: Here he, with the Steward of his Houfe, are obferved by 
bis Slaves (who ftand aloof) to fpend the heat of the day. / 

Among thefc, but at fome remotenefs from any of their Qwel- Two hbfyu9u 
lings , are two Mpfques , or places for Devotion , built after th6 , 

manner of our Churches (but for Magnificence much like their other 
Structures) with Ifies and Naves walled up to the very top ; within 
them only a place left for entrance at the Weft end. They are de« 
cently Matted on the Floor, though not hung fomuch as with a 
Cobweb on the Wailis j which they keep ( and in that to be com- 
mended ) very cleaa In the Piatzos ( for (uch their Porches had) 
ftands on the Right-hand a fquare Stone Ciftern^ full of Water \ and 
the whole without any Doors always open. The Nobler of the Two 
has at the Weft^end a round Tower , not very high } to this like- 
wife belongs a more fpacious Yard, filled with Tombs reared Man s 
heighth^ covering them with a falling Ledge atop, leaving open a 
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Letter I. Port-hole at the North-end, where the Head lies, for a L^mp : To 
^>''"'V^'v- inrich them, they are beftuck with China Ware of good value. 
The King's Having given you the Defcription thus far, I muft crave leave 
^^' for my Error, in not giving it the Style of Regal before now : For 

it proves to be the Seat of one of their Kings, which I had almoft 
forgot, had not my greedy Eye efpied a Houfe more eminently 
feated, and more decently covered than the refl:, but the Materials 
not much different ; only they have allotted HTim a little more Air 
to breath forth his fwelling Title, Ring of Johannah Town. Where- 
fore after a fmall Enquiry, it was manifeft it was the Palace Royal ; 
nor did I much doubt it, after we had gained admiflton ; where did 
fit the King in (late, at the upper end of fuch a Place as before was 
taken notice of, on a Cott, or Bed,' ftrewed with a Quiir. On a 
Bench at each, Elbow were placed two of his Nobles by him : We 
being introduced, inftead of KifTing his Majefty's Hand, he took us 
one after another moft gracioufly by the Fifl, and by the Mouth of 
his Interpreter pronounced us heartily welcome, and bad us take our 
Seats according to our Qualities; which^after we had put our Hats on, 
we did ; and the Interpreter with great Refpeft took his on the Floor 
crouching in the midfl of us. In this manner , without fhew of 
.dread or fear of being mifconftrued, we talked freely of matters re- 
lating to both our States ; as he firft examining if we had any Gun- 
powder or Compafs-Glafles to fpare him i We feconded his Demands 
with what regarded Provifions for our Voyage; for which Licenfe 
our Captains are obliged to make him Prefents of Scarlet- cloth, and 
other Europe Rarities, that they may unmolefted buy the Bullocks; 
Cows, Goats and Hens of his Subjeds. Both being at length out <^ 
Difcourfe, or not very well underlAanding one another, be fpeaking 
Arahick^ we as good Englijb as we could ; we had liberty in this in- 
terval tofurvey the Gorgeoulhefs of his Attire. On his Head he wore 
a large White Turbat, and had as good a White Shirt on his Batk ; 
from his Girdle half way his iiegs, a Blue Silk Vefl fringed with 
Purple , without Shooes or Stockins to his Feet , which he often 
pulling up into his Cott or Couch, would fmilingly crofs them, and 
with his Nails claw off* the Dirt. By him lay a Purple Silk Robe, 
, attended with a Black-guard of fome a Dozen Slaves ; compared 
with whom he looked great, and was a comely well Limb'd Perfon, 
though a WooUy-pated Coflfery. 
Their Nobles. His Nobles ( becaufe we are not to meet with many of them ) 

pray take them in their beft Liveries. On their Crowns they wear 
Caps of Arabian Needle- work intermixed with divers Colours; 
which not withflanding no bigger than Skull-caps, they move not 
CO the beft Man in the Company ; it being their Cuftom only to 
. Salam^ giving a bow with their Hands acrofs their Breafts : Their 
Bodies clad in Whiteialfo ; about their Loins Cloth of Arabia^ Chec* 
quered as our Barbers Aprons, but not fo good (^pace tantorumvi^ 
rorum) over all a thin Robe; both King and Princes encourage their 
Beards to their full growth. 
Thtif Pricfti. Jheir Priefts, one of which attended, are habited in faihion not 

much dif{ef:ent, had not the Colour inclined to Black j and on their 

Heads a Leather Coif lined with Fun 
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When .we took our leaves, we Prcfented him and his Peers with jChap. II. 
a few Brafs Rings with JFalfe Stones, with which they fcemed to T^T^y^'^^^ 
be well pleafed. - t^m 

What Towns they have of Note we could not learn ; but Towns They are Vaf- 
they have , if not Cities , within the Country. And certain it is, ^^%^° *® 
their Chief Governour is an Arabian Lord. 

This Johanna Town is about Three quarters of a Mile in length, 
and may contain Two hundred Houfcs j their Streets being no 
broader than our Allies. 

Villages are very thick, and Cottages difperft in every place. Villages. 

Every Valley makes a delightful Grove, one of which exceeding A pieafane 
all the reft , was cooled with two dainty Currents , decked with a *''^®^^- 
continual Spring', charming the Senfes with the jeal Sweets of any 
the moft exquifitcly feigned Paradifes ; to fee Limes grow on SIhrubs, 
Leafed and Thorned like our Crabs, Oranges, (ot which there is 
a pleafing fort, though fmall, not giving place to our China ones } 
tempting the Sight from a more exalted, and lefs fufpicious Tree. 
Over which the lofty Cocoes with unparalleled ftraitnefs ftretch 
forth their Boughs, difpofed in Ranks, as if ordered by the Skilful: 
left Planter. • ' 

. Lower than thefe, but with a Leaf far broader, ftands the Curi- 
ous Plantan, loading its tender Body with a Fruit, whofe Clufiers 
emulate the Grapes oi Canaan;w\vLc\\ burthened two Mens Shoulders; 
below which, an odoriferous Plant feizes the Smell ; and winding 
through its lubtile Meanders, revives the Faculties of the Brain : 
Here the flourifhing Papaw ( in Tafte like bur Melons, and as big, 
but growing on a Tree leafed like our Fig-tree), Citrons, Limons, 
and many more, contend to indulge the Tafte ; the warbling Birds « 
the Ear ; and all things, as if that general Curie were exempted, 
ftrive to gratify the Life of Man. 

Neither has Nature {o played the Wanton here, as to be unmind- The mils are 
ful of the Afcending Hills, which in other places by chance are pror ^Ij^^l^ 
du(9:ive, but here they abound, and liberally -beftow on the humble vliiiel ^ 
Valleys: Not withftanding the Clime it is (ituate under, bears the 
reproach of that uninhabitable Zone ; yet that Afperfion is blown off . 
by thofe admirably tempered Breizes of the Mountains. 

The Inhabitants are black, though not fo black as at St. lago^ as Temper of 
well Limb'd, and as well Featured ; neither fo tall, nor fo proud as *ntJ"^^*' 
they, but more honeft : Whether out of fear of Puniihment,. or na- 
tural Integrity, may be left to conjedure : For our Fleet lying as 
now at an Anchor , fome years pafted , they filched fome flight 
things from the Englifh ; as likewife fome Sailers from them j the 
Grievances on both fides known , and the Parties deteded. Our 
Commanders had their Men flafhed publickly on Shore, when they 
cut the Throats of theirs. * 

To proceed ; They are like the Country they liye in, innocent; 
for as the one produces nothing hurtful^ fo they have always had 
the Charader of being harmlefs. They are courteous to Strangers, 
but above all to the Englifh ; punctual in their Words, and as ready 
to tax for breach of Promife : Lazy above meafure , defpifing all 
Mechanical Arts ; and in them Neceflity compels them to employing 
their Priefts ; as in building Boats, making Mats. Yet in one thing 
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to be wondred at, for making Old Iron, which they covet piightilyi 
into Knives, or Tools, as iharp as Raifors ; in other things but rude- 
ly imitating, but not deferviog the name of Artifts. 

The while we were there, they had a great Veflcl on the Stocks ; 
Stocks like the Cheeks to our Long Boats; the Keel of it was a whole 
Tree, no otherwife fitted than it grew, only the Branches lopped 
off. To it, for Stem and Stern, were fattened two others, (hotter ; 
on both fides PlankS fewed to the main Timbers, with the Thread 
of the Cocoe-nut, each Hole (lopped with Pitch. Thus had they 
raifed it to the capacity of Thirty Tuns : When it will be finifhed, ae 
the rate they work, will be hard to guefs. 

They are Owners of feveral fmall Provoes , of the fame make, 
and Canoofes , cut out of one intire piece of Wood ; poifed with ^ 
Booms to keep them from over»fetting j in thefe they paddle with* 
broad Sticks, not row as we with Oars. 

They are very adive at Climbing, Running like Jackanapes up 
their Cocoe-nut Trees , which they do by twifting a Band to keep 
clofe their Feet , as they raife their Bodies by their Arms grafped 

about the Trees. 

They are not folicitous for much to cover them, only a Clout to 
hide their fhame, truft with a String round about their Waifts, in 
which they ftick their Knives, in a readinefs to cut down their 

Food from the Trees. 

Their Slaves have a dejeded Countenance, difiinguiflied by bore- 
ing their Ears : They (it on Stones , or low Seats , their Arms 
folded like Monkies. 
Skilled in Let Howcvcr, they are not fo abjed, but that th&y have the ufe of 
tersandAftK^ Letters, and fome fcience in Aftrology, by what I can teftify : For 
logy- walking the Country, and almoft tired, I Aept into an Houfe, where 

I faw a Man writing with a Pen made of a Cane, in the bottom of 
a Bowl befmeared over with black ; confidering a- while, at length I 
obferved he made Arabian Charaders, and aimed to draw a Scheme, 
which when he had done, he poured Water upon , and ftirring it 
round with his Finger, wiped it out again, and as he did this, mut- 
tered ferioufly to bimfelf, doing fo thrice. I watched what he intend-* 
ed, and found that a Woman lay fick there , and this Charm was 

her Phyfick. 

Befides this, I have it on report from fome that faw their Schools 
for Education of their Youth, where they teach them to write, and 
by Bundles of Charaders tied together to Ape Printing. What they 
make their Imprdfion on, I cannot inform you j but Paper is no 
defpicable Commodity among them. 

That Araiiek is their Speech, is without contradidion ; with what 
purity I am no competent Judge. 

The. Religion among them is Mahometifm ; their Priefts not (a 
much exfercifed in Learning, as the Labour of their Hands. 

Their Women are fat and (hort, not fo big Breafted as thofe at 
St. lago, better clad than the Men, wearing a courfe Sheet about 
them from their Breads below their Knees ; about their Heads they 
wear an Hairlace, or fomewhat inftead of it, not to tie their Hair 
up, which is fliort enough 5 but it may be, as our Dames in England^ 
to keep the Wrinkles out of their Foreheads : In their Ears J\^ock- 
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Jewels ;^ about their Necks and Wrifts trifling Bracelets of Beads, Chap. 11. 
dlafs, or Wire of Brafs; about thefmall of their L^ Brafs Chains, CAWJ 
and on their Finger? Rings of the fame Metal. Seemingly fearful 
of a White Man, as are their Children, who are much troubled 
with the Navel- Rupture ( Hernia HmhiUcali$ ) , either from the Their Chll 
Windinefs of their Food, or Ignorance of their Mid wivej in cutting ^^wn troubled 
the Navel firing, when they defign to make the Boys good meafure; SruSl 
which fucceeds in tHefe, for their Penis is of the larger fhape. The 
Wives are very obfequious to their Husbands, feldom ftirring abroad, 
doing the Drudgeries of the Houfe. 

They drefs Fowls very well, but kill them very barbaroufly, pul- xheit way of 
ling firft their Feathers off to the Wings, then by degrees raife the kiuing Fowls, 
Skin, after which Torture they as flowly cut their 'throats, till they ^'• 
have finiflied a fhort Litany, which is the Prieft's Office, if at hand ; 
otherwife the Good Man of the Houfe fays Grace j they butchering 
their Goats in as Jewijh a manner. 

Their ufual Djet is the Fruits of the Earth, not caring much for Their Diet. 
Flefli, though they have great (lore of PuUen, Goats, and Kine ; 
which la ft but fmall, and not very good Meat, their Fat cleaving 
to the roof of the mouth ; not fo big as our IVelJh Beafts, yet have 
this peculiar, a Bunch of Fat betwixt their Shoulders, which eaten 
taftes like Marrow. 

Their Pafture, for want of Agriculture, rather Reeds than Grafs ; Their Com. 
they have Rice in the L^ow-lands, and a Peafe called Garavance : On 
the Sand near the Sea grows femper vivum maximum^ from whofe 
Juice comes Aloes^ the beft from Succotra : Here grows Cow-Itch in 
abundance, and all forts of SannJers^ which the Seamen cut for 
firing to bring aboard. Deftitute of Afles, Mules, and Horfes, but WantofAiTes, 
that want compenfated by a richer Commodity^ Amhergreece^ for W^^* ^^^ 
which the Arabian is the greateft Merchant and Shsjer. Horfes. 

Fowls for Game they have feveral, the beft of which is the Gir/irwy Fowls for 
Hen, Turtle Doves; Crows with white Breafts, Buzzards, and Bats ^"^^^ 
bodied like and near as big as a Weafel , with large Wings wove 
upon ftrong Griftles. 

They have a fort of a Jackanape they call a BuJgee^ the hand- a Budgee. 
fomeft I ever faw. 

Honey and Mullafles they have good ftore. 

Having thus taken a Survey of them, one would think Ambition Their invete^ 
baniflied hence, and that Difcord ihould have little countenance »t«Hatc to 
from Subje<as fo alike contemptible. Such is the growth of that *«^'*''^- 
Seed, that no Ground comes amifs to it : Here, where ileither Care 
nor Toil is burthenfome, are they vexed with continual War by 
their oppofite Neighbour the Mohelian^ whom formerly they ufed to 
engage on Planks at Sea, cafting Stones and Darts ; finc^, by a better 
Inftind, they have provided themfelves of fecurer Veflels, and as 
at this time devifmg greater, they adventure with better force^ and 
in ihrewder Battels, beginning to enquire after Swords and Guns^ 
with the firft of which the EngUfh do fupply them : For which, and 
a former Courtefy of a Veflcl fent them to Und fome Men on the 
Enemies Ck>afts , proceeds their more than ordinary love for the 

Englifh. 
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Letter Ii How thefe behave themfelves in War , or with what Difcipline, 
is not in me to tell.: Some Marks of their Valour many of them 
bear about them, as the Badges of their greateft Honour, who have 
their Limbs diftorted, or Flefli beaten in. What the ground of 
thefe Feuds are, we cannot learn ; unlefs the bad Influence of fonpie 
malignant Planet, or elfe that Make-bate of the world, whofe great- 
eft bufmefs is Contention, fhould infmuate it into them. The jtra- 
/i^;f Lords of each do ftrive to reconcile them ; which if they do for 
a time, it breaks out again in open War : And probable it is , th^t 
thefe Animofities have rendred them liable to the Subjciftion they 
are now in j whofe very Iflands elfe, with an united Force of Stones 
and Arms to bear them, were able to defend them. 
We ire called Four days being fpent in this fweet Wildernefsi our Admiral by 
aboard to fet gf^pg ^ Q^^^ ^ud loofing his Forc-top-fail, fummoned us aboard,

Wercpafs the A ^^^^ ^^^ ^nd * f^ir Wind foon fet us once more to the Nor* 
Eftint^id jt\. ward of the EquhtcSia/, acconlpadied with foaking Showers, 
^** Thunder, and Cloudy Weather, which with the continuance of the 

Winds did us a kindneis; for following the heels of the Sun , we 

were got within Twelve Degrees of him, when we failed into the 

J^fJian Sea^ EaU North-Eafiy the Maldive Iflands beirig SoutthEaJf^ 

the Red SeaWefiN4frtb Weft, and tht Arabian North hy Weft, with* 

out labouring under {hat irrefiftible Heat we did before ; by reafon 

of which adjunA Heat, the Rains however became intemperate; 

not but that they mitigated the Heat in adu, thb as to its tSt€ts^ it 

proved more virulent, impregnating the Air with a difeafed Confti- 

tution^ whereupon we had many hung down their Heads. 

The vimh- About the third Degree rf Ni?r/A-Latitude we loft fight of the 

Star is raifcd Maqellanian Clouds and the Crociers, and raifed our Northern Polar 

'«"^"- Dire^or. 

T\itMsidvuii Having 8 deg. 5-3 mill. North Latitude, we left the Sun to run his 
Mands. Race to the North; and fteering Eaft to raife our Longitude , we 

fell into a Channel between the Maldhxe ( a Concatenation of 
Iflands from the Equator hither, and here only parted by this Chan- 
nel, the reft of th^m lying fcattcredly to the jio^^ deg. of North La* 
^ titude ) which* makes us lye by a-nights, ( fignified by One Light 

out of the MaiB*Top of our Admiral ( which he always carries at 
Night), and another out of the middle Lanthorn on the Poop, an** 
fwered by all the reft with one at the fame place), for fear of fal- 
ling foul of them, the Weather continuing wet, dark, and tern* 
peftuous. 
fieziceiUn. After which we fhaped our Courfe Eaft South-Eafi^ when the Ad- 
miral fired a Gun, fpreading St.George's Flag in the Mizen-(hrowds 
for a Confultation, knowing we began to draw nt^tt^lon^ an Ifland 
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in tht Eaft'IpgJia J divided from Cape Cory by Ptolamy^ Comary by our Chap. Ill 
Modern Authors^by a narrow, fwift, and unnavigable Current, where 
the Flemings have nefted themfelves in the Portugals Caftles at Co- 
lumho^ Ppint deGaul^ztid elfe where j io that if at all, we are romeet 
with them hereabouts, they commonly having a Fleet of Ships in 
thefe Seas : We out of neceffity are forced to make this Land, and 
were it peaceable Times ftould fail all along in fight of it, till we 
came upon the Coa ft of CormandeL 

Wherefore our Commander returning on board, after affigniog 
every one his Poft, to be ready on any furprize, he found a Chear- 
fulnefs in all to obey him. 

Here two Whales, bigger than the former, Ihewed tliemfelves. 

In the dead of the night a larrjentable Outcry was caufed by fome 
of our Men on the Forecaftle, who looking out thought they had feen 
a Rock, with which thefe Seas abound, whereupon they cried out, 
ABreachy a Breach \ which made the Mates leap out of their Cabins 
with the fame grifly Look as if going to give up their la ft Accounts : 
Here was Doomfday in its right Colours, Di ft ration, Horror, and 
Amazement hadfeized on all, onecommanding this, another ading 
quite contrary ; the Breach furrounding us, fevery one expeAed the 
fataKlroke, when the Ship ihouid be daftied in pieces. In this Pa« 
nick Fear, had any had fo much heart as to have ventured a Compo- 
fition for his empty Noddle by looking over-board , he might have 
difcovered the Jig : For at length it was evident that only a Chorus 
of Porpoifes had taken the Sea in their Dance ; which Morris once 
over, the Seas were quiet, and our Men left to repofe themfelves 
with a fborter Nap than they thought themfelves like to have. 

Five days after our Summer Solftice wt had foundings 14 Fathom, 
and at break of day had fight o{ Ceilon^ when we altered our Courfe 
to Eaft North^Eafi j it bore from us l^ofth hy Wefl 1 % Leagues , the 
out-Land low, but rarely enriched with Woods of CinamoUi from 
whence only it is brought. 

7he View of CtAon. 
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This is the fir ft Shore preliented its felf in IftJia : The Inland hath 
ft Profped over the Sea : It lies in North Latitude 6 deg. 3 min. and 
Longitude from Johanna 37 deg. 10 min. Ea(l. 

Thisis the Ifland where ( if true ) the Elephants are bred, who, 
tranfported, exad Homage from all Elephants of other places, and 
they withal, byproftrating (as it were) their Necks bet ween their 
Feet, fubmiflively acknowledge it. 

At Nights we ftood ofTto Sea to efcape the infidious Rocks, a-days 
we made for the Land, to gain the Land- Breizes, which are not felt 
far off at Sea , by reafon of the Conftancy of the Trade-Winds : 
They begin about Midnight, and hold till Noon^ and are by the For* 
tugals named Terrhenoes ; more North they are more ftrong , and 
hardly give way to the $ea*Breizes ,. which fometimes fucceed the 
others twelve hours, but not always on^his Coaft. 
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Two Days pafied after we made Land, we difcovered three G)un- 
try Junks a-head, and coming op with them we commanded their 
Skippers on board ; examining their Cockets, they produced Eng- 
lijh Pafles, the Matters of two of them being Portugals^ the other 
a Moor^ from whom was taken a Packet of Dutch Letters : Their 
Crew were all Moors ( by which Word hereafter muft be meant 
thofe of the Mahometan Faith ), apparell'd all in white , on their 
Heads white Scull-caps, their Complexions tawny : Their Junks had 
three Mafts, wearing an Eaft- India ftrip'd Ancient, and might con- 
tain an lOO Tuns apiece. 

They managed their Sails but aukwardly, and are unskilful in 
Maritime Affairs ; wherefore in any long Voyage they employ £«- 
ropeans to navigate their Veffels. 

Coa (ling along, fome Cattamarans ( Logs lafhed to that advantage 
that they waft off all their Goods, only having a Sail in the midit, 
and Paddles to guide them ) made after us, but our Ships having 
frefh way, we were unwilling to tarry for them ; befides, at that in- 
flant we efpied under the Shore a mighty Veflel, with her Yards and 
Top- mafts lowered ; but they continuing to follow u5, the Anne lay 
by for one of them, who affirmed that a Fleet of 14 Sail of Bata- 
vians were paflcd to retake St. Thomas from the French. Th&Eaft- 
India Merchant and Antelope by this were up with the Veflel under 
Ihore , who proved to be a great Junk of the Moors : Overagainfl 
where ihe rode, a fair Pagod or Temple of the Gentus^ beleagucrM 
with a Grove of Trees ( excepting that it was open towards the Sea ) 
caft a Luftre bright and fplendid, the Sun reverberating againft its 
refulgent Spire, which was crowned with a Globe white as Alabafteir, 
of the fame tindrure with the whole. 

Nearer the Point we defcried a Town, in which a Caftle over- 
awing it, and upon the hightft Pinacle Dutch Colours, which high 
Noon gave us to be Sandrajlapatan , a Fadol-y of theirs, our Staff 
having as much as together with the Sun's declination made 1 1 deg. 
50 min. J^o'rth Latitude , but 10 Leagues to the South of Fort 
St. George^ where our Commanders were to touch firft, according 
to their Charter- Party, 

Whereupon we put abroad our Jacks, Ancients, andPenants, and 
running out all pur Guns, it was unanimously confented to fight our 
way through the Flemijh Eafl-Indians , had we not feen a Mujfoola 
hailing our Admiral, which came off with Advice from the Agent : 
This Afternoon therefore we lay by, the Admiral calling a Council 
aboard him ; and at night our Mercury was waited on towards the 
Shore by the Bomlaim : All this while we lay in fight of Sandrafla^ 
patan^ whofe Soil is Fat and Opulent, Jike their Netherlands.

The Water here ran fmooth and difcoloured : Till once a|ain 
committing our felves to the Sea, we ploughed deeper Water, North-

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The next day we faw a French Man of War, and he us, but would Chap III. 
not truft us. We knew him to be French by our Intelligencer, who ^^'^''■*- 
laid us out his Station, where he had enconntred five Batavians, mI^^^* 
and difcomfitcd them. " ' 

ThisDay'sobfervation made 30 m. to the korth of Fort St. George. Difiniffed the 
We were beating now againft the Wind (which blows fiercely from ^*"'^' 
the Shore) and a ftrong Current, which had fet us i4deg< so min. 
North in three days rime, when the Juttks we compelled with us hi- 
ther, had the liberty to make the bed of their way for the Bay of 
Beitgala ; for which the Winds ferved them well enough, thopgh full 
m our Teeth, who laboured for the Land. 

However, in four days time we met with the Frejbes off the Shore M«iheB^iiM 
caufed by the Upland Rains: The Sea dcfpifing to defile its purer "ofedtydi* 
Azure with their Muddy Green. The fame Antipathy was held be- • *""' 
twixt the lively Fifhes and their flimy Brood, they intermixing with 
fuch unfriendly Concord ; for playing tn whole Shoals about the 
Edges , they would not exceed the Limits the jarring Torrents had 
' won upon each other So the fierce Tigris in his fwift Career ne> 
■gleds the fcorned Arethufa, and ihe with the like difdain retaliates 
his unkindnefs, neither Stream mixing either Fifh or Water. 

Thus quartering this Sublunary Globe, out of Europe into Africa^ ^^^%^'' 
from thence cruifing on the Coaft of S/-j/f/ upon the ^wer/cj*. Seas, vvorW wa 
till joining with the Eihiepkk, we double the Cape of ytod f/ope. into Anchor u 
Africa zga.in, at laft we came iri fight of the -((yf«« Shores; and the j""'^'-^- 
latter end of June we caA Anchor in Mechlapatan Road ; which was 
compofed of Shoals ind Deeps, where we found three Portugal Ships 
riding. 

Our Fleet exprefled their joy by the roaring of the wide-mouth'd 
Cannon, and the founding oftheihriller Trumpets; which the £i«£- 
lifb Faftory, welcomed by difplaying their Flag (being allowed no 
Ordnance, but what they privily plant for their own fecurity) as 
being under the Tutelage of the Natives, as alfo are the Portugais> 
and Flemmingi (who each have here their Staples) fo in like man- 
ner all they have any Commerce with : No h£t of Hoftility , ei- 
ther on Stiore^ or in the Road, being tollerated without leave firfl 
obtained ; thofe on Shore being the Pledges forfeited on the breach 
of Peace.

The Titafurc ^T^ H E ncxt Morning the Second of the Fadory ( the Chief) 
feconShora J[ hAtig at Pert St.GiQrge^ vifited the Admiral, and ordered 

the Treafure to be fet on Shore. 

That if the empty Hollander (hould be fo hardy as to face us, 

their fmall hopes of Plunder might abate their Courage ; which 

otherwife might tempt them to attack us with the greater vi* 

gour. 

The Boatmen The Boat-men that came for it were of a Sumburnt Black, with 

defcribed. long black Hair, tied up in a Clout of Calicut Lawn, girt about the 

Middle with a Saib, in their Ears Rings of Gold ; thofe that were 

bare* headed, were ihorn all to one Lock , which carekfly twifled 

up ( fome have fooliflily conceited ) to be left for Perimel 

( one of their Prophets ) . to hold fad by when he fhould haul them 

to Heaven ; but more truly to preferve them from the Plica P$U- 

nicay which attends long Hair not cleanly kept, and to which th^fe 

People are incident. 

p#f«/» arSer- Among thefe, fome more modiih than the reft, as going in a 

vants to wait Qarb morc Civil , Coiling Calicut about their Heads , Turbat 

^" "*• falhion , on their Bodies light Vefts, underneath long loofe Breeches, 

and fwadled about the Waift with a Safh; offered their Service for 
a fmall Penfioii , to execute our Affairs on Shore , or wait on us 
Aboard. 

Thefe fpake Englijh^ and acquainted us, how the French had fet 
ftre to four Vcflels of the Moors^ and made Prize of four more, as 
they were in this Road not two Months ago ; that they had con- 
ftrained fome Dutch Fadories to run on fcore to fupply their wants 
with Viduals , and other Ncccflaries ; whofe Credit , ,by thefe 
Emergencies , and their Caih failing, begins to fmk : Money be* 
ing here not only the Nerves and Sinews, but the Life it felf of 
Trade. 
Landbg at Being fent for on Shore by the defire of the Fadcry , by one of the 
mcbtaf^M. Country Boats, I was landed at Mechlapatan : Thefe Boats are as 

large as one of our Ware-Barges, and almoil of that Mould, failing 
with one Sail like them, but padiing with Paddles inftead of Spreads, 
and carry a great Burthen with little trouble ; outliving either Ship 
ot Bnglifb Skiff* over the Bar. Which by the rapid motion of the 
Waves driving the Sands into an Head, makes a noife as deafningas 
theCatara^of Ni/r, and not feldom as difficult a Downfal. Over 
this the Land ihuts us up on both (ides, and the ftiller Waters con* 
tentedly do part their Streams to embrace the Town.

The High-ftreets are broad, fet forth with high and lofty Build- Thdr Private 
i'ngs, the Materials Wood and Plaifter, beautified without with fold- Dwellings. 
ing Windows, jnade of Wood, and lattifed with Rattans, entring 
into Balconies ihaded*by large Sheds covered with Tiles: Within a 
Square Court, to which a ftately Gatehoufe makes a Paflage, in the . 
middle whereof a Tank vaulted, with a flat Roof above, and on 
it Terras WaJks are framed; the one to wafli in, in the heat of the 
day J the other to take the Air in the cool of the day ; the u hole 
Fabrick intire within its felf, covered atop Taber-like. 

The poorer, of which multitudes are interfperfed , both in their 
High-ftreets and Allies, are thatched, cafi round as Bee Hives, and 
walled with Mud; which in the Summers drought often take fire, 
and lay the taller equal with the ground. 

For publick Scrudures their principal Streets prefcnt fundry PubUck Stm- 
Mofques, one Cuftom-houfe , one Court of Judicature, and that ®"^^*- 
but mean. 

For Places of refort there are three Buzzars^ or Market-places, 
crowded both with People and Commodities. 

On the North-Ejft 3L Wooden Fridge, half ^ Mile long, leading TheBridgw. 
to the Bar Town ; on the North-Weft one, a Mile Long, tending to 
the Ey.glift^ Garden , and up the Country. Each of which have a 
Gate-hou(e, and a (Irong Wstch at the beginning, next the Town : 
Both thefe are laid over a Sandy Marfh, w here Droves of People are ' 
always thronging. " 

The prefent Incumbents ai^ the Moors ^ Perfians^ Gentiles*^ So- 
journers Armenians^ (who maintain their Correfpondence over 
Land } Portugalsj Dutch and Englijh ; and fome few French. 

For the Story of it, and with it of the Kingdom ; the Gentues^ the The Story of 
Portugal Idiom ior Gentiles^ are the Aborigines y who enjoyed their |i!"k'*^Y"^ 
freedom, till the Moors or Scythian tartars (whether mediately oigJumd^!^ 
from Perfia^ or intmediately from that overflow of Tamerlane into 
thefe Parts, is not material, fince they both pretend to the fame Ex- 
tract, and that will be fitter declared in another place ) undermi- 
ning them, took advantage of their Civjl Commotions. For one 
Caff ot Tribe (by the Chief of which they were ruled) clafhing 
with another, overturned all ; \^ hich that we may the better un- 
derfland, 

Thefe Tribes were diftinguiflied by their Occupations , efpoufing At firft go- 
therefore Vocations as well as Kindred ; and thereby, as one was a ^^™^ ^^ 
more honourable Calling than the other, fo they ftood upon their ^^^^'^^^^^ 
Nobility in that Imploy ment, never marrying out of it. 

As the Head were the BrachntineSj the Ancient Gymnofophifts ; out . 
of whom branched their Priells, Phyficians, and their Learned 
Men. 

Next in efteem were, the Rajhwaws^ Rafhpoots , or Souldiers. 
But the mod infolentwere the Artificers ; as the Engravers, Re- How altered. 
finers, Goldfmiths, Carpenters, and the like ; who behaved them- 
felves noi only dilrefpedfully to tbeir Superiours, but tyrannically to 
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Their King

thofe of a viler Rank ; as the Husbandmen and Labourers-^hereopon 
they jointly confpired their Ruin^and with that their own Slavery j ta- 
king the Moors toth'cir affiftance, who not only reduced the Ufurpers 
to Compofition, which was. That they fliould be accounted the Off- 
fcum of the People, and as bafe as the Holencores (whom they ac* 
count fo, becaufe they Defile themfelves hy eating any thing, and do 
all fervile Offices) and not be permitted to ride in a Palenkeen at their 
Feftivals or Nuptials, bet on Horfcback, which they count an high 
Difgrace ; but they alfo took the Power into their own hand ; which 
though Defpotical, the Gentus endure, rather than endeavour the re- 
covery of their former Liberty, and to fubvert it from a Monarchy 
into an Ariftocracy. 

Their King reigning is a Moor , raifed to the Throne from the 
loweft ebb of Fortune. 

For it being in the brcaft of the Regent to appoint his Succeflbr; 
his Predeceflbr, on defed of his own Children, raifed him j by the 
pradice of Siegmanjaffa^ his Chief Eunuch (who arc made in this 
Kingdom the prime Minifters of State) partly to (Irengthen his own 
Intereft by ingratiating with the Heir Apparent, and partly out of 
gratitude to the Young man's Father, a Great Man, and of the Bioud« 
Royal, who, when alive, was the promoter of Siegmanjaffa : This 
fame Prince of the Chias^ or Sophian Extract) was raked out of the 
Embers of Oblivion. 

Where you, mud; note. That though his Father expired a Blazing 
Comet in the Court, yet at the death of any Nobleman, his Wealth 
falls all into the King's hands ; whereby this poor Gentleman for a 
long time lived an obfcure and miferable Life, no one taking his 
word for the Viduals he put into his Belly : But upon the old King's 
importunity for one to fway the Scepter after him of his own Line, 
Siegmanjaffa urged him ; and placed him poor and lean as he was, 
where the King might fee him, but not he the King, 

At firft the King rejeded him, as having no promifing look ; ftill 
Siegmanjaffa interceded , and defired his Lord to allow him like a 
Gentleman , and fee to what ufe he would expend his Money : 
Which condefcended to, a Brachmin (who are become the Farmers 
of the King^ Rents ) was difpatched to offer him the Loan of Mo- 
ney, which he willingly accepted of, and therewith put bimfelf into 
an handfome Equipage, both for Apparel and Attendants ( which 
fpecious Shews recommend here more than profoundnefs of parts) 
and withal Fed and Whored (which is a great point of Manhood) as 
well as the bed of them. Wherefore after a (hort time he was again 
brought into the King's Prefence, who now began to have fome 
hopes of him ; and therefore to try him farther, he gave him a con« 
ftant fupply of Money ; and bad Siegmanjaffa put him on fome lau* 
dable Enterprize in his Army , of which Siegmanjaffa was General { 
which he uiidertook with much Alacrity, and behaved himfelf with- 
that Gallantry, that at length the Old King fent him a TipftaS'with 
a Royal Robe, requiring him to come to Court in one of the King's 
own Palenkeens : At which he was difmay'd. Saying he (hould never 
return to his Houfe again. 

However , by Siegmanjaffds encouragement he apparelled him* 
felf, and rode on the King's Palenkten : His Jealoufy was grounded 
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on a barbarous Cuftom of the Eafierm Monarchs , who when any Chap. ly. 
J^ubjed becomes fufpeded, fend them alike hohourable Prefcnts with ^Wf^fT^*-^ 
thofc in Favour, which in their receit only (hall leftify to the Worid roos cSiom 
the King's Difpleafure, though they whom they are dcfigned for, ©f Poyfoning 
live not to know the caufe, being poy foned by them before they can ^^]^ jJo- 
plead for themfeives. But he was allured no ill Intentions were to* narchs. 
wards him when fgeaking wit|i the King face to face, he declared 
him his Succellor to the Crown, which not long after he was cfta- " 
blifhed in by the Death of his M after. 

. His Refidence is at <j«/cW4, the Metropolis, and bearing the GirZfMwA»ischc 
Name of the Kingdom, fifteen days journey Weft from hence. Metropolis, 

Under him Siegmanjaffa orders the whole Realm, amafling great NamcTo^thc 
Treafures ( though he himfelf pays Homage to the Great Mogul ) Kingdom, 
exading every Man's Eftate when he pleafes, mulcting them at his 2«^a™"^ 
own Will, fqueezing the common People to perfed Penury : Be- Eunuct ^ 
fides the Reverfions of Great Mens feftates, he has lar^e Revenues ; The Wealth 
from his Diamond Mines, which he lets out yearly to thofe bid moft. '^^^ "^*^' 

His Expences are inconfiderable, his Subjects in their diftind: Pro- The Army 
vinces maintaining his Soldiers, of whom he has a ftanding Army ^^"^ P»i<*- 
of an Hundred thoufand Horfe and Foot, when all together ; befides 
Two hundred Elephants in continual readineis, which are provided 
for by the Farmers of his Revenues. 

. All that he confumes is on his Voluptuoufnefs , with which he is . 
fwallowedup. 

The Kingdom of Gulconda extends from lo deg. Niir/A Latitude, ThcWgnefi 
to 19 deg. 2 along the Coafts of Cortmandel^ and up into the Coun- ^^ the King- 
try Three hundred C?Kr/if (which is a Mile and a quarter) though ^^°*' 
in fome places thinly inhabited. 

The next in Dignity lo Siegmanjaffa^ is the Governor of Mechla- ThcGovernot 
patan^ an Eunuch alfo, and a Slave to Siegmanjaffa^ who came through of MichUfM. 
the Town while we were here, waited on by a Noble Train, befides ^^* 
Soldiers and Followers ; having an Elephant led before his Falenkeen^ 
which none prefume to do, unfefs the King honour them therewith } 
nor to ride on any but Females, unlefs of the Royal Family, who 
may only mount a Male to ride in State through their Cities. His 
Subftitute here is a Chias Moor^ who takes charge of the Stores every 
Night. 

Over the Gentues they keep a Arid hand, entrufting them with no 
Place of Concern, ufing them as Mechanicks and Servitors, to kw 
of them attributing the Title of Merchants; though in this Town 
of Moors and Vtrfians there are many Owners of good Trading 
Veflels. 

The Perfians have plan ted themfeives here through the Intercourfe The perfumt 
of Traffick as well as Arms, being all of them at their firft coming, Favourites at 
low in Condition ; but inspired by the Court-Favour, and making ^^^^ 
ooe of their own Nation always their Executors, they arrive to Pre* ^ 
ferment. Nor are any of thefe fo exempted when they grow tco 
rich, to be deplumated by the fame hand. 

Their way of living is truly Noble, having a Retinue which be* Thdr Port 
fpeaks their Greatnels as they rife in Fortune or the King's Grace. andGnuidtur.

in beOo prafiJium. Each contending to have the moll numerous 
and handfomeft Fellows for Attendance ; their Pride at home, and 
abroad their Safeguard. 

However, for the .£»g///J Honour be it fpoke, none of them fur- 
pafs the Grandeur of our Eafh India Company, who not only com- 
mand, but oblige thfeir utmoft Re(ped ; none of their Servants (hew- 
ing themfelves in Publick without a Company anfwcrable to theirs^ 
and exceeding them in Civility of Garb and Manners. When the 
Chief made his Entry at his Return from the Fort, it was very Pom- 
pous, all the Merchants of Efteem going to meet him with loud 
Indian Mufick and Led- Hor fes : Before his Palenkeen an Horfe of 
State, and two St. Georges Banners, with Englifh Trumpeters 5 after 
him the Fadors on Horfeback, and lufty Fellows running by their 
{\^<^% with Afundells^ (which are broad Umbrelloes held over their 
heads,) Soldiers and Spear- men Two hundred at leaft, and after 
thefe a Row .of Phlenkeens belonging to Englifh and other Merchants. 

At Meals their Domefticks wait on them w ith Obeifance fuitable 
to great Potentates, enclofing their Tables, which are ftrewed libe- 
rally with Dainties fervcd up in Plate of Chinas Nam nulla aconita 
lihuntur fi^ililus^ fays Juvenal^ which crack when pcyfoned ; which 
whether true or falfe ( fince it is fo much pradifed in this Coun- 
try by way of Revenge ) is but a necefl&ry Caution by all means 
to avoid. 

They fan theAir with'I^eacocks Tails fet in huge Silver Handles, 
and chiefly now, becaufe the bufy Flies would cover the Table, were 
they not beaten off Abroad ihading their heads with broad Tar- 
gets held over their heads; wafliing and rubbing them in their 
Tanks i wanting in no Office may render them acceptable to their 
Mailers. 

But not to detradl from the Inhabitant?, their Solemnities are ve- 
ry Courtly, commonly performed by Night with the noifeof Drum, 
Shawm, and Fife ; efpecially at their Weddings, when the meaneft 
(excepting thofe protefted againft) of the Gentues muft not be denied 
his Week^s Jollity in a Palenkeen^ and a Guard of Targets, Swords, 
and Javelins, and others bearing the Enfigns denoting the Honour 
of their Tribe. If any of the fubjeded Tribes ( as they count 
them) affume the Honour (though the Governor connive) they 
fall together by the ears, and drag him fhamefully by the Hair of 
the Head to the place he firft fet forth. 

They are arrayM in White Veils, girt with Salhes, fmall Turbats 
on their Heads, long Breeches to their Heels ; the Gentues barefoot 
moftly ; The Moors and Per/tans fhod with Sandals, and over their 
Shoulders a Silk Mantle of what colour they fancy. 

The Englifl^ keep their falhion, though cloathed in white : The 
Arnientans like the Inhabitants. 

The Moors are very grave and haughty in their demeanor, not 
vouchfafing to return an Anfwer by a Slave, but by a Deuhafh , who 
is the Interpreter. Their chicfeft Delight and Pride is to be feen 
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fmoking Tobacco crofs-Iegg'd in a great Chair at their doors, out of Chap. IV, 
along Brals Pipe adapted to a large Cryftal HuhHe-hMle^ fixed in ^-/"^^^^^^ 
z Brafs Frame, their Menial Servants furrounding them. 

All of this Robe's way of Salute is by lifting their Haqd to their 
Head , except the ArmenianSy who mov^ their Turhats as we our 
Hats. J 

, The Moors are by Nature plagued with Jealoufy, clciftring their Their Jealou- 
Wives up, and fequeftring them the fight of any befides the Tapon ^Y- 
that watches them. When they go abroad, they are carried in clofe 
Falenkeeni^ which if a Man offer to unvaii it is prefent death ; the 
meaneft of them not permitting their Women to ftir out uncovered j 
of whom they are allowed as many as they can keep. 

Their Matches are contrived by their Parents when young ; at Striftnefs t<v 
Sfcven Years the Son being taken from the Mother, the Sifter from ?^^^^ ^^^^ 
the Brother, and not a Father, though Fourfcore atid ten, fuffered ^^^ 
the Interview of his Daughter j every Dwelling having Apartments 
allotted for this Confinement. 

The Gentues obferve not that Ipiridnefs, both Stx^s enjoying the Contrary 
open Ain Their Women are manacled with Chains of Silver ( or Freedom a- 
Fetters rather ) and hung with Ear-rings of Gold and Jewels, their f^^"^^^^ 
Nofes ftretch'd with weighty Jewels, on their Toes Rings of Gold; 
about their Wafte a painted Clout, over their Shoulders they caft a 
Mantle j their Hair tied behind their Head ( which both in Men^and 
Women is naturally very long ) ; a*top a Coronet of Gold befet with # 
Stones; compleatly bodied, and fo flexible, that they are excellent 
Dancers, and good at Feats of Activity : I having feen them hold 
Nine QUded Balls in play with their Hands and Feet, and thp 
Mufcles of their Arm$ and Legs, a long time together without let- 
ting them fell : They are clearer complexion'd than the Men. 

As for their dealing in the World, they are well skilled, and will Their Craftl- 
arithmetize the niceft Fradions without the.help of Pen or Ink ; |],^'ft'?J3*^ * 
much given to Traffick, and intelligent in the way of Merchandize, Caiicuts. 
if not fraudulent ; having an accomplifhment in the Art of Staining 
Caiicuts here beyond any other place in the Eaft- Indies (for that 
they are upon waihing rather clearer and livelier than at firfi, and 
this U it that makes this Port fo much frequented ) which is paint- 
ed with the Pencil by little Children as well as elder grown, they 
ilretching the Pieces on the ground, and fitting upon them, run 
them over with a dexterity and exadnels peculiar to themfelvcs. 

They are all of them of Difpofition timerous , fo that Twenty Their featful 
four iS^g/iy^Men armed kept iht Bank- Soils zgnn^ them on a late iii^doa. 
Demur ; and thereupon at the coming in of our Ships they were all 
packing up to be gone , notwithflanding xooooo Souls receive 
here theii" daily Suftenance : And as Tyrannous when they get the 
lippermofl: ; an inftahce whereof the Occafion of this Demur pre- 
fents : For our Fadory prote<fting one of the Englijh Nation from 
their Fury, who too iricautioufly had to deal witli fome of their Wo- 
men, tfiey fet a De-Roy on the Faflory ( which is a Prohibition in - 
the King's Name for any one to have any thing to do with them till 
that be taken off) whereby they were debarred Wood and Water, 
and all other Neceflaries, till they had their Revenge on the Aggref- 
for, which terminated not till Death had expiated the Fad : For ha* 
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Letter I. ving intrapped him by deluding Speeches into their jnercilefs 
^^^v'"^^ Power, they cut him in pieces before the Factory Gate : Whereupon 

the Englifb drew out fome Field-Pieces, and fcowred the Streets, 
when they fled and left the Bank-Soils to their pofTeflion, which 
were not refigned till the De^Roy was taken ofT, which was not done 
till within a little of our Arrival ; when the thing being fre(h, and 
thinking us not only able by fuch a Fleet to.demand Satisfadion, 
but refolved fo to do, they w'ere all fhifting for themfelves : According 
to the true nature of G>wards, who whea Peril is far from them, 
firike all with Lightning ; but when it appears on equal terms, pre- 
fently difcover the wonted Palenefs of an unfound Virtue. 
Their Com- ^^ Complexion the Gentues are blacker than the Moorsytht Moori 
piexion. than the Perfians. 

Execution in Their executing of Juftice in Capital Cafes is fuddcn, either cut- 
Ofcs Capital, ting them in pieces ( which for Murder is always begun by the next 

Relation, who muft be both Profecutor and Executioner, and theri 
feconded by the Rabble ) or Impaling them on Stakes. 

The puniftiing of their Great Ones, becauie not in force in our 

Wejiern Empires, may deferve to be mentioned. 

Thtpofi, and ^P^" *" Offence they are fent by the King^ Order, and commit- 

Nature there- ted to a place Called the Poll ( from the Punifliment infli(f^ed ), 

®^- where the Mafter of the Pofl is acquainted with the heinoufnefs of 

the Crime j which being underftood, he heightens by a Drink, which 
at firft they refufe, made of Bung (the Juice of the intoxicating 
fort of Hemp ), and being mingled with Dutry ( the deadlieil fort 
of Solarium , or Uightjhade ) named Pofl , after a Week's takings 
they crave more than ever they naufeated. AiiUorum vicem qui de- ' 
guflato SarJonum graminum fucco feruntur in morte fidere j making 
them fooliflily mad. Then are they brought into the Inner Lodg- 
ings of the Houfe, in which Folding.Doors open upon delicious Gar- 
dens, where Apes and Cats, Dogs and Monkeys are thc^ir Attendants, 
with whom they maintain their Dialogues , exercifing over them 
their Humour of an Afl&ffm, Ufurper, Mifer, or what their (j^»/w 
led them to, whilft themfelves. After this manner are they impri- 
fon'd during the King's Pleafure, or he order their Cure, to reftore 
them to their Senfes again { which otherwife, after their Spirits are 
tired by a reftlefs Appetite of doing, and in the mean time have not 
a fuitable recruit, they linger by a lading Leannefs into the Shades, 
which alive they reprefented.

Ali or Hali , accufed therefore of Herefy by the Moors. The Na- 
tives are Idolaters worfhiping many Penates or Houlhold-Gods, yea, 
the Devil too for fear: Yet they acknowledge but One Supreme 
God ; and the various Reprefentations or Shapes adored, are but fo 
many different Attributes. After every day's Devotion they dawb 
' their Forheads with Paint, and as Principles of Zea^, abominate eat- 
ing with any, unlefs of their own Caft, when they ftrip and waft 
themfelves before Meals. 

They 
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They have a due command of their Appetite both as to Time and Ghap. IV. 
the Matter they feed on, to wit, Roots, Herbs, Rice, and Cutchery , 
all mariner of Fruits, but nothing that has had Life, or likely to pro^ 
duce Vital Heat , as Eggs, which they will hot eat j but they will 
drink Milk and boiFd Butter, which they call Gbe. 

For their Eafements both Men and Women keep a let hour, and 
go with every one a purifying Pot in their hand ( for to take up Wa- 
ter to wafh after their occafions ) to fome Publick Tank or Pond ; 
the Men apart from the Women ; neither of them concerned for 
Paflengers, keeping their back^fidcs towards them till they havcJ 
done their Bufinefs. 

Among them all it is common to make water fitting, as when 
they evacuate the other way ; and it is a ihame for any one to be 
feen to do otherwife, they farcaftically faying^ Such a otie pifles like 
a Dog ( which is held unclean }. (landing. 

Their Dodtors of Divinity are the Brachmins^ who inftrud them Their Doaors 
in their Law, to preferve all Creatures that are beneficial, and teach o^pmnity, 
ihem the old Pythagorean Mrr^fi.'lv ^<n(;^ Tranfmigratioh of Souls nets.*"' ^*' 
out of one body into another ,• asa Tyrant into a Tygre, a Cove- 
tous Man or Cruel into a Boar, a fearful Man into an Hare, and fo 
on : If they fee a Tree twined about with another ( as moft Bind- 
weeds will )| they tell you that in this life, when Human, the Soul 
got into that Tree was a Debtor to the other, and therefore i\ is held 
faft by the other. The Soul of a Good Man is believed to depart 
into a Cow, wherefore 'tis Sacrilege with them to kill a Cow or a 
Calf; but highly piacular to Ihoot a Kite, dedicated to the Brach- 
winSf for which Money will hardly pacify.

tores, and other Knick-knacks for Ladies^becaufe far*fetchM and dear- 
bought. 

Beads they have^ Wild Lions, Leopards, Bears, Boars, Tygers, 
Antelopes, Spotted Deer. 

For Service, Oxen, Buffola's, Camels, Afles which they ufe-for 
burthen, to carry Packs, Water in great Leathern Sacks about the 
Town for every Family, and any other Slavery : But their Horfes, 
which are fmall and hot*mettled, they put to no fuch drudgery, tot 
ufe them with all the kindnefs and fair fpeeches imaginable. 

With thefe ( without difparagement to that Image God has 
(lampM on that Enchirfdit>n of his Handy work, Man ') we might 
recite the Coolies^ Duties^ and Palenkeen Boys ; by the very Hea« 
thens edeemed a degenerate Offspring of the Holencores ; and in 
earned ( excepting the Shape ) they come nigh to Brutes. Thefe 
are the Machines they journey by : On the Shoulders of the Coolie$ 
they load their Provant, and what Moveables neceflary. The Du* 
ties march like Furies, with their lighted Muffkls in their bands 
( they are Pots filled with Oyl in an Iron Hoop, like our Beacons, 
and fet on fire' by (linking Rsgs}. Ambling after thefe a great 
pace, the /'tf/e^f^e^i^Boys fupport them ; four of them, two at each 
end of a Bamho , which is a long hollow Cane, thick, light, and 
flrong, arched in the middle (which is done in Cafes while it is 
growing }, where hangs the Palenkeen^ as big as an ordinary Couch, 
broad enough to tumble in ; cieled with Silk, and Bodes pendent to 
raife withal, and others at each Corner, as our Coaches have ; un- 
derneath it is laced with ftrong broad Girts, over which a Quilt, 
Skin of a Tyger^ or Hide to lye upon, and round Pillows of Silk 
or Velvet, to bolder their Heads. At every Angle turned Staves, 
and overfpreading it a Scarlet Coverlet of London Cloath. 

A Set of thefe Rafcals, who are eight, in a Week's time with this 
Load (hall run down their choiced Horfes j and bait them gene- 
roudy (hall dage it a Month together. 

For War, Elephants : For to eat, Sheep, poor, fleeced rather with 
Hair than Wool, their Afpedt bewraying as much Goat as Sheep : 
Goats ; Hogs low and black, unclean to the Mahometans : Cows, 
facred to the Gentues^ as Serapis to the Egyptians $ Conies, Hares. 

Reptiles^ Snakes, Serpents, the 4n^phishena ^nd other kinds ; all 
which they pretend to charm, carrying them up and down in Baskets 
to get Money of the People, as. well as Strangers; when they drike 
up on a Reed run thrjough a Cocoa-Shell, which makes a noife fome- 
thing like our Bag-Pipes, and the fubtle Creatures will liden to the 
Mufick, and obferve a Motion correfpondent to the Tune j a Gene- 
ration 
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ration of Vipers that well deferve to be (tiled fo, knowing when the Chap. IV. 
Charmer charms wifely. L>^>r\^ 

Fowls of all fort belonging to IhMo^ are plenty^ but chiefly tame Fowls. 
Geefe, 

Fiihes in abundance, from whence the Town derives its Etymo* Kftw. 
logyj ^^rfe/4^tf/tf» fignifying the Fiih-Town. 

For Corn, they have Rice the Staff of the Land, fome Wheat. Com. 

Fruits to variety. Fruits. 

The Water they drink they dig for ; not that they are without The Water 
Rivers, but they are brackirti. It lies in i j Jeg. North Lat. 40 min. and Akbad. 
From the LizzarJ^6 deg. Eafi. By reafon of the Muhitude of Peo- 
ple and ill Site it is unhealthy ; though it agree with the Natives, 
who live to a good Old Age. 

The Englijh for that cauTe, only at the time of (hipping, remove 
to MeJapotlon^ where they have a wholfome Seat Forty Miles more 
North. 

Rain they have none from Ngvemher to A/ay, all which time the Rain when it 
Land- Breezes ( which blow one half the day off the Sea, but faint- JSs.'*'^*' 
ly the other ) torment them with a fuffocating Heat ; fo that the 
Birds of the Air as they fly, often drop down dead, .the yJind co- 
ming as hot as the Steam from an Oven, by the refleAing of the • 
Sun upon the Sands, which are hurled about the Marflies. When 
they feel then^felves freed from Sicknefs, though all Perfpiration 
through the Pores by Sweat is dried up: From the beginning of 
May they are refreflied with cooling Showers, which at length with 
the overflowing Sea caufe an Inundation j in which fpacc, the Air 
growing {oggy ^Empyema s and Fluxes are rifeft ; and Swarms of Ants, 
Muskeetoes^ Flies, and (linking ChintSy Cimkesy &c. breed and infeft 
them : This Seafon we experimented ; which though moderately 
warm, yet our Bodies broke out into fmall fiery Pimples ( a fign of 
a prevailing Cr^^j} augmented by iT/^i^^^/^^-Bites, znd Chmes rai« 
fmg Blifters on us. ' . 

To arm themfelves againft this Plague, thofe that live here have 
fine Calicut' Lawn thrown over their Beds, which though white as 
Snow when put on, (hall be in an hour befmear'd all over, which 
might be tolerable, did not their daring Buzzes continually alarm, 
and fometimes morq fenfibly provoke, though cloath'd with long 
Breeches to their Toes, and Mufflers on their Hands and Face, and 
a Servant to keep them from them with a Fan , without which there 
is no fleeping. 

Notwithftanding thefe provifions, yet there is another Infedt more 
dillurbing than thefe, and not to be efcaped but by this Device, and 
that is the Ant,, which creeps up to all their Qiiarters, and between 
their Beds, if the Bed-Pofts were not fet in Pans of Water to hin- 
der their Progrefs, Chinees ftick^mong the Cotton, and in rotten 
Pofts, whofe bitings wheal moft fadly, and if they flrive to take a 
Revenge for that abufe, and chance to fqueeze them, they leave a 
flink enough to choak them. 

The Air fo bad here , that it agrees with few new Comers ; The Air bet- 
removing Three Miles up the Countrey it is an infallible ^^^^^ 
Cure for the Difeafes of this place, provided it be done in time :

Twelve of Half a Mile beyond, a Dozen of the King's Elephants are (tabled. 

the King's E. ^hen ^e came they were feeding out of their Hcufes on Sugar* 
lephanrs. Qnes freih gathered and adminiftred by theit Keepers: Alighting 

from our PalenkeenSy they loofed one which was Fourteen Feet high, 
and the Black clawing his Poll with an Iron Engine, he (looped 
down for him to get up, and beiig upon his Back guided him as he 
lifted. His Body is a Sy metrical Deformity ( if I may fo fay)j 
the Hanches and Quarters clapt together feem fo many heaps; his 
Neck fliort, flapping Ears like Scates, little- Eye'd, a broad Face, 
from which drops hisProhfcis orTrunk, thrufting it out, or (hriveling 
it in, as he chufcs ; through its Hollow he fucks his Liquor, and with 
two Fingers, as it were, reaches the Fodder, (haking off the dirt 
againfi his Thigh, or Vermin, fuch as Mice, which he abhors, he 
brings it under to his Mouth, from whence proceed two huge Tusks 
of Ivory for Defence, not Maftication, for which he is fuppJit:d with- 
in with others ; his Tail is curt : He Hiuffles an end a great Pace, 
moving all the Joints of his Legs, though the Motion of his Hinder- 
Legs imitate Human Progreflion , having a Patella or Knee-Pah 
afore, not articulated behind as other four-footed Beafts are. When 
he (lands, his Legs appear fo many Columns fcollop'd at bottom, 
being flat-hoof d. 

The She's have their Paps under their Bowels afore, as Laurent im 
truly relates. 

Their Modefiy in ingendring has given matter for difpute, though 
doubtlefs they perform it after the manner of other Beafts. They 
are of a Moufe-Colour. With their Trunks they ftrike a violent 
Blow, and are taught to (ling Iron Links, to the deftruiftion of their 
Enemies. That they draw their weighty Cannon is certain ; but 
that they engage with fmaller on their Back, I am no Eye- Witnefs. 

Oar Repair!^ After a Month's Stay here, a Patamar ( a Foot-Poft ) from Fort 
board Ship, 5^, George^ made us fenfible of the Dutch being gone from thence to 
toft^^S!'** Ceilon: TheTreafure was rc(hipped, and we in lefs than qi Week,

Glyes a true Narrative of the Englifli , Frencfi and Dutch 
on the Coa/i o/'tDoromandel, continuing till we double the 
Cape for the Coaji 0/ Malabar.

I Went afliore in a Mujfoola^ a Boat wherein ten Men paddle, the 
twoaftermoft of whom are the Steers-men, ufing their Paddle* 
inllead of a Rudder : The Boat is not ftrengthned with Knee- Timber, 
as ours arc; the bonded Planks are fo wed togetherwith Rope-yarn 
of theCocoe, and calked witTi Dammar^ (a fort of Rofin taken out of 
the Sea) fo artificially, that ityieMs to every Ambitious Surf, ether- 
wife we could not get afliore, the Bar knocking in pieces all that are 
inflexible : Moving towards the Shore , we left Sc. Thcwas, vi hich 
lies but Three Miles to the South oi Madercu^ and Fort St. George i Wcntalliorc 
in the midway MaJeras River in great Rains opens its Mouth into 
the Sea 5 having firll faluted the Banks of Fort St, George on the 
Weft : Towards the Sea the Sand is caft up into a Rampire, from 
whence the fluid Artillery difcharges it felf upon us, and we on the 
Shoulders of the Blacks muft force our way through it. 

Though wc landed wet, the Sand was fcalding hot, which made 
me recoiled my fteps, and haften to the Fort. As it looked on the ^owtA by 
Water, it appeared a Place of good force. The Outwork is walkd 
with Stone a good heighth, thick enough to blunt a Cannon-bullet, 
kept by half a dozen Ordnance at each fide the Water-gat«, befides 
an Halfmoon of Fire-Guns. At both Points are mounted twelve 
Guns eying the Sea, Maderas^ and St. Thomas ; under thefe in a Line 
ftand Pallifidoes, reaching from the Wall to the Sea ; and hedge in 
at leaft a Mile of ground. On the South fide they have cur a Ditch 
a fufficient depth and breadth to prevent fcaling the Wall, which is 
a quarter of a Mile in length afore it meets with a third Point or Bi- 
llion, facing ^t. Thomas, and the adjacent Fields; who fuffer a De- 
luge when the Rains defcend the Hills. From this Point to the 
Fourth, where are lodged a Dozen Guns more that grin upon Ma- 
deras^ runs no Wall, but what the Inhabitants compile tor their 
Gardens and Houfes planted all along the River parallel with that, . 
that braces the Sea. From the firft Point a Curtain is drawn uith * 
a farapet \ beneath it are two Gates, and Sally Ports to each for to 
enter Maderas j over the Gates five Guns run out their Muzzch, and 
two more within them on the Ground. 

Overall thefe the Fort it felf lifts up its Four Turrets, every Point The Fort de- 
of which is loaded with Ten Guns alike : On the South-Eafi Point fcn^- 
is fixed the Standard ; the Forms of the Baflions are Square, fend- 
ing forth Curtains fringed with Battlements from one to the other ; 
ia whofe Interftitiums whole Culverin are traverfed. The Cover* 

nor'sHoufe in the middle overlooks all, flintmg diagonally witii ihe 
Court. Entring the Garrifon at the Out-gate towards the Sja, a 
Path of broad poliflied Stones fpreads the way to pals the Second 
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Guard into the Fort at an humble Gate ; oppofite to this, one more 
flately fronts the High-ftreet; on both fides thereof is a Court of 
Guard, from whence, for every day's Dilty;are taken Two hundred 
Men : There being in pay for the Honourable Eafi IftJ/a Company 
of Englijh and Portuguez 700. reckoning the Montroffes and Gun- 
ners. 

The Streets are fweet and clean, ranked with fine Manfions, of 
no extraordininary Height (bccaufea Garrifon-Town ) though 
Beauty, which they conciliate, by the Battlements and Tarras Walks 
on every Houfe, and Rows of Trees before their Doors, whofe Italian 
Porticos make no ordinary conveyance into their Houfes, built with 
Brick and Stone, 

Edifices of common note are none, except a fmall Chappel the 
Portugals are admitted to fay Mais in. 

Take the Town in its exad: proportion, and it is Oblong. 
The true Pofleflbrs of it are the Englijhy inflated therein by one 
of their Naiks^ or Prince of the GentueSj 90 years ago, 40 years 
before their total fubjedion to the Moors ; who likewife have fince 
ratified it by a Patent from Gulconda , only paying 7000 PagoJs 
yearly for Royalties and Cuftoms, that raifes the Mony fourfold to 
the Company ; whofe Agent here is Sir William Langham^ a Gentle* 
man of Indefatigable Induflry and Worth* He is Superintendent 
over all the Factories on the Coafl of Coromandel^ as far as the Bay 
oiBengala^ and up Huygly River ^which is one of the Falls of Ganges) 
Viz. Fcrt St. George alias Maderas^ Pettipolee^ Mechlapatan^ Gun^^ 
iore^ MedapoOonj Bali/ore^ Bengala^ Huygly ^ Caflle Buzzar^ Pattanaw. 
He has his Mint, and Privilege of Coining; the Country Stamp is 
only a Fanam , which is j tl. of Gold ; and their Cajh , twenty of 
which go to a Fanam, Moreover he has his Judiciaries ; to. give 
Sentence , but not on Life and Death to the King's Liege Peopje of 
England i though over the reft they may. His Perfonal Guard con- 
fifts of 3 or 400 Blacks ; befides a Band of 1500 Men ready on Sum- 
mons : He never goes abroad without Fifes, Drums, Trumpets, and 
a Flag with two Balls in a Red Field ; accompanied with his Council 
and Fadors on Horfeback, with their Ladies in Palenkeens. 

The Engli/h here are Proteftants, the Portugals Papifts, who have 
their feveral Orders of Fryers ,• who, to give them their due, 'com- 
pafs Sea and Land to make Profelytes, many of the Natives being 
brought in by them. 

The number of Englijh here may amount to Three hundred ; 
of Portuguez as many Thoufand, whq made Fort St. George their Re- 
fuge, when they were routed from St. Thomas by the Moors^ about 
ten years paft , and have ever fince lived under protection of the 
Englijh. 

Thus have you the Limits and Condition of the Englijh Town : 
Let us now pafs the Pale to the Heathen Town , only parted by a 
wide Parrade, which is ufed for a Buzzar^ or Mercate-place,

Maderas city of iww;?. 

THEN divides it felf into divers Long Streets , and they are 
checxjuered by as many tranfverfe. It enjoys fpme Chwltries 
for Places of Jufticej one Exchange, one PagoJ^ contained in a Vi/itcdaPj. 
Jquare Stone-wall j wherein are a number of Chappels ( if they may &^^> ^l}^^^' 
be comprehended under that Ciaflis^^ mofl of them refembling ra- ^*^«^T^°*p^^' 
ther Monuments for the Dead, than Places of Devotion for the Li- 
ving) one for every Tribe ; not under one Roof, but diftinftly fe- 
parate, though altogether, they bear the name of one intire Pagoda. 
The Work is inimitably durable, the biggeft clofed up with Arches 
continually ihut , as where is fuppofed to be hid .their Mammori of 
Unrighteoufnefs, (they burying their Eftates here when they dye, by - 
the perfuafion of their Priefts , towards their viaticum for another 
State) admitting neither Light nor Air, more than what the Lamps, 
, always burning, are by open Funnels abov^ fuffered to ventilate: 
By which Cuftom they feem to keep alive that Opinion of Plato^ in 
fuch a Revolution to return into the World again, after their Tranf- 
migration, according to the Merits of their former living. Thofe of 
a minuter dimenHon were open, fupported by flender (Iraight and 
round Pillars,, plain and uniform up to the top, where fome Hiero- 
;lyphica] Portraiture lends its afliftance to the Roof, flat, with 
Itones laid along like Planks upon our Rafters. On the Walls of 
^ood Sculpture were obfcene Images, where Aretine ttii^t have 
furnifhed his Fancy for his Bawdy Poftures : The Floor is ftoned , 
they are of no great altitude ; {linking moft egregioufly of the Oyl 
they wade in their Lamps , and befmear their BeaClly Gods with : 
Their outfides fhew Workmanfliip and Coft enough, wrought round 
with monftrous Effigies j fo that ole$m &f operam perdere^ Pains and 
Coft to no purpofe, may not improperly be applied to them. Their 
Gates are commonly the higheft of the Work, the others concluding 
in (horter Piles. 

Near the outfide of the Town the Englijh Golgotha^ or Place of ThtKngUfh 
Sculls , prefents variety of Tombs, Walks and Sepulchres ; which Tombs, 
latter , as they Hand in a Line , are an open Cloyfler ; but 
fuccindlly and precifely a Quadragone with Hemifpherical Aparti- 
tions ; on each fide adorned with Battlements to the abutment of 
every Angle, who bear up a Coronal Arch, on whofe Vertex a Globe 
is rivitcd by an Iron Wedge fprouting into a Branch ; paved under- 
neath with a great Black Stone, av hereon is engraved the Name .of 
the Party interred. The Buildings of lels note are Low and Decent ; 
the Town is walled with Mud, and Bulwarks for Watch*places for 
the EngUJh Peons j only on that fide the Sea walhes it, and the Fdrt 
meets it. On the North are two great Gates of Brick, and one on ' 
the Wefly where they wade over the River to the Wafhermens Town, 

Its Map renders it a Trapezium by an Oblique Stroke of the River 
on that Corner^ and another next the Sea, thus; 
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Without the Town grows their Rice, which is nourifhed by the 
letting in of the Water to drown it : Round about it is beftre wed 
with Gardens of the Englijh; where, befides Gourds of all forts for 
Stews and Pottage, Herbs for Sallad, and fome few Flowers, as Jaf- 
famin, for beauty and delight; flourifli pleafant Tops of Plantains, 
Cocoes, Guiavasj a kind ot Pear, Jawis^ a Coat of Armour over it 
like an Hedg-hog*s, guards its weighty Fruit, Oval without for the 
length of a Span, within in fafhion like Squils parted , Mangos^ the 
delight of India^ a Plum, Pomegraners, Bonanoes^ which are a fort 
of Plantain, though lefs, yet much more grateful, Beetle; which 
laft mufl: not be flipt by in filerfce : It rifes out of the Ground. to 
twelve or fourteen Feet heighth, the Body of it green and flender, 
jointed like a Cane, the Boughs flaggy and fpreading, under whofe 
Arms it brings forth from its pregnant Womb (which burfts when 
her Month is come) a Clufter of Green Nuts, like Wallriuts in Green 
Shells, but different in the Fruit ; which is hard when dried , and 
looks like a Nutmeg. 
Whati»i»»»Is. The Natives chew it with Chinam CLime of calcined Oyfter- 
. Shells) and Arach^ a Convolvulus with a Leaf like the largeft Fvy, 
for to preferve their Teeth , and correal an unfavoury Breath : If 
fwallowed, it inebriates as much as Tobacco. Thus mixed, it is the 
only Indian Entertainment^ called Pawn. 

Thefe Plants fet in a Row, make a Grove that might delude the 
Fanatick Multitude into an Opinion of their being facrcd ; and were 
not the Mouth of that Grand Imppftor Hermetically fealed up, 
where Chriftianity is fpread, thefe \yould ftill continue, as it is my 
Fancy they were of old, and may ftill be the Laboratories of his Fal- 
lacious Oracles : For they mafquing the face of Day, beget a fo- 
lemn reverence, and melancholy habit in them that refort to.them; 
by reprefenting the more inricing Place of Zeal, a Cathedral, with 
. aU its Pillars and Pillafters , Walks and Choirs ; and fo contrived 
that whatever way you turn^ you have an even Profpecft. 

But not to run too far out of Maderas before I give you an Ac- 
count of the People ; know they are of the fame Nation with Metcb- 
lapatauy have the fame unbelieving Faith , and under the fame Bon- 
dage with the Moors^ were not that alleviated by the Power of the 
Englijh^ who command as far as their Guns reach : To them there- 
fore they pay Toll, even of Cow-dung (which is their chiefeft Fire- 
ing) a Prerogative the Dutch could never obtain ii\ this Kingdom, 
and by this means acquire great Eftates without fear of being mo^ 
Icfted. Their only Merchants being Gentues^ forty Mms having 
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Jiardly Cobabication with them, though of the Natives 30000 are Chap. V, 

Employed in this their Monopoly. ^"''^^^^^^^ 

The Country is Sandy, yet plentiful in Provifibns*; in all rfic Country. 
Places Tops of Trees, among one of which , on the top of a wi- 
thered Stump fate perching a Chamelion ^ Grace Xoc.fJigL4?\im, clafping A cbamiitw. 
with its Claws its rotten Station, fiUing himfelf with his Aerial Fopdi 
ex tali fatietate faci^ eft parare famem j a Banquet which moft 
oiher Creatures elfe arife an hungred from : But to be confirmed in 
the truth of what we have only by Tradition, I cauftd a Black who 
had a Bow there, to fell him with an Earthen Pellet, which wiien 
he had, after a fmall time he revived, and making a Collar of Straw 
for his Neck, he carried him to my Lodgings, where I dieted him a 
Month on the fame Provant. That he changes his Colours at a con- 
flant time of the Day , is dot to be contradided ; but whether hei 
live by the Air alone, I will not (land to it, unlefs there were a Dearth 
of Flics in theCountrey ; though for my part I never did fee hini 
cat any. In Shape he comes neareil a Newt; with his Lungs his 
Body does agitate its felf up to its Neck; he crawls on all Four, and 
has a Tail longer than his Body, which all together was no more than 
half a Foot; he has Teeth, and thofe (harpi which makes me think 
him an Anti'^heel-Hhian. 

Nine Days fpent here, our Ships fct fail again for Mechlapatan^ Our 8ht> tti 
leaving us behind them. ' ^u^tM ^'^^ 

In this Interim we have leifure to fay fonaething, if not a plenary 
Fanegyrick, 

Of the French tranfaSions in the Eaft-Indies* 

Of late Years,' that ftirring King Lewis the XIV^^ (who Oftficgronr. 
was well intruded firfl by Mazarine^ and fmce having been no bad ^"S Power of 
Proficient under fo expert a Mafter) has made himfelf to betaken ^^Z'^"^^-*^ 
notice of in Europe by his Conquefts and Attempts upon Flankers 
and the LotoCountries by Land ; and has alfo by his Foreign

committing them to the Charge and Condud of a Viceroy • who 
coming fate about the Cape , touched at St. Lawrence , where they 
did but little befides burying their Viceroy, and difpatching four 
Ships into Europe. 
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Id khefleadof the Viceroy deceafed, the now reigning fucceeded. 
From thence they failed to Surat^ where the Great Mogul endowed 
them with Immunities of Traffick. 

In the mean while a fecond War betwixt England znA HoSamiwti 
fomented, in the which the French threw off the proteifting the 
Dntch^ and fided with his Majefty of England. When negledling 
his newly- hatched Facftory at Surat ( whethej out of its not an*» 
jTwering his expe(ftations, or his earneflnels in proiecuting tl^ HoU 
landers by Sea as well as by Land, may be known by thofe that are 
more intelligent in his Affairs at Home ), fenfe of Honour, obliged 
his Fleet in the Eaft-Jndies to New Adventures ; ahd want of Money, 
the Merchants at Surat to Trade upon the Credit of the French King* 
With fourteen Sail of Ships they roved on the Coafls of Malahar^ 
and at laft came to the Ifland Ceilan^ fetting upon the Dutch at Trin* 
comalai^ and forced it ; but being deftitute of Provifions forfook it, 
alter the lofs of abundance of their Men, • and four of their Ships. 
From whence they pafled along the Coaft of Coromandcly and v?ith 
Ten Sail came before St. Thomas, demanding Vi(5tuals of the Moors j 
but they denying, they brought their Ships to bear upon the Fort, 
and landing feme fmall Pieces theyftormed it, driving the Moors to 
the fearch of new Dwellings. 

After they had taken it, they bYoke up their weather/*beaten Vcflels, 
and brought aihore their Ordnance, keeping their l*renches within^ 
and mounting it with the Sea without ; they dill maintain it maugre 
all the great Armies the King of Gulconda has fent againft it. 

Til! now the i8'^ Month of its Siege, and the fourth year of their 
leaving France^ the Dutch of Batavia^ in revenge of the Inroads the 
jFr^/fcib have- made on their Countrey at home, undertaking to way- 
lay them, that no Suftenance might be brought to them by Sea, 
came againft it with ic Sail, i^* Men of War, great Ships, fome 
of 7x Brafs Guns apiece, well mannM. 

For all that, the Viceroy, who had then been gone out With four 
Sail, but returning alone, got betwixt them and the Fort with his 
fingle Ship in the Night : The Device this ; He left bis Light upon 
a Catamaran^ fo that they thought him at an Anchor without them, 
when the nttt Morn he play'd upon them from under the Fort : 
This Exploit, and the bruit of oc^r Approach, made them withdraw 
to the Southward for frefli Recruits of Men and Ammunition. 

Which gave the French encouragement to fally out upon the Moors 
Q they before being beaten from their Works near the City, had de* 
camped Seven Miles off St. Thomas')^ and with an handful! of Men 
pillaged and fet fire to their Tents, foraging the Countrey round 
about, returning loaden with Spoils. 

Three days after our Ships departed, the Batavians came again, 
and caft Anchor over-^againft St. Thomas with their Flags flying ; in 
the Afternoon they received fome Shot from the French Fort and the 
Ships that lay in the Road : The next day all but five weighed, who 
tarried not many days before they followed the reft to Policaty a 
Strong- hold of theirs, but ;o Miles If art h of us: Where we leave 
them to the landing 700 Men, to join with the Moors by Land, and 
their Ships to wait upon ours, upon their repair for Fort St. George : 
And at a diftance (becaufe too near an Intrufion would but exa^e- 
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S rate the*enraged Moors to enhaofe the Price df our Curiofity ) we Cbap.^.

Of Sc. Thomas. 

J 

T is a City that formerly for Riches, Pride^ and Luxury, wasfe- Hlftotyof 
cond to none in fndia; butfince, by the mutability of Fortune, ^^ Th^nidj. 
it has abated much of its adored Excellencies. 

The Sea on one fide greets its Marble Walls, on the other a Chain 
of Hills intercepts the Violence of the inflaming Heat ; one of 
which, called St. TZ^^^w^i- his Mount, is famous for his Sepulture, (in 
Honour of whom a Chappel is dedicated, the Head Prieft of which 
was once the Metropolitan Bifliop of India^^ and for a Tree called 
Arbor Triflis, which withers in the Day, and bloflbms in the Night. 

About this Mount live a Caft of People^ one of whofe Legs are as St. Thmsi 
big as an Elephant's ; which gives occafion for the divulging it to ^'*>^*^'»' 
be a Judgment on them, as the Generation of the Aflaflins and Mur- 
therers of the Blefled Apoflle St. Thomas , one of whom I faw at 
Fort St. George. 

Within the Walls feven Churches anfwer to as many Gates ; the 
Rubbifhof whofe flupendious Heaps do juftify the truth of what is 
predicated in relation to its priftine State. 

The Builders of it were the Portugals. 

The Confounders the Moors^ who furprized them wallowing in 
their Wealth and Wantonnefs. 

The prcfenc Competitors are the French^ who are v^y unlikely to 
keep it (not for want o\ Valour, but for that few and unprovided, 
are not able long to refift multitudes) thtMoors^ and thirdly, the 
Hollanders^ whole Interefts are to deftroy the French in India \ Which 
the French forefeeing , had wifely folicited a Truce with Gulconda^ 
and had hopes of that Ring^s con;iplying, till the Arrival of the 
Dutch^ when they could not be heard. For confidering a Rindnefe 
extorted not fo obliging as that freely offered, and his Honour at- 
tainted by their Swords being ftill in their hands, he clofed with 
the Hatred of the Hollanders^ for their fitial Extirpation. . 

B-fore which be accomplifhed, he may chance to find it an hard 
Task, efpecially had the French any hopes of Succours- For now » 
they are 600 ftrong in the Fort and Ships, all (lout Fellows, every 
I Soldier fit to be a Commander. Their greateft fcarcity will be of 

Food, with which had not the £ifg//7^ privately befriended them, 
they could not have fubfifted hitherto. Though the Englijhy ihould 
they have War with France^ would find them to be an Annoyance to 
their Trade : So that were the City again in the hands of the Moors^ 
or even with the Ground, it were better for us. 

Here it may be queried, Why Gulconda being a Potent Prince, Eng of c«fc 
ihould permit Garifonstobein the hands of Aliens? To this maybe ^^^ak^t 
anfwered, That this of St. Thomas was founded when the Indians ** 
were naked and unarmM. But this fatisfies not the Queftion, fince 
that the Moors having conquered it, they again offered it the Portu^ 
gals, who flighted the Propofitions^ unlefs they would reflorc them 
their Guns which they carried away with them. The true reafon 
then is this, That Gulconda^ as all the Indian Princes are, is weak at 
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Letter V Sea j therefore it is a Maxim among them to commit their Strong- 
holds on the Sea-Coafts to thofe they can call their Friends, for not 
only preventing Irivafions at the Charge and Courage of Foreigners j 
but they (not being Abfolute, batfubjeca to the /Authority of the 
Great Mogul) upon any Defeat, have thefe Places as fare Afylums 

of Retreat. 

Amidft thefe Scenes of Affairs, what next offers to our View, is 
odd in it fclf, To find an Aptnefs in thefe People to improve all Gain- 
ful Arts, and not to have advanced one footftep from the falfe Ru- 
diments either of Religion or Cuftoms of the Old World ; for they 
do in my mind more than imitate, pertinacioufly holding their Anti* 
quitiesof Pan^ CereSy and Flora; as may appear by this and other 
following Farces. 

Towards the latter end of Auguft, when their Corn was in the 
Blade, and they were expecting a plentiful Crop, ihiGent9K$o{ Ma- 
Jeras held a Feaft in Memory of fome of their Saints of the Devils 
canonizing. 

Their Ceremonies were ufher'd in with Tumult ; in the middle of 
them were carried their Gods in State, garniflied with the Riches of ^ 
xh^ Orient I they were cut in horrid Shapes; thereafon of which, 
Divina ajfimulatio eft caufa diver fit at is in re bus ; though I ihould al- 
low the diverfity of Creatures in all Orders of the World, hath no 
other aim but to reprefent the Divinity, by w hat foe ver Image, 
yet I cannot imagine fuch Deformities could ever be invented tor 
that end. Before them went the Bracbmins^ making a Noife with 
their loud Mufick j after them their dancing Wenches ( who always 
Morning and Evening tumble afore their Gods, which with fome 
Mimical GeAure is all their Dancing ) with Ephods of Silk and 
Gold upon their Breads : With thefe in a Ring hand in hand, were 
the dancing Boys, all naked but a Clout about their Privities, like 
the Bacchanalian Youths that ufed to revel it with Flora\ ^itvunr 
pets through the Streets of Borne. 

Thus went they in Proceffion, till they came to a Pageant, where- 
on was pidiured their Gods ; from whence, over a crofs Piece of 
Timber, hung a Cocoa Nut, which the Hinds in Yellow Caps, and 
Clouts about their Wailes, driving to hie with a great Club, are 
waihed by a Shower of Water, by the Brachmins placed on purpofe ; 
after a long Trial of their Patience, they fuffer one to bear it away 
in Triumph. 

All the time of their Sport, Beetle and Cocoa Nats are fcattered 
among the People, for which they fcramble as earneftly as if they 
were Medals at Coronations. 

On a Pageant over-againil the Pagod they had a Set of Dancers 
handed like Puppits, to the amufing of the Mobile. 

Then fetting open the Gates of the Pagod, they received all the 
unfandified Crew, and ihut them in; where how they conclude 
their Rite^ is not to be divulged. Ignorance with them being tho 
Mother of Devotion. 

At Trihlitore^ four Miles Nor f£^ of Maderas^ is a Pagod tranfcend* 
iogboth inreipe(3of Building and Antiquity ; there being Chara- 
ders, the Expounders of the Gentu Language or Holy Writ under* 
Hand not: To this Mother-Pagod, at certain Seafon$ of the Year, 
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long Pilgrimajges are fet on foot, at what time there is an ioRume- Chap. V: 
rable G)ncourfe, whereat fome of the Vifitants count it meritorious V/vV* 
to be trod to death under a weighty Chariot of Iron made for the 
carriage of their Deities; and with themfelves lay rheir Wives and 
^Children to undergo the fame Self martyrdom. 

In one of their open Pagans or Chappels, (lands a Venerable Sir at 
the upper end, with- the Attendants of Limps and Bats, to whom 
they pay a world of Worfhip : Who this fliould be, unlefs that Pe- 
riome/i from whofe Head the Brachmins , Palias-like fable their ori- 
gination^ I am yet to feek. 

In the way hither arie (lore of AntilopeSy not to be taken but by a Antitifi$\ 
Decoy made of Green Boughs, wherein a Man hides himfelf, and 
walking with tliis Bu(h upon his Back, gains fo near on them, 
While grazing or browzing rather on Shrubs or Bu(hes, as to hit one 
with an Arrow, when it may be run down with Dogs the reft of 
the Herd (hurfning it : They are of a delicater (hapc and make 
than a Deer, their Horns not jagged, but turned as an Unicorn's ; 
nor fpread into Branches, but Itraight, and long, and tapering, 
rooted on the Oj/r^wrw, fpringing up on both fides. 

At the end oi.Augufl one of the Portugal Junks, we found in the TheQaecnrf 
Road, fet Sail for Achein ; where is Gold, and the Ifland thought ^*»^'^'*'*- 
by fome to be Solmons Ophiri and the Queen thereof, by whom it 
•is conftantly governed, confidently reported to be the Qycen of the 
SoHthj Acheia being on the Ifland Sumatra in the South Seas* 

The firft of September OT\\y Seven of our Ten Ships returned from We fight Ac 
JHechlapatan J with their wounded Men and torn Hulks, who had i^f^'^^l^^^ 
met the Hollanders, and tried their Force ^ two days after they Were shipsi 
difpatched from Mechlapatan^ in Pet tipolee Bay, where as foon as 
Day began to peep, a Thicket of Twenty Sail of our Enemies were 
difcovered (lemming the flowing Tide 91 an Anchor. Our Fleet 
might have pafled them without giving Battel ; but that the un* 
dautited Britains fcorned to fly, chufing rather to lye a Battery for ' 
them, than cowardly to flinch : Wherefore they braced their Sails to 
the Mafts,and being to Leeward, (lay cd for the Wind which favoured 
the Hollanders \ who coming up with our Fleet , made as if they 
would have gone by them \ but were intercepted by the headmofl: • 
of ours : Which perceived by the forwardeft of theirs, they feni their 
Shallops aboard their Admiral for Orders, for vis conjilii expers mole 
r«/Vy«^4, Strength void ot Counfel finks with its proper weight; which 
was but too truly the fault of our Commanders, over-confident of 
their own Condud, and lightly regarding the Authority of their Ge* 
neral. 

When they came back again, ihcy brought their Fleet up in a ^j^^^wana 
Body, and after the Signal given, it tbundred and hailed Bullets till ^^ ^^' 
Night. 

The firfl that felt the warmth of the Showres; was the Bomiaim; 
who after an hours hot difpute almoft board and board with one of 
their biggeft Ships , bore off hardly able ta keep above water, and 
never came in again, having received 80 Shot in her Hull, and 
fome between Wind and Water, fo that in the Hold there was 
four Feet and an half Water ; befides innumerable in her Rigging, 
Mafisand Sails, from thofe that pelted at a diftance. 

The ' 
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The next Ship that behaved her felf floutly, was the Admiral's ; 
who loft 34 of her Men by the fcurvy Accidents of Powder 17 of 
them were llain outright. 

But the Three fatal Ships were the Antilope, Oprain Gohhery- 
the Sampfon^ Giptain Ernnig, Reer- Admiral ; and the Prefident^ \^ice- 
Admiral Captain Hide^ whofe rigid Fortune faved the drooping Ho- 
nour of the EMglifhy which is not lefs conlplcfious in Adverfuy than 
in Profperity. For having fuftained the Brunt of the day, they left 
not off when they were penntd in by the Enemy, and deferred by 
their Friends : For by Five in the Afternoon the London bore away 
to flop her Leaks, the reft were glad to follow ; and left them to 
maintain fo unequal a Fight. The Vice-Admiral was feen to blow 
up his Decks feveral times, diftnbuting the Hollanders as Doles to 
the Fifties, and left not off till Night pbrted the Fray ; fo that what 
became of them cur Ships could give us no account. 

Six days fincethis, a Thoufand Men unAtx Dutch Colours, with 
a dozen Carriages with great Brafs Pieces, marched by out of Ihot 
of our Leaguers, and fixed their Standard with the Moors in fight 
of St. Thomas. ; 

The next day was fent from Mechlapatan hither , the Copy of a 
Letter from Captain ///^^, which allured us of his being alive, but 
wounded, his Ship as it is^ at the difpofal o{ the Dutch ; as alfo Cap- 
tain Ernnigs^ though he was killed firft : That Captain Golsbcry funk 
his, rather than it ihould go to Batavia; that he, and what Men 
could ftiift for themfeves, were fafe. 

It may be wondred why the French did not affift us , they being 
as much at odds with the Dutch as we 5 the reality is, they offered 
their Devoirs , but we muft equip their Ships ; for which our Com- 
manders pretended lack of Orders as well as Money and Materials : 
Though the plain truth w?s, theydefpifed kindncfs, thinking it be- 
neath them to be beholden to them for their help. 

The Fadorif s of the Hollanders on this Coaft, are Ceilon^ Jaffna^ 



and Power of patan^ Sandrajlapatan^ Negapatan^ Policat ^^Mechlapatan. 
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The Danes have a few, the French lefs. 

In the South Sea, under the Agent of Bantam^ the EngUJh have 
Fadors at Pegu , Siam^ Jambee : The Dutch have Batavia^ and the 
Moluccos , from u hence Nutmegs , worth more alone than all we 
have in India ; they being as powerful for Men, Riches and Shipping 
in Batavia^ as in Europe ; which is grounded on a different Principle 
from our Eafl India Company, who arfe for the prefent Profit, not 
future Emolument. 

Theft , as they gain ground , fecure it by vaft Expences , raifing 
Forts , and maintammg Souldiers : Ours are for raifing Au&ions, 
and retrenching Charges; bidding the next Age grow rich as they 
have done, but not affording them the means. 

Our Ships that were lett, were now fooner repaired, than fraited 
with vheir Salt Peter ^nd Fine Cloth ; and had leave to make thebeft 
of their way lor the Malabar Coaft in lefs than-a Fortnight's time, 
when it was determined to keep off to Sea, as well to efcape the Hol- 
landers, as the Violence of the MoJJoons ; who being upon the point 
of Ihifting their Quarters, are moft dangerous near the Shore.

Thefe Mopons or Monfoms^ are the Winds and Rains cuftomary Chap. V* 
toall/Wia, varying here only in refpeift of the Mountains^ 

Therefore on thefe Coafis the South WinJs blow for Eight Months, 
four of which are May , June^ July , Augufi. Then the Sun is fo 
ilrong, that it would be uninhabitable, did not there fall at Night 
thofe Vapdurs which the Sun draws up in the Oay ; and by decli- 
ning of his exorbitant Heat^ leaves them to be condenfated at Night; 
when the Air is niore grofs, and the Earth is cooled either by thick 
Mifls^ or a more palpable Moiflure ( which you may call potiring 
Showres ) and thereby made fertile, which othetwife would bt in* 
fupportable and barren. 

That which makes this the more plaufible is, That the AJfdtict 
India intra Gangem^ is a Pene IpJuU^ knd the Seds lie near round the 
Land. , 

But about the Sun's htiring to. his Southern Tropick, the Winds The Heats ^ 
take their Northern Coiirfe, the Rains do ceafe, and the Sea alters *«mp««*by 
its Current to the South^ when by the innate coldnefs of thefe Bkfts 
the Clime becomes more habitable^^ unlefs where the Sands cdufe a 
refkiftidn of heat, as at JUechlapatan ; where they keep clofe all Day 
for three or four Months together^ ( though then the tfortb fVinJ 
begins to abate its impetuofity, and the S^utb Wihdi prevail} repel-* 
ling the Heat by a coUrfe wet Cloath; continually hinging befdre 
their Chamber- windows \ which not only refifts the Ambient Air^^ 
but by the afflux of Nitrous Particles from within, does cafl: a Chii;*^ 
nefs over the Room ; without which, the Walls^ that for that in* 
tent are plaftered, would be fo hot, you could not abide your Hand 
on them } the fame way they have of cooling thfcir Liquors , by a 
wet Cloth wrapped about their Gurgulets and Jars, Which are Vef- 
iels made of a porous kind of Eatth ; the beft of Maehuy reafonabl^ 
good from Gm^ which are carried with them in this nature where-^ 
ever they travel , . 

Before we difmifs this Difcourfe, . it may be noted^ That the Rains the Raim 
on this Coaft are^mdre intermitting than on the Maldhar Coaft, {o roprc inter- 
that they can looie hence their Ships for Ptrfia^ Mdicha and Juddah^ Sf Co^(Uf 
and to the South Seas in thofe -Months they are Wind*bound on (he cormmM. 
other Cpaft : for having the Land^Breezes to carry them off £0 Sea^ 
the Moffoons are more favourable. 

Concerning the Regularities of thefe Winds, perhaps fome others 
may give patter Guefl^s than nHy felF^ \^ho anl n6t C6nceited enough 
to dogmatize- .. ^ > 

Among the many that be alledged, I am not fond of any, though The Caafe ojf 
this have won a little upon my Opiiiion j That the Sun may be zs !'^ ^^^ ^ 
well the reafon why thefe Winds fhould obferve his Annual Circuoi* ^ *°^^* 
rotation \ as that thie Ebbings and Flowings of the Sea , by the 
Moon's meer depreilion of Air, fliould be aicribed to her Monthly 
Revolutions. ^ . 

And here one thing may be wortfiy our Curiofity, That after the 
Seaforts of the Heats and Rains, the Rivers Indwi and Ganges are fitid 
to fweli their Banks, and thereby abundantly to encreafe the Border- 
ing Countries, where thefe Rains are lefs frequent: Whence, it may 
be^ ibme infight may be had for the Overflows of Ef^ft^ >lthich ha^ 
fct fo many Wits on thie Tenterhooks, where it is reported it never 

rains:'

But you who have greater Reading and Leifufe to digeft thefe 
Metaphyfical Notions, will mightily obhge me to furnifh me with 
yourfolider Arguments.

by fVater^SnakeSy of our too near approach to the Land ; which are 
as fure Prefageson the Indian G)afts, as the Cape^^vcds are there. 

The diA- Here the Mountains running Eafi and If^efi^ the Winds are to the 

iSwJJ'li'li ^fi^^ '^^ SoHthy and to the Wefl of the IJarthi elfe quadrating 
' with thofe on deromandel; only here in j4pril and May the Winds 
are variable, and then they haften to leave thefe Coafts for Pet/aj the 
RedSea^ and Sentb'Seas^ or thofe make in that are to return hither ; 
otherwife they run an hazard of lofing their Voyage, when the Sontb 
to the SoutlhEafi Wind is fixed, which continues to the latter end of 
September^ or beginning of OSoier : Then froni the North to the 
tJorthWeJl fets in again ; and this Courfe is obferved moftly on all 
the Indian Shores, only fome few days difierent in the beginning and 
ending, which happen to the Souths and in Lands commonly earlier 
than to the Norths and break up later when they are more fevere, but 
the Intervals are milder ; the middle Months clearing up in the day 
time ; but from the firft fetting to the going out towards the Norths 
the Sun hardly (hews his Face, unle&« Fortnight after the Full Moon 
in May^ and a Fortnight before the Elepbante.

And thus much may be faid in general ; only the Land and Sea- 
Breezes b particular, on this G)aft of Surat and MaUhar^ when the 
Rains are over, keep exa&ly Land-^Breezes from Midnight to Mid- 
day , and Sn-Breezes from the Noon of Day to the Noon of 
Night. 

Making 
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Making Land, we beheld it al! a Flame, they burning their Stubble Chap. V. 
for Soilage, the Forerunner of the enfuing Rain ; notwithflanding a ^'^T^^y^ 
Kingfi/her flew aboard us with the flattering Coaks's of Halcyon d^ve toStt* 
days; but like an unskilful Augur was defcrvcdly reproached with 
the Ignorance of her own Deftiny, to dye in Captivity ; which fatal 
Neceffity made her eled, rather than fuffer with whole Flocks of 
little Birds blown froni the Main, who not able to ilem the boifte* 
roufnefs of the Winds, were hurried thence to perifh in the Sea. 

And now we were begirt with Land : the Maldiva Iflands lyirtg 
South ; Cape Ccmerin North and by Weft ; the Malabar Iflands Weft^ 
( wliofe Inhabitants have no relation with thofe on the Coafl: ) • 
whence is brought great quantities of Ambergreece; Ceilon^ &c. 

The Land our Matter took for a Malabar \mnd proved a miflake; LandJockM 
for by a ftrong Current we were lockM in between the Ifland Ceilon^ betwixt cet/on 
and the North Ea(i fide of the Cape, within that defperate Canal *"^ *«c^'. 
we before defcribed. Our Error was firft corredled by fome Fiflier- 
men bufy at their Nets, who brought aboard plenty of Fifties, all Strange co- 
new to us, who never had feen fuch coloured ones, fome gilded like ^ow^'d Filhcs. 
Gold, others with Vermilion, varied by feveral Intermixtures. 

Whilft we were loft in admiration, our Mates found themfelves 
no lefs at a lofs in their accounts , when they underftood thej^ were 
drove 30 Leagues to Leeward of the Cape, by the broken Portugueze 
fpoken by thefe Men, and that we could not Tail much farther than 
Tutticaree^ a PortugalTown in time of Yore, where they had a Cita- 
del, and two famous Churches; and before us, which was the Ldre; 
a Ketch of the Dutchh ( which we chafed for hopes of Prize ) was 
failing to that Port, and prefently after anchored i We were then in 
feven Fathom Water. 
This is the place where they drag Pearl. 

All along here the Top of Gates is feen above the Clouds , the the Moun- 
Ground beheath it Fair, Low, and Sandy. ^a»n oates. 

Tutticaree is now in the hands of the Dutch^ running the fame TutttcMmojxt 
Rifco with Columbo^ over^againft which it lies ; we being now in the danger here. 
very Jaws of our Enemies, might have here concluded our Voyage, 
had their Fleet been nigh us. 

The next day we were becalmed, and thereby caftied into the • 
midft of the Scream ; and although in the Afternoon we had an 
bumming Frifco^ it ran with fuch Violence that we loft more than 
regained : This Miftakecoft us a Fortnights time before we could 
cbmpafs the Cape, befides Fears and Jealoufies both of our falling 
into the Torrent, and our Enemies hands. 

The Cape lanches into the Sea with Thr^e Points, running into a 
Campaign feveral Miles together^ till it grows big with Mountains, 
procreating their prodigious Race 4G0 L^gues, fevering the Coaft , 
of Coromandel and Malabar ^ Eaft and iVefi ; Latitude 8 deg. 50 mim 
North ; Longit $6'deg. Eafi. 
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P^tews the Malabar and Canatick Coajls up to Botnbaim.' 

AJaANigbt 'T"^© prevent thc mifchief of iogulphing again t^ the Cairenc, 
•niightoi'd X wc anchored a-nights ; when a Piilchy Blackncfs was inter- 
hy Fiit ptrfed betwixt us and the ^ies, and not a Star to be fcen ; The Pieis 
Squamtmfa beneath the Suriace of the Salt Ocean, gathering their 
little Fry ( which proved to be Pilchards ), either by the Repercnf- 
Hon of the Sahne Bodies of the Waves , which is frequent, or by 
ch; more apt Pofition of their Glittering Scales, through that Me* 
dium to refrad the hovering Light benighted in the Atmofphere, 
difperfed a Luflre as bright as I^y ; intomuch that a fmail Print 
might eaftly be read by it. 
TiiKDutth Taking advantage of the Land-Breezes and the Tides , we fcud- 

griTpMaiitbe dcd along the Shore, which was Woody:, and well ftock'd with 
:^e.Ttide, Tj-ggs ^ tjje Ground even for many Leagues together ; the Moun- 
tains peeping up behind a great way in the Country. 

Being againft Carnopoly^ a Portugal Friar boarded us : It is fome 
Miles to the iJortb of Caiilam, formerly inhabited by the Portugahy 
and from them taken by the Dutch, who have built a Cadle there, 
3nd I/)rd it over the Natives, fo that at Carnopoty the Dutch txzdc 
Cuftdmforall the Goods they carry ofTto Sea, though there live 
but one Boy and two Dutcbmeu. The Portu^a/s have only Five Per- 
• fons here. The £«g///5 had alfo a Fa<aory tor Pepper, but they arc 

gone both from hence and Purcat^ zo Miles more North ; the Caufe 
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we are ilnacquainted with, but believe the Dutch yi'iW leave notiiing Chap. Vf. 
unattempted, to engrofs the^Spice-Trade ; for none has efcaped them *" vv^ 
but this of Pepper ; Cinamon, Cloves, Mace, and Nutmegs, being 
wholly theirs ; and by the Meafures they follow, this alfo in time 
muft fall into their hands. 

Nor indeed are Pretenfions wanting, they holding here their Hbwfar'dj 
Right by Conqueft (^a fairer Claim than undermining), they boa ft- pofllbic. 
ing they have in a manner fubdued the Natives ; which is no hard 
matter, fince this Region of Malabar ( in which general Name I 
reckon as far South ^$ the LamPsEnJ^ and Phalapatan North) is 
divided into feveral Petit Signiories, or Arch-Rebels againft the Za- 
merhin o( Calicut j only paying fome flight Acknowledgments of his 
Supremacy, as their Chief BiThop, and joining with him againft the 
Great Mogul ; elfe ftriving to fupplant each other ; having a Govern- 
ment moft like Ariftocracy of any in the Eafi^ each State having a 
Reprefentative, and he to ad: according tp the Votes of the Nairos 
Getitry in full Aflembly ; which as they interfere with one anothers 
Intcrefts, the weakeft have always been ready to call in help: For 
which reafon the Dutch were firft permitted to rear Caftles to fecure . 
the Sea-Coafts ; which they have made fo good ufe of, as to bring 
them under their Yoke ; the Great Mogul not diicouraging them in 
the leaft. 

Keeping on our Courfe we left Cochin to the Southwani, once a fa- cochin. 
mous Mart of the Portugalsy fince wrefted from them , and made 
impregnable by the Dutch. 

At this place we bad adieu to all our bad Weather, though not to uft the Bad 
the Pradices of the Dutch^ who had prevented the Englifb at Panana Weather, bat 
alfo ; fo that here neither being any Pepper, we had nothing elfe ^[q^I^^^^^ 
to do but hoift Sails for Tanore^ u here we touched the firft of No^ 
^vemier^ the Natives having hardly fliaken off the fear of the Dutch : 
For a Boat with Sails of Mats ( all their fmall Boats making them 
their Sails ) came to take a Survey of tis, and made towards us un« 
certainly ; when after feveral Fetches to and again, at laft they were 
within Call of us : We faw two Sumhreros ( a Mark for fome of 
'Quality ) held up in the Boat-ftern, and a Man ftand up and wave 
his Hat, which made our Mafter ftretch his Throat to know what 
he was ; whereupon down went' the Sumhreros held up in the Boat- 
ftern, the Boat cleverly tacked, and the Men tugged ftoutly at their 
Paddles, and we as roundly fent ieVen Shot after them, and the Lon^ 
don as many ; but they were more fcar'd than hurt j for after we had 
mann'd three Boats after them, they returned with their Labour for 
thdr Pains, the Boat getting fafe from them. At Night another Boat 
with an Englijhman came to ask what Ships we were : Whom when we 
anfwered Engltfh^ he boarded us, and told us our unadvlfed Salutes 
wereleverd at an £»g///& Merchant fent off by the Chief, who not- 
withftanding he prefented two Piftols at.the Breafts of the Boatmen, 
could not beat out of them the fufpicion they were poffefled with of 
our being Dutch : Which (hews how ft rangely they are awed by them j 
and the rather, they being folicitous Blazers of their own good For- 
tune upon us, and our Defeat by them; which they had taken care 
to pubh(h, to bring us into Difrepute, which commonly waits on 
ni Succefe, before we could come to tell our own Tale. 
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At our arriving afhore the Natives flocked about us , atid gazed 
upon us as if they would have (lafed us through ; amidd a Lane of 
whom we were ulhcred by a few Portugals to their Chappel, at the 
Door whereof flood the Padre to receive us, and through it to con- 

dnd us to his Houfe. 

From whence I went to obferve the Town, which is miferably 
poor and ftraggling, though in the heart of ica^double Row of Cot- 
tages opened their Shops of Wares, which confifted of Pepper ^ Tur- 
tnerick^ Ginger^ Caffia Lignum ^ the lefler Cardamoms^ Bunco^ i. e,^ 
Tobacco, and Huhhle^hulble Canes^ the Produd of this Coaft, as arc 
alfo Beetle-Nuts the greateft Gain from this place to Suraf, to be 

reaped by them. 

Amon^ u hom were Shrof^s^ or Money-changers. On one fide 
in a fquare place was their Filh-Market, through which we came into 
another Lane, at whofe end there was a Mofque. 

Their Hciufes are little Hovels or Hogfties, the beft of them fcarcc 
worthy the Name of a Booth. The Englifl^ Houfe is in the fafhion 
u^ith the reft, covered all over with Co/aw, andfeated (which they 
mightily afTed ) under Trees. The People are Tawny, not Black; 
Their Language Mtalqhar. Here is a Specimen of their Char^der, 
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They are fubjed to the 2amerbiH of Calicut j who fent hither his 
Delegate to welcome us, and invite us to a Continuance of Trade: 
He gave our Fleet feven Guns, which were planted near the Water- 
fide; which Compliment was returned by the Fleer. 

The Nation is diftinguiihed by Three Ranks. The Priefts make 
the firft ; they come abroad in feveral diftratfted Poftures, fometimes 
all naked , plaifter^d over with Afhes , their Hair plaited like an 
Horfe's Tail > at other times appearing lefs barbarous, being cover- 
ed, but as Stoical in their Behaviour. 

Thefecond Form is that of t\\t Noliles^ who are all bred Soldiers, 
and therefore called Nairos j the one part of them wearing naked 
Swords rampant in one hand, and a Target made of a BufFolj's Hide 
lacquer'd and curioufly painted in the other, with which they defetad 
themfelves as afluredly as with an Iron Shield ; the reft of them 
walk with a fpiked Lance barbed, as long as a Javelin, and poifed at 
the Butend with Lead ; at darting of which they are verj^ expert. 

The laft and loweft are the Artizans and Tillers of the Earth, of 
which here are no great ftore, being ever negligent in that they reap 
the leaft Benefit by ; wherefore their Vaflals are commonly employed 
in thatibrvice, they being Drudges both to their Mafters and Prince, 
who here as in all India is fole Proprietor of Lands ; allowing the Oc- 
cupiers no more tha*i a bare Subfiftence,and not that when a bad Year 
fills not the Publick Granaries j drutoing the poor Hinds till their 
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Bones rattle in their Skins, they being forced often to fell their Chil- Chap. VI. 
dren for Rice, which is the beft here on this Coaft of any place elfe c^-v^^ 
In the whole World. 

In Habit they excel not one another ; the Peer as well as Peafant, Their Men 
wrapping only a Luffga about his Middle, and thence reaching to his ^^^ ^^**'- 
Knees. Only their Men of Honour that have deferved it from the 
ZMmerhifiy have theis Wrifts rounded with thick golden Bracelets, 
illuftrated with Precious Stones. 

Their Women are nearer white than the Men , of an Olive or Thdr V/th 
Sallow Colour, cloathed as they on CoromanJel^ ftretching their °*^"- - 
Ears with Gold and Gems. • 

In Manners the Natives are flovenly enough, if not brutiffi. In Mariners and 
Religion mpft Heathens, though the Infection of Mahomet ifm \s con- R«'igion. 
tagious among them. . . , 

They have Hofpitals here for Cows; apd are charitable to Dogs, Hofpitabfor 
providing for them abroad, but not fuffer them to defile them with- ^o^*- 
in Doors ; being more merciful to Beafts than Men. 

Of Chriftians here are not an inconfidcrable number. 'Here are alfo St. Thmss 
thbfe Elephant-Legged St. ThomeanSy which the unbiafled Enquirers Chriftwas. 
will tell you chances to them two ways : By the Venom of a cer- 
tain Snake, for which the Jangies or Pilgrims furnifh them with a 
Faditious Stone (which we call a Snake-ftone) and is a Counter- 
poyfon to all deadly Bites ; if it (lick, it. attracts the Poyfon ; and 
put it into Milk, it recovers it felf again, leaving its. virulency there- 
in, difcovered by its Greenneis: As alfo by drinking bad Water (to 
which, as we to the Air, they attribute all Difeafes) when they tra- 
vel over the Sands, and then lying down when they are hot, till the 
Earth at Night is in a cold fweat , which penetrating the rarified 
Cuticle, fixes the Humours by intercepting their free concourfe on 
that fide , not to be remedied by any Panacea of their Efculapian 
Senators ; it is not much unlike the Elephantiafis Arahum. 

Their Coins are of Gold j a St. Thomas^ lo j. a Fanamy 7 and I of Coins Cor- 
which go to a Dollar^ or Petacha : Thefe are Gold. Of Copper , a '^^• 
Buferooky 20 of which mtike a Ijanam. 

The Country is inticing and beautiful. Woody in the Plain, up the Pcpp«r. 
the Country Mountainous, where grows the Pepper : Ic is a Berry 
that is brought forth by a Bind-weed, wedded to a Tree, which it 
hugs as affedionately as the Ivy does the Oak ; it is firft Green, 
when dried it is black, and husked white: Long Pepper grows on a 
Shrub leaved and ftalked like our Privet. 

Their other Trees and Fruits are common with the reft of Jmliai 
Rice is their chief Grain. 

Beafts and Fowls, Tame and Wild, are not fcarce. 

The firft Blackamore PuUen I ever faw, were here ; the outward Blackamow 
Skin was a perfed^jW^gr^?, the Bones alfo being as black as Jet j un- ^^^*°- 
der the Skin nothing could be whiter than the Flefli, more tender, 
or more grateful. 

After two Nights cold and difquieted Lodging on the Ground intcnfdycoH 
(though under covert of the Englijh Houfe) and an Hellifh Confort ^^'*''- 
of JackaSs (a kind of Fox), with the Natives finging and roaring all 
Night long ; being drunk with ToJJyy the Wine of the Cpcoe : I 
was defirous to go Aboard ; when» it being Evening, the Sea Breezes 

began 
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Letter I. began to drive the Waves with a great furf upon the Shore ; infomuch 
that our Men could not carry me to the Pinnace, riding at the Grap- 
ling without ; wherefore hiring a Canoc^ the Blacks played the Cha* 
ron, and I narrowly efcaped with my Life (being overfet) 5 finding 
by fad Experience, that Cold Nights affcd even in thefe Hot Coun* 
tries, as fenfibly as under the Frozen Bear : Leaving ofTto wonder at 
the Natives quivering and quaking after Sun-fet, wrapping them* 
felves in a <:omfyj or H^ir-cloath, and the better fort with Qyilts, 
and making good Fires: tor being well drenched in the Sea^e Wind 
blowing very high, I was almoff nummed to death before I could 
reach the Ship. The reafon of this Coolnefs anights is becaufe 
the Rains have lately cooled the Air as well as Earth, which alfomay 
be afcribed to the Sun^ Ecliptick diftance, as well as the length of 
the Nights, which are but little longer than the Days ; but chiefly 
to the loaking Mifts bedewing the Earth after Sun-fet. 
Tanore lies in lodeg. 30 min. North Latitude. 
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Having taken in what Bales of Pepper this Place afforded j wc 
weighed by Two in the Morning, and by Four in the Afternoon An- 
chored againft that Anciently Traded Port of Calicut ^ in the Lati* 
tude of 1 1 deg. 30 min. Nortk 

0/ Calicut. 

Ashore the firft Hoiife facing us was the Efigli/^ ; near it were 
placed fix fmall Pieces , refounding our Salutes at our 
Entry. 

On the back-fide lay two great Guns, difmounted, of Brafe, all 
that is extant of the Portugal Toy^^n and Caftle (which ran out as far 
into the Sea as our Ships now ride, near four Miles) overflowed by 
Water ; nothing remaining of it but only what is taken upon Chro- 
nicle. 

What is alfo left of Calicut^ is not equivalent to what might be 
expefted from the gleaning of fo many Ages of TrafBck ; unlefs, as 
Antiquaries efteem, mod of thofe things are Moth-eaten by Time, 
which Vermin has been plaguy pernicious here : For the City that 
flood upon Stilts, is tripped up, for down it is gone ; and theTem* 
pie, whofe Marble Pillars durft compare with thofe of Agrip'pas ia 
the Roman PantheoHy is Topfy-turvy, And if any one that comes 
after me, make you believe it to be not above Four Miles in length, 
and in that not an Houfe befitting a Chriflian ; here and there a 
Mofque, and Burying Places with Tanks : A good long Buzzar with 
Trafh, and Ripe Fruit , another with Opiumy and Spices of this Coaft ; 
Changers and Jewellers , unfenced and riide in Building ; he tells 
you but the truth. Indeed it is pleafantly fituated under Trees, and 
it is the Holy See of their Zamerhin or Pope. 

The Citizens are urbane, being trained up to Commerce; but the 
fince the Pw^ Trade gone to Goa, along with the Portugals ; who at their firft ar» 
tugait left ir. jj^j^i jp^Q jjjjj g^y^ found more Ships by 500 than we did, without 

either Chart or Compals, who moft of them tranfported their Com- 
modities to the Re J Sea , along the Coafb j or to the Gulph of Per* 
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fia ; and thence they were carried over*]and to Scanderoon^ Aleppo^ Chap. VI. 
or ConfiantinofUy unto the Hands of the Venetians , from whom we V.-/"Wj 
were ferved with rhem ; and by that means they gained for them- 
felves the Power and Greatnefi of their State. 

Since by the Profperous Attempts of the Fortugals about the Cape 
cfgood Hape^ we arc taught to bring them home at a cheaper RatCi 
whereby thefe A//M»«ugfters begin to decline. 
. For a long time the Portugals kept in with Calicutj, and drew a 
jgreat refort hither, as well over*land as by Sea ; till the Zamerhin^ 
not brooking them as Inmates^ruined their Fortifications, ^which oc- 
cafioned their remove to Gva )> and with them the Fame oS Calicut. 

Their Coin admits no Copper ; Silver Tarrs^ 18 of which make a Corns. 
Fanam^ paffing inftead thereof. 

They have yet a correfpoodence with Perfia^ as may appear by 
their Ahfees^ a Sixteen penny piece of Silver, current among them. 

Their Trade in common with India is moftly for Beetle Nuts, and 
Cocoe Nuts, for Oy 1, which latter they dunging with {^Bubfbo) FiQl, " 
the Land-Breezes brought a poyfonous Smell on board Ship caufed 
by their putrifying. 

Breaking ground hence, the Mountains were grown to that The right 
height , that they feemed to be the Partition Walls betwixt this ^fc^nt of cha 
World and the Sphere of Fire ; for the Sun was a long while after ^^£^'^^ 
he had gilded the Canopy of Heaven, before he could drive his 
Steeds over thofe Olymptck Towers with his blazing Orb : Which I 
take notice of, becaufe the Sun and Stars afccnd the Horizon to the 
Meridian directly in the Torrid Zone^ and fo defcend ; whereby there 
is little or no Twilight, as there is nearer the Poles, where they af- 
cend and defcend more obliquely. 

At Mangalore the Dutch have a Fort, and 6 Miles to the Mjrth the 
French have a Flag flying; within a League off which a Grey 
Rock extols its hoary Head eight Fathom above Water, navigable 
on all fides, juflly called by ms Sacrifice IJIand ; in remembrance of Several piacei 
a bloody Butchery on fome Englifi by the Pirate Malalars^ who T^utf''' 
are the word Pickeroons on this Coaft, going in Fleets, and are fet bours fo7fU 
out by the Great Men afliore ; the Chief of whom lives at Dnrma^ "tcs. 
patam^ w.-!ere we took in fuller and krger Pepper than any yet: 
They are ftronger here in Shipping than the reft ; they houfingfe- 
vera! Junks of Burthen, drawn up on the Banks of the River, not yet 
lanchtd fmce the Kains ; which they always do when they fet in, 
keeping them dry all the Winter with the Thatch of Cajans. 

Parting from hence, the Mountains above, and the Valleys below 
were covered with Woods , only now and then Hills of Red Earth 
were interfperfed (which our Dawbers ufe for Painting) that held 
on their pace till we were up with Canamore^ another Fortrefs of the 
Dutch: From whence they fpake Defiance by fpendiog three Shots ^ 

unregarded by us. 

From Durmapatam^ five Leagues Norths YiesPhalapatan; where I HaUt^M: 
took Boat, and failed up the River with the LafcarSy or Sea-men of 
the Country; of whom I (hall fay no more at prefenr^ than, that 
they are a Ihame to our Sailors, who can hardly ever work without 
horrid Oaths and hideous Curfing and Impreeatioas ) and thefe Moor* 
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men^ on the contrary, never fee their Hands to do any La'bour, but 
that they fing a Pfalm, or Prayer, and conclude at every joint Ap- 
plication to it, ASaby Allahy invoking on the Nanie of God 

On each fide upon the Teaming banks are homely Villages , a 
plain Drefs becoming Artythe Servant, where her Miftrefs, NatuTcjis 
fo corufcant, here being whole Armies of Trees furprifmgly beautifuU 
Befides thefe Benefits for Delight, there flow rto lefs for Profit ; they 
improving the Commodioufnefs of the River (which is Sailable 
round to Durmapatan) by a Free Trade. Six Miles up (lands Phala^ 
^iifjir, of Building bafe; it is overgrowp with the Weeds of Afahme- 
tifm^ the Moors planting themfelves here; whofe King I was fo lucky 
to fee out of my Boar, my Lafcars entreating me to give them leave 
to go afhore to provide ViAuals in the Buzzar. 

His Meen was Patriarchical, his Head gray, his Beard Snowed 
with Age, his Raiment white in the Eaftern Mode. His Son and 
Heir, a Child, followed him ; as he pad^d, the People payed hiiii 
humble Refped ; he was without a Guard, it being needlefs where 
Sabjedts are Loyal-hearted. 

The River was full of Aligators, or Crocodiles, which lay basking 
in the Sun in the Mud oij the River's fide, whom the Natives are 
fearlefs of 5 conceiting the Brachmines have power to lay a Spell up- 
on them, that they do no harm. Which, whether true or falfe, 'cis 
certain they as feldom do harm in the Water, as the Tigres in the 
Woods, over whom they fancy their Priefts have the fame preva- 
fcncy. 

A Mile more up was Cutty Xony^ the fair Palace, as it fignifies in 
Malaiar; but though it do in their Language, it would not make 
the Interpretation good in Ef^lijby it agreeing but in one particular, 
that is, the Site. It having the advantage of an Hill, has an eafy 
ProfpeA over the Water, as broad here as our Thame fis^ and over 
the Verdent Meadows, which fpread themfelves Weflvoard^ till Hills 
of Cardamoms do bound the fights running from thence I^ortb by 
Eafi^ while they meet with Mount Sephir (all along unchriftned 
Gate^ thefe are the vs\\viox Cardamoms^ andthebeft, if not the only 
in the World : On the Eafl a gravelly Foreft with tall benty Grafs^, 
offers, befides its taking Look, diverfity of Game; as Hares, wild 
Boars, Tigres, and wild Elephants , which are dreaded by Travel- 
lers, they ftriking all down before them. Trees as well as Animals: 
The like Terror is conceived by the crafliing noife among the Woods 
made by the wild Bulls ; for all which, 'tis the praAice of the Wood- 
men to dig deep Pits, and cover them with Sads, laid over with 
Boughs , to entrap them in their headftrong and unwary Courfe. 
Monkeys with white Rufi%, and black fliagged Bodies, looking very 
gravely, are brought froni hence. 

On the South a Wood of Jamhoesy Mangoes^ Cocoes j on the North a 
Grove of Peppen 

The Place is now refigned to the EngUjh^ though the Gentiles 
were unwilling to defert it, it being an Arch* Brachmine's Seat, where 
was a fmall JP^g^^ (landing in the middle of the Yard well endowed, 
till they had robbed their Gods of their Gold and Silver ; and now 
they are faid to be dumb and fullen becaufe of the Englijh. But 
without any prejudice to Truth, we may believe the Ufurers Faith 
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and therr^ to be both under one Lock and Key ; Suantum nummorum Chdp. VI. 
hahet in arc&y tantum hahet ^ fidei. v^^^^r\^ 

It is walled about by the Englijh with Mud, except the two round The )^t,gi^ 
Points towards the Land, whofe Foundations, and Baflions are of *^^- 
Stoge. They have Fourteen fmali Guns mounted ; here are twenty 
two Soldiers, beddes Fadtors : The Air fo falubrious, that never any ' 
Englijh are remenlbred^ to lay their Bones here. The Fort is a Tetra* 
gone from Corner to Corner.. 

Without, befides the £;rg//j^j there are ifeledl Company of Nai-^ 
roes^ who aire ftout, ready,.and refolute for any Aftion : Their Wea- 
ponsare Bows and Arrows, with Falchions by their (ides. 

By thefethe Countrey is inhabited; among whom if a Man fall Unfafe tnvci- 
fingle, falvage Beads are more companionate ; but if you have but Ung without 
a Boy with you of their Caft, you may travel fecure enough. * ^'^^' 

Beyond the Outworks live a few Portugals Mufleroes or Mifiera^ Naughtincfi 
does i among whom are Stews and Brothels j the Women of this mem^*' ^^ 
Coaft being the mod profefledly Lewd of any; being faid to in- 
flrud the Men to be Patients, while they ad the Mafculine Part in ^ 
their Lafcivious Twines. 

Sixteen Tarrs here make one FanatA ; Nine Fanams one Piece of Coins. 
Eight J four Cajh are the eighth part of one Rufee. 

Outdretching the Malabar (j02L^y we failed along by Batticalai Left the Mib- 
on the Canatick Coads ; and the next Morning, between two Iflands ^^ ^^^ 
we faw fculking Six Malabar Proes waiting their Booty ; but making 
ufe of their Oars as well as Sails, foon outdripped us. 

The Day after we came to an Anchor at Onor^ the Land Hilly zv^ o»«r the fitft 
Barren 9 which I went to fee; it is in 13 deg. 10 min. North. \^^ JijfiI!:hc<rOT 
paded'to it through a narrow Bite, which expatiates into a wide AtcauMtick 
Swallow , and then thruds us up the River. On the Uorth fide a ^'^^^ 
Bow and Arrow Cadle overlooks it, while it runs peaceably to the 
Town. Where we landed, the Dutch had a Houfe, and a new Junk 
lanched, with her Colours furPd : One end of the Town dands in 
an hole; over a Rocky Hill dands the other part, upon which the Ca- 
01e with its Stone Wall faces an Heath a great way, yet looking 
afquint on the Under- woods. It is built after the exad Rules of An- 
cient ForriBcations, with a Drawbridge, and a Moat round, now a 
dry Ditch, the Cadle without Soldiers, falling to decay. It was built 
by the Portugalsj feized by'the Canareens by the help of the Dutch^ 
between whom and the Pprtugalsy the Town of poor Buildings is di- 
vided: Many of the Natives have received the Chridian Faith. . 
Though thofe that continue in their Paganifm are the mod impioufly 
Religious of any of the Indians^ being too too converfant with the 
DevU. 

The Nairoes have no footing here, nor have the Moors much. 
They hve in no diffidence of one another, nor Strangers of them, 
journeying among them without a Guide, in Broad Roads, not in By* ' 
Paths, as in the Nations properly called the Malahars : They have 
well*condituted Laws, and obferve them obediently. 

From hence we came to Mirja in the fame Dominions. I went to At Mirjs ^ 
view the Place ; the Boat that carried me was Brigantine built. ProtcSor of 

At the Entry into the Harbour only a Rock withdands the Waflies, ^^^^^^^ 
but on the Shore huge craggy Mountains are drawn up for a fecond 
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Letter I. Oafet, all of Black Stone, yet fomewhat undenmoed by the beating 
of the Sea, where it works its felf into zSyrt€s ; oa the other fide 
of which the Fragments of the Town are ihelter'd. At my Land- 
ing, one of their Princes was the firft that welcomed me afliore, 
( who here as well as in Italy fcorn not fo be Merchants ) ; he was 
feated under a fhady Tree, on a Carpet fpread upon the Sand, and 
his Retinue (landing about him ; he it feems was expedling the Pro- 
tedor of Canara ( the Raja being in Minorfty }, who came anon, 
with his Lords and Guards , armed with Swords and Gantlets^ 
Partizans adorned with Bells and Feathers, as alfo were the Horles 
that carried his Lufcarry or Army, with fuch Trappings as our &ieft 
Team-Horfes in Englamd wear. 

He ventured oflfto Sea to fee our Ships ; he was rowed by a Gang 
of i6^ in a great deal of Pomp ; his Mufick was loiid, and with the 
Kettle-drums made a Noife not unlike that our Coopers make on their 
Hogflieads driving home their Hoops: He went aboard two or 
three Ships, who entertained him with their Guns and Chears ^f 
their Men, prefenting him with Scarlet Qoath. He is a GentiU^ as 
are his Subjects. 

Our Lading here was Pepptr^ Salt-fetrt^ and Beetle Nat for 
Surat. 

In our way from Mirja we met with a Man of War Pink, commif- 
fion*d from the Prefident for the fcowring thefe Seas, which had %% 
Guns, and feventy odd Men, the Name, The Revenge. 

Near Carwar is the Ifland AngeJiva , FamM for the Burial of ibme 
Hundreds of our Countrey men. 

Carwar was the Chief Port of Vifiapour on this Coaft, but a Grand 

S/w^now ^^^y^^ ^ '^^^ ^"g ^^^ ^^> ^ ^^^ Mafter of it, and the adjacent 
ijtMfw.novf Qjyj^jj^gy ^5 £j|. ^ Guzerat ; haying well nigh forced our Faiftory, 

and done other Outrages on us, which would ask our Fleet a longer 
time 'to require Satisfadion, if they were able, than they could day ; 
unle& they would lofe their Paflage round the Cape rf Good Hope^ 
and content themfelves to winter at the Mauritius^ which all Ships 
that outftay their time are forced to. For the Sun bein^ almoft at 
his Southern Solfike^ at his return he leaves a fharp Winter ( wbica 
we proved ), andadverfe Winds in thofeSeas, they lying without 
the Tropick, which fpurs them on for expedition. What this Seva 
Gi is, and the reafon of his Ufurped Power, a longer Duration in the 
Countrey muft declare, who is every where named with Terror, be 
carrying all before him like a mighty Torrent. 

The Shore is Hilly, and indifferent Woody ; near it Iflets are (bat- 
tered to and again. 

The People partly Moors, partly Gentues^ under the King of Fifia- 

pour^ who was, till this turbulent Seva Gi drove all into a Commo- 

fzxAyGtntuts. ^^^^ ^ perfed Monarch, hardly paying the Mogul Tribute, when 

Duccan and Fifiapour were united into one Kingdom. 

Hence it is Hilly up to Guzerat ; though Gates hold on where the 
Coafts of Guzerat begin , and outftretches them. 

Fifteen Leagues to the forward of Carwar lies Goa, the only place 
of confequence the Portugals retain of their firft Difcoveries. 

The City lies up the River, out of our fight on Shipboard, though 
we could difcern the River to be thwack^ with fmall Craft; with- 
out 
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^ cut the Bar a great Carrack unrigg'd, and on both fides the River Chap. VL 
Magnificent Structures. The Soil Faf, Level, and fit for the Share •''^v'"^^--' 
many Miles together, the Hills keeping a widd diftance from them. 

About two days after we pailed Goa^ a Ship with a T^ortugal Flag The pntug^i 
at the Main Top-Maft Head weathered our Admiral, and after feeing ^'■*«^- 
what we were, lay by for a Fleet of fir more good Ships, one Hoy, 
andhilf a dozen froU^ being their Northern ArmaJoi they fitting 
out one for the South alfo; the one againft the Arabs ^ the other . 
againft the Malabar s. 

The beginning of Decmier the If orthWefi Wind blew bitter cold Sharply Gji 
upon us, and would hardly give the Sun leave to be Mafter in his 
own home ; though a Qoud in the day tinie, ever iince the Rains 
cleared up, could hardly vapour betwixt him and the Earth. 

At Nights we had hofpitable Lights fhewed us from the Shore, to Light-lumfes. 
mark out the Rocks, which lye very thick along to intrap the unwary 
Pilot. 

In 17 i/eg. %omin. North ^ lies Rajapore^ a French Fadory now, ^^•^* 
formerly Englifh. 

Twenty Miles to the Northward^ Choul^ a Fortrefi of the Tortus c*^'- 
gals^ lay fairin fight. , 

And having the latitude of 18 deg. 40 min. Norths Bomhaim 
opened itsfelf; the Tide being fpent, we came to an Anchor with- 
out the Bay, not having our Bearings right; and December the 
Eighth we paid our Homage to the Union-Flag flying on the Fort of 
Bombaim. 



The B AT 

Is indented a vaft Qrcumference, in which it is able to contain BmisM. 
1 000 of the beft Ships in Enrope^ in fafe Harbour from Wind and 
Weather. As we pafled up the Bay » two of the MoguFs Men of 
War, each 300 Tun, with bloody Colours out, rode before Kerenjau. 
Under the Caftle , befides innumerable little Vefiels , as Hoysy 
Ketches, and the like, lay Three Men of War, with their Top Ar- 
mour out, Wafie-Cloath and Tenants at every Yard-Arm ; to wit. 
The Revenge^ x% Guns : The Mqjfhoon^ taken from the Dutch^ zxo 
Tuns : The Hunter^ 14 Guns. 

The Gaflle is feated towards the bottom of the Bay, command* ' 
ing it every way from the Points and Flankiers. 

At Evening the next day I was fent for on Shore, and received by 
the Honourable Gerald Aungier^ Governor both for the King and 
0)mpany, and Prefident of all the Eafl^Jndies.

fliall excufe both : And I proceed where you left me laft, at Bomhaim, 
and fo on till thefe Ships ihall depart for England.

In Eaft'InJia is one of the Iflands of Salfet^ parted from that part 
of the Canarick Coz&. which lies neareft Diatc^^, 60 Leagues North of 
Goay and as itiany South of Surat. Thefe Iflands are in number feven ; Uands otsnh 
viz Bomhaim^ Conor ein^ Trumhay, Elephanto^ the Putachoesp Afo;, . ^^ in numbci' 
chumhay, and Kerenjau, with the Rock of Henry Kenry ; ari(ing as ^ *°* 
fo many Mountains out of the Sea ; which accords to the Fancy of 
the Natives, who affirm that Nereus has lofl; thefe Iflets, with a 
great deal more of the Low-Lands, from his Trident, the Earth 
gaif)ing upon the Sea : And as a Remonftrance of their Credulity, 
they bring for proof the vaft Rocks that are many Miles up the 
Countrey^ beftuck with Oyfter-ihclls and other Trophies of the Sea's 
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Letter 11. having bad once Dominion there, all which they call Concbon^ or 

the Netherlands. 

In whofe opening Arm, that is, from Choul Toint to Eal^in C two 
famous Cities belonging to the Portugals ) fome ^o Leagues diftance, 
lye thofe Spots of Ground, fiill difputable to which fide to incline : 
For at Low Water mod of them are foordable to the Main, or from 
one to the other ; and at Spring-Tides again a great part of them 
overflowed. 

Bomhaim is the ifirft that faces CIfm/, and ventures fartheft out into 
the Sea, making the Mouth of a fpaciousBay, from whence it has 
its Etymology ; Bemhahn^ quafi Botm Bay. 

Beyond it lies Canorein^ Trumh^y^ Munchwnhayy with their Creeks, 
making up the ifortb fide of the Bay : Between whom and the Main 
lies ElephofttP^ Kerefijau^ Pataeb&es^ with the great Rock or barren 
Iflet of Henry Kenry : Thefe, with fome part of the Main, conftitute 
the Souths Eafl fide of the Bay ; all which together contribute to the 
mod notable and fecure Port on the Coafts of India ; Ships of the 
greated as well as fmaller Burthen having quiet Harbour in it ; whi- 
ther if they can, they chufc to betake themfelves, if they happen, as 
oft they do, to lofe their Voyages by the Monfoons. 

From whence thefe Pieces of Land receive their general Name of 
Salfet , if it be worth Enquiry, I can only guefs, either becaufe it 
fignifies in Canerein a Granary, as they are to the Pertugals North of 
Goa^ and fometimes to Goa it felf, as at this time, when their Armado 
of Rice was all loft, which annually ufed to furniih them with Pro- 
' vifions of Corn ; or elfe analogically, from the fruitful Peninfula of 
the iameName, near which Gm its felf ftands : But whether this be 
certain or not, the reafoa of the Denomination of BoMiaim is con- 
vincing. 

What Import ^^ S^ ^" ^^^^ ^^^™ whence we deviated, it is neceflary you (hould 
thisUiandisto be firft acquainted, That after Fafquez deGama^ in the Year 1547, 

had laid open thefe Seas for Traffick to the Eafl^Indies ; the Portu^ 
gals to their Honour took for a while fure Footing of what they 
had induftrioufly fo long laboured for, and brought moft of theB(»r- 
derers on the Sea-Coafts under their Subjedion ; not all India^ as 
they have fondly reported. It fuffices then, to avoid a Volume of 
Difcourie , that Bomiaim with thefe Iflets continued dill in their 
hands, until the Year 1661$ when the Crown of Portugal ^ntd 
with thefe, together with the Haven, to His Majefty of Great Bri^ 
tain^ as a Portion of the Dowry of Donna Infanta Catberina, Sider 
to the King of Portn^al^ and Confort to Charles the Second , late 
King of Ef^landy Scotland^ France^ and Ireland. A matter of great 
import to the Kingdom, had it been transferred according to Con« 
tra<2, as well in r^rd to the Protection of oar Ships, as for the 
Profit of the Soil to the Engli/b Inhabitants ; but mod of all for 
the Awe it might imp<^e upon them whe are the Didurbers of our 
Trade here. . . . . 

But upon what grounds theyrefufed to fitrrender, may'b^under- 
ftood, if we coniider the different Interefts^, as well as Remoteneis 
of the Portngneze in Earo/e and Eafi^India. Jt is coftfeded they 
will talk b^ of their King, and how nearly alliQ^ to them , as if 
they were aU Goufi»Germafla at lead ; bu for ms Commands, if 
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contrary to their Fadlions, they value no more than if they were ' Chap. I. 
merely (itular ; as may appear by what follows. For notwithflaod- ^ii^^'^V*^^ 
ing the King of England fent a Fleet of Five Royal Ships under the 
Command of my Lord of Mallery , to waft over a Vice-Roy for 
them, confirmed fo by their own Ring, and one of their own Na- 
tion ; and to take pofleflion of thefe Iflands in the name of the King 
oi England \ yet they not only pofitiveiy denied to furrender,but con- 
ilrained the Vice-Roy to a negation j otherwife to expe<2 never to 
alTume that Dignity, which^ by that Ad they made him ienfiUe, was 
more in their difpofel than the King's. 

Whereupoa Mallery examining his Commiffion , was Vexed he The EngUfb 
was pinched, and knew not how to eafe himfelf j wearied therefore H««t go to 
with Delays, he retreated to SvoaUyy and there upon the Sands fet ^*'*^-^' 
the Souldery on Shore ( himfelf not ftirring out of the Ship) Five 
hundred flout Men led by Sir Ahraham Shipman^ who was deHgned 
Generalijjiimo for the King, of England on the Indian Shore : Where, • 
when in Arms, and exercifed after the iB^^/i/^ Training, they feem- 
ed formidable to the Moors ; wherefore they are entreated by the 
Prefident for the Englijh Fadory at Snrat^ Sir George Oxenilne^ that 
they would repair Aboard ; fmce the Jealoufy of the Moors was fuch, 
that unlefs they did, they vowed the Fadory a Sacrifice . 

Thus bidding adieu to Swally^ they at length arrived at Angediva^ Thence m 
a Barren unhealthy and lininhabited Ifland, not far from the Main, -'»^^^'^*- 
and but ix Leagues to the Southward of Goa. 

Where Mallery left them to negotiate the Right of his Matter ; fo The p$rtugdi 
much of which at laft they were brought to grant , as enforced hroughc to 
them to deliver up Bomlaim, though they capitulated for that too ; l^^ ^ ^'^ 
parcelling it out into little Iflets, made only by the inundations of 
the Sea : But were glad at leqgth when they faw Mallery refolute, to 
refign the whole Ifland, with the Bay, intq the hands of the Englijh^ 
upon the Conditions firfl: aflented to, that the Royalti^ ihould be- 
long to the King of England^ but every particular Maibf^ Eftate to 
the Right Owner, and the Liberty of their own Ceremonies in Re* 
l^ion, upon their Oath of Allegiance. .. ^^ _ 

In the mean while Sir Alraham^ with near joo of his Bbui|Mf, Momlityof 
refted content without any farther Acquefts, leaving their Bones at ^^^ •* ^^ 
Angediva ; poyfoned partly by the noifomenefs of the Air, the vio- 
lence of the Rains, and the little defence againft them ; but chiefly 
by their own Intemperance. 

Mr. Cock being next to Sir Alrabam , took up his Commiflion, The Fleet 
who with thofe Men that were left, was admitted upon Bomlaim in "^^^^^ 
the Year 1 664. when the Royal Fleet returned. ^"tSf pX 

Where at firft landing they found a pretty well Seated, but ill For- fejEon ofthe 
tified Houfe, four BrafsGuns being the whole Defence of the Ifland ; ^^^* 
unlefs a few Chambers houfed in fmall Towers in convenient 
Places to fcowre the Malalars^ who heretofore have been more in- 
folent than of late ; adventuring not only to feize their Cattle, but 
depopulal^ whole Villages by their Outrages ; either deflroying 
* them %)y' Fire and Sword, or compelling to a worfe Fate, Eternal 
and intolerable Slavery. • - 

About the Hpufe was a delicate Garden, voiced to be the plea- TheFottnif- 
ianteft in India^ intended rather for wanton Dalliance, Love's Artil* ^ 
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Letter II. lery , than to make refiftance againft an invading Foe : Foj the Por^ 
f.y^s/^'^ tugals generally forgetting their priftine Vertue, Luft, Riot and Ra- 
pine, the enfuing Confequences of a long undifturbed Peace where 
Wealth abounds, are the only Remarkable Reliques of their Ancient 
worth ; their Courages being fo much efleminatedy that it is a won- 
der to moft how they keep any thing; if it were not that they have 
lived among mean fpirited Neighbours. But to return to this Gar- 
den of Eden , or Place of Terreftrial HappineYs, it would put the 
Searchers upon as hard an Inqueft, as the other has done its Pofte- 
rity : The Walks which before were covered with Nature*s verdent 
awning, and lightly prefled by foft Delights, are bow open to the 
Sun, and loaded with the hardy Cannon : The Bowers dedicated to 
Reft and Eafe, are turned into bold Rampires for the watchful Cen- 
tinel to look out on ; every Tree that the Airy Chorifters made their 
Charming Choir, trembles, and is extirpated at the rebounding Ec- 
cho of the alarming Drum ; and thofe flender Fences only defigned 
to oppofe the Sylvian Herd, are thrown down to ered others of a 
more War-like Force. But all this not in one day. 

It was fufficient at firft for the Englijh to make preparations for a 
growing Strength, though at prefent fuch as might offend as well 

as defend. 
A Governour Whilft things wcre in this pofture upon fome Male-adminiftration 
fent out by of his Office, Cook was outed, and Sir Gervis Lmcos was fent over by 
the King. ^^ j^.^g , ^j^^^ j^^^j j^^ \\v^^ would have made the Portugals perform 

their Compad , feizing from them the Putachos , who to flop his 
Mouth, were willing to comply for the Cuftoms of Trumhay. 
The Govern- Upon his dcceafc Captain Gary was impowered by the Ring ; who 
ment tranf- began to acft as Vice^Roy, carrying his Chair of State about with 
ferred to the j^- ^^ . j^^j. j^jg Majcfty finding it expmfive to bear out thjs Man's 
cfmp^ny Pride, and in the cafting up Accounts, not available to him, only to 

the Commanders of his Majefty's Ships, who by their own Adven- 
tures made good Improvements ; and the Eaft^India Company there- 
by began to be fenfible that their Trade would be impaired in the 
vending their Commodities at home, and their Ships in India little 
bettered by the King's Port in India ; and above all, they being lia- 
ble to be Sufferers for the Hoftilities committed by his Maje- 
fty's Officers on the Indians (who underftand no diftindtion between 
King and Company) they as freely fupplicated for,' what his Majefty 
was as willing to grant, the Ifland : They holding it, from that time, 
of his Majefty about four years after the King had poflcfled it, they 

defraying all Charges. 

In this Exigency on either fide, the Martial as well as Civil Af- 
fairs, are wholly, devolved on the Merchants; and now how they 
will manage the Sword as well as the Quill, concernes them. 
The Old Sol. The Old Soldiers are conftrained to fubmit, or disband, which 
diers ftomach makfs them ftomach a hard Service under harder Matters : For be- 
[h' c^x^^ ^id^s that natural Antipathy betwixt the Subtilty of the one, and Ge- 
ny^s ServVnts. nerofity of the other ; the ftupendious elevation of their Servants 

on this new acquired Power thrown into their hands, Men , moft 
of them of no Exptjrience or Education, coming young hither y but 
what they learn from a Luxurious and Griping People, whofe Go- 
vernment quadrates not with a Britifh Militia : Jt will not be eafy to 
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conceive, as well from the incoherence of Difppfitions, as the Lordly Chap. I. 
Government of a Servant j what Grudges or Mifcarriages may be -^V^J 
produced > For where the Soldiers and Generals have di^rent Inte-^ 
reHs^ and mutual Obligation is interrupted, the courfe of things 
muft neceflarily run*counter : Moreover, where they fliould be moft 
eminent in Dangers and Aflaults, and lead them on to bold Enter- 
prizes; yet if a tendfrnefs to Self-prefervation ftep in between the 
Publick Honour and Safety , (as it always does, where that bane to 
Noble Anions, Covetoufnefs, is concomitant ) and which is almofl: 
eflential to a Merchant, a fear of being laught at for venturing too 
far i the Cafe is defperate. For Inftance, Our Ten Ships, moft of 
them hired by Merchants, and the Commanders fome of them (not 
to fay all, for there were of them as worthy Men as any in the World) 
Principal Owners , were more willing to fhift for themfelves^ than 
to hazard a (lout and unanimous Refinance : Whichhad they main- 
tained boldly, as they imprudently gave the firft Onfet ( by the floU ' 
landers own confeffion ) they had gained a ViAory never to be fu- ^ * 

ftained by them, nor for our Fleet fufficiently to have been recom- 
penfed ; whereas for want of wife Condud, and a joint Defence, they 
imprefled on thcmfelves and Nation a Blur never to be wiped o^ 
Yet fuch, by the Conftitution of the Company it felf, is the prefent 
Misfortune,that inflant Gain is preferred beforeGlory or a future emo- 
lument; which is the reafon, why they are lefs folicitous for fetling 
by Power, what they muft ever be forced to beg, a Trade j and coni- 
ply with Injuries, than command a Submiffion, as the Dutch do : But 
. here al(b being left Tenants at will, they think it enough to leave Bu- 
(inefs in no woHe plight than they found it. 

And here might be confidered. Whether it were not more for the 
Publick Welfare, fhould His Majefty be pleafed to make it a Royal 
Company , or a National Concern, ds the Hollanders is ; than to 
let it be at the will of the Company under the foreniientioned Cir- 
cumftances to impofe Governours on the Ifland. 

The firft of which was Sir George Oxendine^ who being Prefident, Govetnonts 
and therefore more immediatly requifite for him to refide at Surat^ for the Cwni- 
ordered Mr. Goody eer^his Deputy, to govern Bomhaim j but Sir George ^"^* 
hot long after finifhing his days, together with his Prefidency at Su-^ 
rdt^ Goody eer haftens thither in hopes to fucceed, when gaping for that 
which included this, he is excluded of both : Upon which accotmt 
there happened an Interregnum at Bomhaim ; whereby this Body Po- 
litick grew up into an Anarchy^ and fet upon its weak Limbs a Qjiin^ 
tuple Head, called Commiftioners , who were as followeth , viz. 
Mr. James Adams ^ Chairman, (outed in two days) Mr. Sterlings 
a Scotch Minifter, Mr. Cotes^ Captain Burgefs^ Lieutenant Houdfton f 
who upon the jufl and happy choice of the Honourable Gerald Atm^ 
gier^ werediflblved; and Mr. ^(d/zA^w^ Gre^ nominated Deputy, till 
the Company lent out Captain Toung^ who had it not long before 
Mr. Philip Gyfford was put in j who deferves to be remembred for 
his great c^.xq in raiting the Baftions , and in a manner finifhing, 
what always wssilill but beginning by the reft.He ruled three Years, 
when the Company thinking their Work to go on too faft, gave the 
Charge of Deptity-Governour to Captain Shaxton^ and an handfome 
Recruit of Soldiers ; which revived the n6t 3ret extinguiihed Fewd be-^ 
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tween the Merchants and the Soldiers : Whereupon Shaxton was kept 
from it a full year; and in that Interim, the Prefident diftaded at 
the Infolencies of the MeguFs Governour at Surat^ and fearing a fc- 
cond Q)nfu(ion of Government at Bomlaim^ together forefeeing. 
Clouds gathering from the Netbcrlam/Sf not minding fo much thoie 
of the Sealbn ( the Muffoons being about to enter) infomuch, that 
narrowly efcaping a Dangerous Voyage, he came and took the Go- 
vernment himfelfin the Year 1671. where thefe three Years he has 
regulated Affairs with that Prudence, that whereas he found a Dif- 
aneded and Incongruous Council, he has now knit them into a Bond 
of at lead feeming Friendihip 3 and does daily lludy to advance the 
Company's Intereft, and the good and fafety of the People under 
him. 

To this the HoUandtrs are witnefs; for the Spring before our 
Fleet arrived ( the fame Fleet that we unfortunately engaged ) the 
Dutch attempting to furprize the Iflanders,* found them and the 
Fort in i:> good a Condition, that they were glad to betake them* 
felves to their Boats without any Booty , and the next day hoifted 
Sails ( for, faid they, Bomhaim been as (lark as dc Deel ) and not 
without good reafon ; for within the Fort were mounted i xo Pieces 
of Ordnance, and in other convenient Stands xo more, befides 60 
Field-pieces ready in their Carriages upon occafion to attend the Mi- 
litia and Bandarines. To the Fort then belonged 3C0 Englifh^ and 
400 Topazes^ or Portugal Firemen : To the Militia out ot Portugal 
mufters 500 under Englijb Leaders , all well armed : Of Bandarines 
(that lookt after the Woods of Cocoes} with Clubs and other Wea* 
pons, 300. Befides fome Thoufands more would make a Shew» but 
not to be relied on, ihould it come to the pufli.- Moreover in the 
Road were riding Three Men of War, the beft of 30 Guns. 

Thus were they provided at our Arrival ; nor were their Forces 
leflened by our coming. Since which a Trench out of the hard Rock 
the Fort is founded on, is digging to Moat it with the Sea : And they 
are ddvifing Horn-works for its better fecurity ; a thing, to fpeak 
truly, of greater undertaking and expence than ever to endure ac- 
complifhingby the Company ; and without it,' it will prove a thing 
of ill contrivance, it being (Iraitnedfor room to receive a fufiicient 
number of Defendants, and worfe fupplied with Water for Store, or 
Granaries for Proviflon for a Siege. The firft Modellers were •to 
blame in not enlarging it to a Tank that {lands without the Parade, 
which they might have done with almod the fame Charges. 

From whence let us walk the Rounds. At diflance enough lies the 
Town, in which confufedly live the EngUfh^ Portugueze^ Topazes^ 
Gentues^ Moors , Cooly Chriftians, moft Fiihermen. 

\t is a full Mile in length, the Houfes are low, and Thatched with 
Oleas of the Cocoe-Trees, all but a few the Portugals left, and fome 
few the Company have built , the Cuftom-houfe and Ware- 
houfes are Tiled or Plaflered, and inflead of Glafs, ufe Panes of 
Oi(ler4hells for their Windows (which as they are cut in Squares, 
and poliflied, look gracefully enough.} There is alfo a reafonable 
handfome Buzzar. 

At the end of the Town looking into the Field, where Cows and 
Buffoloes graze > the Portugals have a pretty Houfc and Church, with 
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Orchards of Indian Fruit adjoining. The Englifb Jiave only a Bu- 
rying-Placc, czlkd MenJams^ Pointy from the firft Man's Name there 
interred, where are fome few Tombs that make a pretty Shew at en- 
tring the Haven ; but neither Church or Hofpital, both which are 
mightily to be defired. 

There are no Frelh Water Rivers, or falling Streams of living Wa* f^^ Water. 
ter: The Water dr^pk is ufually Rain-water preferved in Tanks, *™«^f«'<^«- 
which decaying, they are forced to dig Wells, into which it is drain- 
ed, hardly leaving its brackifli Tafte ; fo that the better fort have it 
brought from Majfegoutig^ where is only one frefh Spring. 

On the backHde of the Towns of Bombaim and Maijm^ are Woods Woods of c«-. 
of Cocoes (under which inhabit the BanJerineSy thofe that prune ^'^'' 
and cultivate them ), thefe Hortoes being thegreateft Purchafe and 
Eftates on the Ifland, for fome Miles together, till the Sea break in 
between them : O^eragainft which, up the Bay a Mile, lies Afajjfc' 
goung, a great FiftiingTown, pecujiarly notable for a Fifli called 
Bumhelo^ the Suftenance of the Poorer fort, who live on them and. 
Batty^ a courfe fort of Rice, and the Wine of the Cocoe, called Toddy. 
The Ground between this and the great Breach is well ploughed, and 
bears good Batty. Here the Portugals have another Church and Re- 
ligious Houfe belonging to the Francifcans. 

Beyond it is Pareliy where they have another Church, and De- ^f^ff , 
mefnes belonging to the Jefuits ; to which appertains Siamy manured "^ 
by Columheens^ Husbandmen, where live the Frajfes^ or Porters alfo ; 
each of which Ti'ibes liave ^ Mandadore^ or Superintendent ,- who 
give an account of them to the Englifhy and being born under the 
fome degree of Slavery, are generally more Tyrannical than a Stran- 
ger would be towards them ; fo.that there needs no other Task- 
matter than one of their own Tribe^ to .keep them in awe by a rigid 
Subjection. 

Under thefe Uplands the Waflies of the Sea produce a Lunary ^ic.Paii). 
Tribute of Salt, left in Fans or Pks made on purpofe at Spring-Tides 
for the overflowing ; and when they are full, are incruftated by the 
heat of the Sun. In the middle, between Parell^ Maijm^ Sciam^ 
and Bombaim^ is an Hollow, wherein is received a Breach running 
at three (everal places, which drowns 40000 Acnis of good Land, 
yielding nothing elfe but Samphire ; athwart which, from Parell to 
Maijm. are the Ruins of a Stone Cawfey made by Pennances. 

At Maijm the Portugals have another compleat Church and i^^j^. 
Houfe ; the Englijh a pretty Cufiom-houfe and Guard-houfe : The 
Moors alfo a Tomb in great Veneration for a Peor^ or Prophet, in- 
llrumental to the quenching the Flames approaching their Prophet's 
Tomb at iU^cha ( though ne was here at the lame time) by the 
Fervency of his Prayers. 

AtSahefongy the fartheft part of this Inlet, the Frond/cans enjoy saiw/hg. 
another Church and Convent ; this fide is all covered With Trees of 
Cocoes^ Jawksy and Mangoes j in the middle lies Fcruleey where the 
Englifly have a Watch. * , 

On the other fide of the great Inlet, to the Sea, is a great Point uMMr^hH. 
abutting againft Old Woman^s Ifland, and is called Malabar-hilly a 
Rocky, Woody Mountain, yet fends forth long Gra(s. A- top of all 
is a Parfy Tomb lately reiired j on its Declivity towards the Sea, the 
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which the Malabar s vifited it moftly for. 

Thus have we compleated our Rounds , being in the Circum- 
ference Twenty Miles, the Length Eight, taking in Old Woma^s 
Ifland, which is a little low barren Ifland, of no other Profit, but to 
keep the Company's Antelopes, and othor Beads of Delight. 

The People that live here are a Mixture Qf moft of the Neigh* 
bouring Countries, moft of them Fugitives and Vagabonds, noac« 
count being here taken of them : Others perhaps invited hither 
C and of them a great number ) byjhc Liberty granted them in 
their feveral Religions ; which here are folemnized i^ith Variety of 
Fopperies ( a Toleratiojd confiftent enough with the Rules of Gain }, 
though both Moors and /'^r/K^^/i defpife us for it; here iicenfed out 
of Policy, as the old Uimidians to build up the greateft Empire in 
the World. Of thefe, one among another, may be redkoned 60000 
Souls ; more by 5C000 than the Portngals ever could. For which 
Number this liland is not able to find Proviiions, it being moft of it 
a Rock above Water, and of that which is overflowed, little hopes to 
recover it. However, it is well fupplied from abroad both with 
Corn and Meat at reafonable Rates ; and there is more Flefli killed 
for the Englijb alone here, in one Month , than in Sarat for a Year 
for all the Moors in that Populous City. 

The Government here now is Englifh\ the Soldiers have Martial 
Law : The Freemen , Common ; the chief Arbitrator whereof is 
the Prefident, with bis Council at Sur^ ; under him is a Jufticiary, 
and Court of Pteas, with a Coounittee for Regulation of Affairs, 
and prefenting all Complaints. 

The Prefident has a laige Commtirio0, and is Fice^Regis; he has 
a Council berealfo, and a Guard when he walks or rides abroad, ac* 
companied with a Party of Horfe, which are conftantly kept in the 
Stables, either for Pieafure or Servkre. Ife has his Chaplains, Phy- 
fician, Chyrurgeons, and Domefticks; bis Linguift, and. Mint* 
Mafter : At M^s he has his Trumpets ufher in his Courfes , and 
Soft Mufick at the Table : If he move out of his Chamber, the Sit* 
ver Staves wait on him ; if down Stairs, the Guard receive him ; if 
he go abroad, the BoffJ^tmes and Moors under two Standards march 
before him : He goes fometimes in his Coach, drawn by large Milk* 
White Oxen, fometimes on Horfeback, other times in Palenkeens^ 
carried by Cobors^ Mujjlmtm Porters : Always havti^ a Sumirero of 
State carried over him : And thofe of the EngUJb inferior to him, 
have a fuitabfe Tndru 

But for all th^ GaUantry, I reckon they walk but in Charnel* 
houfes, the Climate being eitremely Unhealthy ; at firft thought 
to becaufed by Buhjho^ rotten Fifli; but though that be prohibited, 
yet it conttnues as Mortal : I rather impute it to the Situation, 
which cauies an Infecuadity in the Earth, and a Putrklnefs in the 
Air, what bekig produced fekk>m coming to Maturity, whereby 
what is eaten is undigeftcd ; whence follows Fluxes, Dropfy, Scur- 
vy, Barbiers (which is an enervating the whole Body, being nei* 
ther able to ufe Hands or Feet} Gout, Stone, Makgnanc and ^trkl 
Fevers which are Endemial Difeafes : Among the worft of thefe. 
Fool Rack ( Brandy made of A&ir^^t or Carvil^bj tht Portugals^ 
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becaufe is fwims always in a Blubber, as if nothing elfe were in it ; Chap. I. 
but touch it, and it ftings like Nettles ; the latter, becaafe failingon •'^'^V-'^vj 
the Waves it bears up like a Portugal Carpil i It is, beir^ taken, a 
Gelly , and diftilled caufes thofe that take it to be Fools ), and Foul 
Women niay be reckoned. 

To furevent the latter of which^ and to props^e their Colony, ^^^f^ Wou 
the Company have fent out Englijh Women j but they beget a fickly 55^^ ^'^ 
Generation ; and as the Dutch well obferve, thofe thrive better that 
come of an Eurofeau Father and luJiM Mather : Which X ^^^ to re- 
flect on what Creatures are fent abroad ) may be attributed to their 
living at large^ not debarring themfelves Wkie and Strong Drink, 
which immoderately ufed, inflames the Blood, and fpoils the Milk 
in thefe Hot Countries, as Arifiotte long ago declared. The Natives 
abhor all heady Liquors, for which reafon they prove better Nurfes. 

Notwithfianding this Mortality to the Englijh^ the Country Peo- The Air a- 
pie and naturalized Fortugals live to a good Old Age, fuppdfed to be ^^aWetodie 
the Reward of their Temperance ; indulging themfelves neither iti pu^ 
Strong Drioksy nor devouring Flefh as we do. But I believe rather 
weare here, as Exbtick Plants brought home to us, not agreeable to 
the Soil : For to the Luftier and Freiher, and oftentimes the Tern* 
perated, the Clime more unkind ; but to Oki Men and Women it 
feeihs to be more fuitable. 

Happy certainly then are thofe^ and -only thofe, brought hither Pewittom 
in their Nopage, before they have a Guft of our Allien j or next to '**«'^ 
them, fucb as intoxicate themfelves with I^;;ir^, and remember not 
their former Conditbn : When it is expoftulated, Is this the Reward 
of an harib and fevere Pupilages Is this the Blyfium after a tedious 
Waftdge ? For this, will any thirft, will any contend, will any for« 
fake the Pleafuresof his Native Soil, inrhis Vigorous Age, to bury 
himfelf alive here i Were it not more charitable at the firft Babbles 
of his Infant-Sorrows, to make the next StFeam-over-^li- him? Or 
elfe if he mud be full grown for Mifery, how much more companio- 
nate were it to expofe him to an open Combat with the fierceft Duel- 
liHs in Nature, to fpend at once his Spirits^ than to wait a pieces* 
meafd Confumption? Yet this abroad and unknown^ is the feady 
Choice of thofe to whom Poverty threatens Contempt at home : 
What elfe could urge this wretched Remedy ? For thefe are untrodden 
Paths for Knowledge, littte Improvement being to be expedred from 
Barbarity* Ciiftom and Tradition are only Venerable here ; and it 
is Herefy to be wifer than their Forefathers ; which Opinion is both 
bred and batchM by an^ innate Sloth ; fo that though we feem near- 
er the Heavens, yet Bodies here are more Earthy^ and the Mind 
wants that ad^ive Fire that always mounts, as if it were extinguifhM - 
by its Antifiarifta^: Whtitky Soaety and Communication, the 
Charaderiftick of Man is wholly loft. What then is ta be expeded 
here, where ibrdid Thrift is the only Science i After which, noC^ 
withflanding there is fo general an Inqueft, few there be acquire it r 
For in Five hundred, Otie htmdred furvive not ; of that One hnn- 
dred) one Qjiarter get not Efiates ; of thofe that do^ it has not beerl 
recorded above One in Ten Yean has feen his Country : And in this 
difficulty it would hardly be worth a Sober Mao's while, much lefi 
aa Ingenuous Man's, who fhould not defile his piii«r Thoughts, to 
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Letter IL be wholly taken up with fqch mean ( not to fay indired: )-Contem- 
i-^V*^ plations; however, a neceflSiry Adjund, IVealth^ may prove to buoy 

him up on the Surface of Repute^ left the Vulgar ferve him as jEfofs 

Frogs did their firft rever'd Deity. 

What Ci«dit jhus much being piremifed for what concerns the Ifland its felf, it 

its Ndg^ remains to fpeak of it with relation to the Credit it bears among its 

boors. Neighbours: The Dutch caft an envious Eyc^on it, and were it in 

their hands, would doubtlefs make it render all it is capable ; and in 
refped of Conimerce it feems to offer many Conveniences ; the Ba* 
nyans liking it better than Surati living freer, and under milder Taxa- 
tions, which they put the prefent Prefident in fome .hopes of com- 
plying with, could he open the way from hence up the Country : 
but that depending on fo many Intricacies, muft be not only a ^ork 
of Time, but Power to bring to pafs ; as afterwards may fall more 
properly in our way to make appear. 

Our prefent Concern then is with the Portugal^Seva Cri,and the Mo^ 
gul : From the firfl is defired no more than a mutual Friend (hip ; from 
thefecond, an Appearance only ; from the laft, a nearer Commerce? 
The firft and fecond become neceflary for Provifions for the Belly, 
and Building ; the third for the Grofs of our Trade : Wherefore 
Offices.of Civility muft be performed to e^ch of thefej but they 
fometimes interfering, are the occafion of Jealoufies; thefe three 
being fo diametrically oppofite one to another : For while the Mogul 
brings his Fleet either to Winter or Recruit in this Bay^ Seva takes 
Offence ; on the other hand, the Mogul would foon put a ftop to all 
BufineiSi fliould he be denied : The Portugal^ as in League with nei- 
ther, thinks it a mean compliance in us to allow either of them Coun« 
tenance, efpecially tofiirnilh them with Guns and Weapons to turn 
upon Chriftians, which they wifely make an Inquifition- Crime.

The Superior T TP O N thefe fcores it was not long before I was employed to 
of the jcfuks, \JI^ ^ait on the Father Superior of the North, a Learned Man, 

and a Spaniard by Nation, of the Order of the Jefuits. 
a>inplimcnN The Prefident commanded his own Balmm ( a Barge of State, of 

Two and twenty Oars ) to attend me and onfe of the Council, to 
compliment the Father on the Ifland of Canorein^ parted from Bom* 
haim by a Stream half a Mile broad : Near our Landing-place ftood 
a College, not inferior to the Building, nor much unlike thofe of our 
Univerfities, belonging to the Jefuits here, more commonly called 
Fauliflines ( whofe Viator was now my Patient), who live here ve- 
ry fumptuoufly, the greateft part of the Ifland being theirs. Our 
Entertainment was truly Noble, and becoming the Gravity of the 
Society. After I had done my Duty, the Fathers accompanied us 
to the Barge ; afore the College-Gate ftood a large Crofs, thwack'd 
full of young Blacks finging Vefpers ; The Town is large, the Houfes 
tiled i it is called Bandora. . At 
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At our department they gai^e us Seven Guns, which they have Chap. IK 
planted on the Front of their College for their own Defence, befides ^^i^f^^ 
they are fitted with good ftore of Small Arms: Following therein vents Vcnrc' 
the Advice given by a Statefman to the King of Spain ^ about the for Caftlcs. 
Netherlands ; That // the Society of the Loyolifts were multiplied^ 
their Convents might ferve for Cajiles. 

In the middle of the River we had a pleafant ProfpecSb on both A fine Pro- 
fidcs ; on Bandora fide , the College, the Town, the Church of ^^^^^ ** 
St. Andrew a Mile beyond , and upon the Hill that pointed to the 
S^2iy the Aquada^ Blockhoufe, and a Church ; on the other fide, the 
Church of Maijm^ with other handfome Buildings. 

Curiofity led me a fecond time to vifiL the Idand Canorein^ having A Journey of 
obtained leave for a longer Stay ; nor went I alone, fome of the beft r^y'^'f^* 
Quality on the Ifland being led by the fame defire, joining themfelves j^^^S^ ^ 
with me: We carried a Train of Servants, Horfes, and PaknkeenSj 
which were ferried over before us j and we coming foon after, were 
met by the Fraternity, and conduded to the Fathers, who detained 
us till Afternoon by a (lately Banquet, (hewing us the Civility of the 
Church and College, diverting us both with Inftrumental and Vocal 
Mufick, and very good Wine. 

After which we were.difmifsM, and four Mile off Bandora were 
floppy by the Kindnefs of the Padre-Sw^^x\ot , whofe Mandate 
whereever we came caufed them to fend his Recarders ( a Term of 
Congratulation, as we fay, Our Service^ with the Prefents of the 
beft Fruits and Wines, and whatever we wanted. 

Here, not adjoining to any Town, in a fweet Air, ftood a Magni- Delightfid 
(icent Rural Church ; in the way to which, and indeed all up and ^^''^^ 
down this Ifland , are pleafant Aldeas^ or Country Seats of the 
Gentry j where they live like Petty Monarchs, all that is born on 
the Ground being theirs, holding them in a perfecSt ftate of Villainage, 
they being Lords Paramount. 

From hence, when we had baited, the fame Night we travelled Msg0taHa, a 
eafily to Magatana^ ufing our Fowling-Pieces all the way , being Countty Scat; 
here prefented with Rich Game^ as Peacocks, Doves, and Pigeons, 
Chitrelsy or Spotted Deer. 

When we came to the Town, two feveral Churches ftrove fo re- 
ceive us ; but having fome Acquaintance with the Father of the one, 
and not with the other, we excufed our felves to the latter, and took 
up with our Friend. Asfoon as we came in, the Servitors fetched us 
warm Water to wa(h our Feet, which was very refre(hing; it put 
me in mind of Lot\ Courtefy to the Angels. After this, as a piece 
of extraordinary Civility, they fliewed us the Neceflary Houfe ; and 
it is fo in a Countrey where Fluxes are fo common ; and for that rea- 
fon itis kept as neat as their Lodging Rooms, having Water to wa(h 
after you have ufed a clean Towel hung there for that purpofe. 

This Night we fared very well. Next Morn before Break of Day 
we directed our Steps to the anciently fam'd, but now ruined City 
of Canorein ; the way to it is fo delightfome, I thought I had been 
in England i fine Arable, Paflure, and Coppices; thus we pa(led Five 
Mile to the Foot of the Hill on which the City (lands, and had 
pafledhalf a Mile through a thick Wood, peopled by Apes, Tygers, 
wild Buffolo's, and Jackalls ; here were fome Flocks of Parockets :

Letter IF. When we alighted, the Sun began to mount the Horizop over the 
^-^'"v^"'^^ Hills, and under our Feet, as if he had newly bathed his fiery Cour- 

fcrs, there appeared the Mouth of a Tafik^ or Aquedud, out of a 
Rock, whofe (learning Breath was very hot, but water cold : From 
hence it is thought the whole City to be fupplied with water ; for as 
we afcend, we find fuch Places, where convenient, filled with Lim- 
pid Water, not overmatched in IftJia : If it be fo, (as I know not 
how to contradi(% it) that it ihould have its Current upwsrds 
through the hard Rocks artificially cut , the World cannot parallel 
fo wonderful a Water-courfe ! 
The City of From hence the Paflage is uneafy and inacceffible for more than 
csnorein , for- ^^q abreaft, till we come to the City, all cut out of a Rock.; where 
SSVllL is prefented Fulcan's Yorgc, fupported by two mighty Colofles, bel- 
lied in the middle with two Globes* Next a Temple w ith a beauti- 
ful Frontispiece not unlike the Portuco of St. PauPs Wefi Gate : With* 
in the Porch on each fide (land Two Monftrous Giants, where two 
Lefler and one Great Gate give a noble Entrance ; it can receive no 
Light but at the Doors and Windows of the Porch, whereby it looks 
more folemnlyj the Roof is Arched, feeming to be born up by 
huge Pillars of the fame Rock, fome Round, fome Square, 34 in 
number. The Cornifh Work of Elephants, Horfes, Lions j at the 
upper end it rounds like a Bow ; near where (lands a great Offertory 
fomewhat Oval, the Body of it without Pillars, they only making a 
narrow Piatzo about , leaving the Nave open : It may be an 100 
Feet in Length, in Height 60 Feet or more. 

Beyond this, by the fame Mole-like Induftry, ,was worked out a 

Court of Judicature (as thofe going to fliew it u ill needs give Names) 

or Place of Audience, 50 Feet fquare , all beftuck with Imagery , 

well Engraven according to old Sculpture. On the Side, over-againfl 

\ the Door, fate one Superintendent, to whom the Brachmin went with 

us, paid great Reverence, not fpeaking of him without a token of 

worfliip ; whom he called Jouiy^ or the Holy Man ; under this the 

way being made into handfome Marble Steps, are the King's Stables, 

not different from the Fafhion of our Noblemens Stables, only at the 

head of every Stall feems to be a Dormitory^ or Place for Devotion, 

with Images, which gave cccafion to doubt if ever for that End; or 

rather made for an Heathen Seminary of Devotes, and thefe their 

Cells or Chappels, and the open Place their Common- Hall or School : 

More aloft flood the King's Palace, large, (lately and magnificent, 

furrounded with lefler of the Nobiliry. 

Reported to To fee all, would require a Month's time ; but that we might fee 

be dug out of- as much as could be in our allotted time, we got upon the higheft 

^^k^Md^/^ part of the Mountain, where we feafted our Eyes with innumerable 

Entrances of thefe Cony-burrows , but could not fee one quarter 
part. Whofe Labour this Ihould be, or for what purpofe, is out of 
memory; but this Place by the Gentiles is much adored : Some con* 
tend for Alexander ; and as a proof, think they have faid enough, 
when it is received by Tradition, thgt a great Gap out of a foiid 
Rock was cut by him to make this an Ifland : But this is contradi- 
dlory to the Story delivered oi Alexander^ That he failed up Induf^ 
and encountred King Porus^ of whom fome little Remains may be 
coiledled, they fpeaking of that King by the Nam« of Par in Cam- 

laia^ 
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l(tia^ where Alexander landed with his Army ; and followed the Chap. HL 
^ Courfe o( Indus ^ direiSly contrary to this Place, that lying ^orth- U^SOJ 

Bafi^ this South from thence ; nor do we read his ftay in India was 
fo long, to atchieve fuch A<3:s as thefe, this Place being not the only 
Infiance of this nature ; but more probable to be an Heathen Fane^ ^ 
, or Idolatrous Pagod, from the Superftitious Opinion they ftill hold 
of its Sacrednefs : Wherefore the Portugalsy Who are now Mailers 
of it, drive to erace the remainders of this Herculean Work, that it 
may Ank into the oblivion of its Founders. 

Returning to Magatana^ we fpent ibme days in riding about ^he 
Country, which we found every-where provided with Churches. 

The Chief City of this Ifland is Tanaw : In which arc Seven xmrn the 
Churches and Colleges , the chiefeft one of the Pauliftines ; the Chief Place. 
Houfes Tiled, but low : Here are made good Stu£ of Silk and 
Cotton. 

There is another great Town called Meh^ where is a Caftle and Meh a great 
fome Soldiers, towards the Sea ; over- againft fi<7^f/» there is another Town. 
Fort and Aquada. 

The Portugals fuffer none but Chriftians here : It has no Rivers, Happinefiof 
but only Inlets of the Sea; but good Springs from the Rocks; the the Soil. 
Ground excellently fertile , cither of it felf, or by the care of the 
Inhabitants ; that it yields as good Cabbages^ Coleworts, and bet- 
ter Rhadiihes than ever I yet f^w : Befides Garden- Fruit, here are 
incompa^ble Water-Melons, and Onions as fweer^ and as well tafted / 

as an Apple ; and for the natural growth of the Soil, it is known not 
only to fupply the adjoining Iflands, but Goa alfo. It is more than 
fio Miles in Length, and 70 in Circumference.

the • Conquerors , and therefore made Circular; every one in his t^lte, 
courfe having his turn to rule in fome Place or other for Three 
Years, and upon thefe they can borrow or take up Moqy as certaia 
as upon their Hereditary Eftates, the next Incumbent being Secu- 
rity for the payment : Purfuant to this, a new Governour comin} 
to Chouly his Honour the Prefident fent to congratulate hini ; an( 
the Admiral of the North coming to Ba<^ein , another was fent 
on the fame Meflage. 

Nor could the hot Months be over, before John de MenJos^ of a 
Noble Family , fent for me to Ba<^in for the cure of his only 
Daughter, illuftrioufly born^ handfome, and on the point of

B0^ein. within or without} but thejirft being related to be plealanted, I 

cbofe that way ; failing by Trumhay^ where we receive Cu(lom» we 
might fee a comely Church and Aldea : At Noon we reached Tanaw : 
Having gained our PalTage over the Flats, we mflde no ftay^ but 
rowed ftreight to Ba^^in ; every half Mile we were prefented with 
frefli Profped:s of delicate Country-Maniions ; two of which of fpe- 
cial note draw the Eyes of the Beholders ; one of John de Melos^ 
three Mile off tanaw^ it (landing high, curioufly built, has a Tarras 
Defcent with Waljcs and Gardens halfa Mile, till it lead to a fpacious 
Banquetting- houfe over the Water, with Stone-ftairs for Landing: 
Beyond it a Mile, on the fide of an Hill, (lands GrehonJely a large 
neat built Town of Martin Alpbonfi^s; znd at top of all,his Houfe, Fort 
and Church, of as (lately Architedure as India can aflbrd ; he be- 
ing the Richeft Don on this fide Gca. Here we are Land-locked by 
ihe Gut, which is fabled to be made by Alexander ; from which we 
have an open pafTage to Ba^ein^ it lying bare towards the Sea.

ingthe ? aires ^ and robbing the Churches without refiftance, con- 
ceived on a deadly Feud , partly out of revenge of the Portugal 
Cruelties at Mujchat ; but chiefly out of deteftation of each 
other^s Religion ; • infomuch that Q^iarter is denied on either 
fide: But that on this Pretence. The JP^r/i^gj/i driving to.pof- 
fefs themfelves of Mufchat ^ were put to fuch flrefs, that had Thcgrot?nd 
not their Armado come to their relief, they muft have defifted of their Quar- 
their Enterprize : Upon the arrival whereof the new Recruits '^**' 
gained fo much on the Arab Governour , that he yielded up • 
the otherwife invincible Fort of Mufchat ; where the Portugals 
adjng all nefarious Outrages, contrary to their Promife; the Arabs 
re- armed themfelves with Courage and freih Succors , and at length 
beat them from hence to Ormus in the Gulf of Perfia ; irom whence 
alfo they were routed by the help of the Englifh ( we then being at 
war with them } ; . the firft blow to their Greatnefs in thefe 
Parts. 

To check thefe Incutfions of the A/absy thfe Portugals every Year The Arah 
are at the charge of a lufty Squadron in thefe Seas, which were thofe ^^^ ^^^^- 
. we met on the Coaft returning from thence ; who were no fooner ^pmugMh.^ 
gone, thaathe Arabs fent their Fleet to do this Mifchief here ; which 
no\v 'tis done, they are again in queft of them, but they fly as of- 
ten as thefe purfue. 

And if fuch be the gafping Strength of the Portugals ^ to terrify the Their hft Bt 
Potenteft Enemies toChridianity in thefe Parts, what was theirfldt- fo^s. 
ri(hing Eftate > Whence it may eafily befuppofed before now all had 
bowed to the Crofs, which yet bend under Heathenifm or Mahome* 
tifm, had they not been prevented by unhappy Pretenders , that ( I 
fear ) too much preferred Merchandize and private Pieques, before 
the welfare of Religion : For it is morally probable, that had not the 
Dutch and we interrupted them , all might have been Chriflian in 
thefe parts of the World* 

Having in a Week's time compleated my Bufinefs, returning the ^UphMo^ and- 
lame way, we fleered by the South fide of the Bay, purpofely to *ous^x!mpW 
touch at EUphantOy fo called from a monftrous Elephant cut out of eucoi|tofa 
the main Rock, bearing a Young one on its Back j not far from it ^^^^ ^^^^ 
the Effigies of an Horfe fluck up to the Belly in the Earth in the Val- 
ley ; from thence we clambred up the higheft Mountain on the Ifland, 
on whofe Summit was a miraculous Piece he\;^ed out of folid Stone : 
It is fupported with Forty two Corinthian Pillars, being a Square, 
open on all fides but towards the E<^li ; where ftands a Statue with 
three Heads, crowned with flrange Hieroglyphicks : At the North 
fide in an high Portuco ftands an Altar^ guarded by Giants, and im* 
mured by a Square Wall ; all along, the Walls are loaded with huge 
Giants, fome with eight hand$,making their vaoquifhed Knights floop 
for mercy. Before this is a Tank full of water, and beyond that ano- 
ther Place with Images. This feems to be of later date than that of 
Canoreiny though defaced by the Portugals^ who have this Ifland alfo ; 
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Letter If. but no defence upon it, nor any thing elfeof Note ; it may be Ten 

Miles round, inhabited by the Pcvo^ or Poor : From hence we failed 
to the Putachoes , a Garden of Melons ( Putacho being a Melon ) 
M^ere there not wild Rats that hinder their Growth, and fo to jS^ih- 
haim. 

The Weather now was grown exceflive hot, the Earth beginning 
to gape for Third, the Sun being in its Zenith with }\s ; the Swth 
Wiiids are fet in fli^png, and the J^odJy^Trees ferment their Wine 
over the Veflels, the Prodromi of the enfuing Rains ; which make 
their fird fhew at the firft Full Moon in May^ and continue a Fort* 
night, in which fpace it is unhealthy ; till after a Fortnight's fair 
Weather they fet in for altogether. 

This Seafon makes the Syddy retreat hither with his Fleet, who 
from a Lord of Ouccan is promoted to be the MoguFs Admiral ; or 
truer, driven to diftrefs by iS^i;^G/, undertakes this Employ ment^ in 
confidence to recover his own Dominion on the Sea-Coaft, whilft the 
Moguh General at Land is to (lop his Proceedings on that fide : But 
Seva Gi poflefledof his Country, and bidding for 'his flrongCaftle 
at Dan de Rajapour Bay, which he has been to defend this Summer, 
derides^ his Attempts, and is preparing to be inftall'd Mau Raja^ or 
Arch Raja, at his Court at Rairee ; for which an Embafly to keep all 
right muft be difpatch'd. 
Theingenui- '^ the mean while Nature aftords us a pleafant Spedacle for this 
ty of thci^ifjr Seafon, as well as Matter for Admiration ; whereby I know not why 
• we fhould deny Rcafon wholly to Animals; unlefs it be, Man ha- 

ving fo much, they feeni comparatively to have none : For here is a 
Bird ( having its Name from the Tree it chufes for its Sanduary, 
xhtTcddy-Tret ) that is not only exquidcely curious in the artificial 
Compofure of its Neft with Hay, but furnilhed with Devices and 
Stratagems tofecute its felf and young ones from its deadly Enemy 
the Squirrel ; as likewife from the hijury of the Weather ; which 
being unable to oppofe^ it eludes with this Artifice, contriving the 
Neft like a Steeple-hive, with winding Meanders ; before which 
hangs a Penthoufe for the Rain to pafs, tying it by fo flender a Thread 
to the Bough of the Tree, that the Squirrel dare not venture his Bo- 
dy, though his Mouth water at the Eggs and Prey within ; yet it is 
(Irong 'enough to bear the hanging habitation of the Ingenious Con- 
triver, free from all the Aflaults of its Antagonift , and all the Acci- 
dents of Gufts and Storms : Hundreds of thefe Pendulous Neds 
may be feen on thefe Trees. 

Here is another Tree called Bralh^ bodied like a Cocoe, but the 
Leaves grow round like a Peacock's Tail fet upright, of the fame 
fubftance with the Cocoe, only varying in figure ; the Fruit of this 
is lefs than the Cocoe, and filled with a Geliy ; the Wine from this 
is preferred new, before the other ; there is a Tuft at top, cut off and 
boilM eats like CoUiflowers ; on which Tree thefe Birds build alfo. 

And now the Rains are fet in, all Hoftilities and Commerce ceafe, 
and every one provides for this time, as the laborious Ant for the 
Winter, here being no fiirring ^t to Sea, or travelling in the Coun- 
try ; the bed Paftime now t^inggockl Fellowihip. Thus lies this 
place afloat, and the Rains and Thunder are violent enough to con- 
vince the incredulous of a poflibility of a General Deluge. This 
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holds witb little intermiffion till St. Francis's Moon, the firft Full Chap. IV. 
Moon in Jugufi ; when our Europe Ships, if they feve their Paffage *-^"v^v^ 
about the Cape^ venture to make in here, by the diredlions of the 
yellow Bellies of the formerly mentioned Water-Snakes, who are a 
warning to them of adventuring too near the Shore, till this open 
Weather appear. 

After this Full Mooq, the Banj^ansj affifted by their Brachmins^ go The Heathens 
in Proceflion to the Sea-(hore, and offer Cocoe-Nuts to Neptune, that foJiVt" Ae 
he would reftpre them their Mare Pacfjfcum ; when they make Pre- Set. 
parations to go to Sea, and about their Buiinels of Trade. 

By this opportunity our AmbaMidors eroded an Arm of the Sea, 
and returning from Seva Gi^ delivered the President this following 
Account; which I the rather infert, becaufe the manner of dealing 
with tbefe Princes and Great Men may be the* better underflood by 
this formal Addrefs. 



C H A P- IV- 

J Narrative of an Embajjy to Scva Gly and Journey to Rairee^ 

the Court of the Rajah. 

• 

THE Ambadador having received Inftrudlions , and got all 
things ready for his Journey, embark'd on a Bomlaim Shehar 
( together with two Englijh Fadors , who were appointed by the 
Honourable the PreAdent to accompany him ) ; and about Nine 
a Clock at Night arrived zt Choul^ a Portugal City on the Main, 
into which he cduld not enter, the Gates being fhut up, and Watch 
fet ; fo that they pafled this Night in the Suburbs, in a frhall Church 
called Sr. Sehaftians ; and the next day about Three in the After- 
noon receiving Advice th^t Seva Gi was returned to Rairee from 
Chiilone, departed thence to Upper Choulj a Town belonging to the 
Rajah^ about two Miles diftant from the Portugal City; and was in 
former time a great ^Mart of all forts of Duccan Commodities ; but» 
now totally ruined by the late Wars betwixt the Mogul and Seva Gi, 
whofe Arms have plundered and laid it wade. 

* The SuhiJar of this Town being a Perfonof Qyality, who com- How the s«*i. 
mands the Countries oppofite to Bombaim , as Magatan^ Penuj and f^r is created. 
TuU, he thought good to give him a Vifit, and to prefent him with 
a couple of Pamerins ; and the rather, becaufe he underdood by the 
Linguid^ Naran Sinaij^ he had fome Averfion to our Nation, and 
might-hinder our Proceedings at Court ; from wiiich he was willing 

. to take him off by all fai|f means : He received the Vidt kindly, and 
pronufed all Courtefy that lay in his Power to perform ; and after 
fome immaterial Difcourfe they returned to their Tents. 

The Day folio wing they took Boat, and failed up Ci&W River, to Proceed on 
a Town called E/lhemy^ fix Leagues didance from Choul^ where they ^^^^J^wn^y* 
daid till next day ; and fet forth about dx in the Morn from Efihemy^ 

• and about Sun- fet pitched their Tent in a Plain, fix Miles fliort of 
Nijhampore^ where they dayed about an hour to refreih their Coolies^ 

and 
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Letter 11. and then fet forward for Ni/hampore , and at Nine pafling by Mr- 

Jkamporej arrived next Morning at Gongouly , a little Village fituated 
on the Bank of a pleafant Rivulet i from whence in a fair Day may 
be difcerned the Caftle of Rairee : The day after they procjbeded on 
their Journy to Rairee^ and about Nine of the Qock in the Evening 
came to Puncharra^ a Town at the Foot of the Hill, where thcyun* 
derdood that Seva Gi was departed thence to Furtaabgur^ to vifit the 
Shrine of Bowany^ a Pagod of great efteem with him, and celebrated 
fome Ceremonies there in order to his Coronation ; h^ing carried 
with him feveral Prefents , and among the reft a Lumhrico of pure 
Gold, weighing about one Mauni and a quarter/ which is Forty 
two Pounds, wnich he hath dedicated to the faid Pagod. 

In the interim, underftanding they could not be admitted into the 
Civile till Seva 6xs return, they pitched thfir Tent in the Plain ; and 
in order to their more fpeedy difpatch, make their Bufinefs known 
to their Procurator Narun 6i Pun Jit (whofe reception was very kind) 
and delivered him his Honour^s Letters ; fhewing him the feveral 
Prefents they brought for the Rajah^ and Minifters of State ; of which 
he highly approved, and promifed them tp help them to the Rajah's 
prefence, as foon as conveniently lie could after his return from Pil- 
grimage to Purtaahgur: And bad them reft content, that his Endea- 
vours Ihould be totally employed in the Honourable Company's la- 
tereft, and procuring thgn a fpeedy difpatch : For which having ren- 
dered hina Thanks, he prefented him with the Articles which they 
brought for the Rajah to fign, tranflated into Morattj Language ; 
which he faid he would perufe, and then give his judgment of them. 
He then took occafion to difcourfe with him concerning the Conclu- 
fion of a Peace betwixt the Rajah and the Syddy of BanJa Rajapore j 
urging many Arguments to create in him a belief it would be for the 
Rajahh advantage^ but he would not be perfuaded it was for his Ma- 
fter^ Intereft to raife a Siege which had coft him fo much Blood and 
Treafure; efpecially now he hath fuch hopes of gaining the Place: 
And therefore told them, it would be in vain xo move it to the Rajah^ 
who was refolved to take in the Cattle, let it coft him what it will : 
And to that tStSt was daily fending down more Ordnance, Ammu- 
,nition. Men and Money. 

Our Ambaftador replied i The Prefident had no other Defign in 
making this motion, than that of a\good Neighbour; having ob- 
fef ved the Miferies each Party endured, and the general obftrudion 
of Trade, occafioned by the War ; but fince he defired him to defift 
mentioning it to the Rajah^ he (hould not trouble him therewith ; but 
what was more confiftent with our own and hjs Intereft ; which was 
the encouraging Trade and Merchandife in his Country, and opening 
the ways to Baligaot, that Merchants might with fafety bring down 
their Goods to Port ; which would be much to the Rajah's Profit, 
and encreafe of his Treafury : And this he recommended to his Pru* 
dence to perfuade the Rajah thereto ; who being a Soldier from his 
Infancy, its poftible minded not fuch concerns. 

To which he anfwered. That he doubted not but it would be ef- 
fected in a fhort time ; for that the King of Vifiapour^ who is Owner 
of thofe Countries ( from whence moft forts of Wares come) being 
weary jof Wars with his Mafter» had fenc feveral Embaflies to con- 
clude 
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conclude a peace with him ; which he thought would be made up in Chap. IV. 
two or three Months, and then the Ways would be free^ and the w/'^^^'^'V- 
Merchants have Egrefs and Regrefs as formerly. That the Rajah^ 
after his Coronation, would z£t more like a Prince, by taking care of 
his Subje(fls, and endeavouring the advancement of Commerce in 
his Dominions i which he could not attend before, being in perpe- 
tual War with the Great Mcguly and King of Vifiapour. This is the 
Subftance of his Difcourfe with NarunGiPunJity who feemed to him 
to be a Man of Prudence and Efteem with his Mafter : So after a lit-, 
tie fitting he took his leave of him, having firft prefented him with 
a Diamond Ring, for which heexprefled a liking ; and his Elded Son 
a Couple of Pamerins^ which are fine Mantles. 

' They continuing under their Tent, found it very hot and incom- Who procu: 
modious ; wherefore they were glad when they heard the Rajah was ^ to^AeCa- 
returned from Purtaah^ur^ when the Ambaffadour follicited Narm ftie, 
Ci Pundit to procure his leave to pafs up the Hill into Rairee Caftle : 
l^hc next day they received order to afcend the Hill into the CafUe, 
the Rajah having appointed an Houfe for them ; which they did ; 
leaving Puncharra about Three in the Afternoon, they arrived at the - 
top of that flrong M6untain, forfaking the humble Clouds about 
Sun- let. 

It is fortified by Nature more than Art , being of very difficult ^'>«« • 
accefs, there being but one Avenue to it, which is guarded by two * '^^ 
narrow Gates, and fortified by a (Irong Wall exceeding high , and 
Bafiions thereto : All the other part of the Mountain is a dire(3: Pre^ 
cipice ; fo that it*s impregnable, except the Treachery of fome in it 
betray ir. On the Mountain are many ftrong Buildings, as the /?^ 
/tf)E?*s Court, and Houfesof other Minifters, to the number of about 
}oo. It^s in length about two Miles and an half, but no pleafant 
Trees, or any fort of Grain grows thereon. Their Houfe was about 
a Mile from the Rajal^s Palace, into which they retired with no lit- 
tle content. 

Four days after their afcent, by the follicitation of Narun Gi Pun* The Engnjb 
Jity .the Rajah gave them Audience, though bufily imployed by ma- ^^^ Audi- 
nyothergreat Affairs, relating to his Coronation and Marriage. Our ^^^^^^''^ 
Ambaflador prefented him, and his Son Sam^ Gi Rajaby mth the 
Particulars appointed for them; which they took well fatisfied with 
them ; and the Rajah afiTured them we might trade fecurely in all bis 
Countries without the leaft apprehenfion of 111 from him, for that 
the Peace was concluded. Our Ambafladour replied, that was our 
Intent; and to that intent the Prefident had fent him to this Court 
to procure the fame Articles and Privileges we enjoyed in Indofian 
and Perfiaj where we traded. He anfwered, it is well, and referred 
our Bufmefs^ to Moro Pundit his Pejhua^ or Chancellour, to examine 
our Articles, and give an account what they were. He and his Son 
withdrew into their private Apartments, to confult with the Bracb- 
wines about the Ceremonies preparatory to his EnflaJment ; which 
chiefly confided in Abftinence and Purifying ; till which be over, he 
will hear no farther of Bufinefs. They likewife departed to their 
Lodgings. 

A day or two after our Ambaffador went to NarunGi Pundit ^ and What Pxe- 
took his Advice concerning the prefenting of the reft ; who told him ^^^^^ 
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he might go in Perfon to Mora Fundit^ but to the reft he fliould fend 
by Ifaran Sinaij what was intended for thenoi : Declaring Hkewife if 
he would have his Work fpeedily efleded, and without any impedi- 
ment, that it was neceflary to be at fome more charge to prefent Offi- 
cers with Pamerinsj who were not in their Lift of Prefents ; to which 
he aflented, confidering the time of the Year was fo far fpent, and 
that if he fliould be forced to ftay the whole Rains out at Rairee^ the 
Honourable Company's Charges would be greater than the Additio* 
nal Prefents : He anfwered that two Pamerins were not enough for 
Moro Tundity that we muft prefent him with four ; and Peta Gi Pun^ 
dit Focanovicey or Publick Intelligencer , with the Diamond Ring, 
valued at ii 5* Rupees.

AhGi Pundit Four. 
And then he ihould not doubt of a fpeedy Concludon ; otherwife 
they would raife Objedions on purpofe to impede the Negotiation. 
For every Officer in Court expcdcd fomething according to theirDe- 
gree and Charge. 

About this time the Rajah^ according to the Hindu Cuftom, was 
weighed in Gold, and poifed about i6cooPagods, which Money, 
together with an looooo more is to be diftributcd among the Brach- 
mirfcs after the day he is enthroned , who in great numbers flock hi- 
ther from all parts of his Territories. 

Being earneft to prefsbn his Errand he came for, the Ambaflador 
fent to l^arun Gi Pundit to know what was tranfad:ed in the Articles ; 
but was returned for Anfwer , The Rajah ftopt his Ears to all Af- 
fairs, declaring, he had granted all the Pemaods, except thofe two 
Articles, exprefling, Our Money IhaH go current in his Dominions, 
and his on Bcwhaim ; and that he fliill reftore whatever Wrecks may 
happen on his Coafts belonging to the Enqlifhy and Inhabitants of 
Bomiatm : The firft he accounted unneceflary to be inferted , becaufe 
he forbids not the paffing of any manner of Coins ; nor on the other 
fido, can he force his Subjects to take thofe Monies whereby they 
fliall be Lofers j but if our Coin be as fine an Allay, and as weighty 
as the Mogul\ and other Princes, he will not prohibit it. To the 
other he lays, that it is againft the Laws of Conchon to reftore any 
Ships, Vcffels, or Goods, that are driven afliore by Tempeft , or 
otherwife j and that fliould he grant us that Privilege, the French^ 
Dutch, and other Merchants, would claim the fame Right ; which 
he could not grant without breaking a Cuftom has lafted many Ages : 
The reft of our Defires he willingly conceded , embracing with 
much fatisfadtion our Friendfliip, promifing to himfelf and Country 
much Happinels by our Settlement and Trade : Notwithftanding 
tJarun Gi Pundit did not altogether defpair of obtaining our Wrecks, 
becaufe we enjoyed the fame Privilege in the Mogul , and Duccan 
Country. 

Near a Month after- they had been here , Narun Gi Pundit fent 
word, That to Morrow about Seven or Eight in the Morning, the 
Rajah Seva Gi intended to afcend his Throne ; and he would take it 
kindly if they came to congratulate him thereon ; that it was necct 
fary to prefent him with fome fmall thing, it not being the Cuftom 
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of the Eaflern Parts to appear before a Prince empty-handed. The Chap* W. 
Amba(Eidor fent him word, according to his Advice he would wait w^'"%r'N^ 
on the Rajah at the prefcribed time. 

Accoridingly next Morning he and his Retinue went to Court , Accordingly 
and found the Rajahkzt^A on a Magnificent Throne, and all his No* ^ attends, 
bles waiting on him in Rich Attire ; his Son Samha 6i Rajab^ Pefiuc^h^ 
Mora Pundit^ and a Brachmin of great Eminence, feated on an Afcent 
under the Throne j the reft, as well Officers of the Army as others, 
(landing with great Refped.The £irg///^ made their Obeifance at a di^ 
(lance, and Narun Sinai held up the Diamond Ring that was to be pre- 
fented him : He prefently took notice of it, and ordered their coming 
nearcr,even to the Foot of the Throne, where being Ve(ted,they were 
de(ired to retire ; which they did notiofoon^ but they took notice 
on each fide of the Throne there hung ( according to the Moors 
.manner ) on heads of Gilded Launces many Emblems of Dominion 
and Government ; as on the Right-hand were two great Fi(hes Heads 
of Gold, with very large Teeth ; on the Left, feveral Horfes Tails^ 
a Pair of Gold Scales on a very high Launce's head, equally poized, 
an Emblem of Jufiice; and as they returned, at the Palace Gate 
flood two fmall Elephants on each fide, and two fair Horfes with 
Gold Trappings, Bridles, and Rich Furniture; which made them ad- 
mire how they brought them up the Hill, thePafiage being both 
difficult and hazardous.. 

Two days after this, tht Rajah was married to a Fourth Wife, TheRj^^s 
without State ; and doth every day beftow Alms on the Brachmins. ' 
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Some days after, Narun 6i Pm Jit knt word the Rajah had ligned STgS 
. their Articles, all bunhat about Money. Then the reft of the Mi- the Artkks. 
niftersof State figned them, and they went to receive them of jWj. 
run Gi Pundit^ who delivered them to the Ambai&dor with Expre(fi- 
ons of« great Kindnefs for our Nation, and ofiered on all occafions to 
be ferviceable to the Ei^lijh at the Court of the Rajak 

I will only add one Paflage during the Stay of our Ambafiador at No Na^on 
kairee : The Diet of this (ort of People admits not of great Variety 21^?® . 
or Coft, their delightfuUeft Food being only Cutchery^ a fort of jB,^Ay&. 
Pulfe and Rice mixed together, and boiled in Butter, with which 
they grow Fat : But fuch Vidtuals could not be long pleafing to our 
Merchants, who had been ufed to feed on good Fleih : It was there- 
fore fignified to the Rajah^ That Meat (hould be provided for them ; 
and to that end a Butcher that(erved thofe few Moori that were 
there, that were able to go to the Charge pf Meat, was ordered to 
fupply them with what Goat they (hould expend ( nothing elfe here 
being to be gotten for them }, which he did accordingly, to thecon* 
fumption of half a Goat a Efoy, which he found very profitable for 
him, and thereupon was taken with a Curiofity to vifit his new 
Cuftomers ; to whom, when he came, it was told them. The ho-* 
neft Butcher had made an Adventure up the Hill, though very old, 
to have the fight of his good Mafters, who had taken off of his 
hands more Fleih in that time they had been there, than he had fold 
in fome Years before; fo rare a thing is it to eat Fleih among them } 
for the Gentiles eat none, and the Moors and Porti^gals eat it well 
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Letter II. ftew^d, bak*d, or made into Pottage ; no Nation eating ic*roafted fo 

comfnonly as we do : And in this point I doubt we err in thefe Hot 
Countries, where our Spirits being always upon the Flight, tre not 
fe intent on thebufinels of Concodlion ; fo that thoTe things that ^ 
are eafieft digefted, and that create the lead trouble to the Smnacb^ ' 
we find by Experience to agree beft here. 



CHAP. V. 

Ourfajjdge to Swally, and^tlation of the En^iihTrtftdtncy 

at Surac« 
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AFter the Rains were over, and the Ifortb-Eajt Wind had brought 
in the Cool Seafon, by Comniand from the Preikknt I was 
fcnt to Surat. 

In a Week^s time we turned it up, failing by Batein^ TArap§n^ 
ralentint'i-Peak , St. J9bns , and D^man , the lad City Northward 
on the Continent, belonging to the fortugmzt. As alio paffing by 
Balfore ( the firft Town of the Mif^ors Southward of Surat ) and eight 
Ships riding at Surat River's Mouth, we then came to SwaBy Marine^ 
where were flying the feveral Colours of the Three Nations, EngUA^ 
French^ and Dutchy on Flag«Sta&ereded for that purpofe, who here 
land and fhip off all Goods, without moleftation. 

Here we were welcomed by the Deputy- Preiident, Mr. Matthew 
Grey^ an Eminent Merchant, and by the reft of the Council, who 
took Care for my Entertainment, which here was but rude, the Place 
admitting of little better Tenements than Boochs» (liled by the name 
of Choultries : Before Prcfident Andremh time they always lodged 
in Tents ; bm fince, Wooden Houfes tiled with Pan-Tiles have been 
raifed in an Inclofure allotted by the Governor. In which Com- 
pound arc included Warehoufes, Stables, and other Out^houfes, with 
as good a Garden as this Sandy Soil will allow ; in which ours ex- 
ceeds the other two, being far pleafanter featcd. 

To this place belong two forts pf Vermin, the Fleas and BanyMs ; 
the one harbouring in the Sand, faften upon you as you pafs ; where 
Mis fome Piaftime to fee what Shift the Banyau makes, being bit by 
them, he dare not kill them, foffearof unhoufing a Soul, according 
to their Notion of Trasfmigration ; but giving them a fevere Pinch 
-will put thenr to iiift for themfelves in a Neft of Cotton* WooL The 
other Vermin are the Banyans themfelves, that hang like Horfe- 
leeches>till they have fuck'd hachSangtunem & Smcum (I mean Mony) 
from you: As ibon as you have fet your Foot on Shore, they crowd 
in their Service, inter pofing between you and all Civil Refped, as if 
you had no other Bufinefs but to be guU'd f • fo that unleft you have 
lome to make your way through them, they will interrupt your 
going, and never leave till they luve drawn out fomething for their 
AdvMi»ge. At this time of Shipping they Prefent the Governor 
- of 
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of Surat^ to licenfe them to keep a Mart here, which they make the Chap. V. 
Europeans pay dearly for ' Yet fuch is their PoHcy,that without thefe, y./^'Y^ 
neither you nor the Natives themfelvcs (hall do any Bufinefs^ though p^y^M^^^^ 
they . are worfe Brokers than Jews ; if they be not the Spawri of keep a Marc 
them, the Rethahites^ that would drink no Wine. Thefe generally 
are the Poorer fort, and fet on by the Richer to Trade with the Sea-^ 
men for the meaneft things they bring ; and notwithflanding they 
take them at their own rates, get well enough in exchange of Goods 
with them. They are the abfolute Map of Sordidnefs , fareing 
hardly, and profeifing fairly, to entrap the unwary ; enduring fervily 
foul Words, Affronts and Injuries, for a future hope of Gain ; ex- 
pert in all the fludied arts of Thriving and lofinuation ; fo that, 
Lying, Diflembling, Cheating, are their Ma (lerpiece : Their whole 
defire is to have Money pafs through their Fingers, to which a great 
part is fure to (lick : For they wtil underfland the condant turning 
of Ca(h amounts both to the Credit add Profit of hitii that is fo 
occupied; which thefe fiairr^^ri are fendble of, other wife they would 
not be fo iodultrious to enflave themfelves. 

Having viewed the Tombs by the Sea>(ide, and fome more con- Trivd to sn^ 
fpicuous at the end of the Plain belonging to the Englijh ; others ^f- 
feated behind the Dutch Choultry^ partly Englijh^ partly Dutch: 
Marks fet to avoid, as well the SyOa and CbaribJis of Damkin and 
Mora^ two Nurferies for Stews, as to warn them of the Sands coming 
into the Hole where the Ships ride at Anchor very fecurely : We 
in the Company's Coaches Travelled to Surat^ Ten Mile, brave 
Champion ground; but the Coach wherein I was, breaking, we 
were forced to mount the Indian Hacker jf^ a Two- wheeled Chariot^ 
drawn by fwift little Oxen. By $uc)-fet we entred the Company's 
Barge, waiting to carry us over the River; where faluted us the 
dreadful Noife of the Moors Drums and Trumpets, it being cudo- 
mary for them to found at the Caftle every Three hours ; but chiefly 
at Sun-rife and Sun-fet : I could think of nothing but the laft Trump 3 
fo that I could perfuade my felf there was little Mufick in it; but 
they fay Time will bring it to be agreeable to the Ears. On the 
other fide the River, other Four wheeled Coaches expected us, and 
the Moors let us pais the Cuftom-houfe without Examination, having 
Women among us; which was no ordinary point of Civility, they 
other wife beipg ftridt Examiners, unlefs the Prefident crofs the River, 
when they forbear alfo. 

The Coach where the Women were, was covered with Cheeks y a The Cmdim 
fort of banging Curtain, made with Bents variou fly Coloured with MdGuardt. 
Lacker, and Chequered with Packthred ib artificially, that you may 
fee all without, andyour felf within unperceived : Ours was open, 
and guarded by fuch a Troop as went to apprehend our Saviour, 
drefled after the fame manner we find them on old Landskips, and 
led by the fame Phanatick Lights we fee there Painted.' 

Our Reception at the Engltjb Houfe was Courteous and Welcome^ 
for the Heat of the Day had tired us* 

The Houfe the £«g///S& live in. ^tSurat^ is partly the King^s Gift, theStigifi 
partly hired ; built ot Stone and excellent Tiooiber) with good Car- F«&»7. 
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ving, without Reprcfentations j very ftrong, for that each -Floor is 
Half a Yard thick it leaft, of the beft plattered Cement, which ii 
very u eighty. It is contrived after the Moor*s Baildings, with up- 
per and lower Galleries, or Terras* walks ; a neat Oratory, a con- 
venient open Piace for Meals. The Prefident has fpacious Lodgings, 
noble Rooms for Counfel ifnd Entertainment, pleafant Tknks, Yards, 
and an Hummum to Wafli in j but no Gardens in the City, or very 
few, though without they have many, like Wildernedes, overfpread 
with Trees. The Englijb had a neat one, but Seva Gi'a coming, 
deftroyed it : It is known, as the other Fadories are, by their feve« 

ral Flags flying. 

Here they live (in Shipping-time) in a continual hurly-burly, 

the Banyans prefenting themfelvcs from the hour of Ten till NoOn j 
and then Afternoon at Four till Night, as if it were an Exchange in 
every Row ; below ftairs, the Packers and Warehoule>keepers, to- 
gether with Merchants bringing and receiving Mufters , make a 
meer Billhifgate ; for if you make not a Noife, they hardly think 
you intent on what you are doing. ♦ 

Among the Englijhy the Bufmefs is diftributed into four Ofbces; 
the Accomptant , who is next in Dignity to the Prefident , the 
general Accompts of all India, as well as this place, pafling through 
his hands J tie is Rnafi Treafurer, figning all things, though the 
Broker keep the Cafli. Next him is the Warehoufe-kecper, who 
Regiflers all Europe Goods Vended, and receives all Eafiem Commo- 
dities Bought; under him is the Purfer Marine, who gives Account 
of all Goods Exported and Imported, pays Seamen tljeir Wages, pro- 
vides Waggons and Porters, looks after Tackling for Ships, and 
Ships Stores. Laft of all is the Secretary, who models all ConfuK 
tations , writes all Letters , carries them to the Prefident and 
Council to be perufed and figned ; ketps the Company's Seal , 
which is affixed to all Pafles and Commiffions j records all Tranfa^i- 
ons, and fends Copies of them to the Company ; though none of 
thefe, without the Prefident's Approbation, can aA or do any 
thing. The Afl&irs of India arc folely under bis Regulation j firom 
him iflue out all Orders , by him all Preferment is difpofed ; by 
which means the Council are biai^ by his Arbitrament:.

The Writers are obliged 
to ferve Five Years for lo /. per Ann. giving in Bond of 500 /. for 
good Behaviour, all which time they fcrve under fome of the fore- 
mentioned Offices : After which they commence Fa<aors, and rife 
to Preferment and Truft, according to Seniority or Favour, and 
therefore have a 1000 /. Bond exaded from them, and have their 
Salary augmented to ao /. per Amt. for Three Years, then entiing 
into new Indentures , are made Senior Fadors j and laftly , Mer- 
chants after Three Years more % out of whom arc chofe Chiefe of 
Fadoriesr as Places fall, and are allowed 40/. petAmt. during their 
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fiay in theCompaoy's iervice» faefides Ltx^tngs and ViAuals at the Chap. V« 
Company's Charges. \^^\r^\a 

Tbefe in thcfr ieveral Seigniories behave themfeives after the Fun* The ander 
' damentalsof Surat^ and in their refpedive Fadories live in the like Faaonesmc)- 
Grandeur ; from whence they rife fucceflively to be of the Council **^"^ ^y^^* 
in Surat^ which is the great Council ; and if the Prefident do not 
contradid, are Sworn, and take their place accordingly^ which confifis 
of about Five in Number, befides the President, to be conftantly Re- 
£dent. 

As for the Prefidency, though the Cdmpany interpofe a deferving ThePitrtdtii* 
Man, yet they keep that Power to themfeives, none afTuming that cy. 
Dignity, till confirmed by them : His Salary from the Company is 
500 /• a Year ; half paid here, the other half referved to be received 
at home, in cafe of mifdemeanor to make fatisfa&ion ; befide a Bond 
of 5000 /. Sterling of good Securities. 

The Accountant has 7% I. per Annum^ Fifty Pound paid here, the 
other at home : All the reft are half paid here , half at home, ex- 
cept the Writers, who have all paid here. 

Out of the Council are eled:ed the Dcputy*Governor of Bcmiaim, .j^ ^j^^^^ 
and Agent of Perjia; the firft a Place of great Truft , the other of tageof bein^ 
Profii ; though, by the appointnnent from the Company, the fecond *^** ^^*^^- 
of InJia claims Bombaim^ and the Secretary of Surat the Agency of 
Perfia^ which is connived at, and made fubjedt to the Will of the 
Prefident, by the Intereft of thofe whole Lot they are ; chufing ra«> 
iber to refide here, where Confignments compenfate thofe Emolu* 
ments ; fo that none of the Council, if noted in England^ but makes 
confiderably by his Place , after the rate of Five in the Hundred, 
Commiflion ; andthis is the ?4c^^'s Ladder by which theyafcend. 

It would be too mean to deicend to indired ways, which are chief* ^^^ BaTeatii 
ly managed by the Banyans^ the fitteft Tools for any deceitful Under- ofAfiBMi^Ji. 
taking ; out of whom are made Broakers for the Company; and 
private Peribns, who are allowed Twd per Cent, on all Bargains, be^ 
fides what they fqueeze fecretly out of the price of things bought ; 
w hich cannot be well underftood for want of knowledge in their Lan- 
guage; which Ignorance is fafer, than to hazard being poyfoned 
for prying too nearly into their Ai^ions : Though the Company, to 
encourage Young men in their Service, maintain a Mafter to learn 
them to Write and Read the Language, and an Annuity to be annex^" 
ed when they gain a perfediion therein, which few attempt^ and 
fewer attain. 

To this Fadory belongs Twenty Perfons in number, reckoning ^^ . - 
Swally Marine into the Account ; a Minifter for Divine Service, a Perf^ ^ tte 
Chirurgion, and. when the Prefident is here^ ^QosxAoi EngliflySoV- FaQo^. 
diers, confiding of a double File led by a Serjeant. 

The prefent Deputy has only Forty Afear-mfir, and a Flag*man car<» 
tying St. George his Colours Swallow-tailed itt Silk,faftned to a Silver 
PartHan ; with a fmall Attendance of Horle ivith Silver Bridles, and 
Furniture for the Gentlenaen of the Houfe , and Coaches for Ladies 
and Council. 

The Prefident befides thefe has a Noiie of Trumpets, and is car* ^^ ^^ 
ried himfelf in a Falenkeen^ an Horfe of State lad before hhn, a Mir- Prefident. 
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Letter 11. cbal (a Fan of Oftriches Feathers) to keep oflfthe Sun, as the Om* 

brahs or Great Men have, none but the Emperor have a Sumhrerif 
among the ^d^m/^ / Be fides thefe, every one according to his Quality 
has his Menial Servants to wait on him in his Chamber, and follow 
him out. 

The Prefidency of Surat is efteemed Superior to all in InJia^ the 
Agency o{ Bantam being not long fmce fubordinate to it, but fince 
made independent ; tho theiS^rri^ Sea Trade is ftill maintained from 
hence to Bantam with fuch Cloath as is vendible there, from thence 
with Dollars to China for Sugaf^ Tea^ Forcelane^ Laccared Ware^ 
Qsfkkfiher^ TntbinagMd Copper i which with Cowrejs^ little Sea- 
Shels, come from Siamznd the PhilUpine Jjlands; Gold and Elc* 
phants Teeth from Sumatra^ in exchange of Q>rn. Frocn Perjia^ 
which is ftill under the Prefidency, come Druggs and Carmania Wool ; 
from Moco^ Cchor^ or Coffee. • The Inland Factories fubjed to it, are 
Amidavad, whence is provided Silks, as Atlafes wrought with Gold ; 
Agra^ where they ktchlndico^ Cbuperly^Com(eClo9ith^SiringCbints, 
Broach Baft as ^ broad and Narrow ; Dimities y and other fine Calicuts t 
Along the Coafis are Bomhaim^ Rajapore for Salloos ; Carnear for Dwh^ 
gareesy and the weightieft Pepper : Calicut for Spice , Amhergreez^ 
GranatSy Opium^ with Salt Peter^ and no Cloath, though it give the 
name di Calicut to all in India^ it being the firft Port from whence 
they were known to be brought into Europe: All which, after the 
Europe Ships have unladen at Surat ^ they go down to fetch ; and 
bring up time enough before the Caphalas out of the Country come 
in with their Wares, 
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The Places about Surat aflfbrd variety of Calicuts y but not fuch vaft 
quantities as are yearly exported, and moreover not fo cheap ; which 
is the reafon at every place the JtzGtoxs are fent to overfee the Wea-* 
vers, buying up the Cotton-yarn to employ them all the Rains, when 
they fet on foot their Inveflments , that they may be ready 
agatnft the Seafon for the Ships : Or elfe the Chief* Breaker imploys 
Banyans in their (leads, who is refponfible for their Fidelity. 

On thefe Wheels moves the Traifick of the Eafl^ and has fucceeded 
better than any Corporation preceeding, or open Trade licen fed in 
the time of Oliver Cromwell ; though how much more to the be- 
nefit of England th^n a Free Commerce, may be guefied by their 
alrea(;iy being over-flocked with Europe Merchandife, which lowers 
the Price. What then would a Glut do, which certainly muft fol^ 
low, but debafe them more, and enhance thefe ? 

But left the New Company ihould be exclaimed againft as too 
greedy Monopolizers , they permit Free Traders on their Ifland 
Bomhaim ; when, to fpeak truth, they are in a far worfe Condition 
than their Servants ; being tied up without hopes of raifing them- 
felves : So that in earneft they find out that to be but a Trick. 
. However, to confefs on the Company's behalf, the Trade (I 
piean on this Coaft} for fome years lately pafi^ed has hardly ballanced 
Expences. They employing yearly Forty Sail of ftout Ships to and 
from all Parts where they trade, out and home ; Manning and main- 
' taining their liland Bomhaim^ Fort St George^ and St. Helens } be* 
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fides large Sums expended to bear out the Port of their Fadors; Chap.V. 
which notwithftandingby impartial Computiitioi! has been found in* ^^^^"^^">^ 
fcrior to the Cofts of the Holldndtrt^ and therefore more to the pro- 
fit of the Englifb Ea^^India C3ompany , than theirs, in the few Years 
they have adventured ; fo that I (bould mightily blame them, fliouM 
they,^ prove ungrateful to His Majefiy, who by his gracious Favour 
has united them in a Society, whereby they are Competitors , for 
Riclies ( though not Strength) with the Noted'fl Company in the 
Univerfe. 

This was granted prefently after the Happy Reftoration of our Their Cfaarter 
Gracious Sovereign, when Order began to dawn, and difpel the dark P*^ «* fi«««- 
Chaos of Popular Community : Then was fent out a Prefident, to 
put their Charter in Force, and eftablifh a Graduation among their 
Servants, which before was not obferved; only for Orders fake,, 
they did nominate an Agent ; the reft being independent, made no 
diftindion. When as now, after a better Model, they commence 
according to their ftanding, and are under a CoUegiate manner of 
Reftraint. 

The laft Agent was Agent /Uvih/m, who was abolifhed by the TheCoorTeof 
Company ^s fending out Prefident Wyt:h^ who lived not much more ^^^'^S*®"*- 
than two years : Prefident Andrews took his place ; and ht refigning. 
Sir Ge0rge OxenJine held it till his Death; in whole time Seva 6i 
plunder d Surati but he defended himfelf^and the Merchants fo 
bravely , that he had a CpUat or Serpaw^ a Robe of Honour from 
Head to Foot x>flered him from the Great Mogmly with an Abatement 
of Cuftoms to Two and an half per Cent, granted to the Company : 
For which his Matters , as a Token of the high Senfe they 
had of his Valour , prefented him a Medal of Gold » with this 
Device:

After whole Deceale, thq Honourable Gerald Amgier took the 
Chair, and encountered that bold Mountaineer a fecond time, with

Therefore what Irregularities are commkted againft only the Prefix ,

Ground of a long and tedious Quarrel in each 
of the World's Ends ; fo that our Ships encountring with their 
Carracksj feldom ufed to part without thelofs of one or both. Nay^ 
the long-liv'd People yet at SwaSey, remember a notable Skirmifii 
betwixt the Engli/b and Portugals there, wherein they were neatly 
intrapp'd ; an Ambufcado of ours falling upon them behind in fuch 
fort, that they were conjpellcd between them and the Ships in the 
Road, to refign moft of their Lives ; and gave by' their Fall a me- 
morable Name to a Point they yet call BloaJy Pointy for this very 
reafon. But fmce thefe Sores are fortunately bound up in that G)n- 
jugal Ty e betwixt our Sacrdd King and the Si^cr of Portugal^ laying 
all foul Words and Blows afide, let us fee how the Affairs ftand be- 
twixt them and the Dutcb^ who followed our Steps, and got in at 
the Breach we made. They made them more Worky not only beat- 
ing them out of their Scuth-SeaTndey but poflefled themfelvesof all 
their Treafures of Spice, and have ever fince kept them, with all 
their Strong-holds, as far as Gm ; they only enjoying the Gold Trade 
of Mofamhique undifturbed ; the Japawners having baniihed both 
their Commerce and Religion. 
ThcCompa- W^jerefore our Ships almoft alone, were it not for a little the 



ny enrich this Fremh of late, lade Galicuts for Eurofe : The Dutch have a Fadory 
^"^' here, that vend the Spices they bring from Batavia^ and inveft part 

of the Money in courfe Cloath, to be difpofed among their Planters, 
or fold*to the Malayans ^ and fend the reft back in Rupees: So that we 
fingly have the Credit of the Port, and are of moft advantage to the 
Inhabitants, and fill the Cuftom*Houfe with the fubftantialeft In- 
comes. But xiot to defraud the French of their juft Commendations, 
whofe Fadory is better ftor'd with Monfieurs than with Cafli, they 
live well, borrow Money, and make a Shew: Here. are French 
Capuchins^ who have a Convent, andliveinEfteem.

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And here I might conclude, did not the Diamond-Trade and other 
Jewels inter|x>fe ; which I could wifli for the Company's fake might 
never be ftruck out of their Indulgence allowed to their Servants : 
For it will never amount to Advantage in their hands, became the 
"^ewsy who are the chief Chapmen in England m\\ blow upon rhem, 
uhlels they come to their Prices, when more than enough is offered 
them. But in particular hands the Cafe is otherwife, every one 
fnatching at a Prize^ which none is fenfible of, but the private Buyer ; 
but when they are publickly Invoiced, it will be at their own Wills to 
make their Bargains. Withal, in the Company's Servants hands it 
not only keeps them Honeft, but they grow Rich without wronging 

the 
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the Comt>any : Whereas fliould they retrad: this, not only the Jews Chap. V. 
would find others to furnifli them, as the French and Dutch^ with 
their Encomiendums ; but other Monied Gentlemen in EnglanJ 
might be tempted to fet up for Interloping, who know not how bet- 
ter to difpofe of their Monies on any Bank, than by adventuring 
Large Sums, that do now to my knowledge return them in a Year 
and a half's time from 50 /. to 76 /. per Cent, advance, and the Fadors 
good Gainers too ; and all this while no. Prejudice done either to 
Freight or the Company's Trade; which if they will not believe, let 
them experiment to their own Coft. Nor can I fay more on this Sub- 
jed, than both French and Dutch Jewellers coming over Land do un- 
derftand, who have made good Purchafe by buying Jewels here, and 
carrying them into Europe to be Cut and Set, and returning fell 
them here to the Omirahs, among whom were Monfieur Tavernierj 
and now Monfieur Rezin^ and Monfieur Jordan.

to go a Foot, and in Rags, and this C^ery ( Unbeliever 3 to vaunt 
it thus? And are hardly reftrained from running a Muck (which is 
to kill whoever they meet, till they be (lain themielves) efpecially 
if they have been at Hodge ^ a Pilgrimage to Mecca^ ^nd thence to 
JuJJah, where is Mahomeiji Tomb ; thefe commonly, like evil Spi- 
rits, have their Habitations among the Tombs : Nor can we com-

JBroker to the King of Bantam^ has turned theoutfideof his Pockets 
on a fumptuous Houfe, a fpacious Fabrick, but ill contrived, as are 
many of the Banians. They, for the mod part, affefl not ftately 
Buildings, living, in humble Ceils or Sheds. Glafs is dear, and 
fcarcely purchafeable ( unlefs by way of Stamhole^ or Conflantimple^ 
from the Fenetians^ from whom they have fome Panes of Painted 
Glafs in Safti Windows ) therefore their Windows , except fome 
few of the highefl Note, are ufually folding Doors, skreened with 
Cheeks, or Latifes, Carved in Wood, or Ifing-glals, or more com- 
monly Oifter-fhells.

but fuirely they take delight in it, for they will freih and fading be- 
fprinkle themfelves with the Stale of a Cow, as you behold a good 
Chridian with Holy-watei", or a Moorman flabber his Beard with 
Rofe- water : Nay more, they ufe it as a Potion, or Philter ^ and 
bid the Devil do his word after it ; fo dupid, thatfiotwithdanding 
Chints, Fleas, and Muskeeto's, torment them every Minute, dare 
not prefume to fcratch where it itches, led fome Relation ihould 
be untenanted its miferable abode.

White Men ; Patan^ Duccan j or Schifms they 
have made, as JSilhim^ Jemottee^ and the loweft of all is Borrak 

Thefe Eat highly of all Flefli DumpokeJ^ which is Baked with ^^^^ dj^ 
Spice in Butter} /'ir/Zw, a Stew of Rice and Batter, with Flefli, 
Fowl> or Fifli; Fruits, Achars, or Pickles, arid Sweatmeats: If 
they invite a Chriftian, they order Difhes apart, and between Meals 
Entertain with Coho , Tobacco , Pawn , which makes a fragrant 
Breath, and gives a rare Vermilion to the Lips ; and as a great 
Compliment drown you with Rofe water, Senting themfelves with 
Eflence of Sandal and Oranges, very Coftly, and exquifitely Ex- 
traded. They drink no Wine Publickly, but Privately will be 
good Fellows, not content with fuch little Glades as we drink out 
of, nor Claret ot Rhenifli ( which they call Vinegar ) but Sack 
and Brandy out of the Bottle they will Tipple, till they are well 
warmed. 

At theFirft entrance into their Houfes, for the greater Refped, Way of En- 
they meet at the Portal, and uiher Strangers to the place of Enter- tcrtaiumcnt: 
tainment ,* where, out of common Courtefy^ as well as Religion, 
( when they enter an Holy Place ) they pull off their Slippers, and 
after the ufaal ISalams^ feat themfelves in Choultries^ open to fome 
Tank of purling Water j commonly fpread with Carpets,or Siturngees^ 
and long round Cuihions of Velvet to bolder their Back and Sides, 
which they uie when they ride in their Chariots, which are made 
to fit Crofs-legg^d on, not their Legs hanging down as ours ; it be- 
ing accounted among them no good breemng to let their Legs or 
Feet be feen whilft fitting: In their Palenkeens^ Coaches, or fwing- 
ing Cotts, which they afted for Eafe, are laid huge Bolllers of flate, 
and Quilts of Cotton to lie at length , their Ceilings tnd Pofts 
are Hung with Mechlapatan Pintados , and adorned with other 
Gallantry. 

They go rich in Attire, with a Poniard, or Catarre^ at their Their Atcki 
Girdle ; as they are Neat in Apparel , they are Grave in their >« *"<*• 
Carriage. 

Their Women wear the Breeches, but in a moft fervile condition ; The Women 
yet they have their Ornaments of Head, with Bracelets of Pearl, wear Jewels. 
Ear-rings and Nofe-rings, to which they hang Jewels , moftly fet 
in Silver, becaufe Gold is Nigefiy or Unclean. 

They are ftri£t obfervers of the Hours of Prayer, when they Stria obfcr. 
ftrip off all their Gorgeous Habiliments to their Shift, and after ^^^^ 
Walking Hands and Feet, Proftrate themfelves during the time of p^,^ 
Etevotion i when Rifing they Salute their Guardian- Angels according 
to the Opinion of the Stoicks, who allotted every one his funo and 
his Genius ; having made their Orifons^ and Purified themfelves, they 
return to Company as before.

Another (hall travel the Country with an 
Horn blowed afore him, and an Ox it may be to carry him and his 
Baggage, befides one to wait on him with a Peacock's Tail ; whilft 
he .rattles a great Iron Chain fettered to his Foot, as big as thofe Ele- 
phints are Foot-locked with, fomc two yitrds in length, every Link 
thicker than a Man's Thumb, and a Patm in leAgth ; W$ fhaking 
this fpeaks hisNeceffity, which the poor Gentiles xiarc not deny to 
relieve ; for if they do, he accufes them to the Cazy^ who defires no 
better opportutiity to fleece them : For they Will not ftick to fwear 
they blafphenjed Mabomet^ for which there is no evafion but to cje- 
pcrfjlt, or be cut, and made a Moor.

'Pole, it Mirchal or Peacock's Tail, and a Wallet j more like Plun* 
derfers than Beggers ; they go into the Market, or to the Shop- 
keepers, and force an Alms, none of them returning without his 
fliare : Some of them pals the bounds of a modeft Requeft,'and bawl 
t)ut in the open Streets for an Hundred Rupees^ and nothing leis will 
fatisfy thefe. ' ' "

their daily Labour into the Governor's Service , extort continued 
Fees frota them, or elfe they are fure to be fet on work, without any 
thing for their Pains : Which was but even now made a Publick 
Grievance, by the Refiftance of a fturdy Patan^ ( who is fprungfrom 
a Warlike People , of whom it is faid , They never draw their 
Swords, but Blood muft follow ) : And thus it happened ; The Patan 
having employed a Taylor at his houfe, one of the Governor's Men 
feized him for his Matter's Service ; but the Patan rufhing in to re* 
leafe him, the Soldier ran a young Brother of the Patan s through, 
naked and unconcerned in the ScufHe ; which fo enraged the Patan^ 
that forcing the Sword cut of the hand of this inhuman Butcher, 
be kiird him and two more that came to his Refcue ; and going in- 
to his houfe, flew his own Wife, and Sifter, and a little Son of his 
own, that they might not fall a Sacrifice to the Governor's Rage : 
The wretched Taylor, animated by the Example of the Patan ^ tho 
but coolly ), had mqrder'd his Wife had fhe not fled ; but laying 
hold on his Old Father and Mother, he difpatched them ; and bolt* 
ing forth into the Street, fet upon what Governor's Men he and thft 
Patan could meet : Tidings whereof ftriking the Governor's Ears, he < 

came with all his Power to befet the exafperated and defperate Men ; 
but though a Thoufand Men were up in Arms, and gazing upon the 
Patan ftanding with his Sword in his hand at the Entrance of the 
Houle, none durft venture to apprehend him ; till his Fury abating, 
and Promifes given >y a Great Man, of Favour if he refigned; he 
attending to his Parley, in the mean while two Men with Guns from 
atop of the Houfe difcharged on him, and wounded him and the 
Taylor mortally, but not before they had carried this falfe Great

The one was of an Armenian^ Chawiucke J through the City for fel* somc ezem- 
]ing of Wine. The other was of a Goldfmith who had coined Copper piaty Puniffi. 
Rupees ; firft they fhaved his Head and Beard, as our Countrymen do "*"^ 
Baylifis when they prefume to Arreft in Privtledg'd Places ; then 
putting a Fool's Cap on his Head, they fet him on an Afs^ with his 
Face to the ITail, which is led by an Holencore^ and one of their 
Drums is beat before him, which is an Affront of the higheft degree ; 
thus they lead him up and down the Qty, where the Boys and Sol* 
diers treat him but fcurvily, pelting him all the way he pa({es : Being 
brought back to Prifon, they cut ofF his Hand, and let him lye du^ 
ring the Governor's Pleafure. The Third was of a Pack of Thieves 
that had infefted the Roads a long time, and after fome whiles Impri- 
fonment the Banyans proflered Money for their Redemption ; but the 
Great Mogul fending an Exprefs, they were led to Execution ; They 
were Fifteen, all of a Gang, who ufed to lurk under Hedges in nar^ 
row Lanes, and as they found opportunity, by a Device of a Weight 
tied to a Cotton Bowftring made of Guts, (with which they tew Q>t- 
ton } of fome length, they ufed to throw it upon Padengers fo, that 
winding it about their Necks^ they pulled them from their Beads, and 
dragging theih upon the Ground flrangled them, and poflefled them- 
felves of what they had : One of thefe was an Old Man with his 
two Sons, the youngeft not fourteen. This being their Practice, 
they were fentenced ^ according to Lex Talionis , to be hangM ; 
wherefore being delivered to the Catwal^ or SherifPs Men, they 
led them two Miles with Ropes about their Necks to fome wild Date- 
Trees : In their way thither they were chearful, and went Hnging, 
and fmoaking Tobacco, iht Banyans gmng them Sweetmeats, they 
being as jolly as if going to a Wedding ; and the Young Lad now 
ready to be tied up , boaHed , That though he were not Fourteen 
Years of Age, he had killed his Fifteen Men ; wherefore the Old 
Man, as he had been a Leader of thefe Two, was firft made an Exam- 
ple for his Villany, and then the two Striplings were advanced, as 
all the reft were, half a Foot from the Ground ; and then cutting 
their Legs off that the Blood might flow from them, they left them 
miferable Spedacles, hanging till they dropped of their own 
accord. 

The following Delinquents being of another kind, we (hall fee Delinquents 
how they fare : The one was of a Rich Merchant of the Moors kil- ?^ another 
ling his Wife, and a Child he had by her of Three Years old, upon 
taking her with her Paramour in Adultery i for which Crime a Pe« 
cuniary Muld: excufed him : The other was a Boy's fticking a So- 
domitifb Moor to the Heart with his own Catarre , while he attempt- 
ed upon his Body ; which Fad: was fo far from being accufed as a 
Fault, that the Boy came off with Commendation ; though there 
is nothing more frequently committed among them^ than the unna- 
turalSinof Buggery. 

There is another thing above all the reft an unpardonable Offence { The cdme of 
for a Banyan or Rich Broker to grow Wealthy without Protection of «w^"« ""^ 
fome Great Perfon ; for it is fo mighty a Dilquiet to the Governor, 
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Letter IIL that he can never be at eafe till he have feen the bottom of this MIA 
l^/VX^ chief ; which is always cured by Transfufion of Treafure out of the 

Banyans into the Governor's Gofiers : Which makes them become 
humble Suiters for the Umbrage of any of Quality, toskreen them 
from this Violence. 
The SheniE The nett in the Executive Power is the Catwal^ the Governor of 

the Night, as the other two Great Officers rule the Day j or nearer 
our Conftitution, the SherifTof the City : For after the Keys are carried 
to the Governor^ it is the Catwals Bufinefs with a Guard of near Two 
hundred Men,to (cower the Streets and Brothels of Idle Companions ; 
to take an account of all People late out, to difcover Fires and Houfe^ 
breakers, and to carry all lewd Perfons to Prifon , which is folely 
committed to his Charge : So that all Night long he is heard by his 
Drums and Trumpets, Ihouting and hallowing of his Crew in their 
Perambulation through all Parts of the City ; with Lights and Flam* 
beaus, with fome few of his Companions in Coaches or PaUnkeens : 
Moreover he feifes all Debtors, and fecures them, and has the care of 
Punifliing and Executing all Offenders. 
The Chief This is a Place of great Truft, but neither fo HonouraUe or Pro- 
Cuftomcr, fitable as the Shavohunder\ is ; who is King of the Port, or Chief 

Cuftomer, though fomething abated by the MofjiFs too fondly in a 
Religious Vanity granting Immunity tothtMusJlemenXzttXy^ which 
is no fmall detriment. 

The Cuftom-houfe has a good Front, where the Chief Cuftomer 
appears certain hours to chop , that is , to mark Goods outward- 
bound, and clear thofe received in : Upon any fufpicioh of default 
he has a Black-Guard that by a Chawiucky a great Whip, extorts Con- 
fefiion : There is another hangs up at the daily Waiters, or Meerbar^s 
Choultry^ by the Landing-place, as a terror to make them pay C^r 
his due ; the Puniihment, if deteded , being only Corporal , not 
Confifcation of Goods : This Place is filled with Publicans, Waiters 
and Porters, who are always at the Receipt of Cuftom, but are a lit- 
tle too tardy fometimes in the delivery of Goods, making the Mer- 
chant dance attendance, till a right underftanding be created be- 
twixt the Shawbunder and them, which commonly follows when the 
Fift is mollified. 
The Mine. Over-againft the Cuftom-houfe is a ftately Entrance into the 

Mint, which is a large Town of Ojffices within it felf ; hither re- 
pair all Shroffs or Bankers, for the proof of Silver, which in this 
place is the moft refined, and pureft from allay, in the World ; as is 
alfo their Gold : Their loweft Coyn is of Copper. 
Many Mas- Between thefe two is a crowded Buzzar of all thofe who come to 
kets. fell and buy Cloath ; being difengaged here, we pals the High-Streets, 

with Shops on each fide, not like ours in Europey being more like 
Pedlers Stalls ; we crofled feveral Buzzar s^ which yielded fuflinence 
to the many Mouths we encountred. 

Piercing thorough the City to the Walls which are building to fur- 
round it, and- a Ditch accompanying it, (though but fliallow, yet 
the Wall is high, and of good well baked Brick) at length we came 
in fight of the Caftle, having a large Pmarium. 
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They fay it has been Handing ever fince tamherlane was here ; Chap. f. 
who they give out to be its Founder : It may be fo , for it is old, ^^'■'"V'^ 
yet bears 30 or 40 ftout Pieces of Ordnance, fronts the River^ and iSt^by SLr- 
is Moated by it; to which they pais a Draw- bridge, but admit no ^Aiw. 
Stranger : \% is Manned by 300 Lufcarries or Soldiers, armed with 
Gun^ Sword and Buckler, has a peculiar Governor independent from 
him of the Town or Province, being as it were confined to it, not 
prefuming, on forfeiture of his Head, on any account to pafs out of 
a Garden by the Bridge, it being his fartheft Walk. 

Up and down the City are Remains of Seva GPs Fury, the Ruins 
being not yet repaired ; of whom they Hand in hourly fear, having 
their Sores ftill frefli in their Memory : To prevent whofe Rage, they 
are coUeding an Hundred thoufand Rupees till their Walls be finifhed, 
when we fhall fee how they will defend them ; having 700 Men 
allotted for that Office, befides Europe Gunners at ev^ry Gate, which 
are Six in number, befide 36 Baflions with half a dozen great Guns 
apiece : Upon the top they have piled fpiked Timber to annoy the ^ 
&:alers. 

Every Gate is barbed with Iron Spikes to i)reak the riifhing in of The Wall and 
the Elephants; thefe alio are under a di{lin<% Command. ^^^ 

The Governor of the Town has an Army of i joo Men in pay, Nnmbet of 
with Matchlocks, Swords and Javelins ; Two hundred Horfe with Soldien. 
Qiiivers full of Arrows at the Bow of their Saddles, Lances at their 
Right Stirrup, and Swords of an unweildy bulk, with Bucklers hang* 
ing over their Shoulders ; their Bows are curioufly and firongly 
made with Horn, and for that reafon better in Dry than Wet 
Weather. 

Among the many Mofchs to and again, only two are famous with Tbeir ^^fdn 
long Spires by the Wall, where is a (lately Dwelling for the 
JTeriff. 

They have Three other Places for Strangers called Caravan^Se- CMt^vsnu 
rawes^ or Inns, intended by the Donors gratis^ but fince perverted, 
and let out to Foreigners. 

• Near the Governor's Stables were Forty Camels houfed, ready for SuUd 
War, and half a dozen Elephants. 

Thefe Stables are rather Sheds , or Booths of Hair-cloath, to re- 
move on occafion, than any Building fixed for that purpoie ; and 
were it not for the manner of treating their Horfes, not worth the 
mentioning : They have no Racks^ but feed as Nature intended themy 
from the Ground, if they get Hay ; for their Corn, it is ufually 6a^ 
ravance^ a fort of Peafe which they put into an Hair Bag, and by a 
String (clapping their Mouths into it) faflned behind their Ears, is 
kept from the Ground ; out of this they have their daily Allowance; 
befide Butter, Sugar and Jaggaree or Mulafib's made into Paft, with 
the Meal, of Garavance, which fattens all their Beads of War, and 
makes them flick and fine ; they cover them very warm with a 
kind of Felt or Flock-work, two or three double, and tye them by 
all their Feet ftretched out at length ; in which pofture they always 
Hand : When they make their Beds, they fift.the Dung they make, 
after it is dried in the Sun, and make a foft lying for them of it ; 
they court tbem with all the gentleneds and kind Speeches nnag»- 
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Utter in. nable, fcldom or never fpcaking to, or ufing them harlhly , evey 
i!>^V'V-» Horfc im one Man wholly inaployed abont his Service, and pretends 

to no other bufinefs ; fo that as good Horfes arc chargeable to pur- 
chafe, they are alfo chargeable in keeping. , .. » 
The Governor about this time taking occafion to quarrel with the 
^^ Dutch, ofering feveral Abufes both of Body and Purfc ; the Commo- 
with the j^g ^ras refolved no longer to endure it, and therefore bad lent tor 
^'^' their Fleet and in the mean time threatned to remove the Fadory 

to Goto a*Port over-againft SwaSj ; which with Din Ptiut makes 
Swally Hole : To prevent which, a Decoy was put upon all Fringh, 
that we could not go out of the Gates of the City, but by efpecul 
Commilfion from the Governor.

T»« par>^, T TAving obtained Leave of the Governor, we went out of the 
faEToUwith ri Walls by Brwfi&Gate ( they taking Names from the chief Pla- 
theMiKK/. j^ they lead to ), where, as at every Gate, (lands a Cbocky, or 

Watch to receive Toll for the Emperor ; and which is a fhame, a 
Rafpoot alfo for the Rajpoots, otherwife they would infcft the Villa- 
ges adjacent, and drive away the Cattel j for all which it is unlafe 
to be far out of the Town late at Night, unlefs well guarded. This 
way was all ftrewed with Moor-ntens Tombs, and one of efpecial 
•Note of a PerjiaH Ambaflador, who returning fi-om England with 
Sir Atitbony Shirley, is reported to poyfen bimfelf here, rather than 
anfwer fome ill Management of his OiBce to his Matter : Not far 
from whence, on a fmall Hill on the left hand of the Road, lies 
Tom Coriat, our Englilb Fakier ( as they name him ), together with 
an Armenian Chriftian, known by their Graves lying Eafi and Wefi : 
He was fo confident of his PerfeAion in the Indofian Tongue, that he 
ventured to play the Orator in it before the Great Mogul, In his re- 
turn from him he was killed with Kindnels by the Englijb Merchants, 
which laid his rambling Brains at Reft. 
vutch uA dr- ^^om hence we pafled over to the Dutch Tombs, many and hand- 
iwJm tombs! fome, moftof them Pargetted. Adjoining to which the Armenians 

have a Garden, where on a Tenas ( Forty Yards in Length, and Five 
in Breadth) are reared feveral Monuments Ck)fBn-Faihion, with t 
place to burn Incenfe at the Head, like the Moors, only over it t 
Crofs : One of more Eminency had an Arch over it at the upper-end. 
Thence we took a Round, though the Inclofures are contiguous 
to the Engli/b Tombs, ihort of which the Pertugals havie a Burial- 

Plsicc. 
The Euan, The Ground the Englijh Dead are inhumed in, is flocked not wil^ 
BnviVFhce. fo many Tombs as the Dutch ; though in one of Sir George Oxtndiue^i 

it excels the Pfoodeft. ^

the Englijh^ with only one fingle Tomb, and that a fmall one. u-^VNj 

In every place up and down the Fields are Tombs of MufJUmen : "rJmb ""'^ 
A Mile from the City, buried like Diogenes with th«r Heels upwards, Th^Burfta'i 
ftand 9 Row of Sepulchres of the Mtutany^ or Burftas Pilgrims, ^Heathen ^ 

with the Soles of their Feet imprinted on the middle ; fome under a ^'^"^^'^^ 
Fourfquare, others Round rifing Tombs, by the fide of a Tank, on 
an afcending Mount 

A Mile and a half further is Pulparra^ a Town feparated for the Puipitrra, an 
Banyans to exercife their Funeral and Feftival Rites. This is a Se* Heathen Sel 
ininary of their Heathen Dodors or Bracbmins , many of whom °^"y* 
were in the River doing their Devotions, which confifts in Waihing 
and Praying- ^, 

The Elder fate in a Row, where the Men and Women came down 
together to wafli, havirtg Lungies about their Waftes only, which 
before they put on, they feledfc a Bracbmin of their proper Caft to hold 
their Veft j which they fhift fo cleaverly, that the quickeft Eye can 
difcover nothing more than decent. At thf ir coming up out of the 
Water they beftow their Largels of Rice or Xfpll ( an Indian Bean ) 
and the Bracbmin his Benediction, by imprelfing a Mark anfwcrable 
to their Cafts on their Forheads ; which is the way they live, purely 
on Benevolence. 

Here they have Two Pagods remaining, but defaced by the TwoPagodi 
Moors: One of them, however, ftill ihe ws a Cruft of Plafter, with ^^^^ 
Images Antick enough, but of excellent durance and fplendour, 
like Alabafter, made of a white Loam calcined , and then called 
Arras \ which they powder and fteep in Water Three or Four Yeari 
before it be fit for their purpofe ; the longer the better. - 

Here are many Monuments of their mifled Zeal ; the mod dread- The Burning 
ful to i|;emember, is an extraordinary one ereded by the River- fide, of their Dead, 
where they Burn their Dead, in Honour of a Woman who Burnt her 
felf with her dead Husband. Several Corps were Flaming in their fu- 
neral Piles ; which after the Fire has fatisfied its felf with, they caft 
the Afhes up into the Air, and fome upon the Water ; that every 
Element may have a fllare. Some of the Devouteft defire to ex- 
pire in this Water, giving in charge to their Relations to lay them 
tip to the Chin in it at the Article of Death. 

Thofe whofe Zeal tranfport them no farther than to die at home, They cany 
are immediately Waflied by the next of Kin, and bound up in a *««^o ^«^ 
Sheet ; as many as go with him, carry him by turns on a Colt-ftaffj ^^^ 
and the reft run almoft naked and ihaved, crying after him, Ram^ 
Ramy making all the hafte they can to Pulparra to Burn him ; which 
Fire is often very coftly,being maintained with Wood of Aloes ; fome- 
times they expend fome Thoufands of Rupees. The Relations ex- 
clude themfelves all Society tili the time of Mourning be over ; 
the Women crying, £i, 5i, beating their Breafts violently, and 
expoftulating the reafoh of their Departure, as if he had not a kind 
Wife, loving Children, good Pofleffions, and the like: In the time 
of this Mourning they beftow largely to redeem Creatures appointed 
to Die, to excufe Oxen and Btiffblah from Labour, feeding them at 

their own Charges, befidespurchafingMUchKine, and giving them 
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Letter III. to poor People, inviting them to Funeral Feafts, with other Lar- 

**^'*v*^ gefles to the Brachmins. 

The Pofturts Here are outaded all the boafted Aufteritics I ever heard of; I 
and Severities fy^ ^ Fakier of the GentuSy whofe Nails by ncgled were grown as 
Aen fti^ long as my Fingers, fome piercing through the Flefh. Another 

grave Old Man had a Turbat of his own Hair ( which they all 
Covet) Sunburnt towards the ends, Grey nearer the roots/Plaited 
like the Polonian Plica^ but not fo difeafed, above Four Yards in 
Length. 

Others with their Arms Diflocated fo, that the ^i^^M^ of the 
Joints is Inverted, and the head of the Bone lies in the pit or valley 
of the Arm ; in which Cafe they are defrauded of their Nourifcment, 
and hang as ufelefs Appendices to the Body ; that unleis relieved by 
Charity, they are helplefs in all Offices to themfelves. 

Others Fixing their Eyes upon Heaven, their Heads haneing over 
their Shoulders, are uncapable of removing it from the Pofture they 
are in, being accuftomed to that uninterrupted Reft, havinjg con^ 
traded and fliffhed the Tendons of the Mufcles and Ligaments of the 
Necky that both thofe belonging to the Gullet, or the motion of 
the Head, are unferviceable ; infomuch that no Aliment, not Li« 
quid, can pafs, and that too with much difficulty. 

Others by continual Abftinence bring themfelves into a firange 
Emaciated habit of Body, tHat they feem only walking Skelitons. 
All of them go Naked (fome plunrtp young lufty Fellows) ex- 
cept their Priyities, and bedawb themfelves over with Aihes ; who 
with their pleited Hair about their Heads, look like fo many M^ga- 
ra^s i thefe wait on the others. The Ancienteft of them addid then> 
felves to Reading, they live Six or Eight together, as they pleafe ; 
lie upon the Ground or a Matt, fome of them in all Seafons abide 
the open Air. 
Psihich Auff, At another time a Gentu Fakier was enjoined for Forty days to en- 
^ *c oflP" ^"^^ *^^ Purgatory of five Fires ; there being a great refort by rea- 
F^. ^ ^ fori of a Fefiivity folemnized all that while ; when I came early in 

the Morning ( invited by the novelty and incredibility of the thing ) 
he was Seated on a four-fquare Stage or Altar, with three Afcents, 
fome Two Feet high, and as many Feet fquare, ready to- (hew : 
While he was in a mufmg pofture, other Fakiers ( whofe Duty it is 
daily to filute the Sun at his Height, Rifing, and Setting, with their 
Mufick of long hollow Canes ) blew them for an hour, or Ghong ; 
after which he fell to his Mattins, which he continued till the Sun 
began to be warm ; then rifmg he Blefled himfelf with Holy Water, 
and threw himfelf along on the lowed fquare, flill muttering to 
himfelf on his Knees, he at length, with one Leg bowed uprighc 
between his Thighs, rifes on the other, telling his Beads (which 
both Moormen and Gentus wear ) which he had in his hands a quarter 
longer, and (lands, like a Goofe, unmoved all the time ; then caft* 
ing himfelf down, he exercifed himfelf, as Wraftlers do here, very 
briskly, but guarding the pofition of his Leg, which he kept fo 
filed as if it had grown in that nature, as well when he rofe as gro* 
veiled on the ground \ ading thus a quarter more , it had the 
(ame operation as the &torl^^ Bill ufed for a Suppc^tory, for ic 
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brought bim to a Stool; be taking his Purifyii^-pot in his hand. Chap. 11. 
marched on one fide, where he tarried not long before he returning *^-0^^"^-* 
took up bis Beads he had left ; and in this Interim four Fires being 
kindled ( any of them able to road an Ox ) at each Ck>rner of the 
upper and lead Square, he having finiflied ibme Fopperies with his 
Pot, Scavola-Yikt with his own hands he increaied the Flames by ad* 
ding combuftible Stuff as Incenfe to it ; when removing from his 
Neck a Collar of great Wooden Beads, he made a Coronet of them 
for his Head ; then bowing his Head in the middle of the Flames, 
as it were to worfhip, holcUng the other Beads in his hands, with 
his Head encircled between his Arms, his Face oppoiite to the Sun, 
which is the fifth Fire, he mounted his Body with his Feet bolt up- 
right, and fo continued (landing on his Head thefpace of three hours 
very fteddily, that is, from Nine till Twelve ; after which he feats 
himfelf on his Breech crofs-leggM after their way of fitting, and re- 
mains fo without either eating or drinking all the reft of the Day, 
the Fires ftill nourifiied, and he fweating C^^^g ^^^ ^^ ^ &^ ^^^* 
letick Habit, and of a Middle Age ) as if bafted in his own Greafe. 

This is imagined to be an Impofture ; but if it be, it would make whether it be 
a Man disbelieve his own Eyes: Others more rationally impute the anlmpotowi 
Heat from the Fires to be allayed by that overpowering one of the 
Sun ; which I cannot wholly incline to, fmce we daily when abroad 
roaft our Meat by Fires made in a clear Day without any (helter : 
But I rather conceive Cuftom has inured his Body to it ; for the very 
Mountebank Tricks declare it a PraAice ; and the other I think as . , 
feafible as to eat Fire, tread on Hot Irons, (^ which is here ufed }, or 
for Cooks to thruft their hands into fcalding Water without Injury. 

Another Devote had made a Vow not to lye down in Sii^^een ADeirotedut 
Years, but to keep on his Feet all that while ; this came accompa- ^"J^^/f^. 
nied with two others under the fame Oath, the one had pafled Five, c^Tycm. * 
the other Three Years ; all Three of them had their Legs fwoln as 
big as their Bodies, with filthy running Ulcers, expofed to view for 
the greater Applaufe : Standing, they leaned on Pillows hung in a 
String from the Banyan Tree, and had a Pompous Attendance of 
fuch ragged Fakiers their Admirers, with Mufick, Flags, and Mir^ 
chals : The Eldeft having undergone the compleat Term, to crown 
all, was in tombed in the lame ftandingPofture Nine Days without 
any fort of Food ; and left any Pretext of that kind might leften his 
Undertaking, he caufed a Bank of Earth to be heaped on the Mouth 
of his Cave, whereon was to be fown a certain Grain which ears in 
. Nine Days, which accordingly being done, eared before his being 
taken thence. I faw him presently after his Refurredion, in great 
State raifed on a Throne under a Canopy, before which was a Fire 
made in the Pit he had been, where he put his Hands, being anointed 
with Oyl, untouch'd by the Flames : Which whether this may dif- 
cover the Cheat of both this and the other, that fuch an Undion 
may be to refift Fire, Naturalifts have not agreed in ; and therefore 
I judge this rather a Delufion, I having not been prefent at this Ex- 
periment : But that this is none I am auured, That the Banyans gave 
him Divine Honours, and ^uted him proftrate, ofiering before him 
Rice, and throwiog Incenfe into the Fire ; He had a Rra Trident in 
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Letter III. his hand, and is enrolled one of the Heroes or Demi-Gods in their 

Superftitious Kalender. 

From this place of Pulparra to Sarat^ a Row of Trees on each 
hand (hade the way^ it being conftantly filled with all forts of people 
either for Worfliip or Pleafure. 

The only thing of Grandeur extant of the Devotion of the Anci- 
ent Heathens, is a great Tank without the Walls of Sarat^ a Mile in 
Circumference, wailed all about with defcending Stone Steps : In the 
middle an High Place of the Heathens : Many fumptuous JUauftp^ 
iemns are ereded near its Brink, with Aquedu<^ to convey Wdter^ 
with which were it filled, the bed Ship that fwims in the Sea might 
ride in it t It looks now more like a Circus or Gymnafeum^ able enough 
to contain as many as fuch Spedacles would delight In their great 
Solemnities it is ufual for them to fet it around, with Lamps to the 
Number of two or three Lecgues^ which is fo many Hundred thou- 
fand in our Account 

The Citizens by the King's Favour have good (lore of Gardens 
neighbouring Surat ; the biggeft of all is the Queen's, though fome 
Private Men have neater, where we often go to take the Air, and 
feaft in pleafantCir^i^mVj or Summer* Houfes, fpread after the Moors 
manner with Carpets, refreihed with various Figures of the Rifing 
Water, out of feveral Spouts from fquare Tanks Pargetted. All the 
time of our durance here Water is fprinkled, to mitigate the Fierineis 
of the Sun. 

Here are Grottoes defcending alfo under Ground by huge Arches 
and Stone Steps fhaded by Trees on each hand, till it come to the 
deep Well at bottom, from whence by Leathern Bags drawn upon 
Wl^els by Oxen, the Water is carried up, and in Gutters dreams 
about the Gardens. 

In thefe by the help of a Brachmin skilled in Simples, I have found 
the Silk Cotton-tree, diftinguifhed by us from the Vulgar beneficial 
one, by its being a Tree, the other a Shrub ; it is mod like a Maple 
in Leaf and Branch, only the Bark is not furrowed ; it brings forth 
between three Leaves, firft a Bud or Button,then a white Flower, laft 
of all Seed about which the Cotton grows, in three diflindt Cells an- 
fwering the three Leaves. 

As alfo the Plant of which Bang is made ; it grows as our Hemp,the 
Juice of whofe Seed ground in a Bowl like Muftard-feed , and 
mixed with any other Liquor, is that they equivocate with their Pro- 
phet inftead of the Grape ; and that which follows agrees to what 
Mr Ray notes out of LOB in Ado : Lacuftris aqua cui cannabis inta* 
iuerit t ant o fere viro nocet^ ut epota^t prafentijfimo fitientihiu veneno ; 
this with Dutry ( as has been faid ) is the inebriating Confedion of 
the Poft. 

Here he difcovered to me his beloved Alluh, the Bark of a Tree, 
the prefent remedy againft all manner of Fluxes. 

Though thefe People delight much in Gardens, yet are they but 
rude, compared to ours of Europe ; they make a noble Entrance, a 
Baoquetting-houfe in the middle eying the four Qgarters of the (hr- 
den, befet with Trees like Wilderness in every Quarter , or elie 
planted with Potatoes^ Tawms^ Berenjaws^ both hot Plants, and their 
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Coolers , as Pompkinsy Cucumhers^ Gourds^ and fuch like; they are Chap. If. 
only divided by Gravelly Walks and Water-courfes ; not curioufly ^-/"V'V- 
adorned with Flowers ; Bifmahas and fome Wall-flowers or Stocks 
Gillyflowers being the height of whgt they aim at : Only the Cu/ga^ 
fo famed for the Silk, in imitation of its Paint, i take it for our ^ma^ 
rillis J and AezS^fJief^eL^^ or the Tree Mallow^ which is red as Scarlet 
in the Morning, and at Noon faints into a pale Colour, and towards 
the Evening is pure white > fome few Lyfimachias^ which befides their 
feveral forts ot J ejfamins, is all the choice : Rofe& would grow here 
if they would but cultivate them: 

A Mile from the City grows the humble Senfitive Plant, common The SenCble 
in the Fields ; EafiwarJ of Suraty two Courfes, /. e. a League, we p»"J ««* -^ 
pitched our Tent under a Tree, that befides its Leafs, the Branches ^ ^^' 
bear its own Roots, therefore called by the Portugals^ Arhor de Rats : 
For the Adoration the Banyans pay it, the Banyan Tree (by whom it 
is held as facred as the Oak to our Old Druids J ; who paint it daily, 
and make Offerings of Rice , and pray to it : It has Leafs like an 
Ivyy and is the fame with that at fohanna^ only that was incorporated 
into, one Body, and this by often taking Root is capable of overfpread* 
ing a whole Field, fo that it is faid there are of them able to ihade 
an Army of ^oooo Horfe and Men (ingly \ however it is poilible to 
be fo contrived, if it be lookt after, to make a Wood alone of 
it fclf. 

The Hedges and Lanes are chiefly fet with two forts of Bufhes, Milk Bolbes; 
called by us Milk»Trees, becaufe of a fucculent Juice like Spurge^ 
white, and of the confiftency of the bed Milk ; but if it comes near 
the Skin or Eyes it is not fo benign,according to the Experience of the 
Famous /^<fr«/tfiif, [Nat. Hifi. Cent.T. Exp. 39. Omnemfkccum laSifi" 
milem ex plantis incifis acrem e][ej and my Obfervation here ; for if 
by chance it ftick ftpon any part of the Body, it frets like an Efcaror 
tick ; and I have feen an unruly Horfe, rufliing through it, both blind 
himfelf and Rider, both their Heads being fwoln to an extraordinary 
bignefs. I believe it to be a kind of Tithymal^quod tenerum lac nonfecus 
ac Manna effundit ; the firft fort of which has broader and jucier 
Leafs, and has four or five together ; not jagged, but fomewhat oval, 
a Finger's length, and half as broad ; one only thick Stalk arifes 
from the Root, and feveral Branches proceed from thence ; they are 
all Green and Tender, fpringing up a Man s height, full of Prickles as 
omCarduuSj of whofe Milk infpiflated is made Euphorhium. The 
other grows up into the Body of a Tree, and is Woody ; above 
which it fends forth feveral tender fmooth Stalks, which fprout out 
into Boughs feeming almoft naked , becaufe its Leafs are fmall, and 
come out at its Joints, fometimes (ingly ; it is mod like a Privet, very 
quick of Growth , and each of them make good Fences. The 
Goats defpifeit not, feeding, though very cautioufly, on the Leafs 
and Branches of the latter, when the Heats have parched up the 
Grafs and other Plants. 

Before we leave the plealant Fields for the dufty (linking Town, Sd|ar.CafM 
Sugar- Canes and Tobacco would deferveour Remark, which are «wTob«cca 
both plentifully thriving here ; had not thefe been already the Subjedb 
of other Pens.

OflScioufnefs ( being Scutica dignus ) from the Moon^ whp appre* 
bending him (lealing Cuftoms, Chawlucked him faandfomly.

reach the Na^ whereby they may become their Competitors : Nor is;it, I think, bec- 
tivcs nothing. ^^^ poHcy to inftrud them in any beneficial Science, as that of Na- 
vigation, no more than one would an Adverfary how to ufe his Wea* 
pons; which thefe, had they cqpal Courage to their other Advanta- 
ges of Strength and Nature , might eafily thereby turn thie Points 
of their Weapons upon us. 
Their Navy. But for all thefe great Preparations, as yet they dare not venture 

out without Europe Fades , or Pilots ; though fome of f heir Ships 
carry jo or 40 Pieces of Cannon, more for Shew than Service. Be- 
fides thefe Merchant-Men , here are Three or Four Men of War 
as big as Third Rate Ships : The other are Frights fit to Row or Sail, 
aiade with Prows inilead of Beaks, more ufefui in Rivers and Creeks, 
than in the Main.

The young l^he Heir of Bantam is now here to take his Paflage thitfaysr in one 
King of £j9». of them, with his Retinue, which are fome of the Pengrims or Lords 
^^w. Qf (hg Country, his Unkle and others, which were about Twenty, 

with their Wives : He was firft at Bombaim^ where he was entertain- 
ed like a Prince, for the Obligation the Company have to their Trade 
there , he having been difobedient to the King his Father, and has 
not yet (hewed any kindnels to the Englifhj^ fiding rather v^ith the 
^Dutch Intereft to undermine the Old King, and lettle them in the 
Pepper-trade, which afterwards will xiot be in his Power to redeem 
out of their hands : Here little notice is taken of him, they all being 
in miferable poor Habits, and he of little Credit, being a Giddyhead, 
were it not for the fir^///^ Captain that brought him, a Confident of 
the Old King^, who furniflies him with Money but fparingly, he 
being indifcreet in his Expences. He is of tht Java Extra^ion, 
fbort of Stature, broad-fac'd, littie Eyes, and lefs Beard , a mere 
Boy ; the reft wear their Beards like the Chinefes^ which is compa- 
ratively like a Cat's ; their Heads fhaved, covered only with Skull- 
Caps of Knit- Work , their Upper-Garments loofe like a Frock : 
When they appear before him, they proftrate themfelves along, 
then rifing up with Refped:, fit crouching on their Heels : Their 
Women were covered with dark Blue Sheets. 
His Sto^l The Old King had retired from the Cares of Government,and com- 

w mitted all to this his Son ; but the Pengrims foon tired with his exor- 
bitantS way^made Interceftion for the Old King's reafiiuning his Au« 
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thority ; whereupon this Voyage was framed as an Expedient tofet- Chap. III. 
tie his Mad Temper, being intruded to the fober G)ndu(Sb of the i^^-^v^-w. 
King's Brother. 

Thefe Veflels that are for this Voyage are huge unfliapen things, Their Junfa, 
and bear both the Name and Model of their old Junks : They return *"* 
ufually very Rich, and are at their Arrival adorned moft abundantly 
with Streamers. Their way of Salutes are with Even, as ours with 
Odd Guns. 

The Seamen and Soldiers differ only in a Vowel, the one being Seamen, 
pronounced with an u^ the other with an ^ ; as Lufiar Is a Soldier ; 
La/car^ a Seaman. The Captain is called NucqueJah^ the Boatfwain

CHAP. HI. 

Of their Solemnities, Sports and Tajiimes ; their Marriages ; of the 
Parfeys, their Strength hy Land and Sea , their abundant 
Wealth, and Vitnefsfor Trade, 

AN D now having entertained you thus far; I (hall continue to 
you the Circumflantial or Accidental Shews, together with 
their Sports and Exerciies. 

The firfl depends on the New Moon, when, all Malice apart, the Their New 
i^/(7(?/- J embrace one another, and at the fight thereof make a Jubilee^ Moons, 
by firing of Guns, blowing of Trumpets, Feafting and Praying vq- 
iy devoutly. . 

The next is the Day of the Week obferved for the Great MoguPs 
Advancement to the Throne j which is not fo generally kept, only 
by the Soldiers and Officers. 

But that which affeds them all, is at the end of their Ramazan or RMoaum ot 
Lent^ which is always the firftNew Moon in November ^ which as Lsm. 
it is obferved with the greateft Stridnels, not fwallowing their Spittle 
all the Day of its Continuance, fo is it celebrated when it concludes, 
with the higheft Expreffion of Joy and Solemnity. 

The Governor goes in Proceflion, and beftows his Largefs in his Grandeur of 
Fadagetothe Chief Place of Devotion, liberally fcatteriqg Rupees their Cover- 
as Rings do Medals at their Coronations, waited on by all the Gal- ^ *"^ Great 
lants of the Town : His Son firft leading a Body of Horfe of the 
Cavalry of the City ; himfelf beginning the firft File on the Left- 
hand, the place of higheft Honour, it was as deep as the Street 
would admitjObferving no Rank : After whom followed the C^zy^with 
Green Banners, with a Band of Foot of loo Men ; then the Cu- 
(lomer with his Men and Colours, both carried in Faletikeens ; whom 
followed the MuOabs and Merchants, without any diftiniflion, (bme 
in Coaches, others in Palenkeens , with their large Troops of Servi- 
tors : Then five Elephants in Armour, with Banners fupported by 
thofe that were in their Seats, capable of a dozen Sitters; they ma- 
nage them by one Rider fitting near his Neck, with an Iron Inftru-^ 
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Letter III. ment a Cubit in length, the Point bended downwards as long as a 
G/^^6NA Finger, afcribed by Uvy to the Invention of that famous LeadcrN 
Brother Afdruhal^ who feeing thefe Creatures of great Terror to 
the Enemy, but if eakir^ an heedlefs Courfe were as liable to damage 
Friend as Foe, found out this Remedy ; delivering a Graver to their 
Matters with an Hammer, ordered them to (Irike it with their maiti 
ftrength on the Jumfturc where their Head was faflned to their Neck, 
if they were unruly , whereby the great Bulk fell to the Ground. 
Magifler fahrile fcalprum^ cum maOeo inter aures fofitum^ ipshincom^ 
page qui jungitur cafiti cervix^ auanto maxima faterat riift aJigeiat^ 
But afterwards they learned by ftriking on the Vertebra's of the Neck, 
to rule them ; which Cuftom I fee here maintained After thefe 
came a Dozen Leopards on Stzitt^ Hackeries with their Keepers, who 
train them up to hunting. At convenient diftances the Trumpets 
founded , and Camels of War with Patereroes on their Saddles, 
marched with a Pace laborious to the Guiders, giving them a Dif- 
eafe not much difierent from a Gonorrhea. Here nothing was feen 
but Banners and Streamers, nor heard but Kettle-Drums and Trum- 
pets ; after which followed the Governor in the middle of a Troop 
of Soldiers, all in Coats of Mail and Headpieces, armed at all Points, 
both themfelves' and Horfes; himfelf mounted on a little She- Ele- 
phant, with all the Trappings and Accoutrements of State. £t ad 
morem antiquum quo puheresfllii &jam in virili togh^ comitahantur tri^ 
nmphantem fatrem^ quod efiam ex Livio appareat de Paulo loquente. 
Two or three Striplings ( his own Children ) rodefmiling with him, 
who were very White refpedively j the Governor himlelf being a 
Moguls which is as much as Suffet in Arahicy from whence the Per^ 
Jian Emperor is called Suffee^ and this, Moguls as being derived from 
the fame Parent ; as alfo are all thofe defcended from them. In this 
State he rode to a Place fet apart for this Day's Solemnity, out of 
the Walls, to the Queen's Garden-Gate, before which it (lands, 
where after Prayers he receives the Compliments of the Grandees, 
and returns to Feail. 

At this time the Walls of the City, and Towers of the Caftle, 
wanted not their Adornments, being beftuck with bloody Enfigns, 
and fmoking with Quns of Jubilee, as well as tooting with their 
Trumpets , and beating with their Drums ; as the Jem on their 
Sabbaths, or their folemn Feaft days were wont. 
The umt The New Moon before the New Year ( which commences at 
^^' the Vernal Equinox ) is the Moors Mde^ when the Governor in no 

lefs Pomp than before, goes to facrifice a Ram or He-Goat, in re* 

membranceof thatof!ered ioxlfaac ( by them called IJhauh)i thei 

like does every one in his own Houfe, that is able to purchafe one, 

and fprinkle their Blood on the (ides of their Doors. 

The Momn. About this time the Moors folemnize the Exequies of Hoffeen Gof 

c^ ^** feeuy a time of ten days Mourning for two Unfortunate Champions 

' of theirs, who periflied by Thirft in the Deferts, fighting againft 

the Chriftians : Wherefore every Corner of the Street is fupplied 

with Jars of Water ; and they run up and down like Furies in queft 

of thefe two Brethren , laying about with Swords , Clubs, and 

Staves, crying with that earneftnefi u^n their Names, and dancing 

in 
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in fuch Antick Dancestts refemble the Pyrrhical. Sz Itation. Hac Cc Chap. III. 
kitdtio noH mnnino Jijfimilts ei generi exerceri filita ajuveniim armatis -/'VXJ 
Lactitfmmm cum Pafris Achiits rvgum cekhraret ; that a fober Man 
could make no other judgment on them, than that they were di- 
fbided. This is done through the Streets, where if two Compa- 
nies encounter, they feldom part without bloody Nofes ; which Oc- 
cafion being given like Efaus Intentions on the Day of his Father's 
Lamentation, to revenge himfelf on his Brother Jacoh^ has been the 
Caufe why the Mogul has reftrained it for the prevention of Out- 
rages; but yet his Mandate is not fo valid to make them forfake it 
here: After Sun-fet they eat, and fall to finging the Pfalms of DW, 
or David^ in the mod confonant Tone I have heard. 

The laft Day they prepare a couple of Coffins, and have a Man or 
two on Horfeback all beftuck like our Man in the Almanack, with 
Arrows ; thefe ride reeling, and ready to drop off their Hoifes for 
Faintnefs, till they come to the River, where they.put the Coffins 
afloat with a loud Cry, and then returning, repeat with great Vene- 
ration their Names, and after this trim their Beards, waih and fhifc 
their Cloaths, (all this while worn negligently, as Mourners) and re- 
turn tatheir morebeaftly Vomit of Luxury, than this of more than 
Manly Fury. 

This Religious Bigot of an ^mi^xot^ Auren jLetl^ feeks not to fup- The Empetoc 
prels it utterly, but to reduce the Celebration, to preferve their Me- agwacZcaioc 
mories by a pious Refpeft, fuitable to the Gravity of the Moors : For, ^^ *^ 
lays he, herel^ Opportunity is offered to the Cophers ( Unbelievers ) 
to think Mu0emen favour the Lewd Worihip of the Heathens ; 
which is not only a Scandal to the Mahometan Religion, but an En- 
couragement to the Enemies thereof to perfift in their own, whilft 
fuch Licentioufnefs is connived at in that which fliould be fet as a 
Pattern for them to imitate : For even at this inflant he is on a Projedb 
to bring them all over to his Faith, and has already begun by two fe- 
veral Taxes or Polls, very fevere ones, efpecially upon the Brachmins^ 
making them pay a Gold Rupee an Head, and the inferior Tribes 
proportionable ; which has made fome Rajahs revolt, and here they 
begin to fly to the Portugal Countries, and Bomiaim; though fhould 
they make a joint Refiftance they are a thoufand to one more than 
the Moguls can with an unanimous Contrivance fairly muften 

On an Eclipfe of the Sun or Moon , the Moors are in a lamentable How they be- 
Plight, making a great Noife with Pots and Pans, and other noify ^^^ them- 
Inftruments; not omitting their Prayers , fancying them prevalent cUpfo"*^ 
to deliver them from their Travel. When the Heathens, inftruded 
by their BrachminSy by a better Philofophy, declare to them the Day 
before the two great Luminaries are obfcured by the Interpofltion 
of the Moon's, or Earth's Globe, that they may Fad, Wafh, and 
Purify themfelves for Twenty four Hours before the Eclipfe happens, 
and all the time of its ladings after which is pafl:, they feaft and 
beftow their Benevolence freely on the BrachminSj holding them for 
this their profound Knowledge, in mighty Admiration. 

And though the Jollity and Pomp of the Heathens is much al« 
fayed by the Puritanifm and unlimited Pbwer of the Moors^ info- 
much that they are wtwUy forbidden ta Burn their Wives with the 
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Husbands } yet muft not the Indians be totally denied their FeaOs, 
and chiefly that of their publick Nuptials, which comes in twice i 
Year ; as the Atticks in their ytfufihiM in January and O^oher^ fo 
thefe in the Months Fulgannau and Puxu^ in January and March ; to 
enjoy which times of Feftivity , the Governor expe<3:s large Gratui* 
ties, which they colled as every one can aflbrd ; All which times 
they make Proceflions, and appear, (efpecially the Children and 
young Folks ) in rich Dredes of Gold and Silver, Mitres on their 
Heads, and weighty Saihes about their Middles, bedawbed and 
(lained all over with Safiron Colour ; the Married Folks riding on 
Horfebaik, PaUnkeens^ and Coaches, fplendidly adorned, drawn 
by Oxen, Goats, and Elks, Painted over with Saffron, their Horns 
tipped with Silver ; Mufick, Streamers, and Banners going before 
them, the Women Singing Epithalamiumsy the Men following, and 
a great Attendance with Pageants, Mirchalsj and Kitfolsj giving 
Pawn and Coco-Nuts frankly, as they pafs. 
I The Ceremonies after Wafliing and Cleanfing, conclude by their 
Sitting Two Hours Tied by the Neck, while the Prieft Prays, the 
Woman being then Manacled with Gold or Silver Shackirs aV'^ut her 
Wriftsand Ankles, a white Sheet being held over il-em Uiiv< iJtu, a 
Coco Nut exchanged to confirm the Bargain,and ( oru frittered upon 
them ; all Emblems of the Matrimonial B'^nclb, Cbaflity and a firm 
refoluticn to comply with one anbthers Fortunes; and then difiiiif- 
fes them , by fprinkling Water on the Married Couple, that they 
may Increafe and Multiply. The Women are never Married more 
than once, the Men are under no fuch Obligation. 

The firft New Moon in 0£ioher^ is the Banyans Dually^ a great 
Day of Celebration to their PaganDtitiQS^ when they are very kind- 
hearted , prefenting their Mafters with Gifts , as knowing they 
fhall be no Lofers, and Entertain one another with mutual Mirth and 
Banquetting.. 

The next Moon their Women flock to the Sacred Wells ; where, 
they fay, it is not difficult to perfuade them to be kind, fuppofing 
their Pollutions not to remain after their Wafhing in thefe Holy 
Waters. 

March begins with a Licentious Week of Sports and Rejoycing, 
wherein they are not wanting for Lafcivious Difcourfe, nor are they 
to be offended at any Jeft or Waggery. And to ftew their Benefi- 
cence at the beginning of the Rains, they Treat the Ants and 
Flies with Sweatmeats and Wafers, ftudioufly fetting Hony, Syrups, 
or any thing that may entice them to their own death, out of their 
way J allowing them Sugar, or any other dried Confeds for their 
Repaft, inftcad of them. 

They are conftant Benefadors to the Dogs, which are many, the 
Bitches littering in the Streets ; but avoid touching them, as they 
would an Holencore^ whom if their Garments chance to brufh, they 
hie them home. Shift, and Waih. 

And now we enter upon the Agonalla^ firft of the Moors : They 
love to outdo one another in Feats of A^ftivity, as Riding full fpeed, 
and to ftop with a Jerk, or motion of the ^dy, their Horfes be-- 
ing well managed ; Tilting and GereeMng , that is , Cafting of 
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Darts; both for Utility aod Recreation ; Shooting 'with Bows and Chap. III. 
Arrows, which is near at hand, not far off, as we at Rovers ; Running v^-^vS^ 
on Foot, which belongs to the Pattamars^ the onlj Foot-pofts of this 
Country, who Run fo many Courfes every Morning, or elfc Danoe fo 
many hours to a Tune called the Patamars Tune, when they labour 
as much as a Lancajhire Man does at Roger of Coverly^ or the Taram- 
tula of their Hornpipe j thefe wear Feathers in their Turbats. 

The Wreftlers Anoint with Oil, and are Naked, only a Belt abopt Wrefliing. 
their Waftes, in which they weary one another only by pure ' 
Strength and Luxation, not b^ Skill or Circumvention ; thefe two 
laft ufe Opium to make them perform things beyond their (Irength ; 
zod it is incredible to think how for thefe will Travel before the vir- 
tue Oif it be worked off. 

Hunting of Tigers is fometimes a Pafiime, at others a Tragy^Co* Hunting, 
medy ; for befetting a Wood where Tigers lurk, with Men and Hor- 
Usj and patting a Set of their loud Mufick to firike up in the middle 
of it ; they rouze at the unaccudomed Noize, and rufliing forth feize 
the firft in their way, if not Shot or Launced, to prevent them : 
Wild Bulls and Buffolds are as dangerous, nor is the Boar le& fierce 
than any of them. 

AMtilopeszte fet upon by Leopards on this wife ; they carry the Leo- 
pards on Hackeriesjboth for lefs fufpicion, and to give them the advan* 
tage of their Spring j which if they lofe,they follow not their Prey , be- 
ing for a furprize ; wherefore the Hackeries wheel about at a diftance, 
till they come near enough to apprehend them, they feeding fearlefs 
of the Hackeries ; then with three or four Leaps, after a fmall Cbace, 
feize them, and eafily become their Mafters. 

The Great Men have Perfian Greyhounds, which they Cloathe irt 
Cold Weather, and fomeiew Hawks ; a Colum may be Hunted with 
t Greyhound, as we do Buftards, being a great Fowl and long in 
Rifing. 

Ebola's animated by their Keepers, fight with great fury ; their BuftWs and 
Horns, being reverfed, areufelels; but they knock Foreheads with a ^|^^*^ 
force adequate to fudi great Engines, till they are all of a gore, and '' 
follow their blow with fuch vigour, that the (Irength of their Backs 
exert themfelves into their Natural Parts, which they brandifli as if 
fiimulated to Venery; the (Irongerwill hardly permit the weaker 
to go back to return with his force, but prelTing on him, endeavours 
to bear him down ; thus foiling one another, they are a long time 
before they will yield. 

Per/fan R^ms fet together in this manner, are not parted without 
a bloody . Cataftrophe, which are kept on purpofe for the fport of 
their Great Men ; as likewife are Elephants, who engage at the * 
Will of their Mafters. 

Hece are no Gladiators, but at Cudgels they vi^ill play as at Back- 
fword, till they warm one another. 

The chief Pleafure of the Gentiles^ or Banyans^ is to Cheat one V^^ Rafter* 
another , conceiving therein the higheft Felicity , though it be ^^^^ ** 
CuckoWing, which they are expert at. They will play at Chefs, 
or Tables; but their utmoft Fewds are determined by the dint of 
the Tongue, to icold luftiiy, and to pull one anotbers Puc* 

keries^ 
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Letter IIL keries or Turbats off, being proverbially teemed a Banjam

Neverthelefs they are implacable till a fecret and fure Revenge 
fall upon their Adverfary, either by malicioufly plotting againft their

Example is more than Precept, and the Youth have no other Edu- 
cation befides their Parents, more than fome mean Pedagogue's, who 
teaches the Children firft their Letters or Cyphers on the Groundt by 
writing on the Duft with their Fingers, which is their Primer; 
where when they are perfed, they are allowed a Board plaftered over, 
which with Cotton they wipe out, when full, as we do from Slates 
or Table* Books) when they arrive to Paper, they are prefumed to 
be their Crafts^^mafters, and to earn it. 

The Moors^ who are by Nature (lothful, will not take pains ; being 
proud, fcorn to be taught ; and jealous of the Bafeneis of Mankind, 
dare not truft their Children under tuition, for fear of Sodomy ; 
whereby few of their Great Men or Merchants can read, but keep a 
Scrivan of the Gentues : On which account it is the Banyans make all 
Bargains, and tranfad: all Money- bufinefs; and though you hear, fee, 
and underftand them, yet you ihall be choufed, they looking you in 
the face ; for as a piece of Superftition, they muft put theur Hands 
under a Ramerin^ or Mantle^ when by their Fingers they inilru<S one 
another, and by that flight often contradidi'their Tongues : Such a 
fubtile Generation is this, and fo fitly fquared a Place is Snrat to ex* 
ercife their Genius in. 

In February the Bujforah Ship^ , and in Augufl the Juddah Fleet 
from the Red Sea^ each of which, befide our Europe Ships, export 
vaft quantities of /y^/r^, Cotton^ Cotttm-Tarn'^ and Silks j and vend 
them to the Caphalay^ waiting on them over-land ; fo that returning, 
they are forced to ballaft their Ships with Dates^ Perfian and Arabian 
Drugs ; and freight with Horfes from each Place : But the main is 
brought back in Gold, Silver and Pearl , which does in a manner 
center here : For though it circulates all the World over, yet here 
it is YiOOtA^^Regis adexemplum^ both by King and People, he having 
Tanks thereof unfealed for many Ages, and the Gentiles hide it for 
Eternity. So that though it be not of the growth of this Country, 
yet the innate Thrift of the Gentiles^ and the fmall occafion of Fo* 
reign Expences, and this humour of laying up their Talent in a Nap* 
kin, buries the greateft part of the Treafure of the World in India : 
There being a far greater urgency for Cloathing, than that of Super- 
fluity ; which is the Spice-Trade of the South Seas^ which only pays 
for what it carries ofT here, all the refl: loading their Beafls without 
the Money returned in their Sacks IVfouths ; and for all that the 
Hollanders return Money from hence, yet it is fwallowed up again 
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by the Trade of the Bay, and a great deal more confumed there for Chap. IIL 
their fine Cloath. *

the Great Mogul condefcending to have the Title of SanSuary to the

For which fake he difpatched Five hundred Horfemen, and Three 
hundred Camels^ to receive the Bajfay his Family and Retinue, afhore ;

the SultaH his Mafter upon him ; but knowing the Sea tipen, he fuej 
to the Mogul for Protection, who promifed not only to receive himi, 
but imploy him honourably ; and as a Teflimony of his fincere In- 
tentions, has fent thefe to attend him to Court;

to be wondred the Tools he worked with, more than his Art, becaufe 
we fee it furpafled in Europe ; but with far more invention of Inftru- 
ments : Here Hands and Feet being all the Vice, and the other Tools 
unihapen bits of Iron : From whence I went the fame day to a Moor^ 
man that cuts all forts of Stones, except Diamonds, with a certain 
Wheel made of Lacre and Stone ground and incorporated , only to 
be had at Cochin^ and there the Name is known. 

They cut Diamonds with a Mill turned by Men, the String reach* 
ing, in manner of our Cutlers Wheels, to lefier that are in a flat 
Prefs, where under Steel-wheels the Diamonds are faflned ; and 
with its own Bort are worn into what Cut the Artift pieafes : Thelb 
are fold moft in the Country, they coming ihort of the Fringies in 
Fancy ; wherefore they are fent rough into Europe^ where they are 
both fet and cut to more advantage.

This City is very nafly by their want of Privies, and their ma- The City iept 
king every Door a Dunghill; yet never had they any Plague, th« i^^f- 
Heats evaporating, and the Rains wafhing this Filth away. 

The Difeafes reign according to the Seafons ; the iforth blowing, Tbc TXkOsu 
Bodies are rendered firm, folid and adive by exhaufling the Serous 
Humours, ad Hyp. 17. Apk Lih. 3. for whidi caufe Dry Weather is

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Letter III. more healthy than Moift, it hafiening Digeftion, and facilitating 
I^VVJ Excretion, when no Fevers that a"rc treacherous root themfei ves in a 

deep Putrefadion. About the Variable Mbnths they are miferably 
afflided with Coughs and Catarrhs, Tumors of the Mouth and 
Throat , Rheumatifms , and intermitting Fevers ; Alfo Small Pox 
invades the Youth, as in all InJia^ (o here: In the extreme Heats, 
Cholera M?r^iij,Inflammations of the Eyes by Duft and the fiery Tem- 
per of the Air : In the Rains, Fluxes, Apoplexies, and all Diftempers 
of the Brain, as well as Stolnach ; to correA which, the Natives eat 
Hing, a fort of liquid Affa Ftstida^ whereby they fmell odioufly. 
For all Lethargick Fits they ufe Garlick and Ginger, given in Oyl 
or Butter. 
Remeaies out- To Cup they ufe Ventofoesy without Scarifications. They have 
ward and in- gQ^j Efcaroticks and Veficatories, made by ascertain Nut, the fame 
^^^ ' they chop or mark their Calicuts black with infiead of Ink. 

They apply Cauteries moft unmercifully in a MorJiJheen^ called 
fo by the Portugals^ being a Vomiting with a Loofnels ; the like is 
done in a Calenture. 

Phy tick here is now as in former days, open to all Pretenders ; here 
being no Bars of Authority, or formal Graduation, Examination or 
Proof of their Proficiency ; but every one ventures,and every one fuf- 
fers ; and thofe that are moft skilled,have it by Tradition,or former Ex- 
perience defcending in their Families ; not confidering either altera- 
tion of Tempers or Seafons, but what fucceeded well to one, they 
apply to all. 

In Fevers their Method is to prefcribe Copiers, till they have ex- 
tinguiflied the Vital Heat ; and if the Patients are fo robuft to con- 
quer the Remedies ufed to quench the Flame of the Acute Difeafe, 
yet are they left labouring under Chronical ones, as Dropfy, Jaun- 
dice , and 111 Habits , a long while before they recover their Pri- 
ftine Heat. 

They are unskilled in Anatomy, even thofe of the Moors who fol* 
low the ArahianSy thinking it unlawful to difled Human Bodies ; 
whereupon Phlebotomy is not underftood, they being ignorant how 
the Veins lye ; but they will worry themfelves Martyrs to death by 
Leeches, clapping on an hundred at once, which they know not how 
to pull off, till they have filled themfelves, and drop of their own 
accord. 

Chirurgery is in as bad a plight. Amputation being an horrid 
thing : Yet \ confefs it is ftrange to fee, that what Nature will efied; 
on fuch Bodies, Intemperance has not debauch'd. 

Pharmacy is in no better condition ; Apothecaries here being no 
more than Perfumers or Druggifts, at beft ; for he that has the bold* 
nefs to pradife, makes up his own Medipines, which are generally 
fuch Draughts, that if their owxi Energy work not, yet the very 
Weight muft force an Operation. 

They pretend to underftand the Pulfe, but the Urine they will 
not look on. 

I have feen a Barber undertake the Cure of a Bloody Flux, by 
pretending the Guts were difplaced, and laying the Patient on his 
Back, and gently tickling his Reins, thruft on ea^ fide the Ahdo* 

mem 
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• men with all his ftrength j then placing a Pot filled with dried Earth, Chap. lU. 
like that of Samos^ upon his Navel,, he made it faft by a Ligature ; ^^^^v^V-i 
and on fome Bodies thus treated he had gained Credit, but this died. 
Profper Alpinus mentions fomething Uke this ^mong the Egyptians. 

Here they will fubmit to Spells and Charms; and the Advice of 
Old Women. 

Here is a Brachmin Dodor who has raifed a good Fortune ; they 
pretend to no Fees, but make them pay in their Phyfick j and, think 
it Honour enough if you favour them with the Title of your Phy- 
ficianonly. r . ' 

This Brachmin conies every day, and feels every Maa's Pulfe in the The Conmry 
Fadory, and is often made ufe of for a Powder for Agues, which ^^^vGduu 
works as infallibly as tht Peruvian Bark ; it is a Preparation of Na- 
tural Cinnaher. Midwifry is in. efteem among the Rich and Lazy 
only; the Poorer, while they are labouring or planting, goafide as 
if to do their Needs, deliver tliemfel ves, waih the Child, and lay it 
in a Clout or Hammock, and return to work again. 

The Mixture of Cads or Tribes of all Jndia are diftinguiihed by The fevetai 
the different Modes of their binding their Turbats; which cannot Tribes how 
be found out prefently, there being foch variety of Obfervation. ^^wi. 

Amidft which it is time to return, to fee what Grace we are in The Eti^ff, 
among this divided Multitude: Our Ufage by the Pbarmaun J (or 1^*/?!^ 
Charter) granted fucceffively from their Emperors, is kind enough, cSSX. 
but the better, becaufe our Naval Power curbs them ; otherwfib 
they being prone to be imperious, would fubju^te us, as they do all 
others that are harnefi'd with the Apron-ftrings of Trade : Suppo* 
fing us then to bear the Face of Mini(i;ers of State, qis well as the fly 
Vifage of MeChanicks, (hey depofe (bmething of their Ferity, and 
treat with us in a more favourable Stile ; giving us the Preference 
before others here refident, and look on us with the fame Afpedt as 
they do on their great Omirahs. 

In Town there are many private Merchants that bear a Port equal 
to our Europe Companies, being only Fockeels or Fadors for mo- 
neyed Men up the Country, that drive as great a Trade a$ the Com- 
pany, yet dare not aflume that Liberty allowed us : We fortify our 
Houfes, have Bundeos or Docks for our Veflels, to which belong 
Yards for Seamen, Soldiers, and Stores: To that which belongs to 
tht Dutch is a fweet Garden, ihor'd up with Timber from the in- 
croaching River, with Arbors and Beds after the Europe Mode. 

Among the Rarities of our own Houfe I (aw an Unicorn's Horn^ tvhat fcarltiej 
not that of the Rhinoceros^ of which Cups are made and profered in the Engup^ 
for Sale here, and are relied on . to difcover Foyibn, if poured into ^^^^* 
them.

in the Air attributed to the Indifpofition of their Brain j but to me 
it appears a voluntary Adion, they not falling at all upon it, but 
after three or four Turns would fly, and repeat it as often as they 
lifted without any interruption in their Courfe, and when they feem- 
cd to direft themfelves to any place, without any Inclination to it, as 
an Irregularity , but rather out of Affedation ,- which notwith- 
ftanding cannot be taught any, but only thofe of this kind j no more 
than any other befides Carriers, ( which were here with blubber'd 
Nofes and of a Brown Colour) to carry Letters: Others walked 
on the Ground, with their Breafts bearing out, and the Feathers of 
their Tails fpreading like Turkies, bridlm^ their Heads fo that they 
were even with their Rumps ; this alfo is a peculiar Species, and not 
Artificial ; they propagate their own kind, and are of apiedColOTr 
From Siam are brought, hither little Cham fore Cocks with rutted 
Feet well armed with Spurs, which have a ftrutting Gate with 
them, the trueft mettled in the World ; they are generally White, 
with an Eye of Yellow. Here were Milk- White Turtles from Bif 
fir ah ^ Cockatooas and Iftwrics from Bantam^ as alfo a Cajpnoar that 

^^tom^Amidavad fmall Birds, who, befides that they are fpotted 
with White and Red no bigger thanMeafles, the principal Ghorifter

which burrow under the Houfes, and are bold enough to venture on 

Poultry, and make them their Prey : A M<mgoofe]s akin to a Ferret : 

5puirrels delicately ftreaked White and Black, run about the Houfe, 

and on top of Terrafles. Musk-Rats of the fame Colour , ihort- 

feeted, but a Span in length, their Bodies no thicker than a Moufe j 

they infeft the Houfes and Water-Jars with their Scent j from which 

laft all Care is taken to preferve them. Guiana, a Creature like a Cro- 

codile, which Robbers ufe to lay hold on by their Tails when they 

clamber Houfes. , - ^ -i , ^ . 

Venomons For Ink&s , Centipedes, Scorpions, and vaft Spiders j thefe lye 
Cnatwes. perdue, and often fet upon People unawares ; for the Venom of the 

two former, ^hey have Oy 1 made of each ; the firft is the worft, and 
often deadly,- the other works off after a buwring Fit of Four and 
twenty hours. Abroad in the Fields and Rivers are poyfonous 
Snakes 5 and here was lately a Woman^ as flie went to fetch Water 
* at the River, devoured by an Aligator .or Crocodile, though the 
Brachmins pretend to Charm them that they Ihall do no Mifcbief in 
this their Sacred River ; and this was given out to be a Judgment 
not otherwife to be expiated. 

Thea.r*Go. And now the Dutch Fleet being arrived at the River's Mouth 
vemor forced ( after having demoliflied the City St. nomas, near Fort St. George^ 
to oMnpiy jjjg French yielding on Difcretion >, they reftored us thePrifoners 
W. taken in the Engagement, having treated them very civilly : And 

the Governor was forced to go from Surat to Swaiy ( to the Dutch

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Xk)iiimodore, removed thither ) to intreat an Agreement ; the Cla- Chap. IIL 
mours of the Merchants being inftant , the Bufforah Fleet was in *-^'^/^N^ 
jeopardy, which they threatned to feize i but on his Appearance, 
and Auurance of Satisfadtion, all was falved Left tl^refore this 
ihould be judged too mean a pompliance, he paid a Vifit with all ~ 
his Pomp to our Deputy-Prefident, dill at SwaOy , though the £it- 
rope Shxps were gone, others from the South-Seas being expeded. 

Thus repairing the River after this Great Man, in order to repair 
aboard^hip, I beheld whole Droves of all Stxes and Ages coming 
. to waih in the River, which' is done twice a ^ay ; and the Fineft 
Dames of the Gentues difdained not to carry Water on their heads^ 
with fometimes two or three Earthen Pots over one another for 
Houihold fervice ; the like do all the Women of the Gentiles. 

On this fide the Water are People of another Offfpring than Tht ptrfyt. 
thofe we have yet mentioned ; thefe be called Parfeys^ who were 
made free Denizens by the Indians before the Moors were Mafters, 
and have continued to Inhabit where they firil fet Footing, not being 
known above Forty Miles along the Sea-coaft, nor above Twenty 
Mile Inland. It is likely thefe upon the overflow of the Scythians^ 
and their Irruption into Perfia^ were driven from thence as Fugitives 
to feek fre(h Habitations ; which, thofe furniflied with Boats from 
tht Perjian Gulf ^ might eafily efcape thither ; where they comply- 
ing with fome Propofitions, as not to Kill any Beads or living Crea* 
turesy and Conform to many of the Gm/i^ Ceremonies, were Enter- 
tained and allowed to live among them. 

Since the Moors have Subdued the Country, they think themfelves 
not obliged by the former Capitulation, they Feeding on both Fi(h 
and fhvi 9 and for that reafon were in hop^s of exemption from 
the prefent Poll, pretending their Law agreeable to the JUoors^ but 
that would not free them from the Tax. Thefe drink Winei and 
are of the Race of the Ancient Perfians. 

They Worihip the Sun, and keep at Munfarry^ a Delubriumi Wodhipdit 
where is always a Fire C ArA kindled by the Sun ) kept alive as the ^^^ 
Holy Veftal Nuns were wont ; they Adore all the Elements, and 
if at any time they go a Voyage, will not exonerate in the Sea, or 
on the Water, but have Jarrs on purpofe ; if their Houfes be on 
fire, they quench them not with Water, rather chufing to load them 
with Duft or Sand. 

Thefe Bury not their Dead, but expofe them in round Tombs ;nade 'fhey expofe 
on purpofe^ ( open on top, and walled high around, in diftind: Apar* thdr Dead to 
titions ) to the Vultures and ravenous Fowls to Entomb them ; and p*^?^™ 
to that end, in the middle of this Enclofurd is a Well for the Filth ^^ 
to drain, away ; t\» next of Kin, after the Body is put in, Watch 
aloof, to know what Part thefe Birds of Prey lay hold on, and 
from thence make their report of the future Blils, or ill State of the 
Peceafed. 

Thefe are fomewbat Whiter, and, I think, Naftier than the (7^^ Their manaer 
taes ; and Liv^, as they do^ all of a Family together ; as if the Fa- ^ '^'"C: 
ther be Living, then all the Sons that are Married, and Men grown, 
with their Wives and Children, houie it with the Father, and have 
a Portion of his Stock j if he die, or be abicnt^ the Elded Brother

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Letter III. has the RefpeA of the Father fliewn, and fo fucceffively ; they all 
^jT'^f^^^j Rifing up at his Appearance, and Sit not till he be Seated 

Thefe are rather Husbandmen than Merchslnts, not caring to (lir 

abroad; tlwy fupply.the Marine with Carts drawn by Oxen, the 

Ships with Wood and Water ; th« latter of which is excellent, 

drawn out of a Well at old SivaJIy; where, and at others, the 

Women put me in mind of Jac&Fs Well, and the Cuftom of old for 

them to draw Water, which though here it is fetched up by Oxen, 

yet elfewhere the Women draw in Jarrs, or Earthen Pott. The 

. Moors have it brought on Buffolds Backs, or elfe on Oxen ; which 

here alfo they ufe, as all over India^ inftead of Pack-horfes, their 

greateft Caphalds confiftin^ of them, Horfes being only for War or 

Pleafure , and the beft ot them Foreigners, and of great Prices ; 

fc} that 300 /. is but an eafy Rate for a good Perfian or Aral. 

Large MUk- Here are brought up large gallant Mi|k- White Oxen with Circling 

Whirtpxcn. Horns, artificially Modelled in Cafes, which they Tip with Silver, 

Gold , or Brafs , and make them fhine like Jet ; putting a Rope 
through their Noftrils, and an Headfial on them oi London Cioath,fur- 
rounding their Necks with Collars for Bells, Feeding them delicately 
as their Horfes ; and one of thefe fitted for a Coach, will Sell for 
30 or 40/. The other Oxen are Little, but all have a Bunch on 
their Neck ; and how they become Oxen is on this manner ; Their 
Religion not allowing them to Caftrate them , . they Bruife their 
Teflicles, not Geld them by Gutting them off when Young; 
which arifwers the intention as fully as the other. This kind t)f re- 
firaint upon Nature is exereifed on no Brutes but thefe, they never 
ofilering to deprive their Horfes of their Stones or Tails, which they 
always fufler to grow*; a Bobtailed Nag, or Gelding, being a» rare 
htftj as a Crop-eared Horfe, which never was feen. 
A Bi^fU. A Buffbla is of a Dun Colour,and are all as big as their largeft Oxen ; 

they love to wallow in the Mire like an Hog ; there are of them 
Wild, which are very Fierce and Mifchievous, Trampling a Man 
to Death, or Moiling him to Pieces with their Foreheads ; their 
Horns ajre careleily turned with Knobs around , being ufually fo 
ordered, or rather difordered ( for they retain no certain Form ) that 
they lie too much over their Heads to do any harm with them. Their 
Flefii is reckoned Hotter and Coqrfer than Beef,which is the moil com- 
mon Suftinence of the Moors ; as their Milk and boiled Butter is of 
the Gentues^i^iox did they not boil their Butter, it would be Rank, 
bpt after it has pafled the Fire, they keep it in Duppers the year 
round : On which D"* /9. G. in his Account of the Rarities of the 
Royal Society, has fufiiciently enlarged. 
Tbe Marlhes Here in the Marihes are brought up great fiore of Cattle of all 
keedCacde; forts; and though there lie flore of Aligators to and again^ they 

are feldome known to Prey either on them or their >¥ourg ; fo that 
what flir they make of Charming them, is but a pious Fraud of th» 
Bracbminsy they being a lazy fort of Amphibious Creature, feeding 
on Grafs as well as Filh, and I queftion whether ever their Appetite 
iland towards Fleih; 

The Mutton here is not much inferior to the Mutton of Englani^ 
for the Pallaty though as to its Wool, there is no compare* Cows 

Butter 
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Butter fometimes will be hard in the Gold Seafon, and look yellow, ChapJII* 
but they arrive not to the making of Cheefe, unlefs it be foft Chcefe, -''"V^'v. 
which pickled, our Seamen keep a good while, as they do their 
Achats. 

Here grow Carrots, Turnips, Rhadiihes ; Cabbage rarely, though The Growth 
Cole worts frequently ; Melons of all forts, and Betes : Wheat as rf thisPhce. 
good as the world afFbrds ; Rice, Barley , Millet, and Nuchanny ; 
Peafe and Beans ; Oyl-Trees , and Rape for Lamp Oyl ; ( only 
Wax- Candles for the Rich, by reafon of the warmth being to be 
ufed ). , 

Herbs for Salading are Purflain, Sorrel, Lettice, Parfley, Taren- 
tine. Mint, and Sc^, a fort of Spinach. 

Here Afparagus flouriih , as do Limes , Pomegranates , Geni- 
tins ; Grapes in abundance ; but the Moors fufier no Wine to be 
made. 

Fifli, Oifters, Soles, and /;y///M Mackerel, the River yields very 
good, and the Pools and Lakes flore of Wild Fowl ; peculiarly 
Brand Geefe, Colum, and Serais, a Species of the former ; in the 
Cold Weather they fhunning the Northern rigid Blafts, come yearly 
hither from Mount Caucafus h what is worth taking notice of, is 
their Afpera Arteria, wound up in a Cafe on both fides their Breaft- 
bone in manner of a Trumpet, fuch as our Waits ufe ; when it is 
fingle it is a Serafs, when double a Colum, making a greater Noife 
than a Bittern, being heard a great while before they pan be feen, 
flying in Armies in the Air. 

As we came nearer 5wa//y, Groves o( Braii-Trees prefent them- c'^^'^^^^jr 
felves; from whence the F^ryeyj draw Wine akin to Toddy, which ^sMU^ 
after the Sun is up, contrads an Eagerneis with an heady Quality ; and Seamen 
fo that thefe places are feldom free from Soldiers and Seamen of the J^f^^^ 
Moors, which fometimes meeting with ours , there happen bloody 
Frays, efpecially if the Quarrel be about Strumpets, who -here ply 
for their Fares : The like difputes are fometimes among the Euro- 
peans themfelves, and then they make fport for the Parfeys upon the 
Trees, who have the diyerfion of 'the Conibatants ; as Boxing 
among the Englijh j Snicker-Sneeing among the Dutch \ ripping one 
anothers Bellies open with ihort Knives ; Duelling with Rapiers 
among the French ; Sword and Dagger among the Portugals, 

Coming to the Marine,' befide the Dutch Fleet and Englifh Ships, VaatArd 
wer6 Four Arabs with Red Colours, like Streamers , Riding in the ^P' 
Hole. Thefe are true Rover&both by Sea and Land j they arc con- 
flantly upon the Plunder with the Portugals^ but care not to engage 
where nothing is to be gotten but Blows, wafting thofe Places that he 
mod open on the Sea-coa(l and Unguarded. 

Thefe have lately fitted themfelves with good flout Ships ztSurat^ 
their own Country fupplying them with no Materials for Building ; 
the non-payment whereo/, according to the Contract with the Go- 
vernor, at prefent has put a flop to their increafe that way in Ship- 
ping ; and has kindled matter for farther alarming the Merchants : 
ror the Governor^ for his fecurity, has feifed the Imaum^s Vockeel^ 
nor intends he to enlarge him till the uttermoft Gosheek be paid.

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Letter Ilf. On this Pretence they begin to interrupt the Merchants on the 

Seas, feifing their Veftels, and furniihing themfelves at cheaper 
Rates. 

Nor does their late Enterprize over the Portugals make them lefi 
formidable ; fo that if they be not checked by thefe Knights of 
Lisioa^ they will infed this Ocean, no lefs than the Moors of Algiers^ 
Turn and Tripoly^dotht Narrow Seas in the MeJiterraHeoM^cfpccisilly 
the Gklf of Perjia^ in whofe Mouth they are conveniently feated, and 
villainoufly inclined; in which it concerns them to omit no Dili- 
gence. 

Having flaid here (ince the clofe of the Rains , all the Cold 
Seafon, and beginning of the variable Winds, which are fent hither 
to qualify the Heats before the fall of the Rains (they blowing very 
high) I left the mod frequented Port in IfiJia^ and the only one 
on this G)a(l the Mogul has. 

It is a Corporation exempt from ;any Jurifdidion but the Empe- 
ror's ; though it be but the fecond City of the Province, and within 
this laft Century, by the concourfe of the Europeans y advanced froni 
a Fiihing Town to be fo great an Empory. 

Ro Healy a Mile beyond it on SwaJly fide, was once before it, now 
abandoned to Seamen and Waihermen : The Cuftomers then paid 
half to the Portugals^ who once a-year came with their Proj/oes and 
received their Levies ; fince this is become of more note, « it is better 
looked after by the Mogul ^ than that was by the Emperor of 
Camiaia. 

It has for its Maintainance the Incomes of Thirty fix Villages ; 
over which the Governor fometimes prefides, fometimes not, being 
in the Jaggea or Diocefs of another ; who fail not once a-year to fend 
to reap the Profit, which is received by the Hands of the Dejfe or 
Farmer , who fqueezes the Countryman, as much as the Governor 
does the Citizen : Corn being diftributed among them for fo much 
Earth as they Till, which at the time of Harveft is not carried home, 
before the Dejie hath taken Three parts, leaving no more for their 
pains, and to fow the Land again, than One. 

The Bufinefs of the Cnftoms, as we have already faid, is ordered 
by the Chief Cuftomer, who has Chodies in ail Inland Parts to re- 
ceive Toll, and is refponfible to none, only the Emperor. 

To govern the Province, Mahmud Emir Caun is entrufted, the Sofi 
of Emir Jemla^ who eftablifhed Aurenzeeb in his Throne. 

His Metropolis is at -^wi^tfi/tf^, the Chief City of Guzerat: Who 
notwithftanding he has vaft Forces, Wealth and Territories, is not 
able to quell the Coolies from pilfring, Seva 6i from plundring, and 
the Outlawed Rafpoots from difpoiling , where-ever they pleafe to 
defcend in Companies from the Mountains , or Troops out of the 
Defart of Sinda : Though none of thefe, nor all joined tc^ether, can 
cope with him in a pitched Field, but only by Thievery and Surprize : 
Wherefore when any Caphala or Treafure pafi^s, they hire Soldiers to 
guard it, otherwife they are liable to be made a Prey. 

Were thefe Difficulties removed, Surat, as if Nature had defigned 
her both by Sea and Land the Scat of Traffick, would have nothing 
to hinder htr from^ being the compleateft Mifirefs thereof in the 
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whole World : If the Difpofition of the People be confidered, what Chap. lY. 

Mafters they are of this Faculty, of Buying at fmall, and Vending at ~ 

great Rates, both Native and Exotick Wares ! The fordid Penury of 

the Banyans that live poorly and meanly, yet worth a King's Exche- 

quer; and notwithftanding the Governor often finds obcafioato 

fleece them, yet by the quicknels of Merchandife paffing thorough 

this City, they recruit on a fiiddain. 

The commodioufneis of the River fer ving to bring Goods in from 
Europe^ Afia^ Africa and America ; the long continued Current from 
the Inland parts through the vaft Wildernefles of huge Woods and 
Forefts, wafts great Rafts of Timber for Shipping, and Building ; 
and Damar for Pitch, thefip^ft kxAtABitumtn (if it be not a Gum 
orRofin) I ever met with. 

And if the King's Fleet be but ordinary , coniidering fo great a 
Monarch and thefe Advantages, it is becaufe he minds it not ; he 
contenting himfelf in the enjoyment of the Continent, and ftyles the 
Chriftians Lions of the Sea ; faying ^that God has allotted that Un- 
liable Element for their Rule. 

They have not only Cair^Tarn made of the Cecoe for Cordage, but 
good Flax and Hemp; and Iron from the Mountains of the South: 
So that it may be concluded, for the Benefit of an Harbour, for the 
Difpofitions of the Natives, for a convenient Supply (or more truly 
Abundance ) of all things , for a due imployment of them ; but 
above all , for the Commodities Export^ , and the Riches Im- 
ported, Surat cannot be fellowed in InJia.

fSrings me with a New Veputj^(j9lfemor from Surat to Bom« 
bairn, and fends me to the Mogul^i General at Jeneah. 

TH £ Fourth of April 1 6ys. arriving at Bomhaim with Mr. Gjf" 
ford^ he was reinftated Deputy-Governor of that Ifland ; 
Captain Shaston in this interim having his Sword demanded front 
him by the Governor, and had been under Confinement ; being 
bound toanfwer an Indidment, wherein he was accufed of Abet* 
ting the Mutinous Soldiers. 

For whofe Trial, after a long endeavour to bring him to acknow- Opcun shms^ 
ledgment, was ereded a fele<2 Court of Judicature, andanAttorny ^«fi«tlioin€. 
oroered to impeach him , who with fonje borrowed Rhetorick en- 
deavoured to make him appear a Second Catiline ; but he cleared 
himfelf fo handfomely of all Objedions (being fick at that time the 
Stirs were, and having no reference to him, their Complaints being 
of another nature, as the taking Money for more than could be paf^ 
fed current again, and other like pretended Exadions) that they had 
no more to anfwer, than that it ihould be referred to the Company i 
before whom he muft perfonally appear, and therefore was ordered 
home, but was prevented by Death at the end of his Voyage : Other- 
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Letter III. wiie he would have made it plain ^ Envy had underhand worked^ 
<jrsr>L what (he durft not attempt boldly on a Man of Honour ; and iat 

no other Reafon, than that he underflood himfelf a$ a Soldier, and 
in that point would-be known. 

By this Man's Misfortune might have been feen the diflike that 
the Company^s Servants bear towards any of equal poife with 
themfelves, and not of that Rank ; for thereby they count they arc 
injured, having others put over thor heads, as 'tis termed ; but if by 
chance they convince them of their Folly, it becomes a Crime us- 
pardonable : The firft ground of this Quarrel being upon uoneceflary 
Appendices to the Fort , as Palli£idoes in Mud, to contrived, thit 
they were rather a means to take than defend it, which afterwards 
were all waihed away by the Rains ; to tbele ibme Defpight being 
added (he being a Man fliarp in his Jefls, and blunt in Coui:^ ) it 
never ended, till it proved as fatal as Remm^s leaping ovei his firo» 
ther Rcmuhu his Ditch, caft for a Trench about Old Ibme. 
A 5#^7>r/ii/# Few days had been fpent afore a SeaTortoife was hrou^ to the 
^•"* Fort, in Length Sue Feet, the content of his Hut near two Buflieis, 

reckoning only that part with which his Back is fhielded, being an 
huge Shell of a brown G>kHir ; never to be made tranfparent as thofe 
come from the Smtb-Seas are, nor eaiily to be crackt by any weight ; 
for ^periment, I and two more got upon it, ^nd the T0rt$ife un* 
concerned carried us : Its Head is biicated with Scales, the Neck 
reaching as far as the Hut , ibft and undefenfible ; the Fins are 
four, placed inftead of Legs, by which it crawls as wellas fwims ; 
the Belly is covered with a Breaft-plate called the Callafee^ foft and 
whitifli in refped of the Backr^^ce or Odlifet ; its Tail is ibort and 
wreathed like a Serpent s ; altogether it is as lovely as a Toad : It 
(ighs like a Woman, and weeps like a Child ; being taken and turned 
on its back, it is fhiftleis. 
TheFaUtof I csufed it to be opened, and examined its Heart, which (con- 
io having trary to the Opinion of the Vulgar) is but One, they ajflirmiog it to 
^^^'^ be Three, grounded on this Miftake ; the Auricles being larger than 

in other Creatures, equalling almoft the Ventricles and whole Body 
of the Heart, which is bigger in proportion than belongs to fbch an 
Animal, being as large as an Ox's } whk:h might, be the reafon of 
itsPufilanimity : The Veins and Arteries were filled with Currents 
of cold Uack Blood : It participates more of Flefli than f ifli, of a vi^ 
viparous than oviparous Ofl^pring, yet lays imperfect Eggs withouc 
a Cruft (only covered with a Membrane, being moft Yolk) buried 
by it in the Sands, to receive from the Sun's faS^at the perfedion of 
tiiietr Hatching ^ as the Eggs of Efyft from Furnaces ^ or others 
Irom Donghifls) : Itfpawns them as Filh do, in huge quantities, as 
much at one time as will more than fill a Seaman's Bonnet (cverjr 
one being as big as an Hen's Egg) By them aboard Ship they an or« 
dered ]i& buttered Eggs of a Fowl , thoog;h nearer akin do a Ser- 
pent's, hanging together as ttiofe da « 

For this end they come alhore, and wlien pirfued, caft up with 
their Claws a Cloud of Stud to Uind their Enemies ; when o?eccaioea 
fomeareibbig, four men can hardly turn tton; 

It 
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It is fuppofed they feed on the Grafs or Oaz on Land, or at the Letter III. 
bottom of the Ocean ; and from the Fable of the Three Hearts, fprings C^VN^ 
the <3onceit of its Tripartite Community, of Fift, and Flefli , and 
Fowl ; the outward Covering being Shelly, the inner Meat Carnous^ 
its way of preferving its kind being by Eggs, as the Feathered Fowl 
do : To me it feems ( though the Flefli be highly extolled for the 
tafte and colour of Veal } neither Fifli^ nor Fleih , nor good Red 
Herring. 

It bears the Vogue for altering the Blood ; wherefore good in Scur- J^ P*^ ^ 
vies got by bad Air and Diet in long Voyages, and for the Running ^"^^*' 
of the Reins by impure Copulation ; for which 'tis ufed as an un- 
doubted Cure , purging by the Genitals an Oily vifcous Matter of a 
Yellow hew, if fed upon conftantly for thirty days j reftoring the 
decayed Vigour of the Body, and giving it a grace and luftre as ele- 
gant, as Viper Wine does Confumptive Perfons, or worn-out Pro- 
ilitutes. 

About this time the Prefident put in execution a Projed: for the 
advancing the Ifland Bomhaim ; wherefore an Envoy was fent to ex- 
plore the Paflage through &eva Gi'^s Country into the Confines of 
Duccan ; but returned with a fruitiefs Account, only making farther 
work for me. 

One of the Moguls Generals over Seventeen thoufand Horfe, and 
Three thoufand Foot^and Governor ofjcffcah (the Chief City of that 
Kingdom ) having occafion for one of my Fund:ion , on St. George^ 
pay I was commanded by the Honourable Gerald Aungier^ with only 
Oral Inftrudions, to embarque on a Bomhaim Boat of Twelve Oars 
aad a Steer Vman, waited on by two of the Governor's Servant^» 
four Moor PeonSy a Portuguez^ my own Servants, a Brachmin for Lin- 
guift, an Horfe- keeper , eight Coolies to my Palenkeeny a dozen 
Fraffes for Lumber, and one Horfe. 

Thus equipped, I left Bomhaim about Three in thq Afternoony Take Boat for 
and the fame Night about Nine Anchored on this fide Tanaw^ where ^«^^*»* 
in our paflage were vifible a great way off, on the tops of the Moun* 
tains ,' feveral Fortrefles of Seva Gis , only defenfible by Nature, 
needing no other Artillery but Stones, which they tumble down up- 
on their Foes, carrying as certain deflruc^ion with them as Bullets 
where they alight : The next Morning, with only fending my Ser- 
vant aihore to acquaint the Rendero^ I quitted the Pafs ; and a Mile 
beyond the City deferted Baf;fiiH River on the left , and took our 
Courfe up a fpacious Navigable River, which makes the Ifland of Ba-^ 
^in^ the Banks of w hich are low and fruitful ; on both fides are 
placed {lately Aldeas^ and Dwellings of the Portugal Fidalgos i till 
on the Right, within a Mile or more of GuOeaH^ they yield pofleflioa 
to the Neigbouring Seva G/,at which City(the Key this way into that 
Rebels Country) Wind and Tide favouring US| we landed at about 
Nine in the Morning, and were civilly treated by the Cuftomer in his * 
Choultry y till the Havaldar could be acquainted of my arrival ; who 
immediatly ordered me a great Mofch for my reception, whence I 
ient the Brachmin to complenient 'him, and deliver the Prefidents 
Letter. 
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Letter III. Who ttodcrflanding my Bufinefs, defired the favour of me to vifit 

>^v^Vi himf and there ihouM attend on me Ibme of hb Friends that were 

K^f *25Ju dif»fed ; * «»fi*y condcfccnded , thinking to procure my DifpatcW 

guIm. with more fpeed ; which fucceeded alike, I receiving his Cbitty or 

PafSt with two Guides to direA us through the Q>untry. 

Early therefore the next Morning I left the moft Glorious Ruins 
the MahmmtMs inDuccaM ever had occafion to deplore : For this Citj^ 
once the chief Empory, excelled hot only in Trade, but the general 
consequent, Sumptuoufnefi;, if the Reliques of the Stately Fabricks 
may add Credit to fuch a belief; which Reliques,notwithfianding the 
Fury of thd Portngals^ afterward of the MppU^ fmce of Seva Gi^ and 
now lately again of the Mogml^ (whofe Flaa& were hardly exringuifh^ 
ed at my being here, and the Governor and People on that fcore being 
prepared more for Flight than Defence at prefent) are-ftill the extant 
Marks of its priftine Height : The remaining Buildings having 
many Stories of fquare facing Stones, and the Mofques, which are 
numerous, of the fame, abating little of their ancient Luftre, being 
all watered with delicate Tanks ; about which are coftly Tombs 
with their diflinA Chappels or Mofques, where formerly the AfMU 
Ubs had fat Penfions to pray for' the departed Souls, which is main- 
tained by them as efficacious $ wherefore they covet Funerals in the 
moft confpicuous Places, which the Pleafant Summer houfes hanging 
over here,caufe theie Places to be; the unemployed People of theTown 
daily wafting their time in thefe inviting Varieties ; which is the on« 
ly thing pleads for their continuance, Scva 6i as a Gentu being other- 
wife inclinable to raze them ; yet purpofely to pervert them from 
the ufe of the Donors, and Intention of the Founders, orders thent^ 
to be converted into Granaries, efpecially thofe within the City. 

The Houfestheprefent Inhabitants kennel in aremean^ the Peo- 
ple beggarly, i>yreafon of thefe Hoftile Incurfions. 
s^tftrwardto By Twelve at Noon having journey'd over Rocky, Barren, and 
gj^» the Parched Ways, I came to InmaBy^ Three Courfe, or Seven Mile and 
toS^dde- *" ^®^^J *^^ Seafon of the Year ( the Heats being now moft vio- 
flxoyed. lent } as well as the Time of the Dzy not permitting us any longer 

tacndure their Extremity, I never Uaid for Licenfe, but fhaded my 
felf under a Wooden Mofque , the only Strudure (landing in the 
Town, it fufiering the fame Fate with GuBeanjiTk^ was then reaking iff 
its Aihes,the Moguls hxmy laying wafte all in their Road^both Villages, 
Fodder, and Corn ; and for their Cattel they drive them along with 
them, and take them, their Wives and Children for Slaves ; fo that 
none efcape, except thofe that can fly fafteft,or hide themfelves in the 
Woods, which they alfo fet on fire, to leave them deftitute of thofe 
Recedes. This G0m or Town ftood in a large Grove of Mangoes^ on 
the Bank of a deep Creek, which though at this time fordable, yet I 
believe the Rains may fwell into a Torrent. 
Thence to Having refreflied my felf and Coolies , I hired an Qx, they com* 

u»9rbar. plaining they bad too much Burthen, travelling more advifedly 1^ 

Moonmine, ( through a better Soil, and more exchange, as AraUe 

Ground, Heaths^ Forefis, and Woods, feme of which were on Fire 

two or three Miles together ) from Six till Twelve, when we took 

up our Reft at a poor Village called Moorbar , fiy Courfe from 

^ IntwaOy : 
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IntmaOy : This place was noc able to attord us an Houfe or Shed^ but Chap. IV, 
We were forced to creep imo one of their G>ttages, half finiCbed, ^i-^^^'-V^Vi 
they thatchidg it with Bents (helving firom the Ridge down to the 
Bottom on boidi fides, no bigger than a Man might carry. 

I kept the Coolies to their Watch, ootwithftanding their hard Fotoetobiep 
bays labour, as well to keep Tigres and Wild Beafis from us, as ^^ 
Thieves and Robbers : The day following I ftaid here till Four in 
the Afternoon to avoid the Soukrinefs of the Weather, which I could 
hardly do where I was lodged, there being no Air ; which caufed me 
to remove out of the Town at Sun rife to the left of two pitiful 
X^ks belonging thereto ; they being all here ignorant Idolaters, and 
Husbandmen, every one chufing his own God ; no Family being 
without fome Pan Damrm^ or Incuhus ; which they paint with hide- 
ous Forms, bedaub with (linking Oil , and offer the Fruits of the 
Earth to : Molt Abominably Superfiitious , that an ill At^ury (hall 
detain them idle a whole day, though they and their Houlhold miift 
ilarve, if they work not ; fuch as an Hare eroding the Way, or a 
Crow on the Left hand. They have no publick-F^^^^, or Place of 
Worfiiip, befides thefe tanks ^ where they wa(h and burn their Pead; 
giving me a Nofegay of one of their Carkafes^ before I got my Break* 
faft , as I lay to repofe under a Tree $ which made me range fo^ 
Game^ and difperfe my Servants for Provant, being otherwife likeljr - 
to go without ; they living upon Batty j or Seeds of Grafi, eating 
neither Fi(h nor Flefli , neither indeed have they any , unlels by 
chance ; for after my Purveyors had made diligent feardi, with much 
iado they purchafed one Heo, tho feveral Villages were in fight, and 
all of them greedy enough to take Money , bad they had Provi- 
fions. It is all Plowed Land hereabouts, but Seva Gi comniionly 
reaps the Harveft , leaving hardly fo much to the Tillers as will 
keep Life and Soul together. 

And now going to fet out, I began by the murmurings of the Coo* The Goidet 
ties to underftand that the Guides^l^ing jealous of falling into the Ene- ^^ ^ «boii& 
my's hands, had a defign to lead us about ; (but every one befides the 
'Ca$ms Peons being Strangers, and they fearful to difcover themfelves, 
we were perfuaded to refignour felvesto their G>ndud) over Hilly, 
but none of the woril Ways ; two or three Miles together they are 
all burnt, bearing nothing but withered Benty-Grals, which buminj 
afore the Rains,benefits the Ground much; and are now out of diftruj 
the Moguls ihould Forrage their Army here. 

Below this, we pajfled over a fine Meadow checquered with Pul- 
ling Brooks, and three Villages, much about an equal di(bnce one 
from another : And now the broken Ribs of thefe lofty Mountains 
^n fo far ofT at Sea all along from Cape Comory; as if founded for an 
Aicent unto the Skies, b^in to be diicovered by our near approach ; 
when Night interpofing her black Vail between our Eyes and theni, 
they became veiled with a more benighted Darknefi than hung over 
IIS ; which ferved as a fable Ooud to direA us to Debir^ by iSeveii 
a Oock at Night, nine G>urfe from our lall Stage, feated at the end 
of a large Plain, at the foot of that Chain of Hilk fuppofed to crois 
the Tauruty treodiog through the Continent ifmh and Sonth^ as that 

does 
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Letter HI. does Eafi and Wefii it is by mofl Geographers concluded to be 

t-i^^N/*'^^ Mount Sephir^ here called the Gaot. 

Come to -pe- We found them all in Arms, not fuffering their Women to ftir out 

Town^^i^ of the Town Unguarded to fetch Water, being accuftomcd ta 

continual Alarms; Which cautioufnefs obliged them to ufher me 
into the Market-place, by a fmall Party which lighted on me in their 
Rounds ; when I fent vayGulleon Peon , one of our Guides, with' 
his Matters Cbitty^ or Pafs, to the Governor, who received it 
kindly, and gave me leave to be my own Quartermaftcr ( little 
Complements being expected from Soldiers ). 

My Company, as well as my felf, being Tired, and now ftiff with 
a little Reft allowed them till the return of the Peofty we were not wil- 
ling to be at niore pains to feekfor a better Tnn, than what a fakier 
had taken up before us f but we rouzed a Lion, who had juft been 
lain afleep with Bang^ who opened with fuch a Clamour, that I was 
afraid it would have brought all the Watch about us, had they not 
been in the fame tune, calling on one another, as Children when the 
Light is out, do for fear i beating their Drums, and founding their 
Trumpets ( Shriller than the ^tf^rj, and more Tuneable) all Night 
long; by which means, and my Quarrelfome Inmate, I could 
compofe my felf to no Qutet ; though for the latter, at length I 
thought of an Expedient, plying him with Arack till his Tongue re- 
folved its felf in Silence, which was much more grateful than his 
Bawling. 

The next Morning when Day had cleared our Eyefight, I faw the 
Idol, this Drunken Prieft Adored, hard by me ; it was thick and 
ibqrt, Carved in Stone, of a Monftrous Vifage, whisking his Tail 
over'his Head ; the upper Parts to the Wafte,were Painted with Red ; 
it infulted over another ugly Creature it trod on ; it was of a Sooty 
Colour, and Swam in ftreams of Oil ; yet it called in a great many 
Devotes^ who came to pay their Salams. 

I fent to the HavalJar^ to know when he would Pafs us up the 

Gaot ; \yord was brought he was not awake, having been up all 

Night ; in the interim therefore, I Walked about the Town, which

fes them to have the greater Force, and makes it the Refidence of 
an Havaldar^ who is a kind of petty General : Changing the Town 
for the open Fields, I was led to a Grove of Mangoes and Thamarinds^ 
at the end of which, wasaMofque, and a great many Tombs of e:i^- 
cellent Stone, Demolilhedj one of which they remember with Re- 
fped, by the Name of MeleclhBuryy a great Warrior 5 however, 
that which pleafed me moft of all, was a fudden furprize, when they 
brought me to the wrong fide of a pretty Square Tank, or Well, 
with a Wall of Stone, Bread high ; where expecting to find it cove- 
red with Water, looking down five Fathom deep, I faw a clutter of 
Women, very Handfome, waiting the diftillingof the Waterfront 
its dewy fides ; which they catch in Jarrs, and conftahtly carrying 
it away, leave it only weeping : It is cut out of a firm Black Marble 
Rock up almoft to the Topi with broad Steps to go dowa 

Now 
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Now we could not only fee their Forts, but hear alfo the Watch* Chap. IV. 
men from their Garifons atoft, fomc Five hundred, forae more, fome J^^TV 
fewer Men, toand again among the Hills, the main ftrength of this au7bo«t. 
Prince confiding in thefe ; coming back I found my troublefome 
Comrade very Merry, and packing up his Houfiioldfiuff, his BMg^ 
bowl, and Hubble Bubble^ to go along with me, before I had got- 
ten leave from tht Havatdar^ who had newly fent word be was 
ready to receive me. 

I made him not tarry long, following the Meflenger, who brought 
me into the mkldle of a ragged Regiment, diflinguifliable from the 
McguPs on that fccMre, but more peculiarly by their Hair appearing 
on both Ears under their Pickeries ; their Weapons are much alike, 
though to me they give more caufe of Laughter , tlian Terror 
^ confidering the awkwardneis of their wearing them ) notwith- 
guiding they are the Inftruments of Death. 

When I came before the Governor, I found him in State, though *^**^ ^* 
under an Hovel ; where were many Brachmins with Accompt- Books, ^^ '"' 
writing at ibme diftance ; nearer, his Privy*Council^ with whom; 
he feemed to Advife : I was placed on his Left hand, and defired 
my Interpreter to acquaint him my Errand, withal intreating his Fa* 
vour for my fecure paffing the HiU : He made it a piece of difficulty, 
and told me I muft return to Bimly for Orders, to whofe Havaldar 
he was accountable, not to him ofGul/een ; which was within half a 
days Jouray from whence I fet forth. Hearing this I bore my felf as 
fedately as I could, having been informed of the advantage th^ take 
of a difturbed Countenance ; and fweetned him with his own Au- 
dhority being fuificient, telling him of his Matter's Kindnefi to the 
Bnf^ijh^ and their Friendfliip towards him ; which worked him to a 
yielding Temper ; yet he fcrupled my Canifitfy or Trunk, might be 
lined with Pearl, my Horfe fold to the Enemy, hoping to (tide fome- 
what out of me ; I replying. What I had brought were at his liberty 
to fearch, and that I went only on an amicable account to Cure a 
Sick Ferfon, and Ihould be as ready to ferve him, if required , his 
Fury was quite pawled ; but perceiving an hungry look to 
hang on them all, and fufpeding left they ihould ferve me 
fome Dog-trick , I made a fmall Prefent , and he Signing the 
Pafs, difmifled me with a Buhdle of F41M, the ufual Ceremony at 
Parting. 

Being clear, I could not fo readily (hake off my Fakier^ he would ^^^ ^ 
march with me; when we were not gone above two Gourfe^ or ^ 
diree Miles, the Liquor working out by his Walking, he beg;an to 
grow weary, and called out for the Horfe, which I had caufed the 
Portugueze to Mount, which he took in fuch dudging, feeing him- 
felf on Foot, and him on Horfeback^ that he turned Tail, and 
went back again to his Vomit, without bidding adieu* 
• And now our mighty Task began to try our Feet, as well as weary A ttoubie- 
our Eyes : I not caring to hazard my felf longer in my Palenkeen^ StttCf'& 
alighted, and though 1 thought it a work impoflible to conquer, I ^"^ 
put the beft faoe on it I could, tarrying till they were all together, the 
better to chear thent The Coolies providing themfd ves with Staves, 
diftnifted dot Ofriy their own Legs^ but the Ground they went on,

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Letter III. it having for&ken many a tall Tree around us ; fome holding by the 

mouldring Earth with half their Roots bare» others half buried in 
Pits they never grew in, lay expe<^ing their quondam Neighbours 
downfaL 

TheMonkiei xhe bufy Apes, the Forlorn hope of thcfc declining Wojods, 
ifrjgbted. deeming no place fafc where they beheld us, made (Irange Levaltoes 

with their hanging Brats from one Bough to another. Chattering an 
Invafion ; but thefe faw us prefently exalted beyond their Bowers, 
and feared us from above, as much as we to falute them below : 
Thus far was pafi&ble enough, when the Sun levelled himfelf unto 
our Steps, and we looked for Day beneath us. Here I made a fecond 
paufe, and promifed them Nedar in the Skies ;- this proved but a 
faint Cordial to the Frajfes^ who failed afore they got a quarter up; 
for whoAi after I had provided ( the Moon affifting us witli a lefs 
parching Light) I found my Hands as neceflary to Clamber as my 
Feet, Travelling on all Four ; the Stones were laid ftep by (lep, but 
in little order ; and now fo deep, that it differed little from Perpen- 
dicular, only by the winding of the Mountain ; and fo Narrow, that 
Two Men could not pals abreaft ; where chiefly were laid Trees 
and TimbeiVto make work for the Army, ihould they attempt this 
Way ; which forely increafed our trouble^being the firft Ad venturers^ 
beiide the danger we incurred of being Aflaulted from above, they 
not yet knowing who we were* To look down q[iade my Brains turn 
round ; over my Head pendulous Rocks threatned to Entomb me. 
AmVi fiom We had not gone long thus, before the Cry came, the 0^ was 
*5Habcmy fj^ii^j, . >j^j|5 ^^11 ijg x^Q^ not the place where I was in, for the 

cn^own the leaft lapfe had irrecoverably whirled him to the bottom : Arguments 
ftccipice were too weak to perfuade the Coolies to go back to him to help him ; 

I therefore proceeded to Threats, which made Two of them return 
to his Aid : I confeis the fenfe of their hard Labour urged me to 
pity; the Anguifliof which extorted Tears from fome, unfeafonable 
at this time to take notice of to them ; we had only this Comfort, 
the Even was Calm and Serene, and we were mounted beyond the 
humble Mifts, which we could difcern fluiShiating againfl the impe* 
netrable Promontories ; which may be the reafon fometimes ( they 
fay ) Men and Oxen are hurled down the Precipice by fudden Gufis, 
when they are exalted to the Clouds, and they break with too great 
an Impetuofity : For all this Light we feemed Obfcured, the fplen- 
dour of the Moon being (haded by the fides of the Mountains^ which 
appeared here all Marble. 

The Horfe ( being a Turky one) made the beil fhift of all, and was 
more forward than convenient, pelting us with great Stones his 
Hoofs had removed, which caufed us to retard his hafte, and leave 
him to come laft. 

About Nine a Clock at Night the Moon ihone over our Heads^ 
more joyful at her prefence, than her feignedly beloved Endimion z 
An hour after we came tired to the Brow, through a narrow Cavern 
cut out of the main Rock ; here being no Guard, the noife of the 
Army being over,! was the fecond Man Trampled on the Top,half an 
hour after the Palenkeen came,and all the reft within two hours more : 
Here I wasas good as my word^ and diftributed Arack among them, 

which 
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which made them^ for all theilr tedious Tug, run amain to the next Chap. IV 
Town Oppagaot ; where early in the Morning I crowded under an i«^*'^^'*w 
Old Shed. 

This Gur or Hill is reckoned four Courfe up (every Cburfe being The heighth 
aMile and half): From whence is beheld the World beneath all fur- ^*«Moim. 
Itdiwith Qouds/the Carulean Ocean terminating the Horizon, the 
adjacent Iflands bordering on the Main, the Mountains fenced with 
horrible Gulphs, till ftrange Vertigoes prejudicate Fancy, not daring 
longer to be made a Spedator : The bandying Eccho ftiil perfecutes 
with terrible repeated Sounds,* meeting freih Objeds to reundulate 
if, though at the greater difiance, being yet enclofed with Moun- 
tains, which they maintain as Fortrefles ; and I can give no reafon 
why they do not this Entry alfo, unlefs becaufe it is fo contrived that 
Ten Men may keep down Ten thoufand. * 

Here is a fenfible alteration of the Air : The Dawn of the Morning, Altetation of 
and latter part of the Night, 'twas fliarp, cold, and piercing; fo ^ui^'**^ 
that all I gathered about me would fcarce keep me warm ; and all ^ 
the Day there were fine cool Briezes, though below we were almoft 
choaked with foultry Heats: The Reafon whereof I judge to be, be- 
caufe the High Mountains reverberate the flowing Particles of the 
Armofphere ; as we fee the Rocks do Water more flrongly, by how 
much more force the Waves aflail them ; fo .here the Air ( which is 
thicker below) driven againfl; thefe Hills breaks off in Flurries, which 
feeking to retire into their own Ocean, mitigate the violence of the 
Heat in their paflage, by fanning as it were the Air ; by which means^ 
and the Sun's ratifying the Mifty Vapours, they are left pure, and fall i . 

at Night in more limpid Dews to cdol and refrelh the Earth : To 
which Senfe fings Lucan^ 

Fulminihus proprior terra fuccenditur aer^ 
Imaque teHnris ventos traSufyue corufcos 
Flammarum accipiunt : Nuies exceJit Olympus. 

Moreover, Bogs and Fens are rirely found to foil the Air, or pen in 
the Heat for want of ventilation. 

This is a fad Starvliog Town; to it belongs a Suhidar^ or Cu- Q^^f^t 
ftomer ; who blown up with the confidence of half a dozen Bill^men, j^^^ 
thought to have compelled me to ftay till the Governor of the Caftle 
ihould examine my Cocket^ which he had fent him by the HavaU 
dar : I ordered him to fend it with one of the Gulean Peons j but he 
made Anfwer, the Governor having been up all Night, was not 
then at leifure. While we were talking, a Drove oiCamhies (Hinds]) 
pafled with Provifions on* their Heaos for the Otftle; and I having 
(laid till Three in the. Afternoon, not getting any other Anfwer, I 
commanded the Coolies to march , though the Suhidar prohibited 
and kept them from following them with my Men and Arms, as 
Carbines and Blunderbufles ; and the Governor not coming as he 
told my Feons they would , by Four, I difmifled the Gulean Peons^ 
they daring to go no farther } and if there were farther occafion for 
a Pals, to bring it after me ; thereby fniftrating their Intention^ 
which was to retard me, whereby to make their Booty of me. 
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They dnrft no more than curfe 9 for all I departed without Jetve, 
taking my Goorfe into a deep Valley, which winded and turned like a 
River, and I believe is one in the Rains : Half way we met another 
Cafhala of Oien laden with Provifioos, hardly efcapiog the MoguFs 
Army, wluch they told us was not far afore us : My Coolies more 
jealous of the Villany cSSeva Gts People than my felf, made hafh^ 
and by Ten at Night arrived at Aumiegaum^ Ten Courfe. i i • 

From whence Mmklis Cawfs Men had driven all away with a Par* 
ty of his Horfe, only one Fakier^ who had fet up his Standard in a 
Shop in the BiOMur^ next to whom I (hrowded my felf under one of 
the fame Stalk : Before Five in the Morning, for fear of farther In* 
terruption, I polled hence, up Hill and down Hill, not havii^ 
Rice for my People to eat (all being fled) we came to a neat Scone 
Well of good Water ; hard by which was an excellent Fig-tree, oh 
whofe Fruit, yet Green , my Indians fed heartily , and trouped by 
three or four wretched Towns , up another Mountain, not alcc^e- 
ther fo bad as the firft, yet on the account of their wanting their 
wonted Food, it went hard with the Coolies to foot it to Beelfeer^ 
two Courfe fliort of Jeneah^ where we baited ; it being high time, 
they having gone near Fifty Miles without eating more than a few 
fquafhy Figs : They unloaded at Noon under a Row of ffMreading 
Mcmgos^ on the fide of a Brook ; and provided themfelves with Vi* 
duals in an adjacent Village, liable to continual pillaging on both 
fides ; but being reduced to the Condition of having little or nothing 
tolofe, it is the better born. 

Hence it is plain to "jeneah^ the Hills keeping their diftance from 
its Invincible Gnr : The length of whofe Bottom fills moft of the 
fpace fron^ this Place to the City, which is the Frontier of the Mcgnf^ 
Territory this way ; and has been for many Years the Seat of War 
to the Souths which is the fignification of Dnccan, 

I feot the Governor's Peon to acquaint him of my approach ( I 
not arriving till Sun^let ) when he met me with others that were 
appointed at a Garden ihort of the Town^ with the Governor's Com- 
plement ; and conduced me to a Palace in a Gompleat Garden, 
adorned with C);^rf/} Trees (not ufual in W/^ ^ Hummnms^ Tanks ^ 
Choultries and IValkSy with Water-Courfes : When I was aileep, the 
NaM or Governor fent me a Service in Plate covered with Em- 
broidered Velvet over Noble Surpoofes or Covers, u(hered with two 
Silver Staves, and a Trumpet founding afore it ; which Courfe was 
obferved as long as I remained there. 

The laft day of Afril^ being Friday^ and the next after my arri* 
val, he fent to excufe himfelf, becaufe it was his day of Devotion ; 
when after a Princely manner he rides on an Elephant to the Hofqne ; 
and thence diverrifes himfelf in fome place of Delight within his St^ 
raglio till high Night.

Introduces me into the MabobV pre fence ; wf ^ujinefs with him $ 
a Tro/peHofthe Gur (Seva Gi V birthplace) ; the Arnrf and 
Country of Duccan : Of the Tafs o/' Tanaw , and henefit 
thereof^ were it in the hands of the Englifli. 

IT was the firft of May therefore before I waited on him ; when 
he ordered a Guard of Horfe to attend me to the Ca^e, which 
was large, but rude, and the Wall of raw Brick ; ferving as well to 
fecure Cattle as Men from the Enemy. 

His own Apartments iq the middle jsncompafled a verdent Qya- 
drangle of Trees and Plants ; in whofe chief Choultry were a^mbled Thecal re. 
all his Great Men on his Right hand, he being enclofed in a Seat of ^^^ °>« 
State, boulftered up with Embroidered Cuihions, fmoakingoutofa ^ ^' 
SilvtrHuhhlc isiiile; afore whom lay a rich Sword and Buckler^with 
a Crefcent Moon inflead of Bodes, his Page bearing his Bow and Ar- 
rows, much after the Turkijb manner , as Bushequius reports of the 
Grand Segnior^ SeJelat in Solio humili infirato ; juxta autem arcus & 
fagitta. All the Floors was fpread witha foft Bed, over all a fine 
white Calicut } the Pedellals were Mafly Silver, where I put off my 
Shooes, and after Refped paid, delivered the President s Letter, and 
was received immediatjy next to him on his Left hand, all.that fide 
being kept void for my entertainment : The refult of this Vifit was^ 
after he had acquabted me who were to be my Patients,, to tell me 
1 mufl: be patient till a good day prefented , and then I fhould be 
callef] again ; it remaining a Cnftom dill in the Eafi to defer im- 
portant Afiairs till a Lucky Day, totts harentia fafiia. I only intreated 
he would be mindful the Rains were at hand, falling earlier here 
than in the Low Countries. 

Our Difcourfe being ended, a Couple of Singing-men began their Sjrcopluatf 
Songs of Praife, which they pride themfelves in, not being content ^c<'n»ge^ 
with moderate Flattery j a thing odious to a generous Spirit, ac- 
counting thofe that do ^t, fervile ; and thofe that admit it, impru* 
dent to be deluded by Fawning Knaves : But here are not only thofe 
that profeife it for Lucre, but it is the general ftrife who may impofe * 
tnoft obfequioufly. AdidanJi certamen c/?, & unum amicorum omnium 
fifficium^ quis hUndiffimh faOat ; as Seneca obferves in the corruption 
of his Age, de Benef. Cap. XXX. 

Such as appear before him make a Salam or Bow before they afcend Several maa. 
the Choultry^ when if he allows them Conference, leaving their Slip- ^j^^* 
pers below, they mount the Buchanna , where they bow , by firft 
putting their Hands to their Heads, then to their Feet, which Sa- 
lute they call Pervenau^ ufed to Cauns or Dukes. Above their Head, 
crois their Breaft to the Foot is Pbarmau^ only for Kings ; the moft 
familiar is a Bow with the Head : If they are permitted to fit in his 
Prefence, thofe only of Confular Dignity have liberty to fit (as they 
call it at eafe) crofs Legged ; but an Eurcpean^htfote he is accuftomed, 
will aot be reconciled to that Term : Others of inferior Rank kneel, 
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fitting 00 their Heels, to which Pofturc, though I was not tied, t 
was thankful when he ftot me a Bundle of Pawtf, and had leave td 
make ufe of my L^ i ^^^g ^ ^^^ ^^ I ^^^ conduced in, by 
Two Virgere, and a Targe Train following, with a Mafter of Cere- 
monies accompanying. 

In my paflage through the Caftle they feemed rather Encamped 
than Fortified; wherefore if Seva Gi brings any Power, they betake 
themfclves to fpeedy Flight, or retire to the Body of the Army un- 
der Baditr Caun, Generaliffimo in thefe Marches ; being ill provided 
to endure a Siege, and more able to defend themfelves, joined to an 
Hoft of Forty thoufimd Horfe always at Pergm^ three Days Journy 
hence. 

^ Curiofity invited many Spedators, and Courtefy fome of Quality 
to be my Harbingers at my Lodgings ; which at my return I found 
peftered, as I had the Streets all the way I came : They were very 
Civil, making no Introfion before they had requefied leave ; and 
then interrogating the State of Enrdfe^ the Government, Policy^ and 
Learning j nodding a fatisfadion in the account I gave tfiem : Nor 
were they le& communicative in their Relations, of thofe Occurren- 
ces which wheeled in their Sphere » being highly concerned to £bew 
they bad Book*men as well as Swordsmen. 
A good Day coming, the Governor fent for me to Vifit bis Lidy 

, in the Haram^ which was oppofite to a Chamber he fate in, Accom- 

when 1 had a ponied only With one pretty Wanton Boy, his Only Son by this 
private invita. ^^^^^ . ^^^^ whichaccowit hc had the greater kindnefe for her: 

An Old Gratle woman withaTiflany Vail, made many trips, being, 
I fuppofe, the Qovemam of the Womens Quarters j at laft I was 
called and admitted with my Lingu^)^. 

At our being ready to enter, ihe Clapped with her Hands to give 
Notice ; when we were led through a long dark iSntry, with Dor- 
mitories on both fides, the Doors of which Creeked in our pa(&ge 
( but I was cautious of being too Circumfpedt 3 till we came to ao 
aiery Choultry ; where was placed a Bed bui^ with Silk Curtains ; 
to which being brought, I was Commanded to place my fdf clofe by 
it, from whence I might conveniently Difcourfe and Feel her Fulfe, 
putting my Hand under the Curtains. It was agreed ^mong them 
to impofe upon me ; wherefore at firft they gave me a Slaves Hand, 
whom I declared to be Sound and Free from any Dtfeafe, nothing 
contradifting the true Tenor and Rythme of Pulfation ; when they 
began to be more ingenuous, telline me, it was done to try me r 
Then was given me another Hand, which demonftrated a weak 
kinguid Conftitution ; and colleding the Signs and Symptoms, I 
feared not to give Sentence ; which met with their Approbation, and 
ib I was fent Uck the fame way I came. 

The Cam had been acquainted with what had pafled, and ieemed 

S leafed ; whereupon I mud: vifit the FJdram again the next day to 
Heed another of his Wives, he being tolerated four, though he Ireeps 
more than Three hundred Concubines. 

And now the Curtain was extended athwart die Chedtrjy and an 
Arm held forth at an hole ; but this was a iK^t fence for fuch Am- 
mals,who leaning too hard as they peeped, pulled it down, and disco- 
vered 
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vered the whole Bevy, fluttering like h muny Birds when a Net is Chap, y^, 
call over them ; yet none of them fought to efcape, but feigning a ^^-^VIl^ 
ihamefacednefe, continued looking through the wide Lattice of their 
Fingers : The Lady I had by the Arm was a Plump Ruflet Dame, 
fummoning the remainder of her Blood to enliven her Cheeks ( for i 

among the darkefl: Blacks, the PaiEons of Fear, Anger, or Joy,^ 
are difcernible enough in the Face ) and ihe bearing a command, 
caufed it to be hung up again ; pouring upon her extrava&ted Blood 
a Golden ihower of Pagoas, which I made my Man fiih for. 

In this Interview they appeared to me not altojgether onimployed, SapaJ 
there lying pared Mangoes, and other Fruits for Confedion, and JJ552? 
Achars, or Pickles ; fome Samplers of good Houfewifry in Needle* 
works ; and no indecent decorum in managing their Cloyilered way 
^ living, making it agreeable to the choice of Cuftom rather thari 
fteftraint : But here are foulmouthed Hmers that Stigmatize them^ 
how defervedly I dare not &y.

And a Man would guels no lefs, to fee the number of Spie^ upon 
them, of ToothielsOld Women, and Beardle6 Eunuchs, that they 
are incontinent in their Deiires, for which reafon they debar them 
the fight of any thing Mak^ hot their Lord ; they Waitit^, as well 
to hand them Necemries, as Wood, Water, Meat, add the like, 
taking them at the Door» as to prevent unlawful Intruders. 

Thefa have their Singing Wenches ; ezercife their Ears and Nofcs Their DtdS 
with weighty Jewels, as the Gipfy of Old did her Histir and Neck . " '"'^'' 
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And are Qoathed like the Men, only they go in their Hair within, 
and abroad with Vails. 

Gaining by thefe fteps a nearer intimaor with the Nahoh, he cut A Confaeice 
me new Bufinefs out every day j he ad vifed me of the intention of ^5 ^ -. 
the Governor of the Caftle on the Hill, to commit his Brother to Ui^i$. 
my Care ; and I in a private Conference^ according to my Inftrudi- 
OQs, propounded the Commodity might arife from an intercourfe of 
Commerce between this place and fii^m^^/m, from thence to Ai^r^i^, 
Ferfia^ and Macba^ for to provide the Army with Horfes ; in re- 
turn of whom might be exchanged the fame Goods procurable at 
Smrat and better Cheap, fhould they fucceed in their Conquefls 
over the Low Countries ; whidi is not a matter of fuch impoifibi^^ - 1 

li^ fliould they earneftly fet upon it, confidering the Avenues are 
But by that procosding, it would tak ^ ' 

o the maintaining fo vaft an Army 
whereby a main Body of the Soldiery would b?out of pay ; which 
is sbldntely againft the Generals intereft , and therefore he would 
never confent : This I foon faw was the main Argument, though he

Whereupon 1 told bim, If the latter was not feafible, it was itt 
vaintopropofeany thing in relation to the former, for that all Ac- 
et(s was flopped if the I^w Lands were not cleared 5 the Havaldan 
being uncodcionable in their Cuftoms, and without doubt would 
interrupt- what might be ferviceable to their Enemies, or bring pre* 
jiidice to their Prince ; whereas were the Waj^s free, it Would enrich 
Yixsjageah beyond the Bander at Suraty and tic the Englijb to a per- 
petual Truce, who were known in thefe P^rts addided to Traffick> 
and Friends toFeace: He asked further, How far we dedred to ex* 
tend this Liberty ? I replied, beyond the JP^r/n^tf/ Dominions, which 
would front the Ifland of Bamhaim about ThII\ otherwife we muft 
be at the charge of double Cuftom, to them as well as th& Mogul. 
He faid all this had been moved to BaJur Caun^ but thofe to whoie 
hands the Prefents for him had been entrufted, had defrauded him of 
them, on whom nothing was to be wrought without liberal Pifcajbesy 
he bearing it as high as the King himfelf, and at this jun<^ure he was 
an unfit Mediator to him, having lately had fome jarrs with him 
C the Governor of Jeneah undervaluing his Authority in an Expe* 
pedicion, not long enough ago to be thoroughly forgot ) ; however 
did the Prefident immediately apply himfelf to him, he wasincli«- 
nable enough to let him Settle Fadories; which I gave him toun-^ 
derftand, without a mutual Benefit on both fides, was not the pre<» 
fent Defign ; but for the efteem we bore to Men of Honour, and that 
made account of their Word , it was wi(hed the Moguls were pofiel^ 
fed of thofe Parts ; which was never to be cultivated , either with 
good Manners, ot Profit, whilft Perfidy reigned there. 

This being the fubftance of our Dilcourfe, after he had related 
the Bufinefs to his Council (he replied y he would intimate what 
might be effeded in it, to the Prefident, in anfwer to his Letter. 

At Night it was difmally Tempeftuous, Killing Two of the Watch 
on Duty, and carrying a Tower of the Hill at one Clap ; below, it 
brake one Man's Arm, the Prologue to the Rains. 

The Day after the Nabob's Brother, of the Caftle, was received 
kindly here, bringing a noble Train, and Pifca/b to befpeak his 
Welcome ; he was Lodged in a Palace adjoining that where I was. 

The Eleventh of May I went abroad to a Garden left by a common 
Strumpet, in which was a noble Tomb built in rememtM'ance of her» 
with a Well belonging to a lovely Spring, which by Aquedudls fiip^ 
plied the City with Water.

The Eflipe- Hence we went to a ruined Palace, where Juren Zeeb^ the prefent 
rot*s Palace. Emperor, was hofpitably received in bis Father's Reign, and lived a 

pretended Fakier. - 
The Fields no Cotton in its feafoH is Planted all hereabouts : The Fields produce 
foontt Sowed Wheat in abundance, and other Grain ; but are often ferved as the 

Philiftine^s were by Sanffou^ths Foxes from the Mountains with Fire- 
brands 
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brands confuming them ; whicli made us bethink of retiring, they Chap* V. 
defcending fometimes in Parties to Prey on Straglers , that often ^^^'^v^^^j 
Troopers are fent homedifrobed and difoiounted, tobelaught at for 
their Misfortune. 

Having tarried now till the Rains had made their firfl: onfet Four- Dw^tntfs ano- 
teen days together, with horrid Thunder ; at the end thereof I fet ^^ HeatHcit 
apart a day to take notice of the adjacent Rarities ; among which is ^'' 
a City called Dungenefs^ of like Antiquity and Workmanihip, as 
Canorein^ cut out of a Mountanous Rock, with a Temple and other 
fpacious Halls^ by no means inferior to it both for Water and other 
Refreihments, and much more entire ; Time having not dealt fd 
cruelly with it, but the Lines of its ruined Beauty are ftill legible, 
though in old Charaders; however it is left a defolate Habitation 
for Batts and Wafps ; to difturb which it is dangerous, being over- 
grown and defperately revengeful, following their *Aggre(K)rs till 
they have Wbealed them into Contrition for their unadvifed Provo- 
cation : To be out of the Noife of thefe buzzing Hornets, and to fe- 
care our felves from the furprize of any difturbed Idolater , who 
might bellow the report of our being here, we hafted to the fafer 
Plain, and ended the reft of the day in a plealant Qarden, on . the 
brink o^ the River which glides hence to Surat. 

The Governoi: of the Gur hearing I was preparing for to return xhe Requdi 
to Bomhaim^ requefted before my departue to accept of my choice, of the Goves- 
cither to afcend the 6«r, or cUe to meet him at his Garden below, Hufform 
being the prefcribed Limits of his Walk : I iignified my readinefs to Afcenr. 
comply with the former , wherefore he fent Four Palenheni^ his 
Kinfman, an Ingenuous Moguls and his Brother to attend me. 

We Travelled Two Miles before we came to the Foot of it, where The SabnAs 
is a Garifon, or Fortified Town, walled with ftrong Cb^kies, or aihdttrtotho 
Watches, and a Troop of Five hundred Horfe, and as many Camels ^'"*' 
of War ; kere are great Stacks of Hay and Corn, all their Droves of 
Beafts being fheltered here anights. Seva 6i has diftrefled this often, 
and put them to the rout } but that, whofe Top we are endeavouring 
to gain, is inacceffible^ unlefs by Seven winding Gates, which are ve* 
ry ftrong, and able to clear one another as they rife, the Way being 
lined with Murtherers, and they themfelves defended with good 
Pieces of Ordnance : The laft is a Piece of excellent Work and 
Strength, and the place filled with Soldiers. 

Hence it is painful Riding, and requires a ftrong Back to keep The Hill in- 
State in a Palenkeen^ it being canrkd a(moft bolt upright, over by^^JS^"^ 
jQippery Marble fteps, cut out of the ihining Rock, as lnKX>th as Gsm. 
GLafs, and refleding the Sun- beams as much : After we had mounted ^ 
near an Hundred Stairs, we were received into the Neck of the 
CafUe , which is collared about with a Wall , rather to keep them 
from falling down, than needful to prevent Afi^ilants ; from whence 
' an eafy Akent leads to a Level, which is the Grcus to train the In- 
fantry ; where are confpicttous Tombs of their former Kings, being 
firmly Built, and a Mofque of pqliflied Marble, which on Feftivals 
only they repair unto : No Houfes here are able to refift the Storms 
of Wind, or the Sun's Heat, for which conveniency they have 
made the Eaftern fide of the Hill moft Inhabited, it ferving inftead 
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Letter lU. of a Bank ; where they live in little low Huts, the Governor's not 

exceeding in height, ( though a pretty neat Dwelling, fenced with 
Trees, no where elfe to be found ) who had expeded me Two whole 
Hours; but being impatient of delay, and the Sun growing too hot, he 
betook himfelf to his Hatam^ having ordered his Kinfman ( whofe 
Civil Deportment met with his Commands ) to Entertain me; he is 
but Poor ( fo that he threatens the l^ahob to turn Fakier ) yet Ge- 
nerous, of a free open Temper, neither Jealous nor Lazy, as the 
Moors moftare; but applying himfelf to feveral Handicrarts,which he 
has learned of the Europeans ; he is learned too in the Perfian and Ara^^ 
lick Languages, though not to Vain- glory ; being fo Humble, Face- 
tious, and Merry, that nothing but Spight and Envy can difagree 
with him : His Name is WJhambeak ; fuch another I have not met 
' with, fo general a lover of Franks j which he fpecified in an efpe- 
cial manner to me, receiving me in an Airy Banquetting-houfe, 
Embeliifhed and Adorned on purpofe ; and notwithftandir^ the Go- 
vernor's Son was to pay his Compliments, would not fuf^r me to 
give him Place, but diverted me with feveral Interludes of Morifcof 
Dancing. That which took moft with them I perceived,was a Jefter,. 
or Mimick, the Ancient Salt at publick Banquets^ as we may gather 
from Statins :

Having feafled the Fancy, he contends to cloy the Stomach, witft 
loads of Fiands flowed in Plate, ferving me with his own Hands, 
his Friends and he being content to feed on the defire they had to 
iatisfy me, not being to be courted to fall to till I had done ; they 
ferved me with variety of Stews and Baked Meats, but offered me 
Sherhet only for Drink j I had provided againft this chance by fil- 
ling, my Metarrah with Beveridge, which pafled for Water, being 
drunk out of a Leather Bottle Tipped with Silver, for Travel. 

After Dinner they made their loud Mufick proclaim my going 
to the Governor#(whereat flocked all the Gur ) and after formal 
Salutes , prefent him with a Glafs of Chymical Spirits. As the 
Partbians were wont not to receive Vifits without a Gift j Et exem* 
plain Oriente plurafttnty interea & Magortm infacris qui Chrijium ado-^ 
raturiy munera attulerunt. So here the like Cuftom prevails. 

I was placed cloife by him, he like an Hermit, having the Court 
brought to him, admired the Splendour as well as the Novelty of 
our Europe Drefs ; asking my Servant if I lay in them, becaufe it is 
their feihion not to undrefs to go to Bed, but lye in the fame Clothes 
they wear in the day ^ he made me declare the ufe of my Rapier, at 
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firft not apprehending it fo ferviceable as their Broad Two-banded , Chap. V. 
Swords ; 'twas a Qpeftion out of my road^ yet I made him under- i/V^\J 



(land our Cuftom in War was to appear all armed Cap^a-pee, where 
their Broad Swords would find a rebate ; whereas thefe Sharp-pointed 
Weapons would pierce the JunAures of the Harnefs, or the Pleats of 
a Coat of Mail ( they denying a Stab to be more mortal than a 
Slafli )• He was very inquifitive about our Military Difcipline ; and 
heard it with pleafure. He called all his Male ChUdren about him» 
who fate at his Feeti and gave me an Hiftory of their Maladies $ as 
moft here did that durft (peak, there being ah infinite number of 
Captains and Grave Fellows : The Old Men mended their Eyes with 
SpedacleSy the young marred theirs with daring. 

The Ci&M//ry was hung withGreen and Red Velvet checkered ; his Permitted tbt 
Pawn Boxes were large, and of Maily Gold ; his Retinue grave, his S?^, ^ 
Carriage affable ; he gave me a Bow-Ring off his Thumb, of Caft- ** 

mire (of equal value as Vertuc^ being a Charm againft Thunder) 
and the liberty to take a Round about the Caftle,never before granted 
any not lifted in his Service: A Portuguez Meflizo^ Chief Gunner 
of the Caftle , was very officious , though I was entrufted to the 
charge of his prime Eunuch. 

The firft Objed bufi^ me^ was a Vkce Seva Gi^s Men had at* AboU A^ 
tempted to fcale, by me efteemed a defperate Defign , and very im* ««mpjof s«^^ 
probable j yet two Men got up, and a Stone cafually tumbling, de* ^'***^ 
terred their Accomplices, leaving them a Sacrifice to the Governor 
and Women, who being left alone to the defence of the Caftle Tall 
the Men deferting on the approach of a vaft Army of Seva Ofs ) 
hurled them down the Mountain for their rafli Adventure ; con* 
firming to me by a great St6tie let fall, the unavoidableneis of their 
deftrudion ; it running with that force where^ver it came, . that it 
beat all a-fore, till it refted in the middle of the Vall^. 

It is ftored with Granaries hewed out of Stone , I fuppofe for Re- Gtamties fin 
ligion's fitke at firft, being tqo delicately engraved for the prefent f^'^ ^"^ 
life 5 though there be feveral Tanks filled with Gutter of 400 years 1^^ Lii^ 



Handing, prized by the Gentiles as high as Gold, prevalent in Old 
Aches, and Sore Eyes, one of which was opened for my fake, and a 
Prefent made me of its black ftinking and vifcous Balfom : There 
are other Tanks or Cifterns for Water , which look naftily^ Green, 
Yellow, and Red , being diftilled in the Rains, and in the Heats 
evaporated to a Confiftency ; in fome of thefe Gurs the Water is fo 
bad, that they ufe Onions to corred; its un&vorinels. (Qarlick in* 
deed with us is called the Countryman's Treacle). 

They have Provifions for a Seven Years Siege for a Thouland Fa- A a^^f^ flaiii 
milies, but no other Ammunition than Stones, excepting two un- 3? alSoi* 
flupen Sakers of Two and twenty Foot long, with a narrow Bore of wuaiaA 
Brais of Gentu Mould,at each end one^on huge winding Carriages ; one 
of which at random killed a Rajah fome four Months ago, when Seva 
was encamped about Jeneah flinging a Bullet two Courfe off; which 
Shot caufed a Bonfire of a couple of his Ladies, befide othef Dome- 
Hicks , one of each ibrt to attend him in another World, as his 
Chief Phyfidan, Barber, Wafherman, Horfe-keeper, and the like^ 

CO the number of Twenty odd ; a thing as ciiftomary at the death of

By this fatal Inftrument of Mortality ftood the reiliaidiig part of 
the Tower the Thunder had cleft in twain : Near where % Dutch 
Apc^ate has a wretched Dwelling , enjoying a Pair of Wives, the 
miferable Tools who induced him.to this lamentable G)ndition^ that 
he is defpifed and flighted by them all ; few of thofe that endure Cir-

took leave of Having taken my full view, and retnrntng to give the Governor 
the Governor, Thanks for this freedom , I met him as he came from Prayers 

through a Lane of Soldiers , followed by a Crowd of his Domefiick^ 
when taking my leave , he ordered my releafe, being ufbered with 
the fame State down as I came up , leaving him PrifiMier in his flrong 
Hold 

Hence might be beheld many Dens woA Cavemsy fondly believed 
to be carved and cut out of the Rocks by feme Divine Power ; having 
no account of their original Indeed they are miracubos; And I am 
apt to judge, the pious Zeal of former Ages, when undifturbed in 
their Tranquility, thinking the greatefl; labour too little to exprds 
their love to a Deity, fet them upon fuch imployments, more thao 
that they could promife to themfelves any fecnrity from thcfe Places ;

Kingdoms, and is of main concern to the Frontiers ; putting a ftop 
to Seva Gi*$ progrels, otherwife likely to overrun Duccan. His name 
is Hagiefs Caun^ originally a Bracbmin^ now a Arid Mufleman ; fome 
years paft Governor of the City , when opprefling the Poor, their 
Cries reaching the King's Ears, lie was tranikted hither, in confide-r 
ration of his good Service; where he receives a liberal Peniioo, and 
is at no Expence, which agrees well enough with his covetous ^n« 
mour ; which Humour of his Seva 6i being informed of, left no 
means unattempted to gain the Surrender of his Truft; promifing 
Mountains of Gold in exchange of this , which he fcrupled not to 
receive ; appointing a day for the delivery of it to Seva Gi^ if he 
fent 7000 to take pofleffioii ; who keeping touch , met with the 
fame meafure he had nieated to others, they being all iurprifed by 
an Ambufcado from Badur Cam^ whom the Governor had duivertifed 
of all the Tranfadions.

What makes it more famous, it was anciently the Seat Royal of the Chap, V. 
Vuccan Kings, under whom Seva Gh Father was Keeper; but Auren* U^V"*W 
zteh in his Gonoueft of this Kingdom (^zittt he Imd fled hither for 
protediori ) had it furrendred unto him : It is reckoned two Courfe 
and an half in height ; is fqrrounded, though a good way ofij with 
Hills^ all but towards the Ifortb^ where it teems to (land Captain of 
the Mountains. 

Thfe Moguls \ perceive are inclinable to the like Credulity the rhit Mms 
Gentues are, pointing out a Mount where undoubtedly Solomon gave toachc with 
Audit to the two Women claiming the 4me Child, and pronounced ^oif "5^' 
Judgment in favour of the true Mother ; and it ftill bears the name gZwu. 
of ToUa Schelimonj Solomons Throne j I brought Night with me to 
Jencab^ being too well guarded to fufped any Attempt; though 
notable enough by the multitudes of Oily Flambeaus. 

This Day gave me occafion to take notice of the fneaking Offici* 
cufnefs of the Banyans^ who prefled on my Heels, and where-ever I 
went, waited like Lacquies, which put me in mind of that Diltich 
of MartiaPs^ 

Leilicam feOamque feqtior^ nee ferre recujfo 
Ter medium froferans^ fed prior ire tutum. 

The New Kfoon brought the Soldiers to their feveral Standards, Of theii^jn^ 
againft the Governor's Houfe, by their Salam to refrefh his Memory of ^ <« Anay. 
their Pay, being Fourteen Months behind*hand. Pay, fays Tacitus^ is 
the Caufe of Soldiers^ and Money is the Caufc of Pay ; which is not 
wanting to the Muller-mafters, who abufe the common Troopers in 
retarding it ; to the end, that having run into debt, they might 
compound for half their Wages in ready Money ; for all which they 
leave not ofteii their Side, ior they are fure of fomething with ea(^ 
whereas Seva Gi is a kind of Free-booter, whofe Maxim is. No Plun- 
der, no Pay ; which comes with pain and hazard : Yet it is common 
for him to have Moors in his Army; for the Liberty of their Country 
is not flood fo much upon, as Whofe Salt they eat (their own 
Phrafe ) ; fo that you may fee Gentues in the Moguh Army, as well 
as Mogfils among the Gentues : For the mofl: part of the Body of the 
Cavalry confifts oi Moguls^ the Infantry of Gentues^ with Match-Lock 
Muskets. , 

In order to this Convention every Petty Officer brings the number its Appetr-^ 
of his Men and Horfe along with him, who firft ialute him, and he ^^ 
the Governor, owning none elfe for their Commander, though they 
fall off^under fuch an Enfign as they are ordered to march with : They 
are taught little more than the Grand Paw, and to make a Salam : 
They ride in wide Saddles as our War Saddles , but hold with the 
Calves of their Legs, hot faften themfelves to their Saddles by their 
Thighs, as we do ; by which flight they raife themfelves to mow 
down their Enemies, and will caft a Spear, and take it up from the 
Ground on full fpeed : They flop with a jerk, not taking their Horfes 
up by degrees, which they laugh at us for, as well as our riding with 
our Feet at length : They have no Spurs to their Heels^ but in \heir 
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Letter III. ' Bridle-bit is one to ftop the moft untamed Horfe^ or bore his Mouth 
•^'"V^^^ through, pointing out of a Circle upon their Tongues. 

They have other excellent Qualities ; as he that runs fafieft, is the 

beft Soldier : Befides, their Arms are kept fo bright, they arc afraid 

to handle them for fear of foiling thenrt Their Leaders are good 

Carpet- Knights, loving their Bucbannos better than the Field. 

The DiTci- The old Roman Difcipline takes place, viz. Commanders of ^Tens, 

P"^ {o of Hundreds y thence to Legions; and accordingly receive their 

Salary, making their own Terms with thofe under them : The Go- 
vernor diftributing to the 0£icers, and they to thfe Soldiers, every 
one having their Snips ; that never was more truly verified that Pro- 
verb, Half the Kin^s Cheefe goes away in Parings. 
The Com- The Grandees of the Army appear with their Furniture of Silver 

manders rich- gnd Gold, ou Perfian^ Arahy or Turkifb Steeds ; the reft rarely get 
ly accoutred. ^^^ ^^^^^^ ^^^^^ ^j^^ Raccof the Country, which are Fiery and Met- 

tlefome, but very Flaihy, probably becaufe they pinch Their Bellies 

to put into their Own. 

I take my And now the Rains began to urge me to take my Leave of the 

leave of die Caun of Jeneah^ which I did in a full AfTembly convocated for the 

CMtn. purpofe ; where I was informed Two hundred of Seva GA Men had 

purfued me almoft to AmBegaumyVi/ith a refolution to have carried me 
back, but durft come no further, for the Report of the Army being 
in Motion $ wherefore the Naihoh advifed me to take another way, 
and a feled Guard of his fhould attend me to the utmoft Extent of 
his Territories; after which he difmifled me very honourably, with 
a Letter to the Prefident^ which is not fealed on the Paper, but in a 
Neat Bag of Cloath of Gold or Silver. 

This Naiioi Mucklis Caun lives not in that Splendor the Governor 
of Surat doesy though he have ten times the Salary, being liable to 
the daily Aflaultsof SevaGi; but he exceeds in Command, being 
' Abfolute, without any Dependance on the General ; which caufes 
an Emulation on either fide, and the more, becaufe the Mogul has 
lately heaped new Honours on BaJur Caun^ doubling his Stipend,^ 
and giving him the Title of Fofter Brother, his Mother nurfmg the 
King: But this Governor, to equalize him in Weahh, keeps but half 
the alotted Number in Pay, and lives fparingly, which makes him 
take San<Jhiary with regret fometimes under Badur Caun^ he being 
always upon the Forlorn Hope. 
FaMc Mnftcrs This Cheat is pradifed all over the Realm, notwithftanding here 
dwPrafticcof are Publick Notaries placed immediately by the M gul^ to give No- 
tice of all Tranfadions ; which they are fure to reprefent in favour 
of the Governors where they refide, being Fee'd by them, as well 
as Paid by the Emperor j fothat if a Defeat happen, it is extenua- 
ted ; if a Vidory, it is magnified to the height : Thofe in this O^-^ 
^ct ^ttc^iW^d Focanoveces. 
The Govern. The Government of this Place is as in all other Cities of the Mo^ 
ment and ^ guls. The Walls are broken down, but the Gates are ftill remain- 
commodmes. j^g . With the Cit/s Safeguard Trade is fled, though it be commo- 

dioufly feared, and furnifted with courfe Chints, fine Lawn, and 
plenty of Cotton-Grounds ; but the Plowmen and Weavers have 
followed the Merdiants, a Rich one not being to be heard of in fe- 
yen or eight days Journy Yrom hence. The 
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The Bozzars therefore confift chiefly of Provifions, which they Chap. V. 
compel the Country to bring in, and fometimes take them by Force, t/'vSj 
by reafon of the general Poverty reigning among them. 

Wherefore the %z^ of May I left them, and took my Way by Returned iy 
NtiHHy Gaotj or the Little Hilt in refpeA of the other, which we N»nfyGa9t,ot 
few mounted a prodigious height above us : Hither I came by twelve ^ ^^* ^^ 
a Cldbk at Noon, a far ihorter and eafier Way than the other: It is 
ten Courfe frpm Jeneab^ wherein we travelled between a Couple of 
Scva Gh Callles ; and overlooking the Gaot^ is a third very like Je^ 
neahGnr , which hailed us; I fent one to anfwer tHem, but kept on 
my Courfe till I came to the Gaot^ where I was conftrained to beftow 
more time than I was willing, jooOxen laden with Salt ( which is 
fo precious up the Country, as to be proverbially preferred to Bread, 
they faying, Whofe Salt they eat^ as we, iVhofe Bread, ) Hopping 
the Gap ; but with a little Intreaty, after an hour's (landing dill in "^ 

the Sun, I got them, by fending my Feons^ to defift below, till we 
had widehM the Pa^ above ; after which it is feafible, being fup* 
plied at fit diftances with charitable Cifterns of good Water, and to- 
wards the bottom adorned with beautiful Woods, delighting as well 
as refrefbing us with the Shade : By Sunfet I was in the Plain, where 
an honed Suhidar that took off his Liquor, let me pa& without trou- 
ble, being more like a Scout than a Set* Watch. 

Nor do I believe the Moguh Army dare venture to advance be* No Amy 
tween thefe Streights, which are fo well maintained; but farther ^ytopafi 
Ifortb the Hills feem to (loop more to the Plain, and it may be that ^*'' 
Wiiy they may pafs j though this Way be tolerable for Caphalas and 
Merchants who have their Pafsports. 

We reckon to have meafured this Day Fifteen Courfe, moft in 
the Heat of the Day, to the fide of a poor Village called Wefnure^ 
where we reded under a Tree, the Coolies being unprovided for; 
nor could they purchaie any thing here^ the Inhabitants being hared 
out of their Wits, midruding even their own Countrymen as well as 
Strangers, living as it were wildly, betaking themfelves to the Thick- 
ets and Wildernefles among the Hills, upon the approach of any new 
Face ; for my Horfe by chance breaking loofe , fet a whole Gom or 
Town upon the hoof, they x^irMngAtifenZeeFs Lufcarry at hand ; 
thus unhappily live thefe, a Prey to every one. 

The Clouds had fpread themfelves over the Tops of the Hills, 
that they feemed to make a NePlus ultra, or the World VEnd. 

The next Day at Twelve a Clock at Noon we druck into our old GlUlering 
Road at Moorhar , from whence before we were mifguided ; we PJi^ a}>ont a 
packed hence by Five in the Afternoon, and left our Burnt Wood on . cogU^ 
the Right-hand, but entred another made us better Sport, deluding 
lis with falfe Flaihes, that you would have thought the Trees on a 
Flame, and prefently, as if untouched by Fire, they retained their 
wontttl Verdure; The Coolies beheld the Sight with Horror and 
Amazement, and were confulting to fet me down, and fhift for them- 
felves \ whereof bcin^ informed, I cut two or three with my Sword, 
and by breathing a Vem, let Shitan ( the Devil ) out, who was crept 
into their Fancies, and led them as they do a dart ling Jade, to fmell 
CO what their W«U-Eyes reprefented anoiis ; where we found an Hod 
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Letter III. of Flies, the Subjed both of our Fear and Wonder, which the foltry 
K^4i^\/^^j Heat and Motfture had ^generated into Being, the certain Prodromus 

of the enfuing Rain, which foUow'd us from the Hills. 

This gave my Thoughts the Contemplation of that Miraculous 

Bufh crowned with Innocent Flames, that gave to Mofes fo plealanc 

and awful a ProfpeA j the Fire that coofumes every thing, teeming 

rather to drefs than o^nd it. 

Forc'dtokcep Thus we Came tp Barftaf a defpicable Country Town, Seven 

Watch againft Courfe more ; it is in pofleffion of the Comiies^ who are not ftrong 

fcato!*' enough to aid their Herds againfl the devouring Jaws of the Wild 

Beads, a young Buffola being feized the Night before, out of the Ta- 
bernacle they lodged me in ; wherefore they cautioned me to keep 
Fires all Night, left the Horfe might lofe one of his Quarters, or 
our Oxen might ferve them for a Supper ; I added to the Fires a 
ftrid Watch, whofe mutual anfwering each other in an high Tone, 
was deafen'd by the Roarings of Tigres, Cries of Jackals, and Yel- 
^ Ungsof Baloos^ or over- grown Wolves: At Cock-crow (the Lions 

Charm } we parted hence, and obferved the Sheds here were round, 

thatched, and lined with broad Leaves of Teke ( the Timber Ships 

are built with), in fafhionof a Bee- hive: Jbefe Comhies are the 

Wood-men. About Seven we overtook our deep Creek, and being 

fomewhat fwelled by the Rains, we followed its Current till we 

found it paflable ; about Eleven we returned to GuUeaM. 

The chUu The Hardihip thefe poor Comhies undergo was obvious to the fenft

he was ready, and to that ^d fent to the Suhidar for his Licenfe for 
a Boat, which now are all pluck'd up and houfed afliore, the Rains 
more than approaching, fo that it was troublefome procuring one ; 
hut by their joint Power it was at laft atchieved \ which a crofs- 
grain'd Brachmh^ fupported by an outlawed Portugal^ contradided in 
defpight of both, feizing it by Force with Three Files of Soldadoes.

srcatFrogL kingfo hideous a Noife, that I took little Reft this Night: When 

Day broke I could hardly believe my Eyes,for Bulk, or Ears,for Sound, 
exceeding ours incredibly ; and to raife the Wonder, this Night was

Calices upon a long Stalk, like 
budding Grapes ; which before the Sun had coUeded much force, 
I £t w b^in to h\\ in (bowers upon the Ground ; defiring to handle one 
Bough, Tobferved them fixed ; dill they upon the Tree droppecf till 
all was fhedded, and the Ground (hewed with them, which a Brack- 
min carefully gathered up to rcfcrve for a Phyfical ufe ; but more 
truly out of Superftition , paying Rent for the Privilege : This 
Wonder is renewed daily, they Blof1!bming in the Night, and con- 
trary almoft to all other Plants, are difgufted with the 3un-beams,^ 
drooping in the day ; which is like the Arhor Triflis at St Thomas 
his Mount, only the Flowers of tKat are White and Sweet, and this 
Red and indiflferently Scented ; the Leaves of the Tree refemUe 
thofe of & Walnut ; in the Country Nomenclature it is called Ifure j of 
what Virtue I cannot learn.

L 
me continue your Invited Trouble , as truly not enjoy- ^•'V^^j 
ing any thing till I know your Sentiments ; and there- 
y fore is it, next the quieting your Concern for my Life in 
fo unhealthy a Place, I let you know Bomhaim is my Station no longer 
than the Prefident refides there : From whence you may perceive 
I have had Opportunities to expatiate. ' « 

And now the Rains are over, and Friendfhip concluded as well TheP^efitot 
between particular Fadions, as the Dutch f the Prefident efteemed goescoSRr^r, 
no Enemies fo formidable as flill to exad his Prefence on this liland ; 
wherefore conltituting Mr. Fhilip Gyffard in his Place, he took Ship* 
ping in the Fleece^ for Suraty accompanied by the Rainbow ^ Mew Latn 
don^ and Eaft^ India Merchant, Englijb Ships, tht Bomhaim Merchant, 
and other Country Ships.

oa them at double the former Rates, and if they refulie to accept it 
on thefe har<l Condirions ( if Monjed Men) they are carried to Pri- 
foo^ there they are ^miifaed aJmoft to death ; racked and ooreured 
mod inhumanly till they confefs where it is : They have now in 
Limbo feveral Bracbmins^ whofe Fleih they tear with Pincers heated 
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Red-hot, drub them on the Shoulders to extreme Angui/h, (though Chap, h 
according to their Law it is forbidden to ftrike a Brachmin. ) This ^^-'"VAi^ 
is the accuftomed Sawce all India over, the Princes doing the lame 
by the Governors, when removed from their Offices , to fqueeze 
their ill-got Eftates out qf them ; which when they have done, it 
may be they may be employed again : And after thip fafhion the De- 
fies deal with the Comhies ; fo that the Great Fifli prey on the Little^ 
as well by Land as by Sea^ bringing not only them, but their. Fa* 
milies into Eternal Bondage. 

However, under ^e King of Vifiapour the Taxations were much Di^Sions 
milder, and they lived with far greater comfort i but fince the "t^^i^k 
Death of the late King, his Son being in Minority , and the- King- t^. 
dom left to a ProteAor, the Nobles, who held their Provinces as Feu- 
datories or rather Vaflals of him, bc^in to withdraw their Duty ; 
I^ullul Caun^ General under the Pf oteAor Cowls C^un , an Hohfy^ 
or Arabian Coffery ( they being preferred here to Chief Employ- 
ments, which they enter on by the Name of Stddies ) having but 
the other day fet upon the Protedlor and affidinated him ; who was 
fo terrible to SevaGi's Men, that to render him the more dreadful^ 
they fpeak of his Hohfies after this manner, That with their Swords ' 
they are able to cut down Man and Horfe : Ifhat greater Commoti- 
ons than yet have happened, are to be expected in this Kingdom; not 
only Seva Gi, but the Mogul at this time bidding for the Kiagdom. 

Bullu: Caun is a goodSoldier, and a Patan j yet as much envied by 
the Duccan Princes, as Cowis Caun was by him ; whereupon it be- 
hoves him to be watchful of their Motions, to whith Vigilancy

over with Gold. « 

From thence we were brought to the College of the Dominicans ^ ,^^ colleac

6tict in Phyfick, and therefore applied to by the moft Eminent of 
all Ranks and Orders in this City ; it is Built like a Crofs, and fhews 
like a Seraglio on the Water. 

We paid a Vifit to the Domo of Bon fe/u^ the Church an admirable 
Piece, theRepofuoryof St^Jftft/tfr/iTj, the InJiapt Apoftle, where is 
a famous Tomb in Honour of him, who firft fpread the Gofpel as 
far as Chipta^ and fealed it with his Martyrdom, near Two hundred 
Years ago, leaving his Body a Mirapiilous Relick of his better part, 
it ftill retaining its vivid Colour and Freflinefs, and therefore expofed 
once a Year to publick view, on theVefpers of his FtftivaK 

St. PauPs was the firft Monaftery of the Jefuits in Goa^^ from 
whence tHey receive the Name of T'auliftiMs ; it is the Seat therefore 
of their Provoft, who is Independent, and Rules yii? y^r^. 

The Jefuits are Clad in Black Gowns with a Collar and Rings, 
with high round Caps flat at top, Shoes but no Stockins, as few in- 
deed, either Clergy or Laity have here : ( For Amor de Frifco ). 

Of allOrders when they die they are Inhumed in the Habit of the * 
Order they belong to, without Coffins. 

The Policy, as well as the Trade, of this place, is moftly de- 
volved from private Perfons on the Paulifiins^ wherefore this faying 
is in every Body's Mouth ; # . * 

A Franfifcano guarda minhamulier \ 
A PaMliJtinoguardo minha denier. 

We went to the Convent of St. Am/Hhs^ Inhabited by that Oi'der, 
who when they go out, wear Black Gowns ( girt about with a Lea- 
thern Girdle ) like our Bachelors of Arts, with Black Hoods j with- 
in doors White, of the fame Fafliion with a Scapulary. 

We faw feveral Seminaries, or Schools, where the Students difpute 
in long Cloaks, or Vcfts. 

We faw the Convent, or Church, of the Francifians, or Grey Friars, 
with Cords inftcad of Girdles about their Middles, Sandals inftead of 
Shoes ; they wear Grey Broad brimmed Hats, as Countrymen do, as 
well as Cowls abroad , their Habit being borrowed of the Rufticks ; 
they touch not Money, but carry one with them that wilL and are 
Mendicants. 

The College of Carmelites is on an high Mount, profpeding the 
whole City, it is a fine Building ; thefe are Begging Friars too , Eat 
only Fifli, except in Sicknefs, Cloathed with a courfe Ruflet Tippec 
Coat and Veft, girt about with a Cord : In their Hall where they 
Repaft, at the upper end on the Table is placed a peath's Head j 
over their Cell^ Sentences denoting each Virtue, which were Wrote 
in Capital Letters of Gold over the Dook, as Fortitude, Patience 
and the like : Here we left many Devout Old Men on their Knees* » 
Praying Fervently, and Living Pioufly. * * 

We defcended from this lovely fpedacle to the Spittle^ where we 
found the Poor faring well from their Benefadors. 

The forepart of their Vefpers to the Natat^ I fpent at the King's 
Hbfpitalj where their Care for the Sick is com mdhdable, an hand- 
fome Apothecary's Shopfurnifliing them with Medicines : The Phy- 
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iicians here are great Bleeders, iofomuch chat they exceed often Chap. 11. 
Galen s Advice, ad Jeliquiumj in Fevers.; hardly leaving enough to L-^V'X-i 
feed the Currents for Circulation s of which Cruelty fome complain 
invidioufly after Recovery. 

In our return we (aw a Nunnery, and the Nuns at their Devotion, St Mmacis a 
a Confeflbr through the Grates Reading Mafs, and performing the '^^x^^'^* 
Ceremonies to a Couple with Maiden-Crowns on their Headsp ready 
to be admitted into the Virgin Society :

They had good Faces and excellent Voices ; the Nunnery was called 
St. Monacba ; here is another of St. Clards. 

Near the Palace is a Modem , but a compleat Convent of the T^ tfrf m 
Tbeatini^ where Captain Gary (laid to Ihew us the Palace, not fo S^Jbc p^ 
Sumptuous as Convenient ; paffing the Guards we were uiherM into 
a long Gallery, hung round with the Pidures at length of all the 
Vice-Roys that had been in Eafi^ India down to the prefent Vice-Roy : 
At the upper end was the Canopy Royal and Chair of State ; upon 
information of our being there , we were introduced the Vice- 
Roys Prefence ; he received us Stafiding, and after a little Confe*^ 
rence, difmifled us. A Proper Man, Courteous to Strangers, his 
Name Lewis MenJofa ie Alluquerque^ newly created Marquefe by the 
King ; in this Room was another Canopy of State, with the Arms of 
Portugal. Coming into the Courtly ard we faw fome Men in Gown^ 
like our Aldermen , the Emburgadors , or Council of the City , 
going to attend the Vice*Roy to his lievotion at the Church of 
Mifericordy where was to be Prefented a Pious Comedy ; but their 
Reprefentations being too tedious, and the generality making Re- 
ligion the lead of their bufinels, not refpe<3ing either God or the 
King, they made fuch a rout among the Women, that we were glad 
to leave and Reimbark-for our Lodgings. 

At Night we were alarmed by a paultry Fellow that took our 
Houfe for his Sanduary, beiog forced to it for his own Security ; 
the Soldiers aduming great licenie for want of 'Pay, and the Cofferies 
for want of Viduals, fo that every one walks the City with his 
naked Sword in his Hand for his own defence at Evening ; and now 
within Doors, and in a Private Houfe, we were forced to make our 
Arms our Pillows. 

The next day we pafled the Bar for Vingulai half way we put In. our g^ng 
afhorc to refrefh our Men, and at Ten in the Morn fet out ag^in ; by ^ ^'^^ ^ 
Twelve we Came clofe up with ^ Malabar that had feifed a 6roi^ but yl%%^i^^ 
we ibon made him yield his Prize to engage with us; which they 
did briskly for Two hours, driving to board us^ calling Stink pots - 
among us, which broke without any Execution, but fo irighted our 
Rowers, that we were forced to be fevere to reftrain them ; they 
plied their Chambers and finall Shot^ and flung Stones, floui'iihing 
their Targets and Darting Long Lances ; they were well Manned in 
a Boat ten times as big as our &Lrge, and at leaft Sixty fighting Men 
befides Rowers $ we lad none to manage onr final! Gun, tbcGooner 
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Letter IV* running away at 60a after Sluts in Brothels: One of the Fadors un- 
<^y^/^\^ dertaking it, was blown up by a Cartrige of Power, and fquenched 

his Cloaths a-flame in the Ocean , fo that they were fully bent to 
board us ; but they rifing to come in, we all this while having fculk- 
ed under their Targets , difcharged our Blunderbufles, which made 
them fheer ofl^ never to come near us again ; after which we chafed 
them, they flying afore us. 
Theycarefsus The Spectators of this Encounter were the D«/ri& Chief and Go- 
aftorc at fin^ vemor on^ the Shore, and a Ship of a dozen Guns in the Road ; by 

Three we came a-(hore with flight Hurts, but cried up mightily by 
the People, who arc continually infefted by thefe Pirats without any 
Refiftance : Thp Dutch received us at their FacJlory very kindly, whole 
Houfe is handfomely feated a Mile up a Shallow River, (except at 
Spring Tides, when lufty Ships may come up) ; it is built upon Ar- 
ches Geometrically ,by the prefent Chief,in the Figure of a Romapt T, 
all of Solid Stone ; it is Trenched with a Square Trench, and de- 
fended by a Platform of Two Great Guns on every fide,andTwo Great 
Bulwarks, bearing Smaller Guns at the Two Corners of th6 Houfe; 
the Front is Italian Fafhion, pailing to it over a Draw- Bridge; at 
Night we walked into the Town, part of it lately deftroyed by the 
SyJJy ; where was a Buzzar^ and a neat Choultry of the Dutch\ and 
beyond a Garden watered by a Frefli Stream, where we bathed : After 
Supper they treated us with the Dancing Wenches, and good Soops 
of Brandy and Delps Beer till it was late enough. 
Monuments We went next day to the Governor, who Complimented us highly ; 
for Women he is under the Tyrannical Government of Seva Gi^ where all Bar- 
wkh Aeir* ^^^^^ Cuftoms are exercifed ; and here it is permitted the-Women 
dead Huf- not Only to burn with their dead Husbands, but here are ntahy Mo- 
bands. numents railed in honour of them. - 

Et certamen hahent lathi , qme viva fequatur 

Conjugium ; pudor efl non licuijfe mori. 
Ardent viSrices & flamma peSora prahent^

Which Cuftom, if we believe tertuUian , is as old as Dido^ on a 
generous Account; not by conftraint, as thefe are moftly faid 
to be. , ^ 

Dido profuga in alieno folo^ uhi regis nuptias ultra aptaffe dehuerat^ 
ne tamen fecundas expeteretur^ maluit e contrario uri quam nuhere. The 
Famous Dido^ driven a Stranger into another Country, was courted 
by the Ring, which one would have thought flie (hould willingly 
have entertained, rather thaw to refufe a Second Marriage on fo hard 
Terms, as to burn her felf alive, for fear of polluting her felf there- 
by ; which fliews that Hrgil in his Account of that Lady killing her 
felf for ^neas, was a Fidion more to his own Credit than hers. 

At 
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At Hnlly in*this Kingdom are a Cafl called LhgfdtSj^ who are bO: Chapi IL 
tied upright, whofe Wives when they have a mind to accompany i^^/^^Obii 
their Husbands into another World , are fet in the fame Pit with 
themi covered up to the Shoulders with Mold^; who after Ceremo; 
nies performed, have their Necks wrun^ round, and the Pit filled 
up with Earth immediatly. . . . ', 

Oar Fadors having Concerns in the Cargo of the Ships in this Return fiom 
Road, loaded two Grois and departed ; I leaving them to profecute ^^^B^^toOM. 
their Voyage, I put in at Goa^ again ; and in Captain Gar/s BaUm 
rowed round the Idand over againft Goa^ where the Induftry of the 
Portiigueze Anceftry is worthy of our commendation, in fecuring their 
Liand both from Water and their Enemies, by (Irong Banks and ne* 
ceflary Block- Houfes ; Seva Gi poi^^fling all againft it, called Norway^ 
famous for Curtifans. 

Hence I went to the King's Yard, where lay half a Score Galeons Tht Cng^s 
fitted for any Expedition ; in thefe the Bed Fidalges think it no (corn ^"* ^^»we*. 
to go Commanders , it being the only thing they can ferve their 
Country in ; thefe are they they fend out with their Capbalas to con- 
voy them, when they return with Corn either from the North or the 
South; when every Cahejfo de Squadroon has Two or three Royal Gal- 
leys under him, that wear the Arms of Portugal in their Ancients 
only i and tht Admirante, Fice Admirante and Gaptain-M^jor wear 
the King's Flag aloft as well as a Stern : The beft of thefe carry no 
more than Eight or Ten Small Pieces, and the reft fewer ; over all 
thefe there is a Generaliffimo both by Sea and Land, who is John Corea 
de Saw. 

Incited daily by New Wonders, I intended to inviron the Ifland The bduflty 
of Goa } which is circled by High and Strong Walls, with Flankiers J^SfiT^^ 
ort every winding of the River, befides Four or Five lufty Blocrk- '*"^*'* 
Houfes, commanding the whole Work, a thing of vafl Con;ipafsand 
Expence, ftriking through the heart of the Ifland $ .which is altoge- 
ther near Thirty Miles in Circumference, the W9II, parking it in the 
half: We pafled as far as to the Fort of St LawrtHcCy which is placed 
conveniently to command the Mouth of the River from Marmagoum 
Bay ; we endeavoured farther, but Wind and Tide prevented us ; 
wherefore thinking it more facile to enterprife it on the other fid^ 
we deferred it till another day : All the Lanq about Goa is divided in- 
to Iflets, it lying in the heart of them : Whereupon the next day 
that lay fair for our Defign we came over the Bar, and &iled with a 
favourable Wind into Marmagwm Bay ; on the rkht part of it were 
many pretty Caves , or fmall Bays , in one ofwhom rode near 
twenty Grohs^ loaden with Cocoe-Nuts, Cair, Salt and Salt Fi(h: 
Beyond it half a League an Iflet of EnUmuel Lotos^ fortified and main; 
tained in defpight of the State, till lately reconciled. 

From hence we parted to Old Goa on the main Ifland of (?m, which A wdlm«fr- 
with its various Creeks and Bays makes up the left fide or Cod of the ^ ^bi£^ 
Bay, pointing out in the middle of Mos Segnior de Caho^ it lying ihort 
between Marmagoun and the Agoada^ which makes the Mouth of the 
Bay to be reckoned from the Headlands or Out-guards, fome Three 
Ijeagues over, and Vot Segnior de Caho a Commodious afliflince to 
them both by its well-pland Ordnance, eafily reaching them on ei* 
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Letter IV« iber hand ; but withal befriendiog Marmagoun^ from which it is the 

wideflf with huge Stakes of Rocks hid under Water» that , Vef&ls of 
Burthen muft cither feek out the Qiannel c^ Shipwreck themfdves, 
or elfe force themfelves on the Mouth of their Guns ; a Fortunate and 
well weighed Choife of a Port and Harbour : In our Ck)urfe we ia w 
the bottom of the Bay meet with the River of St. Lamrence^ and a 
Fleet of 30 Qrohs more ready to receive their Lading ; the Bay is 
twoji if not three Leagues deep ; the truly Noble Aldea^ of the FidaU 
gos^ the Temples and curioufly wrought Croiles of the Ecclefiafiicks^ 
ftriving on every open Strand and ruing Hill to outihine one aoo* 
ther, by their Whited Outfides, and Artificial and Delicate Adorn- 
ments. 

At our Landing the Sea bellowed a kind Murmur on the yieUii^ 
Sand, 9nd caft us afhore in a Place quadrated more for ftill Retire* 
ment, than noify Commerce ; there lying before its Bonks Camoofes 
belonging to Fiihermen, and BaUans of Pleafure only ; the Segm§ros 
minding nothing lefs than Merchandizing, and the F truer impToying 
their Fi(h»hooks, and knitting-needles to get a Livelihood : So that 
I prefume Old Goa need not complain for the lofs of Trade, which flie 
never had ; nor lament the deprivation of Godly and Spacious Build- 
ings, which fhe never wanted ; but hath them rather as a Country 
Town ( of .whom ihe is the Dame ) than City, though ihe might 
claim the Title of Millrefs ; her Soil is Luxurious and Campa^n, and 
abounds with Rich Inhabitants , whole Rural Palaces are immured 
with Groves and Hortos^ refreihed arid cooled with TWj and Rivu- 
lets ; but always referve a graceful Front for the Street, which are 
broad and cleanly at this time of Feftivity, celebrating with Trium- 
phant Arches and mod Pompous Pageants : PaUnkeens pafs as com-* 
monly as at Goa it felf , the People as urbane, though lefs peftered 
with Drunken Comrades, as Soldiers, Seamen and Ruffians; the 
Market- place is ftored with Provifions, and the Parilh provided with 
a large Church; but nothing antiquated as I could dilcover, by 
which it is eafy to judge Old Goa never was deferted { but Mow Goa 
hath fioln from hence for the fake of Traffick, for that purpofe the 
River is more fuitable than this Bay ; it may meafure from one end to 
the other, two Milel 

Abreaft of it on an hanging Hill is a Sumptuous Strudure of the 
Capuchins called SanHo Pilar y the Afcent to it is by a winding Stair« 
cate cut out of the Rock, and Railed with Stone Banifters ; this Or- 
der is difcalceated alfo, and confanguineous to the Frattcifcam^ differ^ 
ing only in Superiority and Aufterity, their Hood is long and taper* 
ing, on their Scapular in fafhion of a Sugar-loaf; to both whom are 
annexed a Lap-Fraternity, which wear the Mantle and Tippet, but 
not the Veil and Cord, neither are they (haved as the Fathers aret 
So that all Degrees of them in every Order are comprehended under 
thefe Three Clafles,^ "viz. Patresy Fathers ; Fratres y Brothers j fth 
venesy Young men : To thefe alfo belong the SifteAood of San&a 
Clara. 

Thus parted we from the comely Galataa^ and bent our Addrefles 
toward the Courts of the (lately AmariOh^ whofe Highways were 
full of Travellers! Country Manfions, Villages, Churches , /bady 
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Stands, and Places^ to eafe the Brawny Shoulders of the wearied Chap. 11. 
Slaves : Half Way is a School, where their Cofferies ( which come UfVV* 
moft ftom Mofamhique^ or Bmhafs ) are taught to found on Trum- 
TCts and Loud Mufick ; a Gang of whom forced their Noife on us 
along the Fields. A Mile wide of the City we entred a Gate that 
was ftrong, to which the Wall is contingent, that compafles the 
better Part of the Ifland together with the >City. .' 

From Old Goa it is three Miles : Within the Wall a fair Road 
leads to the City \ a little out of the Way is ereded an high-wall'd 
Well, and goes up Steps to a Pair of Gallows, whereon Malefai9:ors 
are left hanging till they drop into the Well, or the Birds prey on 
them. 

By Night we gained the Out-part of the City, boafting in as large 
a Ruin of xhtMiM>rs^ as their own numerous (landing Fa()rick$; ly- 
ing fo in Obloquy of the hated Mahometans y who once made all 
(loop, where the Chriftians have now advanced their Sacred Sign : 
We quartered our ielves this Evening in a Tavern kept by a Chinefe^ 
who are White, Platter-fac^d, and Little-eyed, tolerated on account 
of embracing Chriftianity ; our Baloon met us, and coming round 
by St» Lawrence was here before us. 

Going the next Morning to the Palace- (lairs, we faw their Seffions- Thei Prifons 
hoiife, the bloody Prifon of the Inquifition ; and in a principal Mar- *^^ Exccud- 
ket-place was railed an Engine a great height, at top like a Gibbet, 
with a Pulley, with (leppings to go upon, as on a FlagdafT, for the 
Strafaioy which unhinges a Man's Joints ; a cruel Torture. Over- 
aga^nft thefe Stairs is an Ifland , where they burn ( after ex- 
pofing them to the Multitude) all thofe condemned by the Inquifi^ ^ 

tor, which are brought from the San^o Oficio dreis'd up in mod 
horrid Shapes of Imps and Devils, and fo delivered to the Executi- 
oner. As we rowed by the Powder-Mills, we faw fe veral the Holy ^ 
Oi£ce had branded with the Names of Fetifceroesj or Charmers, or 
in Englijhy Wizards, releafed thence to work here ; known by a Yel- 
low Cope, Weed, or Garment, like our City poor Penfioners, fleeve- 
lels, with an Hole for their Neck only, having a Red Crofs before and 
behind. St. lago^ or St. James s Day, is the Day for the AuHo de Ficy 
when a general Gaol-Delivery is made of thofe unhappily intrapp'd 
in the Inquifition ; at which time there is a great Cavalcade to the 
Cathedral, and every Fidalgo appearing there, is honoured with being 
a Patron to fome of thefe poor Wretches ; Sc^ James being the Tute- 
lar Saint of this City. 

On whom Seva Gi minds . them to in vocate , having but jufl; ^f^f oi a htA 
now wrefted Pundit^ the chief Strength of Vifiapour from that Ncighbam;, 
King; on the furrender of which followed the Conquefl: of the Low 
Country beyond Carwar : And by this means the Diamond-Trade is 
intercepted , this being the greeted Mart for fmall Diamonds, be- 
fore thefe Incurfions : And not only fo, but they are flraitned for 
Butchers Meat, which ufed to come down plentiftiUy that way ; for 
tbefe had rather kill a Man, than fufier a Bead to be led to the Stall i 
and not only for Meat but Firing^ they being beholden to that Coun- 
try for Fuel, as well as Timber tor Building. Thefe Calamities, be- 
iGdes the Approach of Seva Gi\ Army, make no fmall DiflraiSions, 
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Letter IV. efpedally having fmall Recruits of Eurtpg'Mett ; fo that the PaJres 
^-''V^^ mufl: not only Pray bnt Fight, there being in the Convents more 

than in the Garifons.

Kingdom, The Arthbifhop is Supreme in Spirituals, or ought ta 
be fo. The City is a Rome in InJia^ both for Abfoluteneis and Fa« 
bricks, the chiefeft confifting of Churches, and Convents, or Reli- 
gious Houfcs ; though the Laity have famptuous ones all of Stone ; 
their Streets are paved, and cleaner than the tops of their Houfes, 
where they do all occafions, leaving their Excrements there. Th^ 
live with a fplendid Outfide, vaunting in their number of Slaves^ 
walking under a Street of their own Umbrelloes, bare-headed, to 
avoid giving orftafte in not removing their Hats : They being jealous 
of their Honour, pardon no Aflront ; wherefore to ogle a Lady in 
a Balcony ( if a Perfon of Qgality ) it is revenged with a Bocca 
Mortis^ or to pafs by a Ftdalgo without due Reverence, is feverely 
chafiifed ; they are carried moftly mPalenkeens^ and ibmetimes on 
Horfebadc. 
The Oergy The Clergy affeA little of outward State, going out only Frater 
fcow rcfpcft. ^^ g^^^^^ J j^ Couples ; they falute a Father by firft kiffing the Hem of 

his Garment, then begging a Benediction. 

The Mafs of the People are Canorein , though Portuguezed in 

Speech and Manners ; paying great Obfervance to a White Man, 

whom when they meet they muft give him the Way with a Cringe 

and Civil Salute, for fear of a Stm:bado. 

The Women The Women , both White and Black, are kept reclufe, vailed 

and Children, abroad, within doors,the Richer of any Quality are hung with Jewels, 

and Rofaries of Gold and Silver many times double; Monehes of 
Gold about tli^ir Arms , Necklaces of Pearl about their Nec^, 
Lockets of Diamonds in their Bodkins for their Hair, Pendants ia 
their Ears ; a thin Lungy^ or Half-fmock reaching to their Wafte, 
ihewing their Skin through it ; over that, abroad, a clofe Doublet ; 
over their Lower Parts a Pitticoat or l4»^^,. their Feet and Legs 
without Stockins , but very Rich Slippers. Amongft them fome 
are extraordinarily featured and compleatly fhap^jl, though not of 
* that corufcaht Beauty our Englijh Ladies are ; and for Mien far be* 
neath them, being nurtured up in a lowly Bafhfulnefs, whereby they 
are rendered unfit for Converfation, applying themfdves wholly to 
Devotion and the Care of the Houfe : lliey ftng, and play on the 
Lute, make Confedrions , pickle Acharsj (the beft Mmgo Achars 
coming from them ), and irels Meat exquifitely, not to put the Sto- 
mach to much trouble, but fuch as fhaU digeft presently; Supoes, 
, Pottages , and varieties erf Stews, in little China Difhes or Plates, 
which they fliift before you are cloy*d, and at a common Enter- 
tainment 
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tainment alter half a dozen Modes : Their Relifhing Bits have not Chap. II. 
the Fierinefe of ours, yet all the pleafare yon can defire; and to ^^-^^v^^vj 
fpeak truly, I prefer their ordirnary way of ordering Viduals be- 
fore any others. If a Stranger dine with the Husband, and he coo- 
fent to have the Wife come in and fit at Table as our Women do, 
there is no means of perfuading her, but fhe will be much offended if 
you tafte not of every thing they cook. The little Children run up 
and down the Houie naked, till they begin to be old enough to be 
a&amed. 

The fineft Manchet it may be in the Worfd is made here, and the The fecfl 
pureft Virgins Wax for Tapers. At Nemle is made the beft Arach Manchet, d'f. 
or Mepade Gea^ with which the Englijh on this Coaft make that ener- 
vating Liquor called Paunch ( which is InJofian for Five) from Five 
Ingredients j as the Phy ficians name their Compofition Diapente ; 
Or from Four things, Diatefferon. 

The way they give Notice from theOutguards of what Ships are HowthcOot* 
feen off at Sea, is after they have fpread the King's Standard, to ele- ^^^^ 
vate fo many ^skets on Poles j which Sign the next appointed Watch 
receives, and fo fucceflively till it arrive at the City. 

On New- Year s Day, Sttlo Vtttri^ with Captain Gary in his Ba- 
loan of Ten Rowers, and Six Servants, we fet fail for Canvar, and had 
brought half Salfet behind us^ when the- Moon being two Hours 
high we difcovered a Light , and immediately Three S;iil making 
after us, and by the Shore another finall Sail intercepting us : Our 
Men that before would not handle an Oar, fell to it tightly, and two 
more purfuing us out at Sea, we ran fairly into Cola or Salfef^ a Fifli- 
ing Town, where lay feveral Boats to carry off Mountains of Fi(h 
falted on the Beach, the Scent whereof was very noyibm under a 
ffliferable Shed we took for our Lodging : The next Morning we 
came early to the River Sal^ where we found Eight Boats feared in 
for Protedion ag^inft the Malaiars ; where we had this Advice, 
That Five were roving in fight, and had vowed Revenge for the In- 
jury we did them at Fingulaj killing their Captain and three or four 
of their Chief Men, befides asmany more Soldiers, all which they 
buried at AnfeJiva : We ftaid here therefore this Night, and lay in 
tlie open Air by the River's fide, being fufficiently foaked by the Dew. 

Captain Gary therefore the next Morn , not willing to hazard 
himfelf on a Voyage undertaken only for Pleafure, procured a Pilot 
Boat to go before us, and make Signs by a White Flag, if the Coafts 
Were ckar at every Point ; and fo we got fafe to Carwar River's 
Mouth, when the Chief having notice of our coming, came on 
Horfeback to welcome us, and accompanied us in the Baloon to the 
Houfe. 

This Captain Gary is he that was the kft Governor for the King on 
the Ifland Bomiaim : He is a Perfon of a Mercurial Brain, a better 
Mierchant than Soldier, is skillM in mod of the Languages of the 
Country, and is now writing a Piece in Arahick^ which he dedicates 
to the Viceroy, with whom he is in great Efteem. He lived at 
Acheh^ and was created a Noble by that Qyeen ; was born a Vene^ 
tioBj but of Englijh Parents, by which means he underftands Ita^^ 
lioH^ Fertngueze^ and Latin^ perfedly, and is an accompliihed Cotnr- 
tier. CHAP-

J fflgrimage to Gocurn , where was a great Gentile Soltm^ 
nity. A curforf Difcourfe of the bordering Princes. 

AS much to thtSwtbwar J zsGoa is to the Hortb^ lies G&cunt^ 
whither I took a Pilgrimage^witb one other of the Fadors^Four 
Pe^s^ and Two Biggereens^ or Porters only ; we fet out all on Foot the 
Second of Fehruary^ at the beginning of the Heats, at Ten in the 
Morning, and with wonderful toil clambered up Anchola Hill, a 
woody Mountain of an extraordinary height ; where refting a little 
while we made for the bottom ; at which lies an Horfe of an Haval- 
Jar\ Interred qnder an huge fquare Stone, and his Effigies Dormant 
upon it Efcuthceon, or Diamond-wife ; not much farther, the Wood 
being on Fire, we were in danger not only of being Smothered 
but Roafted ( this place not long fince the receptacle of Delw and 
hisCreWy and therefore I iuppofe purpofely Burnt } :

But having conquerec) by our better Angels this lively portraidure' 
of Hell, we were led into an happy Elyfium, or Plain, that was 
bounded by the immenfe Ocean ; and had we been Shades, to have 
been fatisfied with an Aierial Diet^ we might have fared well , 
for nothing elfe could we purchafe, the poor Inhabitants being 
Fiihermen, were left by the iniquity of Dehi^ without either Fiih, 
Boats, Nets, or Rice ; and upon that account unlikely to fupply us. 
Night approaching we knew not where to better our fel ves than un* 
der a Mango-Tree ; where our wearied Spirits afforded us not much 
time for Contemplation , nor our eager Stomachs much Sleep ; 
wherefore by break of Day we made for Ancbola^ where we found 
the Buzzar half Burnt, and the remaining Shops without Tenants, 
a bad Cordial to an empty Maw : We fent our Pafs to the Gover^ 
nor, and procuring from him another. We haflened to feek our own 
Proviflons. 

jtKchU Cafiie *^^^ ^^ fpared not this Town when he took the Cafllei fo that it 
fbppiied with is almoft down or deferted $ the Soldiers by that means difFurniihing 
^m^^pLw themfelves of all Neceflaries, but what they feize by Violence 
^wshipwreck. abroad ; the Caftle is a fine place and of good force, bearing Fifty 

Brafs Guns, the Moors had got out of a Portugueze Shipwreck ; it 
commands as far as the River Gongole^ the utmoil extent of Seva Gi\ 
Dominions, South; Two or Three Mile out of the Town we met 
with fomeGame, and made Prey of it, walking by the Strength of 
it to Gongole River. 

Where we Ferried over and took up our refidence this Night at 
Gongola^ the firft Town in the Country, which dill retains the Nam^ 
oiCanatkk^ and therefore is properly fo called ; though we ihall ihew 
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by and by all this TraA of Land we have pzSed from Guzsurat delerves Chap. Iff. 
the £uneappellation) being originally lb. c^oi^Vi

JR^ the bresik of the next Dawn we got to Gocurn , and ex- Out coming 
dianged our En^fl^ for Mows Cloaths, yet not fo privately but that ?^^^ ^ 
we were difcovered by ibme that told our Banyan ( who was come ^^ 
to perform a Vow to the Manes of his dead Father, ) that Two 
Eiiglifbrnen were come to the Tomafia^ or Sight; whereupon he 
came to us before we expeAed, with a Band of Thirty or Forty 
Men ; but we de(kacl to be concealed and pafs for Mogiils , that 
we might fee without being taken notice of ; he was conformable 
thereto, and we went into the Town, which was in a Valley near 
the Sea ; formerly very fplendid, now of more efteem for the Re- 
licks of their Pagods than any thing elfe. 

It is an Univerfity of the Brachmins and well'Endowed ; here are it is an Vm^ 
innumerable, but ruinated Pagods ; Two only of any Mark , and ^^>%« 
they half {landing ; they were Large and of good Workmanihipin 
Stone, after their Antick and Hieroglyphical Sculpture ; they had, 
as all have, a dark Entry at the farther end, wherein are continually 
lighted Lamps burning before the Duel^ or Image, ieated there to 
reprefent a Glory, or Phofphorus, whither they refort to Wbrflrip 
and Offer Oil, Rice, and Frankincenfe, at it's Feet, on an OSkt* 
tory ; fome make a great pother of Anointing and Wafliing it, being 
lavifh both of their P^ins and Coft« 

At this tinie the Brachmins Reap a great Harveft, for this Place is ^^^ 
of fuch repute for its Sandlity and Meritorioufnefs of a Pilgrimage i^aps^^oc 
hither, that all forts of Idolaters, from the remoteft parts of InJia^ ^^ii- 
come in (holes, ncXi^fi^^jfl^y celehritas ad quam plurimi mortales ^jf^^ 
C9Hveniimt t«r^»$Di jSepTOi ovvi^^Vf and we found^ fo many, that the, HaireflT ^ 
Streets were troublefome to crowd through ; with much ado we 
;ot into the Buzzar^ or Fair, only fo upon this occafion, long Rows of 
iheds being put up on both fides the high Streets, where the Two 
great Pagods Hood, one at each end. 

We were carried by the Tide of the People that bore that way out • 
of this pkce, to a large oblong (lone Tank, with Defcents to go 
down all about it ; in the middle a neat Pagod fupported on Four 
Marble Pillars ; here during this Fefiival at Evenings, are blazing a 
Lecque of Lamps. 

In this all of both Sexes Wafli (this Solemnity being called the Hie. 7^, 
Jatry^ or Wafhing) and Prefent Rice and Mony to the Bratih wWaflring. 
minsi and the Fiih which Swim here frequently receive their 
Benevolence , being 16 Tame you may catch them with your 
Hands ; to be the death of one of thefe is held Tiaculare. 

Thofe whofe Parents or Friends are deceafed, the Hair of the ^ Vow p«r« 
Head is an Offering to their departed Ghoft on this manner ; After fctmcd. 
the Barber ia this Water has ihaved the Head and Beard, it \s deli- 
vered 
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Letter IV. vered wrapped up to the Bracbmm ; who brings a Cow and a Calf 
Wi^V^W into the Water, and binding them with Frontlets ceremooioufly^ they 

beftow on them, as they are difpofed, either for Ornament or Main* 
tainance ever after ; imagining their Souls to have their refidence in 
them : From whence they are conduced to the PagoJ^ which they 
enter bare-footed, and otter to the Dmli returning, they fmite on a 
Bell hung in the Body of the Church ; and going to the Porch, re- 
ceive their Slippers, wafhing afterwards at more liberty for the reft 
oftheFeftivaL 

It was a Primitive Cuftom among the Jews to (have, when they 
had made a Vow, AS. Apofl. Chap. 18. v. 18. 
jngUi or De- Coafting along the Sea-fide , we came to the Pommrium of the 
votes. greateft Pagod^ where near the Gate in a Choultry £ite more than 

Forty naked Jougies^ or Men united to God , covered with Aihes, 
and pieited Turrats of their own Hair ; two above the reft remarka* 
ble, one fitting with his Head hanging over his Shoulders, his Eyes 
it) ur, moving neither Hands or Feet, but always fet acrols, his Nails 
overgrown like Talons : The other as a check to Incontinency, had 
a Gold Ring faftned into his Viril Meniber. 
A Sdemii And now we returned into the Market-place^ having obtained 

VncxXSm of leave to feat our felves by the Chief Captain to fee their Duels pais by 
1^2^^ " in Pomp, beinjj to do their Devoirs to a Mother Pagod : At the upper- 
end of the^High-ftreet were two great moving Pageants drawn on 
Wheels, two Stories high,with aCupulo on the top, which was ftuck 
round full of Streamers of Orient Colours ; the inferior Stories were 
painted with deformed Figures of their Saints, on every fide Portals : 
In the loweft was placed the Dnel^ attended by their Chief Priefts 
with a dark Blue Cope over their Shoulder, their under Garments 
White, and Puckeries on their Heads, a Muffal within, and aii Ofta^ 
gap (a Skreen of Silver and Velvet with &rcenet Borden) to keep 
off the Sun. 

Thus the Chief I9aik with his loud Mufick of Horns, Trumpets 
and Drums waited on it,and the Brachmins with fofter, of the Dancing 
Wenches finging, with Bells at their Wrifts and Heels, and their 
Tamhles or Tabrets : An Enfign of Red, Swallow-tailed, feveral Cbi^ 
tories j little, but Rich KitfoOs ( which are the Names of feveral 
Counties for Umbrelloes ) ; 500 Men , with Javelins of Brafs and 
Steel, with Bells and Feathers, as many more with Guns under his 
Command ; and the Naik Wherry with like fafliioned Enfign of 
Green, bordered with a Checker of White and Green , followed by 
aoo in the fame order as before ; after thefe follow^ a Medly of 
Pots and Pans of Copper or Bra&, Men clattering on them, and 
dancing t good meafure : When the Train drew near, it was drawn 
by a Team of Holy Men , the People rifing and clapping their 
Hands as it pafled to the oppofite Pagod\ a Troop of the Gentry in 
Cavalcade rode after it, where having paid a Vifit, it returned with 
the like Solemn Proceifioo, and by difcharging of Guns the Cot* 
mony ended 2 There were feveral other Duels fanned by Women, 
oftering Cenfers of rich Perfumes with huge Lights ; before which 
People poflefled with Familiars ran Cudgelling themfdves ; others 
in a different fort of Mummery belaboured themfelves, till they 

could 
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cotild not {land, all driving to outdo others ; thus blind and heated Chap. III. 
were they in their Zeal. ' ^-^V^^u 

To defcribe every particular Duel or Fagod^ both for the number, 
and difficulty of the Shapes, would be impoffible ; take therefore 
only one that had efcaped the Fire, and therefore highly venerable; 
'twas cut out of Excellent Black Marble, the height of a Man, the 
Body of an Ancient Greek Hero, it bad four Heads , and as many 
Hands, had net two been cut off; it was feated on an Oflertory in 
a broken Paged \ a Piece of Admirable Work and Antiquity, ex- 
ceeding , fay they , Benares , the other Noted Univerfity of the 
Heathens. 

Who founded thefe, their Annals nor their Sanfcript deliver not. Their Foun; 
But certainly Time, and the Entry of the Moors^ ruined them. This, ^ "»■ 
though a Principal Univerfity, can boaft of no BoJlean or Fatican ; ^'^ 
their Libraries being Old Manufcripts of their own Cabalas , or 
Myfteries underftood only by the Brachmins. 

They live not under a Collegiate Confinement, but in pretty Neat Their Divines 
Houfes plaftered with Cow- dung, which is done afreih as oft as they tonder no 
fweep them, where they abide with their Families, Celibacy being ^^ ^^ ^ 
no Injundion to their Divines ; excepting one Houfe of the Sinai ^' 
Cafi^ where is a Reverend Old Man, Head of their Tribe, who pro- 
fefles a life without the Company of a Woman, aud has the Atten*^ 
dance of a great many Young Ajhmen^ and Grave Brachmins : Thefe 
live a referved Life, and fpend it wholly in Praying and Abftinence; 
as the others count their Prayers by Beads, thefe do it by Cewreys^ Fifh* 
ihells : They wore Red Caps, fuch as thofe are brought from Tunis ; 
and our Seamen wear daily aboard Ship : But the Striker, and more 
Undefiled Cafi^ is the Butt^ the reafon whereof you will find in the 
General Account of India. 

All Brachmins are diftinguifhed by a Cotton*thred athwart their a Brsclmm^ 
Body from their Left Shoulder,hanging down under their Right Arm ; ^^ hwdiy am 
which Badge, if they violate it, cofts them vaft Sums of Money to htten oVhi 
redeem, befides the undergoing of flrid Pennances. csjt. 

' They fetch Water for the Duels from the Tank with loud Mufick ^^^j!f 
and Dancing Wenches three or four times a-day ^ the Brachmins ^ * 
waiting in couirfe) and thofe dancing Wenches and Boys fet a-part for 
that Service, dare not dance afore any elfe : Thefe Dancers are taken 
out of the C^ of the Dowlysj who are obliged to devote the Eldeft* 
of the Males and Females to that ufe ; having for that reafon large 
Difpenfations concerning their Marriage, or the Liberty of getting 
Children, being common to all : To conclude with thefe. Whether 
Religion make thefe People Morofe, or it be to be attributed to the 
Virtue of their Manners ; you fee in them a carelefnefs of behaviour 
towards Strangers, neither regarding the Novelty, nor Gawdinefe of 
their Garb ; being here, as it is faid, Roma^ Lutetia ac Fenetiae^

is now under the fubjedion of the Canatick R^uma ; it has a wide Moat 
about it, bat few Guns : The Town has a Bnzzar^ at the end of it • 
Ciemitery for the M0ors^ with an ample Aquadu^ of good Stone. 
An huge Being tiredt and lying to repofe out of the Noife of the Dancers^ 

Snake, qj^ the Bank of the River, under a ihady Tree, I was made at by an 

unfizaUe Snake , which I hardly efcaped, had it not hided with an 
unheard-of Noife before me , which rouzing m^ ^ made me ifaifc 
its fpeedyCourfe, as it ang^rily gathered up its Body, and darted its 
(elf into the Flags on the River-iide : Thefe Creatures are dreadful to 
the Inhabitants, and when I related my Hazard, they wondred I came 
off fo, there being of them big enough to mafter the largeft Ani- 
mals : After my Danger was over, I was told ihe had a Nelt in that 
Place, it being lately turned iato a Burial-place. Hic^ obiter^ m/Wimm 
quad fir ihit Plittm^ lih. io« Hift. Mat. cap, 66* fiilicet. Ex arehra 
pHtrefiente hmtano angues gigni* Hujus rei exetmphm hahet Plutarchui 
in vith CleominiSj quern fcribit a PtoUmap in crucem aSum fmjfc^ ejuj^ 
que Caput paucis ppft die bus ingentem Dracenem Cmnplic^ffe.

Returning we overtook the Portugal Armado from the Seuth^ with 

Two hundred Paddy«Boats with twir C<)nvoys, and touched at An-^ 

gediva^ from whence we came to Carwar. 

The Skoiy of Before I left MirJa I received this Information from the Natives, 

c«ir«. That the Canatick G>untry reaches from Gat^ala to the Zamerbins 

Country of the Malabars , along the Sea , and Inland up to the 
Pepper-Mountains of Sunda^ and the Precin<2 of Sergi Cmn, Bed-- 
mure, four Days Jouroy hence^ is the Gipital City, the Refidence of 
the RannUi the ReliiS: pf Sham Sbanket Naig^ ( murdered by his No- 
bles ) Ra^aof Canora ; who now Rules in her Son s Minority, Bafft- 
fm Naig^ the young Raja^ by and with the Authority of one Timi 
Maig^ that from a Teddy-nmn has by bis cunning Poliey> more than 
by true Proweft and Valour, raifed himfeif to be General and Pro* 
tedor Sergi Caun% a Prince of the Kingdom of Fifiap$ur^ and he, 
have lately entred into an amicable League and firm Confederacy , 
who have already Eat together, whereupon it is bruited 7/w Maig^ 
is about to embrace the Mahometan Faith. 

The Prime Nobility have the Title of Naiks or Haigs^ as tbde ctf 
Malabar^ Nairoes, 

The Language is Canorein, which to me feems to be the Primitive^ 
firom the Malabar s up to Surat \ the CouBtry ifaait of it^ as well as 
Speech, being Canorein^ and thofe between varying only in Dialed, 

and the Names of the Country ailtered, as x\» CtMsoeoC War pi» 
vailed. 

. . Here 
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Here are Wild Efephants, fome Pepper, andftore of Beetle-Nut, Chap.ni. 
and Wild Nutmeg, ufed to dye withal. The bell Pepper in the World U'Wi 
is of the Growth of SunJai known in EftglanJ by Carwar Pepper, ^^^J^^ 
though five Daysjournydiftant froip thence. This kaja vends his &om suud^. 
Pepper, as it is the beft, at the beft rates, finding a Trade up the Coun« 
try, and therefore is it we have little of it in iSurope ; he contents 
bimfelf to live stStmJa, from whence he and his Country receive 
denomination, being as little Abfolute ^s the reft qf thie Princes of 
Vifiapwr^ being Tributary, or rather Feudatory, obliged as well by 
AU^iance as Purfe. 

The Raja of Saranpatan muft not be flipped by in filence, becaufe T'^NofMut. 
his way of fighting difi!ers firom his Neighbours ; he trains up his ^^^* ^ 
Soldiers to be expert at a certain Inftrument to feize on the Nofes of ^'^'*' 
his Enemies with that flight either in the Field or in their Gimps, 
that a Budget-full of them have been prefented to their Lord for a 
Breakfaft ; a thing, becaufe it deforms them, fo aba/hing, that few 
care to engage with him; and this he makes ufe of, becaufe it is 
againft his Religion to kill any thing. He enjoys a vaft Territory 
pn the back of the ^amerbin. 

Beyond him lies Raja Madaree^ poflefling all from him as far as the r^^ uomti. 
Cape, bordering on them both. 

All thefe are the diQointed Meqibers of Fifiapour^ neither truft- 
ing on another, nor unitiqg for thei conimon Good of the Kingdom : 
Since Seva Gi has put all intQ.a t^erment, they know not. who to 
iide with, being cmcertain of his intentions ; though he, tells them J 
his Compef^rs the Duccaneei^ he is their Champion, and that none ot 
them befides himfelf has the heart to (land up for their Country ; and 
therefore if ht chadce now and then to rob them, it is but to reward 
himfelf and Soldiers for his and their pains in endeavouring to free 
them itom a more unnatural Slavery. 

This makes them begin to Cabal, hot brooking the Perfidy of this The inreToiu- 
Man on the one hand, or the Infolence of BuBm Caun^ being a Fo- ^<»> of tbe 
reigner, pn the other ; nor to call in the Mcgul to their Afliftance , '^^^^'^ 
though ftill it is not refolved by a General Confent to be aiding to 
each other. 

In the mean while Seva taking advantage of their Irrefolution, Emboldens 
ranges where he lifts, quite through Vijiapowt^ as far as Badnagur in ^rv4 ql 
Gukonda^ with one Detachment led by bis Son ; witl^ anot^r he 
flies hunielf as far as the Walls of Surat^ leaving the Main of his Ar- 
my at Pundit y hefoKGoa: His Son, after he had plundered and burnt 
Badkagur^ having been obferVed in his Paflage thither by Buliul Caun^ 
did no harm in Fifiapour ; but the PVotedor being to watch the 
Confpiracies of the Duccanees^ could not be long out, for fear of 
being intercepted in his Return, and was therefore prefled to retreat to 
his Pod ; and Samhu Gi retiring, iet upon Huhly^ Raidy^ and other 
Mart Towns, and ranfack'd them : And SevaGi his Father being not 
wholly difappointed at Surat ( which hd calls his Treafury ) by their 
iCbutting their Gates upon him /r^/irrw^, but give him his ufual Pip 
cajb ; whither on his repeated Excurfions being forced to ask leave of Ifis wild fii. 
the Rajaoi Ranm(%ur^ to carry his Army ( by reafon of the MoguTs cutfiam. 
Forces in the Plain Country ) through his Country, o^tt the Hills 
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Letter IV. that reach within Thirty MBw of SMta; Md havmg dwaiftcdtetve 
* of thei!4;«of Ranmagfirt made hiiiifelf thwoDgWy acquainted with 
the Avenues, and in bis hft Return took itj civing only this Rea- 
fon, lliat it was inconvenient for him to truft him with the Door of 
his Exchequer. Hie Inhabitants of Rammigm' vn the Salvages cal*

By which, Bulltd Catm forefceing the approadiing Storn», was' too 
wary to ftay the breaking of them over his Head, but fcirly ftep* 
forth to prevent them : Wherefore forpriang Sergi Caan and Ttmi 
ITai^ as they were moving to join with fomc rt the forwardeft of the 
Duccatteest the fifft fled, not without Ms, the other was environ'd 
by Bullul CaMn\ Army, and compelled to Hand it our, till the Ga» 
mels of War, who carry fmall Petareroes, ifcw the greateft part of 
them, and Timi Ifaig himfeif was trodden to Death under his EIe> 
phants Feet, whereupon an cafy Vidory enfued, the reft yielding 
when their General was (bin ; who is not much lamented by the 
Nobles pf Canora, whofe Greatnels he diminifhed by cuttif^ them 
off upon fmall Sufmcions, and advancing in their Reads inferior Per- 
ions to great Employments; confining the Princeis^Mother wkh her 
Son to a Penfion , and that but ordinary. Things now begin to 
return to the Royal Current, and they confefi hhn a Chaftifemedt 
for their former Rebellions againft their Natural Prince, vowing a 
perfeift Allegiance to the Infant Prince, in whofe Name fince the 
Death of Timtfaig, all things are tranfaded 

Thefe were to have been feconded by Badar Ca»Hy theMogaTsGt- 
neral, who has fince appeared twice before Viftapntt with a formida> 
ble Army, pretending to right the Daccaitees^ and to. call BnUtdCatm 
to an account, but has been as often repulfed by BulM Caua and 
lasooo of his fataits, who the laft time made them leave their 
Atf/^wMorTreafure, Ibme Elephants, loooCamels, feveral Pieces ojf 
Ordnance, and cut off the BaS of Baferab with his Son, whole 
Heads were put on tong Poles on the Walls of theQty, and flew' of 
the common Soldiers Four or Five Thoufand ; ooc without great da- 
mage on their own Party : So that he muft be diftrefled for all this 
Rout given, unlefs the ftomachful Daccanees come to an Accommo- 
dation ( firom which they are averfe as yet ), if, as it is likely, the Me- 
gid fend frefli and more numerous Supplies. 

So miferable is that State where theother Members grow too pow- 
erful for the Head, as in this conftituted Government of Z)Mm»i, 
where the King's Munificence to the Grandees has inflated them in 
Abfolute Autnority over their Provinces , that they are Potent 
enough to engage one another, and countomand the Ring's Com- 
mtndS| unle^ fuitable totheir Humoorsr

By the fundamental fifiablilhment of this Realin^ every Lord in Chap JV/ 
courfe was to come to Court once a Year, and all to pay their Ac- 
knowledgment by doing Homage to their Sovereign, where he could 
demand their Heads> ttKSy becoming obnoxious to hit Dlfpleafure ; 
but the prefent difturbances have found matters of excufe to reteafe 
them from thefe InjunAions^ and furtaiihed Sevd 6i in this iviUft 
with encours«ement to March up the Gaot again with if ooo Horft 
and 30000 Footn knowing Buffml Cam neither to be at \t\fatt 
from his Inteftine nor Foreign Broilsi to divert him from his wild 
Bnterprifes.

Of the ^f^ and J\iri^d9m ttT Vtfiapour^ their Tolicy. and 
Oolfemment i Hobfie-Conerics Treferredi The prefent 
TroteBor , and other Members of Duccan ; The Life , 
Exploits , and Expeditions of Seva Gi : The Weakh i 

. Strength i And Towert of edch , i^itb refpe^ to the Great 
Mogul oi Supreme, 

OF which Incendiary of hJia^ as wellas of thefe l^rtSi ta 
give you fome knowledge, it will be necei&ry ( thefe Affairs 
being fo interwoven j to look back' as far as the ttnie of Ramras^ 
dtbout Two hundred and fifty Years ago, ible Monarch of India in^^ 
tra Gangem^ and the laft Emperor that was a Gentile ; he nburifhed 
Three Slaves th^t were Chias Meors^ and advanced them to the prin-^ ' 
cipal Employs both of Court and E^npire^ to wit, Catub Cdu% Ma«- 
fier of his Hunt ; tfifi^am Maluke^ his Chief Treafurer ; AMCom^ 
Catwal^ or High-Conftable ; from thefe Offices 'they rofe to foe 
Commanders of the greateft Provinces in the Realm, with as M> 
folute Power and Authority as could be transferred on Sub)eds, be<> 
ing Kings, only wanting the Appellation : The firft of Baynagur^ 
now Gnlccmfa ; the fecond of Dowht AhuJ^ and all the Country 
from Gnzerat to Bengal , and great part of Duccan ( into which his 
Succeflbrs were crowded till they Annihilated ) ; the Laft, the other 
part of Duccan^ with alt the Continent cm this fide the Qates^ till it 
conclude in the Cape of Ccmera. 

Thus were they feated, and by the iequel not minded to be dii^ The ConTp^ 
mounted j wherefore they jointly Combined againft their fuptne g J^ ^^^' 
Matter, whilft he too creduloully relied oh their Fiddity, and outed ^^^'""^ 
him and many of his Heathen Nobles, only fuch as were befriended 
by ftrong G$irrs^ or Faftnef&s upon the Mountains, who are thole 
that reuin the Name of Raj^s to this day h and who are ftill not- 
witbftanding U> Numerous, that would they ftand up unanimoufly 
for their ancient Freedom, the Mahometans could not fland in Com- 
petition with their Idolatrous Tribes } fed qn$s Jufiter vult ferdi^ 
dementes facit ; but whom God will defiroy he makes thtoi infacua'- 

ted 
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Letter IV. ted to their own Ruin ; for they are fo jealous one of another, that 
<^'V'*^w without that inbred Difpofition it were impoffible to keep them 

under. 
They make . After this Coufpiracy every one betook himfclf to his Go?ern- 
themfcivcs ment^ there being no more topoflefs themfclvesof; the imprudent 
c&^S King having given aU away, even to his Perfon, which they fcru- 
ti»pd. pled not tO' Violate, Extinguiihing the very Lineage, tor leaving 

them fo undefenceable, that they are only faid to be a ^tity Raja/hip 
in the Plain, airi thereby eafily prevented to.afpire to their Lawful 
Sovereignty ; the Supreitiacy being eftablifhed in their own Hands, 
and (hared to their mutual Contents, they took upon them Without 
controul the Regal Dignity and Title of Fedejhaws^ and exercifed 
their Fun^ons very Amicably fome Years } and fo long they kept 
themfelves fafe enough from the Moguls y who began to make Inroads 
into their Country, without any notable Succeis, till they found 
V means to make them break wi(h Nijhamjhanij Who nxtintained tbe 
Frontiers againft them ; for all that^ he was beiet afore and afaan* 
doned behind, he held them play a long while ; though by degrees 
the Moguls from without, aind the perverfe remilsnefs of his own 
Sed; at home, reduced him to that part of Duccauy the entire Con- 
queft of which the .prefent Auren Zeeh finiOied ( chough unhand* 
fomely) he having been Hofpitably received when he came under Co* - 
lour of a Fakier^znA a Bani(hed Man from the Court at Jeneah ; where 
I faw the Ruins of a fumptucus Edifice Nifham/buw Ere<fted for the 
prefent Emperor of the Moguls : The Reward which he gratified 
him with, was the Extirpation of the Royal Race of the Ni/hauh^ 
/haws i wbofe Deftrudlion the remaining Two may at leifure repent, 
being thereby incapacitated to make Head againft the Mcgul; maugre 
all their Forces ; when before, mjhamjbam alone could withftand, 
and even Defeat his moft putflant Armies; but fmce his downfal 
OnthefaMof they have enough to do to Guard themfelves. The Rajah's (the 
i2frDrf«. moft Powerful of whom fubfcribed to his Jurifdidion ) beginninj 
. to fet up for themfelves ; fo that the Two Kings of Fifiapcur an( 
GukonJa are often left alone to endure the brunt, the Rajah's comiog 
in as they lift. 

For all that, what is left of Duccan under the King of Fifiapour^ is 

ftill a fpacious Kingdom, reaching North to Jeneah^ South to Porto 

Novoj bounded Eafi with QulconJa^ Weft with the Ocean ; though 

unfettled and ill Governed, whereby it is often diftrefled ; but when 

* it comes near to the uplhot, GukonJa puts in either as a Mediator, 

or an Affifbnt with Men, ( for which he nays dear if it be publickly, 
. for then the Mogul taxtis his Arms on him j or Mony he helps him to 
underhand ; though he is mightily awed by the Mogul^ fuffering the 
MoguPs Ambaf&dor to refide at Court in quality of a Supervifor ; who 
Lords it without controul, caufing his 0)in to be ftamped with his 
Mafter s Infcription, his Subje(3:s Mulif^ed and Sefled by his Impofi- 
tions ; yet he is fenfible fhould he feize Duccan^ Gukonda would lo& 
the ftouteft Bulwark on that fide hisKingdom, which hath made 
him thefe Forty Years a firm Confederate to Fifiapour\ fometimes 
fending Pifcaflfts of confiderable Value to Seva Gi and the Bordering 
Princes and Rajd^ to difturb the MoguTs Forces , other- whiles 
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flopping the MoguPs Mouth with a Tribute^ as alib lus Generals Chap. IV* 
with large Prefents. L-T^r^Wi 

Which are the Reafons the Mogul hath made no iferther Progrds How Itj comet 
of late Years, fatisfying himfelf rokeep thefe Kingdoms in the na* topar$fheiif#. 
tnre of Vaflals , though never abfolutely Conquered ; fruftrated S^ farther * 
chiefly by the means of the Soldiery and great Omirabsy who live progrefi in his 
Lazily and in Pay, whereupon they term Duccoh, The Bread of the S"rl«** ^^ 
Military Men : Or becaufe that he is never wholly at leifure to profe- 
cute thefe Wars himfelf, being always bufied in one placeor another 
of more import, as lately againft the Patans^ and now againft the 
V$hee[ue Tartars ; befides a vafl: Armv always upon the Marches of 
Ferfia and Candabar; fo that this huge Empire feldome has its 
Auxiliary Bands entire : However diftraded as they are, this flying 
Battalion would eafily fuffice to difpatch thefe Two Kingdoms one 
after another, there being ready on tiie Confines of Duccan never lefs , 
than forty thoufand Horfe, befide Foot. Notwithftandingall thefe 
formidable Numbers, while the Generals and Focanovices confuit to 
deceive the Emperor, on whom he depends for a true (late of things^ 
it can never be otherwife but that they muft be mifreprefented, when 
the Judgment he makes muft be by a falfe Perfpedive ; whereby it is 
apparent on what Bafes thefe Kingdoms are fupported. 

Of the Government of Gulconaa Something hath been fpdcen at The Govem- 
rcady, it remains therefore to give an. account of Duccan i the fub- ««ntof^^- 
ftance of which is, that as the former was Modelled According to '^' 
the Policy of InJofian^ with this difference, that Eunuch's wedded to 
their Mafter^s Concerns, were promoted froin the drcg^ of Slavery 
to Empire, fo here Cofferies at their flrft arrival as Slavifh, are be- 
come as endeared to th^ir Mailer ; who, as they Merit, have the firfl; 
places of Honour and Truft impofed upon them, with this Provifo, 
ever to be faithfully obliged to their Lord ; in which point their ap- 
proved Faith has rarely failed, Interefl; teaching them to be true to . 
him that raifed them ; they thereby being Uable to the envy of 
thofe rhey are purpolely fet as a Checkmate to ; for by their exalta* 
tion, the fwelling exorbitancy of other Princes is cdrreded, and 
they being only at the Will of their M^fter, are tied to their good 

Behaviour. 

On the contrary, the Lords of Duccan are Born Princes, ailume ThtDuccd^: 
Honour from their Lands, have as perfedl a Right to them as the ^^^ '^ 
King to the Kingdom, and defcend from Father to Son by Inheri- ^ "" 
tance C though the Commons are as meer Slaves as any where ia 
the E^ befides, excepting none ) ; whereupon they grow Infolent 
and Stubborn, and are not fo eafily Bridled, as where the RuIq is 
Arbitrary , and are only reftrained from Raifing Men in the 
King s Name and for his Uie ; but thefe make Peace and War, Build 
Forts, and fall out one with another, and with their Sovereign too 
at their own Pleafure^ and hardly Unite, though a coramon necef- 
fity require ; nay many times fide with the Eneniy* 

However, when the King gets them in the Toil, they are treated 
as theydeferve; for he makes bold with their Heads, takes their 
Eftates wholly into his Cuftody and for his own Ufe, beftowing 
them on his Creatures, w4iea Forfeited, naaking them underfland, 

that 
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that they are obliged by Fealty to follow his Command, as their 
Ihewing themfelves at Fifiapour in courfe to pay their Refpeds dc- 
monftrates ; which yet of late they have done but remifly, making a 
Salam at Four or Five Courfe diftance, and then accompanied in an 
Hoftile manner, as if coming to Bcfiege the City, more than to 
perform their Duty : For which they plead the King's Minority, be- 
ing either Afraidi or too Proud to commit their Pcrfons, or give Ho- 
mage to the Protedor, being an Alien, and a i^j/air, who hath but 
lately wrefted the Management of Affairs from the hands of Cowis 
CauHy to whom was intruded the Safeguard of the King and King- 
dom, by the Laft Will and Teftament of the Deceafed King, and 
( with much ado ) at length confirmed by and with the general 
Confentof the Duccannees j he being from an Hohjy Capbir made a 
free Denizen, and Naturalized by the precedent King ^who^only in 
this Nation arrive to great Preferments, being the Frizled WooUy- 
pated Blacks ) under the known ftile of Syddies ). 

He, although an excellent Man of War^ fubmitted himfelf Cdo 
often to be overcome with Wine ( than which among Muffelmen 
nothing renders them more odious ) and upon that fcore Pretences 
were found to lay the blame of the Government, and the Lofs of 
the Country, over-run by Seva Gi^ upon his Head, together with 
other Diforders. Though the Patan knew well his Commiflion was 
to put a flop to thofe growing Mifchiefs, and had he not been emu- 
lous of the other's Charge, was Man enough to liave deterred Seva 
Gi from his Attempts. But Ambition knows no mean, and therefore 
lets all to the hazard, rather than admit the Commands of a Supe- 
rior ; wherefore he ftands Idle, and (Indies only how to difplace the 
other, which was efTeded in a fmall time after his being called back. 
For he inviting Cowis Caun to a Treat, who fufpeding leaft, when no- 
thing was pretended but Friendibip, came with a flender Retinue, 
and taking off his Cups freely, fell dead drunk into the mercilefs 
Snare of his Enemy, whp furprizing his Followers with ixooo 
brave PatanSy made way into the Royal Caftle, where the young 
King became a Prey, the Caun firfl a Prifoner, and then a Sacrifice to 
the Luft of the Ufurper. 

And this is the fum of the prefent Tumults of this Kingdom, 
which atthisjundure of time, in the face of a mighty Hoft of the 
Moguls^ and the frequent Incurfions of Seva Gi from the Mountains 
on the other fide, befide the Civil Mutinies and Diflentions within, 
to prevent ill confequences, calls for a skilful Pilot ; for it never, fince 
the primary defedion of Jdul Caun^ was in fuch danger , from 
whom to this prefent King, is tranfmitted the Sgle of

Inland he hath not much, the Gaoi feeming 
to be a Natural Line of Circumvallation to the Up-Country, where 
it is Campaign, though below Hilly t fo that you afcend to it by 
Mountains piled on one another, over which Seva 6i hath total Do- 
minion, the Duccanees not driving to retake any thing, for all he 
'hath blocked up their Ports, which may prejudice them for the fu- 
ture ; an irreparable Daiiiace, ( Arah Steeds being the Life of their 
- Cavalry ) j they having onfy Porto Mavo beyond Tutticaree left them 
free. 

Nor has he done this Injury to them alone," but the Mogul hath the 
fame meafure up as far as Surat ; fo that he enjoys them whdly, ex- 
cepting what the Portugals have, and the Englijh at Bomhaim ; which

MoguP^ Territories, as well as in the Duccaneau. 'Tis 
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'Tis undeniable he hath taken and maintains againft. the M((guis Chap. IV. 
Sixty odd (Irong Hills : But the Caufe is, the Moguls are unacquaint- C/S/'X^ 
ed with, and their Bodies unfit for fuch barren and uneafy Places ; fo 
that they rather chufe to defert than defend them : Whereby it is 
fufficieritly evident Seva 6i is \xnBb\t in the Plain to do anything 
but Rob, Spoil, and return with all the fpeed imaginable: And on 
tliat account it is Jurenzeei calls him his Mountain-Rat, with which 
the greateft Syftems of Monarchy in the World, though continued 
by an uninterrupted Defcent of Imperial Anceflry , have ever been 
infefied, finding it more hard to fight with Mountains than Men. , 

Thus it falls out here, by the like Chance as in moft Conquefis, The Monn- ' 
that though the major Part h^v? fubmitted to their Vidborious taineersinaU 
Arms, yet fome out of Confidence in their Strength, Reputation, SXrftiSS 
or Fortitude, have been fo daring as to oppofe by open Violence or &• ouc 
O'et Stratagem, the acquired Trophies of the Triumphing Party : 
As the Apennegeni did the Romans^ and the Wild People about Taurus 
and Caucafus the Grecians ; the Weljh^ the Englijh ; the Highlanders^ 
the Switz i and as maqy as have been encouraged thereto by the inac^ 
peffiblenefs of their Fortrefles , or the Difcontent of fome Gr^at 
Ones to head them: JFrom whence, though inconfiderable in them- 
felves, it is, that they prefume to boaft of their never being totally 
fubdued. 

Such are the /{^/Vfi&T of the Mountains, the mod eminent among sev^f gi rkVa 
whom is Seva Gi^ derived from an Ancient Line of Rajahs^ of the himftifonth^ 
Caft of the Bounceloes, a Warlike and Adive Offspring : His Grand- £3^,''^^'' 
father was a Man in Efteem under Nijbam Shaw^ whofe Name was 
yanguGiR^ahy his Father iSi&aip Gi Rajah was made Commander by 
theltiiie King of Juneah Gur^ where, upon that RoCk his firft Wife 
brought forth the Obdurate Seva Gi^ his Eldeft Son, and Samha Gi^ 
his Second ; by another Wife he had a Third Son, called EI:oh Gi. 

Upon the Downfall ot Mijham Shaw^ the Father and his other 
^ons lifted themfelvesas Penfioners to the King of Vijiapour^ where 
the Father was, and the Sons now are advanced to confiderable Em-, 
ploys. Seva Gi could not be won upon, but fought to raife hinifelf 
by the Ruins of others, fetting the lefler Lords at variance with their 
Prince, in whofe Qiiarrels he always made fure of the upper Ground ; 
wherefore his Father at his Death difmherited him, and inflated his 
youngeft. Son Ekou Gi in the Rajah/hip of Benglure ; a Starvelmg Ra^ 
jab/hip^ fince it hath been harals'd by the Troubles of Duccan^ where 
he fits down quietly, whilft this Turbulent Young .Man works him- 
felf into Greatnels.

Ai^y againft him, conduded by Ahdd Cam , an Experienced Sol- ^ '^^ 
dier, yet outwitted by Seva Gi : For he underftaqding of his having 
taken the Field, while the Main Body was yet at diftance enough, he

given, and his Men came forth, in which Scuffle Ahdutt S« gave 
Stva Gi a Wound, but was forced to change Habit with a Frafs im- 
mediately, and venturing throi^h untrodden Paths hardly efeaped 
to the Camp, who thereupon were fb difcomfited, that they quickly 
difperfed themfelves^ and left the Field open to Seva Gi, 
whcceapoQ Who, grown proud with this good Fortune, refolves not to return 
rafe^!!l& till he had lacked Pai$aU , one of their Wealthieft and Strongeft a« 
of the Anny, ties { but finding it a Work not over-fecile, they within , tfaon^ 
andttkiogp^. thinly Mann'd, being obftinate, he disbands therefore, under pretext 
"^ of 111 Ufage , Seven or Ei^t Hundred of his Men, who prefen^ 

took their way to the Gty, and ofl^ their Service, complunins of 
Seva Gi as an Inhuman Butcherly Fellow, fome Marks of whidh they 
produced on thofe fubomed fcir that pnrpofe : Tlie prefoit Oocafions 
urging, and being willing to Mind themfelves with the Improbability 
of its being a Cheat, they within admitted them the City, but fo as for 
fome time they could not put their Plot in execution, the Gtizens 
watching at Night the Gates with their own Men,and difpofiog them 
on the Walls ai^ Out- pofts : But the Inhabitants taken up with their 
Delight more than Security,had pefter'd the Ditches withOardensand 
Trees,whereby on a Set Night,they on the Walls having fo^oncrived 
it, received their Friends ot the Camp under Covert ofthe Trees, and 
overpowering the Gtizens, opened the Gates, whereupon the Enemy 
entred, and by this Treachery the City was gained for Seva Qi ;

Gi t whofcforce, thoiffih an Handful, fell bravely on, and fo gauled ^-^^V'^^-i 

SevaGi^ that he wiifa'd him well off; A$iiul crying out wherever 

he went, Tbtm C&warJ Seva, 1^^ r^ 4m / ; whi^reof though Seva had 

notice, he avoided him, £iying, He was a ka/b Tmtb^ Utfomhiy 

elfe kiB bim : He made through his Army two or three times in Per- 

tm^ till being tired he was hun to leave of!^ and fpeed to P^ifiapeur^ 

to complain of Ruftan^s Falfliood : Upon this Bufianis Horfe disband^ 

ed, fome choice Friends only going over with him to Seva Gi, ad vi« 

fiqg him to follow his Blow, and fet upon Vifiapowr its i^f^ which he 

did ; and had not Syidj fore come to its Reliet with a vaft Recrutt, 

he had not only attacked, but carried it. . ; , 

Then it was time for Seva to retire to Panala , where being long SPuslmsib^M. 
detained by tyJJy fore's lying before it^ at length ( as *t was thoughtj 57^*^^^ 
through the Connivance of the faid Syddjfy. he ftoleout by Night; plmSi. 
and by a h\k Pbarmo$ul takes the ^^^^'s Town of Rajapmr^ pre* 
tmding the SvJJy was td furrender it in exchange for Pattala. 

After whiCn the SyJJy reforts to Vifiapour to his Mailer, who bore syUf 7m 
his Di%uft for letting the Traytor go, under a fereae Countenance, ??^^??^ 
and dilmi^d him with Thanks : But having made Bdlul Caun Com- £!£^. 
mander in Chief, he dilbatches him after the ^jddj^ who beiqg wa- 
ry and doubtful of the IvingVIntentiotis, had provided to Ibnd to it, 
putting Bfli/ii/ Cam to Flight : Whereupon begins another Civil DiA 
cord ; the King in Perfon refolves to bid at his Head, which other- 
tpife by the clandefiine iPraAices of Uullul Caun was hpped to be ac« 
ehieved, as it proved, he doing that by Fraud he could not do by 
Force : For the Night after both Armies were in view, the Omrabs on 
the SydJ/s fide fonook him,and he was (]ain,aad his Head brought tq 
the King, without any more Sarbkes fought ; fuch deadly Venom 
bears Secri^t Malice and HeUifh lafinuation. 

This ftill makes for Seva Gi^ for he Was not able to cope with him 
fiogly $ which Impediment thus lopped dS to his hand, he feizes at 
leirare fmaller Places, as Dam Je Bajafourj whofe Prince fueth for 
Protedionto the Moguls being beaten out of all but his Strong Ca* 
ftle at Dan Je Rajafour^ environ'd about by the Sea, but within Shot 
of the Main, which Seva with a great Ef!ort has lain before thefe fi(^ 
teen Years'. The Af^^giv/fiiccouringit by Sea, it deiUes the Batteries 
of his Artilleries; and thefe are the Fleets we are ib often troubled 
with at Bomham. ^ , 

In this Jtmfture of Afiairs the King dies, and leaves a Babe to TheKinaoi^ 
difpute for the Throne ; when Seva Gi enlarges himfelf, fiies out as £ir 9^fit^^^ 
as Suraty and comes home with Rich Booty ; which hapned prefently 
after the Emperor of the Moguls was warm in his Seat ( by the Over^^ 
throw of his Brethren, and the Death of his Father Shau> fnauy hf 
his Intereft on Raja Jejeign ) ; who defirous to try if by Ktndnefi li^ 
could redaim this famous Rebel, allures him to Court ( Faith beir^ 
Righted for his Safety ), where Ihordy after, the Outcries of the 
Women in whole Kindreas Blood his hands were imbrued, made irini 
ftift for himfelf in an Hamper on a Porter^s Back, which palled the 
Guards among many other, which were forced to be fent as Pifca/bes 
lohaBriends, as the manner is when under Confinement: With this 
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Letter IV. Slight he got away ( not without the Moguh Privity \ and 'tis be- 
' -^^^ - lieved will hardly venture to ^^ra again, unlefs better guarded. 

For this he made a fecond Rape on Suratj and nosy lately has ta- 
ken the Rajahjhip of Rhamnagur^ though he had firft fpread himfelf 
more Souths even to the Walls of Goa^ from whence he Aided to the 
Borders of the Canatiek and Sunda Rajah^s Country : His Chief Reii-

you a Journal of an Englifi Gentleman's, fent Ambaflador to him at 
that time : His Mother was then alive, to whom he ihewed Filial 
Obedience : He is married to Four Wives, to whom he keeps reli* 
gioufly, being a ftriA Obferver of his Heathen Rites. 

He fways by Brachmins ; his Soldiers are Hardy Brave Fellows, 
fit for the Mountains ; 30000 Horfe is the moft he can make. Foot 
innumerable. 

Merchants have little Countenance from him : Of the Common 
People he fays, Money is inconveuient for them; give them Visuals and 
an Arfe^Clout^ it is enough. They tell their Tale in Morafty j by Pro* 
feifion they are Gentues j fome few Moors are among them ; Whores 
and "Dancing Wenches he allows none in his Army : This Barbarian . 
Commander being like iht Scythian Ateasy who hearing one fweetly 
modulating on an Ifinean Pipe^ fwore he had rjather hear the neighing 
of an Horfe, or the Clangor of Horns or Trumpets. At Sea he is 
Ao flronger than his Neighbours ; once he went Admiral of his Fleet 
of Grobs and Boats, againft Dan de RajaforCy but Storms arifing di^ 
heartened him for a fecond Adventure.

Although it be Hereditary, and not Eledlive, yet it comies nearefl: 
it at prefent , fince the remaining part of the Duccan Kingdom is 
dwindled into it, and fome more Southern have withdrawn, and the 
reft at Pleafure only own themfelves Members thereof; it muft bor- 
row the Composition of thefe feveral difagreeing ones to make it 
bear the Port of a Kingdom. 

For when entire, it was of large Extent, taking in the Zamerhin 
and Malalars ; and while the Three Chias Moors reprefented the An- 
cient Geron ; where for the common Safety,* if any Part were af- 
flided, every Member ran to the Succour of the other, as if it were 
to their peculiar Tranquility ; their Counfels one, their Minds one,, 
their Defignments one ; their Dominions flouriflied, and every one 
owned Subjed^ion , and held their Provinces as Vaflals to the 
fame Monarch : When that Band was loofed , they were 
broken with more eafe ; Duccan is loft already, Fifiapour feems de- 
clining, Seva Gts Example putting others on to un*yoak themfelves ; 
fo that as yet no Tye is ftrong enough to reduce them to their for* 
mer Temper. 

Whereupon it is clear the Duccanees are a Warlike and Trouble 
fome Nation^ apt to diflike Government, Proud and Brave, having 
an Army more fplendid than the MoguF^ ; adorning their Elephants^ 

Horfes^ 
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Horfes and Lances with Silver Bells and Feathers, Gallant and Rich Chap. V, 
in Apparel and Smnirerc's : The People Swarthy or Olive ; of all 
Religions. The Country Fruitful, Rich , and Campaign , unlefs it 
be near the Sea*Coaft, whefe the Mountains arc bleft with Woods 
and Cattel, the Valleys with a bountiful Increafe of Rice and 
Coco-Nats, vfith (lore of Rivers both Frefh and Salt; though 
thefc Hilly People are of a rougher Temper , more Hardy, and 
le(s addifted to the foft Vanities of Mufick , Cloathing » Pomp , 
or Statelinefs, being all Naked Starved Ralcals ; Seva Gi\ Men 
thereby being fitter for any Martial Exploit » having been 
accuftomed to Fare Hard , Journy Fad , and take little Pleafure. 
But the other will miis of a Booty rather than a Dinner ; muft mount The Difie- 
in ftate and have their Arms carried before them, and their Women SeHyn?*" 
not far behind them, with the Matters of Mirth and Jollity ; will picmd the*^ 
rather expeA than purfue a Foe ; but then they ftand it out better; *?**« 
for Seva Gi's Men care not much for a pitched Field, though they ^^^^ 
are good at Surprizing and Ranfacking ; yet agree in this , that 
they are both of ftirring Spirits. 

The Language of Fifiapour is peculiar. Qties of Note in this Cirics, Mam,

TH E Exercifes here are tiommon with India , only Cock«- 
Fighting 5 for which Sport they have a Breed of Cocks as 
big as Turkies ; which they Arm with Razors tied flat under their 
Claws, and faulched Two Inches inftead of Gavelocks^ with which 
they ilafli one another Mortally ; fo that the Difpute endures not 
long, for moil an end the firfl: or fecond Blow decides it. 

For otir own Diverfion here we had none befides Shooting, in Dlmfioiit. 
which we fpent fometimes a whole Week in the Woods and Rivers 
fides ; for if we expeded Flefli, or Fowl, we muft take Pains for it ; 
no Beef being to be Bought here, though up the Country from the 
Moors we could ; fp that our ufual Uiet was ( befides plenty of 
Fifh) Water-Fowl) Peacocks, Green Pidgeons, (potted Deer, Sa« 

bre, 
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Letter IV; bre, Wild Hogs, and fometimes Wild G)ws. Going in queft where* 

^--^"v^^^ of, one of our Soldiers, a Youth, Killed a Tigre-Royal ; it was 

ATigrcKii- brought home by Thirty or Forty Comhies^ the Body tied to a long 

fiS* ^^' Bamboo, the Tail extended ; fo they brought it to the Houfe, 

* where we faw 'twas Wounded in Three Places, one through the 

Head with Two Bullets, another through the Body flanting up to 

the Shoulders, a Third in the Leg ; it was a Tigre of the B^eft 

and Nobleft Kind, Five Feet in Length befide the Tail, Three and an 

half in Height, it was of a light Yellow , fireaked with Black, 

like a Tabby Cat, the Ears fliort, with a few Bridles about the 

Lips; the Vifage Fierce and Majeftick, the Teeth ^nalhing. Two 

of which Ihe brake againft the Stones for anguifh, the Shoulders and 

Fore* legs thick and well fet, the Paw as I^rge ^ the biggeft Fift 

firetched out, the Claws thick and flrong. 

The Boy Shot it in the Night from a Choufefix Efidrzo^^^ it came to 
Drink, fuppofmg it to have been a Deer ; the firft Shot was that under 
the Shoulder , which made her Spring Three times an incredible 
Height,at the laft of which fhe fell into the Choufe from whence ihe faw 
the Flaih, where with the Engltfh Boy were a Cfmly^ and a Comly Boy 
of Eight Year old, afleep a little on one fide ; fhe pawed the Straw 
with her Feet, while all but the Child afleep fled ; but being wrung 
by her Pain, ibe foon left the place with an horrible Noife that made 
the Woods tremble^ all which awaked not the Lad, nor had it any 
Harm.

Bones of the Fore- feet, commonly^alled Shoulder-bones ; of thefe 
there goes a Story handed by Tradition, as that Licking the Right 
Shoulder it appeafes Hunger, the Left it whets it where thefe Bones 
lie ; but probable enough it is, that Nature added thefe for its greater 
Strength » The Entrails were little variable , but the Heart was 
mighty, and the Liver ( they fay ) had as many Lobes as that was 
Years old, which were Six and an half, like to a Foxes. 
The Ciiftom The Chief, to encourage the Lad, told him, That though he were 
oftheo«*rj*/ J 5Qy^ jjg ijgj jQj^e ^ Manly Adion, and therefore according to the 

AalS*"* Cuftom of the Country, in prefence of all his Admirers, he plucked off 

, his own Coat, which was Venetian Cloath of Silk and Silver, and gave 

it him. The Great Omhrahs always do the like upon any hazardous 

Atchievments^ 
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Atchievments , and if Wounded, throw them their Saflies and Pa- Chap. V. 
merins to Bind them up, and Cover them, though never fo Rich : v^-^'^/^^^^ 
Having likewife another Cuftom among them, to Cloath the Gun 
with Scarlet that has made any notable Breach, Slain any great Sol- 
dier, or done any extraordinary Feat. 

It is memorable what is attefled, by thefe Woodmen, of the Tigre, Monkics tbe 
that when he intends to Prey on the Monkies ( with which thefe common R» 
Woods abound ) he ufes this Artifice or Stratagem ; the Monkies at C* ®^ ^ 
his firft approach give warning by their confufed Chattering, and im- *^' 
mediately betake themfel ves to the higheft and fmalleft Twigs of the 
Trees ; when the Tigre feeing them out of his reach, and fenfible 
of their fright, lies Gouchant under the Tree and then falls a Roar- 
ing, at whichthey trembling let go their hold, and tumbling down 
he at leifure picks them up to fatisfy his Hunger : They are his ac- 
cuftomed Repaft, feldom making Man his Meal, and they are judged 
C as St. PauTs Barbarians did him ) guilty of fome horrid Crime that 
ftich Vengeance overtakes ; the Woods and Mountains yielding 
them variety of other Food. The Tigre is dull Scented, and not 
long Nimble, Three Leaps Tiring him, otherwife it s probable he 
would make more havock than he does. The She brings forth but 
once in Twelve Years, and then but a fingle Cub ; they are Ingend- 
ring Three Months, in which time their Fury as well as Luft rages 
upon one another ; thus has Providence fupprefled the Growth of 
this mafterlels Creature : Befides, if the Proverb be true, the Bitch 
brings forth but once in her life, or very rarely more ; Iteratus baud 
partus leana contigit^ notwithftanding Mlian fays otherwife in his 
4 lib. de Hiflorii Animalium. 

The moft frequent in thefe Woods are the lefler fort of Tigres 
fpotted like a Leopard } thefe are Cruel and Ravenous, but more 
Fearful than the others are ; that Monkies are their Food, the very 
Ordure declares fcattered'upand down, where is vifible the ihagged 
Coats or Hair of thefe Creatures. 

Many of thefe Apes fell by our hands, either for being noify and Apes Anato:. 
impertinent fpoiling our Game, or provoking us fey their conftaht ^^^ 
purfuing us, being of the largeft fize, upon which account many 
came under my Knife ; opening them I found and obferved their fe- 
minary Veflcis turgid, their Virge White and Nervous. To Kftl 
one of thefe the Natives hold Piacular, calling them Half Men, 
faying, once they were Men, but for their Lazinefs had Tails given 
them and Hair to cover them : Towards Zeilon they are Deified ; at 
the Straits of Baligaot they pay them Tribute. 

Bamboos make the grofs of the Woods, which are High, Taper* Bambooi: J 

ingy Thorny Trees, incumbred from the Roots with abundance of 
fhrubby ones, the Bark Green and jointed with the Wood , the 
Branches are Tapering and inclining , fending frdm every Joint 
fprouts of the (ame form, leafed like long Five-fingered Grafs, the > 

Body is thick and ftrait; their ufe is for Staffs, Poles, or Rafters 
for Houfes, and Fences ; being flit they are hollow and ferve for Laths. 

Thofe they carry their Palenkeens on, require an exaA attend- 
ance^ Shaping them while Young and Tender, and taking care to 
keep them growing in that Pofition } Cut and Pickled they make

Stones and Fibres ; it is a great fpreading Tree, the Body thick, the 
Bark rough and brownilh, bears its Fruit in March ; the Indians feed 
on it, and grow Fat with it ; thqr have not the Art to preferve it 
with Sugar, but Salt it up : This is Siliqua Arahica too, but not Ni» 
gray as the Caffia Fifiula is. 
The mAtm Tike by the Porti^uezey Segman by the Afoars^ is the firmeft Wood 
OA. they have for Building, and on the account it refifts Worms and Pu«- 

trefadion, the beft for that purpofe in the World ; in Height the 
Lofty Pine exceeds it not, nor the Sturdy Oak in Bulk and Sub* 
ftance ; the knotty Branches which it bears aloft, fend forth Green 
Boughs more pliant, in Form Qtiadrangular, fed within by a Spongy 
Marrow or Pith, on which at the Joints hang broad, thin, andpo^ 
rous Leafs , fending from the main Rib fome Fibres, winding and 
. fpreading like a Fan. . This Prince of the InJian Foreft was not fo 
attradive, though mightily glorious , but that at the (ame time I 
was forced to take notice of the creeping Cow-Itch, raifing its felf 
upon the Shrubs and Under- woods , there fpending in lafcivious 
Twines its Verdure, leaving nothing but withered Stalks to be the 
Props of its brindled Ofl^ring, which is a fmall Cod covered with 
a light and tickling Down ; within, it includes in four Cavities, four 
(pecked Beans ; the fallen Leafs make fome appearance of a Nobler 
Stock, having a Countenance like thofe oi La wrel ; the Root is dif- 
ficult to find, being mixed among other Trees , like our White 
Briony. 
m» ym'M. Here grows Nux F$mka on a Tree of indifierent b^nefs, in a 

round Shell as big as an Orange, filled with White Pulp, where the 
Nuts are lodged. 

Near the Sea grow Sqwlls^ or Sea^Onions, as alfo a Species di 
Sarfapmlky with wbfch they do ^reat Feats with the Juice of the 
Lea& in Venereal Cafes. In 
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In their Fields they plant, befides Rice, Huchery , a fimH Seed they Chap. V« 
make Bread of, as alfo Cajhcufh, which is Millet, Hemp, aod Flax : ^^^^^^^"^^^ 
In the Inclofures turmerick^ which rifes with a broad Leaf like our 
Water Plantain, bearing a broad flaggy Leaf of a Span long, oblique- 
ly ribbed till it end in a Spear-Point at top ; it proceeds immediately 
from the Root by a winding Stalk, which the main Leafs embrace, 
the other Leafs creeping through it till it rffes Six Foot. 

Ginger comes up like our Gentian ; they pickle it well, but cannot 
prdfervc it with Sugar. 

Potatoes are their ufual Banquet. 

And to give the Soil its due Praife, it obeys in all things the firft 
Commandment, Increafe andMnltiply. 

For thefe Bleffings, as if Men were tolofe their Reafons, and fink AFeaftof 
below Brutes by a bafe Superftition, they are ready to acknowledge ^^^t^^ 
a Stock for a Deity , rather than to go without, infatuated by the 
Delufions of the Devil , being captivated at his Will ; for which 
caufe they not only make Oblations to him, but give up their Souls 
and Bodies to his ENsvotion : As might about this time have been be* 
held at an Idol Worfhip of Priajms^ (where the ^omen proftitute 
themfelves to him, and receive the Pleafure of Copulation, all that 
virile being as it were pofle(fed ) at Setnifar, on the other fide of the 
Water from our Houfe, where he lay with Two and twenty, who 
reckon it a great Honour, and the Husband thinks hintfelf happy in 
his Cornucopia. 

There are a fort of Jougies^ Pricfts fit for fuch a God, among the 
Linguits of this Country, who pradife this daily ; the Hnsbands 
entertain them courteoufly, wafh their Feet, and the whole Family is 
at his Beck, as long as h&flays to do the Wife a Kindnefs. ' 

Others (lafh themfelves with (harp Knives , and fufFer themfelves 
to be hooked by the Mufcles of the Back, and hang fo fome Hours 
upon a Vow. 

Under the Banyan Tree, an Altar with a Dildo in the middle being 
ereded, they offer Rice and Cocoe-Nuts to the Devil^ and joining 
fome fmalt Ladders together mide of Ofiers, do the like; when the 
Gvmcar or Bayliflf of the Town takes a falcbed Knife for Sacrifice in 
one Hand, and a Dunghil-Cock in the other , and cutting off its 
Head, fixes it at top of the Ladder, and fprinkling the Blood they all 
dance, and beat Brafs Pots with a great Shout, faying^ The Devil 
mtifl he f deified with Bloody God with Prayers. 

Some of thefe fell themfelvjss to Wickednels, and thefe muft be TIm Diegs of 
endued with the Spirit of Fafcination, always nourifhing a Familiar Sa^*^^ 
in their Families, which they keep moftly in the forms of Snakes or think they do 
Serpents , appearing to them upon their Command i and undergo ^ 
fiery AflSiftions to have the moft hurtful Devil ; and as they wreak # 
their Malice more powerfully , efteem themfejves more in favour 
with their Grand Mailer : Thefe are the Dregs of the People, who 
are full of Envy and 111 Defigns, who glory in their Shame of In- 
cantations and Charms : Such as thefe are thofe that out of Fear 
pray to the Devil and Evil Spirits ^ faying, God will do them no harm. 

The better ibrt acknowledge a God, and live in the Rules of their 
Tribes^ abftaining from Fleih , and all things of a Senfitive Being :

long Jars like Mortivans^ about Figures refembling Serpents, before 
which they prefent their unbloody Sacrifice by the Prieft, the Peo- 
ple circling the whole Grove in ji Ring, beating on Brais Inftru- 
ments, and fhouting. 
Their Sacri- '" thtxx Hoolj, which is at their Other Seed-time, lobferved they 
fice for tho cut a wholc Tree down to the Roots, and lopped off* the under- 
Ficids. * Branches till it became ftrait, when leaving the upper Boughs, they 

ihoulder'd it with great Clamours, the Brachmin beginning a Note 
which they all followed : Thus they brought it into the Pale of their 
Pagods, before which, eafing it down at one end, the foremofl made a 
Salam^ and hoifled it with the fame Noife again, and about they went 
three or four times repeating the fame; which b^ing finiflied, the 
Arcb-Brachmin digs an hole, and baptizes it with Holy Water, where- 
in they fix the Tree, crowning it with Flags aloft^ and about the Bo- 
dy up to the Green Boughs they bind Wifps of Straw, to which 
they put Fire, and look earneftly on the Flame, according to the 
Afcent of which the Bracbmin pronounces his Auguries h then they 
' offer Rice and Flowers, paintingtheir Bodies with the Afhes, depart- 
ing with a Mace of Flowers carried before them» beating of Drums 
and a gteat Noife. This refembles the Amhar vaOis hofliay or Szr 
crifice for the Fields ; of which fee Scaliger, and alfo yirgil,

Whtth kef ^"' *^ ^ ^'^^"^^ ^ *^ Fama ad liqmdHm prodwcatur^ let us con fider, 
SStedo ^bat thefe Underlings of the People that do thefe Services to the 
wofk by tho Devil, or are faid fo to do, may be afperfed : For the Bracbmins^ and 
Devil, or no. ^^^^ ^^ Vxixtx Sort, as they account themfelves, may defjime them 

only, becaufe ihedding of Blood is horrible to them, and therefore 
Diabolical : Befides, thofe Difeafes that are faid to be Devils put into 
one another, ( which as many as I have met with, I have been ct}« 
rioufly inquifitive of) their Phcsnomenaes or Energies are difcufled by 
Natural Caufes, artd as often cured by Natural Means ; but on the 
contray , it is allowed where they refill them, it is fufpicious : And 
the Devil without doubt cannot eafier work on any, than the V^eak 
and Simple, ( wherefore he chofe the Woman, not the Man ) and 
upon that account may probably delude and overawe thefe People, 
that give themfelves up to him wholly out of Fear, having not fo 
much Virtue , Fortitude , and Cunning , to refift and check their 
own Luds, as the Wiler fort As for the vifible appearance of a 
Devil or Daemon (which they fay is common among them, by thofe 
that fee it ) I am convinced it may be credible; but in the mean 
while. Rage and Melancholy Madnefs, aflifted by the Infernal Pow- 
er, may create great lUufions to a Fancy fitted for fuch an Opera* 
tion, and they may think they fee things which in reality are not fa 
Now as thefe, by the low and mean Conceptions they have of a 
Godhead, reach not the great Branch of its Omnipotency and Good* 

neis. 
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neis, whereby it is able to defend them from aU Aflaults and Wilihefs Chap. V. 
of the Devil, depreffing their Underftandings , bow under the in- 
tolerable Yoak of bis Slavery ; fo there are a fort of fublimated 
Wits, that will own neither God nor Devil, and put all things upon 
Chance fo long, that the very Notions they framed to themfelves, 
after beating of the Air, fiy out of their Giddy Heads in Fumo. Let 
them place themfelves under the Equator ^ where the Sun is at pre* 
fent, and take a Profped on each hand of the Orderly Courfe of the 
Creation ; HoW he pafles the Ecliptick, and difpenfes his Irradiations 
as far as either Pole : How within the Tropicks, entring the firft De- 
gree of the Ram till the fecond Degree of Taurus , it is Summer ; 
that is, from January till the One and twentieth of March i when 
the Woods are molt denuded of their old Leafs by the parching 
Heat of the Sun, though new ones iucceeding, the Trees keep their 
perpetual Verdure ; yet thefe lying on the Ground, makes this time 
then the mod like Autumn of any till the Rains fall ; which while 
the Sun is over their Heads make their Winter; till which come, it 
would be unfufFerable living here, did not the Variable Winds ga- 
ther the Clouds toobfcnre the Sun : After the Rains, follows their 
Spring, when by reafon of the Remotenefs of the Sun it is moft 
pleafant living. Thus truly might Ovid be deceived, whilft he only 
reafoned, and not experimented, when he fang of the Zones and the 
Climes :

But what Colour is there for the Ignorance of our Atheiftical Young NoEvtfionfet 
Gallants ? Certainly none : Would they abate fo much time from U- the Atbeift. 
ving, as to fee and confider an admirable and well-contrived Provi- 
dence, and not to harp too much on Cafualty ; which I am confi- 
dent their own Logicians would hifs at as an Abfurdity, to fay. That 
fuch an exad Progrefs and Obfervance ever (ince the Fr^me of Na- 
ture was inflituted, ihould continue fuch an unalterable Decorum od 
thefe Four great Anhiverlary Wheels, fitly adapted to every Qimate ; 
or that they firft proceeded from a Bundle of Nonfenfical Fortuitous 
Atoms conjoined into an Hodg«Ppdge of confufed Nothings. For 
the very Matter being Chance , would without doubt produce a 
rare Stability for the Impreflions of any Forms, but what mud be 
blowed out of as idle Chimeras. I could wifli therefore, fuch bold 
Difputes being waved, they would confeis an All-^wife Creator and 
Preferver of Heaven and Earth ; unlefs they will verify the Proverb, 
Athens efi talfa de die cacutiens^ Rationi autem paret qui Religitmem 
feHatur : The Athetft is a Mole, being blind at Noon-day ; the Man 
that adores God, and follows Religion, is the only Mafter of his Rea- 
fon • Which made Cicero profels in Lib. %. Divinat. EJfe praftantem 
aliquaik aternamque Naturam^ & earn fufpiciendam adoranaamquey bo* 
mhtum genus cardoque rerum €alefiium cogit conjlteri.

I took my leave of Carwar^ which hath no peculiar 

Commodities or Manufadories of its own Produd, but lies conve* 

niently for the Markets of Pepper, Beetle-Nut, or Arrach ; Cloatb^ 

as Pctkaes , SuffagiMs » from HuHy , fix days Journy hence ; Dia« 

monds from Pifiapwr^ ten days Journy : But the Fadory decays, by 

reafon of the Embroils of the Countrey, Merchants being out of 

heart to buy or fell : Here are good Returns to be made from this 

Port to TtrjiB^ and back again ; as like wife from Mocha^ from whence 

are brought Horfes for War. 

All Butchers The Variable Winds kept us fix days before we could reach Goa^ 

Fiefh forbid, though but twelve Leagues: At the City all Butchers Meat is for« 

Ac Hefts* elU bidden, except Pot'k, upon account of the Heats, which afford not 

cept Pork! much Suftenance for the Cattel ; and the approaching Rains, which 

robs them of that little Fleih they retain, and fcours them to mere 

Carrion : Wherefore the Religion of the Indians has enjoined them 

the mod Healthy Rule to avoid Sicknefs, the forbidding them to eat 

Fleih, than which nothing now can be more prejudicial At this 

time the Citizens remove moftly to their Aide as ^ me Air of Goa being 

lefs temperate than the Fields and open Bays. 

Mmig^ts good The Difeafes here are Epidemical, unlefs Plagte Veneris be more 

to cieanfe the Endcmial, for which at this Seafon they have a Noble and Familiar 

*'°^ Remedy, the Mango ( which they have improved in all it kinds to 

the utmoft Perfedion ) being a Sovereign Medicine ; they are the 
beft and largeft in India^ moft like a Pear* Plum, but three times as 
big, grow on a Tree neareft a Plum*Tree ; the Fruit when Green 
icoits like Turpentine, and pickled are the bed Acbars to provoke 
an Appetite ; when Ripe, the Apples of Hifperides are but Fables 
to them ; for Tafte, the Nedarine, Peach, and Apricot fall fhort ; 
they make them break out, and cieanfe the Blood, and Salivate to the 
height of Mercurial Arcanaes ; and afterwards fatten as much as 
Antimony, or Acorns do 'Hogs ; thefe and Sarfa being their ufual 
Diet. ' 
c6fr»/;/, Cbernfes grow on a Tree whofe Branches fend forth a Stone firft, 

like a Bean, whofe Meat or Kernel when Green taftes like a Walnut, 

roafied, like a Chefnut \ the Fruit follows, large and of a fine Co* 

lour, fquafhy, of a better Relifh than Smell, the Leaves Oval and 

Succulent. '

Tafle. odiently qualified by a dulcid Sapor that impofes upon the Imaginar 

tion and Gullative Faculty, a Fancy that it relifhes of any Fruit a 
* Man likes, and Ibme will fwear it : It grows on a thick Stalk like an 
Artichoke, emitting a Tuft of Leafs upon the Crown ; the Leafs 
a*kin to a Car duns Afininus ( as has been partly related already ) ; 
the Juice will corrode any Iron or Knife, like limon.

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The Eleventh of May^ being ftUI Wind-bound, I received a cour- Chap. V. 
teoos Invitation to return to Carwar\ but I could not be diverted till l.<<VXi« 
the Full Moon had paded with Rain, Clouds, and Thunder {

When the Current changed, with which were brought, innumerable 
Shoals of dead Filh ; the Toddy worked on the Tree over the Pots, 
the accuftomed Forerunners of the Rains , but hitherto fallible : 
which is a wonder even to the Cottntiy*People \ though our Pilots 
have obferved an unwonted Deviation dide two or three Rains to- 
gether. 

The Nineteenth an Exprefs coming from the Chief of Carwar^ i winm at 
That a Gentleman there being almoft de(perate» importuned my cumm'. 
Aififtance, and I fearing to Winter here, for Expeditenels chofe a 
BaloMf though he had fent Horfe and PemSj in cafe I could not ac- 
quire one ; and the next day by Two in the Afternoon I returned to 
Carwar Houfe, thodgh two days after the Winds fet in S0uthiMrd to- 
gether with the Rains, when the Ketch fet fail for B^mhim^ with a 
great Fleet of Grcis to the North. It is the Freihes from the Up- 
lands that kills and fickens the Fifli. 

And now the. Rains invade all Ifidia^ which puts a (top to all 
Joumying and Voyaging, as well as Warlike Preparatioosi

Tilt St Fr4irriA Moon in .^i^A when the Earth is difcovered, and 
the Rice begins to ripen, which all this while floated in Water, 
which it rejoices in ; and this is the firft Harveft; for it is to be under- 
flood this World produces two Harvefts; thisinoft natural and un- 
compelled, becaufe of the Rain ; the other about JUarch^ with great 
pains of bringing Water by Gutters to their fown Fields, which not- 
withftanding yields not fo plentiful a Crop as the firft, which this 
Year increafes vadly ; but the misfortune is , three quarters of the 
Land lies unmanured, through the Tyranny of Stva 6i. 

Oiioier the Seventeenth I bad a final Adieu to Carwar , and em- Bad a final A- 
bark'd in the Berkly-Caftle with Mr. Oxendine^ who was called up to ^^^ ^^ c^ 
fucceed Ut.Gyffard, the deceafed Deputy-Governor of Bomhaim: rgTinSSJ^ 
Coming again to Goa I kxlged at the Houfe of a French Phyfician 
in the Camp of St. Thomas^ which the City overlooks in the fame 
manner Old Rome did the Martian Vale. 

I faw there an unfiniihed Piece of the St Thomas Chriftians, but 
the Troubles of their Prince called them back before it could be per- 
feded ; others fay prevented in it by Thunder and Lightning. The 
great Traders of this Place for Diamonds are the two Martins^ both 7^^ (^ on 
S^wsy yet to carry on their defigns permitted to live as Chrifiians, Hogs*flefli/or 
thqr conftantly frequenting Mais, and at Table every Meal during ^^^^'^ 
our Stay had Hogs*flefh ferved up.

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themeaneft; Pfearls and Precious Stones, as well as Gold, caft forth 
their Luftrc, by the reflexion of the Virgin Flambeaus upon 
them : From the top* of the Towers belonging to the Jefuits, we 
beheld Lamps at Night ftriving to vie with the Stars for Number 
and Luftre j which appeared Glorioufly on the Water as we Rowed 
down the River to our Ship. 

Beinein fight of Bmhaim, the Tides horfed us to the tforthwarJ, 
which infenS)ly threw us on a Ledge of Rocks running from 0/.? 
pr^^wiaand. where the Ship Struck; after a Qjiarter of an Hour 
Ihe cleared, but with the inconvenience of fallmg more upon them, 
not without danger of Bulging; whereupon we Fired feveraifinglc 
Pieces of Ordnance to give notice; for the Tide being made, the 
Water began to Ebb and forfake the Ship, fo that flie ftood warning 
without any prop, which way to incline j and though the Wind 
and Sea were Calm, yet the fear of Over-fetting caufed a general 
Confternation ; no help appearing, we won on the Captain tofpare 
Hands for the Yawl, wherein Four of us got Aflioar (though ihe 
was very Leaky) leaving them in defpair of their Ship, her own 
preflure threatning to break her Back ; at Night B^ts and Pilots 
went off to her Relief, and with the Tide of Flood as flie Floated, rts- 
leafed her to a wonder, being heavy Uden, receiving no damage but 
in her Sheathing. 

I Reimbarked and arrived at Surat the Eleventh of Decemher, 
where giving you a general Account of all India , you will hear 
from me next out of Ferfia.

To every one of which they attribute Eight Conftellations ; are 
skilled in the Sun's G)urfe through the Zodiac^ have their wandring 
and fixed Stars, and are exad^ in the Eclipfes of the Two Inferior 
Luminaries. 

What has been Experienced in the particular Accounts, I mull 
confirm again in this general one, That the firfl Full Moon in May 
brings the Rains, when it Rains a Fortnight only, and holds up till 
the middle of June^ in which times, Empyemas, Fluxes , Fevers of 
all forts ( except Peftilential ) Hemorrhages, rage ; .after the Rains 
are fully fettled, it grows Healthy. From the fetling in of the 
Rains till the Full Moon in Augufi^ it Rains without intermiilion, after 
which it clears up for a Fortnight, and with little variation (bating 
the accidental Caufesof its beginning earlier or later) it Rains all 
Septembir till the Elephant breaks up, the laft Rainy Star : After i 
which is the Harveft for Rice, when it is gathered ; and then juft af- 
ter the Rains they are mod Sickly , the Sun exhaling Vapours, the 
Earth grows Muddy and Stinking, though abundantly Produdive : 
From thence to the Jatter end of jf^mar/ commences the Cold. Sea* 
fon, when their Bodies are Healthier, and a lovely Verdure Cloaths 
the Earth ; at the latter end of this they reap another Harveft with- 
out extraordinary pains ; all this time the Evenings are very (harp, 
and at Surat I have feen an hoar Froft in the Morning. ^ From /v- 
iruaryiht firft, till the Rains fet in, are the Heats, and in March the 
Leafs fall off the Trees, yet always fupplied with frefh, fo that the 
Trees are always Green, though the Grafs and Fodder are quite 
burnt up; and with diffictilty, by the advantage of Aquidudbs, a 
lean Harveft is brought forth : The Peafants Morning and Evening 
draw Water out of Wells by Bnjfbldss or Oxen; or elfe by a 
thwart Poft poifed with a fufficient weight at the extremity, laid 
over one fixed in the Earth ; the Water is drawn by a Bucket of Goats 
Skins ; others have Pans or Buckets of Leather flanging round about 
a Wheel, fome always in the Water, others rifing up, and at the 
fame time others pouring out as the Wheel turns round : And thus 
are their beft Gardens kept alive. 

The Mountains here are one continued Ridge, dividing the Two Monntuns; 
Coafts each from other, and are all along called the Gaot ; they run 
North and South till they crols the Jniaus ; and are the reaibn of fome 
difference of the, Seafons, both in refpeA of therafelves and Low-

Woods are every where , in which fometimcs are met Inhabi- 
tants not yet mentioned, and for their Solitarinefe called Mm tf tki 
Wotds^ or more truly Satyrs \ there are tfereiJs too, or Sk» vf the 
Kewrs^ but dye as foon as taken : A Couple of the former I kw 
aifeep in the day-time, in the Night they Sport and Eat ; they were 
both in a Parrot-Cage, they had Heads like an Owl, Bodied tike a 
Monkey, without Tails ; only the firft Finger of the Right Hand 
was armed withaQaw like a Birds, otherwife they had Hands, and 
Feet which they walk upright on, not pronely, as the other Beafts 
• do ; they were coloured like a Fox , of the length of Half a Vard { 
though they grow bigger till Twelve Years old, when they copoktc;

wild Dogs, which they fay Pifs out the Eyes of Ve«iibii as they feed

come their Prey ; Squirrels , Jackals , Mungoofes, wild l^uUs, Ele- 
phants, Rhinoceros, BuffbkKS, Bears.

let by but they will be at it ; but the greateft Peft is the Mofyuit0^ 
who not only wheals, but domineers by its continual Hums; the 
Cbints are as venomous, and if fqueezed leave a mod; Poyfonous 
Stench ; thefe breed in the Cotton, and where once they befet an 
Houfe, they are not eafily removed, they being Proof againft all 
Fumes or Remedies ufed to deftroy fuch-llke Vermin ; and there- 
fore keep Pofleffion, while the Inhabitants being not able to endure 
them, muft turn out to other Dwellings ; and thefe Plagdes are in all

Famine in the Low-Coiintries, where the latter refided, on which ac- 
count they were conftrained to break their Faft with Fifh, orelfe 
liar ve ; for which reafon they are greatly defpifed by the purer Butt^ 
iuving never deviated from his PythagoreanlnOitvXion and Primary 
Abftinence from aliliving Creatures, Yet notwithftanding, thefi* 
nai keeps his G)tton-String Badge C the Charaderiftick Note of a 
Brachmin } under his Left Shoulder as well as the Butt, and has his 
Difciples. • 

The Butts addiA themfelves to the profoundeft Myfteries in their 
Religion, giving themfelves over to an eiaA Regular Life, abflraded 
from all Worldly Employments , unlefs fuch as are for the faving 
and preiervingof Life, theChiefeft and Skilfulleft Phyficians being 
of their Tribe : Thefe are the Mafters of all their Heathen Cere- 
monies, or Dodors of their Canon Law, every Tribe being intrud- 
ed by them ; they chiefly confift in Wafhing, Abftinence, and other 
Aufterities impofcd at their Pleafure. 

The £/iftf/j are more bials'd by Secular i Offices, out of which are 
made their fighting Bifhops, Defies^ cr Farmers of the King's Rents, 
Fundits ( Governors of Towns and Provinces ) , Phyficians, Ac- 
countants , Scrivans , and Interpreters : Any of thefe , if they ar- 
rive to any fmattering in Learning, are admired and highly reveren- 
ced by the Vulgar. Their Cahala^s or Pious Secrets are kept in a 
Language communicated to none but themfelves, as are all the At- 
canaes of every Science, written in a peculiar Charader ; they are 
very dogmatical in their Didates to the People, Tinging them out in 
a Lofty Tone, as the Fauns and Bards of old are reported, as thtSy 
hils by LaSantius^ the Saltans by Livy^ the Druids by defar^ the 
Delphian Enigmaes by Herodotus^ the Spartan Rites by Eufiathius: 
Suas nimirum cogitat tones non e& pervulgath & detrith &f diffolut& quh 
quilibet uteretur oratiant^ confifftare^ fed ali^ exquifith^ ® aftri&h^ & 
numerosh , & vinculis alligata , pmdarum afiimirunt. Dn Reyn. in 
Or at 6. 
Their Notion God they fay is incomparably Good ; in fome of their Langu^es 
of God, they hardly have a name for Hell ; their Notions of the World^s 

Creation and the Origine of all things, are mere confufed Stories ; 
their Account of Time is perplexed, and not to be reckoned up. For 
the Immortality of the Soul , they rely as well on Plato as Pythagih 
ras^ (w2.) That it is tranfmigrated, and in fuch a Revolution of time 
they appear in the World again, Princes or Rajahs^ according to the 

I^merits 
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Demerits of their former living, or Penalties inffide^ tm them to pu* Oiap. Vf . 
rify them, their Sools not being ioformod, kit iadofed as a Bird in t>^Vxj 
a Cage. 

Whence it is that, propped by thefe Perfuafions, the Women TheConcdc 
freely Sacrifice themfelves , in hopes of corning into the World of Tranrmi. 
great and famous, after they have pifled the Limh of Tranfmigra- {^^m?'^* 
tion with their Husbands ; and in the meai^ while are Canonized and ^ ^ ^^ 
faivoked as Saints by their Kindred and Refetfons $ and their Patri^ 
airchs oblige themfelves to incredible Abfiinence from Food, for ma- 
ny (foys together refuting any Suflenance, undergoing the ftrideft 
Penances ; having learned from Pytbagorasy Angu/iam ^ afperam effe 
viam aJ vitam beat am.

\A Efleem among thenv are principally Magick and Judicial Afirolo- Theb apmefi 
gy, one of the ^dators of which on all accounts are confultcd, as ^ ^««^ ^- 
weil by Moors as Gentues ; Grammar and Rhetorick, fome of them ^f^ phi« 
being Mafters of Ferfian^ hd<>ftan^ Arahkk^ Smfcript ( orHoIy Lan- loTophy. 
goage) P^r/irgK^z^, and all the depending Speeches of Indpfian^ as 
Duccanj^ Mmratty^ Ccmbany , and the like ; befides the Canaticky in 
which all their Sonnets and Poefies are exprefled , being fofter and 
more melting than the others; which is an Argument alfo of its 
Antiquity; Indofim not having a Charader toexpre^ its felf iil, on 
Which the later DialeAs depend. Elocution, Phyfick, Metaphyficks, 
are not out of their Ekitient : Their Philofophers maintain an Ari^ 
fioielum Vacuity ; nor ate they quite ignorant of M edicks, though 
Anatomy is not approved, wherein they lean too much on Traditi- 
on, being able to give a very flender account of the Rational Paft 
thereof. In what Perfedion Mufick ftands ( as I aiti no competent 
Judge ) I could never give my Ears the trouble toexamine, it: Teem- 
ing loud and barbarous ; yet they obferve Tim^ and Medfure in their 
Ktiging and Dandiig, arid are mightily delighted witlh thieit Tum- 
Ming and Noife. They as much diflike our fhriller'MuTick, hardly 
allowing our Wayts fit to pkiy to Bears, and our Stringed IriftrutpeAts 
ftrike not their hard«to*be-raifed Fancies ; but bur Organs are the 
M ufick of the Spheres with them, charming them to liften as long 
as they play. Arithmetick being the moft profitable Science, is the 
beft undernood by them ; to which they have a Nattiral Propenfity, 
and will in a trice, without the help of Pen or Ink call: up the dif- 
fikrulteft Sums, and never paufe upon it^

grants, that travel to delude the Mobile by their Hccus Pccus Tricks 
( living promifcuoufly like our Gypfies ) ; among whom I faw one 
who fwallowed a Chain, fuch as our Jacks have, and made it clink 
in his Stomach ; but pulling ic out , it was not fo pleafant to thp 
Spedators (being moflly Ladies, for whofe Diverfion he was brought) 
they puking when it was accompanied with a filthy roapy Slaver. 

Others prefented a Mock-Creation of a Mango-Tree, arifing from 
the Stone in a fliort fpace ( which they did in Hugger-Mugger , be- 
ing very careful to avoid being difcoverj^ ) with Fruit Green and 
Ripe ; fo that a Man muft ftretch his Fancy, to imagine it Witch- 
craft ; though the common fort think no lefs : SeJ Magus quh ftrU 
tior eo detefiahilior. 

I was promifed to fee a Fellow that caft up his Tripes by his Mouth| 
Stooflach and all, (hewing them to the Beholders ; but he was excu- 
fed, having fome time allowed him to prepare himfelf for it : In his 
fiead were brought me two ; the firft of which, by Sudion or draw- 
ing of his Breath, fo contraded his lower Belly, that it had nothing 
lefttofupport it, but fell flat to his Loins, the Midrifi^ being forced 
into the T^i^r^x, and the Mufcles of the ^^^^ifM as clearly marked 
out by the ftiff Tendons of the Unta Alha^ as by the moft accurate 
Difledion could be made apparent, he moving each Row like living 
Columns by turns. The ^Etiology whereof I think to be this ; that 
while all the Contents of the Belly are moved upwards,all Refpiration 
is expelled, only the voluntary Motion of the Animal Spirits ads 
upon the Nerves (the Mind or Soul commanding them } while the 
Vital or Natural are compelled to the contrary. 

After this I faw another Fellow of a good Habit of Body, that 
had taught himfelf by ufe to deprefs his Sternum^ with the Serratus 
Toftkus Inferior^ Sacro lumius^ and Triangular Mufcles, fo that the 
Cartilaginous Subftance of the Ribs, which Anatomifts feparate for 
Diflediion of the Thorax^ and throw it back over the Face, by this 
means was crowded in, that it made a notable Cavity ^ deep as the 
Spine would fufier ; in the mean while the Man was almoft ftrangled, 
as if prefled to death ; for under this Conftraint neither he nor the 
former could take their Breath, yet remained fo fome time: Which 
may be a vifible Inftance that divers Urinators may continue a long 
fpace, being inured from their Infancy to keep under Water. From the 
reft of thefe I obferved nothing more excellent than what is perform- 
ed by our Rope-dancers , for Feats of Adivity, or Slight of Hand. 
Thefe pefter every open place in great Cities and Publick Fairs , as 
they do in Europe.

goes goes this Story ; Her Mate had made an Efcape honourable 
enough for a prudent Retreat, when coming home and craving Meat 
from his Spoufe, after many obloquious Salutes fhe put this Afiront 
on him, (he ferved him with a Brafs Ladle, whereas before his Meals 
were taken up with one made of Iron ; whereof he demanding the 
Reafon, flie tartly replied, Left the fight of Iron jhould turn your Sto^ 
machfrom your ViSuals^ as it had done from Fighting.

Are the Invaders of their Liberties and Properties , ruling tynxm^ 
cally } yet moie toleiable than what tbey were whm firft 
invited hither by the Plenty of tbisC!auntry, and Scarcity of their 
own^ which was a means to jgain, as well as now to preferve their 
Conqueft ; for they were originally Tartars^ coming from Scytbia 
with their Leader Tamerlane ^ and thence prided themfelves to be 
called IVhUis^ andfiilido fo in (corn oC tbs/ndiaMf^ whfi»fiBlaci$;

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and it is the Flower of their Emperors Titles to be called the Grwr Chap VL 
Moguls Burrore Mogul Podejhar^ who reckons but few Defcents from i-/V"\^ 
TamerlanCy ancl is at prefent Auren Zeeh ; who Governs by this 
Maxim, To Create as many Omhrshs^ or Nobles, out of the Moguls 
or Perfian Foreigners, as may be fairly entrufted, but always with 
this Policy, To remove them to remote Charges from that where 
their Jageah^ or Annuity arifes; as not thinking it fit to truft them 
with Forces or Money in their allotted Principalities , left they 
fbould be temptecJ to unyoke themfelves, and flip their Neck from 
the Servitude impofed on them ; for which purpofe their Wives and 
Children are left as Pledges at Court, while they follow the Wars, 
or are Adminiftring in Cities or Provinces i from whence when 
they return, they have nothing they can call their own, only what 
they have Cheated by falfe Mufters and a hard Hand over both Soldi- 
ers and People; which, nnany times too, when manifeft, they are 
forced to refund to the King, though not reftore to the Opprefled ; 
for all Money, as well as Goods and Lands, are properly his, if he 
call for them« 

Out of thefe are made Generals of Armies , under whom are The omhOf. 
Commanders of Hundreds and Thoufands, as the Centurions and 
Legions 5 from thence to Fifty, Twenty, and Ten. 

A Cavalier is Armed with a Poniard at the Right fide of his Gir- 
die ; a broad Bladed Sword of an unwieldy fize ( and therefore poi- 
fed with an heavy Pummel), on his Left fide in a Belt ; a Bow made of 
Horn ftrongly and artificially Glutinated ( AdduSo jkSicre tortma .

A Foot Soldier carries a Match-lock Gun, or elfe a great Lance 
and Target, and fometimesa Sword ; the former are ranked under 
the great Omirahsy or the Chief Commanders of Hazory j the latter 
have a Standard of their own to repair to. 

Munfubdarsy or petty Omirahs, own the King only for their Lead- Vctty onu^sis, 
er, and have not above Four or Five Horfe under them. 

Roufanders are Cavaliers that are Paid by the Day, a confiderable 
Salary, furpaffingthe\A/Mr/i»^^jr/, though not fo Honourable. 

A fimple Cavalier under the Omirahs have fome of theiQ Two 
Horfes apiece, as his Lord favours him, and his Pay 30 or 25* Rupees 
per Month. 

Among thefe may be reckoned the Artillery in which the Fringts 
are Lifted ; formerly for good Pay, now ven^prdinary, having not 
above 30 or 40 Rupees a 'Month. 

For Artillery they have both great Ordnance and fmall Field The Artillery* 
Pieces, drawn b^ Elephants and Oxen, adorned with Streamers, be- 
, fides Camels that carry Petereros. 

The Soldiery are Paid, partly out of the Treafory, and partly out 
of the Lands allotted for that purpofe. 

The Husbandman is forced to Build low, and the Doors like en- 
tring Ports, otherwife the Soldier would bring his Horfe in as well 
as bimfelf.

The heat of the Sun alters our Europe-Mtn to a dark 
Brown ; fuch as Sail to and again conftantly in thefe Climates, by 
going Naked and expofed to the Sun, being almoft as Swarthy as 
the Natives, uith this difference, that by Cloathing the Sunburnt 
wears off; but contrariwife, it remains indeleble on the Indians. 

Infants when newly Born have the fame Flefh Colour as ours; 
but in a few Ddys, by the inbred Humour, and the Sun^ Heat, dc^ 
clare their Hew to be of the fame with their Parents. 

The Women are Small, and moft an end Plump, and Short in 
refpedtothe Men ; as to the order which Nature obferves in them 
they are more forward than ours in Europe^ and leave off Child- 
bearing fooner. It is reported the Menflruums of the Africans are 
pernicious, but there is no fuch (lander here, thefe being .Neat, 
Well*fhaped, and Obfcquious to their Husbands; for the different 
Pofitions of their Veins it's a filly Query, they being of the fame 
Species of the reft of the World, bating their Education, which is 
agreeable to them, and bear as good a Meen naturally, as ours in- 
ftruded by the Mafters of Behaviour ; they keep their Breafts 
bound up carefully, and on that account are no more extended than 
they fliould be ; they are quick in Labour, and Affedionate to their 
Children, Bearing them Naked on their Hips a ftraddle ; are well 
Proportioned, and for that reafon not alhamed to fhew the Motion 
of their Bodies, all their Limbs being vifible, yet love to hide what 
ihould not be feen: They are Cleanly, as well in their Cookery as 
in their Bodies , Pruning themfelves by plucking the budding 
Hairs off th^r Privities up by the Roots, they being all as fraooth 
th^re as the back of their Hands, though they fuffer the Hair of their 
Heads to grow in Trefles, which the Rich Embroider with Gold, 
Coronets, and Ri(!h Jewels ; the Poor Brade with Strings of Jafa^ 
min Flowers , and make Necklaces of the fame ; the Rich have 
their Arms and Feet Fettered with Gold and Silver, the meaner 
with Brafs, Glafs, or Tuthinag ; befides Rings at their Nofes, Ears, 
Toes, and Fingers: Their Attire alters not into new Modes, nor 
need they a Taylor ; a Lun^ being tied loofe over their Shoulders 
Belt-wife, and tucked between their Legs in nature of fhort Breeches 
befides a £hort Waftecoat, or Ephod to keep up their Breads, being 
all their G?rb ; going conftantly without Shooes or Stockin$| Shoes 
being allowed their Midwives only, which are like the Mens, only 
a few Silk Tufts upon them for diftindion fake. Thofe that have 
Buried their Husbands ( or rather Burnt them ) are rifled of all their 
Jewels,and Shayed,always wearing a Red Z.ir»gy,whereby to be known 
that they have not undergone the Conflagration j for which caufe 
ihey are defpifed, and live more Uncomfortably than the meaneft 
Servant. 

The Mo^rs Women are all Cloathed like the Men, as has been 
faidtlft where, only Vailed whep they go abroad; and thus the /»- 
dian Women are Habited. 

They ufe no fwathing to their Babes, and have very few deformed 
or Dwarfs among them ; are Temperate, and live to a good Old Age 
w hen their Hair alfo turns from Black to Grey. What OviJ relates

■yCarerf ^nd as they are careful what they take into their Bodies, fo are 

their Diet. ^^^^ folicitous to evacuate in good order, always wafhing their Fun- 
daments, and fquatting when they make Water ; nor do the Wo- 
men fcruple to do their Occafions inPublick Streets or High ways, 
going hand in hand for that purpofe at Set-times of the day, and if 
any pafs by in the Interim, will turn their bare Backfides upon them, 
but will hide their Faces ; and this at Sun-rife and Sun-fet every 
day they do in Droves ; Men by themfelves, and Women by them* 
felves ; if in the City, moft an end, under dead Walls, where whea 
they have finiflied, they wafh the Filth off with their Left Hand, be- 
caufe they feed themfelves with the Right . The Moors think hard of 
them for this Freedom ; nor do they conceive a better Opinion of our 
Women, when they fee an Englifhman falute them with a Kifs, or 
walk together in a Garden to take the Innocent Diverfion there : So 
that the Jealoufy of the Moor muft not refled on the Modelly of our 
Indian Women. 
And Qeaoli- ^^ f^^" as they are gone, the Cows come and lick up their Ordure 
nefi. ( which they watch for ) , being nothing but Herbs , Roots, or 

Pulfe, digefted without any other mixture either of Flefh or Strong 
Drink : If they unload. themfelves out of the Town, they make to- 
wards the River-fide, or Brinks of their Ditches, and leave a filthy 
Stink behind them, notwithftanding they eat nothing Carnous, which 
remains upon their Excrements ; and for that reafon it is fomewhat

Black Ivory and Turpentine heated on the Fire is good^ but the former 
is better. ^ 

For a thin Table^ Black Ivory foraped very fine is good ; or take a lit- 
tle of the laid Ivory with a little Oyl of N^ftick^ and dry the lame ; or 
Ivory with a little Gum ; fair Water is alfo very good. 

U you (ell a thin Diamond that hath high Bil^ls^ dien you may fet it 
upoh foil fcraped Ivory^ which graceth the Play of the Stone.

degree of Servitude : Thefe are alike Cruel, and equally falvage as 
the Malahars yhoi not fo bold as to adventure longer in thefe Seas than 
the Winter^ Blafts have difmifled them,* retiring with their illgot 
Booty to theCoafts of Sinda^ where they begin to rove nearer their 
Dens of Thievery, not daring to adventure Combat with thcMalaiarSj 
or ftir from thence till the Seafon makes the Malaiarrtiire.

the Mouths of the Gatfgesy by the Name of Buccaneers* Of the two 
former we had often fight, neither of which fort were fo fool-hardy 
as to come nigh us, being content to gaze on what they durft not 
feize, and to wifh us Impotence infiead of Force. 

When we had made Way Three hundred feventy four Miles to the ^n^ jj^^i 
Weft^ from the Shore, at Sun*fet we faw the Tropick Birds, which all Bkds. 
day long had ihewn us the Recreation of the Sea, they being a kind 
of Sea-hawk, and fomething bigger than a Lannar^ mount upon the 
Train to a lofty Pitch ; and (looping to their Game ( which is the 
poor Flying Fifli, when r^ifed by thofe that hunt them in the Wa- 
ter ) they perform it at one down-come : When they fly for Pica- 
fure they are more free than the beft Falc(m : They being now a 
pretty way from Land, and not to be fuppofed to reach it e're dark, 
'tis believed they make the Sea their Home , unlefs in moulting 
time^ Here is another fort follows the fame Game, but not fo cautious 
where they alight, the other being fearful of the devouring Inhabi- 
tants of the Deep, but thefe fly clofe to the Water, and turn about 
every Wave, fo that they often, efcape our view^ apd feem to be 
overwhelmed by the fwelling Surges, by the Giddine&of their Flight 
being oft given over for loft, when by a pleafing Surprize they ap- 
pear , contrary to all hopes : Thefe have White Bodies and Grey 
Wings, their Beaks are Red, and two Feathers (land at diftance for 
the Tails, by which lol^y guide themfelves to their Prey.

into: The Sluggards helplels and utipoft Effort, to bewau what a 
timely Ore and adive' Endeavours might prevent. 

The Princely Dolphin and the brisker Train, afibrded more Sport Thtcmihjfh. 
to take, while they purfued the Chafe themfelves through the Wa* 
try Plains^ and more Invention to dude the Crafty Cnttle-jf/b its dark 
Politicks, if what .Gefner writes were true ; Stemachifeu earsm yen- 
tricnli putriJk qnadam fame qnam Greet inrnSim dictrnt ^ qui at rum 
crnarem atramenti infiar aquam effunJunt qmm fe peti animaavertunt ; 
That it emits a black and cloudy Liquor, to difturb the cunning An- 
gler ; the Truth whereof I could never obferve ; only what was 
more certainly miraculous, its monftrous Figure : The Body was of a 
duskilh Colour, all one Lump with the Heady without Scales ; it / 
was endowed with large Eyes, and had long Shreds like Gorgon s 
Hair, hung in the manner of Snakes, beftuck with Snail-like Shells 
reaching over the Body ; under thefe appeared a Parrot's Bestk ; two 
Slits between the Neck are made inltead of Gills for Refpiration ;

bour for their weather-beaten Ships, the Wa|^ moderating the Air. 
The Prince of this Country is called Imatmj who is Guardian of 
Mahmet^s Tomb, and on whom is devolved the Right of Calif hfluff 
according to the Ottoman Belief : Wherefore the Indian Princes of 
tittt Permafion fend every Year Rich Prefents by th<^ Veiflels let 
out to carry Devotees to Mahomet^ Tbmb, which are wholly his, 
and at his difpofal, whereby he heaps Qp more Wealth than accrues to 
him from the Income of his Barren Soil. 

Sailing WefiwarJ^ the Qty and the Cafile lye open to our View ; 
it is much frequented by Merchants over the Mbrts, and 00 kfi 
by thc^ from M$cba in the KetlSea^ and by the way of Grand Cairo; 
it vends ail Drugs and Atai Steeds, and pays Gold for Indian Omi- 
fflodities: Here they keep fafe thofe Ships they fteal or furchrfe^ 
for Wood, no Timber growing here ; They are a Fierce Treacherous 
Brople, gaining as much by Fraud as Merchandize. 
Bieach of The Matchlcfs Outrages , after Faith plighted, committed ia 

KiSJ^ *" ^^ ^^ ^^^ Portngais^ was not only the Occafion of their be- 
^^ ^' ing quite besiten cue thence, but of an eternal and irreconcilable 
Qiiarrel between them : For where Religion, bacfced with the great* 
eft f ntereft, ftrives for the Prize, I know not whether is moft con- 
cerned, to gain a Conquef^, or to perpetrate Barbarities, the com- 
*ion Event of fuch a War, where to kill their Fellow-Creatures is 
efieemed a fcrvice to the Creator. And thus it proved here ; For 
while that bokl Nation perfifted in its Difcoveries, Navigation per- 
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fediirg th«ir Qeographyt they began to enquire into the courfe of Chap. I. 
Profit, as well as their Ships way, and found that all their Inland ^^/VV^ 
Trade tended to this Shus and the Red Sea ; wherefore they bent 
tl]^mfelves to be Mafters of their Keys that unlocked the World's 
Treafures, for which Mufcbat^ is very commodious, of which bet 
coming Pofleflbrs, had not a too hot Zeal thruft them on, they might 
to this day have enjoyed it with a juft Commendation due to their 
Induftry ; but facrificing to Luft and Rapin what ihould have beeh 
to the Glory of God and True Religion, which is Pure as well as 
Peaceable, they foon were driven out thence to Ormus ; where M'e 
ihall conclude what belongs to this Story. 

In the mean time we had gained the Tropick of CAncer^ the very Enter the 
day the Sun had gained the j^uinox; when the N$rthWefl Winds ^f^^ 
envied our entry into the Gulf, and drove us out ibr Sca*room on the Guif.^ 
Ftrficin Coaft, nearer the Shoars oiSinJa^ fothat we fpent a Week in 
tofling up and down, and driving againft a mighty Stream, before 
we reached Mujchat again } but then the Wijids were fpent, we 
calmly pafled by fome Iflands in the Gulf, and % South Wind gently 
blowing, we ftemmed the furious Current, till we could fee on 
each fide Land from Perfia and Arabia ; on the one fide St. Jafues 
his Head-land, on the other that of MuffenJovm appeared, and afore 
Sun fet we entred the Streights Mouth, not above t Lrague wide : 
It lies in Thirty fix Degrees U^rth Latitude ; a Mile within its Neck 
on a row, are Four or Five Rocks, or Iflet^ by Mariners called the 
C0ines ; from the refemblance of thofe Leavers of the fame Name, 
wherewith they raife, or lower the Breeches of their Guns. 

About Midnight we were between Ormus and Lurack^ Forty four 
Miles from the entry of the Streights, the biggeft not above Four 
Mile in Length ; the lefler is Ormus } great indeed for Name in time 
of yore, now only fanoous for its Ctifts of Salt C which though 
pierced by extream Heat, yet are a cure for the moft burning Fever, 
the only known Remedy for fuch cafes in this Oknate } and the 
Gaftle built by the Pertugals^ the chief ftreng^h of all thefe Stis. 

Pafiiog both thefe Iflands, we made Xijkmfb^ and leaving it 
a*ftern, we turned off ihorc to the Port of Gmbrom^ or BunJer 
Jiaffeei in wfaddi Road we found Two luftyDftfcitShipSy Two great 
ones of the Sk^rs^ and One fmall one from B^mhaim ; it is good 
ftidtog for Ships in this Harbour, though an open Road, by retfon 
of the firm Anchor^hokl ; it is otherwiie fuUedfc to hot Bltfts from 
the adjacent Hills, which move the rovrftng &inds between, in fiich 
fort, that in the fi:ation near the flioar when thc^e are raifed to 
Oouds, the Ships cannot be feen. 

The xa^ of March m the Forenoon we were wafted aikoar juft to Wi falAw tf 
the Ei^lijh Fadory, the Sea waihtng the very Sand afore its Doors { •^^•■*'^* 
upon our Landif^ we were Welcomed with a Civility more efiential 
to the Temper of the People, than what could proceed from any De- 
merits of ours , for they are naturally the mofl; Courtly of the 
Bafii So (bange an alteration in Three hundred Leagues as pafles 
admiration ! for whereas we left a Sullen, Melancholy, Sunburnt 
Nation; an Open, Jovial, and aClearCompleiionedRaceofMan* 
kind is oflfered in exchange.

The Houfe the Bigli/b refide in, was formerly a Caravan Seraw^ 
and built after the befl: manner, with upper and lower Piazzo's, flat 
atop , with a (lately Portal ; where every Morning the %rvants be- 
longing to it make a profound Reverence, and the Puritannical Ba- 
nyan will Kifs the Threfliold, Adoring that for his God that brings 
hisn moft Profit, though pretended to be.done out of refpedt to 
their Matters . It bears St. George his Banner at one Corner, as do 
the Dutch and French their Flags, between whofe Fadlories it is feated ; 
Ours was the Emperor's Gift, both theirs purchafed ; the fir ft Beauti- 
fied and Strengthened with good Stone Building ; all the reft, but 
the CaHn\ being moft of Mud and Stooe, the ufual Materials for 
Building in this Town, without either Lime or Mortar. 

The Scrudures are all plain atop, only Ventofo\ or Funnels, for 
to let in the Air, the only thing requifitexo living in this fiery Furnace 
with any comfort ; wherefore no Houfe is left without this contri* 
vance ; which (hews gracefully at a diftance on Board Ship, and 
makes the Town appear delightful enough to Beholders, giving at 
once a pleating Spedacle to Strangers, and kind Refreihment to 
the Inhabitants ; for they are not only elegantly Adorned without, 
but conveniently Adapted for «vcry Apartment to receive the cool 
Wind within. The Streets are generally Narrow, efpedally where 
Merchandife are expofed to Sale, the better to receive the advanta- 
ges of Umbrellos extended from fide to fide to keep the Sun's vio- 
lence from their Cuftomers : It reaches more than a Mile along the 
ihoar, has Three Block*hottfes, and one old Caftle difmantled ; the 
other ftored with Guns, the Portugals left behind them. 

The Governor s Palace fronts the Sea, and is a ftately Manfion ; 
a Mile from the fame is a Garden to good as can be imagined in this 
fandy Delart ; whirher the Merchants, as well as the Cann refort to 
Feaft, or upon any publick Solemnity go in Cavalcade for the more 
pompous obfervation thereof. 

The ShambunJer has his Grandeur too, as well as receipt of Cu- 
. ftom, for which he pays the King yearly Twenty two thouiand Tb(h 

^e£9^^/^ mWj, every rWM^makingl%ree pound and a Noble in our Ac- 

compt j Half which we have a Right to, were our G)mpany as 
good as their words, the Ferfians having not failed in theirs before 
the defedion on the part of the Englijb ; which I referve for a more 
proper place ; the Agent fitting content only with one Thoufand 
Thamands paid out of the Cuftoms yearly, and the Cuftom free of all 
the Agent proteds as Englijb ; whicl^ was but lately granted, by the 
earneit and repeated Requeft of the prefent Agent, they before only 
giving us good words inftead of Payment. 

This great Officer, or Faroier of the Emperor's Cuftoms, is obli* 
ged on the Roads to provide for thefafe Travelling for Merchants by 
a conftant Watch, infomuch that they are in no fear either of Rob- 
bers or Lo(s of Goods, they upon entry into tlie Cuftomhoufe being 
fecured through the Kingdom without Opprefiing the Subject, the 
ShawhunJer being obliged to make faibfa£iion ; for which RhaJorage^ 
or highlmpofts, are allowed by the Merchants, both at Landing and 
in their paftage Inland.

Agent, though the Company pay dearly for the Civility, while the 
Agent is only Benefitted thereby ; they carrying not only Goods, but 
great returns of Money unmolelled ; for whidb reafon the Natives 
caft themfelves upon his Management, rather than hffer the. Ex- 
adions of the RhaJaragej for which reafori the Agent has no ordi- 
nary Recompenfe, it being the chief Emolument of his Place: The 
Natives ftill paying their Refppd: to his CharaAer, which is, one of 
the Emperor's Friends, not daring to Offend him whom the King 
tJelighteth to Honoun 

And therefore it is that at Port no fmall care is taken to carry 
ijur with the Governor of the Province, ( who is a Caun^ or Duke) 
and the ShawimJer ; and on this (core we wereno iboner on fhoar, 
but we muft Compliment both thefe, where we were received in their 
open places of Audience, and entertained with Coho, Tea, or Rofe- 
Water, Boiled with Cardamoms, and fweetned with Sugar*Candy, 
Plates of Perjfan Fruit dried, and Sweetmeats ; while the Room is 
Perfumed with Rackbeetj a Compound Sweet Water, Wood of Aloes 
fmoakingi or Glafles of Rofe- Water poured on our Garments to exce^ 
five ilabberiti^ ; and if leave bedefired to Smoak Tobacco^ they will 
oiler Wine of the Country, and at laft difmils us with Favm ; which 
Vifit they fail not to return, nor muft it be forgotten to beftow on 
them Preients of confiderable Value. The Rooms are fpread wjth 
Carpets as in India^ and they have FigJans^ or Spitting Pots of the 
Earth of this Place, which is valued next to that of CbtM^ to void 
tibeir Spittle in. 

The Water isprefervedin Jarrs, and drank out of Puckeries^ that 
ke^ it Cooler than any where elfe. 

This Port receives moft Ships going or coming from Bajferab^ as TbtH^Omkhn 
they find the Markets anfwer their defigns : Bat the greateft Traf- j^*^ 
iick, next Imfiam Cloth, comes from tl& Spice Trade ; which the tmc^ 
Dutch eoaohf bdide Sugar and Copper formeriy ; for which they 
txurry offFifty thoufand TbmMJs worth of Vd vets, Slk, Raw and 
Wrought, with Ridi Carpets, befides many Tunn of Gold and Sl^ 
rer, Yearly ; fo Great and Abfolute is their Trade from the Melm^ 
c§esj and South Sea, hither, that they are reported to have brought 
Six Ships laden with Spice, which the cunning Merchants thought 
to make advantage of; but the HoUauJers^ being Crafts- Mailers,, 
fent for the Cargo on fhoar of Two Ships, and piled it up before the 
FaAory Gate, where they not coming to their Price immediately, 
&t Fire thereto, and confumed it all ; which the Buyers n^leding, 
or laughing at, they caufed other Two to be lerved in the fame 
manner, knowing fo great a quantity had caufed a Glut, when they 
asked the fame Rate for the remaining Two ; as the old Syhils^iA 
Tarquin for their Oracular Writings left unburnt; whereby thePerfians 
were Taught, that their Extravagance was not Madneis, but Policy, 
they being obliged to Bid Higher for fewer Commodities ; the HoU

The Englijb Company's Trade is but fmall here, only carrying 
off fome few Drugs, Carmania Wool, Goats, Dates, and Horfes ; 
though they make it worth their while to keep their Agent in good 
Port, as well from the Allowance from the SbamhimJer^ as by Con- 
fulage of X /. and i per Cent, for aU Foreign Goods that feek their Pro- 
tedion ; on which fcore they feem to drive a Trade^and fend up every 
Shipping Three or Four hundred Camels laden with InJUm Wares; 
as many as the Dutch bringdown to Ship off on their own Stock and 
Ships : But this Year a great Blufter was made with Englijb Qoth 
and Tin brought by our Arrival ; which, however, the underftand- 
ing Traffickers fmile at, knowing it comes better Cheap by the 
Caphala\ in Exchange of other Goods from Stamiole^ \. e. Cenfianti^ 
nople^ Smirnay ScanJeroon^ and Aleppo; and that SnffiahaMnisahe^dj 
over* full of ZWmCIoach, oxSackcUath LonJre^ as they call it. 

The French have as little to do at this Port as in other Places ; and 
were it not for the Credit of their Interpreter, who gets good Profit 
by Wine, ( he being priviledg'd with a Winc-preis for that Nation at 
Siras^ as well as the other Eurepe Nations), they could not fabfift: 
But Monfieur makes an outfide. lives retiredly, and without more 
Bufinefs than to vifit and be vifited ( which Courtefy pa^ inter- 
changeably among the Chriftians as well as. Natives ) lounges his 
time away. 

The convenient Situation of our Faftory Batting fartheft out on 
the open Strand, yields a ProfpeAover the Sea to the Aralian Coafl, 
and on a clear day Ormus Caftle might be difcovered by the naked 
Eye, it being not above a League from our Hoxxk^ as all the lihnds 
interfperfed in this Gulph ; though the moft diverting was of our 
Europe Sailors mounting their Starts or Afles, the briskeft, neateft^ 
and nimbleft of that kind I ever faw ; fo that they feemed both fay 
their Mettle and eafineis of their going, to lofe the Epithet of JuB 
affixed to their Nature: For their Matters waiting here their Far^ 
no fooner had left them to the Guidance of the Seamen, who 
would prove their Skill in Riding, where many times they would 
caft them on the Sand, both to the Sport of the Standers*by, and 
Mirth of their Companions ; letting them know a Yard was more 
iquared for their Cavalcade^ than thefe Headftrong Creatures: 
Though for this Diverfion afforded from the Seamen on their ao- 
cuftomed Element, they are quit, when thefe Afles forfake their furer 
Footing on Land, to (bgger on board Ship ; which was often at- 
tempted for the Gilded Outfide of the beautiful Scipio^ where the 
Captain entertained the Governor and all his Train, and as many 
asWould venture out of Curiofity the Laughter of theRoguy Mari- 
ners: Till on the 15^^ of Aprils ^677. it returned to the Indian 
Coaft ; but not before the Sailers had (ligmatized this Place for its 
Exceflive Heat, with this farcaftical Saying, That there was lut m 
Inch- Deal hettvixt Gomberoon and Hell . 

And to fpeak truth, when the raging Dog- (br reigns with us, it 
is not half fo hot as it is now here ; wherefore all People of any 
Qiaality are preparing to leave this Place ; and the Caun had been 
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gone c're now, had not the King fent him a Collat or Robe of Ho* C3hap. I. 
nour, he having by his Male- Adminiftration of his Office not long ^^^">0 
ago provoked his Mafter ; fpr which, large Sunis of Money have 
hardly made Attonement, evc« to his utter ImpoverilhiTient, had he 
been difplaced as he expeded. But a Golomny Shaw, or Meflenger^ 
arriving with the joyful News of his Reftoration» he invited all the 
City to be a Wirnefs of this Grace. 

The Goloomy Shaw ft aid at the Garden without the City fome days The mannet 
at the Expence of the Caim, till things could be provided for his Re- Meffi^ fr«S 
ception, wliich was thus ; Early in the Morning the loud Trumpets thcEmperor. 
and Drums gave notice that the Catm and all his Troops were ready 
to take Horfe, and waited xht Attendance of all Ranks to the chief 
Mofquey thence to the Garden ; where coming and feeing the Mef- 
fenger with the King's Letter advanced on the Top of hisTurbat , 
with his Back towards the Caun^ he alighjts, and after Three Obey*- 
iances and Thrice kifling the Ground, he approaches and takes it in 
his Hand, fealed up' in a Sarhff B^g^ or Cloth of Gold , and firft 
killing it, gives it to the Mullah^ or Chief Prieft, when he retires to 
Prayers, and vefts himfelf with the Robe of Honour; in which time 
all feat themfelves in a decent Pofture, and at his appearance rife tiU 
the Mullah have read the Emperor's Pleafure, when every one pays 
him their Congratulations, and after a Difli of Coho or Tea, mount* 
ing, accompany him to his Palace ; the Ships in the Road on this 
Occafion difcharging their grtat Guns, and the feverai Forts and 
Biockhoufes falutihg him as he pafles : Where alighting , a Noble 
Banquet, and truly Perfian^ was uihered in, to which the fly S^iiyMx 
were invited with the reft ; who durft not but be prefent, though on- 
ly to make their Honours, and return ; for they ^i\\ not eat with any 
but their own Tribe, left they (hould be defiled : Yet here they Rve 
not fo exad:ly up to their Pythagorean Rule, as they of Guzerat do, 
though the very next Neighbours to them, coming from the Pro- 
vince of SinJai for thefe indulge themfelves in Goats*Fle(h, Sheep, 
Pullen, and almoft every thing but Cows-Flefli, for which they wil- 
lingly pay ^50 Thomands Yearly, to fpare them alive ;* and for this 
reafon is it the Shambles have none; but of every thing elfe , both 
Fleih and Fifli, here is as great Plenty as the World has befides. r 

The Oyftersof thisGulph are the beft, next the Britifb ; which Plenty of 
I purpofe to treat of in their turn. Amidft this Fulnefs of every ^^^ 
thing, it is wonderful to confider where they fetch them, or how they 
are bred ; for thefe Sandy Meadows produce little more than Shrubs 
C neither Grafs nor Corn being to be feen near this Town) ; yet on 
thefe, both Goats; Sheep, Oxen, and Camels, Mules, and Afles, 
brouze and grow fat ; were not the Food of the Commons Dates 
(which this Soil ispropereft for) andFifh, and fo the Merchant is 
furnifhed for his Money good cheap. 

The Water ierving this Town generally, is of two forts ; the firft Tbnr WaWa 
and moft brackifh ftrained through the Sands into Pits from the Sea, 
with which they boil Meat, and give it their working Cattle to 
drink; the other is immediately from the Heavens, referved in Ci- 
fterns built by the Charity of well-difpofed Perfons; out of which, 
the Poor, the Covetous, and Sliives, the Flocks and Herds too, are

excellent durable PkAer ; fooie Spherical, others TranCirerie, cutting 

one another in manner of a Cro6 ; others* and the kigeft, Obloc^ 

Square, Orbicular, oi' Oval ; wUch being once finiihed , like their 

Caravoff Straws have no Endowment to maintnin them, eitba to 

keep them clean, or from falling to Decay ; fo rcgardlefe are tha^ oC 

Futarity,that noone b fti6fered to repair tbemtOn which account it is, 

that about their great Cities fo many of all forts are found, newly 

built, fqperannuated, defiled, ( which they efteem ics if either Man 

or Bead haVe dropped in and been drowned ), unfrequented, and 

full of Naftinefi ; fo pervicacioufly Vainglorious , that they will 

have the Repute of an entire Founder, or none. 

IT rains but '^^ replcnifli which, two Seafons fhower down their Benedidions ; 

twice a Year,, the one about this time in May or jFajve, and the other at or near

The Winds. The Periodical And ftattd Winds of the GiJph are the thrtbme0^ 

by the Inhabitants termed Shemauls^ which be^in when the Cmifiwi 
or Sotab^Eufi leave off, whidi is not before me Hctts «e enared, 
when the siimaitlshlew frdm the Sea toa^age them ; cUs Giiattte, 
otherwtfe uninhabiiable, would beconM mone miferahk than the fV- 
fitvia^ Plains, or Tops^ jEtm^ fince it is not above Three O^pees 
and an half bc^nd the Tropick of Caitcer^ cowards die Artkk Pole, 
and floored with Vaft Sasds tjptnt in by the forroundiagSpaoatsof 
TaafHS and hms dontinued faithtr : By eitherof theib Wiiids when 
th^blow impetuoiidy, the ^andsare whirled about, to theobfen* 
rin^of the Day, and borying all alive in darkne£^ as PrrffcrAlfi^ 
ivaxrekces to happen ibhiettnies 10 i%y^; which,a6heobferues,jOC- 
" caTions fo^e Eyes ^uid Blindnefs in all &ndy Ragions, from die in- 
flammable Particles kfndle(U>y the Snn^farams ilriking on the Sands, 
which here is verified i n an high degree on the Natives ; nor arethey 
\tk afilifting to Strangers newly arrived, diafing and fretting their 
very Skin to Rawoefs, and then vexing them by thdr fidh aflailtng 
with Botches and Blanes. To thefe Winds we may^dd the Diary, 
or Tcrrhene&s from the Mountains, which breathe a gentler Air dU 
the Morning, hardly curdling the Ocean ; in the Afternoon ftrooger 
from the Sea, refreih - the Fiery Plain, 
liie moft unhealthy of thefe are the S^ntthEaft^ for that then the 
* Air is thicker, by reafbn of the Sea^ Vicinity, and the Sun's liepar- 
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ture towards its Southern Prc^refi ; for upon its return the Skies do Chap. I. 
• clear, and the Clouds, which ufed to hang about the Mountain^^tops ^-^"^^Vj 
till Mid day, vanifli earlier at the Sun's approach ; whereupon this 
Climate is not fubjed to the greater part of Diftempers a more Wa* 
try Country may abound with; though it be to fome; to wit, to 
Rheumatifms, Numbnefs, and Periodical Fevers , fuch as are Ter« 
tians^nd Qyartans, but chiefly to Qgotidians ; rarely incident to 
Dropfies; oft ner obnoxious to Jaundice, Obftrudions of the Spleen, 
Mefcntcry, and Windinefs of the Hypochondrias : They dread not 
a Lask^ but are concerned when they cannot go to StooL 

The Fury of thefe were not over at our Arrival ; to avoid which The iniud 
I was forced in the beginning of May to betake my felf to Affeen^ a ^^Bimg hoc. 
Country Village Three Miles from Gomhroon^ than which it is not 
much better, only remoter from the Sf^ wherefore it labours under 
the Incommodity of a (lifling Air, it being fo near the Hills that the 
free Biafts are thereby intercepted ; only it enjoys a greater benefit 
of limpid Water, for which it is highly valuable; and by the In- 
duftry of the Hinds Ibme things do fprout here, and the Date-Trees 
are nourifhed by the unwearied drawing of Water, which flourifli - 
the better for their Pains. 

The confiant Din of a great many at this Work together, like the 
creeking of fo many C^rt- Wheels ungreas'd, afibrd the Sick little 
Reft ; and without this obftreperous Noife no Water could be had ; 
for they ufe only the Indian Wheel, drawn up and let down by Oxen, 
with as little Intermiifion Day or Night, as Syfiphcns repeated Trou- 
ble is reported: 

In the day, befides the Heat and Sands, the Winds brought with Loenfls com 
them another Plague , the Locufts, to benight the day, and fly in i^ Aimici. 
Armies to devour the Greens whereeVe they find them, gnawing 
the Palms and other Trees, both Leaf and Fruit, fpreading where 
they alight as thick as Bees drove out to fwarm a new Colony ; no 
other Charm than Fire can expel this Peft, when kindled with Wifps 
and withered Boughs they run up and down from Tree to Tree, ma^ 
king an hideous Clamour, yet fcarcely make them leave, where they ^ 
once befet : Thus Salamander-X^t thefe People live in Fire, making a 
Remedy of their Difeafe ; for here all things feem as if they had un- 
dergone a General Conflagration , or chat Pbcshus with his Solar 
Rays had like another Phaeton fcorched this part of the World ; or 
rather this unhappy Soil retains the Curfe of Adanl% Fall, for being This Eaith 
once fo nigh that Tcrreftrial Paradife ; concerning which I am not ^^^^jf^^f 
ignorant that it is left undetermined among Divines, and for that ^^^" 

caufe there is always adminiftred matter of difpute to the Interpreters 
of Genefis. Elias the The shite is pofitivethat the Garden of EJen^is 
t^ll in being, not doubting many ftill go thither, and that the Paf- 
fage to it lies eafy and open, but that overcome with the Delights 
thereof they never care to return. Origen and Philo^ tenacious of 
their Allegories, have fancied a Myftical Paradife, the true Ideas of 
Plato; and are imitated thereiq by PfeSius^ who fays, that Chaldean 
Pardyfe ( fo he calls it ) EfjL'm^A ;k^A.J( ^ ii/ifjUH^ytSy mryw , is 
nothing elfe but a Choir of the Heavenly Virtues which illuftrate the 
i£therial Father, and the Rays of Hplineis flowing from the firft 
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Letter V. Creator. Some (ittuite thi^ contended-for Place in Mefo/etamU ; 

others in Iiuiia^ between both which we now are } bat there remains 
the di^culty of reconciling the Four Rivers, which admits of no 
other fubterfoge than to have recoucfe to the General Inundation. 

But I leave this, and proceed to acquaint you, that nothing is left 
here but a fenfible Map of Purgatory, if that may pleafe fome to be 
a Road to Paradife ; to fee how the Fiery Element makes the Moun- 
tains gape , the Rocks cleft in funder , the Waters (Magnate , to 
which the Birds with hanging Wing repair to quench their Third ; 
for want of whidi the Herds do low, the Camels cry, the Sheep do 
bleat, the barren Earth opens wide for Drink, and all things appear 
calamitous for want of kindly Moifture; in lieu of which » hot 
Blads and Showers of Sand infed the |>urer Air, and drive not only 
us, but Birds and Beads to feck remoter dwellings, or elfe to perifli 
here ; for which purpole 'tis familiar to behold the Crows and Spar-* 
rows take their flight to Upland Countries, as alfo Dogs and other 
Vermin to remove, to avoid the Tyranny of this Seafon. 

The Caufi and ShawiunJer were gone before us ; at length by their 
Example we left the Port, tho it was not before the latter end of Jtme. 
The Governor of this Province is diled the CauM of BuftJer Aiaffie^ 
either for the dore of Ahaffes fliipped off here, or that it more im- 
mediately refpeds the Ahaffeen Countrey than any other :. The 
adjacent Iflands, with the Soldiery, are annexed to his Juriididioo i 
though N^rtbweft beyond G&mhrwm his Rule extends not far, nor 
much Inland, yet along the Gulph to its very Mouth he poflelles a 
large Trad of Ground for many Leagues together : His Metropdis 
is G0mirm$^ where he reddes tUl the foultry Summer makes him fly 
beyond the Hills, to breathe in cooler Air. Which we betook our 
fel vea to^ zSttt I had t eturoed from Affeen^ whither I went for the 6ke 
of die Water, as welcome to our parched Throaty as a drop df. that 
cool Liquor to the importunate Dives^ who was invdved in the 
Center of thofe Flames which we on the Brink of the Abyfs only 
ha^l a Tafte of. 
ocnc us a jtk^ ^^^ ^^ ^ Prefcut at this tune from the Cmn^ of Apples candied 
^co?Appitt in Snow, \t& grateful, though more feaiiUe, the Meuenger being 
&ow1L impofwcred, /or all the icorcbing Gulph ioterpofed^ at Night to bear 
midlueof the tbemtous; aod by Break ot^ Day we drank a Gla& of Wine quench* 
Heats. ed whh a Lump of Snow and Ice, to the Camfs Health. Nor bad 

we \ek hope to pafs this dreadful Lake of Sulfbar^ fince he had Cent 
us a Token of his difeovtry of a nK>re Temperate Qimate, by a 
Fruit not unknown to us ( Gencims }, being Natives of a calmer 
RegioQ ; with thefe we cheated our Thirft for a while: In the mean 
time it fared not much better with us, than with thofe groaning un* 
der a burning Fever, who by large Draughts endeavour to quench 
their Appetite, till it enrage the Difiemper toan higher Fit : For now 
we iaw ( what before we believed ) the tardy Fowls pay for their litf- 
grii^ herev and leave their dead Bodies to be mummied in the Sands : 
Nor does this proceed from Heat alone, but the Seas nearnefs, which 
^ now furrs the Shore with difcoloured Foam, poyibns the Air as well 
as its own Inhabitants by its Corruption, ftainiog the Strand with 
Mofly Greei^ and evaqporating thence a Noyfome Scent, by the pu» 
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trifyiog of Fiih left dead at the Ebbing Tides« Whence fhe Air Chapj. 
breeds Infeds, their Water'^l^ores gro^rmiwhotefome) andalarigoid ^^-^^tyS^ 
Habit feizes Human Bodies, difpofing them, though not to Scbf Vies, 
yet fpmething analogous thereto ; for few efcipe without depafceht 
Ulcers feeding on their Limbs, which creep out into long Woriti^ 
our Idioms hardly find a fit Name for, unle& We may reckon them 
a-kin to Wolfs, 3(p^Mf, fhdgadina^ or Cacoethkks. 

Upon their firft appearance they carry with them the prefence of wonm hmA 
Impoflhumations, but prefently after fuppuration a long white Pila* in cfadr Bo- 
ment like a fmall Gut comes forth, which gently caught by the Head ^ ,SL 
is wound on a tender Twig, which while it inc^eafesis turned rounds Mted. 
and fed with Rofe Water, by a Clout dipped thei'ein to keep it moift, 
left becoming dry it (hould dye ; this by Congeftion of Humours 
caufes great Pain, and as long as it continues^, the Part affeAed fwells 
into an huge Tumor ; and if by chance the Worm be broken or ill 
handled, that it come not entirely forth, it breaks out in other pla* 
ces with more fevere Symptoms ; wherefore great Care is taken to 
bring it out whole, left it ihould reduce the Patient to a worfe Condi* 
tion : It is rebellious to all common Medicines, and muft be nou« 
riAed with Milk and Butter, or elfe a Poultice of the Patient's own 
Ordure. 

At this time alfothe Pullen fare but ill, a Peft aitiong them kit- Podtxydye 
ling them without the help of Cookery ; nor do the Ferfians care fiiM«ily. 
much for eating of them ; whether fofpicious of the 111 Pradice of 
their own Nation , who fancy Dtfeafes gotten of Prbftitutes are 
drawn out by buggering of theoH or out olf any other Superftition, 
as that Worms and Scorpions are bred in their Guts^ I know not $ 
yet this is certain, they are often found to dye fuddenly. 

Here, if the Subtilty of the Enquiry couM diftever any thing to 
find the Reaibn of this Slaughter, 'iwoukl be worth the while ; but ' 
fl fimple Ptttrefistdion muft not bear the blaAie, for then all Ihring 
Creatures would fall under the like Fatality^ as well Sheeip afid other 
Cattle, as thefe } 'tis necei&ry therefore fome diore fecret itA ipk^ 
culiar Caufe fhoukl be rendred ; winch feems to-be fairly hinted a<

Gnats, others are clear from them ; and on this account is it fo many 

Armies of Locufb have invaded thefe Quarters ( which though 

often, is not perpetual ), that they have devoured all things as they 

bud, unlefs where the Husbandmen have drove them away by Fire; 

fo that I am willing to incline to the unaccvftomed Alterations of this 

Year, which by the more conftant blowing of the South Winds has 

filled the Air with a longer time of Moifture, and thereby imprefled 

fomething more Mortal by ibme unwonted Conjundion of Planets, 

than other Years : For thefe Soutb-E^ Winds as they are the moft 

unhealthy, fo ufed they to be the lead durable ; but hitherto they 

have hovered with Clouds without Rain, and kept off the Ncrtbcm 

hot ones , which reftore Health to the too hafty perfpiring Spirits 

by the dewy Simthcm Gales.

Boughs, by the Sea-fide, cxpeding Profit, as well by Strangers as 
by Fiihery ; thefe Houfes are placed on Wheels, to draw up and 
down ar their Pleafure.

For this Journy we have no Wains for our Baggage, or Chariots 
for our felves ; we Ride pn Horfeback, and our Sumpters are Loaded 
on Mules, Afi!es, or Camels, which march toward Evening and 
Travel till Morning ; We,go but flowly by reafon of our Beafts of 
Burthen^ though a greater part <X them were difpatched a Month 
before us by another Road , le& Mountainous , though farther 
about. 
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Co^iiog to oiijr InpSy w.^ luye no Hod., or Young QiotPkl^ to 
bid us W^come, nor och^ Fu^n^t^re thzfi, Bare Wwf ;, bo nooms 
Swept, nor Cl^aply Entectainn^^ Tallies neatly Spred, ojrMiud- 
ens to Attend. wUh Voice er l^te ip Ei^ilara,^ this Vifea^y ^^fip: 
'ger; but inft^^ of thefe, Apartcnpnts cov^ed with Dupg and 
Filth; MuTicli: ud^ed th^re is of Humming Gnats pricking visto^ 
keep ao unwilling Meaiuce to their Contort : So tl»t b<irc is neither 
Provifion for Man or Bjeaft^ only an piien Houfe, with no conven- 
ing Glafs of Pontack, or Poinant Cheer t;o, ei^urage the Badjiie^o( 
the March j but every Four or Fiy? Pharfrngs^ i. e. Parafim^^ a 
G^riMir League, on the King^ High way, ^CaravMScrRaw^ z&dktY 
as AiigeHS his Stable, t hoie before al way s leaving the next comer work 
enough to cleanfe wher^ they have been ; that aft^r coming in Tii;ed, 
they ^re j^ott intent to ipread their Ou^p^ts for Repofe, than re- . 
move the incruft^ted Cake of Slifttery ^ the conftanc Nuriery of 
Fliesi and Bees, they often bringing (jieir Horje$ into the iaq^e Bed- 
Chan^ber. 

Thefe Houfes Built by Cjiarkable Perfoos, are always fupplief} Our manner 
with Taqks and Cifterns, which now run over 6nce yefterdays jJJ^^j'JS 
Rain, and are comiponly very Fine and Coilly ; but other Coqi: vided.^ 
moditiei^ we muft bring with us, otherwi$; we are likely not only to 
go to Bed Qn the bare Ground,6ut djepart niore Hungry th^n we came 
thither ( yery few Places m^intainm^ Sutlers for ^orie-nieat, p^ 
Diet fqr the Wayfaring Man ) : Therefore when ^e undertake tbj^ 
ifourny, we carry not only all our Family, but Hoa(hold(luC too ; 
for which every dksehas a separate Alloy^ance for bisSeirvant and his 
Baggage, and a Butler in cpmmon* who Mounts the Tryam llorie, 
iuppli^ with Bread, .Wine, Salt, Cpjd Meat, Knives and Napkin^ 
for the Fiaticum^ in Two CaoiQers, or Chefls hung on each fide pne« 
under whofe Belly is girta l^^tfrrah^ or Goatskin full of \yi(q^ and 
anotljierof Wafer j a Metarrab full qS jthe latter evqry ooie ties to b^s 
Horfes Saddle, ^n the fafliiqn of a ^thern Bottd, apd a $il)^^ 
To&, or Cup, in a Gafeat the Bow of the ^dle : ^ ^e a^|ddlp ajf 
the Mfmfel (^ i. e. a y/hoje Day's Journy ) the Butjqr allots, aj^^v 
fome ftdv^Qt^eous BroQk, xurT^nk, ifvquJs a Table on t)ieQrouna, 
while the whple Caihai^ refre(h ; - ( We gpqerally mal^ oar ^^/ 
from Fo^r in the Afternoon till before Four in the Mtwrnng ) w^n 
after a Glals of Wine, and the Fragments of yeilef days ^oviuqns, 
we b^t^ke our folves to Reft with much eagerndls, if it ^ pomble 
among fo many flrang^Cuftoms at firft ; ^s Noiie of CanricTs ^(^^ 
Feeding , Neighing , Brey ing , and Noifis of fo many Qeatures, 
Loading and Unloading, with the ^giogi Chatting^ and Din of 
Servants , Hgr^- keepers and Mulit^ers ; but Cuftpm makes a|l , 
things familiar and qafy , that we generally Repofe till Two tjhe ^^t 
Day ; when pur Cook has . provided not only our Dinner ( which is . 
as Sumptuous as if at Home, and brought in with the iame Order) 
but furthermore, our necedary Provant for the enfuing Day's Jour- 
ny ; and after this ipanner are we ^tted to mgdiire oyt oifr future 
HardJfhips. 

Hither the Banyans^ or Englijh Brokers , Accompanied us, they The ih^tm, 
taking their Leave for the Port, we keeping^on our Conrfe, Tphrcje «F<»on«n- 
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Engli/hmen with our Retinue anfwerable to the Qgaiity of each ; we 
had with us Twenty Camels for Lumber, Fifteen Horfes , Three 
Mules, and Two Affe, befides Thrc| Shotters for our Guides, which 
are the only Men here aIfo,who wear Plumes of Feathers in their Tur- 
bats, fmall Bells about their Waftes, Truncheons in their Hands, 
Horfe-Cloaths over their Shoulders richly Embroidered on Scarlet, 
Packthread Shoes on their Feet, and clofe Jerkins with .Breeches be- 
low their Knees : thefe are our Guides, and hold our Horfes while 
we Mount, look.after them and the Equipments, as Bridles and Fur- 
niture, (the mod mean of which are Silver j when we alight j and 
are not only fwift, but lading Footmen. 

Beginning to fet forward, neither TraA nor Road was followed, 
all being covered with Sand ; but our Guides (leered by their own 
Experience ; this was not fo comfortable, to behold nothing but a 
Sea of Sand ; for now we began to turn our back upon the Gulf, and 
fteer a more tJortbernOovixkj^xQm whence to reded; what Suftenance 
this barren Earth could produce , that, fhould our Stores fail, we 
might want; yet even for this Jealoufy we had not the lead fhadow of 
Reafon, for had we been lefs provided we might have met with 
Plenty, every one driving to Vend us Neceflaries, to the no fmall 
encreafeof my amazement how they came by them. 

After we had wadtd through Two Pbarfangt of this Defolate 
Way, we began to Clamber up thofe Hills, which jeem hanging over 
the Road of Gomhroony now beating the Hoof on more foKd Rocks : 
In this Padage we could here and there defcry fome^ Groves of Palms, 
whofe Fruit were tindured with a Cherry Red, the condant fore- 
runner of their full Maturity ; at which time they look for the fame 
Unhealthinels we do in our Autumn; though I ^nd them no^ fo fu* 
• perditioufly addided to Symbols, as the Egyptians to their Hiero- 
glyphicks, yet they- exprefs the Yea? by this Tree ; becaufe this 
Tree, fay they, of all others alone ( which I before noted of the 
Coco-Nut Tree, and therefore I think it a kind of Palm ) at every 
appearance of the New Moon procreates a frcfli Branch, by which 
Twelve Produdions the whole Year is refembled and compleated ; 
the Trees are Tall and Slender^ bearing their Boughs all atop, like a 
(hady Tuft, fome danding bolt tlpi^ight, and others fpread abroad, 
with' others flagging and ready to give wayto the Birth of more ; 
when they are Young and in their Infancy, they ho foonei; fprouc 
up but the prickly Leafs guard its tender Head, which is of a pithy 
fubdance, and when Wounded fpoils the Trees Growth, fo that it 
Dies; but while irefcapes that danger, it rifes by degrees after the 
former Order, the under Branches bowing Archwife to their updart 
Youngders ; the Leafs are fet in Rows like Ribs to a great Spine, 
arifing from a Circular Bafe, till it end in a fharp Point ; under thefe 
Boughs the mighty Branches hang full of Dates in Cluders, and 
which is more thanT^y fo^ 

The more theyr Burthened letter Jo they Thrive^ 
Like deprefsd Virtue better kept alive. 



So patient under great Loads of this Fruit, that they feem to rejoyce 
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with a more chearful Verdure^ and unconcerned rejedb the withered Chap, f L 
Boughs, whilft a more lively ProduA makes them glad by a new 
Succeffion ; by which means it keeps Green the whole Gourfe of 
the Year. 

Nor when the old ones fall , are thefe only fit for the Fire ; 
for they jbeiog orderly laid, and finely Gilded or Painted between ' 
the Beams of the iameWood, fupply the Ceilings and other Adorn*, 
ments of their bed Houfes ; nor ^re they lefs ferviceable to Thatch 
their meaner Cottages : The Trunk being deprived of thofe Comb- 
ingSy from the main Head is beheld a flouriihing Peruke of P^ms^ fit 
to be worn by the greateft Heroes; from whence downwards without 
any Sprouts^it appears all in Coat of Mail Cap-a-pee,or likea Pine* Ap- 
ple from its fcaly Stru(9:ure, caufed by the falling of the precedent 
Branches, by which compaAnefs it emulates its Conelike Figure. 

Of thefe Trees there are Male and Female^and which is worthy our 
Notice, the Female Palms ( which only Bear ) will not Bring forth 
before they are Impregnated at the Roots with the Seed of the Male , 
firft pounded into Meal and fprinkled about them ; which how true 
I diipute not ;' but certainly Tradition has confirmed the Pradice, 
and they are not to be perfuaded to neglect the Cuftom. 

Inthemidftof this Days Mv/iy^/, among the Mountains we pailed Hdl&ce. 
by the Mouth of an horrid Cave ; where they entertain Travellers 
with Tragick Stories, and a Legend of Fables, as that it is the Road 
to Hell ; for, fay they, whoever Enters never Returns ; as if thence 
had arofe the Proverb, N(9 Redemption from the Shades i or that of 
the Poet,

Eafy the Defcent's to Hell, but back again 
Our ftepstocall, this is the Work, the Paid

But it may more probably be an Invention to fright Pa(&ngers into 
the right Way, and that they (hould avoid, by fo fad and terrible a 
Remark, the wrong, which would wilder them in an unlucky Maze ; 
for here the Way was not only Intricate but DifBcult h whereby I 
was encouraged toaufpicate a more Coeleftial Path might lead us to 
Getche^ in the Turkijb Language fignifying a ^oat Viilase ; which Gacbi a VH- 
was on Wheels, as the other, being hot Twenty Miles diuant; it is ^^ 
in a Sandy Valley full of Shrubs, on which the Camels Feed, but ^^^^^^^ 
the Afles, Mules, and Horfes, on Barly and chopt Straw ; [ the Per^ 
fiansltdLXiCA th^ Indians how to Treat their Horfes ; where having 
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thefe Eight or Nine Msmfcls they otre not to Honfe tfaem« but onfy 
Cover them with Tampewuts^ or Horfe<GlothSy and expole them to the 
open iUr ; which is not to Unhealthy for them, as for Human Bodies^ 
who carefully prevent fuch Lod^ngs for fear of Aches^ and other 
Inconveniences incident thereupon ; wherefore in the middle of the 
Vale we repaired to the Caravan Ser Raw^ almoft buried in the Sand, 
it being the only obftade to their rowling Billows* 

The next Morn we were waited on by the Country Women 
bringing us Cheefe, and Butter made before our Eyes, with no 
other Qiurn than a Goatskin^ in which they fliook the Milk till 
Butter came ; Fiih, Roots, and Herbs, with all forts of Pullen : In 
thdfe Two Munfels we only meet with thefe Servitors, in other PIa« 
ces Men appear alone, not allowing their Women that Freeckxn } 
but were they no more tempting than thefe Swains, they'd have 
fmall caufe for the Reftri&ion ; for they are Strapping Sunburnt 
Lafies, with little more Qoaths on than a dark coloured Smock, or 
Frock ; and for their Meen it is not enticing; thefe bring us Water 
to Drink out of their Tanks , newly fiU^ , which was Thick, 
Troubled , and Shmy ; for which reafon the Vapours , or rather 
Fumes from the Sun's violence, were very Oflbnfive, and the more 
irkfome, becaufe we were confirained to tarry here another Niglu^ 
fot that the River Mate Cmna Slmn^ or Salt*Water, was now over- 
flown by the Waters fiiUing from the Mountains beyond the Banks 
to that excds, that it could not be Forded by Travellers, and the 
Stream ran with that Rapidnefs, that it was unfafe to venture over 
till the defcending Catarads had left off pouring on the overfwell'd 
Brinks, and einptied themfelvcs into the wider Gulf^ not many 
Leagues diftant hence. 

The Day after, as foon as we heard the Waters were abated, we 
fet forward, and found it^hue what had been reported ( Three Ca^ 
phaldsnotdzTing to pais the Lake , wheie.they had lain fome Days, 
till we had led the way ). It was fultry Hot when we aiTayed to go, 
but Delays in this cafe were dai^ious ; befides, we were uncertain 
whether it would hold npftookl we tarry, which made us confide 
on our Guides, who gave us afTiirance, that the Marihes were pt&* 
ble ; we were more troubled with Waves of Sand than Water, both 
which,' by Rain, orWind^ keep on their Courfe with fomegoife till 
filenced in the Perfian Gulf. 

Athwart this Fen, whidi was upward of Three Miles, was Built 
not long fmce,as by the Modern Architedure may be gueiled,a ftate- 
ly Stone Bridge with Arches, on which Ugh BoniAers with Niches, 
and a brave paved Cawfey Eli^uitly Buik, which kept pace with us; 
but 1^ tMs Negligence of di^ People, as well as Injury of Fkiods 
and &uids, it was broke down in ieveral places, efpecialiy where the 
Torrent made the deepeft Channel, fo that though firm and ftroog 
in the greattft part of it, yet by its being ruined in the mo(t 
needful, it is become impaflable; and though a Work of ex« 
traordinary Benefit and Clutrgc, yet already rendred of little 
Ufc. 
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The reft of this day's Jouroy was between the Mountains, where Chap. !!• 
we were encounterM by ftrange Fiaflies of Lightningi the Foretellers <^^r>rwj 
of this Night's Rain , which we hardly efcaped before we came to ^^^^^^ 
Caurefian^ in all Twenty Miles : This C^r^vM iS^r /^m^ is named front 
a Tree growing here, and a Village properly fo called ( of which it 
is a Compofition in Perfian ); it being the firft we met with whofe 
Houfes were fixed. 

The following Day we continued going between two Chains of TheHao^ 
Dry and Burnt Hills, through a flony Valley, not without fear of ^i>a« Men 
fuftocating, although it was near Evening e're we fct out ^ and Ye- JJJe^f de» 
fierday's Showers had benignly diftilled on the Fiery Drought, to moycdbyclM 
cool the parched Earth : But this is the dreadful Vale, where when ^^^ 
the Hot Iforth Winds blow at this time, it fweeps both Men and 
Beads away, either by Night or Day, the Heat being as intenfe and 
as intolerable as that from the Mouth of an . Oven : We were con* ^ 
duded through this Furnace by the Divine Protedion ( without 
being put to make ufe of the common Remedy in this Exigency^ 
which is, upon perceiving of the hot Blafts, to cau our &lves flat on 
the Gr6und till they are over, thereby to prevent the Fate attending 
thofe who refufe to (loop to this known Prefcription, which is, to 
fall down dead, never to rife more alive }, till we were mounted ^ 

where thefe two Chains are linked to each other, and by their muti^ 
Afcent we were lift up on high, and then gently defcending we were 
let down to Gooriazergum^ Fifteen Miles from CoMrefian. s j 

In this Bottom is a folitary Inn, very commodioufly feated ; it is (k^hkimm. 
furrounded with Mountains, at whofe Bottoms are ftore of Water- ^tlSSSm 
Melons, a grateful Cooler in this Extremity of Heat : Goor^Bazirgum ^^^ 
is as it were to fay, The Merchmts Grave^ in the PerfioMTongae^ 

Hence up Hill and down Hill, through broken Rocks and unftea^ 
dy Stones^ through kindled Fires from fulphurious Caverns, and the 
more raging cfft&s of the bumins Orb, enlightening and enliveil* 
ing all the World befide; here it kills and confumes the on-nurtured 
Plants, leaving them dry and ftpleis ; as if thefe great Heaps of 
Rocks were made for no other end but to counterpoize the more 
Fruitftil Pa^rt of this Terreftrial Globe ; infomuch-that it had been 
utterly impoffible to have drawn Breath in this Place4 lutd not the 
late unijUiial Rain fomething allayed the Pury of the Heats, which 
yet were troublefome enough by reafon of the (teaming Nli(b ari« 
nng boiling^hot with the Sun ; which fo late in the Year are by the 
moft Ancient of this Country efieemed fo fur out of conrfe , that 
their Memory fails them to relate the like. 

Nor dp the Publick Roads deny the Calamity of thc^e Mimfets^ y^^^^ 
which are frequently ftrewed with Bones of labouring Beafts^ ezpi* 
ring under their Burthens, many of which were frem &camples of 
this Truth, lying reeking Carkaws in our Way from Goor Bazergum to 
^ebtmy which is but Twelve Miles, where we were forced to ftav to 
get more Camels, for Three had failed us in thisConflid; anaa& 
terwards with much Pain we meafured fix Miles more to TangedeUm^ 
where we eafed our felves at a Caravan Set Raw^ near a Stream of lU 
ving Water fweetly gKdiog through the middle of it, and waifa^d 
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Letter V. the Duft off our fweaty Bodies, in a Tan^ contrived to itiake a plea* 

.M^-v^x^ fant Blth under the Roof of the Seraw. 

TsngedeUn and TongeJelon expre^ in its Mothers Speech, A Strait faffage^ which 

cvhimt. hits exa&ly with the following Munfel ; for we travelled long under 

hollowed Mountains, whofe lofty Rocks hung over our Heads, 
threatning to (lop our Career , which after Twenty Rocky Miles di- 
rected us to Cormoot , a Town of Dates , Cormoot being a Date , 

sbsm za»gii. Thus far we came diredly in a Line ; now we wander to and 

again inthe Meanders of the Barren Hilki with indefatigable Indu- 
{lry,tiU we defcend into a large Pbin^at the End whereof fl^ni Zangee 
an Ahaffin^ had built an old Caravan , Twenty Miles from Cormoot ; 
where we met a Capbala of light Afles going for the Port ; and here 
we were obliged to chtnge more of our Qimels , they being quite 
tired. 

In this Plain the Heats increafed upon us fo, that we could not 
touch the Walls but they were like Fire, the Winds that fliould re- 
freih us were ready to inflame us, nor was any thing cool but the 
Water» which they had kept in Earthen Veflels dipped in their Wells 
or Tanks, where being drowned they cameupihivering cold, which 
was all the Comfort we received here ; wherefore at Sun fet we made 
for Lbor^ choaked with Duff and Heat; half-way, at a ntw Caravan 
Ser Raw, we encountred three Caphalaes laden with Dry Fruit for 
the Port : This was founded by the Overfeer of the Building of the 
: Lon^Bridge over the Lake leading to the Gulph, who raifed him- 
felf thereby, and begins ( though covetous in other things } to bo- 
(low bisMony on thefe Work% having kud the Foundation for ano- 
ther at Sham Zang^t. 

From this Place to Lhor the Ground is more Even, and fit for Cul* 
tivation, the Flusbandmen having planted their Cottages along the 
Valley, on each fide of a gliding Brook^ here and there befet with 
TameYiskTn&i 

phr. About Nine in the Morning we came to Lbor^ near Forty Mile 

from Sham TLanget. The H^landers have here a neat, but fmall 
Dwelling, whither their Commodore comes fometimes : In this we 
designed to have worn fome days away, but neither the Heat nor 
Musfuitoes would let us reft long in this City ; wherefore defu-ing to 
fly from theft. We dnneed our Camels for Mules, that we might 
make bbCterfpeed thanitbefe (low Animals would endure ; for thefe 
intem()crateSeits trere too hot for us, fo that the fame Afternoon 
we mounted, and on Horieback (aw the remaining part of the City 
leading us on our Way. The Road from BunJer to it is fpacious and 
open, through a pleafant Campaign for near Twenty Miles, the 
Mountains obfervingamodeftdiftanceonthat fide, although behind 
it is begirt with enough for defence f at top of which is a notable 
Seat, fit fiDiT a Caftle, being of difficult Accefs, from whence thofe 
that approach, may hear the Thundring Cannons roar among the 
Valleys, which were moft taken from the Fortugah in their being 
beaten out of the Gulph. 

Lhor is a City of an Ancient Date, and ftill retains its Name, 
Which for that it was fo guarded by Nature that it couW not eafily 
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be conquered , held many Ages the Majefty' of a Kingdom ; but Chap. IT. 
now it is governed by a Puritanical Caun ( for that he has vifited 
Mahomet's Tomb) under the Perfian Emperor; yet (lill it e>;tends 
its felf far in its Province, reaching almoft to Bunder Ahaffee^ and 
has two eminent Ports tending to the Mouth of Euphrates^ viz. Btm^ 
der Congo and Bunder Reeky with half the Pearl-fifhing, divided be- 
tween the -4r^^ and Per fan. He is in fuch Vogue at Court for his 
Probity, that his Neighbour Caun was ordered to fubmit to his 
Judgment, before whofe Tribunal he appeared to anfwer the Crimes 
objeifted to him in his Government. 

However he is not fo great a Bigot as to abftradl himfelf wholly 
from the Pleafures of this World, (6 as to. deny himfelf his Paradife 
here : For his Palaces fhevv not only ftudious Contrivances, but are 
Luicurious both for inward Furniture and outward Beauty, with 
which Pleafures he oftner indulges himfelf than he is at Leifure for 
Publick Affairs. 

Before his Palaces a Fourfauare Piatzo takes in a large ^Space of 
Ground, with Gates to every Quarter ; over which his loud Mufick 
are placed, either to entertain Strangers, or by their Noife to give 
the Time of the Day at every Three or Four Hours : At the Gate 
entring the Palace is a conftant Guard : Within are (lately Apart- 
ments, with Lakes and Gardens, equal to the Roman Pride in its 
Age of Wantonnefs ; but fo much the more to beextolPd, by how 
much more this Soil is incojnpatible with the Italian Mold.

Th«^ folitary Plane the Vine fupplants, 

Nor any Flower fweet Odours breathing, wants ; 

As Myrtle, Rofes, and the Violet, 

Where the firft Owner fertile Date-Trees fet. 

The Orange now to Pbcshns piercing Eye, • 

Through his thick Branches Paflage doth deny. 

Befides allthefe, there is an Exchange, or Burfe^ full of Wares, ia 
the Figure of a Crofs, reared with polifhed Stone on a latge Area 
before the Duke s Houfe. 

The 
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The Water in ufe for the common People is chiefly Rain ; where- 
fore the Cifterns are more coilly than in other Places; of the lame 
Figure as at GimhrooHy only fome few are tubilated and bnilt of Mnd. 
Many Merchants pofleis Princely Edifices in tbb Town, it being a 
Place of fome confiderable Trade both Inland, and from the feveral 
Ports. 

The Earth is produdive of Sulphur, whofe Chy mical Spirit is ex- 
traded here, and is preferable to any other, I never having met 
with more refined Brimftone ; they generally diftil it per Campanam. 
The BezoafStont is purchafed at this Mart, being faid to befound 
in the Stomach of the Mountain-Goats hereabout.<, occafioned by 
fome Plant they delight to feed on , to which they attribute its 
Growth: On which Subjed moxt may be feen in B^/ii^i Junior's 
Animadverfions on the Second and Sixth Paragraph of Garcius ah 
Ortd : Whofe Words are to this Efifed; 

*This Stone I find not only to be generated in Perjia^ but alfo in 
other Parts of the World ; and becaufe none as I know of befote 
my felf have given the true Etymon or Derivation of this Stone, or 
how it grows, hear the Bufinels id a few Words. 
* The PerfioMs then call this Stone Pazabar^ being a Compound of 
Pa and Zabar^ the firft of which is i^aittfl , the other is PtyfiM ; as 
rbuch as if you fhould fay in Greeks AntiJotM^ in Engli/b^ Counter- 
Poyfon. 

t It grows after this manner ; there is a Place in Pcrfia called Ste^ 
hanan^ as Bontiuf writes , the Perftans Sbabanaty Three Days Jour- 
ney beyond Lhor^ in whofe Fields there fpring^ up an Herb like 
Safifron and Hermodadyls , on which the Flocks of Goats ( or 
Sheep) feed, and by their eating thereof thefe Stones concrete 
and become an hard Subfiance ; but I fufpend my Vote, whether 
in the Stomach, Reins, or Bladder : However, that Belief may be 
gained for any of thefe, feeing them halt arid complain as much as 
Men under the Umt diftrefe, would more than incline the moft in- 
credulous. They are not, lays he, unlike the Enrope Goats, only 
they have longer and ftraiter Horns : They are not of divers Co- 
lours, as he amrms, neither go they in Flocks or Herds tc^ether; 
though I have eaten of their Flem more than once, hunted by 
Greyhounds, being turned loofe from the Mountains, they havjng 
much of the Nature of Venifon both in their Tafte and Afped; 
Moreover thefe Creatures (rather Sheep than Goats) as they breed 
greater or \t&x Stones, they difcover it by their Gate, of which 
both the crafty Armenian as well as Perfian are well advifed. 
Other Creatures as well as thefe are fubjed: to this Diftemper, as 
Cows, Sheep, and Apes; which laft is reckoned the moft excellent 
Bezoar by more than a few. 

To the DireAions already given, {(hall add. That the true BezMr 
Stones have a Straw, or fomethihg in refemblance thereof, which 
never fails but in the Adulteratb ; and if the upper Coat being iha- 
ved off, there fucceed not another Round, as is vifible in Onioas 
till you come to the Straw, without doubt it is Counterfeit. 

But the following Method will better betray the Cheat, becaufe 
they leave nothing unattempted to ioipofe upon the Buyers : If you 

rub 
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rub the Stone with a little Lime, and if in the chafed Part there ap* Chap. |I. 
pears a Purple Colour, it declares it true and genuine, without fophi* ^^y^s^^ 
ilication. Or if you caft them into a Bafon of Water, after an ex* 
ad Account is taken of their VSTeight, and they be taken out Tliree 
Hours after, and weighed again, and it anfwer the firft Account, nei- 
ther lofing nor gaining by their (lay in the Water, then pronounce 
them right : But if being rubbed with Lime they chance to crack, car 
a Flaw be made in the Trial , or that they alter upon tteir Im- 
merfion in the Water^ you dander them not, if you fa^ they are 
Falfe* 

In this Country Affa FatiJa is gathered at a Placd called DefcoM; ^^ j;^^ 
fome deliver it to be the Juice of a Cane or Reed inlbiflated ; others, 
of a Tree wounded : It differs nilich from the ftinking Stutf* called 
Hing^ it b^ing of the Province of Camania : This latter is that the 
Indians perfume themfelves with, miiing it in all their Putfe, and 
make it up in Wafers to corieA the Windine^ of their Food, which 
they thunder up in Belchings from the Crudities created in their 
Stomachs ; never thinking themfelves at cafe without this Tberiac : 
And this is that they cozen the Europeans with inftead of Affa For-^ 
tiJa^ of which it bears not only the Smell, but Colour alio, only it 
is more liquid. , • 

It is ufual on the News of oor Approach to thefe great Cities, or Tbe Gviltqr 
JPopulons Towns, for the Governors or their Deputies to expeft the ^T*^ ^'^ 
coming of our Agent a Fi&^y^ out of Town, bringing the Men of ^S^Off^ 
Note with him to attend us to our Lodgings, and bring us with Pomp xac^du 
through their Streets, and at the fame time lay in Store for us and 
our Horfes, ulhering in huge Courfes of Provifions , both ready 
drefsM and undrelsM, as alfo Services of Sweetmeats dried and un« 
dried, fending in Sheep, Goat, and PuUen, Barley, Rice, and the 
like ; and a( our departure Prefent us with Perfian Steeds for our 
}ourny : For which we muft not ftir til! we have paid fufficiently,by 
return of our Country Manufadiures, as Scarlet, Watches, or feme- 
thing of greater Value: Tarn citi in avaritiam excurrit /uahumani^ 
tas ; fuonmi^Jo enim beneficium eft quod in quaflum mitfitarf cum i iene^ 
jScfQ aheffe deheat negrtiatio^ &€.Scnec. lib. 3. deBenefia So foon their 
Humanity is turnol to Avarice; for how can that beeileemed a 
Gift, which is beilowed with an intent to gain > Since any manner 
of Profit, which is fordid , makes void an entire Benefadion. But 
being rewarded for their forced Courtefy, tipon our mounting they 
conduded us on our Way, as far as they waited to bring us in. 
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We Ideafure the utmoft Bounds of the froVmces of Lhoi and 

/ Gerom , to the City of Siras. 

BEING now advanced npon the Mountains , among whofe 
Tops and Turnings we make our Progrels; freih inftances of the 
Convulfions which this Sulphurious Soil is fubjed to encounter us, as 
by the Cloven Hillsand Rocks we may be convinced could be efiedecf 
by no other means than by terrible Earthqpiakes from the Bowels of 
the Earth : Among thefe droughty and ^ uncouth Paths , having 
wearied our Steps tor Three FharfangSj we came to a Caravan Ser ' 
Ravy^ by Name Pokuul^ at the foot of thefe Mountains, and the 
beginning of a fpacious Plain, where we found the firft alleviati<Mi 
from the fierce Heats of the Noon of Night, * though at Noon Day 
we could not think our cafe much amended. 

Po is interpreted the Bafis, Kutalo{ the Hill ; this Inn was a new, 
flrong, fquare, large Inn ; the firft we fiabled, or rather fhut our 
Doors in a-Nights, it being Built after the beft Form, and Capacious 
of a great Number, both in the outward Square and inner Stables ; 
to this belonged Three ftately Tanks with a deep Well,, fomean 
Hundred Fathoms down to the Bottom, with a Pond, eitUsr to Wa- 
ter or Walh the Cattel in, hard by it ; the perfeA proof of our be* 
ing pafled the Sands , which hdd not digging fuch a depth , this' 
being White Marble j and the whole Plain promifed a more fruitibl 

Clay. 

Hedce to Bury metes out Twelve Miles more, where the beft 
Caravan Ser Raw is on all the Road, it being not only well Adorned 
with White facing Stone, but is both a Large and Convenient^ as 
well as Stately Fabrick. 

Hard by this is a Peor^ or Burying-place of one of their Pro- 
phets, being a goodly Monumrat, with an Arahkk School Founded 
in his Honour, and Endowed with a good Penfion for to maintain 
the Devotion of their Priefts. 

The next M$mfel wis hardly Went, but Crept onward io, through 
almoft impaf&ble and dangerous Precipices, with all the heed imagt^ 
nable, for a Trip here coum not have been retrieved without the lo& 
of our Lives ; but by the Divine Providence jwe came to Bonaru^ 
an Eight Cornered C^ri^i^/^v, Eighteen Miles from Bury ; thereon an 
Hill are the remains of a regular Fortification, with a fuppliment of 
Outworks on every fide, without any Avenue, unlefs on one fide ; 
between this Village and Bury, the Inhabitants reckon a many Ca- 
ftles on the Mountains with large Tanks of Water, and Store*houfes 
for prQvifions..of. Corn, Cuteutof the main Rocks \vith indefari- 
gable Coil and Induftry , which Works were they to be begun now 
(fay they ) couW not be Finifhed by the Experteft Artifts in Fifty 
Years. They yet retain a Warlike Difpofition, being ftill accounted 
the beft (xunners here of any other places in Pcrfia ; at the Entrance 
into this place are unfizable Heads of Mountain*Rams with their 

Horns^ 
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^ Horns, fet up as the Trophies of their SJ^ill in Shooting them ; and Chap. IIL 
as a farther Argument of the cruel flaughter made among their Fore^ U^VNJ 
fathers, for more than Three Days Joiirny together, tne Fields are 
every where filled with Graves* , 

Afid now we h^an to Be acquainted with the fhift tliey make for What fliift 
Water in thefe dry Countries, where there is little Rain, and no Rivu- ^][^^^^ 
lets ; they Dig for Springs, and when they have found one, they fol- 
low the Water*Cdurife which way it direAs under Ground, Hollow- 
ing the Ground, and at every Thirty or Forty Yards, caft up a 
Mole-Hill, where they make a Pit to Ventilate and let in the Air to 
Purify the Water, aswellastoCleanfe the Channel, and this Coiirfe 
holds on many Fbarfangs together for the advantage of the Vallies ; 
and this I look updn to be as much the caufe of the Generation of 
the BezooT'Ston^ in the Animals aforefaid, as the reafons alledged 
there by Bimtius for their ProduAion ; for by the confent of all Phy- 
iicians, nothing contributes more to the Breeding of the Stone in 
Men , than fuch things as are Undigefted and create Obftrudi- 
ens ; nor can any thing be more ObftruAing than Tuch Water as is 
drawn from Wells and deep Caverns, where the Sun has little influ- 
ence, as we may have occafion to manifeft afterwirds i and there- 
fore we may probably Conjedure, thefe Unconcoded Waters to be 
a main itiftrument of their produdion, fince where thefe are in 
ufe, this Accident is more general than in other places. 

From Bonaru to Moufar^ another Eight iquare Caravan^ are Fif- iu^theut- 
teen Miles, fine, plain, and eafy way ; near the CdtavM ier Raw was a moft cxt«t«£ 
pleafant Garden, the utmod; extent of the Cam of Lhor\ Dominions ^ ik^^ 
on this Road. 

And as a Boundary thereto, is oppofed the fteepeft Hill we have 
yet met with, infomuch that we found it a notable Task to gain the 
Top by the Morning of the following Day, contenting our felves to 
fit down at CbamtalJy but Nine Miles from Bomkh^ being advifed of 
a more troublefome Day's Joumy the JUmfil after this ; not fo diifi* 
cult for Accels as this, but a more continued Labour by the multi- 
tude of Mountains we were to Matter, and on that account it was 
highly neceflarv to Feed our CaphaUfs well before we undertake (6 
great a Work* 

Chawtalk, ( by thcittoft valdable Muriificcfice ot the BenefaAor, <*«^ 
yet living to Overfee this good Deed compleated } is a noble new 
Caravan i an Ample and Princely Building : Near to it was , not 
long fince, only a Well of Bitter Water, which gives Name to the 
Plate ; but by the Coft and Inqueft of this Pious Benefador^ Sweeter 
Waters are at this tim& produced, fomething more remote, for 
Men to Drink; though the Cattel refufe not generally the other. 

On thefe Mountains the Mafiicb Tree brings forth plenty of that Bfum^ 
Gum, of which the Country People make good Profit : Nor does lel^ 
Benefit accrue by the Mellifluous Dew a»Nights turn'd into Manna, 
from the Leafs and Shrubs, as well as Plants, upon the fides of 
thefe Mountains, which are not altc^ether fo Barren as thofe ^e 
have hitherto pafied ; this Manna is White and Granulated, and, what 
I have found my felf, I think not inferior to the Caiairiaw. 
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As for the Maftick Trees, they bore Red Berries, and if wound- 
ed would fpew oat the liquid Refin from the Branches ; they are not ' 
very tail, of the bignels of our Bolly Trees : Whether they bring 
forthaCodor not, this Seafon would not inform mei nor can liay 
it agrete in aU refpeds with the Lentisk Treeof Clufins. 

Here dUp grows the Wild or Bitter Almond, the Wands or Sticks 
of which are in Efteem, for that Tradition of their being of the 
ikme Tree with thofe of Aands Rod, which budding brought forth 
Almonds, and far that reafon are worn by thofe of the higheft Rank 
among them : More of this anon. 

And now the time approaches we mud pals over in one Day as 
oiany Mountains as we have hitherto been conquering , fome df 
whole Gifts could never be gained, had they not been joined toge- 
ther by vaft Arches from Rock to Rock, their difmal Pits otherwife 
being rendred impa(&ble: Thus by inexpreflible Endeavours we 
ftrive to clear this formidable Chain of Hills, all in the Heat of the 
Sun ( not daring to truft our felves in the Night }, whereby we had 
ourSkinsfleadott of thofe Parts expofed to the Solar Rays ; and thofe 
that fared beft tuid Madders raifed, as if fcalded or burnt hf the Fire ; 
for whichi when we had traveird One and twenty Miles, we found ^ 
at Giram a ready Medicine of the Butter of the Seed of Gourds made 
into an Ointment, which appeafed the Inflammation by its cooling 
Virtue , and immediately aflwag^d the Pain by Baftiog our felves 
herewith, being half Roafted. 

We refrefhed our felves one' entire Day at Gertm^ whereafmall 
White Grape, without any Stone, was an excellent 0)rdial; the 
Wine pre0ed from it is white alfo, and the ftrongeft by Natural Fer* 
mentation only, that 1 ever drank ; they are called Kifmas Grapes, 
and the Wine is known by the ftme Name farther than where they 
grow, it being of fo ftout a Body that it is not fubjedb to decay 
prefently ; though their beft Wines when they begin to turn, are fit 
for nothing but Vinegar, they being inexpert either in their Cure, 
or to prefer ve them; that which we drink is pure^ without any So« 
phiftication. 

There grow no where better Dates than at this Town ; andpack« 
ed up dry are preferred before others all the World 5ver. ' 

The People that dwell Iwre are for the moft part blind ; for of 
Three you meet. Two ihall not fee, and it may be a Third ihaU 
have but half an Eye. 

The Occafion whereof, as they report, is, becaufe little pretty 
coloured Mice and Weafels by their poyfonoifs Stale infeA the Trees 
ib,that they produce Worms,the Parent of diis Diftemper ; more tru- 
ly fancying than proving this Secret, for want of tliat Microfcope 
whereby Kepkr aflifted this enquiring Age to difeover , Ttuit 
no kind of Plant whatfoever but procreates of its fup^fluous Juice 
fome putrid Humour, which by adive Nature is enliven'd mto Vital 
Motion, forming to every one their proper Infeds. 

Whether any Virulency may beafcribed to thefe,or the immoderate 
catii^ of Dates ought to be accufed of their exo^ve Heat, as we do 
Wormwood, which for that reafon we account ofienfive to the Eyes, I 
know not; following herein t)ie Prince of Phyficians, Calidis enim qui 
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Jkpe multHmque utuntur, nervorum iufirmitatetn adfenmt^ in Afh; \ 6. Chap. HI. 
ffyf. lih. y. who fays, They who accuftom themfelves to eat Hot *-'^V"Nu 
things, bring ort therhfelves the WeakneiS of the Nerves, arid con- 
iequently decay their Eyefight , the Optibk Nerves being (ignally 
afl«d:ed, through which Organs, Spirits ottght to be conveyed princi- 
pally for the fervice of the Eyes. * 

To which Evil no doubt Sympathy makes a great Addition, whe^ 
ther in the Individual, or in refped: of others : Wherein the ^oet 
PhiIoibphi2ed, when he fang, 

CumfpeSlant oculi lafos ladkntwr &ipjf. 

But above all, the Sands, which have here the lame efied as elfe- 
where. 

This is a Free Town , enfranbhis'd With Liberties peculiar to its 
felf, being independent on any other Governor but its own ; though 
he be but a Calenture or Baylifi^ giving Laws, and ruling by his owh 
Power, being accountable to none but the Emperor: His Jurifdi£ii- 
on fpre^ds a great way, for that he is not inferior in Wealth to many 
Caunsj only foniewhat lefs in Dignity. 

Mr. Herbert in his Itinerary relates Geron/t to have its denomina- TWsTownb 
tion from certain Jews who took up their Abode here, and gave it Mr. tiirkn'^ 
this Name in honour of their Kirjoth-Jerom: But Whether more of /^M^J^rm, 
that Nation dwell here than in other great Towns, I am not tho- 
iroughly advertifed, and therefore forbear determining. 

A Mile from the Town had been a Colofs, now half niined by 
Age, bearing ftill fome Marks of its priftine Majefty, it being more 
than Sixty Foot high, and Thirty in Circumference, raifed in Me- 
mory of fome departed Saint ; it overlooks a great many mbre hum- 
ble Tombs, not liable therefore to fuch Dilapidation. 

Leaving thefe, we pals through ploughed Fields, fowed with Wheat wheat, 
and almofl mowed, it being Harveft time. 

In this Plain abundance of Liquorice grows wild ; and by the Ligaorice. 
Brooks fides are planted Country Manfions , with (lore of Sallows 
and Willows. At Midnight we came to MocockSugta Qi.e. a dry 
Clove) Twenty two Miles, having forded feveral Plafhes where 
flouriihed lafcivious Shrubs, more like Southerntoood than Ofiers^ till 
we were incloled again in the Mountains. 

The Bhadars here had apprehended a fturdy Thief, who had fet xheft pnnifli. 
upon a poor Merchant, and drove away his Afs loaded with Indian ed with m^ 
Cloth: Thefe fort of Vermin are rare, either for the exemplary Pu- "auring. 
nifliment inflided, wjiich is Immuring, when deteAed, or for the for<^ 
mer mentioned Satisfaction to be made by the Shawiundety who em- 
ploys thefe RhadareeSy reftoring to every one their proper Goods, or 
elfe giving them the full Value. 

I Ihall not deviate much to give a credible Inftance from our Agent, 
who upon the Road by the Remiisnefs of the Shdtters had his Gold 
Bridle and other Furniture dole out of zCaravanSerRaw^ after they 
had come tired in • As foon as they were miffing, upon notice given 
to the Captain of the Rhadars^ a ftriA Search being made prefently^ 
it was not long e re the Criminal was detefted, and taken with his 

I i X Prize, 
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Letter V, Prize, the latter reftorcd , and the other left to the Mercy of the 
C^'sT^ Aacnt^ who might have cut him to pieces without any other For- 
mality of Procc^ had he not delivered him pver to be chaftifed by 
bis Accufersy whawere not wanting to inflid what Punifhment his 
Fad; deferved, the next Comm adjudging him the Severity of the Li w. 
Monftrous Here again over the Portal of the Inn, were advanced the Crefts to 

PirjimR^ms. the PcrjSm Arms, I mean huge Rams^heads, Horosand all, which 

declare what would feem monftrous to relate, they furpafling m 
Bulk as well as Courage all thofe of other Nations; not for their 
Heads alone, but their Tails, which fometlmes prove fuch Incum* 
brances, that unlefi fmall Carts were ordained for their Carriage 
( efpecially the tame ones ), they would trail upon the Ground, and 
wound themfelves againft every ibarp Scone and rough Piece of 
Ground : But thefe exalted are the O^pring of the Mountains, ibel- 
tring themfelves among the Rocks and untrodden Paths of the HtUs. 
p,^^^ Where, and in our Pailage, grew the Mountain-/^a/y, which ftmc^ 

our Scent, till we defcended a Fruitful Valley, abounding with 

Springs of Water, which gave Increafe to many Furlongs loaded 

with Rice or PaJJj^^. being courfer than the ItiJian ; from whence 

not only Perfia^ but all the World befides, mud fetch the bed and 

fineftRice. 

csAt bounds This Valky led us to Caifer, fo'me Five Pharfings, a Village bleft 

a#rjip,«nd Uw with all Fruits Perjia glories in, but above all, the choiccft Oranges ; 

g^ ^^ but this unfeafonable Year, with the help of the Locufls, had blaft- 

^^^' ed them all. This Town, as it terminates the Bounds of Germ^ (q 

it puts an end to the genuine Growth of the Paim^Tree, it being 
barren beyond this Place, and therefore only fet in Great Mens Gar- 
dens for Shew, it delighting rather in Hot and Dry Ground, fuch as 
Sands, and fucfaras come nighefi in Nature to them : Mcmover, the 
Climate beyond this Place admits of tooookl a Winter for their Nou* 
riflunent, which I impute to be the chiefeft Caufe. 

This Town is planted in theBofom of twoRow^of Hills, reach* 
ing SiraSf which delivers us to a delightful Plain, adorned with Cy- 
preis-Trees on each hand , and plenteoufly fiored with Villages and 
Running Water on every fide. 

And now it was pleafant to behold the Harveft-men labouring 

. with their Sythes, the Wheat blading low; the Ruther Beads widi 

diftended Bags grazing in the Meadows, the Sheep with their broad 

Tails gatherra into Fokls, and the wary Shepherd on his Guard to 

defend diem, as well as to dre& them \dien infeded with any Ma* 

ladies ; the Groves look'd Green, as in the midft of Summer's Pride, 

whc^ Bowers the Winged Chorifters made chearful with their un^^ 

confined Notes, their Mirth as free as their Melody untaught, being 

adfcuated by no other Rule than Io(lini9:. 

^^^ Thefe gave us hopes of future Moderation ; nor were they flat* 

^" tering ; for we had not traced Ten Miles of this pleafaiK Way, when 

. we came to FirMw^ (^Tbe Fct ^f tkeWay^^ where Jg4 T^ckt had 

pbceda Caravan Scr Rm i but here we were forced to gather thoft 

Garments clofe about uc^ the wearing of which we Itttaerco iviM 

thoi^ht an vkkb DeccRcy, thana iealR«quifit& 

From 
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From beoce to M^^fvn^t txuled through rugged and uneafy Chap/TTT. 
Ways to a very fplcndid Ctfrtfw» 5tfr /?«^, fome Fourteen Miles more , ]L^^^ 
where we tooJk our Reft : Aod thence along a fweet Campaign^ wa* ^^'^^ 
tred by a delicate Rivulet on. the Left« at the Bottom of the decli* 
ning Hillsy befto wing its Blefliog on the adjacent Villages and Coun- 
try Towns. 

We continued joturnytng all this Night ; wherefore the Sun had B$itsH$^i. 
gilded the Firmament with his Vermilion Red, before we took up at 
Bd^iia HpJgCf Thirty Miltt oompleat from our iaft Stage. Where 
intending to' have been quiet, we were interrupted more than ever 
by impertinent Gnats and Flies, by reaibn of the Conbourfe of Wa« 
cers nounihing abundance of RuAies and Fenny Plants, which har- 
boured theie and gave them Refuge in the Day, but at Kigfat they 
broke out of their Lurking-pbces , and befet us with that Rage and 
Force, that no Refiftance or Fence can be made againft chem ; for, 
iay they by perbolically, They wiH bite through Armour; the beft 
Perfia$t Boots ( which are k>w-heelM and good Cordavan Leather) 
being not Proof againft their Af&ults. 

Wherefore the Eve to the fame Day, to avoid thefe invincible vigmOj. 
'A(&ilants, the difturbers of bur Repose, we held on our Pace through 
Pafture-Grounds, fuch as our Commons, where they are down-fed, 
that little more than Green-Sod appears , in which were wanton 
f oles and unbackM Colts, with Mares for Breed, and unbridled Stal- 
lions, fporting on the fpacious Downs, which brought us onwards to 
Sir as Twelve Miles more, viz. to the Befj^ars^arden ( but one Phar- 
fang ihort of the City } called VJgewaDy. 

Here we had fearoely alighted, but the French Agent having no- 
tice of our coming, beat up our Quarters, and broke nis of oiir 
Sljeep. 

By Break of Day the Armenian Chriftians, which are numerous, 
came, to congratulate our Arrival, and brought Banquets of Wine, 
Fruit) and a Cold Treat, with Led Horfes of State, and loud Mu- 
fick, to make our Eqtry the more Pompous. In order whereunto, Om Entry io. 
about Eleven in the Morning, conduced with much Ceremony, ^ ^^• 
we approached Siras^ where we found Spe6tators anfwerafole to the 
Novelty of our Appearance, and the Greatnefs of our Train, with 
which we were pa0kig through this City n^h Two Hours, before 
we were enciosM wiihm the Wails of the Englijh Houfe, which is a 
Noble one, in tltt middle of a ftately Garden. 

Hither caooke the Fathers of all Orders to bid us Welcome, that 
were refident in the ieveral Convaits alk)wed them ki thi^ City ; all 
which, and other Chriftian Attendants, were not difmifs'd till after a 
Splendid Dinner provided by our Interpreter , who makes fome 
Tbottfands a Year by the Licenie of our Winepre(s, the Profit where- 
of is wholly his. 

The Wines of ^Growth of this Country are efteemed the moft Theurmcsof 
Scomachiaiji and Generous ki all Perfn^ and fitteft for common f^<*^ 
drinking, when allayed a (ittle with Water, otherwtfe too heady for 
dbe Bnin, tod heavy for the Stomach, their Paftage being retarded 
fior want of that proper VehkJe : It is incred&le to fee what Quan- 
titia tlie|r drink at aMonj-owetii^t and how onconcemed the next 
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Letter V. day they appear, and brisk about their Bufinels, and will c(uaff* you 

thus a whole Week tc^cthen j 

In which Exercife when they engage, they obferve this Maxim, i 

good Coispa^ always to lay in Ballaft,' they eating heartily ; and all the time that 
*"^"*' Healths are paffing about, they have Cucumbers, Melons, and oth^r 

Fruits before them, which mud be acknowledged to receive the moft 
perfedt Ripeneis, and therefore are more innocent here than any 
where elfe. Tobacco is a general Companion ; and to give them 
their due, they are Conver^ble Good*Fellows, fparing no one hb 
Bowl in their turn ; and to be fure none ihall efcape a Nofegay, 
Orange, or fome fuch Mark as pafles with every Healtli ; Co that 
fometimes when they nnind Difcourfe more than the Bufinefs in hand, 
a whole Neft of Pofies wait on one Man, who muft clear himfelf, or 
diiguKl thofe whole Healths remain unpledgM<i 

Having difcharg'd the Fatigue of this Day, it remained tncunx- 
bent on our parts to return thefe Civilities, which was tdf renew the 
Trouble again, each driving to outvye others in thdr Entertain- 
ments : In thefe Courteous Vifits we fpenta Week, nor was that fuf- 
ficient, but we being late in the Year for this Journey to Spahaim^ 
our Interpreter excufed our Negle<^. 



C H A ?• IV. 

Of Siras^ and the Ancient City Perfepolis, and our Joumjing 

quite through Perfia. 

IN our Stay here we had Opportunity to obferve Sir as ^not only by 
Fame, but indeed to be, fecond to none, except the Royal City, in 
the whole Empire : And in this Country, the Country which is pro- 
perly Per^a ( extended from the Gulph to Efducbos , which parts 
Parthia from it by a great Ditch made for a Boundary on that Side 
to this Ancient Kingdom ) it is the principal Metropolis. 
sifM the chief It is delivered as a Tradition, That it arofe from the Ruins of Per^ 
Gty in Perps. fepolis : Others will have it as old as Cyrus^ who contend for him to 

be the Founder, for that the nearneis of the Name intimates as much t 
But that he fhould raife it as a Monument, feems not fo probable, 
who would not permit it at his Death, as that thefe People, devoted 
to his Memory, might on the Mifcarriage of Perfepolis^ raife this in 
Honour of him, whofe Remembrance might at once revive the Glo» 
ry of the then fallen Monarchy, and bury the hated Name of the 
new Conqueror in Oblivion, who had fuUied all his Lawrels }jf 
bearkning to the unlimited Revenge of a Proftitute, to lay the moft 
flourifliing Per fepolis in Aihes, from whence , Pbcsinx like, this is 
fuppofed to fpring. 

And when we enter its Wealthy Markets, or Buzzarsj Bafilkk 
Buildings, fupported by Rows of vaft Pillars covered at top , of 
which there are innumerable^ large and iplendidi abounding with 
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Jich Merchandize; the flatefy Palaces of the Cam and other No- Chap. IV. 
l>lcs ; the pleafant Walks and Gardens, Colleges and Tuples, the w^"VN^ 
TombS) and Water-Courfes ; we may afflid our felves with the 
Lodes magnified by Hijlorians^ but at the fame time do Injuftice to 
to valuable a Reparation , which, for ought I know, exceeds the 
worth of the other : And what adds to its Efteem^t is rc^kon^ by the 
Terfians an Holy City^wherefore it's Endowed with Schools and Con- 
vents, with Allowance for Students ; nor do they in any place ex- 
cel, ( for the Concinnity of Harmony in Chwus from the high Towers 
of their Mofques at their fiated Hours for Devotion ) thele fweet 
Singers of Siras : It boafts therefore of its being an Univerfity ; 
which it truly merits from the confluence of all the Learned Tribe 
coming hither for Education. 

Their (lately Gardens and Summer-Houles are oat of the Town, TiieitGDr- 
whither refort thofe Invited either by Curiofity or Recreation ; the dens, 
moft famous of which we Vifited, under whofe ihady Bowers we 
wereFeafted, from the Heel of every Day till Midnight^ while we 
remained here, by the interchangeable Solicitations of our Chrifliaa 
Friends. 

Among which, that, honoured with the'Royal Qaim, andthere^ TheCypfdl^ 
fore ftiled the Kiftg^s GarJen^ defervedly carries the Luftre from the 'E^^^^ 
reft, and though every one ihare in fome Excellency or other, yet this y, "■ ™^«*- 
comprehends them all in one, being a large Map of the whole : 
Here grow the loftieft Cyprefi-Trees in the Univerie ; nor do they 
want Bodies proportionable to their Height, one of which is iaid to be 
Set by Shaw Ahas^ their Beloved Emperor, Meafures fome Fathoms 
round: So addided are thefe People to Loyal Heartednels, that 
what is Great, or M agnificent, they dSti up as a grateful Teftimo* 
ny to perpetuate the Fame of thofe Princes who have deferved well 
in their Annals j for which reafoa thele Trees keep the Name of To- 
ken Cyty even down to this our Age \ willing thereby to Immorta- 
lize the Grand Cyrus ^ tranfmitting an unalterable Tradition as lafting 
as Pofterity its felf. 

Theie fet in Order make Majeftick Walks, under ixiiofi? flielter 
thrive the Underwoods ; which were they removed from the firft 
Rank of the Quarters, whether our Countrymen would albw the 
reft to be Wildernels, Orchard,^ or Garden, would be a Qpeftion i 
lince thefe, with the Water-courfes, make the whole Dedjgn of the 
Perfpedive ; in which promifcuoufly are included Philberts, Hade- 
nuts , Piftachias , Sweet AloKxids ^ Cherries of both ibrts, Peach, 
Apricot, Prunello\ Figs, Prunes, Grannet, Cheftnut, Ned:orines^ 
Quince, and all thofe we call Wall-Fruit, without any Afliftaoce : 
Oranges and Limes begin to flag her^ rejoycing more where Cold is 
lels felt ; for though it is very Hot now, it has a fliort but fevere 
Wintjer; for which caufe, Rofes, LiUies, and Jaflemin, are Shaded 
under all thefe to defend them from each Extreme ; and below thefe 
the Violet and Primrofe, with what exalt not their Heads above 
the Grafs. 

In the midft of all a Banquettlng-Houfe^ or Houfe of Pleafure, 
with this Con veniency, that whi(£ fide Clever we caft our Eyes, 
moft grateful Greeiis refrelh our Proipeft, and cooliqg Springs feed 
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foouting Fountains, tiU they unite in a full Sea, and thenos are di- 
vmedStoplcafent Streams, both for Diverfionand benefit of the 

^^Sw is beheld the Trembling Poplar, the Tall Sicamore, andtb? 
Humble Elm, contrary to what we fee in £«A»^e^; the Pine and Alh 
"rS N^ves if this sJil, by the diligence of the Skilful Planters; 
but out of thefe Endofures, no Woods, nor Thickets of any of

Wereturnd back to the Gty, Lighted by Torchesand Flan^us 
over a noble Bridge, from whence the Street enlarges graceftiUy a 
Eood length, till we were received into ftraiter Allies, the reft of the 
Streets feing moftly fuch, or elfe covered Buzzars , this Bridge 
ferves only to pafe over, when the fudden Showers, and Water faUing 
from the Mountains, raife a Flood, at other times it being dry un- 
der it, here being no River; though Water is not lacking every 
where there, flowing plentifaUy in Rills or Brooks, taking their fource 
from the Mountains, with which it is inverted on every part, 
except the SoutMv^, which Ues plain and open a great way. 

Thefe Mountains, as well as Vallies, are (locked with Vineyards, 
being difpofed to bear good Grapes, outof which they prefs their 
Wi^ and from the Wine-fat fet it to Work in great ^rtheo 
Jars, from which it is drawn off into Flasks, and fo packed up m 

In this place only thefe Glaflb, and fomc courfe Drinking Glafles 
are made! as alfo Rofe-Watcr Bottles, the beft Water whereof is 
Diftilled here; they likewife redify Spirit of Wme very weU: 
Moreover this City has the noted ft Copperfmithsm all Perfia 

It has neither Fortification nor Walls, neither Ditch nor Mounds, 
nor other Guard, fiivc its own Soldiers, which are the only Bui- 

The Chief Magiftrate was the Cam, Governor of the City and 
all the Province.; buthe, poor Man, lately by the Kings Tyranny, 
isDepofed and caft into Prifon, laden with Irons, as a Qpital Of- 
fender, for no other reifon, but that of abounding with unheard of 
Trtifures i all that he could not convey away the Kin^ Seized, and 
ir Lis room has Nominated the Steward of the King s Houlhold s 
Brotrrr ( who is Chief Favourite at Court) as Delegate for the ume 
beinu. but not wholly Deprived xhtCawiy giving him hopes of Re- 
leafeT provided he confefe his Wealth and Confign it for the ufe of his 

S, mc Jay the King took occafion toquarrel with him for negleAing 
to fen^ b'« Annual Tribute of Limes to the Haramt he expeAing to 
befervfifirft, withthcProduftof every Province for the Expenoe 
ot h^ ^cwiQy by the Governors thereof before any other ; which 
as it sro-ar • renfonable, it is unlikely the 0«» would have been 
detective \>, ,n3t point; but it is an eafy thing to find a Staff to 
Beat a Dig , i'^ ^fi invenire hacttUm Canem ut cadas. 
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oy wnicn liogie miunce it is viiibie now ic tares wnere Arbitrary coap. i v.. 
Power bears fway> and how Monarchy is defaced when it takes upon ^-^^vVj 
it to be Gf cumlqribed by noSandion, and whataMonfler it looks 
like when all Laws are fwallowed in the Abfolute Authority of Di» 
fpenfing with them ; by which, means the Godlike Government be-* 
tomes an infapportable Thraldom. 

In all the Cities of Terfuy as well as this, there are abundance of The Codnd 
tfab ^ewifb Nation ( known only at Uhtfy where the CMm is an q^' ' *** *^ 
Ht/ge, by the upper Garment, marked with a Patch of Ooth of SSsb^ol 
difierent Colour ) ; BauyMtzMo^ and ^rMMCM Chriflians, with£«- 
r0fe Roman Catholicks ; driving a frade, and exercifi^ the Superititio 
ons of their feveral Religions with freedom, being diuurbed by none 
unlefs fometimes by the Bigotted Kindred of Mabmet h whoprefume 
on that account ( knowing the Reverence every where paid to that ' 
Impoftor ) very often on open and extravagant Injuftice, letting 
poor Peofje at Work and never £itisiying them \ entitling themfelves 
Lords Paramount, and all others by a fervile Tie of Confcience to be 
their Slaves ; which fort of People C though Curfed by all ) mttft 
be appeafed, or elfe all will be in a flame : Which fort of Behaviour 
of theirs, hai wrought the moft underfianding among the ferfians 
to a Di^lenoe of tMt DoArine with its Author, they lb m^tily 
preach up, yet praAife fo little: 

The Houfes of SirM are Built with Brick, not Red , bat better TliacIIoafi» 
Hardned than they are, I mean thors of the Better fort, not of the 



Common P^le, t6ey agreeine with the reft eUewhere moftly, 
being compofed of Mud and Cuy. Pipes, or Conduits for Ven» 
tilation are not fo requifite here as in other parts, and thn«fore 
not fo univerfiil as in the Sandy Countries; here they are more 
Expenfive on the Bevitiful Adorning the Porches and Gatehoufes 
leading to their Houfes, taking care to Endofe tbcto with hi^e high 
Walls, fo that they are hid from the Streets ; to^hich they are 
admitted by double Gates, over which are F(Mng Doors opening 
into Balconies. 

Their PuUick places of Worihip ai^ iUnftraCed with fUffkk TSek Xem. 
Work : Pajnted and Glazed Slates grace the outward Gafi^ artiiri- ^^'^• 
ally difpofed into Convex Towers, reprefentii^ the bending Heaven 
about them : Panc^ of .Gla6 for the more folemn Light, are fetched 
firom Fetucf Tindurcd with divers Colours; the Portnops aad 
k)wer Walks fiiine with jX)liilM|d' A^tfble, fupported by fubiiantiai 
Pillars of the fame. 

The fiiUaiif or open iiMice befoire the Cmm's Palace, is an Oblong The cmft 
and Stately Piatzo, with real> not belied Ooifters. p>i«gc 

Taking our leave of this City, we were ufliered out as w6 came We take am 
io, the Amteniams compelling us to t^ a Treat in their Garden ap- i«*ve at the 



propriated for the Burying of their Dead, where vere many Neat n^^^. 
Tombs ; but the Oddeft, becaufe New, was one befoc with Young 
Cypre& Trees > and Trimmed to that advaita?e, that they 
ftood like deep Mourners Clad with Sable Green ; jK^etty Attendants 
by their Tapering Figure to fo iad on Office. 
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On the OBtfide of this City «e Repoficories for Snow and Ice, 
which they preferve to G>ol their Wine with, and Sell it conftant^ 
fy!^^" in the Market for foch ufes ; chefe are fine Buildings, ke diiTolved 
Ice, and 'to- ' id their Liquors, is as prevalent, even smpng the Vulggr, a^ Drink* 
baccoofed by igg Tobacco. When we had eroded the fraitful Valleys and Hills 

of Vines, we turned out of the high Road to I/paLimi, to a poor 
Village called Zergofin, Inhabited by Mulateers, in the plain of Per- 
fifoiiSy Fifteen Miles diftance from Siras, 
.From hence to the River B'nJamre^ or the River Araxes^ (fa- 
mous for its uotraced Windings vipoa the Mountake, and IbmetiaKs 
under their very Bottoms, till by its rapid courfe it vents its felf in- 
to the Sea } , were Twelve Mile more ; which having palled, I be- 
gan to revolve whether ever ^fXM(/rr, the MaceJotuM Vi<Sor, had 
been over it orno i which becaufe it is Recorded he pafled his Army 
over Arattet by a Bridge of his own Boildii^ , I know not if that 
be proof enotigh of this being that River , or of his paffing this 
place more than that ; the Stream runs with a Toitent whereby it is 
un&fe FofdtDg the River without fuch a Stq^liment. 
. Though as if that were too.Trite and Qmwi, I cannot forbear 
wicbont fcine Mirth, relating what I had from a P,er/aii in this 
Journy, fidinting to an Hill ; There, quoth h^ j(lands the Monur 
UMnt of ac Miracle perfisrmed by BsiJ fUhwtf ^ ^ophet who 
gave Name and Credit to this Plain, «id confeqyen^ly to tbc) ^'tdgfi 
athwart this Rin^r, whkfa is a thing beyond Hunuin reach, to effed, 
otherwift. too tae$a to tazSt our BeUcC. 
, This Prophet was one of thf Twelve ApoiUes^ ,of Sucoef^ 
fees tfJUahmet ( nor was this Fa^ UBWor thy «f fp great a Title ; for 
hebadit^bn'Hoftthisiwiy, tfter a oetabte defii^Bl of Raio, which 
oaofed ahts phuoe toovgrflow, tfat progirds of bis Forces was thereby 
unpedisd ; Which he pcctiving, thus Mpoke that Mouotain, Alarth 
iit0 tbemh/dktf Hk Wattrt CvifimiKt^ out lojf thffelf in tlu^mm» 
mr, thai there le fun Fotmgfn-nfHefi I to whom it r«^dily <^y> 
iog, became an Ugh Road foK \as Sddiers lo pafs over (hy (bod : 
But when after this device he had Ferried over his Multitude, it was 
soUhitQ ahfau^ Gafiiiy orHeU-Kettle was left where the Moumain 
faui oonttecUtSiiri^ not being modi amoenitd ait the Aoci^Bnt, and 
meetidkg a Gaudtvy- Mow wh» bj-cbtflce had t, Qwefc, he caft k 
kitd the Well f whiob'Was not fBted io^ fam; that it gave occafion to 
therSttqntiflsof tllat;tine tal^ampoonic in their own jangniCfe 
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Band was tlit E|»khet to the Prophet, which fignifies Abftemioiis, 
a Virtue m^re tdonred than followed^ and Haimerd hk Proper 
Name, wherefore both the Bridge and Pkifi^ a&well as Kiver, bf 
Boterus is corruptly called Bindamtre^ as appears by this ridiculous 
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Tale; which I mention for this end, that the true Appellation. the Chap. IV- 
ferfians now give them, and their Reafon for it may be recovered. L^VXi. 

The Bridge over the River is very old, raifed high by four Arches, 
in the middle a Watch-Tower forthe Bhadars to look out on, to ap- 
prehend iiich as ihall by By-ways attempt to deprive them of their 
Cuftoms, as alfo to be at hand to fecure thofe that Travel the Road. 

Unle£i fometimes they connive at Excurfions for their own Booty, We fufpea 
as this Day we had caufe to fufpeA ; for this Evening the Rear of ^S£iL^ 
our Cafbala we had taken with us , being only Servants with Arms Mterg^cin. *' 
( the other coming more leifurely, kept the diredRoad), were fet 
upon twice; but folding them in a conciition to receive them, they 
wheeled off in the Dusk, but with an intention to take us napping 
when we were in our Lod^ngs at JUeergofcam^ Twelve Mile off the 
Bridge,' fmooth Ways full of Farms and Country Towns; among 
which Plain dealing leems moft an end to be their only Guard ; for 
they being alarmed by the Revues that dogged us, rofe immediately 
in our defence^ and gave us notice of our Danger, after one of the 
Villains, on pretence to light his Pipe, had rudely broke in upon us, 
to difcover in what Poflure we were; who perceiving their Pains 
would be only Blows, gave us no farther difturbance. 

However we were the more willing on this account to set up by j^tpos m^ 
the crowing of the Cock, to purfue our Journy to Prr/f/t^i, wbofe cMMi««r. 
Ruins we had reached by Break of Day ; when having compafied 
its Marble Foundations C being above, an Area of a large Extent, on 
the Plain an high Wall, giving fome Pains to the attollent Mufcles of 
the Neck, togive the Byes leave to reach its Height ), weclamlved 
a fpacious Staircaie united ibme part of the Way up, when on each 
hand it led to the feveral Apartntents two diflSerent Ways ; at top 
were the Portals, and the Heads of the Columns worn with Age 
(/iamfufa enim qiudnm immhmt dies ) wluch cbnfumes every thing ; 
whofe Bodies were Corbabian^ but the Pedeflals and Capitals of D^ 
rick Oder, as might be gained from what had refilled the corrodine 
Jaws of Time, hardly Ufting up their Reverend Crowns, though 
of moft durable Stone. 

' Being entred the PmariMmof Caniiffes Hall ( if Faith be to be 
given to the moft Learned of thefe Relators ), at the Hall Gates we 
enoountred two horrid Shapes both for Grandeur ancl UnwcHitednefi, 
being all in Armour, or Uoat of Mail, ftriking a Terror on thofe 
about to hitrude ; their Countenances wefe of the fierceft Lions, 
and might pals for fuch,iiad not huge Wing^ made them flying Gryf* 
fons , and their Bulk and Hinder-Part^ exceeded the largeft Ele- 
^ phants. 

In this Auguft Place only Eighteen Pillars of Forty remain, about ScaA$Mld 
Fifty Foot high, and half an Ell Diameter, of the diftance of eight ~ *• ''"^• 
Paces one from another , though we could count the Twenty two 
Balbs f which agree with the Per/iM Memoirs, who therefore ftiU 
call it Cbnlminor , The Palace of Forty PiBars : Thefe may be feen on 
the Plain a great wSty, and at prefent^ure the Refidence only of the 
Tyrants of the Lakes and Fens, Storks only keeping their Court 
here, every Pillar having a Neft of them. . 
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Which may fcrve to contradkft the received Opinion, of Storks 
abiding only where Commonweakhs are ; tht^al^i^ays having been 
' ,an Empire, and at this time is the mod Abfoluteift all the Earth. 
Beyond thefe, miny Pieces and Scraps of Antiquity offer us a 
View, and great Coteffus^s fupporting vaft Giants, asif they had 
b*n Yeortien of the Guard in the Anti-room to the Prefence-Cham- 
ber, which was Eighty Foot Square, where on the Fragments of 
Walls (landing, and over the Porticoes elpecially, were moftcuri- 
oufly cut out of delicate White Shining Marble, Men in Military 
Habit, like the Old GrectM Phalanx (if there be leave for Con- 
jeAure ) encdrnpafltng a Monarch reprefented fitting on his "throne. 
With a Moving Canopy, fuch as the Eaflern Kings have carried over 
them : Qn other parts Sucephaks^ er if that pleafe not, fome Per- 
Jim Steed priding himftlf to carry an Emperor, or fome Deriii-god. 
Becaufe neither j^intus Cnrtius , nor after him Plutarch^ mention 
the reedifying this Palace either by AUxMder or any of his Cap- 
tpins , yet I cannot let it pafs without this Remiatk, Thjit they are 
tiabited mote like the Ancient Grecians ^ than Phfians now are ; be* 
fides, the Hair of their Heads is hailgtng down, and not tied up, 
which is dif&rent from the Modern Falhion of this Country. 

In this Apartment Eight Doors feent to anfwer each otW, Two 
on each fide of every Sqiiaire ; which Conformity is attended with 
ektraordinary Efegaoc^e and Worfcmanftip j the Roof fcems never to 
have had iny intervening Pilars, and whether' the Beams were of 
Cedar, it is not fo fortunateas to have a Voucher of its own Nation. 
Many other Parts declared Cbft and Pains enough, but nothing 
more worthy Study than the Charadtcrs fairly Jmprefled and engra- 
ven, which would unfold the Truth of the Founders of this Build* 
ing, were they as Intelligible as Legible; for they remain like the 
Hand* writing on the Wall ( Menc Tekel)^ till fome Divine Expo- 
fitor interpret the^ ; yet I muft needs fay, many of the Chara&ers 
may be found in the Greek Alphabet. 

f This vaft Fabrick is made bigger , by being joined to a great 
Mountain, 6ut of whofe Entrails were worn, rather than dieged» 
Noble Caverns with Stately Sculptures, and wide Ponds of hving 
Water coni^antly diftilling from th^ Marble Rocks, either for bath- 
ing or necddary ufes : It is an admirable Piece, overlooking all the 
Plain, where we took thi? day's H^pafl^ and over Head faw the 
Cornifli of the Frontifpiece embellifhed with the Royal Arms of the 
F^ryftf* Emperor, imniediately on the Union of the Medes znd Per- 
fians into onte Empire, which was a RamV Head delineated as far as 
the Cheft. 

In the Afternoon we faw another of the fame Make, anfwering 
the other part of the Palace, and underneath on the Pbin took no- 
tice of Two Pillars at a fit diftance^ the one for the Goal, and the 
other for the Starting-place of their Courfers when they run Races. 
Having thus finiOied our Perambulation, m'c defcended on the con- 
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trary iide we catneup) and'foand there Goats snid Sheep ^aiMfne on Ghap. IV. 
the Graifs bet«^een the Joints of the Pavemenn^ 4)ttton the Walls bf

• The foibwing Day drove us^ out of the fame Curiofity^ ovtt fe- RMfi. 
verai Branches 5f iiinJamiri Rivery to enquire for olhei? StfUcSNires ^^!^ ^^** 
of the like Nature, of which thefe^ountainist afford plenty, bating ^^'' 
the great Area of Terfep^lh^ w htch didinguiflies it from thefe ; but 
we did not alight fof thefe, fatisfying our felves to dare on them 
from beneath, they being fit only for Jtlafes^, or for Winged Folk 
to look'inro, there bdng no p^ilag^to them, apjxating like Dens of 
pp^n tSailei'Oii the fides of the Rocks, from their very Mouths per- 
pendicular to the Ground : Only one above the nd attfbfted our 
Sight and Aninniad verfion, reported utid dill averred to be 'of old 
the Court of Raftam/ an Ancient King of the Gaurs or Gaiets ( the 
rrue Origma^jP^r/m Race), whofe Statue wasof a Qiganeine Sta* 
cure, 09 aslarge a ^it6 Hor^, trhimphing over his Foes at tht Front 
of bis dve,^ with ftiahy Attendants claadown to the Hetls, with 
Gaps on their Heads (not Torbats) and their Hair lodfe about 
thfeir Shoulders. • : • 

From whence obftrr^ing frequent Nunibers of thefe, Iw«isaptt6 uncertain 
colled:, that even whit goes now for the Perfefolis which AUnanier whether it be 
gave leave in a Drunkiin Fit to be feron Fire at theRcqued of the ^^f^Hv. 
Godly Thai$s may be the Ruins of fome Heathen Temple, having, 
feen of. the farale Recddei dmbng the Idolatrous Jt$dians^ which they 
dill pay Addraf ion to, and own to be the Temples of their Gods. 

But that that City might dand in' this Plain, not only the recei* 
ved Traditibn among all Europe^ Travellers > but the concurrent 
Opinion of undoubt^ Hidorians> certify with all the probable G)n-^ 
jedures.- . * 

From heiice undeP thde high Hills We kept our Oourfe, proving it 
tobea WealfhyPlafirt, dored with all Cattel, Corn, and Wild Fowf, 
by the plentiful Afflux of Water to the River from the Mountains, 
and Cuts from the River into the Plain, whereby it might be a fit 
Situation for tne m^tyPerfep$Us^ as ft now is for dwe of Country 
Towns, bcfides whole Armtes o( NmaJts^ or wtfrtdring Shepherds; 
who pitch their Tents with all their Fan^ilie^, Wherever they find a 
Soil iuitabfe to their Employment. Not far from whom were mui^ 
titudes of fuch Tombs as we metwitbat B^arii Level, whicl* perhaps 
Way give fome furer Acfbunt than that more Romantkk bnfe in ap- 
pearance we met with there^ of their being the dying Trophies of 
former Battels ; though here wants not matref to countenance fuch 
Tales to thofe of ^fy Faith. For two Mountains fhut up this hap^ The Straits 
py Campaign fb, as if Nature had taken fpecial Care of its Security ; ^^^^^ ^'u^ 
which as formerly they terminated the Territories of thecontcnding ^^^^^" 
Gaurs, by their oppofite Pofitiort, that nothing could creep between 

them' 
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Letter V. them unexamined^ (o it is not unlikely that thefe were the Strong- 
holds ArtiiaxMCs defended againft Alexander^ when he repulf^l 
bim» and had put a Stop to the Torrent of his Vidtories, had not a 
FerfioH Ruftick fliewed him an unknown Pa(&ge by the PyU Per^ 
fica^ or Poflern-Gates on the back of thefe Mountains, which open- 
ed a Way to his farther Progreis, as well as to the raviihing this 
thus bafely betrayed G)untry to the Lawlels Rape of an ui^overn'd 
Ambition. To conclude therefore from hence. That thefe Burial- 
Places took their beginning fo long ago, as it would favour of fmall 
Judgment in the Affirmative, yet it may leave fbme ground to the 
credulous, that it is poffible fome as notable Fights might fucceed, 
for the gaining fuch a Key to fo Rich and Spacious a Valley, as well 
from time to time after AiexanJer^s that not a Century fince, this 
Part remained almoft unfubdued, till Sham Ahs the Great brought 
ittoperfedl Obedience, when there might be occafion for fuch In- 
terments, if their Piety extended to fuch a Care of the Dead. 

But thefe Field-Inhabitants incline me to think it their Work, being 
far from any Town ; though the conmion Fame give it to the other 
Report, as well to aggrandize their foregoing Anceftry, as to cafl a 
Luftre on the prefent Pofterity. This may ferve alfo to prove their 
Scythian Antiquity ; for as the Worthy Mr. Sberhtglum obferves, 
Saca opilitmes Afiam mcekntes ; that the Saca were wandring Shep- 
herds ; whofe Names, to ihew their Original, he derives from the 
Hebrew m3D, l e. TaiemacuUm^ or Tent in B^lifi ; firom whence 
came the Geta^ as well as prefent ferfians^ firom their frequent dif* 
burthening tbemfelves by Colonies difperfed both into Scythia^ fo to 
Europe as well as Afia^ where they firft inhabited. 

From Meergofcoim to this Strait is meafured Twenty Mile, which 
finifhes not this Stage , for now we were encompafled again with 
Rocks and Stones among the Mountains, (which we know whofe In* 
{ligation it was to command they (hould be made Bread ), our Provi- 
fions being fpent which we had taken for this Deviation ; wherefore 
we were forced to march Twenty Miles farther, to Maijm^ before 
either we oi^bur Cattel baited ; where we arrived before our Cafba- 
la we had left at Siras^ they pretending they had loft their Way, but 
'more truly lingred, not having us to fpur them on; wherefore we 
were obliged this Night to make the Earth our Lodging, our Arms 
ourBolfters, and the uneven Stones our Feather-beds ; which though 
we Travellers often do in this Journey out of choife, yet we found 
it difagreeable, becaufe the Nights now were as intenfely Gold, as 
the Days were Hot. In the Forenoon to the next Day the Caphda 
came, which created us this Day s Stay at Maijm^ a Town where 
grows the beft Walnuts, of the fame bignefs with the Spattijb^ and 
the choiceft Tobacco Terfia affords. 

After a fweet Night's Repofe , early in the Morn between the 

raits of the Mountains, we traced the Source of thtKivtr Araxes^ 
purling under flippery Pebbles, which no fooner removed, than the 
C2ryftal Water bubbles forth, by which means, though a little fup- 
prefled at firft, in Half a Mile's fpace it emits a Stream able to drive 
Three Mills, which notwithftanding were not forcible enough to 
reftrain the impetuous Blafts of Heat pent in between the Hills :

This Ojcafi glories in the Sepulchre of another Royal Prophet,which qjpsn: 
is well endowed with neat Dwellings and Orchards for tfacs Ma/labs^ 
who take their Service by turns to officiate in their Priefthcod, hf 
loud Exclamations and Mafick Calling People CO thehr Derovions : td 
this ManTioit we were permitted to make our Abode this Day t 
which becaufe it was fo ihort a MunfeL, and ehefe Gardens fo de* 
lightful, I could not but give my fetf the Plcafare to refie<9 as well on 
thofePkiits we had met wild, astheferoore cultivated which grew 
here* 

The Bitter Almond^Tree we inet formerly in the Highways 
wild, if it may be called a Tree, ^d not a Shrub ; the Body refeiti- 
btes an Hafle, but ikn^eT) from whence come Stalks like Broom^ 
on which fpffout Leaft fynonimous to our Privet ; it brings forth 
Fruit 'inBUrcb or Aprils and delights in Hot and Barren Cbuntries. 
* The Sweet Almond grows on a tafkr Tree, Whofe Leafs are likd T^ Sweet 
Alh^ and ripen about the htm time. Almond. 

The F(0acia fends fortli its Branches on high» and r^nder!^ its Nut^ ^'J^^^ Nut 
edible imtMimmii whofe Leaft are as big as a Walikut^s, covered im- 
derneath with a ibft Orey Down ; all thefe are covered with a foccu- 
lent GreenShell like a Walnut without, which inchides an harder 
within, in the Shape and Subftance we have them brought: lliougib 
I find themd^rentlydefciibed both by Gerard and Lohelitn.

Early the next Morning we departed from Ojooh , begiitnirtg to 
alter our Gourfe^ the Air being more moderatte, croffiug a River 
( by a Bridge) rutining the whole length of the Plain, in whoftf 
Bofom great (lore of Corn was nourifhed, it looking yellow, and fir 
for the Sickle : On the other hand, in the Meadows and Marifaes

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Letter V. were Droves of Fat Cattle, aiid ail things appeared with the fame 

Face as in EngUmd } we enjoyed this Accx^mmodatioa till we came to 
Afspafs » four Fharfangs ; it is a Village fhelter'd by the Mountains 
on the Ifgrth^ from whence fpring many Rivulets of Founuin* 
Water, difperfed among the Under* Grounds a little too much; by 
whofe Exuberance, Flags, Reeds, and Ofiejrsofier Covert to Wild 
Boars, and Habitation to fome Water-Fowl. 

Here a Countryman of ours is reoiembred to be Governor of a 
Qiftle ( whofe Ruins dill are extant ) for Sha» Ahas the Great, in 
the beg^iaing of King James the Firft's Reign ; viz. Sir Anthony 
Shirley^ who took Pay under the Emperor to defend this Pals : It is 
now inhabited by Georgian Cbriftians, who are Tillers of the Ground 
and Planters of Vines, which are very produAive on the (ides of 
the Hills : They are Whiter than the prefent Perfians^ and of a flo- 
rid Complexion, being Portly well-limb'd Fellows : Many of them 
have embraced the Mahometan Faith after the Perfian Sed, being 
Vaflals to the Emperor. 

By the favour of the rifing Mooni Angnfi the firft, we brought 
the higheft part of another Mountain under our Feet , it dividing 
this Plain from another ^ich Valley doathed with Green Gra6» and 
therefore dedicated to the Failure of the King's Breed of Horles/ 
among which were Choice Ones of very^reat Value: Wepa^ 
two Phar/angs to Cnfiuzar^ giving both Name to • the Vall^ and 
Village : Here is a fmall but delicate Caravan Ser Raw^ though fome^ 
thing improvidently built, the Upper Part being too heavy for the 
Foundation, it being paved with large Square Stone over the Qoy- 
flers, which ahready begin to preis down the Watts, which are moft 
elegantly adorned with Painted Bricks and Poliflied Marble^ both 
too weaK for fo great a Weight. 

As we drove early the next Morning to reach the end of the 
Plain, being Thirty Miles^ and very wide withal, our ifaiverii^ 
Joints made us as fenfible of Cold, as if the Frozen Bear had hang 
over our Heads : Nor muft we wonder, fuice the Air is rarified^ being 
foiled .bv no Lake, River, or Standing Pools, nor near any Sea or 
Gulph (or fome Hundreds of Miles ; and to this Thinneis of the 
Air another Reajbo is joined, the Mountain-Tops around this Plain 
all the Year long are capped with Snow ; from whofe Ribs the Sua 
diflblving them, is the only occafion of watering this Valley ^ where 
no other Supply can be bad, or not fo frequent as this ; and his 
hotteft Rays are not powerful enough ( as 'tis anedibly reported by 
all, though my Eyes I muft confels were too fliort-fighted to inform 
me, the Summer being far fpent, and this more extremely hot than 
uiual), to mek all that fell in the Winter-Seafon ; to which I ap- 
pearing unbelieving, there was prefent a poor Ruftick , who for a< 
fmall Reward proffered to bring me a Piece to convince me ; but 
having feen it nearer the Port, I did not think it impoflible. 

We Jcept on to Degurduy fignifying the Walnut Town, where 
grew never an one, and lodged our felv^ here before Noon , the 
Sua oot in the lead annoying us* 
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The Day after we Marched Two and Thirty Miles to EfJuchri Gbap; Vt 
]But before weexchairged Degurdn for this place, we acasfied a Bladt ^^^X^ 
Marble Mountaio^ worn as fmooth as Gtdls, and as flippery as Ice, EfditHosp^ 
by the conftant footing of ail forts of Animals, fothait we Hode Ptrfisfixm 
ftepbyftcp, aisoar Hones do in deep Way, with this only atfvan- '*^'*''- 
tage, that we had iound Bottom : Beneath this a fmall Plain led us 
to the brink of ii Vaft Precipice, the utmoft Limits of '^Pharfejtan^ of 
the Old P^r/ftfif Realm ; here a deep broad Ditch, tht^ough which a 
troubled muddy Rivulet runs under a Stone Bridge, ( the whole being 
not Broiider than our Thame fs ) parts this Country from Parthid} 
We remained thiirNight on the Perjlan fide, in a Magnificent Brick 
. CaravM Set Ram^ ^Boklt on the defcent into the Trench, which fTe?/?- 
ward on the dry Banks was ftored with fine Gardens and fruitful Or;^ 
chords ; over which on thcHother fide was truly verified what iftighf 
be Fabuloufly delivered of Semirami^s Pendulous Gardens and Surtf- 
mer-Houfes, there being Tenements made over this Moat otit of 
the ancient Fortifications, barring the Perfian Incroacbments on 
thekiGon fines, whofe Moutdring Sands have left: the Jetting Rocks 
the bare fupporteisof thefe hanging Buiklings. The fineft Wheat 
of ill ttie Empe^or-s Dominions is of the growth of this Soil, the 
Bricad whereof is in higheft Efteem.

EN T R I N G Partbia by this Mound, ^or heap of Earth, feem^

Tbeic Dir»*Forts might lie buried in filence , were jit dot for ^^^^ TnOcA 
die worthy Memory of the Perfon who firft undertook to de* &n of JT^ 
molifh them, thereby expreiiing his Faith and Ldyalty to his o*dr<^^* 
Prince. . * 

For the Renowned Sham Alas being placed in his Throne by the 
Valoiir and ConduA of the Ttiufty Imaum Cody Caim^ Maugre all the 
oppofite Fadiona of Court and Empire, he could not be reckoned 
to fit firm on his Throne, fo long as thefe Impediments remained in * 
the Hands of either Friend or Foe, becaufe that they not only en- ' 
abled the Pofleflbrs'feo ftand on Terms with the Emperor, but were 
a fure Refiige, notionly to Villains and Traitors, but to Thieves and 
Robbers, as well. as Fugitives that fled from the hand^<^ Juilice ;

Majefty, none under the Imperial Banners appeared a more vigorous 
Chafiifer than this Getieral, behaving himfelf with that Prow^ 
that he overthrew the Nefis of Robbers, r^leafed the People from 
thciir Fears, and reftored an entire Tran^licy to the Monarchy: 
tor which mighty Deeds he received a Reward altogether iDJorious 
and Undefeived ; for at his return to Court, beihg Courteooily re- 
ceived with all the Marks of Favour and Royal Complemeats, Us 
Jealous Mafter Invited him far from the City into the Woods to 
Hunt, remote from the Army, whofe Life and Delight be was^

From this Town to Come Shaw. (i. e. the King^s Friend ) is rec- omiShm. 
koned Twenty four Miles more, which was a Town of Caravan Ser 
Rawsy made of Mud and generally tubilated atop ; in which we re- 
futed to take up this Summertime, deftring more Air; and for that 
purpofe chofe the Maufilatm of another Prophet of theirs, Sham Rezin^ 
in the middle of a great Grove of Elms. 

Under thefe ran a purling Brook, which fed a Sacred Fifhpond full The Snpetfti* 
of Fifli Dedicated to this Tomb, as appears by their Nofes and Finns ^^^ ** 
being bung with Gold Rings ; with which odd, and doubtlefs to ^ 
them unvalued Adornment, they Swam up and down in the clear 
Water, and tamdy would vifit all Comers, for Meat ; befides thefe, 
here were Ducks devoted to as foppifh a Maintenance ; which no 
one dare meddle with under pain of Excommunication and dread«» 
ful Anathema's : Which Superftitions I could not but admire to be 
Licenfed among the Moon. 

As we drew nigher Spahaun^ the Dovecots were more thick and Dorecocs ibt 
more (lately, they being covered oyer with a white Plaifter, and S^^P^"" 
neater than thofe we firft faw : Of fuch concern is it to the King to 
preferve thefe. 

The next Day brought us to ^oy^r, Twenty Miles farther, (ano- ^^ 
ther Town of Country Caravans ) through Gravelly , Uniiruitfuty 
but Plain way, and good to Travel. 

In the Afternoon therefore, we went to Mirge^ Eight Miles more, m^^* 
to an old lonely Inn, where was the lad place we rufticated. The 
Morning following being met by the Citizens of Spabaun beyond 
the Vrchin Hills, Three Miles from Mirge^ who Congratulating our 
Arrival, fpread in the Highway a noble Table oi| Carpets fiirniflied 
with the Delicacies of this Country, which is enough to commend 
it both for Cold Treat, Fruit, and Wine. 

After we had received their Com piemen ts» they undertone to be Mecby At 
both oup Guide and Guard to /j^ai&^Kif, Three Miles farther, defend*- ®^°*^ 
ing us againd the unwary Infults of Thieves, with which this place 
is infefted ; being a fit place for Robbery amdng the undifcovered 
Mazes of the Mountains, eifpecially while the Emperor is Refident 
with his Army ; who living beyond their Pay, are often attempting 
to maintain their Luxury by fuch unlawful Enterprifes. 

Fron\ this Avenue we had a fair Profped of the City, filling the A noTpeQ tit 
one halfof an ample Plain, few Buildings, ( befides the High Towen *^^ 
of the Mofques and Palace Gates ) (hewing themfelves, by reafon of 
the high ChinorSyOx Sicamores ihading the choiceft of them ; yet 
the Hills begin to keep a more decent diftance, and we paf&d part 
of a fpacious Field before we Saluted the City ; into which we en^ 
tred by Two fair Rows of Elms, on each hand one, planted by the 
fides of the Chryftal Streams , reaching a long way through t 
broad Street, whofe Paved Cawfeys Condnded us to the River;

Years>Rain$ , it is hardly fufficient» ( they Watering their Gardens 
therewith ) by nM&m of which unkindly Nurture, both the Beauty 
and Goodnefsof the Fruit and Trees do Flag this Autumn. 

A totdy Here at the Foot of the Bridge waited to bid us Welcome the 

Bridge. JelfeHne Chriftians , with the feveral Europe Refidencs , as Dutcb^ 

Fremhi Tortu^dy and Rmffumt with their refpedive Trains, Trunv 

/ peters with their Eofiens, and Led Hoi;fes richly Trapped, with 

Shotters and Pages, betides thofe of our own, appearing in their 

greateft Glory ; thus Attended we were brought over a moft Mag' 

nificent Bridge with Arches over our Heads, and on both fides Rails 

and Galleries to view the River, the Cloyfters whereof were Paved 

with broad Marble, in which were feveral Niches and open Portals; 

the upper part was all Brick, the Foundations Black Marble with 

gradati<»s to the bottom. 

' Corned Which led us to a fiately large Street, continued on the other fide 

bk**^u vntheqvMit Gallantry of Buildings and Trees,till we were carried under 

tiudr Lofty 'Ceikd and Stately- Ereded Bmaars ; thefe Edifices run- 
ing into all the bufy parts of the Qty in an almofi-jcMo^ Stack of 
Strudwes, (ibiyietimes diredly, other times interfering) not 
much Unlike our fVeftmiMftefHaUt with Shops on either Hand, juft 
like tfatm, which is, I confers, thefurprizingeftpieceof Greatoeisia 
Honour of Comooerce the wtxjje WorU can boaft of, our Bitr/es be- 
ing bot Snaps of Buiklings to thefe famous Bwtzars. f 

Yet to let you know I am not fo foppiih an Adn^irerof Foreiga 
Splendour, as to forget to ^ve the due Reverence to iQy own Nation ; 
they, as they exceed any thing of that kind with us, the extremity 
of Heat and CoU which this. Couotry is fubjed to, obl^i^ them 
to this Contrivance, for their Cuftomers fake as well as their own, 
CO difend thorn from the Injury of the Weather ; fo it would be 
v^ in our CoontryjOien to attempt it, who enjoy better Houfcs 
than thefe dare feem to Ere6t l and have a Warehouse in every 
Shop, when thefe, at beft, have no more to (hew than their Stalls, 
howevier fpecious Fabricks they are (hrowded under; admittii^ 
Lights by Lanthoms a-top, or open Holes, not on t\k fides, the 
better to lUuftrate their Goods, and caft Falfe Lights on them. 
Tiw mdM,at Through thefe we were directed to the Midau^ or Hypoiromey aa 
Hjitbmt. Oblong Square Court, where the Hc^fes arc Exercifed before the 

King's Palace, and where are upper and lower Walks, with open 
Arches for Spedtators; not Inferior, though of di&rent Shape, to' 
the old Amphitheatres. 

The Royal At the, Entry the Royal Mofque, with its variagated Marble Pil- 

TiS^ow **"» poflefles the higheft end, on whofe left hand runs the Front of 
the Pahce the Palace ; the Gates whereof are guarded by feveral Bra& Bafilisks, 
Gate. where feveral Chevaliers Mounted, as well as Foot Soldiers, flood 

on 
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on Duty, over which is the Imperial Throne, all Covered with Chap. V. 
Gold: v-/->r-w-i 

Regia wjus erMt fuhlimihus aha colmtmh 
Clara micante auro. 

From whence the Emperor beholdsvthe Ck>mbats between Lions and 
Bulls, or Ferfian Rams fet to ran at one another ; the Tournaments 
of the Nobles Tilting at each other, or on Courfers full Speed, dri- 
ving to Shoot backward with Bow and Arrow, (after the F^r/^ib/M 
CuSom ) at a Golden Bowl fixed on an h^h Pole, which who Hits by 
Fixing his Dart, is not only extolled with threefold Praife, but car- 
ries the Prize away, and is taken notice of as a Gmdidate for the 
next Preferment : Whefe the Inferior Citizens have a fhare in their 
Diverting their Prince, by entring the Jift to Wreftle, and Gladia- 
tors fometime havethe Honour to Kill one another. 

Over*againft this, Bafilick Seat, a Clock*Houfe anfwers it ; as if A Clock- 
it had relation to Htmers Fancy, who makes the Hours to prefide Honfi. 
over Heaven Gates, the Abode of his mighty Jwe. 

At the lower end the R^al Exchange^ or Qs^jhtrjy ^filled with 
Plate and Jewels, like our Ijmlardftreet^ opens its folding Doors, 
over whpfe rifing Porch , in (lately ;: Turrets , the King's Mufiek 
alternately refound and compleat this Noble Square, whofe Court is 
fo large, except on fuch Days as thefe, as to make room enough for a 
great Fain Through this Qsefbery we pafied udder many Fine The Exfhmp 
Buzzars^ till we came to our own Palace, which was a noble one, ^^J^^^ 
both Siras and this being the King's Bounty ; nor are thefe mean,being 
as high as any beftowed, under the Blood-Royal ; the Porches ihining 
with Gilded Foliages, Architrave and Marble Pillars^ as all the Pa- 
laces of their Nobles do ; here being reflgned we returned Thanks 
with the bed Entertainment this City could afibrd, before our Friends 
departed. 

Thus we accomplifh'd , on the Seventh of Jkgfifi , ar tedious 
Journy in the hotteft Seafon of the Year, lOver deibiate parching 
Sandsi and naked Rocks, through all Perfia into the heart of Par- 
tbia to IfpahauHj not only the Chief Qty of this vaft Empire, where 
the prefent Emperor fets up his Standard, with all his moving 
Forces, but of Parthia efpecially ,* in which Itinerary the Moun- * 
tains never forfook us,iior for the greateft part met we with other Wa- 
ter than what was Impure and Filthy, being devoid of the fhelter 
of thick Woods, or Forefts to ihade us from the fultrinefs of the 
• Sun ; which was the word inconvenience that purfued us till within 
a few Days Journy of this Gty ; whiQh though it appear a large 
Wood fpread over the Plain by reafon of the abundance of Orchards 
and Gardens, yet it wants more on that account than any other, 
( fending at leaft Twelve Days Journy for their Fuel, which is 
dearer than Vidluals ) and is Built with Brick and Mud for lack of 
Timbec. 

To the Store of Provifions W€ carried with us, we never 
failed of a fupply ia fome part where^ever we came ; and for 
Deer, Aotilope, Wild Goat, bnd Sheep of the Mountains, moft 

places 
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Letter V. places made us Prefents of them, which with Young Kids is not only 

a Noble, but Pleafant Food. 

From BunJer Aiajfee^ or Gomhroon^ to Spaham^ h Seven hundred 
of"VA^ii^'"" Miles, or an Hundred fcvcnty five F^jj^iirgx; which we performed - 
barn^rn ^ in Thirty two PaVs, abating the Time for Refrefhment, and One 
^^*"*'^' Day for our Exfcumon to Perfepolis. 

A PiOar of We were not long here, but we mufl: return the Civilities of thoie 
Skalb* who had honoured us with their Company ; when riding through 

the Town, we lighted on an huge ftupendious Pillar^v^compofed of 
the Skulls of all forts of Creatures, occafioned by an Oath of Shaw 
Ahas the Great ( of whom they hardly fpeak without Idolizing his 
Memory, his Name being invoked when any Commendable or Fa- 
mous Adion is performed } faying» Shaw Ahas^ or ShahaSy as we arc 
wont to fay, WeOJonci) for that the Great Men of this Place (land- 
ing out agalnft his then unfettled Authority, he vowed^ That if they 
perfifted to difpute, he would rear a vaft Column of their Heads, to 
the eternal Reproach of their Difobedience; who after fomelmall 
Capitulation, furrendred upon difcretion, confidering his implacable 
Revenge to the Obftinate, and his Natural Propenficy to Clemency 
to\yards the Submiflive ; which was not effeded fo foon, but that 
he was forced to make ufe of an Equivocation to falve his Oath^ 
commanding every one of them to bring a decollated Head of fome 
Beaft^ and by at his Feet, which accordingly thevdid ; and he pla- 
ced them into an entire Colofs^ as a Monument ot Obloquy to their 
Indiflereocy , and an everlafting Trophy of his fubduing them. 
It is more than Sixty Feet in heighti with a proportionable Circum- 
ference enlarged about the Bafis, which we could notmeafure, by 
reaibn of Market*Sheds built about it.

from the King's Table, all the Begging Friars of the Ramijb Order,

this fame Shaw Ahas bellowing on them pretty Dwellings for Con- 
vents, withOrchards and Gardens, which they cultivate with their 
own Hands, ' live meanly, and up to the Rules of the Poverty prefcri- 
bed them i gaining for that reafon a Reputation and Reverence not 
only from the Emperor, but the well inclined Subjeds ; who often 
by the King's Example fend them Meat, Bread, and other Provisi- 
ons for their Suftenance, and pay them a Refpeift equal t6 their own 
pevotes : And I miift needs corifefs fome of them are not only Holy 
Men, but Difcreet and Learned^ the Chief of whom is Father Ra^ 
phatl^ a Capuchin, who has lived exemplary among them many 
Ye^s, and is well acquainted with the Country, from whom I mud 
own I received the bed and mod Authentick Information : And this 
I fpeak knowingly of him, That he is no Intruder on Mens Princi- 
ples, when about to depart this Life, as mod of them are, but re- 
commends them to God with their own Confcience. 

Thefe walk humbly about the^ Streets and Markets, difcalceated, 
and in their didin<a Habits, none of them mounting anHol-fe, on- 
ly the Superior of the Dominican ^ who being Refidentfor the Vortut* 
gahy bears a Port fuitable to that Charader, and lives in a Splendid 
Palace, with Noble Walks and Gardens : Therein is a Magnificent

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Chappely beautified with good Painting » Scuipcurei and Rich Or- ^^ V* 
naments. >f<^"Vr> 

Having andergooe the Pompous Fatig^s of Sahiting^ and being 
thereby tauglit the Formalities of Compliments » more than truly 
acquainted with the Current of Affairs here ; I found it true, That 
an exalted Pitch of State is more tirefome than a meaner Condition, 
it being only a more confpicuous Confinement; for not to move 
abroad without a Retinue^ is to have a Superviibi to every Motion^ ^. 
and a Man is lefs free either toobferve or aA: Wherefore b^g i ! -^^ 
tutored before^ hand what a Difrepute it was to the Nation wbcffe 
Title we bore, to appear to its Dilgrace, I refolved to avoid chat In^ 
decency, and change my Eurcpeam Cloaths for a PfrJfM Veft and 
Turbat, that I might walk about undilcov^red » without any Ro* 
fledion to the PubUck Minifter of my Countryi and give my Eyes 
that Satisfadion my Ears were not capable of receiving ; by which 
Expedient my View was lefs tranfient, and I had time to dwell Ion* 
ger on any Objed. 

The firft whereof that attraded my Stay^ wastoeumine the yim9ta>m^ 
Druggjifts, whom I found to be all Jews^ who are very numeron» ^* 
and uve apart, ttough their Shops are in common with the. Natives 
in the Buzzars^ mixM anoong a Crowd of other Tradefmen ] who 
&I1 by Retail, and pals without any Brand, having their Synagogues 
open every Sabbath day . Thefe are the greateft Brokers, and is 
cunning, it not exceeding the Batyam^ who alibare in evqrjjr Cor* 
rier, lurking to make a Prize. 

The Fruiterers place themfelves at the Entry, and in the wade open Fnucmd 
Places u(>der the Chief Cupuloes of their Bttzzars^ vending, befides 
Fruity 53ierbets of Pomgranats^ PruQellaes, Limes and Oranges, 
with Ice and Snow to cool them. Ice diflblved in their liqpiors, is 
as prevalent here as at Siras^ ib that the Poor, have they tMt a Vtaaj 
in the Worlds the one half will go for Bread, and dried Grapes, or 
Buttermilk, and the other for Snow and Tobacoa 

Befides thefe common BmzarSj there are others fee apart for choice Silk 
Commodities, as Silks and Velvet^s, Sariaff^ that is. Gold and Silver 
Cloth, Embroidery, Pcrjian Carpets, both WpoUefi and Silk, inter^ 
mixed with Gold and Silver very cpftly, which are the peculiar Ma« 
nufadure of the Country : In thefe we meet wichrMerclMkits of all 
Nations and Lanmiages, brought hither for the fake of Trtil&jc^ 
who furdifh thisGty with all Foreign Wares, aqdin exchangift car- 
ry the Produd of this Land into the ntmoft Parts of the Wknrkl* 



On which account it is, ^t^Armenums being skilled in all theln<- tj^jfmad. 
tricacies and Subtilties of Trade a|; home, and travelling with thefe itkimom 
into the remoteft Kingdoms^ become by their own InduSry, and by '^^^ 
being Fadors of their own Kindreds Honefty, the Wedthidt Men, 
being expert at Bargains wherever they come » evading thereby 
Brokeridge $ and ftudying all the Arts of Thrift | will Travel for 
Fifty Shillings, where we cannot for Fifty Tb09mmJsi fetting out 
with a ftock of Hird Eggs and a Aietarrab of Wine, which will laft 
them from Spabauff to the Port ; riding on a mean Bead, which they 
fell or fhip ott for Advance, their only Expence being Hoife*meat ; 
travelling with no Attendance , their Matrals ferving at once for 
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lAnd«n Sack- 
doth, or

means of fi>me ^nefa^or^ whofe Money they ad venturt upon, and 
on Return, a Qgarter Part of the Gain is their own : From fuch Be- 
ginnings do they raife fomeiimes great Fortunes for themfelves and 
Matters. 

And from thefe expatiating the Terreftrial Globe , together with 
the mix*d Concouf fc of other Merchants from all Parts it iSy that the 
Commodities of aU the Earth are feen in diftind: Buzzars in this one

City , as chca p as in their feparate Homes, For beholding the Sack- 
cloth Bntxar^ for fo they call Ej^lifb Cloth, I thought it exceeded 
Blacku)eBMzW 9 or any Cloth^Fair in England I being piled in huge 
Quantities both in their Shops around ihcBuzzar^ and Heaps amidd 
thereof, of a,ll Sorts, Colours, and Conditions; where I bought a 
Coat of Broad-Cloth to line with Furrs againft the Winter, for 
Fourteen Shillings the Colit^ almoft equal with our Yard, for what 
I am fure I have paid Twenty Shillings the Yard at home. 

Whereby it was eafy to guefs, that the Company's Broad-Cloth 
came to a Bad Market, the Merchants bringing it in Truck for their 
Goods' cheaper from the MeJiterranean^ than the Compahy could 
fend it, of which at prefent there is a great- Glut : Nor will their 
Tin fare niuch bettii' , for that Tuthina^ brought from the Souths 
Seas anfwers in all refpeAs, if not furpaues the fined of that MetaL 
- . From hence T went to the CdravanSer Raws, (titely hugeFabricks 
of Brick and Stone, bigger than our Inns* of Court, but far more 
uniform, being Three or Four Stories high, with Walks and Galleries; 
every Country has a feparate one, where they lodge whole Capbalaes 
for Safe of I^iJian Cloth, Turkijh^ Arahhn^ European^ and all manner 
of Goods from the ^our Qparters of the Uni verfe. Here they Rent 
the Warehoufes afld Apartments, not Let them out at free-Coft, as up- 
on the Roads: The King and Qdeen, as they have built Royal Ones, 
receive from them a great Annuity : Some of thefe Caravan Ser Raws 
with their Goods and Chapmen, refemble mod our LeaJenhaUMzX'^ 
ket and Market-houfe ( not for the Shambles there , which is be- 
yond any other, but ) for Hides and Leather from Bulgaria^ turky^ 
and of their own dfeffing, which excels that we qall Spanijby or the 
beft Cordevan for Finenefs> and Shagreen for Durablenefs; for Bri* 
dies, tfarneffes^ Boots, andShooes, here are beyond compare. 

The next great Buildings are the Baheos^ to which they go with 
as much Devotiort as to their Temples, not permitting any Hetero- 
dox to their Opinion, to Bathe witK them. 
' Their Cof!ee-houfes, as they iare more publick, are 'fine Rooms, 
fliining urtth Lamps in all their Buzzars. ' ' , 

fiotctn we forget another fort of Black Traders, burning Light 
^t Nockiday, which are the Necromancers, whofe Shops are be(\uck 
with Candles lighted in every Hole, who pretehd to unravel the 
Secr^s of Nature, to difcover Things loft, help the fboliftly-inqui- 
fitive to the Sight of their Abfent Lovers, and by their Art can 
fTonrmand Fate, and prophefy all things to wheedle their Admirers j 
Vvhich is fo general^, that they have Profelytes of all Qaahties and 
Degree*.

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latheir high Bitezars no Bakers or Cooks arc allowed ; wd from all Chitp. VI. 
but their own ieparate Stalb, afc baniihed. Poulterers and Butchers.: '^ -'"^''^ '

PeffianS) the Armenians^ Georgians^ and Europe Jrtijans.: 



IN thct Interim therefore I fhall attend the Agent to Jelfa^ the 
Abode of the .Armenian Chriftians, from whence they receive ' 
the Name of Jelf alines : We pa& to this City throngh^^t wo or three 
of the Palace- Vards, by a great Gate that brought us to a long Walk 
planted on both fides with high Sycamors^ a^iring like the lofty 
Cedar, wbofe Roots are waflied with two Streams all the length of ir. 
In the middle is a neat Bridge, built more politely than the other \ 

( though the Water has long finceforfook the Channel): Jjc/Lvipg 
the Bridge on the left^ we cro& the old bottom of the River to the 
Town, utuate in the £tme manner Soutbwari is from Lmioni Here 
inhabit not only Armenians^ but the Ancient Qahrs^ who remain 
here with their Tribes ; with fpme Mechanick Frnth ( as jlewellers, 
Gunfiniths, and Watchmakers ) $ and iK)me few Mufflemen , as Spies 
rather than Inmates. 

, Of the Armenian Chriftiatts here are more thail ^ix thouland <oo otoa iei 
*' Families, befides an innumerable Company of difperfed Husband- ^j^Ss^^^^ 
men in the Villages, follow!^ their Patriarch in toe iame Faith. 

The French are all Cahinifts.. 

The Gaiers^ or Gaures^ are the tnje Pfr^ ftace, ttie undoubted So?d**^ilA 
Heirs both of their GentUifm apd Succeifion, attributing Divine ^/ ^ - 
Honour to the Fire, maintaining it always alive in their Dekirinms^ 
or Places fet apart for their Woruip { and if ^. Chance they fliould 
let it go out, they muft take a Pilgrimage to Carmania, f where their 
moft Sacred Fire was, never extinguiflied, as if it were a Piaqilar 
Wickedne(s to^ attempt the renewing of it elfewhere; that bdng 
preferved by a more than Veftal Care, from the firft time the &iq, 
theiir Chief Deity, was pleafed to enlighten it with Sparks from its 
6wn Rays. 

The Men and Women are clad with long Veils and Breeches tti 
their Heels , the Hair of the Men appearing under their Caps or 
Bonnets ; the Women have a long Mantle, and are bound about the 
Head with an Hair- lace, like the Defcription Cnrti$iS gives of thple 
conquered after the Ruin of Perfepolis^ who bound their Heads with 
the Slings they ufed to flay the venifon they fed on, ftraggling on 
the Mountains , and kept in Dens and Caverns of the Earth, wnich 
made it a matter of great difficulty to overcome thenL 
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fited.

' Tkde feem to me the moft lively Reprefentatioiis of the F»es 
both on the Rocks, andob the Palace it felf tt Perfip$Hs: Tbefe 
ate biftances how momentary the Grandeiir of ihis World is : 
Thefe, once the Lords of all the Earth that die Ocean waflies on 
this Side, and the HeBefpont (huts in on the other, forgetful of the 
Everlafting Name of the Grand Cyrus ^ who firft fubjugated the 
Mtdcs ^^yrians under the Perjian Yoak^ and eftabliihed the 
Seat of the Empire among their Renowned Anceftry : Thefe, un- 
happy for their Sloth and Cowardife , are the reproachful Relicks, 
nay. Dregs rather df the former C^ry of their Name and Nation, 
which once gave her I^ws , as Unalterable Decrees to all People, 
Nations^ and Languages: Thefe thus: dwindled and degenerated, 
are the miferable Pofterity of the FerfiMs ; who for fo many Ages 
have with a tame Patience fubmitted by a fordid Servitude to thofe 
whom their Forefathers would have fcorn'd to have admitted to be 
their Slaves ; only that they might idely enjoy their Country Gods, 
Adore the Eternal Fire, and the Influence of the Sun upon their Al- 
tars, now Beaftly and Impious more than ever, becaufe they have 
contamihated them with the Impure Rites and Diabolical Cuftoms 
of the word of PagMs. 

For there are fome of them Gniple together in their Sacred 
Feafls ( as they term them ) promifcuoufly , wKen they meet in 
their Dehdriums^ where they fpread a clean Table* doth on the Floor, 
on which they place their Banquets^ to in(kmo;their Lafcivious Heat, 
whicb nfbft be acknowledged to l?e fet on Fire by Hell, whatever the 
ExtraA that thqr WorQiip as a Spark of the Sun, may be defended 
to be. What! they take away, they fire w the foul Cloth with Meal- 
Flower , and the better to perpetrate tfieir Inceftuous Luib, they 
put out the Ught^ and fhifting tl^emfelves ftaric naked, both Men 
and Women , the Men caft their Breeches on an heap in a Coi^ 
ner of the Room : Which being done, the Women run in the dark 
to catch as catch can i and whatever Lot they light 00, the Lamps 
being again liehted, they firmly embrace for their Lover, if it be 
Father or Brotfaeir, or an^ Vnher Relation : And which b ftill wode, 
the Nkht bem^ ipent m Beftiality, the nafty Fk>wer ( which by 
their Futhinefi either of Vomit or E3ccrement in which they wallow* 
ed like Brutes ) is kneaded into a Pad, and eaten as a Sacrament tore- 
peat the fiime ungodly Feftival Annnallyi as if it were a Sacrifice 
well^pleafing to their Delties.But Propagation after thb kind isas odi* 
ous to Mankind, as oaring Children to Moloch^ or makine them run 
through the Fire b execratSe and abhorrent to Nature: Wnich made 
an Ancient Heathen, in deteftation of fuch horrid Grimes ofired as 
grateful Services to the Gods, burft out into this Exclamation : Eve- 
ry one hiJeeJ imght to bavi a Senfe of Rel^ion^ and a profound Fene^ 
. rafhn for their Coantry^Qods franjmitted by Tradition j hut that the 
hrmortal Oods fhould ie afpeafed or pitafed with fuch Wtckednefs^ is 
the higheft Frenzy to ielieve. 

From thefe, thofe of fndia have learnt the fame Principles of Reli- 
gion ; atid hence it is they agree ift their Ceremonies of expoTmg 
their Dead in an oDen Sepuldher, to be torn in pieces 1^ Bktls of 
Prey^ and to adore the San as a Chief Being, and, fubordinate to it, 

the 
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Che Four Elements { and here, as there, they are Preferred to no Chap. VL 
higher Employments than to Cultivate the Earth as Villains, not wO/^*^ 
Inheritors. 

Out of the Women are chofen Whores^ or Dancers for the Their Wo** 
Court, and Comedians for the Emperor; who by Gefture, Voice, SSiS^ 
or Shew, are Licenfed to utter things Prophanei Lewd, and Ridi-^ 
culous to Chad Ears ; only to move the itching Vanity of the Cour- 
tiers, indulging themfelves in Obfcenity. 

They Feed on Fleib, Live Naftily ; whereby that of OviJ is 
appropriated to them, Trux caper in alts ; being of a Goatiih Smell, 
as well as of a Rampant Temper, that they are rather an Antidote 
than Provocative to Lechery ; fo n^uch fallen are they from their

Proper Names among them, are <:uffet^ Biram^ Rkftam, but the 
moft general is Afa ; whereupoq I (hall let them pafs with this Re* 
mark. Whether we mayn't here find the Induftrious Mr. Shering* 
barns Labour in fearch of Truth anfwer^d in his far*fetch'd 4f^ i 
Afa being the Commoneft Name among the Galersj whom he makes 
the Companions of IVoden in his German Expedition ; which ftill 
confirms our Aflertion, both of the World's being Repeopled from 
the Scythian Mountains, and of thefe being Allied to our Firft Plan- 
ters, however Degenerate they now appear. Among this Oflf^fcum 
left to upbraid their Predeceflbrs, are placed the Armenians^ who are 
forced to comply to an over-ruling Fate, out of Ae faoie neceldity 
that attends the Chance of War, but with a better referve to theii* 
Virtue, which is not altogether fonmcbdeprefled^

Matters over thoJfraelites in the Und of G<5^«, to lupprefs, by a ofSwn' 
timely forefight, what might prove irremediable by an overgrowing as weii as on« 

Mm* Strength ; ^*« **^'* 
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Screflgth ; wherefore one of the Suffean Greed isConQituted Go- 
vernor, to t>uc an end to chofe Difierences they caonoc Connpofe 
themfelves; who have for that purpofe a Civil Alagiftrate of their 
own, Elefted Yearly, to whofe Arbitriment, if they fubmtt not, 
it is thetr own fault, nor can ic be by any Aieans imputed to the 
Tyranny of the Government, who leave them freely to try their 
own Caufes. 

For fo it was provided by Shaw Ahas when he deprived them of 
their own Princes, and redeemed them from the Turkifh Slavery ; 
between whofe Arms and the Perfians^ they hung miferably harraf* 
fed, according to the Succedes of cithers Forces , for a long time *, 
removing them itoOi Brewan^ Taberez^ and Syrfa^ their Native 
JSoil, he Tranfplanted them to Jelfa^ and fliaded them under the 
Proteiftion of the Q^eeh- Mother, aflerting thereby their Rights and 
Privileges in an higher manner ( abating (ome little Circumftances ) 
than the Moor^ themfelves ; by which they became not only fafe 
from their Enemies, but they improved the Glory of Spahaun by • 
their unwearied Induftry, there being mdny of them Credible Mer- 
chants at this time, accounted worth an Hundred thoufand Thth 
man J ( each T%0manJ\xit\g Three Pound and a Noble ) ; fo mightily 
do they increafe under this Umbrage, in Riches and Freedom ; for 
whilft they fit lazily at Home, their Fadors abroad in all parts of 
the Earth return to their Hives laden with Honey ; to which Exer** 
cife , after they themfelves have been brought up , they traiA 
their Children under the fafe ConduA of Experienced Tttkors, 
who inftrud; them firft to Labour for a Livelihood, before they are 
permitted to Expead. 

Thus this Prince Aot only expre(ied himfelf a good Patron, but a 
prudent Emperor, by Favouring their Designs, and taking all Occa- 
(ions from their Adverfaries of Injuring them, expofed as they were 
to open Violence ; and at Home Securing them trom the Treacheiy 
and Envy of his own Subjeds ; not only allotting them a place 
over-againft his own Palace to Build their Qty, but encouraging 
them to Rear Coftly and well Endowed Temples, without any 
Molefiation, to the Honour of the Bleflecf Nameof Chrift ; (haking 
off thereby the dreadful fear of Captivity, they began to hope for 
better things, than they cpukl promife themfelves in their diftr^ded

Nor was this hope founded on a vsin confidence j for he diftingui(hed 
them neither in Habit, Excife^or Cuftom, from his own Perfiams^ only 
exeeptif^ in one thiiig, fmall and inconfiderable in its felf, being iMit 
an exterior piece oPHonour ; for it is not lawful, even for thofe of the 
bed Rank, to Ride into Spabank with their Servants bearing after 
thtm their CpUohs^ or GlafeVeflels, out of which they Smoak To- 
bacco, byalongRoed, or Cane, fixed into Golden, Silver, or Brais 
Heads^ With other Magnificent Appendices » carried (lately belHnd 
them, invented to Tigoalfze Men of better Fortune among them ; and 

only 
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only forbid the ArmenioHs ; whereby letting them know, however Chap. VL 
Blefled they are with this World's tjoods^ yet they were ro ap))ear in 
the Royal City only as Merchants : Which thing, how filly and 
trivial it is in reality, and to Wife Men is but an wholefome Admo- 
nition, yet it has been but too often the ground of Apolhtizing from 
their Heavenly fnftitution ; it ieeming a Curb to Ambitious and 
Afpiring Spfirits, who prefer the PleaTurcs and Pomp of this Life, 
fhort and uncertain as they are, before thofe more Permanent in the 
Aflurance of the Life to come ; and are as little in love with their 
own Country Manners, as they are tenacious of the Religion Qf their 
Forefathers ; fhipwrecking thereby, Faith and a good Confcience, for 
the ai^ec^tion of the adulterate and glofly Oifioms in efteem 
among the Pcrfians^ to which indeed they generally indine. 

On which fcore it is their Women are little converfant with the 
Mcni fo that Women here, (more than any where eMe) are truly 
Women, and nothing more $ the Men here being unexpert how far 
the ' Friendly Offices , a Graceful Mein , and Innocent Difcourfe, 
wins among more refined Chriftiins from the becoming Behaviour 
of that Sex. . 

In heaping up Riches they flioop to any bafe means, for they Tbeir tem; 
arife from the moft avaritious Temper :. In their Prohifenefs they are ?*• 
rather Specious and for Shew, than Generous. 

They have fumptuous Houfcs, Enriched either by being Mer- 
chants, or Interpreters to Foreign Minifters, they being addi(3:ed to 
Learn Languages; few care for Manual Arts, or Mechanick Trades, 
though fome apply themfelves to Husbandry. 

They are great Revellers, and like Ions Feaftiilg ; h^veas muth 
Religion qs ferves their turn : Their Rufticks are truly fuch ; and 
fuch as are employed in neceilary Vocations and inferior Callings, are 
SluttiChadd Slothful. 

Their Speech, as well as Charader, is their oWtti and if it bor- 
row any thing, it is from the Greek i by which it is polifhed from 
its Barbarity, and reduced to ^, more Modiflh Dialed. 

Eftablifhed thus by the Kin^s Favour, they cannot btit be etcited 
as a grateful return to the Difpdfer of the Hearts of Kings, and ■' 

the Gtver of all things, to pay a Tiribute of their Increafe in Build- 
ing and Adorning (lately Chur&hes to that God who is King of 
kings j and Lord of lords; bedewing largely both towards their 
Beautifying in every kind, as being fufficiently ftored with the beft 
Patterns, as welt as precious Subflance, by their conftant Trar 
veiling and rich Adventures, as atfo towards a plentiful Allowance; 

By whofe Munificence and Charge, befides Colleges and Cjon- Thitteen IAh 
vents for Monafticks, are Thirteen Parifh Churches, and a Cathe- ti(h Chmchcf , 
dral, whofe Defer iption Oiall ferve for all : The Majefty of the Mo- ^q^^, 
ther-Church at Jetfa, rifes not to that Loftlneis, either to Ofi^nd the 
Eyes with its Splendor, or to create a Jealouiy, from its prodigious 
Strudhire, of another Tower of Bahel; but keeps the mean^ as 
truly becomes the place feparated for the Service of' the only True 
God ; not fo fpacious as neat, [eaning on Four Pillar^, which bear an 
Oval Lanthorn, or Crown, over the Center of the Dome, by which 
the chief Lights are tranfmitted to the reft of the Building, and by 

then! 
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firft Preached 
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them the Temple divided into four parts ; the firft whereof is almoft 
all taken up by the High Altar, Gamiflied with the Images of the 
Blefled Mother, and the Holy Child Jefus, unlefs a fmall Afcent 
left for the Singers^ the Biihops Chair, and for Perfons of Quality 
among them ; the Side* Wings and the Middle half way down the 
Nave, being left for the Men; all the reft is Occupied by the 
Women, » even to the very Folding Doors of the Temples the Roof 
or Vault of the Arches, the Side* Walls and Pofts of the Cathedral, 
are all Painted with Sacred Hiftories ; and had it not been for fear of 
xhtMoors^ after the Deceafe of their Patron fi'tfii' Abas^ who envied 
them fo Magnificent a Pile, they would have known no meafure to 
the defire of enlarging , nor could havie ever thought it venuft 
enough, whilft they abounded with Pious Benefadiors ; but to this 
Enterprize there wanted not Obftru Aions,. even in tlieir own Bowels. 
Fpr every perverfe Apoftate, on any pretence of Qgarrel among 
themfelves, to obtain an unjuft Vii^ory over his Antagonift, has 
no more to do, but throw away his Soul^ Renounce his Saviour, 
be Cut, and made a Muffelman ; o^ering himfelf a Sacrifice to his 
Malice, Pride, and Revenge, and thence of a Convert, becomes an 
implacable Enemy to Chriftiahity ; and endeavouring to ihew him- 
felf a fincere Profylite, grpws a great Bigot for his new Profeflion, 
and the more to ingratiate himfelf with Antichrift, ftudioufly bends 
himfelf to the Ruin of that Church he deferted , whence follows 
an aftured Spoil, and Sacrilegious Rapio, when he declares the ezu*> 
berant Treafure, the vaft Profufene^ and Prodigality of the Chri- 
ftians on their Churches, concluding all with an Invedive againft 
t^eir Idolatrous Wor(hip : However fuch as pertinacioufly adhere to 
tne true Dodtrine of Chrift, and the received Ceremonies of the 
Armenian Church ( their Nobility by the Hardfhip of War being 
long fince extind ) acknowledge Three Patriarchs as Head in Eccle* 
fiaftical Afiairs, though Anciently the^ had but one Patriarch, Pri- 
mate of all Armenia^ and Succe{R)r to at. Gregory. 

For upon the Glorjious Afcent of our Lord Jefiis Chrift into 
Heaven , the Holy Apoftles, St. Bartholomew and St ThaJaus , in 
purfuance of the Commiftion they had received by the Infpiration 
of the Divine Spirit , with the reft of the Apoftles , to go and 
Teach the Gofpel to all Nations, had their Lot to be Miffionaries in 
the Regions of Armenia ; where they compleated their Martyrdom 
under Sanatrw^hio the King of the Armenians^ who Slew themt not 
before they had gained many Difciples. 

From which time, Two hundred Years being paft, arofe the Va- 
liant Champion for the Chriftian Faith, St Gregory^ the, true Inheri- 
tor of the Apoftolick Seat > in whofe Days 'tts unfpeakable to de» 
dare what ftreams of Blood. of the Evangelical Martyrs watered the 
Armenian Earth, before the ever-to-be Canonized Patriarch St Gre* 
gory could bring forth the budding Fruit of the Gofpel to perfed 
Maturity. 

In Mount Ararat^ under the Perfecution of Dioclefian and Maxi^ 
minian, fell Ten thoufand to the Luft of the Tyrants, befides many 
others in other places. The Holy Patriarch himfelf is faid to, fuffer 
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Fifteen Years Maceration in a Well, where he was privatety relieved Chap. VJf. 
by the daily Charity of a poor Godly Woman, who qtft therein .9 V#W 
piece of Bread for his conftant Suftenance, when it wa$ believed on 
all hands that he had been difpatchM by the cruel Commands of Tj- 
risfates i who refleding afterwiards with Remorfedn his raih Precept, 
took him from that (linking Dungeon, and endured his Reproof for 
his BefiiaUty towards the Good Man, and became an hearty Penitent 
for his inhuman Ufage, and other Prevarications of bis Life, and 
from a Salvage Prince rendred himfelf a tame Follower of the Pa- 
triarch St, Gregory , who ruled the Church Thirty Years : From 
whom the Armenians received their Confecrated Bifhop$ ^ Prieftst 
and Monafiick Orders, called Vortoheeds^ who nrgfefe CelibOiCy, and 
are as much as to fay, Mafiers^ %^^Z ^^^ ^^^ ^^^ Formality of a 
P^ftoral Staff and Bible ; who are generally fuch Teachers who^ 
Cogency, of, Prad^ice and Tnflrudhon no other Church fiirpaflpd, 
while they held the Orthodoxy of their Founder. 

Which might dill have continued^ had not that Inftigator of 111$, lufe Db^ 
and Stirrer up of Strife, by his reftiels and mifchievous Machinati* ®™«« ^^ 
ons purpofely forbid its Durance, by malicioufly fowing Tares aAion^ ^mxmg 
the Wheat : Whence fprang up fo many Monfiers without Heads, 
blown up by Ennemians and ApoBinarianSy and that Pellilent Arian 
Herefy which fpread its Infedipn over the whole Face of theQhri- 
ftian Churches, maintaining, That* God the Son was not of the 
fame Subftance, 6/u^0iof, with God the Father ; which after it wa^ 
crept in here, ArafiareeSf the Son and immediate Sncceilbr of St. Grr^ 
pry^ although he wasprefent at the /ficM^Cduncil for that purpafe^ 
could not by aH his Pains and Endeavours repel. 

After whom (the fpacc pf Sixty or Seventy Years being firft \,,, 
(pent ) St. Bafil illuminated the lower Armenia. , 

In the Time of Sourmacb^ falfe Patriarchs were foifted on theth 
by the Mandates of the Perfian Kit^s, when fome began to Celebrate 
the Nativity of our Saviour on one and the fame Day with the £fi^ 
phanjj which is on the Sixth of January ; and that while J^ Cbry^ 
fifitm^ the Golden-Tongued Orator, furvived. 

About this time there flourilhed in Armenia ^ Famous Learned 
Hermit , called Mefrol ^ who 6rft difpofed the Languages piF the 
Georgians as well as Armenians^ into their proper Alphabets, with 90 
admirable Exadnefs and Accuracy* 

In the Year pf our Redemption Four hundred diirty live^ Four ig^^,, p^ 
Ye^rs after die Epbefian Svnod, ( in which the Writings of Tbeede- ^mrmmuairi 
rus MopfuifiitUy and Dioderus the Tharfian^ from whom tf^mus } ^^^ **^ 
fucked the Poyfon of his pernicious Opinions, were puUicWy con* tS^fiom 
demned ; ) by Command of the Emperor of Perfia^ HfierfesPacri^ **^* 
veruanns called a Synod at Tbevin^ where by a Decree palled by the ***"*"• 
greater Sufirage, it was confirmed. That the Nativity and Baptifdt 
would be kept on the fame Day ; giving this Reafon, That as Chrift 
was conjointly God and Man,, fo it was fit the Fellival of his Birth 
and Baptifm Jhould be jointly obferved on one and the fame Day, and 
not feparately on two Days ; which Synod alfo added tp the Hymo 
of the Trifagtum now ufed in the Greek Church, ay@^ d^jjimnt®^ i

Letter V. jfotis ; H^ly^ Holy^ ^^(k> Almi^tj and Immortal 60 J ^ who was crMci^ 

fie J for Ms^ bave^ Mercy upon us.\ Forbidding the Armeniaas to go to 
^env/^/Mian Pilgrimag^y or to unite with theGr^^if Church. Where? 
upon enfued the over-running of thefe Parts in thofe Days with the 
abominable Weeds of Falfe CkHSfrineof the ^cf/^^ilr Sedarians, faid 
to be without an Head, becaufe.none is known to be their Author, 
or elfe becaufe they owned no Biihops : They acknowledged two di* 
^iod Natures in Qirift, fo confounding their Properties, as a Drop 
of Vinegar dropped into the Sea, lofes its Qualities : Which Headlefs 
Sedt fpruog up in the Efifl at firft , and oppqfed one another with 
many Armed Heads; but afterwards confederated upon the Death of 
the Sacrilegious Diafcorus^ whom they vilianoufly defended, contra* 
ry to the Sacred Synod held at C hake Jon. This Blaft pefiered not 
only the inferior Syria^ but fpread its deadly E^i^ over all Egift^ 
by th^ Contagion Severus Bifliop of Antioch had fucked in, from 
whom they were Atnommzitd Sever tans : And as the Saying is, lU 
Weeds groip with fpeedy fo from the fame Root grew that horrible 
ihapM and prepcmerous Julian Birth, from whom came the Jklia* 
nifis ; and from their feveral ill-begettiog Sires, the Gamuts^ Theodo^ 
fians^ Berfanians; and at lad the mod deformed of all, by the unhap* 
py Labour of Jacoh the Syrian^ was prodqced the Jaeolites^ who 
jumbling together with the Acephali and Monofyfhiies^ they confeis 
the One Nature in Ghrift to be compounded of Two after the Uni- 
on.: With the Theodofian Theopaffits^ they aflert the Divinity of our 
3ayiour to be Paflible ; and with the Jnlianifts^ Gaianifts^wA Apt bar- 
dociis^ a^m the Body of Chrift to bealtc^ether Corruptible ; from 
ti^hence they are nicknamed Corrupt icala: and Phantaifi^ 

Under Atraham EufidiaMuSy the Iberians^ now call^ Georgians^ de- 
parted from the Armenians , and embracing the Chakedonian and 
Bphefi^n Councils, were reconciled to the Greek Church. 

In the Year of our Redemption » 55< 9 Moyfes ArcazModamts 
placed the Turkijh Computation in the Armenian Kinder ^ 
which began about this Time; which number, if it be add^ 
to the Thoufand of the Armenians ^ makes out their Gregorian 
Account, which they follow, and hot that of our Lord. In 
the Reign of this Patriarch, while the Univer&l Church were bufied 
in Gorroborating the Four General Councils, to wit, the Hicene^ Con^ 
fiantinopolitany Ephefiauy and Chalcedonian^ Armenia was employed in 
refifting and oppofing their Determination. When was revived that 
filthy Sed of the Manecbites ; which fort of Hereticks had inhabn 
ted Armenia before, receiving their Name from a Perfian^ who was 
called Manes ; he denied the Trinity and the Okl Tellament, aqd 
held Two Principles, the one of Good, and the other of Evil : By 
whofe In^ufpicious Influence, and the Incurfions of the Saracens and 
Tartars ihvading and fubduing the Perfians^ all the hopes of recon- 
ciling the Gr^cim Church, and extirpating thofe Herefies, vanilhed. 
But 6ti the con trary^ in Procefs of Time they withdrew from their 
dute'bnncb. Primitive Patriarch, into the fetting up of Two more; fo the See of 
gJjgThr^ St^Gregory became divided, aqd they defpifed the Holy Well of Fa^ 

garfcielat^ for at Erewan^ near Taierez^ or Taurus j they tranflated 
the Metropolitao ; which gave occafion to the Bifhop of Sistp fee 
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up fat I^tariarcb ^ Sis to CHieia ; and the Moaaftry of Cati/ahr plead- Cli^. VL 
ing Antiquity, lyiag towards Catulahar, on tbat Prdcript refiEifed' * ^ '^ - 
Oi^edteoce to any but their oi«m Patriarcli. ' 

By which Seratrfiick Triumvirate they aie now gorttned, own- 
ing no other Head of the Cbwdi. 

But before we defcend into the particakr Tenents ft31 maintained 
by them, it will not be amifs to note, That from the Thae of ^ Gre^ 
gcry to thisDiviHon, was Four hundred twenty five Tears, in whidi 
there were Thirty three Patriarchs, agreeaUe todidr own Anmls; 
I having herein confulted their own nnbiaft'd Chroacrfc^en, and by 
their Authority corre<Sed Galenus, when tripping in Plutiali^ to 
the Papal Authority.

The Clergy meet them in their feveral Habits ; the Laity alfo (hew 
their Gallantry, and the Patriarchs themfelves are in their Holy Veil- 
mentsy Rich G)pes, Mitres, and Crofiers, beiet with ineftimable 
Jewels. They are diftinguiihed from the Biftiops by wearing Rings 
on their Fingers, embellifhed with Diamonds, whereas the Biihops 
. wear only plain Gold Rings. Their Pontificals being put (^ they 
walk in a Black Gown with a Mitred Hood and Paftoral Staff, as do 
the FortoMs^ who are thekarned'ftaiid beft efteem'd of all their 
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Orders, and in abfence of the Patriarch and Bifliops ekercife all the Chap. VL 
Pontifical Fundions ) Thefeare Eloquent Preachers in their JPulpics; ^-^'V^'V-i 
thefe only vow Chaftityi and what is more ftrid:, endure not the 
ii^t of a Woman; and if in the Street by chance they meet one^ 
they prefentjy turn their Backs ; and if they have any Bufineis in 
that part of the Church allotted them by Ciiftom, they commit not 
themielves to them, but oaufe them to be drove away, before they 
will read the Service. 

At felfa fome Forty of thefe live a Celibate Life, at the Monaftry Td^ p^rt^^id, 
joining to the Cathedral, in Cells and Cloyfters, withanArchbiihop orMonafticb. 
cf the fame Order, faring hardly; and livinj^ devoutly. ^ 

The Archbiihop of felfa fubmits his Province to the Patriarch of The AichU- 
Fagkrfiahat ; he is a goodly Reverend Old Man, fnOwed with Agp, ''^ . 
but not worn with it ; hehasa Countenance of SanAity apparent in 
bis Lobks^ worthy the Gravity of fo Eminent a Dignity. 

The other Orders of the Clergy, whether Priefts, Deacons^ Ca- xbm Oetgy 
cions, or ChOf ifters, u(e Chriftian Liberty in refped of Matrimony, many. 
|t being difalloWed none but the Vcrtoleeds : They are diftinguifliad 
x^ other ways from the Rufticks, than their wearing Blue Vefts^ 
TiirbEtts; and Timicks, as they do, unleis a long Cloak, or Gown of 
Black over all, points them out to be an Armpnan Father, or an Ec- 
clefiaftick in Orders: They are (haved as ^tRdmatis are, and unco- 
ver their Heads in Salutation ; they arieconftant Frequenters of thefar 
Churches, and have limps al(vays burning in them ; and evekty one 
takes his turn in the Order of the Priefthood, to wait Day and Night 
in the Temples, according to the Mofakk Inftitiition, to. whom are 
appointed Lodgings adjoming to their Churchfes i at other Times 
they live with their Families in the Qty : Every one approaching 
them pays them a Reverence, and b^s their Bkffing, kiiiing the 
Hem of their Garments, which the Priefts return to the Forto^eJsi 
the Fortoheeds to the Bifliops, and the Bifhops to the Patriarchs. 
.. Having been prefentat their M^&s for the Dead, for Infailts in 
Baptifm» and for the Husband and Wife new-married; I Ifaalithenco 
take occafion to* relate in fhort their Banquets, Fall^, itid Geremok 
nies ufed on their Celebrating thefe Rites.

We fliali begin witb their firft Admiflipo into tbe Pale of toe B«ptiGii. 
Church. While they are at Divine Service a proper Mafi is faicl^ 
when the Midwife or Norfe brings the Child to Church, with a Tribe 
of Women, where fhe delivers it to the Godfather, \v ho carries it to 
the Minifter waiting at the. Font on the Right Side beneath the Altar*

to Foot, and ipitting intq the Ears and Eyes it is difmi&'d with an 
Amulet hnog at its Breaft for Eight Days, asaGharm ag^ioft Witcbr 
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Letter V. craft, and reftored to tke Womco to be ck^thed. The Mali being 

done, th« Guefts return to the Houfe of the Pafents ^ with a Notfe 
of MtiTick before them^ and the Choir in Progdfim fingtag Axubems^ 
where tl^y all majke merry before they depart If k b&a Qirfit is 
Efpottfed immediaxely after Baptifna, to prevent k$ being (mt for torn 
the Haram by the Emperor, who pretends a Power Qve« ^aeok to 
chafe for his own ufe out of thofe not betrothed. 

The great Feftivity of the Birth and Baptiim of our SaViour, obr 
ierved 00 the 6^^ of January^ is celebrated with Rites of the Kke na- 
ture, for they confijcrate the Tank or Cifterni filled with Water and 
Odoriferous Oy Is, wlHch» after the Sacrament recei^^ ia given o«g 
among the People with great Qamour and Striving* 

This Solemnity ha$ beea fo Splendid^ that the Empercrsaod the 
Coiirt were wont to honour it with their Prefence, when tljiey were 
entertained with Interludes, and Reprefentatioos of the Berth, the 
Morning being ufiiered in with Vocal and Inftrnaiemal Mufick, 
with Millions of Flambeaus^ and ibevring the Ai^eb and Sbepherd's^ 
with the Heavenly Hk)ft, Singing fraifos i^GfJmhigS^ and goodwill 
towards Mtn. • 

When this was performed, the Rich Merchants ftrove to e:rpre& 
their Senfe of thefe Favours, by inviting them to extraordinary Ban* 
quetiog and Feafting ; and after Esqpenfive Repafts, the River being 
confecrated for the purpofe, the Ceremonies of Baptifm were per«> 
formed, when notwitbilanding it is extreamly cold* thofe of Ripet 
Years were baptized, and fwam about for the IX verfion of the Court ; 
concluding all with a Night of Jollity. 

The modefteft account of which Pranks muft be. The Hopes of 
gaioipg Pr<^ely tes byfochSbow$» rather than to expofe their moft 
Holy Rdigion to the Contempt of Infidds, out of any Pefign or In* 
tereft ; other wife this Pradice admits of a fcandalous Interpretation : 

That in Ind^ among the 
Idolaurons it might take, but among thofe that abhor all manner of 
Forms and Shapes in their Worfhip, it turns to the Reproach, and not 
ildvancemeot of ChrifUanity.

The Cerenvwies enjoined by th9 Church are agreoable enoa^ to 
the Rmijb Inftitution : Returning home, the Wracfed Pair are kept 
dofe up together for Forty P^yis, loaded with Ro&ries and Images, 
and none iu£&r^d tp come at them , that are Str ao^rs, nor tht 
Womankind to fpeak to any but their Husband ; left an «ril Tongue 
iiiouldhave a 3or9prousefre<^p or a bad Eye fliould Inchant dbeir fu- 
ture Blifs, 

This Qtuidrageffimaf Ref^raint beuig over (if no Fail: intervent, 
of which their Church is full ) they prepare themfehres to Cele- 
brate the Nuptials with theiir Kindred, which is oa this manners 
The Eldeft of the Family on the Huslnuid's fide, 0|b^s the Feftivat 
by firil Inviting the Guefis to the Marriage Feaft, where the Bride- 
^^room appears la a mean Drejfe and poorly Habited, till the Pri^fts 
lave received Richer flabilimenta of the Grandfathers , or BMeft 
Uncles Gift, and brought them covered into the .middle of the 
Gueft Chamber , where they San<%ify them and Blefs them fbr his 
ttfe, the Youth fianding by ; to verify what Paladius ufed for a Pro^ 
verb, Jnveliem Fucrum quafi imhtfhmy when he cialled a Bealrdlefi 
Boy by the Epithetof an Uqdre&d Lad ; and every one uking their 
Places, the Servant lay tham dovtfloQ the Carpets, andqnwmding 
the SilkEmbroidered for to wrap them iq* difcover only the Bride-

On the Heels of the Servants come the Clerks with their Chotr^ 
and taking the Cloaths, only on^ ( which is all Cloth of Gold ) being 
the uppermoft Garment, is a loofibCoat of Ijmdm Cloth, without 
Sleeves, Lined with Sables to keep off the Winters Cold f when the 
Reverend Sages call forth the new Married Stripiing,wkoavthey place 
between Two Bridemen about hit own Age , they all Three KneeK 
ing , while they Sing the Epitbalamium^ not fo much as lifting up 
theirHeads till all the Rites are iiniihed ; then they wait on the Bride* 
groom into another Room, whither biiRobe&arecarried, and when 
be is fhifted, he returns attended by his Bridemen ; when every one 
of t^em Salute the Hands of all that are called to thb Solemnity^ 
and, after an Ancient Cuflom, Invite them to take a Cold Ban* 
quet among the Tombs, to ptM: them in mind of Mortality at the 
ume time tney are contriving to continue the World. 

The Young Spark being Uft up on Hbrieback, and fome time 
carefully held on eac^fide pa Foot, leads the way to the Cavalcade, 
Riding in State,^ afjper a Noife of Fidlers, Drammers, Pipers, and 
other lACfaiss, PAgos^ aftfrwboraaninounaefdUer 
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Letter V. Coocourfe of Horiemen fdlow to the Graves, near a Mile oat of 

the Gity C unoi^ whdm are fome very noble Setnilchres fit to re- ' 
ceive to great a Ompany ) but i)i fair Weather they fpread their 
Carpets^ and fet up their Tents near the fidfe of a Brook, almoft 
warning their Burial place. 

Here Ceres and Bacchus having (hewn their godd will to f^enus^ 

(for it is known without them no hearty Sacrifice is paid her) Hj$9§eM 

delivers out h& Torches, the Sun having withdrawn his ; and every 

one there takes a Wax Light in his Hand , ind Mounting , dire<2 

themfelves towards the Qty, in the fiime manoei they canie out, 

opiy Bonfires, Flambeaus, and Fireworks lUdminate the Road all 

along : Entting Jelfa^ the ftately Gates of their Friends and Rela* 

tk)ns, efpecially fuch as are prefent at the Collation, are beftuck with 

Tapers in divers Coloured Paper Lanthorns ; which look flracefuliy 

and divert the Company with variety of Artful Fires, each ftriving 

to outvie others ; and are Entertained at the fame time with Wine 

a;id Sweetmeats, Drinking of Healths, and at laft difmiisM With 

frefh Tapers given to all the Gnefts. 

This continues in the Way to the Cathedral, where about Mid- 
night the Bridegroom arrivif^, begs the Bleflingof the Archbiihop, 
. and they haixily return to the Houfe from whence they fet out, till 
almoft Break of Day. 

Where they are fcarcely compofed to Sleep, before the Father of 
the Bride knocks on the Hunt Errand, calling the Guefts to accept of 
a Treat at his Houfe; where thofe Invited are carri^ into a noble 
open Banquetting*Houfe in a Garden, with Tante and Adordments 
very Mi^ificent, after their Faihion ; the Rpom is Perfumed with 
coftly Odours, Smoaking out of Antick, Weighty, Silver Perfu- 
ming Pots , or Pans ; and beine Seated , Voiders of Sweatmeats 
r with a Aa^/i Coat, as they caUit) a Dram of Brandy is fet be* 
lore every one; vid then the Servants bring the beft Raiments yet 
prefented the Bridegroom, being the Father-in-laws, or bis Repre- 
fentatives ; the Ceremonies are the fame of the Clergy, only with 
this addition, the Brkiemen which Kneeled yefterday, to day iland 
uprkht with flaming Flambeaus in their Hands. 

l^efe Ceremonies ended, and the Sweatmeats taken ofi^ a Table 
is fpread, and more than twice Seven Plates are difierently Modified 
to invite the P^te to Luxury ; to which that of Muturantius^ for 
which fnvenal Lampoons him, is a modeft piece of Temperance :

But here are fuch loads of Provifioos, that none need fear a quieker 
Eye than Appetite, at leifure to take notice what each Eats ; for 
ihould they do nothioc but devour, their Stomachs muft be doled 
before their Portions unk. 

Yet all thefe Preparations , with the enticing Poinant Sawces, 
and provoking Pickles, prevail not on the Brkl^room to &11 to , 
till the Fadier-in-Law lays to his new Son's double Mels, a Purfe of 
Gold ; and this is the only thing they boar away by way of Dowry :

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After this Debt is cancelled, no Goud appears to difturb the Mirth, Chap.VL 
Eating, Drinking, and fiacetious'Difcpurfe is all theBufinefs; and in y>Jrsr\^ * 
earneu it is one, and a tedious one where it iavifhes into fach 
Excels. 

For what was reported of Old, ftill holds good, "Th^Perfians 
Drink Wine in Bowls ; and they obfervq Gtllius his Rule, de Lege 
C^Bnarum^ as a Law to their Feafts, Dim liicHtiJime eJas^ tunc aufer^ 
tur^ & aliaefiamelioratqucamplm fitccenturiatur^ ifqu/t fios cmtKeha* 
letnr; as if they never thought you Welcome before you had Eat 
like a Glutton, and Drank like a Swine : After ibifting of Plates 
imaccbuntably, and every one's Health has reafon done it, they take 
off the Table* Cloth, but not remove their Seats ; Fruit, Wine, To- ... 
bacco, and. Salt Bits for a W^et, being placed before them, they. . o :• : ^ 
continue Drinking till Midnight,, being diverted by Stage-Players, 
Dancers, and Mountebanks aU Day $ nor will they themfelves dif- 
dain tp take up a Tabor and Roar oat a Song behind that, and a 
flute Play ing to thei^. 

Ajt Night Fireworks begin again, having had the conftantones of 
the Water all the time, arUiog in Crowns and Garlands, with other 
Figures ; at laft they bring the htews that the Matrons had difmiided 
the Bride Adorned with all her Wealtli and Gallantry ; when they 
rife, but proceed not till (he is delivered to her Groom, who waits on 
her to herHorfe; when they are both Mounted, the Ecclefiafticks 
marihal the Proceffion ; all the Streets are Illuminated, the loud 
Drums and Trumpets proclaim their approach ; in the Front is car-* 
ried a Tree full of Fruit ; after it follows the Europeans^ then the /4r- 
tnenians in order ; in the midft of them the Canonical Gentlemen 
and Boys, finging and Playing on Mufical Inftruments, all in their 
peculiar Habits, which were Rich, and the Choirifters Surplices full 
of R^ Crofles ; after thefe the Brule and Bridegroom, He nobly 
Mounted and fplendidly Accoutred with Magnificent Trappings ; 
hisHorfeled, and the Bride heM on by Matrons, Crofs-legga, after 
the Country Fafliion for Women to Ride> but Vailed all ovefr with 
a Saffron-coloured Vail ; 

Lutea imijfos vel&rtmt flammea imltus. 

Left if the Bluihes ofthe Virgin Bride (hould be diCcovered, or if too 
high a Colour Ihould be difcerned in the Maiden Face^ it may be im- 
puted to the Vail , not the Floridnefs of the Cheel^ ; after all, in 
the clofe of th,e Proceffion, come the Matrons Attired in White 
Sheets* 

Nor do they go far before they repeat their Banquets, withPrefents 
of Tapers, Sweetmeats, Squibs, &rpents and Rockets, astheypafs; 
die Glory of this Night is always defigned to pay their Refpeds to 
their Governor in Chief,^ who receives them very great, and grants 
a liceofe for the Youdi to carry his Spoufe home, which he does, 
departing from hence to his Father's Houfe, where the Company 
end their Tbahffes^ and leave them to Contemplate the Joys of 
Matrimony.

On the 13^^ of January^ for a lefs Apocryphal Story, they pro^ 
claim a Faft, and humble themfelves in Duft and AJhes oh their 
Headsi and Sackcloth on their Bodies, for the Denunciation Jenas 
made of God's Judgment againft Niniveb ; and oq^ the xo^^ rejdice 
for the Averflon thereof on their unfeign^ Repentance. 

The Preparation for, and Q)ntiouation of their Lent till the Pa0oti 
Night, they religioufly keep with almoft a Sngnntin Faft, that is, al- 
mou &mim themfelves to Death ; when they repair to the Tombs of 
their Friends and Relations, with burning Incenfe and lighted Can* 
dies ; where they pray for the Dead, or more charitably recommend 
them to a quiet Repofe by the Mouth of their Priefts, and at the 
fame tim^ refrelh then[ifelves with Fruit a,nd Melons , the Women 
with their Husbands and Infants drinking to their pious Memory, 
freely taking off their Cups, and weeping plentifully with a fad lli- 
menration and mighty Outcry ; till the Wine make them have a 
Light Heart and a Merry Countenance ; which courle the^ take till 
the Afcenfion, Weepine and Wailing, Drinking arid Qpamng. 

Eafter and Whitfnntide they keep as the Primitive Chriftians did. 

From the 28^^ of May they cafligate themfelves with cutting 
Difciplines ; for that Ctm/tantine the Great when Emperor, marchiqg 
out to fight, breathed nothing but Slaughter againft the Chriftians, 
till convinced by an App^ntion of the Sign of the Crofs in the Heap 
vtns^ w;th this Advertifement, In hoc Signe tantum vinces , where- 
upon he became the firft Chriftian Emperor, defending that Religion 
againft all its Adveriaries : For which miraculous ^nvcrGori^ they 
find now, astheChriftians then did, Matter for Thank^iving. 

For their Patriarch and Martyr St Gregory^ on the 9^^ of J$me 
they afHid themfelves for his being foaked^ Six Days, and on the 
Seventh they magnify his more than Human Patience. 

Before the Transfiguration of our Saviour on the 19'^ of June^ 
they Faft, and end that Day with a Feaft. 

From the 18'^ of Augufi^ for the Death of the Blefled Virgin, 
they have inftituted fix days of Mourning, and the next after is 4 
Thankfgiving for her being tranflated from this Life to a better. 

On the 17^^ of Sepumher they reiterate their Devotions for the 
Dead, which is preceded by fix days of ftriA Penance. 

On the fame day they commemorate St. Helais Invention of the 
Crofs at Jerufalem^ being Emprefs to the forementioned Ccnfiantine. 

St. Guywark has a Faft of the fame leogth, and a Feaft at the end 
of ity on the x6^^ of the fame Month. 

The 17^^ of Navemier they put themfelves on diftrefs for the 
Health and Safety of their Cattle, to free them from Rot, and pray 
for their Increafe ; this at firft lafted but (even days, but it is now K> 
many Weeks, all whjch time they keep /1m/. 

Laft of all for St. James they are grievoufly concerned fix days 
together, and are content with one day only to Feaft on ; So that the 
Year round there are more Fafting thap Feafting*days.

Letter V. Through all thefe Scenes^ Time keeps jogging on, and // i$ ap^ 

pointed for all men once to Jye ; at which Article the Neighbours and 
Acquaintance, efpecially thofe of the Blood, oome to bewail and 
weep for the lofs of their Friend or Relation ; when, and not till 
then, the Pari(h*Prieft is fent for, that he ihould pray by him, and 
put him into an happy Pofture of Derarture, by minding him of his 
Sou^s Health) not withftanding his Bodily Indifpofition t which being 
recommended into the fame Hands that beftowed it, and having ta- 
ken its Flight from Earth to its alligned Place, there are no Words 
made of Anatomizing or Embalming the Body ; but waihing it often 
with Aromatick Waters while it is purified and kept clean, and then 
apparelling it as when alive, in its beft Qoaths, it is wrapped abdut 
with a Sheet, and bound with Swathings to the Bier, his Arms beiog 
firft placed acrofs, over which is thrown a Pall of divers Colours. 
The Pari(h*Prieft with his Collegues and others bearing Enfigns of 
Saints, and the Chanters finging, manage the Solemnity, and lead 
the Way to the Church, no matter whether before or after Noon ; 
immediately after thefe the Bearers bring the Corns, when many of 
the Funeral Train with Heads hung down , and fmiting of their 
Breads, make a difmal Cry : Being entred the Church-Porch , the 
Prior of the Convent with his Ai^ates receive the Proceffion, a 
Voftoheed being prefent, who leads the Choir up to the High Altar, 
the Body being left on the Bier among the Women, while they fay 
High Ma(s, and perform the Office for the Dead. In the mean 
time the Relid or next of Kin to the Defund:, uncoverine his Face 
and throwing bv the Buriai*Cloaths, with n^leded preb and dU^ 
Aeverd Hair falls on the Faceof the Dead, deploring the Lo6 c^ bar 
Father, Husband, or Relation, by often kifling his cold Lips, and 
piteottdy lamenting ; which is feconded in fo mournful a Confort by 
all the other Women, that one would think the Shades themfelves 
could not entertain their new-come Gueils with a more doleful 
Dirge : Thus ffae continues, and hardly fufl^rs her felf to be pulled 
away, till Mafs is faid, and the VortAetdt are turning towards the 
Coatfe, when all the Women are driven out of the Church, and 
Candles lighted are given to every Man there : Tbe FortoheeJ fland* 
ii^ at the Head, the other Clergy poflefs the Sides, and the Prk>r 
With his Fellows enclofe the Feet. 

At the Reading the Cpifile and Gofpel, they change their Cop^ 
Mantle, and Hood, and Whine them forth ; as alfi> does the FHor 
when he chants the Litui^, to whofe Rev the other Priefls tune the 
Reiponfes : In the Interim they Fumi^te the Body with holy Incenl^ 
and Iprinkle it with holy Water ; which Ceremonies bdng ended, the 
Bearers are ready to carry the Body to the Burial-place, far from the 
Town ; before which only one ytrtoheed with the Parifli IhricAs id 
courfe, and their Clerks with Tapers lighted compleat the Exequies 
juid commit it to the Ground : As if they had refpeA to the Law of 
the Twelve Tables, Mcrtmim infrh Vrhm ne fefclif^ neve write: 
Though more truly to the Emperor's Commands, who has granted 
them Ground for that purpofe, with a ftrid Injnn^on to bnry no 
where elle. 

Tboft 
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Thofe wbofe Cowardice has made their Lives linedfy either by Chap. VU. 
Temper or Misfortune ^ and thereby precipitated their Deaths by fejfy>^ 
laying Violent Hands on themfelves, are reproached with this odd Jdlmud^f 
diftindion in their Funeral from other Mortals ; in what part of the m. 
Houfe foever they are found to commit this Self-Murder^ there the 
Wall is btoken down to make a Paflage to their Graves ; dgnifying < 
thereby,. That if they would not exped: the common Period of Life 
with other Men, they ought to be carried forth by an unaccuftomed 
Way, andnbt through the Doors of the Houfe, throwing them un- 
concernedly and unpitied into any Pit y like the Burial of a Dog/ 
without any Solemnity. 

« 

, Thus having difpatched the Formalities attending every Stage of 
Life, fometbing ought ^o be mentioned of the Excellencies of their 
Minds and Faculties, and how far qualified in common with the reft 
of Mankind. In order hereunto firft may be confidered their Pro- 
penfity to Languages, they making Syriac^ Arabic^ turkifb^ and . 
Ferfian^ their own at Home ; and by Lingua- Franca become conver- 
fant with moft of the Weft cm Foreigners ; which Language is a Mix- 
ture of Portngueze^ Italian^ French^ and Spanijb^ and thereby made 
intelligiUe to European Traders as univerfally as Latiii to the Gentry 
and Scholars : So that it has often been Matter of Wonder to hear a 
Merchant difown any Skill in the above* recited Speeches, yet coa- 
verfe feverally with thofe of each Nation. 

They as much hate the Greek Language as their Church, although 
they derive their Armenian Elegancies trom its Themes. But what 
cannot Religion perfuade ? Becaufe they have diflented in Opinions^ 
therefore do they abhor the very Words of the Greek. 

In Philofophy they utter fome Specious and Trifling Things, but 
nothing Pithy or Nervous. • ^ ^ 

Some things they boaft of Antiquity: For Armenia^ famous here- Tbek Anti- 
tofore for many notable Tranfacftions, owns Japbet as its firft Foun- ^^* 
der and Planter ; or, as others will haye it, to grow from Aram the 
Son of Sem : However, it is certaia that after the General Deluge it 
was inhabited by the Sons of Ifoab^ and it aflbrded Landing-place 
for all Living Creatures after their Tranfport from the Ark, accord- 
ing to the Literal Senfe of the Divine Teftimony ; An J the ark refted q^^ 3 
M the twenty feventh day of tbefeventh months on the mountains of Ar^ 
menia ; that is to fay, on the Mount Ararat } which we know admits 
of a large Interpretation. 

It contains in it Iheria^ Alianiay and Cokhis; which latter, as it 
abounded 10 the days of King ^eas with Ma^ Treafures, which 
occafioned that perilous Voyage of the Argonauts under fafon^ for 
the Golden Fleece ; fo now it remains fruitful in all manner of Na- 
ture^ Riches, Bowing with Milk and Honey, and ftored with Pa« 
fhires. Corn, Woods, and Cartel ; but I hear of no other Difcove- 
ries either of Gold or Silver made there fince. 

Their Country formerly enjoyed mighty Kings and Potentates, and 
fome the moft Pious in Story ; among whom Ahagares is relatol to 
have wrote an Anfwer to an Epiftle of our Lord and Saviour Jefus 
Chrift ; which thingt whether a Figment or no, is not in my Power 
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to determine : Yet thils much I am furc of, that neither Riches, Ho« 
pour, or High Birth, make any either happier or better, unlefs this 
World's Goods be feafoned with a Mind endued with Virtue, and 
Moderation fuitable tofuch extraordinary Benefits. 
The next Neighbours, if not the £ime with the ArmeniMs^ were 
The GitrgtM ^^^ JierianSj now called Georgims^ who underwent the fame Cala- 
mities with them ; but with a contrary Difpofition of Humour, be- 
ing a Martial People bred up to the Wars, and now ferve the Emperor 
as his beft Infantry ; of thefe, Forty thoufand are at prefent in Arms 
under Military Pay, in and about Spahaun. Their Country at this 
time bears the Name of Gurgeftan^ from whence they are ChriftenM 
Georgians ; not from the famous St. George^ but becaufe they follow 
Husbandry, ywfy>L They were converted to the Chriftian Faith 
near the iame time with the Armenians ; which they dill retain, 
and maintain their State and Country ; but both Chriflianity and 
their Country are paft their Vertical Point, and are upon their De« 
clenfion. 

Their Princes , to uphold their Pren^ative, are inclined to 
fubmit to the Perfian Yoke with the Ignominy of A^ftatizing, ra* 
ther than by a flout defiance refift theTemptations and Allurements 
of Government under the Mahometan Beftiality : Such Power has the 
Ambitious Thirft of Rule. 

They are Proper, Frefli-colour'd, WelHimb'd People: Their Wo- 
men fo Fair and Beautiful, that the Qyeen-Mother is always of the 
Family of t\\t Georgian Princes; and for that reafon is it their Chil- 
dren are fo often fold to Infidels, becaufe they make good Markets 
of them. Mars has the Afcendent over this Nation, as Mercnry has 
Over the Armenians. 
Of adiflerent There is therefore an inveterate Contrariety of Tempers between 
humour from them ; and fince the Armenians deferred the Greek Church, this 
the ^mnusHs. gj^^^^ j^ widcn'd ; being impatient at the performance of each 

others Services in the Churches, the Georgians freiquently interrupt* 
ing them in their Devotions, and doing defpite to their Altars on 
their tnofk Publick Solemnities: Such Abfurdities does Religion in- 
troduce, which ihould be the only means to cement and unite Man- 
kind in the Bond of Humanity. 

The ' Blame whereof muft chiefly lye at the doors of their Pre- 
lates , whofe Obftinacy and Perverfenefs , abdicating all Force of 
Reafon, are guided by no other Impulfe than the prefent Enjoyments 
of this Life , and keep on foot particular Piques and Animofities, 
purpofely to diftradl and vex the Church, thereby to carry on their 
own Intereft or Ambition : Otherwif^, how ihould it come to pafs 
that thofe baptized under the iame Symbol, and in many ( and the 
mod difficult ) Points of Religion are agreeing, ihould not be all of 
* one Mind in every refped^ unleis the Idle Dreams and Malicious 
Practices of the Inorthodox ihould inculcate Debates and fow Divi- 
fions, only to be Head of a Party? 

On which occafion, whether the Pope hath been aiding or fiudi- 
ous to compofe thefe Differences, I know not : But fure I am, as it 
is the Duty of a good King, that would avoid the Imputation d[ a 
Tyrant, fo to govern, that the Laws as well as Arms ihould be a Safe- 
guard 
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guard to his People that have intruft^d themfelves to his Protc/^ion, Chap. VI. 
not only to defend them in time of War, but conferve them by L^VX- 
thofe wholfome Sandions in time of Peace ; fo is it the OiHce of 
the Chief Paftor to inftrucft the People committed to his Charge, 
with the faving knowledge of found Dodrrine, and then by an Ex- 
emplary and Chriftian Convcrfation, to pray for the Es:piation of 
their Sins by the Death and Merits of our Saviour Chrift, the only 
acceptable Sacrifice on that fcore , incontinently imploring an 
happy and perpetual Union of the Myftical Body of the Church 
Militant here on Earth, and perfifting in an holy Preiidency all the 
days of bis Life: By which method they will clear to the World 
what is their end, as the Apoftledid, x Cor. i%. 6. when he told the 
Corinthians he fought not their Earthly Subftance, but their Eternal 
Welfare. And were this the defign of either the Pope br their Pa- 
triarchs, we could not find fault with the EmifTaries of the one, or 
the Condud: of the others compailing Sea and Land to make Profe- 
lytes, but for having gained them they become fevenfold worfe 
Children of the Devil than before. 

Nor, to fpeak truth, are the Popelings flothful in tbefe Parts : At 
Jelfa is a College of the Jefuits ; and both in Georgia and Armenia 
they have had many Monafteries beyond the Enxine^ea^ as far as the 
Cherfonefcj looking towards Scytbia^ at the City Theodofia^ now cal« 
led Caffa ; fcut thefe Places being over-run with the Turks and Per^ 
fiansj they were expelled thence by the Cruelty of the Heathens on 
one hand, and Perfuafion of the Hereticksof the feveral foremen-^ 
rioned SeAs on the other, that they were at laft crowded into the 
Province only of Nockjhuan in the greater Armenia , three days 
Jfourny from Erewan ; where are only left in Ten poor Villages as 
many ftarveling Convents* of the Order of the Dominicans , fettled 
by Bifhop Bartholomew^ fent out by Pope fohn the zx\ to reconcile 
the Armenians to that See. 

But he could obtain no more than the reducing his own Order to 
that Obedience ; which left they fhould be wholly extirpated , the 
fucceeding Popes provide for them Eleemofynaries by way of Goa : 
Befides theie, fome fay the Pope defrays the Charges of thofe at Spi- 
bauHy of whom we have fpoken before ; from whence it is needlefs, 
if they be content with what may ferve to be inftrumental to honeft 
Studies, for the King is their Almoner. And as he is bountiful to 
thefe for their feeming Integrity and pious Behaviour, fo he is muni- 
ficent to the Handicrafts-men which come from Europe ; to thefe he 
has given large Salaries; and graceful Houfes in Jelfa, befides their 
peculiar Offices at Court, where they attend when in waiting. 

All thefe when they encounter wie another, pay the Civility The way of 
of uncovering the Head , but &lute the JUoors after their own Saime. 
manner. 

' Befides thefe Chriftians in felfa^ St. Rhipfima has her Devotes, who Ntmnoies at 
live in a Nunnery, and vow Virginity all their Life ; they arc about ^'^"^ 
Forty, and profefe Poverty for Chrift's fake, having nothing but 
what they get by begging ; they go in Black Hoods over a 
BlucVelt

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Letter V. Here are two other Orders that arc more rccliife, refemblin^ Sanr 

Ba Mimacba^ and SanSta Clara. And thus I have run through all the 
Degrees that live in Jelfa^ with what Brevity and Faithfulnels may 
be expeded in fo transient an Account. 
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Gives us a Sight (if the Tdace^ and ^ritks there ^ ouir Enter* 
tainment by the French Jrtifaris in the En^eror's Service ; 
the Diver ftms of the Tlace, and its TroduSl ^ and the Clofe 
of the Xear^ with its Seafons, 
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Aving been taken up thus long among the Armenidnsj we in 
our Return cannot but take notice of the famous Walk be- 
tween the two Cities of Jelfa and Ifpahaun: \t is planted with two 
Rows of Sycamores (] which is the tall Maple, not the Sycamore of 
Alkair ) upwards of two Miles : It is called the Chaurtaug, from 
Four Gardens belonging to the Palace^ oppolite one to another; 
. thefe take up all the Ground on the fide of the Bridge towards 5/j- 
haun ; on the other fide, Seats of Noblemen and Great Minifters of 
State grace the Way up to the Inggeft of all, the Emperor^, which 
. is at the End of this Stately Place, over-looking with a pleafant Pro- 
fped: all the reft up to the Palace-Gates^ which are diro^ly anfwer- 
ing the Majeftick ones of this Garden , they fronting one the 
other. 
The grat ^^^^ '^^ Portal are curioulljr painted Men and Women in European 

Garden at the Drefles : From the Entrance up to the Mountains, Marble Steps make 
wdof the theAfcent eafy, which Nature had framed difficult enough other- 
chMT meg. ^'^^ ^ ^p which the limpid Streams are forced to fend their Currents 

through Five feveral Channels laid with Marble, two at the feet of 
the Sycamores, which railed in two Foot- pads, and ran immediately 
to the River; the other three emptied themfelves into the Tanks, 
' to which two Stone Caufeways gave an Even Walk to Foot-men, 

by the middle Channel parting them, and at every Tank afcended 
or defcended by Marble Grades, while the Horfe-way was doped 
for their Pa(&ge, entring on one fide, and coming back the other ; 
and every Two-hundred Pices, Bathing- places of a large Circumfe- 
rence receive great plenty of Water from the three Channels in the 
middle, into which the Marbid Steps go down to the Bottom, which 
is paved with a cleanly Floor of the fame Poliihed Stones; and this 
is begun from the .beginning of the Chaurhaug^ whence it defcends 
to the River, and thence rifes the &me height to the End of the Gar- 
den : In the Garden its felf , variety ofGreen Trees flouriOiing, 
fweet Odors fmelling, clear Fountains and Rivers flowing, charm 
all the Senfes ; nor is there leis furprizal at the ravifliiog Sight of 
the delicate Summer-houfes by each Pond's fide, built with all the 
Advantages for Recreation and Delight. 
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In a Wildemefe beneath this, are kept the Bears^ Leopards, and Chap. VIL 
Lions, belonging to the Emperor : And from this place up to the SJlJT^JN 
Palace Gate, are feen every Evening all the Gentry of the City 1^ die feSe^ 
Riding to and fro with Hawks on their Fifts ; managing their Steeds, rot's iXm^ 
making of Matches for Shooting, Hunting, Courfing, or Hawk* ^ 
ing; mewing their Gallantry in Apparel and Retinue, as well as' 
diipofition to Sport ; being as much frequented as our HiJe Park^ 
and for as little purpofe, only to fee and be feen, though the whole 
pretence be to take the Air. 

Near thefe Ponds, or Tanks^ are CofFee-Houfes, which furnifh 
them when they difmount, with Coho, Tea, or Sherbets ; while they 
fit in State, and fmoak Tobacco with their Attendance about them^ 

The adjacent Houfes, Orchards, and Gardens, may be truly faid 
to be in the Virge of the Court, many of them ferving only for the 
Emperor to (hift with his Seraglio, while the other Apartments are 
Aired ; though the great Divan^ or Council be alwa3rs held in that 
place refpeding the MiJan^ or Pomosrium^ in the heart of the City ) 
and the reft are but given during Pleafure, to the chief Officers at 
Court : Wherefore reckoning all thefe Dwellings as Appendices 
( which indeed they are } few Monarchs will appear to have a larget 
extent to hold their Court in, it being above a Third part of the 
whole City ; which being granted, it will not be hard to imagine fo 
Great and Abfolute a Potentate (hould be Courted by all the Worlds 
and from all the parts of the Earth the wonderful Worl^ of the 
Creation (hould be brought as Honorary Prefents ; nor can it be fup* 
pofed that fo wide and ipacious a Palace ihould not zfford room mt 
more than the ancient Ark, though not freight with Plairs of aU th^ 
Species, yet more of feveral. 

Whence it is, that here is to be feen more readily, add with lefi 
hazard, the Offlpring of moft Soils, except Human, and the Creatures 
of every Nation, rather than the Women of this Court, wbkh aire 
at 1^6 liberty than the Bbafts, being Cooped up in their Sties, more 
firidly than thefe are kept in their Dens ; many of the fiercdl and 
untamedft of thefe being allowed only to breath in the open Air as 
Nature Ordained them : But not to tire my felf, "^nor you with Parti^ 
culars, 1 (hall only mention what were (farange to m& 

The firfl whereof was the Rhinoceros , who is a Cruel Beaf): , 
of a large Size , there coming from his Nofe an Horn a Catnt the fthtnoUi 
loiwg, (Brown towards the Bottom, Whiter near the Point) ^ J^^^^ 
ancTSix Inches Diameter, whence the derivation of his Name froqi 
P^r^ Ifafus^ a Nofe, and lUe^, Cornuy an Horn ; between this Ani- 
mal and the Elephant, is a mortal ftrife, for which Nature feems to 
have armed it on purpofe ; it being a Four-footed Beaft, with Three 
Partings of the Hoof, built on thick (Irong Thighs, but ihort, cod- 
fidering the great bulk of its Body which preues them ; it is Tali 
enough to reach the Bowels of its Antagonift with its Horn, with 
which it Gores him to Death ; nor bias me given him lefs firm Bones 
to the Trunk, if b^ chance it ihould be crumed by the Elephant, de^ 
fending its very Hide with a Coat of Mail ; wherefore before on the 
Neck^ and Shoulders, and behind in the Qiiarters, the Skin lies in 
Folds, like Fi(h Scales, over one another; the Face bears much of

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Letter V. an Hogs Countenance, unlefs. the upper Lip, which refemhle a 

Cows, and the lower, the form of a Whales ; the Mouth difcovers a 
miihaped Tdngae, let about with Two rowes of Teeth j it is of the 
fame Moufe Colour, and Tailed as an Elephant is; and Feeds of 'the 
fame Fodder, and is kept facing Two ttiighty, but lean Elephants. 

Whether the Rhinoceros be the Unicorn, I fufpend my belief, 
fince I have feen an Horn turned with Furrows and Ridges from the 
Bafis to the Point, and Tapering like that of our King's Arms : But 
what Pe/rus Angelius relates concerning the Onager^ or Indian Afs, 
can have no congruity with this, unle§ in refp^ of the .Virtues ; 
for though his Verfes are mod Elegant in his ^JiiXyneget^ yet the 
defcription is very wide :

His words in Profe are thefe ; * The Wild AdeS of India are as big, 

* or bigger than Horfes , whofe Heads are of a Purple die , their 

* Eyes Blew, the reft of their Bpdy White ; on their Foreheads they 
^ have an Horn a Cubit in length, whofe lower part for Two Hands 

* breadth is White, and the Top, which is iharp, inclining to a 
^ bright Red, but the Middle part is blood Red ; of thefe they make 
^ Cups, out of which whofoever Drinks, neither Cramp nor Falling 

* Sicknefs feizes them ; nor has any manner of Poifon any force. If 
^ that imrnediately before or after taking of the iame, either Water, 
^ Wine, or other Liquid thing be taken out of thefe Cups. 

That this Opinion is taken up upon the account of the Rhino- 
ceros his Horn, I can certainly verify, and that great Prices are of« 
fered for thofe that are inadulterate ; which they in India pretend to 
try by the Liquors preiently fermenting in them i but notwithftand- 
ing that Experiment they are often deceived by falfe Horns made 
into drinking Cups ; thus much is true of the Rhinoceros, but the 
other part of it holds not Water ; they come from Bengala^ and are 
efteemed terrible and indomitable Creatures : And thefe muft be 
(or none} what this Author calls A&s^ there being no other 
Beafts in thefe Parts with but one Horn ; and I am afraid he is mifta- 
ken as to the African Afs alfo, fome Writers having called Africa 
India^ which might have been urged in his.jexcufe^ whofe Skin I 
having formerly admired when in India^ you willeafily be'convinced 
it is no fuch Creature, it having never an Horn ; Two Live ones 
were fent hither from the Ahaffin Emperor, as an Expredion of |le- 
fpedi to this Court ; which, with other valuable Rarities brought by 
bis Ambafladors, were lately gracioufly received. 
The j^i^n They are as large as a Mule, but for the exa A Symetry of the 
^Ats^m Li^canicrits, Zeuxis his Pencil would but faintly fhadow over the 
Wil4 Afs. lively Portraidlure of their Skins, the ground whereof was of a light 

Afh Colour, over which along the Back flrait black Streaks in Rows 
at length reached to the Tail; the Shoulders, Flanks, and Haunches 

had 
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had the fame wav^g towards the extremity of their feveral Mem- Qu^ Vlt 
bers ; but that which was the oddeft was.on the Forehead, they had ^^<yV^ 
fo'many Geometrial Figures, like tlie Trapeziupi^ or Square, in which '^ ^ 

the oppofite fides are parallel one with another, 'fo diltindly painted, 
as at laft to fill up a black fpot of a Diamond cut in the very Centre 
of the Face.

f whofe Fleih dij^rs npt much from Stags Fleih, were it not fome- 
\ thing tenderer ; Arahia^ fays .he, abounds with Flocks of them; 
Now nothing can be Tamer Uian thefe before lis, and therefore un- 
likely to be the Wild ones of JTcnophon in ArqifOj but are mod aflu- 
redly the Breed of Africa ; however Petrus Angelius Bargaus comes 
pretty near the Mark in this, though not the,of;her ; however he is 
midaken in the Place, as well as the Race of both :

very Glorious ; they are of the largeft fize of Birds, wherefore by 
«Mi frony called rpB6b)(9Sjut«A@l , as if oneihoQld fay of aGianr, fcicb 
an one is an Infant, or a Camel- Bird to be a Sparrow ; their Heads, 
or Qowns, are perfedly Bald^ a Palm in Circumference ; which 
Pliny avouches in exprefs Terms, QjueJam aninudia naturaliter calvent^ 
ficnt Straths Cameli ; ibme Creatures are naturally Bald, as OftriclKs ; 
their Feet hare Two Qaws only. 

Night drawing on, we unwillingly left theie SpeAad^s, and fell 
into a lovely one between thefe Groves ; for now all the Pride of 
Spahaun was met in the Chaurhang^ and the Grandees were Airing 
themfelves, prancing about with their numerous Tnlns, driving to 
outvie each other in Pomp and Generofity ; but come ihort of thofe 
Incentivesneo Chivalry that fpur on our Gallants ; the Graces Adorn 
our P^rks and Malk Crowned with Virgin-Garlands, whofe loofe 
Garments wave with the flowing Wind, and provoke the Amorous 
Spark to lift himfelf a Volunteer under thofe Banners; whofe Maiden 
Faces bear the frefli Colour of the blooming Rofes on the Lilly 
White of their natural Complexion, being wonderfully taking both 
in their Shape and Meen ; Chearful and Free in their Difcourfe, but 
with an awful Comelinefs ; Facetkms and Pleafant^ but with an un« 
fpotted Innocence ; enough to make Cato fhake oflT his Severity 
and reconcile hrmlSfff to Good Natttre : Such Daphnes as thefe 
( worthy the great AfSlh'^ alas \ thb Curled Soil knows not the 
Blefling of, nor dare the^ hruft them out of Doors ; for their fiery 
Spirits ( like Water caft on Sea-Coal ) by the Society of fuch 
Nymphs ^ would render their Heat morte intenfe by intermperate 
Jealoufies. ^ . 

After the Armenians had treated m^ the French Arti&ns thought 
themfelves concerned to do the like ; that they might not be 
thought to live here in^latery, Uit ih a Condition to Entertain, not 
only their Friends, but to ecjual the higheft Fl^^s the Armenians 
could pretend to ; and for the Honotir of their King and Nation^ 
we were called on St. Lewis his Day, which they Sokmnized with 
frelh Devices of Fireworks, Ilhtniinations, Interiudc$, and Farces;

are called Hedge* hogs, the one with a Snout like an Hog's, and the 
other a Nofe like a Dog\ both which are befet with fliarp Thorns 
or Prickled on their Backs ; and when they fear any harm towards 
them, gather themfelves into a round Fuz ball. 

In fome few places where the Water was purpofely pent in, we WaterwFowl 
faw fome Flocks of Water Fowl, which the Perfians are skilled, by 
their long Cafe-hardenM Guns, to Ihoot flying. 

The bed Hawks of Mufcovia are purchafeid here at great Rates, 
nor undefer vedly , for they will drike down thofe Colum that are as - 
big as Wild Turkies, and vifit India in the Cold Seafon, elevea or a 
dozen one after another, as they fly in Trains like Wild Geele, and 
come down with the lad themfelves : Some of thefe we faw tried, 
which was pleafant Sport : They have fome Hawks of their jown, 
but they are of a G)wardly Breed to thefe, they teaching the Crows 
of the Country to be too hard for them ; whereby it is familiar to ' 

mve an Hundred Thomands for a right Mufcovia Hawk ; of which 
they are fo great Lovers, that they feldom appear abroad without 
•ne of them on their Hand.

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Letter V. Some of them in their Swoops are fo couragious, as to feize the 
v-TY^ Heads of Deer or Antelopes, and fcating themfelves with their Ta- 
lons between their Horns, pick out their Eyes, or doze them with 
their Beaks, or ftupify them with their Strokes; fo that no Hunting 
in the World is like it, to fee them foaring in a wide Plain where 
Herds of thefe are, ( efpecially if there be thefe Water^pits for the 
Courfes under Ground ), at once to obferve them guarding their 
Fronts , fcampering with their Heads to the Earth , to avoid the 
tow'ring Enemy aloft ; fometimes unawares to fall Captives into 
thefe Wells , not fufpefting the Danger udder foot, fo much as 
avoiding that which threatens them over head , whereby they run 
into Thickets, or againft Shrubs and Stumps of Trees^ tumbling 
and leaping unadvifedly, fo that Greyhounds being fet upon them, 
eafily overtake them. 
Greyhounds. Not by this Stratagem to derogate from their Greyhounds, which 

are as good as moft of that kind, well-(hap'd and fwift, but ihagged 
with long Hair, yet lor all that are keptcloathed as their Horfes in 
Winter, and all the Year befides rubbed^ drefled, and covered with 
lighter Cloaths : The other Dogs are but Curs ; they are Strangers 
to our Bloodhounds ; but have many Englijb Ma^ifis in good Repute, 
which breed , and are very ferviceable to keep their Houfes, ftri- 
king Terror into the AHailants more than a Guard of Watchmen. 
No Woods or Here are no Parks , Forefts, or Chaces for Sport, nor Meres or 
g;jf;„ /^"' Decoys for Game, nor indeed Medows yielding Hay for their Car- 
tel, their Fodder being chopped Straw, and Barley their Provender 
all over the Empire ; nor are here any Woods more than inclofed in 
Gardens, which is unfit for Building or Firing ; yet of the tall Ma- 
ple or Sycamore they have flit Boards for their Chefts for Wine and 
Fruit ; neither is there any Turf or Coal 9 fo that Firing is more 
worth than Food , being forced to fend Camels to fetch it many 
a days Journy hence, as has been faid at our firft coming hither. 

In our Return we obferved feveral Tombs of the Ancient Gahrs^ 
after the fame manner as the Parfies in India ^ and at top of the 
Mountains fuch Monuments as are on the fides of the Plain of Ptr^^ 
fepolis^ and one more eminent, in Honour of their great Champion, 
Ruflam ; but who this Ruftam was, both their Annals and Tradition 
give an unfatisfadiory Account. 
An Eclypfe On the 19^^ of Attguft an Eclypfe of the Sun made us take notice 
of the Son. ^f jjjg Alteration of the Weather, which was ftormy and tempeftu- 

. ous; as well as the lamentable plight all the Mahometans were in, 
they fuppofing that Orb to be in Labour, and therefore by Pray- 
ers and Incantations concerned at its Delivery, all the time beating 
Pots of Brafs , making a Noife as dreadful as the Day of Doom : 
The Eclypfe being over, the Weather cleared up again, as alfo the 
Madnefs of the People was allay 'd. 
The Suburbs. All September the Mornings and Evenings were iharp , and the 

NortihWefi Winds began to bring the Winter'sCold, though the Day- 
time was Hot and Serene ; wherein we made another Excurfion 
through the Suburbs on the farther fide of the Court, to Jeifa, 
through new Buzzars, finer and better Arch'd than thofe in the Gty, 
terminating in the Squares of divers Noblemen, who l^ad reared 

them 
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them at their own Charge and Advantage ; whereby they were Chap. Vff. 
more Coftly and Neat, broad enough for two Coaches to pafs ^^-^^>^^\^ 
abreafti though this City is unacquainted with thofe Carriages ; nor 
indeed would they be convenient, by reafon of the Narrow Streets 
within, and Mountains without. 

Thefe brought us a long way to the Ri ver^'fide, adorned with A Ttiiid 
Dwellings of their Great Men, over which^ to the Cbriftian Town; ^^^^^^ 
lay another Bridge , inferior neither for Length, or Elegancy of . 
Stru(9:ure, to either of the former two, but much later built At 
the Foot of it is a large Coppice of Willows, reaching a great way ' 

by the Water-fidfe ; here the felfaliites met us with their ufual Noife 
of loud Mufick, and led us xlirei^ly up to a Mountain , where the 
Emperors have digged a Grotto overlooking all the City, at their 
Retirements hither fhading thetti from the Sun^s Violence : This is 
fabled to be alfo Solomon's Throne, as we remarked before in Duccan ; 
others pretend it was prpjedted by Darius^ but for what end, unlefs 
for a Profpe(3: of this large place hid in a Wood, I cannot' guefs. 

Hence in two days we compailed the two Cities of Ifpahaun and We wm two 
Jelfdy taking more Ground by far than London and Southmark with ^*y! cncom- 
their Suburbs, but then the moft^ part is filled with Gardens ; how- ^^^.^^^^ 
ever I believe them not to be fo populous : Yet the Frenchmen here 
avouch, That more Melons, Cucu)nberS) and other Horary Fruits 
are confumed in this Place in a Month, than in /rn/y, France^ and 
Spain^ in half a Year, eftimating by Balance of Six thoufand Als or 
Mules Loads of them expended every day : For though they have 
good Butchers Meat and Poultry, their chiefeft Diet is on Fruit ; and 
if fuch vaft Quantities be brought out of. the Country daily, befides 
what may be^planted within their own Walls, it may be concluded 
fome Tboufands of Inhabitants contribute to the devouring of them ; 
though it mud not be credited what isfpoken hyperbolical^ by thefe 
Citizens, That it is the biggeft City in the World, and therefore by 
way of Excellency called, The World, 

It is not fenced by Walls, nor has it more than one ftrong Towet 
with Mud Walls, fitter for Butts for Bows and Arrows, than to re- 
pulfe a Cannon-Bullet ; only ferviceble at prefent to be the Exche- 
quer of the Emperor, where are laid up great Treafures, the prefent 
Sophi being an intolerable Hoarder, beneath the Majefty of fo migh- 
ty a Prince, repining even at mean Expences. 

But leaving him to his Covetous Humour , it remains only to changes of 
take notice of the Seafon at the end of this Month, inafmuch as thb Weathtt. 
Bodies undergo herein the Autumnal Changes, which afflicts them 
with Pleu rifles, Catarrhs, Hoarfenefs, Cohfumptions, Coughs, Ma- 
lignant, Putrid, Intermitting, as alfo continued Fevers, under this 
Fifth Climate : To which the Aphorifm of the Medical Divine has 
regard, when it fays , *E^AiT€iv h ^S 19 ^e^ ^ «e^F ; Difpcere 
eporttt regionem^ tempus^ &c. The Regions and Scafons of the Year 
ought to be enquired into ; for the Alterations and Deviations from 
the ufual Seafons are chiefly productive of Difeafes ; for from Hot 
and Dry, the Air now pafles into Cold and Dry , and at laft into 
Moid ; for which reafon the Teffians begin now to put on their 
Furrs \ and the Sky, which hitherto had been clear ( except a little 
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at the Change of the Moons), near the middle of OHoberj wears a 
frowning Cduntenance, and at the end of Novetniet fends fome 
Showers, according to the Wiih of f^irgiPs Husbandman , to fatten 
the Earth.

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all Cat off; not without feme reafonable Refledioos that the Dutch Cbap.Yni* 
were AccefTaries , being but falfe Neighbours to them at Batavia^ 
having a jealoufy of the Englijh Trading for Pepper in thofe Parts, 
and for that caufe have promoted Animodties betwixt Father and 
Son ; taking this opportunity to fend Forces to the Son's Affiftancei 
but in reality to fecure^M/^infor themfelves, while they have for- 
ced the Old King up 4ihe Country, to exped: his Majefly of Great j 
Britain s Strength in vain, by Embaflador's fent thither to Reinftate 
him. Thus watchful and vigorous are the Hollanders to get all the 
Spice Trade of Eafi* India into their own Hands, that they may folely 
enjoy it without any Competitors. 



CHAP. VIIL 

Brings us in the mid/i of Winter from Spahaun to Gombroon ; 
Ibe Caun'j Tranks there: The Bat Baths at Genoe; 
The Equinox and Sea/ons attending are fomewhat parallel 
betwixt this Coaji and the Indian : A New Agent arrilKs. 






TH E Agent of Perjfa having left Gmhroon to go to fill up 
the Chair at Surat^ the Second at Spahaun was obliged to re- 
pair thither to take care of the Company's Concerns there ; with 
whom, I being now Recovered, on the lo^^ of 'January^ with a 
French Chirurgeon in our Company, in the depth of Winter we fet 
forth for the Ter^an Gulf. 

We returned the fame way. Travelling only in the Day time till Vaiicys filled 
we came to Efduchos^ where becaufe the Snow had Ihut up the ^*^ ^^^^ 
Valleys, we were forced to leave it on the right, and go about by 
the high Road, not frequented in Summer time fo much by light 
Horfemen, as now, there being no PaHage the other way ; wherefore 
our Entertainment this Journy is lefs Hofpitable, and the Caravan 
generally more rude, it being the ufual Trad for Camels and their 
Drivers ( they mod an end providing only for themfelves ) and better 
Guefts being feldom or never expeded ; fo that in all probability we 
might exped to encounter Hardfhips ; but the Silver Bait procu* 
red all things that Man could furnifh us with ; and we met with no 
other Difficulties than what the Weather created us. 

Againft which we guarded our felves by good warm Furs, which We defend 
are fome of Sables, Fox-Furs, or Sheeps- Wool artificially Crifped, and oar feives 
others for Servants of Sheep Skins undrefTed, and their Coats lined ^** ^""^ 
therewith, the iha^y Fleece remaining untouched ; and over all, 
to prevent the iharp Winds deglubating us, we Houfed our felves 
Cap-a-pee under Felts, or Taupengees^ kneaded into Coats with 
Sleeves, with a Scapular to pull over our Heads and Face ; a well 
fixed Nofe being hardly Proof againft fuch cutting Cold. Whether 
thefe Coats we wore againft this Seafon, might not be fuch as our

Here a large Camel, raging with Luft for the Female, 

as his Keeper was Feeding him, with Paft of Barly Meal made into 

Balls, he got his whole Arm into hb Mouth, and had not there 

been prefent a great many ready for his Relief, he had been de- 

ftroyed by him : This Fury lafts Forty Days, when they Foam at 

the Mouth, and are very Unruly, at other times nothing being more 

Governable. 

obetUh, a From hence to Ohedah are Six Pbarfangs ; it is a large Village 

Town of abounding with Vineyards, which reach as far as Zermaw^ Four 

incyar i. pbarfangs farther ; hitherto we Travelled Carpet-way , all the 

Ground being covered with Snow, and mod an end the Sun obfcured, 

and fometimes the Clouds falling in fleecy White Rain, as the poor 

Indians exprefs it, who were almoft ftarved to Death by the excef- 

five Cold, and ilormy Blafts from the Mountains. 

cmscargmzrA At Conacaraw ^ Bight Pbarfangs more, it began to clear up 

Dthid. ( though we feemed to carry the Winter with us, there having been 

little afore our Arrival ) ; and at Debid^ Six Pbarfangs more, we 
left the Plains on the Hills all along Planted with Vines, to afcend 
the piled F^ryFc^, now covered with Snow, horribly bleak, and pe- 
riloufly cold with frofty Winds, that either Pole might poffibly be 
more tolerable, they being fenced with Thicker Air , this being fo 
fharp that it pafled our skill to keep our Skins whole ; for if the Sun 
did favour one fide, the other fide was fhaved with cruel Blafts ; 
nor did that fare better which was expofed to the fcorching Beams ; 
that had we not been provided with the Pomatum mentioned before 
( the Butter of the greater cool Seeds } we had been in a fore con» 
dition ; but Anointing our Hands and Face going to Bed, the next 
Morning healed them. 
cmantrgu and At Conacurgu we found a Bridge necefiary to pa& upon the diflbl* 
MMjbM$. ving of the Snow from the Ridges of the Hills, and tracing the 

Mountains , we came in Eight Pbarfangs to Mujhat; notable for the 
Sepulchre of one of their Twelve Apofiles to their falfe Prophet 5 
here we were glad to take up in a Farmer's Houfe, in an Apartment 
whereof having caufed a Fire to be kindled, where I was to lie, my 
Servant, after I was in Bed and afleep, hulking about the Fire, fell 
with his Felt Coat, being Drowfy, upon the Embers j which Burn- 
ing made fuch a fmother, that I was almoft ftifled in the clofe 
Room before I could find the Way out ; yet he lay .Snoaring and 
unconcerned, when I could not get rid of the ftench in my Throat 
fome E)ays after. 

The D^y following, we. by Two Bridges crofled Two Rivers more, 
or it may be the fame that run to Bindamire ; and in a rainy wet 
Day took up our Lodgings at Zevan^ but Five Pbarfangs^ and tht 
next Day faw Perfepolis again ; entring the Plain by Two Pillars, 
upon whofe Corniih was delineated double-headed Horfes as far as 
the Chefi ; leaving thofe Ruins Qjiintus Curtm fo much Celebrated,

defpoiled of their Richesi we went through MeergofcoM^ at the back- Chap.VIIL 
fide whereof the Plain was covered all along with Wild-Fowl, which ^-^^>0^ 
were fo Tame they would almoil permit us to knock them on. the 
head with our Sticks, not offering to (tir till we came on them, they 
being not ufed to be difturbed. 

At Night we reached Zergafp^ through flippery and flabby Way, 
and the Day after we brought with us the firftSnow to Siras. ;. 

Here we reded Five Days, having loft Two Mules and One Pack* T^ CoU 
horfe out of Seven and twenty, and One Houlhold- Servant put of SSSr JSi. 
Ten that attencjed us ^ another we lefc behind at Moxuteheggy^ who ^m Semms 
was our Cook; and teid it not been for the French Chirurgeon, we ^^• 
had been put to our ihifts, he both ihooting and drefling moft of our 
Viduals after the moft exquifite French Way of Cookery : Nor muft 
any of us at this time take State upon him ; for our Servants, not 
ufed to fuch Weather, became rather an Impediment than Help to 
us ; liftleis, and loth to ftir, but always crowding in among lis^ 
cringing, and never at eafe but whea about the Fire ; not to be rowz'd 
on any occafion; rather looking for Service from us; by whole 
Slothfulnels we became as lowfy as Beggars, their huge Shags har* 
bouring fuch Vermin, and they by no means being to be drove out 
out of our Company , but laid themfelves a-oights on the ^e 
Floor with us. In this fliort fpace the Sun began to recover Strength, 
diflblving the Snow as faft as it fell. , 

Having ihifted our Lowzy Companions, they began to brisk up 
by degrees, as they felt the Warmth to increafe upon them : Here 
our Interpreter/ a 6^(?rgi4i».Soldier, and a Carmelite Friar, joined us ; 
( the French Chirurgeon being bound for Bunder Reek , left us ) : 
And the 29^^ of January^ (haking off the hofpitable Impertinencies 
of fuch as followed us out of the City» we gained that Night Bolia- 
Hodge i and the next Day travelled Fafting, for the Execrable Death 
of the Martyr Charles the Firft ; which lomething difcountenanced 
the Carmelite^ feeing a Table fpread, as Cuftomary, at Noon, and 
not an Englifbrnan to eat a Bit, or drink a Drop; but being informed 
of the Reafon, he was more amazed, faying, He wondered at our 
StriAnefs, fince on their Fafting-days they were allowed a Buccado 
of Sweetmeats and a Glais of Wine before Noon , and at Noon a 
fmall Repaft, and fo likewife in the Afternoon, but at Night a good 
plentiful Supper : With the latter part we.promifed we would agree 
with him, but for the other we thought there was no great Refirainc 
put upon Nature. 

On the laft Day of the Month we found Caifary a pleafant Village, 
bearing the firft Fruitful Palm this Way, where the Myrtle and the 
Orange-Tree is always Green , yielding Flowers in Bloflbms, Ripe 
and Green Fruit all at one and the &me time : Here fprings up the 
Bell- Flower, Violet, and Primrofe j fo that we may now fing with 
Horace i

Which Counfel we took, not out of an Epicurean Fancy» to live 
merrily, becaufe of the common Neceffity of Deaths as in this Ode 
he eriiorteth Sextius; but to compenfate for our pad Labours, and 
enable us the bettbr to undergo this troublefome Jouray : Here we 
indulged in a never*dying Green Orchard, mi^ng the Fltfvour of 
t^e Oranges, which are as gockl as grow , with our new Sitas Wine^ 
exhilalrating our fcWti with the true Reliih, and Natural Sweets of 
this delightful Rural Seat 

But the Checque^wor&r of this World prepared other Bufinefi fhr 
the fucceeding Day, bringing us over high Rocks, made plain by 
Coflf and Pains : Her« on the Tops of Mountains weonlyfaw the 
Snow ; however^ the Winds blowing off thence, made us feel our 
quaking Joints ftruck through with horrid Numbnefs ; by which 
miabs nothing more frequently happened, than one quarter of an 
hour to be feized with ihivering Blafts ; and when they were over, 
the Sun by its powerful Heat another QjiaTter to fcorch our Skin, 
expofed to hisr Rays ; by which (tadden Alterations , not only our 
Hands and Faces' w^re vexed, but our whole Bodies {uffcttd Lan- 
guiihment; as Ovid before us had tried in his E»ie.

fprouting between Eonaru and Khadar ^ SanHanicum ^ Wormwood, 
Maudlin, IVinfy, SoWthlftles, Whitd Horehound, or rather Mermo- 
dadyi; bearing fUch a Flower ii Saffi-on , on which the breeding 
Bezoai^Goats do feed ; the Lilly of the Valley, as alfo, whidh is 
rar6. Graft, or rather a* kind of Grafs like our Mbfs, or fucfi as we 
(fee grow among Pavements aftfef a ShbWdr of Rain with os : This 
was admired by our interpreter, as if no Place in the Wdtld ex- 
celled this ; which muft be imputed to the home-bred Temper oH 
thofe Perfians who never ffirabroadi or the nefcio qui duUedint cun^ 
^0Sj which adopts a Fondnfeft of tlieir own : In which I pronounce 
thefe People happy ; for they have fmall regard either to F<»reigners 
or their Countries, in refpedt of their Native Soil or Abilities, con-

From whence the Air <!bily thickert'(l in the Atmof^hefe, antTtfte Hie Air 
Sweat -began to pour thritMigh our l^dres, which in a niore ffabtle >^^ '* 
Air we could dot perfpir^, though Urine flowed there Mbri^ pleifti*: 
fnlty ; for a Thin Air gathers and contrads the Pores, forbidding <hd 
Efflux of Heat or Spirits, conftratrtit^ the Mattef which othei'wilb 
would gedtty breathe forth , precipitiitiDg the Sietuin through the 
Urinary Comluits, and itparating it from the Blood, either by Colla- 
tion in the Reins, or by virtiHe d( fome piartieuhr Ferment, ticcdtd- 
ing to the Dodrine of the Le&rned fViOh.

Whilft thefe things were tranfading. Two Stout Ships from Bai^\ 
tawa^ well appointed with Men and Arms, x:Mmt hdoteGomiroon^ 
when the Caun began to comply i and our Two ShipS; fent to fetcb^ 
the Prefident, fneak'd au'ay, doing nothing. Upon our Arrival at 
Port the FUmifh Ships were braving it in the Road, and the Caun^ 
to hinder our protefling againft his Proceedings, was very humble, 
and fent to let us underiland he would upon the Englijb Account 
fubmit to any thing : Wherefore to avoid being deluded by bb pre- 
tended Friendfliip, which we were not ftrong enough to affront j aind 
fearing we fhould have been ufed as Properties to an Arbitrament^ 
we feigned Excufes to leave the Town for Jjfeen. 

There was not in this Conteft a BmyM left in Town, they ihifting 
for themfelves as foon as they forefaw the Storm a coming, removing 
all to C9Hgo^ under the Caun of Lb^r^ for Refuge, when they faw the 
Death of the Laws, when no SanAuary coula be had, nor no Pro- 
mifes nor Oaths were obligatory. Religion made a Stale, and their 
Houfes likely to be made a Prey : Being invited to return, and asked 
a reafon for their Defertion, they gave the Tyrant the fame Anfwer 
the Fox did (he Lion.

for them ; which once had like to have forfeited his Head as well as 
Place. 

The Story is this : Having cruelly butchered one of thefe Hea- 
thens to poftefs himfelf of his Wealth, by ripping up his Belly, info- 
much that his Entrails iflued forth with his Blood, he was fo brutifh 
and hard-hearted as to fport at the Nfifery of this helplefe Wretch^ 
fallen into the bloody Hands of this Mercileis Hellhound : His Friends 
not being able to deliver him by Force, made ufeof a direder way 
to Revenge, and engaged by their Money the great Favourites at 
Court ; thinking no other means fo proper to reftore to them the 
Lofs of their A&ffinated Relation, as by procuring the Overthrow 
of the Caun : Which while they were endeavouring, and had caft 
him under a Cloud, yet they failed in that Power, whereby he was 
able to fight againft them with their own Weapons, he ^ueezii^ 
them here, while the Great Men drained them like Crartiers, let- 
ting their Suit fall in the Mid- way ; fo that while they flagged in 
their Bribes, he recovered on their Ruin: The Kii^ being only in- 
formed

formed of fome Mifdemeanor , but never inftru(9:ed with Truth Chap^VTII 
enough to ordain a total Deprivation, or a Punilhment equal to the v-^^*v^Xj* 
Uacknefs of the Crime : On which fcore it is the Banyans at this 
time (hun his Dominions, as a Pilot would Charihdis^ or any Rock 
he is certain to fplit on. 

We being at Ajfeen^ the bufy Birds in Rearing and Contriving Going to 
their Nefts and Tenements, became Emblems of Self-prefervation ; '^^''*' 
nor were we lefs taken with produdive Nature, that lets not the 
moft unfit Soil want her influence as far as it is capable to bring 
forth, ihe not being Idle, even in this place ; which as it delighted 
bur Minds, this being the moderated Seafon, fo we had fome pleafure 
Itfibrded for the exercife of our Bodies, as Hunting the Wild Boar, 
which fatten themfelves chiefly on Dates, and are therefore worth 
the Toil and Danger of Aflailing; and for to fecure the Flocks, it 
is no lefs meritorious to Chafe the Wolf, for which, not only Bows 
and Arrows, Sword and Gun, but Spears , Pikes , and Dogs are 
called in to gain the Conqueft ; thefe are Martial Exploits ; the 
Timerous Hare and Antilope require not all thefe Weapons, but only 
giving them the Law of the Field. 

At Geme are wholfome Hot Baths, whofe Fame made us pierce We VJfit the 
Twenty Mile nigher the high Mountains than Affeen^ yet feeming to ^j^,^** *' 
overihadow Gomhroon ; thefe Baths arife between the Promontories 
facing India^ half a Mile out of the great Road to Carmania^ out of 
feveral places in a deep Bottom rather than a Valley, and where they 
have their fource alfo : As they Aide along they Line the Earth with a 
Moily Slime tindured with a yellow Sulphureous Green s under 
which are Stones of live Brimftone exhaling a Nitrous Scent , 
(linking like that Water the Mariners call Bilge Water j their Tafte 
was a Brackiih Sweet, not Nitrous ; to the fight they are Clear and 
Perfpicuous, of a Citrine Colour ( or like Lie well Boiled ) from 
their Tranfparency, by the refledling of the flimy Matter at the Bot- 
tom ; for otherwife taken up in a Vefiel not fubjed: to be tainted 
by them, they are Diaphanous ; Extraded by Fire there remains a 
Salt, both Vomiting and Purging, more violent than Vitriol or 
Antinomy. 

For as Galen Teaches, LiL Uat.fac. %do. Salt things Elaborated 
by immoderate Heat, are troublefome to the Stomach : They are 
not fo hot as Boiling Water, but rather by the mildneG of their 
Heat they caufe Tranfpiration, that if you pleafe to flay longer in 
them, Sweat may be raifcd to the higheft degree : The moft ufual 
fpace of tarrying in them, is from Half an Hour to an Hour, and 
then betaking themfelves to a Warm Bed, lie an Hour or Two longer 
well covered, or as the Spirits ferve, which is repeated. Three, Se- 
ven, or Nine times ; as if Gfod delighted in an Odd Number, as 
may be obferved in the Pool of Bethefaa^ or of Uaamarfs Wafhing in 
Jordan. 

They are held good againft all humoral Chronical Diftempers, ThetrVtrtnei. 
and Rehiedy inveterate Ulcers, Cleanfe and Heal Old Sores, Eafe 
Aches and Pains of the Limbs, Joints, and Membranes, for which 
they are much frequented : In places where they bubble up they caft 
a Spume of many Colours ; which thofe troubled with Scabs, or 

Leprofy, 
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Letter V. Leprofy, take up as it fpues cmt, and Anoint the part afieded ; 

u^V^ which* they fay, works Miracles. 

If Silver be caft into it, or receive the Vapours, it looks like Cop- 
per; which Fumes Morning and Evening afcend like the Steam 
from a Pot of Water feething over the Fire ; the chief Spring feems 
to flow out of an hollow Rock in the Euth ; which whether it be 
worn fo of its felf I know not, but that little Art is required to make 
itfo, I am certain, for it is almoft as deep as a Man's height, capable 
of receiving Six or Seven at a time ; but the Sides are jagged and 
rough pieces of broken Rock, that it is always cautioned to have a 
care of breaking their Shins : From this Hole, or Well, a Square 
Ciftern or Stone receives the Water, where thofe that are moft In- 
firm are laid to Bathe ; from hence it takes its rapid and pellucid 
Courfe diredly through Two eminent Catara&s (unlels fome 
Whirl-pits playing on either fide, fwallow it on one fide as faft as it 
rifes on the foot of the adverfe Mountain) into a Plain enriched 
with its pregnant Salt, and after a fmall Current it is diftra&ed into 
feveral Rivulets by the Husbandman , lofing both its Saltneis and 
fwift Stream. 

On its Banks grow Palm-Trees, not fo long liv'd as elfewhere, if 
by the decayed Trunks any guefs may be made; Hounds-Tongue, 
Bulrufhes, and Flags, rejoyce on the fides> and little Fi(hes live in 
them. 

TwoHofpi. Nokada Biram^ the Dutch Broker, and Tockerfey^ our Banyan^ 

^I'Buiicac have Built to thefe natural Baths, each anhandfome Hofpital: That 

Two B^m. ^^ '^^ fi^^ ^ ^^ ^P^" ^"^« ^^^^^ Square, Capped with^ Four round 

Tubilated Cupilo's about an huge one in the middle, with Two Rows 
of Pillars to fupport it The later has made his more clofe, upheld 
by Nine Pillars on the fides, and Four in the middle, with a fiately 
Portuco at the Entrance, and a clofe Cell behind, commodious to 
Sweat in, befides a Stone Repofitory for Rain Water ; they being 
both neat and durable Works. 

Here prefents a large fcope of Difcourfe, which we will only 
touch upon, improving that little leifure afforded us before our Re- 
turn, concerning thefe Natural Baths, and thofe Artificial ones every 
where in ufe among the Eaftern People : As for the firft Principles of 
things, though among the gliflering Contentions of Philofophers 
there be many Opinions, yet we fhall at prefent infill on the Four- 
fold one of the Peripateticks^ nor can we from hence apprehend 
any of them Pure and Elementary, but as the Searchers into Natures 
Secrets have delivered it defined unto us. 
All Waters Water therefore is a Cold and Moift Body, in which principally 
grtafeof the Fifhes and other living Creatures Swim and have their Being and 
the^Earth" receive Nouriihment: By how much Clearer and more Lympidit 
they pafi is, by fo much it is the more agreeable to all Bodies. From whence 
through. jjjg Approbation of Hyppocrates^ Aph. 14. Uh. ^. the lighted Waters 

are fooneft Hot, and as foon Cold ; whence he concludes them the 
Cleareft, and confequently the befi ; but fince all Waters ( except 
Rain- Water, whichalfo is thence exhaled) are inclofed, or at leaft 
circumfcribed by the Earth, they are fubjedl to a perpetual agitation 
of Particles, in greater or lefler qaantities, or in different places, 
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as they (low through the feveral Caverns or Cavities, fochey partake Chap.VllI 
of feveral cooditions'in their paflage ; whidi diftinguiflies them, t^S/'Xu 
as Sea- Water ^ River- Water , Rain- Water, Spring- Water , Wel^ 
Water, Salt, Bitter, Vinous, or Warm Waters, deriving theit 
Name ^ 'f ^ffJuifK^ conftantly ariiing Hot out of the Ground from 
the nearnefs ot fome Hot Minerals; and for this reafon it is almoft 
all of them have an Hot and Dry quality, whereby they help 
Moid and Cold Tempers moft of all ; which Faculty Platerus at- 
tributes to the nature of Lime; which leans on the Sentence of 
Arifiotle^ who in his Second Part^ Chap. x. fays, there is left in Lime 
a kind of Mother, ""ZfJUTri^fj^^y Adufld fen onmia bahent dliquiJ cali- 
ditatiSy at calXj cinis^ (Sc. Almoft all Burnt things have reniaining in 
them fomething of Heat B^t to let that pais as dot being n)uch to the 
purpofe : All Waters, in genei;al, participate of the Mixture and 
Nature of thofe Places through which they take their Current , 
though all do not alike (Irike the Senfes^ becaufe fome have a lefler 
Tin&ure than others; and Heterogeneous Particles confounded, or 
confufed, in a larger Vehicle, are not fo eafily perceived by the « 

Tongue ; which proves no more than this. That whatever Water 
has a fingular propriety from the common Water, muft come under 
the denomination of Mineral Water. 

Which, ^xxht^arenius^ we draw from a threefold Fountain, i>iz. Mineral Wa* 
from Corporeal, Spiritual, and a Mixture of either; thofe which !!Shcd*fomi 
run through Subterranean Meanders, in v^hich the Metalline Earths Common. 
are not over denfe, they carry with them the Grains of thofe Mi- . : 
nerals, and therewith beget the firft Corporeal Waters. 
* If the Ores are (efs denfe, as Vitriol^ Sulphur, and Sate^ which 
di(2bl ve of themfelves in Water, thefe create the fecond Clafe df Cor*^ 
poreals^ or Mixed. 

And thofe in their paffige \)rhich are impregnated with the Fumes 
of thefe Minerals^ are, as it were, redified Spiritual Waters, and 
make the moft refined Order of them iall . 

Out of thefe Thr^ proceed Mineral Waters, which are either 
Golden, Silver, Tin, Lead, or Iron, Waters; Waters of^tbmmon 
Sak^ Aluminous, Vitriolated, Bituminous,' Sulphurious, or Anti*' 
monial : Waters of feveral Earths , Stonei^^^ ' Lime^ Chalk , and 
Ochre, Cinnabar, Marble, Alabafter, abd laft of adl, Mercurial 
Waters. 

The diilcrehccsare to be referred to the individual Species of every Their aafer* 
Water, as far as relates to their Eflence ; but becaufe to inferior «ncei. 
Capacities fuch do not fo readily occur, theyafe made mpre familiar 
by Sower, Bitter, and the like : The Explan^tidh whereof,' both as 
to their Caufes and Generation, is the Bufinefs' id band/ ' 

Sea* Waters, .Salt or Bitter ( Bitlernefe being only an ^i^alted dc^ 
gree of Saltneis^) come rather from the Pbres through Which they 
are drained, than from thegrofler Particles remaining after the heat 
of the Sun has Boiled ofF the Flegmy parts i Rain* Waters testrai^ed 
by Rarefadioh, are again Condhmfed, ai^H become S\JS^4€!t i^ their 
fjfcUiog: Rivera Waters vary icabriai^ t<^ 1^^^ aifltd Tafte 

from the Quaiities^of thofe Conduits thrtm^h which ttey take their 
Courfe , as do Spring- Waters^ which have a double Origination | 
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Xftcer y. eUber frooi th^ Deep, or from Above j the one from the Ocean, the; 

other fooin Snow or Raio ; for by an obfcure ConveywacCf the Wa- 
ter cS theS<at({ues throi^ the Bowels of the Earth, leaving both 
Salt and fAtX«r Tafte behii^d, and forces it felf in nature of a Sj^pbtm 
up to the higheft Gifts, as is demonftrated by thofe Hydraulick En- 
gines coQUPonly known among us, fuppofing at the fame time the, 
Sea to eqoal the Tailed Peak the Land can brag of. 

Sower Wateirs have for their Progenitors Vitriol and Alum , ( not 
the Smoke of Sulphur ) either of which are imbued with Acidity o^ 
Acerbity , . whereas Sulphur tnyxys neither ; which is found true , 
however the Chymical Spirit of Sulf^ur disown off, as alfo of Salt, 
become fo (harp. But to obviate that. If Sowernefs muft bebeboJdea 
to the Sulphurious Vapours, how conies it to paft that aH Hot Baths 
have not that very Talle ? Which both fu^cient Authority and £x« 
perienoe prove to have their Entity from theie Two Canfea; 

{. By the Admixture of Sulphurious ElSlovittms, while the Water 
creeps through thefe Mines, for to br«ik out of the Fountains from 
which they are ftrained. 

a. From Fumes, Vapours, oir Escfaalatioos , within the Earth, 
where th» Brimftone is Pure or Impure^ as from Pit*Coal^ Am* 
ber, &c. 

But thefe Wateis of CetnCt as hr as I could gather by Spagyrical 
Solutions, have to their Sulphur an Addition both of Antimony and 
^itre, whence arifo their iweet Salt, and fore-recited Operations. 

Befides thefe Baths, which are rare, there are more commonly 
^fllneos to be hired at eafy Rates ; of which I fliall fay no more than 
of the Benefits received by them (not to nott the lojnndion of their 
Law ) ; whcp Bodies are parched by intolerable Heat, and the Daft 
galls and frets the Skin by Travel, then are they, not onlyclean&d, 
but highly refrefhed by bathing to fweet Water 1 fo that they are 
conveniept both in Dry and Moid Airs ; for in I>y, without thele 
they could no more breathe,than tYnokArifittle teftifies of,could with* 
out Ba^.pf Water 00 the Top of Oijfmpm 1 and in Moift, tli^ are 
its necenary to wafli Dirt and Sand out of .the Pofe^of their Bodies. 

As for the Medical Intent, many OUtempers Cavdisd by Fnlne& of 
Humours, or ^1-bred Chyme, are expelled by this Esorcifm ; bus 
the Gradd ^^^tioft rdating to Viefoereal Difeafes, is baffled and 
defeated by a groundlels Fallacy.

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Sand, and eating of Dates, we may add the conftant feeding upon Chap.VI[L 
Fifli alfo, as an Enemy to the Eyes ; for by fach Food the Body is -"""V^^Nm 
filled with putrid Humours^whence proceed Malignant Fevers, Gout, 
Falling-ficknefs^ and an Iliad of Diftempers. The reafon to be ren^- 
dred for all this, may be, Becaufe the Strength of the Nerves con*- 
fifi in a Mediocrity of Heat ; for what comes neareft to Heat, agrees 
better with their Coollitution ; but what brings Moifiure is njioft pre* 
judicial, according to the Mind of the great Author of Phyfick, 
j4fb. 16. HI. $. Which notwithftanding, as every Nature is difpofed, 
fo it is afieded with this or that Difeafe : For the Fountain of all 
Maladies, with their feveral kinds , fpring either from the Irregu- 
larities of Air or of Diet, fince we are nouri(hed by both, and can 
no longer live tlutn while we breathe and fuck iff Air, than we can 
fubfift without Food : Such therefore is the Air is, fuch are the Spi- 
rits and Humours generated thereby ; fuch as the Humours, fuch 
are the folid Parts of the Body, and in generalthe whole Microcolm* 

By Repletion therefore of the Brain, the Optick Nejrves are debi^ 
litated and clouded by the Impurity of the Innate and Adventitious 
Air : The beginning of the Nerves being filled with Humidity, not 
only the forementioncd Sickne(Ies, but Ulcerous and Foul Sores, by 
the aptneis of the Air at this Jundure combining with other con* r 
curriog Accidents, make an open Way for their Procreatk>n. Hence 
the Maritime G>a{b» from the filthy Exhalations and nafty Vapours 
difiiifing tbemfelves, impreis a Dy fcrafy, or undue Mixture over the 
Mais of Blood : Towit; As if the Sulphurous Saline Particles fhould 
be exalted, a Ranknefs of Temperament follows j by which means '' 

the Spirits are deprels'd, and the Blood alter'd into a fickly corroding 
Habit, for want of libeital Evacuation through the Emun£tuaries, 
and fo are quite degenerated. As we fee, for initance, now daily, 
the Clouds bowrii^ about the bottom of the Mounuins, fo the Hu« 
mours profligated no other way, fettle in the extreme Parts, till they 
break out into ungovernable Ulcers, Scurvy, and the like. * 

To avoid therefore the Stench of the Port, as well as Commu- 
nication with the CoHH^ we often exchange Gomir$0n for Afften^ which 
DOW is perfumed with Jafmineof all forts. Roles, Violets, andPrim« 
rofes , with other fragrant Flowers ; here grow alfo the Black Hore- 
hound. Spurge^ Catminth or Nepe, Liverwort, the leiler Centaury^ 
HedgMuftard, Wintercrefs, Grunfel, Field-Poppy, Broom, Goofed 
foot, Arach, Cichory and Dili : The Barley growing here is now 
fit for the Scathe, being their firft Harveft. In this Place as we rode 
to take the Air througn Stony and Barren Places, we met a Channel 
of living Waters, brought from the Mountains ( whence it breaks 
forth) by an AquaduA , fometimcs over little Bridges, fome- 
times^ piercing the very Mountains, at the Coft of the Dutch Eaigyan 
( the firft of this Tribe of Men that delerves Praife for his^ Conteoipt 
of Money, lavilhed in many Places for the Publick Utility^, to the 
Dutch Garden, where it difembogues its felf into a great Stone Ci* 
ftern, for the ufe of the Farms on that fide of the Town. 

Allthefe Plains bear /v^/m Shrubs, fuch Milky ones as we have ^.^ p^^^ 
defcribed there ; but near the Head of the Channel^ in an HtiUow gfow hm. 
made by the falling of the Water in the Rains, grows Willow- wort ; 
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Letter V. tyfimaebi* crnifitft dlo ^mtqueftlm exfanfo e ruiefcettte calke frognstt 
w^^v^w fhret ; which difcovers a Participation or Communication of this fide 

of ferfitt mt\i hutut : But that which fitfther confirms it, is, that as 
in our Way home we made Ifahnd oor Road, a Fifimg-Town a 
fbgrfimg to the Btf^mtrd of GomtrHn^ on the Brink of the Gufph, 
we found two Temples after the Cuftom of the Idolatrous JtiJiaiis, 
where a Devote of thehrs had drawn a great Concourfe, at the Re* 
port of his Fading Nine Days; which being ended, the rich Bajty* 
ans made a I^aft and Prefented him with Gifts ; for which he rctarn- 
ed them arr Ear of Grain fpiked, in that time Sown- before their 
Mammon, or God, with a Silver Head, which they bore away as a 
thing %cred. 

Here are many Tombs of their Religious Men, who are wholly 
devoted to their Saperftitions ; and becaufe of the diverfity of in-' 
huming them, I (hall give you the manner as I received it ; A round 
Pit, in faflrion of a Well, being made, they place a done of Ortim 
Salt for him to ftand on, and another weighty one is put on his 
Head ; a Lamp being lighted, they lay Bread and a Jarr tx Water bf 
hilt), and give him a Staff in his Hand with fooie Deneir^s for his 
Joumy ; then they cover the Hole with Mokis, and build a Tarix^ 
nated Tomb, without any Hollow niore than for a burning Lamp. 

Thus as this part bears the fruits of their Superftition, fo the 
Earth brings forth the Weeds of then' kMatroas Worfttp ; the 
Arhdr de Rah by the Portugals ; by the Bsiiyatrs Kn^oKw, for the 
Reverence paid by them to it, the BanyaifTtct : Befides this, this 
Soil yields good Mango's, Water Melons, and Sweet Oaions, with 
that rank Poyibn Dutrjtt nigheft our Stlatnm Letbate. 

At our return from our Country Dd^bts to GtmirtMy we found 
it clear of the C<f«m, he beir^abfent, otherwife no Grift was like to 
come to the Shaw Bander ; for during his ftay no Bi/Hyatis could be 
mvited hither ; but no foo^ier was he gone, than they came to their 
Stalls, as Sheep do after the fear of the Wolf is over, to their 
wonted Pafttffe. 
The ptrtif*! About the beginning of AprilFihten Tall Ships, with Gallies of 
Fleet and our the Po/tagalf^ appeared in this Gulf to terrify the Jtrah ; and abonf 
new Agent ^j^g mj^yje ©f the fame Month, the feme Ship that carried oflf the 

Prdident, brought US a New Agent ; who being uckly^ was witting 
to leave the Port with all expedition, to be at Spahatm before the 
Heats ; which Journy commenced after an almoft total EcUpfe of 
the Moon, notified to us by the loud Mitfick and conftant Hubbub 
continued all the while.

CHAP. IX.

ITf ^ up in the Spring 0kh our Ne« J^etit to lipahaun : Tit^o 
Irifli Greyhounds feht for a Trefent to the Emperor : ffe leave 
the Agent there ^ and return in the FalL 

WE fet out the Ltftof Jpril^ and reached Lb^r the 8*^ of May, The bfty Re. 
which City Was vehemently warm ; through which Intern- J*^^ ®* *« 
peraoce^ whatever we «it , turned into Choler ; for the Air being cSl^of the 
Hot and Dry, in refpeA of that we left at G&mhroon, rendred the Sickiincfsof 
Bile thicker and (harper, whereby moft of us fell fickof Chokra fow"^ 
Aloriiis i and Three of cur Company were taken from their Horfes, 
not being zjplc to fit them, and carried on ImfiM Litters : Others 
in Kedgwaysj or Wooden^Houfes, one on each fide of a Camel, tied 
like Panniers; by which Conveyance we carried two Irijh Back- 
hounds for Prefents to the Emperor, a Dog and a Bitch, as large as 
ever I fiiw; but they being cramped by this Ccxitrivance, we were 
perfoaded to let them loofe , after we had conquered the Soultry 
Sandy Ways ; but then it was as irkfcihe to them to foot it over the 
Roclis and Stony Paths $ for diis, the Cofflpany had provided Shooes 
for them, which they. found more troublefome than is reported of 
the Jackanapes's caught by fuch Apiflinefs ; fo that at laft they were 
left to their liberty : Thefe are fuch Carriages as their Women tra- 
vel in, and thofe PaiZengers that wander the Dderts of 4raiia.

Several new Caravans on this Road have been lately overturned by 
Earthquakes, and all along they cry for Rain, both to fill their Wai- 
ter^fiores, and to bedew the Earth ; which is moft miferably parch- 
ed till we come to Bmaru ; in whcfe Plain, Whebt and Barley are 
newly mow'd ; but the Oy l-Seed for Lamps were ftanding. In the 
Thickets along the Brooks fides grew Bitter* Sweet, and among the 
Corn (iich Weeds as choak ours in EnglanJ. 

Ckawtali is become famous, not only for its new and (pacions Cara- a nouUe 
van, but for an Exploit lately committed on the Rhajars or Watch Robbeiy at 
by half a dozen Highwaymen , who had certain Intelligence of a ^*^'**- 
Prize of fome Merchants having a great Charge c^ Money : Where- 
fore they let upon the Rhadars as they vrttt on Duty in the Caravan 
Gate, and befa«!aded their Qiptain, and the Caravandar.^ or Warden 
of the Carfivam Siraw^ and aQkv^ktd the reft unawares, flaying Eight 
more outright, but promifed Mercy to the reft if they did not refift ; 
Four more were wounded in making their Efcape, ^nddied of their 
Wounds, before they could gain O^r^M. 

Thus having iecured their Prey, they carried it off in the fight of 
Four hundred Men, faint-hearted and tinierotts Companions, only 
one Armenian difcharging a'Gunj not one elie, either Merchants or 
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Cowardly Drovers ^ daring to make any Defence , but reiigaed 
theoifelves tamely to their Wills, while they rifled and took away 
above a Thoufand TbnMnJs^ which aiii^uncs-in our Coin to Four' 
thouiand Pound in Silver, and are hitherto undifcovered. 

I cannot but refied on this Faint* heartednels with foihe Afloniik- 
ment : Only when I confidcr the Merchant is Infured by the Sham^ 
htrnJer^ it abates fomething of the Wonder; for he muft reftore the 
whole Sum to the right Owner, it being his bufinels to find out fhe 
Thieves, and recover the Money. 

Hence we came to Ger$my and by. labottrtng in the Heat of the' 
Day to get over the Mountains, we were perlecuted with Diary Fe» 
vers : In this Munfel we found Avc$fs Mother of Tbkne, Mullen^ Ro^ 
man Wormwood with a Scarlet Fk>wer, divers forts of Thiftles, efpe- 
cially the Holy Thiftle, a Remedy for the now raging Difeafes ; as 
I am of Opinion, Nature has provided all Regions with Medicines 
peculiar for their Diftrefles* 

Colo^Htnta Apples grow like a fipali r6und Gourd on the Qrourid. 

Here in the Gardens were the firft true Beans and Peafe I &w fince 
I left Enfland. 

The old Caravan Scr Raw at M(M:ock Sugta \s deferted by the Car^ 
van Dar^ who has fliifted to a new one built by the fame Hand 1^ 
that lately at Cbawtalk^ and abandoned the declining one to Serpents^ 
Chameleons, and Tarantulaes ( which are not fo venomous as in the 
Straits ), Centipedes, and Scorpions , it lying an open Receptacle 
for all Wild Beads. 

The tJortb Winds about the middle of May raifed many a Whirl^ 
wind I and before we came to Caifar^ we found a fenfible Akeratioft 
from fcorching Heat to a fearching Cold ; by which Change, our 
Garments that before bung loofe about us, are gathered together to 
wrap us clofe ; for all which, few efcaped without complaining of a 
fudden Pain in the Joints ; and many were incident to putrid Fevers, 
who had indulged too larg^ on Haw Fruits. 

This fudden Mutation of the Air, brought tuat only on Mankincf, 
but Beads alfo. Catarrhs^ and DefludicHis of all forts ; to wit, from 
Hot and Moift (whereby we were bedew'd all over with Sweat ) 
into Hot and Dry in the Day, and at Night Cold and Dry, by rea- 
fon of Impetuous Blafis from the North Eafi , by which die Pores 
being (but, the inclofed Humours are put into a Fkior ; there being 
not a Man among us^ opr hardly an Horfe, but ran freely at the 
Nofe: Here, as the Air varied, we left off drinking Rain- Water 9 
which might have fome Influence upon us, it being preferred before 
all others, as iiaviog the Son and Ocean for its Parents : The River* 
Water here is muddyi apd is often carried under Ground by Pits, 
wherefore it pafles not, withqot leaving ibme Putvefiadioa behind ; 
but themofi indigefUjlK Well* water, which is whdiy deprived of 
the Sun. 

Nor thuft we flip without Remark what happened in our Winter- 
March ; as we there carried the Winter with us, fo now we bring the 
Summer ; for Harveil is beginning every where, where we arrive : 
Hiough here the Barley be mowing, yet the Wheat fiands, to en^ 
dure a farther ripening, being kept Uck by the Chill Winds, which 
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ftill attend us ; whereby we found Fevers of all forts ( except Pc* Chap. IX. 
ftilential ) at Siras ; Rheums di(\illing from the Head, Falling down ^^^y^y^ 
of theVvula^ Aches and Pains, Hoarfeneis, and violent Coughs ; as 
Hypocrates foretold from this Qjiarter, 5. Aph. lii.^. Si auttm Aquilo 
t err am Per flat ; if the N^rf A^ wind blows on the Earth ( which it has 
done a long time) it brings Colds, Swelling of the Face, Sore Throaty 
difficulty of Breathing, Stitches, arid Pleurify j the Body is bound, 
and Urine flows, with cold fhaking, which are con&antly tp be ex«> 
peded while this Wind rules. 

The Water of this Place alip contributes to the Endemial Diftem* J.**® ^^^• 
pers, for it is weightier than other , which by Experience is found of ^^inkLig^ 
toofFend the lower Belly, or Hypochondria ^ breeding Obftrqdipns, lce« 
and the Ills arifin^ thence ; nor can I excufe that deftru&ive Cuf^om 
of drinking Ice with their Liquors } which theOld Gentlemantakes 
notice of to be of no good Gnifequence 1 Aph, x^ lik 4* FrigiJa^ 
cujufmodi funt tiix ; Cold things, fuch as Snow and Ice, are Eneoiies 
to the Stomach and Lungs ; and fo on : On which the Earned and 
Skilful Heurnius makes this Paraphrafe, ^' Thoie People that ufe thefe, 
^' are troubled with SwelUqgs in thoir Throats (as oo^ the Alps\ 
*- are afHided with Catarrhs, ai^d live not long. But the mod per-* 
Dicious of all is the cramming themielves with much Fruit ; which 
is a Temptation hardly to be denied, where fuch Plenty and fo Ex* 
cellent are offered ; however, they fill the Body with crude and re- 
bellious Humours. 

From all which therefore to come home to what concerns us, 
who had undergone forae part of a Southern Winter ( if it may be 
fo called, at Gomhrmi^ the Aothorof SaltPUegm, th^ fubfequent 
Spring entring with the J<fortb Wind^ which are Pry, made us re- 
tain tpat Phlegm ; by which mq^ns we are foliQwed by pertinacious 
and continued Fevers,, as w^U |(^^tbpl4S that .accompany Catarrhs, 
from the Intemperament of ihe Spirable Pai^tSt whereby] tjie Hu** 
mour expreded from the Braiq, didills upon the Lungs, j^y ifranflati- 
on of Evacuatioq from the Habit of th^ Bodyjr. where it /was wont 
to perfpire; but oow thofe Cha^inels being ftppt,^ it drops fr^m the 
Head, to the difluxbance of the whdie rr^nie. : This Comment 
relate; onFy to us ; fpt th^ Nativ^naake light q£ fuch thingsas we 
can Colds, though they are a^^ed with theip. this Seafiu^^ ibpt not 
to fo high 9 degree as we ; £br they ^at and dru^: father the more for 
them, and flight thefa at gtbi^ |ime of the Vear, buf towards the 
Winter Quarter they: are naone cautious. 1 niuft confe^k wftf al^ 
w^s my Opinipoy Colds were, not hurtful, Iblopg as ;fney kefip 
within the Bounds of a fimple Cold, but rather a^ooeans to r^ck m 
the Impurities ftom the Blood, as the Feroasittaj^QO^ pf W^nes, i^of 
the like Advantage co them ; bvt when inftead Qi clarifying it conk 
founds the Humours^ it is theprt^be taken care of, which daily . 
Experience teaches it tranfgredb often; as ft)(noft 9II our ^^igli/h 
being now down, can witnefe. : / ; 

/Ilie 29*^ of Hay^ the Agp^f,. «{i^ary of ihefeuncprtaiaTwn* of ThcAgew

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Letter V. with a continued Fever, and finding no Relief from the Country 
^'''"v-^*^ Phyficians, perfuaded the Agent to leave me at firj/, which he com- 
plied with, perceiving an urgent neceilicy on the part of the Englifh. 
I fall^kk. In which Stay I fell fick my felf, after the Feather was recovered ; 

and before I was got up ( for thisSickneis had well nigh coft me my 
Life, beingoneofthefepeevifli Fevers), a great Saint, becaudeRich 
and one of Mahomet's Kindred, prevailed with the Father, who he 
beard was reftored to his Health by my means, and their Comment 
being feated here by his Permiffion ( he being Treafurer of the Pro- 
vince, and as wealthy, though by unjuft means, as any in the Em- 
pire, next the Sopbi')^ to li>cak to me to give him aVifit, being laid 
up by Debaucheries both of Wine and Women. 

The RefpeA I had to the Pa^fre, made me yield to be carried to 
his Court in one of his Palenktens or Chairs, at a time I was more 
fit to be kept at Home and in Bed ; for that all the Armenian Chri- 
ilians, as well as Foreign, feemed to be concern^, not out of Love, 
but fear of this powerful Man to milchief them : Whereupon my 
Attendance is engaged, and a Million of Promifes, could I reftore 
him to his Health, laid down from his Wives, Children, and Rela- 
tions, who all ( with the Citizens , as I could hear going along, 
pray to God that the Hackin Fringi , the Frank Dodor, might kill 
him ) play'd the Hypocrites, wifhing his Death ,• the firft to com- 
pleat their Expedation of what he might leave them, the other for 
his being a Plague to them ; as it proved after his Recovery, for they 
performed as much as he, difmifling me with a Compliment, and no 
other Reward. 
On my Reoo- ^^^^^ ^T Strength came again, though this Blade had provided 
very I ftt for- for my Diverfion at hi^Summer-houfes, ( which are built (as the en- 
ward fiir Sf0^ flaving Friars do on Penaniei their moft ftately Buildings ) by his 
^' ufurped Authority, of the Obligation they had to ferve him, as Ma-^ 

*wfftf/^s Kindred, and the meritorious Tye he had on their Confcien- 
ces that way, by which means the Emperor has not more (lately 
Palaces ; ) ' yet I refufcdWs Offer- 

Tahying here from the 13^ of May till the 6*^ of Julj^ I am ca^ 
pableof giving fome Account how the Air proves fo fatal to Stran- 
gers : It feems to enjoy a Mean between Lhor and Ifpahaun ; not fo 
hot as thp former, nor fb fubtile as the latter ; for which reafon it 
would be generally more healthy, were it not for thefe Ni^rfifr- Winds, 
which fet in eyer^ Afternoon, and continue till the Sun is a good 
height next Mormng : tnfomuch that in the fpace of Twenty four 
Hours, there is a Tiirn from the highefl: degree of Heat into the ex: 
tremeft degree of Cold, which infers the former Difeafes (^aJApk i. 
Hi. 2^ 'Ai fiji7tt€o)\xitT ifim^ &c.J thefe laft Three Months together 
moftly. After thefe are fpeht, the Heats bring Health, for no other 
, reafon but becaufe they are conftant ; which lafts from June tillSef^' 
tembef^ when thefe Winds begin their Reign afrefli ; and according 
to the Obfervation of the 4^^ Jph. in the fame Book, Infinguli&an^ 
n't partihus cum eoJcm die mo Jo caloris mode frigeris dominatu Cesium 
tenetur Autnmnales mor$os expeHare ofprtety hoc efi^ d itJix?\A^rdK7tt : 
Difeales are unequal for Matter, Symptoms, Invafions, Judgments, 
and Determinations^ which I experienced to be trae all this time, 

both 
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both in refped of Judgment and 111 Habit ; for if it happened to be Chap. IX« 
a Tertian , Quotidian , or Qui artan , they were all uncertain ; the ^-/"V'N^ 
uncertainty of the Seafon broke that Viciflitude of Motion and Reft - 
belonging to the Humoursi which interruption occafioned the diffi- 
culty of their Cure. 

And now taking the diredl Road for Spahaun^ I had joined with me Poiygwe and 
an Armenian Frenchman ( a Wealthy Trader ) , a Dominican and a ^^i^^^^^ 
Carmelite Friar. Early in the Morning of the following Day we had 
forfaken SiraSj we made Polygore, Six Pharfangs ; it is a famous Cara* 
van without Entertainment, by reafon of bad Water ; wherefore at 
Night we reached Auhgurrumy an old Caravan Ser Raw^ better provi- 
ded with Water, though the Name of the Place would intimate no- 
thing lefs, being called the Hot Water; this is Three Pharfangs be- 
yond Polygore. 

Hence we entred a Fenny kind of Ground , occafioned by the 
Overflow of Bindamire \ over which, Stone Caufeways and Bridges 
were laid, where convenient , for half a Pharfang : In this Way, 
though we met not with Towns fo frequently,* yet we found the 
Plain overfpread with Husbandmen and Shepherds , dwelling in 
Tents made of Hair-Cloth, at the End of the Plain of PerfepoUs^ 
which we could difcover plainly with our naked Eyes, but came not 
near it, cutting a ihorter Way to Maijm^ over a Bridge almoft con- 
fumed with Age, and Force of the Waters ; at which Town , after 
fuificient Thunder and Lightning, it fhower'd apace. The Harveft 
is backwarder in thefe Fruitful Valleys than whence we came from ; 
but thefe kindly Rains plump and clear it for an hopeful Crop. 

Two Days after, we took Imaum Zadah in our Courfe, where Ma^ i„,sum Z0dAh. 
flick is made ; the Mountains hereabouts are productive of Wines. 
Imaum Zadah was another of their adored Prophets or Succeflbrs to 
Mortis AByy who lies buried here in a Neat Stone Sepulchre ; all ^ 

the Town therefore belongs to the Mullahs or Priefts attending here, 
and is furrounded with a Wall, having only Admiflion at one Gate. 

In the Medows between Ogoan and Afspafs^ we met with two 
Troops of flroling Shepherds, moving with their Families, Flocks, 
Herds, and Subftance , with their Hairy Houfes on their Camels 
Backs. As alfo huge Droves of Horfes for the Emperor's Breed : 
But the mod furprizing was to fee Corn mowing and newly fprung 
up at one and the fame time. 

Arriving at Cufcufar as foon as it was Day, and having laid my xhc Reproof 
felf to Repofe, a Courier, or G^/^^^m^ tS^E^^tf, from the Emperor, "wzii-ot z G^hw^ 
ing the coming in of our Caphala^ to prefs the beft Horfe he could ^*^' 
lay his Hands on, feeing my Sumpture-horfe come in, feized it for 
the KingsUfe; which alarmed the ^ho\e Caravan Ser Raw^ defiring 
my Servant to wake me, and inform me I was in danger to lofe my 
Horfe, and withal befeeched my Protedion for theirs, fome of 
them being high prized : The thing was new to me, nor did I under- 
stand till then my Authority ; for none of them durft oppofe a Chu* 
per or Horfe- Poft fent from the King on an Errand ( which Privilege " 
is granted only to Europe Nations), they being wholly at the Devo- 
tion of their Sovereign^ ( Foreign Minifters with their Retinues be-^ 
ing exempted ) ; but feeing me refractory to his Proceedings, he 
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Letter V. came to me full mouthM in the King*$ Name ; I returned Anfwer, in 
^--'^'V^w/ that Name I refufed to obey him: He periifiing in his Demands af- 
ter it was oiade known who I was, the Servants and People there 
were ready to beat him, had I encouraged them ; I bad them only 
hinder him from taking any manner of Bead belonging to them, and 
do no manner of Violence to him. He finding no good to be done 
with me, began to terrify the Caphala Ba/hee and his Crew? but I 
undertaking their Quarrel, he departed, not without fome bouncing 
Curfes in the Turkifh Language, finding himfeif defeated of his ex- 
pedlation , and was content to make the Villages find him one; 
which indeed he fhould have done at firft, had he not hoped to have 
been brought oS by their mollifying him with Gilt ; but miffing 
that End, he went away with Shame and Fury, while I (laid gratu- 
iated with the Thanks of all the Travellers, and on the 19^^ of July 
was handfomly conduced by them into Spahaun. 
Wantof Rain. For the defed of Rain-water this Year, this Woody City fuffcrs, 

the Trees decay 9 the River is dried up, Coraisfcarce, and a general 
Drought invades all things, fo that a Famine is mightily dreaded : 
For to fupply thefe Wants, WelN water is made ufe of; which not 
being fo familiar, by its deadly Coldnefs defrauds both Men, Brutes, 
and Plants t of their Natural Nourifhment; whereupon Difeafes 
enfue. 
^ Nor is the winding Quarter of the Year lefs contributing, the Ra- 

ging Dog having not only Ihewed his Teeth, but bit hard, the latter 
part of Auguft paffing into Autumn with unfteady Heats and Colds ; 
introducing fore Eyes, Lasks, fpitting of Blood, dejeded Appetite, 
ill Concodion, Fiftulaes in Ano^ Leprofy, St. Anthony^ Fire, creep- 
ing Ulcers, Tetters, Morphew. Laft Years Honour is not paid to 
this , for the Trees every where Ihed their im per fed Leaves, not 
bringing their Fruit in due feafon; fo that the Autumnal Tribute 
falls ihort, theSummer going out without bringing things to Matu- 
rity , by reafon of the too hafty approach of the bluftring Fall ; 
though the Skies clear up to a Misfortune, whereby ^nep^9<z/jda^ from 
the Summers Heat , and dry Autumns, Dyfuries and Stranguries 
among Children, JFIjp. Aph./^. Sell. 3. as alfo Empyemaes. 
Hefte Beheft, This notwithftauding, we are tempted at the Fame of one of the 
Paradifcupon Empctor's Gardens, called //i?y?^ Behefi^ i.e. Paradife upon Earthy in 
Earth. Imitation of Co/roes^ their former King, to make a pleafent Pilgri- 

mage : It is a fweet Place doubtlefs, were it cloathed with its Glory ; 
but as it is, it is a Rich Piece ; the Summer-houfe in the middle is fa- 
luted by two Channels, in which are Ships and Boats to reprefent a 
Naval Scene of War ; Swans and Pelicans find h6re their diverfion ; 
the Summer- houfe is built entirely of polifhed Marble, the Arch of 
the Cupilo is Inlaid with Maily Gold ; upon the Walls are depainted 
' the famous Adions of their Heroes ; the Tank in the middle is all 
of Silver, the Pofts are (luck with Looking* glades, refleding the Po- 
ftures of the Body, and the Figures of the whole Fabrick ; an Hemi- 
fpherical Turret prefles on Four Pillars, which are the main Sup- 
porters. 
MnrmuKts a- Por all thts Excefs the Poor do murmur, who have not any Care 
?!i«* i-!*^ taken for their Subfiftence j and not only the Inferior Rank, but 
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the Patricii, begin to exclaim againft. the Negligence of the Govern* Chap. IX- 
ment , while thofe who fhould provide for them in this Exigency, ^-•'"V'""^ 
(from Provinces blefled with more Increafe) inftead thereof fqaander 
or fell abroad what ihould be applied to their Maintenance at home. 
In thefe Straits they find Pretences to cad an Odium on the Divaf^ or 
Council; and to that purpofe have recriminated the Chief Favourite 
at Court, laying to his Charge not only the Mifcarriage of his Ma- 
{ler,b'ut the effeminating and debauching him with Wine andWomen, 
and enervating him by Witchcraft, (he being neither able to Stand 
or Ride ) ; and for Proof of this latter, they had taken from his 
Surcoat a Paper wrote in the fleirew Tongue ^ full of Magick : 
Which whether true or falfe, half a dozen fewi/b Levites^ accufed 
as Acceflbries, were ripped open ; but not confefTing in their bittereft 
Torments, any thing againfl the Steward of the King^s Houfhold, 
he was again received into Grace, and intruded with the Manage- 
ment of Affairs ; they having no Redrefs by this Complaint, but ra- 
ther a Continuation of their Miferies, a fad Cry for Want of Bread 
continuing. 

Although the Emperor efpoufed this Great Man^Caufe, at once The Steward 
to ailert his own Authority, and skreen him from the Fury of his wftwrftoFa- 
Perfecutors ; yet another Menial Servant in Difgrace never recover- (jdJS^hang'df 
ed, till he had given full Satisfaction to his Revenge ; viz. his Chief 
Phyfician : He being difmils'd the Court, lived in Repute fome time 
in the City , till the Emperor difcarded his Chamberlain ; when 
being informed that this imprudent Phyfician was entertaining at a 
Feaft the Eunuch he had turned out of his Service, fent a MeUenger 
to call his Phyfician; who fiippofing it was to be readmitted, fpruc'd 
himfelf, that he might be the better accepted before the King, and 
went on chear fully, till coming under the Palace*Gate he faw a Rope 
prepared to tye him up; which was the Reward he received for his 
Unadvifednefs. 

Amidft thefe Diftra&ions and Heats, it was no time for our Agent ' 
to move for an Audience ; and the Time of Shipping drawing on, 
it was convenient fome fhould appear at Port ; whereupon I am 
again commanded to Gombroon^ the Agent (laying for the Benefit of 
the Air, as well as to watch a Time to appear before thtSopbii 
which was a thing of great Difficulty and Expence to the Company, 
by reafon of the leveral Officers of different Interefis, employed as 
Infiruments to procure it, befides the little Leifure the Emperor af* 
fords himfelf for Bufinefs ; it feldom cofliing lefs than a Thoufand 
Thomand$ in Fees and Prefents. The Iri/b Buckhounds brought up 
for that end, were admired and talked of by all, and reprefented to 
be as big as Camels » and though they were young, proved fwift 
Oreatures, I feeing the Bitch in our Journey turn an Antelope, which 
none of their Hounds ever came near ; and had the Dog been yare^ 
no doubt but they had feized it. 

The Rarity of them is a thing of Moment for the Emperor's De- i^ifh Grey- 
light ; nor may we be lels affured of the Terror they ftrike on their faoands a Pre^ 
Fancy, when I fliall relate what pafl[ed at Muffaf^rf in the Caravan EmpSl** 
Ser Raw there, as they were bringing up to Spahan : The Dog, which '' 

was the biggeft^ and at other times leis voracious, and better con^^ 
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ditioned than the Bitch, being let loofe, rambled about the Caravan 
for what he could get to fatisfy his Hunger ; whilft an f/oJge Q one 
of their Pilgrims to MahtfmePs Tomb ) who was ^t4iis Devotion ori 
the moft confpicuous place of the Ser Raw ( they loving to be fcen 
of Men }» had placed a Bowl of Buttermilk tempered for hisTootb, 
ready by hrfh, to fall to after his Prayers ; he bowing his Face to the 
Ground, as their Cuftom is to worihip, and there lying proflrate : 
The Dog (centing the Bowl , mounted the Qyadrangle , and clap- 
ping one Leg on the Neck of the Hodge^ kept him in that Pofture, 
while he had made cleaner Work than the Pilgrim, who for fear 
durft neither ftir nor cry out, left he (hould provoke fo terrible a 
Monfter to devour him ; but filently pafled by both the Affront 
( for if a Dog touch them they are N/^^/f, /. e. deBled ) and the Lx)(s ; 
while in the mean time it was occafion of much Laughter to the 
whole Caravan Ser Raw^ to behold the Man of lofty Thoughts of 
his own Purity, thus handled by the Bead, and none offering to 
ftep in to his Refcue, till we bad called him off^j for which the JFIaJge 
thought himfelf obliged to return us Thanks , for delivering him 
from fo great danger. 

At Moxuteheggy^ as we were returning tqGomircM^ we met with 
one of the Robbers ( or one apprehended as one of them } that fo 
boidly fet upon the Caravan at Chawtalkj being under a Guard of 
Soldiers, pinioned, and loaded with Chains : He is a long-hair'd Black, 
of the Ptovinceof Keichemacroof$y{orm€r\y Hyrcaftia^htdy reduced by 
the Valour of the now-imprifon'd Casm of Siras : They are carrying 
him to Ifpabaun^ to receive his Sentence and Judgment from the 
Emperor ; it being an Enterprize of that Fame, and fo much m 
every one's Mouth, that the Punifhment is to be as Exemplary, as 
the Fadl Notorious. Some people more than whifper, as if the ne- 
ceffitous CauHoi Bunder were not only an Abettor, but an Accom* 
plice in this Villany : But a Man had as good be out of the World, 
as lye under the Scandal of an 111 Name. 

In this Paflage the Evenings and Mornings were fo intenfely Cold, 
as to fix Icicles to our Metarrhaes, as they hung under our Horfe^ 
Belly ; although from Nine in the Forenoon until Three in the Af- 
ternoon, it was extremely Hot. 

Wheo we left Spahann , Cotton had juft broke the Cod, and an 
imperfedl fort of Barley, fown only to foil their Cattel, was crepe 
out of the Hofe, being as Green as Grafs ; but as we drew nearer 
Sira$j all was mowed, and the Vintage being over, they were left 
common to the Cattel,wbo fatteq on thefe Shrubs ; fo that what once 
tickled the Spleen of a Philofopher, might here hourly give him 
the Dtverfion, Thiftles being their choiceft Fodder. 

The Forerunners <^ the approaching Cold are the Colums^ wholly 
in Flocks daily over our heads ; thefe, impatient of the Extremity 
of Heat or Cold, take now their Flight towards the Warm Coun- 
tries, and when the Ram ends his Reign, return to their Northern 
Quarters. BartMin Junior relates fomething of the Swan, agree- 
able to what I obferved in India of this Bird, concerning the Afpera 
Arteria , from whence is conceived the reafon of its obftreperous 
and loud Note: His Words are thefe, Diverfim tamen effc Jftmin

tygno & plane fingularem ; longior enim cum fit ^ in fterni capfulam in* Chap. IX. 
curvo flexH ft infinuat^ woxque ex fundo capfula furfum regreJitur & 
claviculis afienfij ad thoracem fe fleJSitf &c. De fillula pulmonari verha 
faciens. It's of a different Make from other Fowls, and is wound 
up, as has been faid, in the Breaft-bone as in a Gife, fometimes (ingle, 
fomecimes double, like a writhen Trumpet ; they have long Necks, 
and long Feet, of an A(h-CoIour, and great Bodies as large as a Wild 
Turky ; their Flefli but courfe. 

The latter end of Oiioier we departed from SiraSy not before my 
Cuftomer the Siad hzd fent forme, todefire thofe Medicines where- 
with he had been fo unexpededly recovered : I delay'd going to him 
till I was certain the Caphala was out of the City, when waiting on 
him I reaped the fame fair Promifes and ExprefHons I had done be- 
fore; wherefore! told him myPhyfick was packed up, and my Ser- 
vant gone with the Caphala ; he told me he would fend a Couple of 
his truftieft Domeflicks, which were a Prieft and another, to the 
end of the Munfely which I told him he might do: At my Return to 
the Fadory, there being prefent a Number of Cbriftians and others 
to attend our Motion out of the City, mod thought I had received 
a ftich Reward, therefore they demanded how I had fped ? lanfwered. 
As I had before ; at which one that knew the Temper of the Man^ 
replied in Lingua Franks Foi tnulto hen iO non tenho terardo voso Cbapeo ; 
It was very well you <!rame home with your Hat, and that he took 
not that off your Head : However, at the end of the Munfel I wa^ 
not at Leifure to fpeak with his Mcdengers, who underftanding the 
reafon, had Ingenuity enough to bluih at their Mailer's unhandfomo 
dealing with me. 

This Varlet, of the Race of Mahomet ^ two or three days before out 
Arrival at Siras^ at the Funeral of one of his Wives, fent Fifteen hun- 
dred of his own She- Slaves to attend her to the Grave, out of his 
own Family ; fo fuperfluoufly abounding is he in all manner of 
Luxury. 

We came into Siras with frowning Weather : 

Horrida tempeflas Calum contraxit & imhres. 

But parted thence with a fuitable Remainder of Autumn ; for the 
Grapes were in the Prefs, and the new Wines in the Ferment, yet 
the Pomgranats were on the Trees, nor was the Fall of the Leaf fet 
in : In the Fields were Millet, hurtful to PuUen , but Food for the 
Poor for Bread ; in the Garden, Wall-Flower, and Violets, Garden 
Mallows, and Crocus: For all that, at Night the Cold was fevere ; 
the reafon whereof ( befides the length of the Nights ) is, the Moun- 
tains about Siras are rather Stony than Sulphurious ; for which 
caufe we find the Winds blow as fenfibly as at Spahaun ; whence may 
be colleded, that the Sealbns depend not fo immeditely on the Sun 
and its Motion, as from the Specifick Determination of the Winds, 
the Afpeds of the Stars diverfified, the Innate Qiiality of the Coun- 
try, and peculiar Site in refped of the Heavenly Bodies. As for the 
difference of Stars, none I\ere could be obfcrved, diflindt from thofe 
in the Temperate Zone, by reafdn of the indeterminate Horizon, 
every where occafioned by the interfering Mountains. The 
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The Crows here are like our Royfton Crows, Grey on their Backs 
and Wings ; at Jerom their Beaks and Feet are as Red as Vermilion ; 
where alfo at our appearance Barley is ripe, and new Barley fow'd ; 
and as we travelled, we now and then let fly an Hawk at Holeraes^ 
a Bird larger and of the fame Colour with our Kites; at firil being 
brought to the Ground by the Hawk, it parries , and makes fome 
falfeShewof Defence, brisking up its Plumes about the Neck, as a 
Cock does when going to engage ; but the Controverfy is foon deci- 
ded, after the Hawk feizes it with his direful Tabns, and inflead 
of denouncing farther War, it refigns its felf an humble Vidim to 
the Conqueror ; The inward Coats of the Gizzard are ftufled with 
tVormfeed, of which it fmells firong, which dried and beaten to 
Powder, and given with Sugar, is a Panacaa for an Ajlhma^ or dif- 
fjcufty of breathing, and the whole Body is delicate Meat. 

On the right hand of the King's Highway, between Siras and 
Qerom^ at Derate on the fide of a Mountain, iflues the Pijfafphaltum 
of Diajcorides^ or Natural Mummy, into a large Stone Tank or 
Scorehoufe, fealed with the King's Seal, and that of the Calentures^ 
and all the Noblemen of that City, and kept with a conftant Watch, 
till at a dated Time of the Year they all repair thither, to open it 
for the King's Ufe, to prevent its being dole : Which notwithftand- 
jng, though it be Death if difcovered, yet many Shepherds follow- 
ing their Flocks on thefe Mountains, by chance light on great Por- 
tions of the fame Balfaro, and offer it to Paflengers to Sale , and 
fometimes play the Cheat in adulterating it. 

The Fird of Novemher entring upon the Plains of DeJmnhab^ wf 
found it all froded with Salt ; for the Waters from the Mountaifis 
mixing with the Superficies of the Earth, together with the Sun and 
drying Winds , incrudate ; nor have I met with fharper Colds than 
here, for that the invironing Hills as well as Dales are full of Salt, 
and the Sun rifing with horrid Winds predes the Ambient Air from 
the high Tops by its Circular Motion ; to that it hurricanes us with 
fuch difmal chilling Gufts, that had we not been adlive here in cour- 
fing Hares and Wild Goats, we might fooner have frozen than kept 
our Innate Heat entire 3 the Sun being condantly attended all the 
Day with hindering Weather, leaving a quiet Calm at fetting. 

From this Plain to Lhor^ both in the Highways, and on the high 
Mountains, were frequent Monuments of Thieves immured in Terror 
of others who might commit the Uke Offence j they having literally 
a Stone- Doublet , whereas we fay metaphorically, when any is in 
Prifon, He has a Stone Douhlet en; for thefe are plaflered up, all but 
their Heads, in a round Stone Tomb, which are left out, not out of 
Kindnefs, but to expole them to the Injury of the Weather, and Af- 
faults of the Birds of Prey, who wreak their Rapin with as little 
Remorfe, as they did devour their Fellow- Subjeds. 

Beyond Lbor^ Water- Fowl that make not their Abode on the Sea, 
are feldom feen, for want of Freih- Water; nor do Hoheraes fly on 
the other fide fo far as Siras ; whether for the fake of its beloved 
Food, or by reafon the Subtilty of the Air may fail them in their 
due Poife , making them delight more in one place than another, 
I know not ; as it is evident m the Nature of Fiflies to prefer one 

Water 
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Abater before another, as being better fitted for their freer Refpi- Chap. IX, 
ration. C^S/Xj 

We fet out of Spahaun the firft day of their great Fad, which was The OM and 
the 8*^* of Oilober , all which time it was grievous to the Mo0rs to N«^ Moon 
Travel, becaufe they might not eat, nor fwallow their Spittle in the JweiyVh^uw 
Day-time, it being denied the Muliteers , and thofe accuflomed to time. 
Labour ; but the Hodges^ and thofe who lead a delicate Life , are 
permitted to eat ; for which they plead their being unaccuftomed to 
Labour ; which exempts them from an Impofition they lay on the 
more hardy, not touching fuch heavy Burthens with the lead of 
their Fingers : Wherefore the poo»* Mule-men made hard fhift to get 
to Lhor the Morning before the Evening the New Moon appeared 
on, viz, the 4*^ of November^ when I faw the Old Moon go out on the 
Hills at ther^ and the Night following, the Horns reverfed, the 
whole Body or Circumference having oiily as it were a dark Veil or 
Curtain of Air drawn over it, that part alone which was Crefcent^ 
being illuminated* 

But it was fome Damp to their defigned Mirth, when by too much 
hade to come to this Capital City, they perceived they had loft a 
Mule with its Lading, by driving in the Dark all Night ; whereupon 
I was employ'd to inform the Caun , who immediately difpdtched 
the Rhadary in queft, and before Night reftored the Lading, which 
was Shagreen Leather, fuch as they make their beft Boots 9f, but 
the Mule was found dead under its Burthen, ftrayed a little way out 
of the Road ; fuch Care is there taken to fatisfy Merchants. 

This Night pafTed with great Rejoicing among the Mufelmen, and 
retarded us three Days, before we could make our Muliteers fettle to 
their Gears again. 

Here the doubtful Autumn inclines towards Winter, refigning the 
Dates, Citrons, Oranges, and Lemons, to theexpeding Planter: 
Here grows the Emblem of Peace, the Olive- Tree ; and though the 
Leafs are fallen, yet here is an uninterrupted Spring, all things keep- 
ing a perpetual Green, though they obferve the appointed Times of 
bringing forth their Increafe. 

And now we begin to enjoy Temperate and Shorter Nights, in In Hot Conn, 
exchange of Cold and Longer ; and although the Goat is not yet ^^/thcYear 
afcended with his Conftellation, yet I pronounce it Winter, (ince all centers in our 
Terreftrial Things move with a Pace as if they were juft almoft at the Winter. 
Centre of the Year; but after the Sun, carried by the rapid Courfe 
of the Heavenly Impulfe, in order with the other Glorious Stars, has 
reached its utmoft Southern Bounds, then a new Face of things re- 
turns, and the alternate Accretion and Diminution render an Ever* 
lading Conftancy ; which with the admirable Frame and manifold 
Courfes of the Celeftial Spheres, witnefs and declare, That the Praife 
of fo great and wonderful Works, are not to be attributed to Chance 
and Fortune, but to an All wife Creator, who conftituted the Uni- 
verfe from the Beginning, and will govern and preferve the fame to 
all Eternity ; who alfo brought us fafe to Gomhrotm the 13^^ of N(h 
vember : To whom be Honour now and for ever^ 
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uiVcyage to Congo for Tearl ; a Vtfcourfe of their Generation j 
departure from Petfia, and ^turn to India. 
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W O days after our Arrival zt Gombroon, I went to Congo^ lea- 
ving only the George^ a Ship our Agent had built, in this 
Port ; I was rowed in one of their Boats till the Wind grew ftrpng 
enough to Sail : Thefe Boats have been in ufe time out of mind ;\he 
Keel is made of one piece of Timber, and the Planks are fewed to- 
gether, with an high Prow and a low Poop. The next Morning 
we had brought L^t on the left hand of the Ifland Kifmajh^ leaving a 
Woody Ifland uninhabited between Kifmafh and the Main : At Noon 
we came to Baffatu, an old ruined Town of the Portugals^ fronting 
Congo y where we touched till the Turning of the Tide and the Sea* 
Breeze were forcible enough to deliver us to that Port, where were 
Five Merchant Ships, and Two Trading to Mocha [ot Religion. 
Come toCMr£^ Congo is fomething better built than Gomiroon, and has fome fmall 

Advantage of the Air, and is about Twenty Leagues nearer the 
Mouth of the River Euphrates. 

A Dearth in ^^ "P^^ ^"^ ^^ ^^^^ obferved the Fruit and all things flag for 
the Water as wanft of Rain, fo we found the fame Cry to refpecS the Sea for want 
^" '* ^ ^^ frequent Showers, the Oy flers neither bringing forth, nor are any 

Pearls produced ; fuch Influence does common Fame allow the Hea- 
venly Moifture to have in their Generation i infomuch that little 
Choice is to be had, and whatever is of any Value, is very dear. 
Here is great Plenty of what they call Ketchery^ a Mixture of all 
together, or Refufe of Rough, Yellow, and Unequal , which they 
fell by Bulhels to the Ruffians j who carry them over Land to Archan- 
gelo^ and difperfe them through the Northern Coafts, for Ornaments 
to their Furr Caps ; which being po Purchafe, I returned. 
Comeagainto Sailing abreaft of Kifmajhy I put in at Uft^ the chief Place of the 
Bimdir Asffii. jfland, and loaded with Oyfters, which were the nearefl our Englijb 

I had yet tafled ; here are Creyfifh, Crabs, Shrimps , Place, Soles, 
and Smelts, befides Mountains of Salt-flfh for Sale: From hence 
Gomhroan is furnilhed with Wood ; where arriving , we few the 
Fhanix , another Englijh Ship ; on which before I embark, I fhall 
premife fomewhat material, according to my Promife, of Pearls ia 
general. 

the Pearl T^^^ VeztX is a Jewel fuppofed to be the Geniture of a Shell-flfli cal- 

led Margaritifer^ congealed into a very fair, tranfparent. Diaphanous, 
beautiful Stone, which is the Tart us or Birth of this Fiih. As con- 
cerning their Original and Conception , there is fome difference 
among Authors, as betwixt Tliny and Anjelmus Boetius^ and between 
them and Car Janus : Pliny faith that they are conceived in Oyfters, 
by a certain Maritime Dew, which thefe Fiih ( and fo likewife Scol- 
lops ) do at a Set Time of the Year mofi thirft after ; and according 
as the Heavens are more Cloudy or Clear in the time of the taking 
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in of this DeM^, ib they are generated more Fair, or Obfcure ; as may Chap. X. 
1)e feep in his Book, where he fpeaks of thofe Pearls called Vnioni^ C/VV 
and of the SheU*fiih in which they are found, lih. 9. c. a8. But thi^ 
Opinion of Fiiny concerning their Conception, is not, by Anfelmus ' 
Boetiusy thought cohfentaneous to Truth : For, faith he, I have ta- 
ken out of thcfe Sbell-fiih many Margaritesy and they are generated 
in the Body of the Creature, of the feme Humour of \ybich the ' 
Shell is formed ; which Vifcous Humour is expelled (bmetimes ( not 
always) for the Fabrickof another Shell ; for whenever this little 
Creature is ill, and hath not ftrength enough to belch iip or expel 
this Huiliour Which ilicketh in the Body, it becometh the Rudi* 
meats or beginning of the Pearls ; to which, new Humour being ad^^ 
ded and affimulated into the fame Nature, by concreting and con^ 
gealing begets a new Skin or Film for the former Rudiments ; the 
continual Addition of which Humour generates an Vniouy or Pearl ; 
even as Stones are generated in the Gall or Bladder of a Man; and 
after the fame manner the Bezoar is generated in the Ferfian Goat. 
€arJunt$Sy lih 7. de LapiJihuSj faith, I^ isa Fabulous thing that the 
Pt2x\ ihould be generated by the Dew of Heaven, feeing the Shell- 
fiihes in which they are conceived have their Refidence in the very 
bottom of the Deep* That which is reported of them, That they 
are foft in the Water, and grow hard, like Coral, as foon as they are 
taken out, is not true, faith BcetWy p. 84* For the firft, not only 
cojAmon Farhe, but common Experience avouches ; for the letter, I . . 
know not why it may not be as probable, as for an Egjg newly laid, to 
have the Shell harden'd as foon as dropped into the Air, when before 
in the Ovarium it participated of a Slippery^ Toiigh, Glewy Sub- 
ftance ; not other wife to be fuppofed to come forth, than by endan- 
gering the Foetus. 

VmoHs are fo much the more e(teemed> becaufe they cannot eafily its Adulters^ 
be adulterated. ' There are ikftitious Jewels made of double Glais, ^^^ 
whiah being fet in Gold, Jewellers cannot difcern from Pearl) except 
they take them out : Some will adulterate them with the Powder of 
the Shell of the Margarit€y and others with Chalk covered with 
Leafs of Silver, and then anointed with the White of an Egg. Some 
adulterate them with the Powder of Pearl mixM with the White of 
an E^ and dried, and then poliihed; but thefe will eafily be difco* 
vered from th6 True, by their Weight and Colour.

There are others they call Cbanfnoi the Shells of which are the Mo^ 
ther of Pearl : Thde bring not forth (o fair Pearl as the other, be- 
caufe their Shellsare very finooth and iNright within ; they are ufed 
to adorn Tables, Efcritpresiand other things with ; th^ are brought 
to Bengala for Bracelets and other Embelliihments ; the Cuftom 
theit was to have the Virgins Arms to be fet oflf with Monelaes <^ 
this kind,^ left they ihouM becorrupted. 

They are atfb found ^i many ^acesof Enrepe^ as in Scotland ud 
Ireland^ there having been very excellent ones found in Scallops 
and common C^fters^ as I my felf have found at Sbeemefs in Eng- 
gland. They are no Strangers in Silefia^ Frifia^ and Bohemia.

Difficulties in 
onr Paflage 
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AfceodiQgtheFte^iixthelaft of November^ after a formal Vale- 
diAion afhore, the next day we palled the Straits in a gloomy Even- 
ing, deiigning to repeat our Courfe to the fo long fbrfafcen Coafts of 
India ; but the Wind beinjg ftrong at Eafi South^Eafi^ it blew dire&ly 
in our teeth, that very Line we uiould fteer. This contrary Wind 
detained us fome days, but the continued Calms more ; for in Seven 
and twenty days we gain^ but Nine Degrees out of Thirteen Eafi^ 
and but Three out of Seven in Latitude ; nor could we reach any 
Shore, or meet with any Ship, whereby we b^an to want both 
Wood and Water ; being Twelve Eurofe-tMti^ Seventeen La/cars^ 
Two Armenian Servants, and as many Black Slaves, with one JMoor^ 
man Servant} Ten Sheep with large Tails, and as many Carmania

Nor had they taken other Care in loading their Veflel, which 
being mod Carmania Wool and light Loading, had required a fu£i- 
cient Ballad at Bottom ; but on the contrary , the heavy Goods 
were^i^on Deck ; which Error when it was too late to remedy, they 
perceived, beipg oiit ztSe^i; &'jam/erib de lani capritih contriver* 
fia fit ; and now that, whereby we ufed to exprefs a thing of no Va* 
lue, or not worth our difcourfe ( Goats-wool } becomes a thing of 
ferious Controverfy ; therefore it was God's Mercy we were not 
try'd with Stormy Weather hitherto: But now we were dilemma'd, 
not knowing what to wifh, when the Divine Providence fent us a 
Weft North Weft Gale, which after we had meafured.the whole 
Coaft from Perfia, rdund the Bay of Camhaia^ to SinJa^ we were ' 
drove to Diu, where founding we had Eighteen Fathom Water, and 
bedding to the Souths we were direded a-nights by the Ligbt*houfes ; 
and at lafj: oat*ftretching the Flats, we fell in with the High-lands 
of Stfolms in Imiia, The Head<land of Diu is the higheft Land 
there in view, the reft of the Ground being low, nor is Gates to be 
feen there ; it lies in North Latitude xi Jeg. lomh. ; but St. JphfiS 
in lo Jeg. being a notable high Peak on the Gaot. 

On the firftday of the Year 1 67I, and the laft of the Moon, 
the Gufts blowing horribly from Shore, we were again drove to Sea 
till Night, and anchored very uneafily while Two the next Morning, 
when the Tide horfed us towards the Shore, we not being able 
otherwife to prevail againft the Wind with our Sails ; but anchor- 
ing another whole Night and Day }

PERSIA by Clailick Authors is fabled to have its Name Itsi4ame9« 
from King Perfem^ Son of Andromeda ^ it was anciently 
called Biam by tb^ ffeirems^ and now by the Inhabitants, 
Thurjifian. 
Jt is fited in the Temperate Zone, under the Thirds Fourth, Fifth, Sitnation and 
and Sixth Climates : In time of Yore the Monarchy of the whole bounds. 
World devolved upon it, and which is miraculous, is not quite t%r 
tinguiihed to this day ; although the Bounds of the Empire were 
Ibraitned or enlarged, according to the ebbing or flowing of Fortune. 
In its Infancy it wa& mighty, for Nimrodwis a Powerful Hunter, 
that is, a great Prince ; and as it grew up it increafed in Strength ; 
but from the Grand Cyrus to Dor ins the Alede^ it feemed to be in the 
Flower of its Age, when it was Miftreis of all the l^rth which the 
vaft Ocean waSes on this fide , and the HeOcfpont on the other. 
After the Death of Alexander the Great, it was miferably divided 
by the Contentions of bis Captains} and long (ince by the Incurs

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Letter V. fions of the Saracens it has been declining, unlefs where it has healed 

its felf towards thofe Parts bordering on India ; by which means it ' 
has not loft much of its Modern Greati|els9 though the Turks within 
this Century have forced the Low Countries of Bahylm and Mefopih 
tamia^ which the Perfians were as willing to reiign as they to take^ 
they being a continual Charge to defend, and no Advantage to the 
Ttrfians^ but rather an mihecei&ty Trouble,: Otf which RdBedions 
there is nothing forbids, but that with the Judicious ^^/^r«5 we may 
ftate its Limits between the C^/m Sea, the Perfian Gulph, the Lake 
Stoke ^ with the Rivers Oxus and Tigris^ and the Bay and Kingdom 
of Camhaia ; which Trad contains in it from Eafi to We^ more 
than Twenty Degrees , and from North to South above Eighteen, 
whereby the Days are prolonged or (hortned three Hours. 

Under this Account is to t^ reckoned the greater part of Georgia^ 
with the Iflands in either Seas. 

It is diftinguiflied into Provinces; tfie exad Number whereof, as 
(divided at prefent, ( they as often changing Names as Governors ), 
I have not been certainly informed* 

(Imntus Curtius erred fomething when he faid, Regio non^alia m 
iota Afhfaluhrior bahetur^ temper at um Coslum ; hinc perpetuum jugum 
opacum et umhrofum^ quod ^flas l/evat ; illinc Mare adjunSlim quodmth 
aico tepore terras fovet. ^ There is not a Region in all AJfa elteemed 
healthier , the Air being temperate ; on this hand the Heaven is 
ihaded and theT- Vales defended by the Tops of Mountains, vt^hlch 
qualifies the Heat ; on the other, furrounded with Seas and Rivers, 
which by a friendly V/armth cheriih the Land ; for that Places near 
the I'ropicks make fome Exceptions, where in the Summer they en- 
dure great Heat, not only from the nearnefs of the Sun ( becaufe 
we often obferve ftrange differences to happen in the.iame Climate ), 
but from the Sands, and Sulphurous Exhalations fteamtng from the 
Mountains, which are impregnated herewith ; wh'enas Reafon per- 
fuades, the Time muft be hotter than in other Seafons of the Year : 
As alfo in the Midland Country the Caufe holds good for its Intenfe 
Coldnefs in Winter, and almoft through every Qparter at Nights ; 
the Penury of Vapours where the Earth is Rocky and Mountainous, 
the Rivers are fcarce and fmall, the Snows lye undi£&lved, nor are 
there any Woods of that Bignefs to hinder the freedom of the Blafis 
defcending pure upon the Vales : On which account immoderate 
Drinefs invades the Mediterranean Parts, the Air is Serene and Vo- 
latile, which as it is highly ferviceable to the Refpiration of all Li* 
ving Creatures, fo it mightily contributes to their Prefervation as 
well as Generation : Moreover, from this Rarity of the Air, follows 
an undeniable Argument of its Frigidity, and thence a farther con- 
comitant of its Siccity; from all which refults a Dry Conftitution ; 

f or ^ ^fiepTH^ '^ ^/Mi^ hydXi^rctj ^h,mhg%pH^ t5 mhwi,; Siccitas hw^ 
tnores facit quatitate Jtcciores ; Drinels of the Air makes the Hu- 
mours drier, which the Inland of Perfia enjoys from a Concatena** 
tion of Caufes both of Heat and Cold. 

The whole Region is very fruitful of Barren Mountains, inclo/ing 
the Valleys, being Excrefcencies of the Mountain Tanrus ; nor can I 
disbelieve in many places, but that the Plains do more than enough 
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abound with Plenty, fmce no Place is unprovided with (lore of all Cbap. XL 
good things; but on the contrarvi like the Promifed Land, it over* ' '^ ^ 
flows. What Arcbifeles relates of the Ifland Itbica^ may be applied to 
this Country, Tsx/m^ fatf dyt^v ^ wttepr^fo^ ; fragiffim ejfe quidem^ 
fed jumenculATum o^imum nutritorem : That it was craggy indeed, 
but an excellent Breeder of Cattel; the Sheep it brings forth are 
prodigioufly large, trailing Tails after thenii, of the Wdght, fome 
of them, of Thirty Pound, full of Fat, they being flailed to that 
pitch, that Hogs fed among us with the mod Care and Skill, cut 
^ot thicker thanthefedo, efpecially after Vintage, and the Cotton- 
Harved , when they are turned in to crop the Leafs and tender 
Branches of the Vine, and gather up the fcattered Seeds of the Cot- 
ton> with which they thrive fo infinitely, that little FleA is to be 
ieeoi it all bbing converted to Suet : At other times, for want of 
Pafture they brouze on Shrubs and Thiftles fpread to and again, and 
in Winter are foddered with Barley«Straw, and now and then with 
a Uttle Barley. 

Their Neat, though fmall, are ileek and well-liking, whofe Milk 
is very good for prefent fpending, but it's better to make Butter on 
than Cheefe. This Country has Goats in Herds, Tame ones, as 
well as both Sheep and Goats on the Mountains , ~which are 
Fierce and Wild, producing Bezoar ; which together with Stags and 
Antelopes are caught by Hawks infltuAed for that purpofe. 

Their Horfes, though they have degenerated from their Primitive Their Four- 
Race, ( ineft enim Equis patrmn virtus ; for even in Horfes the Vir- *^^^ "****' 
tue of their Sires are communicated to thetir Breed } } dill are they 
the bed of all the Eafi^^nalek the Araiia» be preferred for fwifter 
Courfers and light Horfes : However for Charging Horfes, and Stout 
Warlike Steeds^ they are valued above all others. ^ 

The Ad^ though little, yet will they amble with a quick Pace 
over Mountains where Horfes cannot pals, and thofe ufed to Packs 
are fuch as no other Nation can equal. The Mules and Camels are 
their over- Land Ships, by which they tranfport their Merchandife 
over all the Earth. 

Hyrcania brings forth WiU Beads, fuch as Foxes, Wolves, and 
Tygres, but for want of Dens and Lurking-places, and by reafod 
of the untilled and wade Defarts being devoid of Food, is \tk in- 
feded with them than other places ; wherefore in long travelling 
here they go more uncoocern^ than in thofe parts where they are 
condandy alarmed by them, and are &rced to be on their Guard, 
led at unawares they diould be fjirprized, they fnorting every where 
fecurely under the wide Canopy of Hi^ven; and thofe that fet upon 
the Flocks by chance are*eaiily madered by the Shepherds Curs, 
which are fliarp Biters. 

Wild Fowl, both for Wing and Water, are broi^ht forth in great 
Plenty of all forts, near the Fountain-heads, andinujadatioflsof the 
melted Snow, falling not into Channek, but overfi>reading the Bot- 
toms, where they didblve, whereby they feldom dretch into Rivers 
at length, but dasnate in die Ixiw Grounds, Which they wafh. 

In which Waihes fometimei are fpawned Mud<»Fiib, and fuch as 
Fens and Lakes are famous for. Tlie Cafpm Sea nouriflies Salmon, 
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Letter V. Trouts, and Sturgion, and the Terfian Galph fends abroad much 
t-^'-v-'-w Fifli for faking; the Rivefs arc not very full, nor are they flocked 

with great Variety. 
The Valleys Bread G>rn in many places admits a threefold Crop, and generally 
made fruitful without that ToH by Water-Courfes as between the Tropicks, the 

from AcHiiL. '^^^'^ ^" "^^^ places beilowing a more welcome Nutriment ; but 
' rtoreefpecially from the white Sptime of the Celeflial Waters ( with 
which the Hills are coated all the Scafonsof the Year), in Winter 
crufted by Froft, in Summer ( by reafon of the Sun's Heat, and 
. more exalted Motion ) thawed, thereby conftantly diflilling on the 
humble Vales an inexhaufted Store, as wealthy as what flows from 
Mmus Tops to enrich the Theffalian Fields. 

Where thefe Supplies are not fo lading ( or altogether wanting ) 
as nearer the Zodiac, there often under Ground a Vault is continued 
for many Leagues, with open Pits at a fit diflance to let in the Air, 
and the Water carried deep to keep it from tailing of the Salt Sur- 
face (aftcjr the manner of common Sewers in our great Cities}, which 
it would do, were not the Wells Mouths left open : For Houfhold 
Service Rain- Water is only ufed. 

In all this Country neither Oats nor Grafs are found, becaufe lon- 
ger Time is required to their fpringing up, than either the Intervals 
of Heat or Cold will grant ; for no iooner does the Spring enter , than 
the Sun defaces their Verdure by parching up the Blades of either ; 
and when Autumn claims Preemiqence at its Equinox, then no foon- 
er do they peep out, than they are nipped by the Recefs of the Innate 
Heat : Wherefore no Green Meadows or fpangled Fields are here ex- 
peded.but fuch as are created by indefatigable Labour, unlefs they be 
hoped to be feen in Vintages, or under Groves or Orchards , or by 
Rivulets iides gliding from the declining Hills. 

The firft are fet generally on Fruitful Ridges of the Eafiern Mounts, 
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The latter are the frequent Advantages to Villages, and the fweec 
Pleafure of the larger Towns ; where Trees and Flowers grow up 
together, that the one may yield a fafe fhelter to the other, againft 
the Extremes of Heat or Cold ; in both whofe Prime a fragrant 
Blandifliment confpire no lefs, than to entice the willing Senfes : But 
for Elegan(!:y of Culture and choice of Slips, I fee them not over 
emulous; which Neglect gives juft occafion of Wonder, fince their 
tVorldly Happinefs is placed in fine Gardens, which no Nation ap- 
pears to mt more to Idolize. 

For Fuel, the combufiible Heath is more common than flourifh- 
ing Trees for Timber ; but for Sallads it yields all that are defurable^ 
both Herbs and Roots; andfomeof the mod Medicinal Plants are of 
the Natural Growth of this Country. 

There is an heavy Tax laid upon Tobacco , though it be the 
choiceft in thefe Parts. 

To thefe Bleflings for Pleafure, Neceflity, and Phy fick, are added 
others for Profit : Gums, the moft Rich, diftil every where: Fronn 
Carmania^ Qoats-^WooI (as much to be prized as Jafons Golden Fleece) 

with 
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with which our Hatters know well how to falfify their Beversi aod Chap. XL 

the Natives how more honeftly to weave both Cloth and Carpets k-'vX^ 

very fine» which they fell at dear Rates. The Flocks and courfer 

Wool of their Sheep (land them in fome ftead, they kneading ic 

into, Felts, for Seamlefs Coats for the ordinary fort of People, for 

their common wearing; and their Skins with the Wool on, are both 

an Ornament and Safeguard againft the roughed Weather: But 

Lambs-skins w it h their crifped Wool are of more Credit, ( they being 

excellent Artids ro make them keep their Curl ), and not difdained 

to be worn by the chiefeft Gentry ; of whofe Leather they make 

good Merchandife, it being efteemed, better than 7irrit//9&, their Tan^ 

ners being expert at drefling, not only thefeand Kid, but other Hides 

of larger fize, which therefore are bought up with Greedinels by all 

Foreigners, for their real Excellency. 

Goats and Camels , after other good Services performed, be- 
queath their Hair to their Weavers, of which they make water'd 
Camlets. 

But above all , the Wool- bearing Cotton Shrub renders by its 
Wealthy Down thofe Riches which are deeper digg'd fon 

Nor does the Silk*worm lay it felf out lefs for the Publick Weal, 
while it fpins out its own Bowels, until nothing be left within its Cask 
but Air J contrary to the Trite Saying of ^/t/?^/^. Ex nihilo nihil fit; 
Out of Nothing comes Nothing ; for by the Induftry of this Infedr, 
the firfl Foundation of the Perfian SiIks,Velvets,and Rich Embroidered 
Carpets, are laid , with which the greateft part of the haUtable 
World do Pride themfelves. 

And fince we defcerid to thefe bufy Tutors of Mankind^ who up« 
braid the ilothfui and ofcitantly idle, let us ftep through the Mo* 
narchy of the Bees, and tafte the Sweets they fuck from Nature's 
ample Storehoufe^ and fee how they return with Thighs laden with 
Honey, toftock themfelves, and build their Maniionss to nouriih 
their young, and enough to fpare to feed Mankind befides ; and in 
their Lad Tedament make the Pcrfians Legatees , by leaving them 
huge Cakes of Wax. 

Let's look a little lower, and ranfack the Deep , and we ihall find ptr/tM Pearb 
the Perfian Pearls excelling all others that are generated in Sea-fliells, the beft. 
from which Beds are brought forth Vmms^ adorning the Necks and 
Ears of the ^ateft Princedes, and the Crowns andDiadems of the 
mightied Emperors , begot at certain Sealbns of the Year in the 
Fleih of Oyders, as the Concrete Grains or H^rdne& m Swines-^ 
Flefh ( I fuppbfe fcrophulous Tumors ), by the Dew of Heaven,^ 
jfays Teriullian. Whence if it Thunders ot Lighteds>&ys Fis$^^ the 
' Oyders are draitned, or mifcarry ; but others render it quite con- 
trary : So that I ihould leave their Original as difpucabie here as 
ever, if no Belief could be fixed on Experience, which confirmsr 
their Increafe to be chiefly owii^ to the Virtue both of Showers and 
Thunder. 

Before we launch too far , let us examine with Hthat Faculties Gmtmm 
this Land is endued : Indeed it is Ueded with.many more than at firft S^21^J5^ 
landing the SuperCkies does promife ; for belGkles the already enume-* ^SchbimT^ 
rated Excellencies, it is not altogether a dead Soil, though itbe^ 
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Letter V. fight enough termed fo by Paraalfusj fpeaking generally; for it is 

not to be nnderftood as cofflprehenfi(>le in the Blement, but as it 
fubdfts and livte impregnated in the Microcoim, it receiving its F(B« 
cundity through its Virtue, whereby it vegetates, and takes upon 
it the Nature of Minerals, Scones, Oaults, or Clay, add of Animals, 
as well as Plants. We having yet bat lightly turned up the Glebe^ 
have hardly given the Potter his handful of White Marble to form 
into Veflels without Fmcus^ defervedly challenging the Superiority ; 
ttnle& the Ancient Chmefe Would rellore the true Porcelin, which 
they canrior^ it requiring the Growth of fome Ages, which their 
kte Civil Wars and Tumults has forbidden to be efTeded, while 
they wreak their Anger on thefe Trealuries , to the Ruin of their 
Enemies, and the utter lofs of their own Reputation in that Point. 

Lapis TutiiB ^ Manata from Carmama ; and the bed Brimftone 
from the County of Lhor. 

Bole^ famed for its Power by the general Cortfent of all the Phy- 
ficians in the World, is carried from Armenia and its Neighbouring 
Territories, for their Ufe.

Bat the Lapis Lazuli ^ vulgarly called the Armenian Stone, is 
imputed to be a Native of that Region j for the true Lapis LatuH is 
brought hither only by the Tartars inhabiting beyond the Cafpian 
Sea ; and then, but when they come on Embaffies to the Suffee^ 
( for others of their Nation are not permitted to -expatiate the Uni« 
verfe, or wander from their own Homes, nor for Strangers is it law- 
ful to enter th^r Dominions): Wherefore neither can they^tranf- 
pore it on this fide, nor on the other fide will they hold any Cdr*^ 
refpondence with thefe : Ht)wever it happens, under thefe Difficult 
ties and Reilraints the Armenians ibmetinries do attempt to acquire 
h) leaving no Stone unturned to purcbafe it ; and having once 
gained it, they fuck thence as nnich Profit, as they pleafe to value the 
Hazard of the Enterprize at, wherein they Ufe little Conlcfence ; 
whence it comes to pafs it is fold for fuch vafl Rates to the Eun^eans. 
From this Stone is maxle that Colour they name Pltra^marine Bkie, 
though the Azure be made of the German Stone : It is befides com- 
mended Unr purging all. Melancholy Affedis. 

ThoMoomains produce Marbles hard enoifgh^td endtire the PoHtb, 
if they knew hdW to beftow it } yet befides the Monuments of Fer^ 
/epelis ^ where Statues and Columns are bidden fqr their Splen- 
dor to tkatScieftce , and the Deny and CavM Mouths of the old 
Gaurs belli fixnsdefof OMd ones, (pfikk tfie King's Palaces have fame 
l^nks, aiyd the Princes «nd Great Men ibme Gate^Pofts and Linteis 
fmoothly pdiited), ftw others are ie«ri; for wbafVekfet) I krioWtiot, 
unlefs their Religion prohibit, or they delight more in Brick and 
Muddy Wall^i though lefsdiirable, t» that it is fo decreed by Fate, 
even as Things or Times naturally decline from bad to worfe : Thus 
it is, fifbfa Marble Cities they uriinow become-hardly Brick; by 
*' which meaaithemoft^tuttiptuous tombs of thie foregoing Emperors 
. hardly decbie to the futicxediag Generation inwbofe Memory th^y 
were intended* i * ; v 
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\ As the Mountains bring forth Marble, fo the Earth difoenfefch Hot Chap. XL 
Baths and Mineral Waters for their G)fnmodity ; in like manner, ^/^^^^^^^ 
Natural Mummy, and a Liquid Bitumen in the Lake from whence '^ ^ ^' 
Semiramis took Cement to unite the Wall (he built r6und Bahyhm ; 
and from about Thirty Motintains near the fame place about Scha- 
machia^ as it is conjeourecf, fprings the famous Nafhtba. 

At the Foot of the liigh Mountain Batmuch are found feveral forts Minerals, 
of Minerals, with which its prodigious Womb is pregnant : But at 
finding of thefe, as their Ingenuity is flow, fo for certain they are lefs 
apt to put themfelves upon extraordinary Labours in Spagyrical Ope- 
rations; having hitherto been content with the dull Metals of Lead 
and Iron, had not lately Htrmes Wand direded them to the Scru- 
tiny of a Copper Vein ; from whence they reap not greater Emolu- 
ment than the Hollanders do Detriment : For formerly as they 
brought great Quantities from Japan^ that turned to good Account, 
now that Trade falls off; and whereas before it yielded them befides 
Cloth of Gold and Silver, Silks and Velvets, Carpets and other Ma« 
' nufadories, which they are obliged by Compadi to take off their 
hands every Year , to the entire I)um of fifty thoufand ThomaHds\ 
all which they more than cleared , carrying away moreover feveral 
Tuns of Gold add Silver in Coin ; at prefent they can but juft pay, 
and make even the aforefaid Indenture. 

About &iras^tt to be digged Mines of Oold and Silver, but they 
quit neither Gdft nor Pains, wherefore they have laid afide the far- 
tner Inqucft into them. 

Hitherto we have run through a fpacious Field, though perhaps 
not every where equally fortunate in every thing ; , for ,

And this Increafe is continued Wfthotrt any notable River , that Riven, 
hath either Breadth or Depth %t to bear laden Veflels, of Any Bulk : 
For, as f^arenius^titesy theniander whereby any Rivers of cdnfide- 
Vable or indifiertnt Bignels exift, are twoTc^d ; eithet from the con- 
jun(3rionof marry -Rivulets inta one Stream, or that thc^ flow from 
great Lakes j the fqrmer of .which cver^ one hinders ," while they 
draw every Brook rb ttieir oti^n tJk t id that inftead of .filling larg? 
Channels , thev Jilmoft dfVu) >them quite, \(rhich ihighr otherwife 
merit to be called great Rlvtrs } to wic, that of Siras and Perfepifi- 
lis, which wiifhing its Plain, makes a long Journy before it mixes 
with the Salt Sea : And laftly, the River ttSuffabam, which nevet 
run's with a full Current, only about the Autumnal Qparter, wheh 
fometimes by Rain, but alwaiys by the di(Io4ved Snows after Summer 
is over, the Husbandmen breaking down then: Dams, purpofely rai- 
led to keep the Waters up for the lake of the Rice, the Waters being 

let 
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Letter V. let loofe^ return to the Main Channel, and raife themfel\res to the 

Brims of its Banks , otherwife paflabie in moft places : This firff 
way failing, we fhall fee what Supply is to be expecfled from the 
Lake Stokcy which lies too low to afcend the High Countries; and 
for the Cafpian Sea or Lake, I doubt not it will appear as impoffi- 
ble, if it be true what is faid in behalf of it, That many mighty 
Rivers empty themfelves into it, which it receives without the leaft 
Augmentation, and therefore cannot return their Kindneis recipro: 
cally. 

Which being confider'd, this Land is chiefly beholden to whole- 
feme Springs of Living Water, to quench the Third of Plants as 
well ^s living Creatures, which are to that End bellowed on them 
apart by a more Liberal Providence, than either of the former by a 
joint Confent. 

Notwithflanding the impending Clouds, they are moftly without 
Rain ; and though they lowre fome Weeks together , they rarely 
drop Moifture. 

The fudden Gufis and impetuous Blafis from the Mountains hin- 
dring them, ofcner caufe near the Maritime Coafts, Hurricanes of 
Wind, and wonderful Tempefis of Sand, fo Thick and Black, that 
the Clouds raifed thereby benight the very Day, and while the 
Storm lafls ( which is not long ) induces a Darknels to be felt ; and 
the Fury over, it leaves the Efl^ds of a Fired Air : Unlefs when the 
Seven Stars arife on this Horizon at the beginning of Spring, whea 
a melliBuous Dew lies not long on the Trees and thQ Plants, before 
it be concrete into the choiceft Manna. 

And although at dated Times the Snow does furnifh them with 
Water, yet it fufiers in nothing more than in extreme Drought. 
Which is the reafon Eminent Cities and Market- Towns fiaod not 
thick, but are at vaft diftances one from another ; nor are the Villa- 
ges lefs draggling, two fcarcely falling under the Eye from t|;^e Tops 
of their highed Mountains, excepting in ibme few of their Wealthi- 
ed Plains. 

The mod principal Cities I have ktn^ are Gomhotm^ and BunJer- 
Congo^ two great Ports to the Gulph of Perfia^ fatpous for Traffick 
on that fide of the World. Lhor^ the Granary for thefe Ports. Je- 
rof% excellif]^ in Dates. Siras^ like another Phoenix fprung out of 
the Aflies oiPerftpolis^ which dill retains the Dignity and Majedy 
bf the Metropolis of Perfia^ dridly fp called ; after the fame man- 
ner as Ifpabaun^ Spaf^aun^ or Suffahaun^ mod properly is of Partbia ; 
only fo much the more Honourable , by how long it fhall pleafe the 
Emperor to fix his Throne there. 

Thofe Cities which Fam^ has brought to our Ears, are Cashin^ ano- 
ther Royal City, bordering on the Cafp/an^ ficklier than Spabaun^ tho 
it exceed it in Plenty of all things. Taherez^ i. e. Taurus in Artne- 
fiia^ not far from Mount Ararat y now the Seat of the Chief Pa- 
triarchate ; it is conterminous to the Turks^ and (he mod Trading 
Empory on that fide. For weaving and tranfpbrting Silks and Vel- 
vets, GiBan dands in the fird Rank ; iathe fecond, Sberwan. Joufcan 
fells excellent Wool, and itomMuJhaiis brought the bed Iron and 
Copper, thefe being Gtiesin Carmatfia. At Der/ii is the true Pijffa^

The Biiiidings of their Cities are of Three Sorts, the Houfes being Houfes. 
diverfified in rcfped of the Place, Time, and Perfons ; for the Forms 
of thofe of the Citizens, Nobles, and Peafants, are not all alike : As 
thofe in Sandy and Hot Places are of one Shape, and thofe in Rocky, 
Stony, and Cold Parts of another : So likewife the Anniverfary Mu- 
tations in any of thefe, make them fit their Habitations for thofe 
Quarters. 

The Palaces of the Potentates are built moftly after this manner : 
Towards the Street appears little or no Frontifpiece, more than the 
Porch, which makes a fquare (lately Building, arched at top, under 
which is a ftately Balcony, open on every fide, over the Haftle, 
which compafles neat Apartments, and are defended from the Sun's 
Heat by large Uiribrelloes or Penthoufes, ftretching themfelves wide 
to draw in the cool Air, the embowed parts whereof are fretted, and 
the out-parts ihine, with Blue inlaid with Gold: The Cafements, or 
Folding-doors rather, fparkle with Glorious Panes of Gl^fi of feveral 
Colours, and declare the Workmanfhip of the Caryers ; as does the 
outfide Slates the Skill of the Tilers in Glazing and Painting, as 
well as the Marble Facing the Ingenious Defign of the Surveyor. 
. From the Portal runs oti each hand round the Garden a Mud- Wall ^ 
very high, though not very thick^ which another Wall thwarts juft 
in the middle, from the Porch to the main Biylding, thereby to^rc 
the Mens Quarters from the Womens ; the latter whereof encloies 
the Kitchen-Garden ; the othfsr is deftined for Fragrant Plants, Aro- 
roatick Flowers, and outftretching Trees for Pleafure , as well as 
bearing Fruit for Ufe. The Houfes are fo contrived, that in the 
Sum^mer they are open Banqueting- Houfes, refreihed with Fountains 
as they fit in Frifco^ which defcehd thence to all the Qjiadrangles 
by Water-Courfes. Since the greateft part of this Empire is not far 
off the Ndrthern Tropick, it is therefore no wonder it fhould' com- 
plain of Heat, efpecially in the Summer, at which Seafon the Sun 
firikes the Earth more diredly with its Rays ; for which caufe, 
among^ all of them, Aquaududs and Fountains in the very Rooms; 
below Stairs, are mightily prized, with Water- works playing to cool 
the burning Particles of the incenfed Air ; and the whole Struiflure 
is conftituted fo, that it may receive thefe Refreihments every way it 
is capabte: Wherefore they defend their Dwellings from the Sun, 
and are conftantly fprinkling Water around their Seats from thefe 
Currents ; and from their Tops have many Breathuig-places to re- 
ceive the Wind, which are fo fixed, that whatever Breezes (lir, they 
ihall fuck them in , and tranfmit them to all the Rooms of the 
Houfe, as they lift. 

In Winter, if they be remote from the Sea, they.fliut up their 
open Halls and Parlours, and make them dofe Apartments, by let- 
ting down thofe Umbrelloes that fhaded them in Summer, to keep 
them warm in the cold Winter, till its Severity be paft, fpreadingall 
the Floor with Quilts thick and warm) and kindling Stoves in all 
their Bedchambers c Thefe alfo are of a di&eent Model fr6m thofe 
nearer {he Sea, They being moftly flat, Thefe arched : Their Roofs 
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Letter V. are made of Wood fetch d from InJia , with tranfverfe Beams upoa 
^"^y^y^^^ ^ Clay walls, or Stone with untempered Mortar, till they come to 

the juft Altitude of their Houfes, when the Interfiitia or Spaces be- 
twieen Beam and Beam are filled with Palm-Leafs neatly laid and 
painted, which ferve for Cieling. 

It is univerfally common to Spherical, Arched^or Plain Buildings, to 
lay vaft Loads of Mad at top ; and what is more wonderful,onIy with 
Mud and Clay, they will rear moft fpacious Arches, without other 
matter of Afliftance ; whereupon either againft Snows or Rains , 
fhouid they continue ( which they never do long ) they would make 
but faint Refiftance ; for being foaked thoroughly, they would re- 
' folve into their firft Entity : Whence in great Snows, to defend and 
keep their Dwellings (landing, theyvihovel it all from the Tops of 
their Houfes into the Lanes, and thereby obdrud the P^fTagesof 
their moft Publick Streets, when the 6now has not fallen above 
two days, and alfo endanger the Foundations ; w*hich the Rich bet* 
ter fecure by Brick Bottoms, than the Poor, whofe Fabricks often 
totter on fuch occafions : However, they have a better Opportunity 
^ againft Fire, their Manfions affording little combuftible Subftaoce 

for that to feed 6n. 

TheOtizens are not fo fumptuous as the Nobles ; and the Villages 
Are content with Cottages, with either Plain or Arched lioofs, nei« 
ther prefuming to exalt them to an unbecomii^ Height, in regard 
of either of their Statipns : Their Cafements are latticed, not goii^ 
to the Price of Gla6, which b Foreign, and for that reafon fcarce. 
Concluding then with thefe Tenememst we are brought to view on 
what Bafis their Government ftands: For the Welfare and Support 
of Cities, are the Ofafervatton.of their Laws ;

iedate, that they fhodd be .efteemed temperate, fo as not to-exceed 
in either fiztreme, wfaene km Swnmer dhey muft nfe Caves, Vaults, 
jind Grottoes, and in Winter Stoves and Hoc-hoaies. 

The Air is very rare at Sfobaim^nd the Wind drying : Hie Gty has 
ao need of WaUs , .where (b many Marble Mountains (land as a 
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Guard, or Bulwark of Defence ; it has indeed aTomr^ but itis^D Chap. XLl 
Mud one, rather ferving as an Armory, than to be ^relied on-as a ^i*<rS/''>i- 
place of Strength ; fo that Tihrewdly fufpc<9: whether ever this wcrd 
tjie ffecatmmpylos of Ortellius^ as is related by niore thah one: . Thq 
Circumference 6f the Body of the City I guefs may meafureSevira 
Miles; but if the difperfed Gardens and Seats of the Great Met9^ 
with the Palace Royal be brought into that Computation, we mvft 
allow it as many Pharfangs. • 

The Journy to it is diilicult in Bands, Troops, or Companies^ 
1^ reafon of the uneven Way encompafling every fide for manj;; 
Miles together ; therefore to attempt coming to it with an Army» 
or Warlike Force, muft not be afcribed to Prudence of Condudrofl 
Valour, unlefs there (hould arife znoihtx Alexander ( ^yhich muft' 
be imputed to his good Fortune, rather than Prowefs or Virtue ^^ 
hairbrain'dly^refolutc to undergo no Repulfe, thothe Exterprize fiir* 
pafs all human Probability : For it muft unavoidably fare with him- 
literally, as it did hyperbdlidilly only with Xerxes hisHoft, whoi 
are reported to have been fo numerous.as to drink whole Rivers ^ry 
as they pai^ ; ' what then would Cifterns of Rain* waiter do, or now 
and then afmall Brook, to quench the Thirft even of an ordinary 
Detachment, not likely to put *ib Populous a City in the leaft Con*^ 
fternation ? But to find Food in fuch Bye and Defolate Piaths for any 
confiderable Force, would be paft poflibility^ unlefis at ^ the Expenob' 
of a Miracle, '^y thefe Bars, whereby the Paflcs are eafily fecured 
(an Handful of Men being ^atble to withftand an Hoil) and the , 
Avenues inaccelfible, the Hofiile Aritis of the Turks have been put 
to a fiop, who otherwife would have fet no Bounds to their Defires, 
could they have conquered tbefe Obftacles, whereby they would at 
the &me time have carried the Empire too. 

The fmall Attendance we carried up to SpahAm^ was d^monflra- 
tion enough of this Truth i for though we fared well, yet it was 
tirefome, and few elfe meet with the like Conveniences, they being 
aflured that we would more than reward their readinefs to provide 
for us, whereby we the better overcame thofe Straits, which prepa*- 
red an Entrance into the large Field where this invihcible City lay 
open to us ; deriving its Annual Nutriment from a clear River, which 
it beftows plentifully from its hollow Womb : But that which it 
bears the Bays away for, is its being feated in the very Heart of the 
Empire. 

For fake whereof, its Founder ^ or at leaft, Adorner ) Sbati^ Alas shM» Aai 
the Great, advifedly chofe it for his Imperial Throne, that thence J^^S. ^^H^ 
he might more readily difperfe his Mandates , and be affifting by his ^ sfsbi^ot 
Auxiliaries, to any fufiering Part, afiaulted by the bold Incurfions of the imperiu 
fais Enemies ; irradiating like the Sun in the Firmament ( by the In- ^' 
fluence of his Power ) all within the Sphere of his Government : So 
that while the utmoft of his Dominions are feafonably fupplied with 
the comfortable Warmth of his Protedion, hefafely refides within, 
invulnerable from Foreign Strokes, and reigns in this his Capital 
City without Controul. And as the Founders of Old Rome promi- 
fed Eternity to their Empire as well as City, in digging up a Man's 
Skull, and thence^ as from the b^ft Omen , were encouraged ; as 
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Letter V. notbeiog perfiiaded theCapkol could be a fit BaTis fortbe Moatr-* 
u/"V%j chy of the World^ uniels it wcic iMiilt on the Found^jyon tbtt was • 

6> luckily offered them : So from the fame AoTpiciotts $^« SBaw Aias 
prefaged the like happy Event, buUding a Piikyr of his Emmks Hcadbr, 
nifed as a Trophy to bis Valour. What elfe is Augnft m S^a- 
b^$my are the remainiBg Produ As of his Brain, more truly ibaa^- 
niprva was &id tp be the Ofbpr iog of ^0vf. 

The magnificently-arch'd Buzzars/ which form the NoU& Square 
to the Palace ; the feveral Publick Inos^ which are fo oiany Sera- 
glMs } the ftately Rows of Sycamores^ which the World cannoe pa* 
raUel ; the glorious Suaamer^houfes, and pieafant Gardens^ the fto- 
pendious Bridges, fumpmovs Teiiiples» the Religioin Convents, the 
OoUegs for the ProfeiTors of A(Uonomy» are fo many lading Pyrar 
i^da and Monuments of bis Fame ; though many of them begin to 
fink in their own Ruin, for want of tunefy Repair ; fuch is the fatal 
Calamity of human Structeres^ Time corroding the moft durable; 
But to fpeak properly and truly, the Gaufe of fp early a Decay is 
the flothful Nature, and difrogard of tbeir Forefathers Honour, that 
p^ilefles the improvident Ptrfians^ left any thing tending to perpe- 
tuate their Memories, ihould by reviving their Virtues ^ made ufe 
of as a Reproach to their inflant SupineneCi i and for that reafod 
they let all fall to the Ground, never o0ering to underprop a decli* 
ning Building* 
The csttns. \ This City has Cafir for its principal Patmn ; undtf him the Casm^ 

who is Preiident of the Province, or County-^Sheriff^ (who is ever 
one of the Prime Nobility, and of tte higheft Rank anKMig the 
Courtiers, always on Duty near the Emperor s Perfon, that he may 
be teady to give an account of bis Cbati^tipon demand^ and at hand 
to introduce all Addrefles that concern his OfSce to reprefent i being 
as it were a Skreen between fo high a Majefty, and the raeannefe of 
the Popularity under his Protedbn^ le'fl tliey ihould intrude too pro* 
plianely, or be ftruok blind by the too bright Rays of an Abfoluie 
Power } is interpofed as a fit Medium, to qualify by a fuitable 
Interceffion the necei&ry difiance each Condition oaght to 
be kept at, to maintain tlk mutual Benefit expeAed on both fides. 
Whilft he is thus employed^ and receives the greateft Profits of bis 
Lordfiiip, he deputes his Lieutenant to the Trult of governing, who 
tran&As all in his Name, as his Chief Vican 
Mtimmuhubt, Butthc Sujfee*s Vicar- General is by his Place the Second Ptrfoa 
or ciuncenor. in the Empire, and always the Firft Mioifter of State, called by 

them Eiiwmndimiet^ The Chief Slave $ under wbofe Jurifdiiiioo the 
Provinces of lefier Note do fall, and are at his diipofiqg immediate** 
ly next the Emperor's ; u^ofe Caims or Dukes therefore are Obliged to 
cooftant Refidence in their feveral Diftrids ; and if it fortune thatat 
any time they have Bofinefi with the Emperor, they apply them- 
selves to the Biiwnmehnkt^ as to the Lord Chancellor of the wMt 
Kingdom, to whofe Management t<tey cosnmic themftlves and their 
Caufe i who cannot be abfent from their Metropolis at any time, be* 
fore thisy have conftitiMed a QMiuewy which b an UndeiwSheri^ 
who thereby cranfitiit their Autburity to hirat only rtfervingcbe Hiv 
nour to themfelves* 

All 
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All thefe Prefeds in their Dominions behave themfelves after, thd Chap. XI. 
• Example of the Emperor himfelf, in refped: of Grandeur as well as ^-^•^'^y^ 
Rule, only remembring they are but Tenants at Willi and therefore DepS'io " 
fail not to prefent their Mafter and his Family with the Firft Fruits of thecjwr.^ 
the Growth of each Province ; which Annual Gbmme&ioration i$ a 
Monitor of their Homage and Fealty to their Supreme Lord^ which 
he txz6ts as a due Debt , and they pay as an acknowledgment of 
their Servitude to him ; in which as long as they continue in his 
Grace, at every New- Yearns Day he fends them a Livery, or Robe 
of Honour, to be retained his Slaves, which they receive as a Mark 
of the higheft Favour ; and to be called a Gohomy Shaw^ The Kings 
Vajpzly is the higheft Apex of their Ambition. 

Subordinate to the forementioned Officers , is the Droger^ or The Dwjftr, 
Mayor of the City, or Captain of the Watch or the Rounds : It is 
his Duty to prefide with the Main Guard a-nights before the Palace* 
Gates, and thence to make Excurfions through the City, to difperfe, 
fecure, and apprehend Idle and Vagrant Perfons, that can give no 
Account of themfelves, to puniih Offenders of that nature, and to 
keep the Peace. 

In all their Buzzars, which are locked up in the dead of the Night, 
there are Watches to prevent Thieves, at the common Expence of 
fevery Shopkeeper. 

The next in Office is the Quefior Zygoftates^ or Clerk of the Mar- The oibiitwri. 
fcet, known among them^ by the Title of Calentire $ he fixes the ^ 
Price of Corn^ has the Overfight of all Bakers, Cooks, &c. and by 
his own Authority can dot only confifcate their Goods to the Poof, 
but muld with Yak of Life iuch Offenders as are notorioufly irre^ 
Claimable otherwife ; inany tiines thlrowiiig a Baker into his own 
Red*hot Furnace , that vends poyfonous Corn , or cheats ill the 
Weight ; and the Cook into his own Boiling Caldron, for impofing 
on the People Carrion, or ilI-nouri(hing Flefh, found in Highways 
or Ditches : Thus deals he with Malefaftors of this B|atch. Befides, 
he is Receiver of all the Rents of the City, and pays it into the 
KingV Treafury. • . 

The laft Perfon to be treated of is the Cazy^ or Publick Judiciary, The gk/. 
who will deferve a ipecial Treatife by himfelf, and therefore is to be 
refer ved for a fitter feafon. 

But in the mean time we mialyobferve, Thatbyfuch Cyclops as spBhmm^ 
thefeareformed the Thunderbolts of the Alniightyyin;^; whereby ducfEmpoty, 
he both makes the whole Olymfus fhake, arid preferves the Laws of 
every private City as well as Country to Which they belong. As all 
things by a Natural Tendency, move from the CircudJference to the 
Centre, fo from the Confluence of all Nations- of the World hither, 
it becomes the Chief Empoiy, as well as an Exemplar 6f their Qo- 
veimment ; . although it haithdecUned much fince the Ettropeans hav« 
difeovered the wav by Sea tb India: For long before that it was the 
Storehoufcand^generailVbrkefc for/«^imW^ as well as its own; 
andby confeque^, as it was the Staple of the Univerfe, it was the 
common Receptacle of, all tht Money ebbing and flowing from all 
I^ts: But tl^ Bofphorns being fioppedv from a Sea it became a 
' ' Xx % Lake, 
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Itike, in which Riches do now fUgoate, not circulate, or at kaft cot 
with that Force they did before. 

However, as long as the bufy Merchant from the uttermoft Co^^ 
gapes after its Commodities to advance his Pelf, and for bis faJbe the 
Publick ^izkars are kept in better Repair than leis-frequeiued Buil- 
dings, it mnft be allowed it is fo far from a Total Decay of Trade, 
that few Cities in the World furpais it for Wealth, and Jiose come 
near it for thofe iUtely Buildings ; which for that reafon are kept 
entire, while others made of Lime and Slate, bekxiging to priva^ 
Perfons, hardly laft their Founders Lives, for want of timely Care. 

For the Citizens ratiier chufe to dwell in a tottering lloufe, ttun 
appear lavifh in Coftly Building or Apparel, for fear«beir Governors 
<ihoukl fufped they have too much Riches, when they are fure ne- 
ver to be at reft till they liave dived into the bottom of their Trea' 
furies ; which Extortion is returned by the King upon their RwlerSf 
whereby the Emperor's Treafure grows exuberamly great: Whicj) 
is the caufe the Citizens (o often lay up^cheir Talents in Napkins, 
fince it is a Crime to expofe their Wealth by fpecious or luxurious 
Shews, according to the accuftomed Pride of Wealthieft Cocpwa- 
tions among us. 

Whence it proceeds that only Courtiers and Soldiers in this CouAr 
try, who are maintained by Annual Penfions, are permitted to liv^ 
gallantly ; whofe regard of the Publick Utility is rarely fo much 
conftdered, as to fpare any thing ftom their mamier «f enjoying 
themfelves, either to adorn or benefit the Qties in which they refide: 
On which ground it is, that tixk \>f^ Qties feldcoa have ^Iiwdid 
Edifices to commend them, frqro mean or private Hands ; though iq 
the Suburbs of their Capital CitySfnA^^, there 9f» many by atli» 
RivoK fide, both of the Nobles and the Empo'ora ftately Palaoeft 

But what cdebrates it moft^ are the covered fiuzzars, or Market* 
places,, continued through the whole Qty ; and the Inns of StrsKK 
gbrs, occupying them in fhe time of their Bufifier85 their Batlis^ 
Ten^^, and Convents, which have Stipends to fupporc them 
from being an Eyefore and Blemiih in their princ^ Pli|ces j all 
which defeiVe a particular Deloipti^. 

And therefore I (hall begin with their Inns, or Cartatag Ser J^s, 
which are divided into Three Species, both in refped of their 3ite 
and Form , as well as Matter, through the whole Empire. Thoie 
near the Sea>fliore for 3even Days Journey or thereabouts, arecom- 
monly of this Figure ; they are reared of uqpotifl^fl Stones, on m 
Area Three Foot lugb,- ta keep <o^t the ilorles , and leave 4ui out- 
ward Space for Servanis 1K>. lye 90^ w^reon are ered;ed Four Piijars^

They modly neft in common, and obferve no diftinftion among no Priority 
themfelves either at Church, in the Bath, or in the Caravan Sfr Maw ; ^^^^f 
he that comes firft, is firft ferved, none give way to anothrr ; whore- J^^J^^f^"^ 
by there is in the fame Ian it mukitude of all forts. Footmen,. Horfe* ^ ^' 
men, Merchants, together with an hideous Confufion of rPec^fe 
within, and the Noife of Beads, Packers, and Servants. 

Notwithdanding which, if a Foreign Ambadador with a grest 
Retinue arrive, or any of their Nobles { whom they only #e^e<9: « 
'Men among them ) pitch his Tent, or take up his Qparters with 
them, thefe will remove, and profier him Room, feeking Lod^ngs 
on the Outward Lodge, or Advance-Border of the Caravan Ser ilam 
for themfelves ; but then this mud be edeerped a great Msitk of 
their Compliance, and indeed almod forced, they ufually dprnaching 
fuch a Didurbance with frowning Countenances, and fometimesop^ 
^evilings.

Utility, for the defence of Strangers againft both the Injuries of 
Heat and Cold : And thofe of them that are built of Stone or Brick, 
have not once only flood it out in the nature of ftrong Forts againifl: 
their Oppofers , but have many times been made tenable , being 
ftored with Ammunition and Provifion. 

Thofe nearer Spabam have moft an end the fame Form, or Shape 
below, but are oftner tubilated than tabulated above, and are made 
of Mud for the moft part ; but in Spahaun its felf , where Strangers 
abide longer, they are more fplendid, and larger than any where 
elfe f for to this lower Order we have been defcribing, they add ano- 
ther, and fometimes a third, which bear Proportion and exa(^ Syme^ 
try with each other. 
Tlheir Tem. Their Temples reprefent no great Bulk to the Beholdersi nor exalt 
pies. ' themfelves much towards Heaven, uplels fome Obelisks^ which are 

fometimes joined with, at other times feparate from them : But moft 
an end they cbferve this Form ; The Foundation being laid in a 
'Square, the Roof is fupported by four Pillars, in whofe middle a 
great Cupilo lifts up its Head, Which the Priefts vifit Day and Night 
at every Fourth Hour to trail the people to Prayers j the Whole par- 
ticipates more of JUofakk than any other Work« In the Dome is no 
Omam^t, nor Seat ; on the Grouhd Mats are ftrewed ; any manner 
of Carving or Reprefentation whatfoiever is baniih'd hence. 

Fromf the Pomterium to the outvTard Court they afcend by Steps, 
' where they bare their Feet, alluding to the Command in Mofes his 
Vifion, Pull off thy fhooes^ for the place whereon ihou fianJeJl, is holy 
Ground. As foon as they have wa(hed themfelves in the Porch, where 
always is a Baptiftery, or Tank for that purpofe, they pluck oC 
their upp^ Garments, efpecially if they be Cloth of Gold, for Gold 
. alfo is'to them Ifigefs^ i. e. unclean; wherefore they caft from them 
Gokl Rings, or whatever is fet in Gold, not being luflered either to 
deep or pray with theai upon them ; but at the fame time they open 
their Silver Phyladteries and Rofaries, wherein in Aggat are engraven 
fonie Scraps of their Alcoran^ and uncovering their Heads they enter 
their Churches, and fall down on the Ground, and as they recite 
their Prayers, often kils the fame, always bowing towards the rifing 
and fetting of the Sun, and agree with the InJum Moors in fainting 
their Genii^ and then they depart; unle(s on their Sabbath-day^ 
which is FfiJof every Week» the MuBab detain them by a Preach- 
ment. 
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ment, or with a Chapter out of the Aiwati, which hff uQf^^flC^k^ 9^a&,^ 
to expound by a large, and, no doubt, learaed f tfri/>lira^f ♦ ip wbpm ^<yV/ 
on the Sputb-mc they have appropriated a Pqipit railed on $tepqi iii it 
may be laid to be one without an^y Oesk or R^ils, on wh^f^ <)^ &^ 
not (lands, it being placed in an Oratory ap»t.

The Colleges in Spabatm ufi taowy ibuuded wid cpdqwqd by Coikget. 
Royal Donation, partly by others. 

There are Twenty or Thirty Fair Ones thw have Incomes, and 
many more whole Manners are devolved by a tacit Picfcripc iotp 
Secular Hands. To every Cottege there is a PrcCdfiOl over the Stu- 
dents, and another over the Fabrick , wbq lets out the Chaiobcffs, 
and receives the Rents, difpoftng them as he pleaies, and di^placvug 
at plealiire : Every Chamber has One, Two, Three, or more Stur 
dents, where they (it and lye ; to this the oi^nary Door ^ods for 
a Window ; there are no Forms or Benches* more thfto an old 
Moth-eaten Carpet, not fit for a Cypfy's Mantle, for to ufe, «ttb^ 
for Repofe or other purpofe. 

The Number of Scholars in each depends upon tb^ Numb^ qf 
Chambers , and the Coqftaocy of the Revenues . theve being in 
fome not above Forty, in othen from an Hundred to m Hutbdrfd 
and fifty : He who is eledcd iato tbefe, lives fp«ringiy ^ ^pa- 
rately, not eating in common Halls, having no more allowed tb>P 
two or three GtsJt^ks. « Day» which is about (b many Stivers or F41- 
thing, froni the Prefident ; if thefe are not enough, theo he adilgns 
the Tranfcription of fuch and fuch Book^ to hu Aid , for wludi 
they are paid. There are alio three, four, or more Servants in coo- 
llant Salary from the College, which any Student vt^y of Right 
command to buy Fruit for their Food, and fetch them Other Neo^ 
laries ; who fometimes, Illiterate as they are, go aw^y with fome 
of the College Revenues, and are reckoned among the Students; 
being fitter to (hooe Hor^ or drive a Wftin with Vefpafipf^ Cha- 
rioteer, than to (hare in that Char»<3;er. 

Their Balneoi or Hummums are the moft fumpCUOUS, whiph arc Hmnmuiiu.) 

in all their Cities, always hot { and it is lawful for every one of both ot £«Amw. 
^txes^ on fiated times of the Dj^ to Utfa for a fm^l Price : The 
Prepofitor of each Houfe gives Notice to all Comers by Uowinc 
an Horn, when 'the Houws are ready to attend them i of whjcti 
there are innumerable deftioed to the(e ufe^ each driving to outibioc 
the other \ infomuch that no time either of Day or Night pades, but 
you (hall hear perpetual Noifesof Horns to invite you to them j fofr 
no fooner is the Fire kindled under them, but they let every onf 
Jknow by thole loud Inftrament$. 

In which Places the Treatment is alike to all ; (or as before wa; 
(aid in the Churchand Inns, fo in the Hot'Houfes all things are^omr 
mon to all : Wherefore if any one defire to be freed £rpm thp Vul- 
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Letter V. gar Rout, he muft hire an Houfe for a whole Day ; which may be 

done, if he pay the ufual Expence arid Income of that Day, which 
Chrifiians are always obhged to, where they have not Balneo$ of 
their own to refort toj for the Perfians prefume too Ph^rifaically on 
th^fe Baths,, judging thereby all their Offences to be waflied away ; 
according to that or Lailantm , Flagitiis mi§ihus inqidnati veniunt^ 
^ femti facrificajfe optHantur^ fi cutem laverint ; tanquam libiditres in^ 
tra pe^us inclufaSy uUa amnis ahlaat aut maria uUa purificent : They 
come polluted with the heinoufeft Sins, and think when they have 
waihed they have attoned by afufficient Sacrifice ; as if any River or 
Sea could purify their Lufts included in their Hearts. 

Thefe Houfes are beneath the Earth, only fome little round Globes 
embelliihM with Painted Glafs peep out above the Ground to give 
Light, and are well clos'd, left the ambient Air fhould offend by too 
forcible a Ventilation through any neglected Crevife : They are built 
with divers diftinA Cells one from another, in which Men (it, are 
rubbed, and cleanfed : Immediately within the Porch is the greated: 
Cell, or rather a large Room , where they d^oflf their Cloaths, and 
being undrefled leave their Garments ; in the middle of this Place 
is a Cyftern of cold Water coming into it by feveral Pipes : All thd 
other Cells are fo conveniently framed, that every one may breathe 
a different Air as to the degrees of Heat, fuch as may fuit with the 
divers Temperaments of feveral Bodies, fince every Conftitution re- 
quires not the fame Bath : For as Gaien has left it written in lib. 7. 
Morh. Med. Some want an Hot, others a Tepid, and others a Cold 
Bath, as Hedical Habits declare. 

The Pavements are all Marble, on which, the more Hot Water is 
thrown, the more it increafesthe Hbat, although at the fame time 
the Subterranean Fire be as Hot as it can be : On thefe Marble Floors 
they at lad extend themfelves, when they think they have tarried in 
long enough, that the Barbers, whofe bufinefs it is, fhould wind 
and turn every Limb and Joint of the Body, before, behind, and on 
every fide, with that Dexterity and Slight, that it is admirable to 
behold them perform it ; whereby they leave no Mufcle, Nerve, or 
fuperficial Joint, either unmov'd, ornotrubb'd: Then with a courfe 
Hair-cloth and Hot Water they fcrape off all the Filth and Sweat ; 
and laft of all by a Depilatory they take clean away all manner of 
Hairs growing either in Secret Parts, or any Emunduary to caufe 
either nafty Smells, or troublefome chafing. 

When they retire to put on their Cloaths, ( this is to be only un« 
derftood of Great Men ) there waits them a Collation of Fruit, 
Sweetmeats, and variety of Perfumes^ as Rofewater, Rackbeet, and 
the like, with all befitting Attendants, befides the ufual Servitors, to 
adriiinifter either Coho, Tea, Tobacco, or Brandy, if faint* When 
they are drels'd, they emplaifter their Feet and Hands with a Red 
Pafte, which wonderfully helps fweaty and moift Palms, as alio 
(linking Feet. 

Thefe things being premifed, the Benefits coming from theufeof 
thefe are, when the Biody is inflamed and dried by immoderate Heat, 
it is finely refrcfhed by fweet Wat^r, and the Pores become moiften'd ; 
the farther profecution of which Advantages having been fpoken of 

before. 
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before, I refer you thither, and proceed to the other Houfes of Re- Chap. XI. 
'Ibrt, which are only for the Men, and not for the Women. c-/^v^V-; 

Their Coflee-houfes, where they fell Ccha, better than any among Their Cofiee- 
us, which being boiled, has a Black Oil or Creapi fwimming at ^^^ 
top, and when it has not, they refufe to drink it : Hither repair all 
thofe that are covetous of News , as well as Barterers of Goods ; 
where not only Fame and common Rumour is promulged, but Poe- 
try too, for fomc of that Tribe are always prefent to reherfe their 
Poems, and difperfe their Fables to the Company ; fo true is it, 
f| d^sf^^lxg ^sr^y/uucTa^ Ex Otic iJegotium^ That their Bufinefs pro- 
ceeds from Idlenefs. 

They are modelled after the Nature of our Theatres, that every 
one may fit around, and fuck choice Tobacco out of long Malahar 
Canes, faflen'd to Chryftal Bottles, like the Recipients or Bolt-heads 
of the Chymifts, with a narrow Neck, where the Bole or Head of the 
Pipe is inferred, a ffiorter Cane reaching to the bottom , where the 
long Pipe meets it, the Veflel being filled with Water : After this 
fort they are mightily pleafed ; for putting fragrant and delightful 
Flowers into the Water, upon every attempt to draw Tobacco, the 
Water bubbles, and niiakes them dance in various Figures^ which 
both qualifies the Heat of the Smoke^ and creates together a pretty 
Sight. 

At Night here are abundance of Lamps lighted, and let down 
in Glafles from the Concave Part of the Roof, by Wires or Ropes^ 
hanging in a Circle. 

The Buzzars having been mentioned before , 1 ihall only add. 
That however Great all their other Buildings are, yet thefe carry 
away the Glory from them all ; as much as the Halls of the Ci- 
tizens of London exceed Noblemens Houfes about the City, being the 
Work and Bufinefs of Joint-Stocks ; and their Shews and Entertain- 
ments are as Pompous as Princes, however fparingly they live at 
their own Homes : For thefe being the joint Advantage both of the , 
Emperor and his Subjeds, he encourages their forwardnefs in adorn- 
ing thefe, though he fupprefles all their Extravagancy of Garb, or 
Exorbitancy in Building, if it bears not with it the becoming Defign 
of giving him the greatefi Share of Honour in the Foundation. 

Their Bridges are made either of Brick or Stone, and want neither 
for Skill or Ornament in their Contrivance ; and are chiefly built for 
Oftentation , or to preferve their Memories, as their other great 
Buildings are : They are of more Ufe to join divided Rocks for Pat 
fengers, than to lay over Rivers j the former of which are more 
frequent in the Road to the Port than the other.

Of the prefent Inhabitants j of the Jews bein^ interfperfed eVer 
Jme the Captiyky of Babylon ; the Cuftom of exoculating 
their Princes ; Nobilky among the Perfians ; the E/ieem they 
haye of the Emperor^ s Ter/on being Divine ; his Name and 
Succeffion : Of the Englifii overthrowing the Porcugals at 
Ormus } the ^rocefjion of the Court ; its Grandeur y and 
^ception of jhnbajfadori : Of the SufFees; of their Ca» 
yairy^ Infantry y Seamen^ and Nayy. 

The pttknt T^ ^ ^ Inhabitants of this Gty, as well as of all Perfia ( the 
Perfimuscy- X Ancient Stock beings as it were, extind ) fpring from the 
ihfsns. Overflow of the Northern Scythians , by whom the Native Perfians 

were either totally expeird, or U} fuppref&M^ as to remain of no Ac* 
count among them : Tbefe notwithfianding, by the Benefit of the 
Climate, have changM to much of their innate Roughnels, as they 
have acquired the more corufcant Beauty inherent in the Temper of 
the Air ; for they are of a delicate G)mpoiure of Body , Tali and 
Strait, especially die Women, who though not generally fo proper^ 
yet excel in Softnefs of Texture, and Comelinel^ of Form : Their 
Outfide is no falfc Indication of their Natural Ingenuity, which ex* 
ceeds all the Eafiern People both for Facetioufnels of Wit, Civil Be» 
haviour, and Gallantry in Appearance, as much as they do the Bar- 
barous Africans. 

They cohabit generally with their Relations together in one 

Hottie, or at lead as near one the other as it is pofliblc. 

3i»s here cv«r ^^^ ^'^ anw)ng them of the fame Antiquity as the Exportatioa 

fincerhe Op- ffom Jerufalen$ to Bahylon^ who live in the fame Cities* though in 

tivity. difiin^ Streets, and with lefs Mark of Reproach here than elfcwhere : 

But how far their Liberties extend, I pretend not to tell ; only they 
congregate on their Sabbaths, New Moons, and Feaft days, in full 
Synagogues^ without any Diflurbance. 

Here are (lore of Banyans^ dwelling in their great Inns^ but de- 
generate from the ftri(% Indian Banyans^ indulging themfelves in moil 
Ibrts of Flefl>, and all kind of Wines. 

In this City of Spahaun^ befides the Romijh Monks, Us , the fi^A 

gian Reprefentative, and the Polifl) Ambaflador, are no Chrifiians 

fuflered to live ; the reft repair to Jelfa among the Armenians^ unlefs 

accidentally fome Strangers tarry a Night or two in a Caravan Ser 

Rawy which are the Receptacles of all Foreigners. 

On the Death Thefe being of a lower Orb , creep fafely on the Ground, while 

of their Em- thofc exalted to an higher Sphere, like Fortune itsfelf, are let onilip- 

SnTcaufcshfa ^^ Places, and are deprived of their Eye-fight. Long fince that 

Brothers and Barbarity bas been exploded here, which as foon as the Witnedes of 

nearRektions Virility appeared, to teftify their being Men not of an Hours Birth, 

^yestobepuc ^^ ^f ^ Miflutcs rather, were delivered to bloody Villains, crueller 
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than Beaftsy ( whofe unrelenting Merqr fpar'd not the Royal Infants Chap. XIL 
' Cries ) to make away inhumanly, Or at leaft fuddenly difpatch them. t-^W^ 
Such is the fatal neceffity of Tyrants, that leaft can credit thofe that 
are moft allied to'thems which addition to their Crimes* they think 
is fomewhat extenuated by exoculating them only at this Court ; 
whereby they are render'd uncapable of tfaeThcpne, (being to be 
prefentod to the Supreme Government, like the Leuites in ^he Old 
Law, without Blemifh, being whole in every Member ) : But cer- 
tainly thofe are bound up in hard Circumftances, who to avoid 
Difputes of Succeflion to the Crown^ ; unmercifully butcher Tender 
Innocents^ hurrying them to Execution as fooo as they have efcaped 
Imprifonment from their Mothers Womb: On this Bafis the Old 
Monarchy of the Perfians was founded, as if no other Cement could 
lb firmly knit^ as Blood. 

And at this Infiant their Jealoufy is fo fervent, that they keep 
their Sons like Captives, till the Father's Death enlarges the Eldeil ; 
when the Younger Brothers, Uncles, and Nephews on both fides, 
on the Appearance of the Rifing Sun , fee their laft : As if the Blood« 
Royal were prophan'd, unlefs they fled to the Hot {ron, as the only 
means to expiate for its Affinity ; which being drawn over the moft 
fenfible Parts C their Eyes ), ftrikes from the Rays of their Kinfman's 
Diadem fucb a Sparkling Luftre, as for ever after makes them irre* 
coverably blind ; to feek Recovery whereof, or any for them, is a 
Treafon unpardonable. So abhorrent are they of a Partner or a Ri- 
val in Enipire, that they endure not any to emulate or outdo them by 
^n overfor ward Strain of Loyalty, whereby they might Teem obliged 
to their Sul:9eds, or that they monXd outfhine them by a Popular Af- 
^dion, however meritorious their Deeds have been ; whereby they 
teach their Children perfed Obedience, before they permit them to 
fhink of Command. / 

, But whether by this way it is beft; to be converfant with Toothlefs 
Qjkl WtMxien, Ignorant and Effeminate Euntichs, aTutor more vef« 
$9d in Books than the Affairs of the World, and all thefe bound in 
the hig^ft AU^ianoe to their Liege , is a fitter Topick for the 
JUachiavilians of our Age, than for i&e to handle. Although P/it- 
torch has delivered this as a Maxim to Pofterity, Thofe who are ge- 
nerouily and Princery inftruded, let them be compared with thefe, ^ 
and the difference will prefently difcover its felf which is the more 
eligible Education : But for the Good of the Chief Miniiders of State, 
it is more profitable, I confels, to keep their Princes Judgments al- ' 
ways in Minority, provided they can thereby make them more plia- 
ble to their Ends and Defigns. 

Contrary to the Principles of the reft of the Eaft^ Nobility is re- Nobles by 
garded and maintained zmongtht Perfians^ confiding rather in their Krcb among 
Homebred Honefty, than . entertaining Mercenary Foreigners in ^^^^J^' 
their Armies^ to whofe Fidelity and Conduct moft other Countries 
commit their greateft Strength, while thefe rely on their own Sub- 
}^s : For though they claim Nobility of Race, yet they are not of 
the fame Stock with the Royal Line; and therefore (content to 
ihove beneath ) afpire not to the Top of Bmpire ; nor can they 
ftretch but their Hands to the Diadem, without apparent Ufurpa- 
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tiofit which thofe of ta £qual Order would ofypafe, as having as 
good a Title thereto as the bdd Violator himfelf; which. they who ' 
are of a more foUiine Spirit would never brook, much lefs beat foch 
30 Ittdtgntty, or pay Homage and Refped toOoe they muft have in 
Scorn/ and Contempt. On this Account it is they have ample Lordr 
ihips affigoed them> which they poflefs by Inheritance and Lawful 
Right) with the kme Tenor as our Barons, who are bef&re others 
in Wealth and Honour, but are fomethiog retrained in their Power» 
left they ihoiUd take up Arms againft their King. 

T^ Emperor often rewards thefe with great Offices and high 
Employments, where he finds Defert meet with the Grandeur of 
their Birtb ; gracing them with his G>mmands the rather, becaufe 
( to their Eternal Renown be it fpoken ) they feldom defert their 
Sovereign , or prove unfaithful to the Throne: So innate a Sted- 
dinefsbeing ingrafted in their Souls, to conform themfetvcs to their 
Matter's Wills , that they art always found obfequious ; which if 
it be not altogether to be attributed to their Virtue, muft admit of 
the Dread the Anger of their Emperor imprefles ( being like the 
Roaring of a Lion), which frights the trembling Herds among the 
Woods ; for their Lives are immediately it his Difpc^e, which keeps 
them in Awe. 

.They efteem their Emperors not only as Lords Paramount^ 
but reverence them as Sons 6f the Pkx>c^ets , whofe Dominion 
therefore is grounded more on Hierarchy nian bare Monarchy. For 
as of old tM Perfiams adored the Sun as a Deity, and oeiebrated his 
fifing with Morning Hymns, and were daily employed in Sacred An- 
thems to its Praife; fo now from Idolaters becoming Infidels, they 
fiill efpoufe the Divine Right as well as Lineage of tt^ir Sovereigns : 
From which fond Belief, the PovemeO: General at the Head of a 
Puiilant Army, or the Provincial Cmitj, though fiirrounded with 
Legions of Soldiers , upon the Arrival of a fingle CbM^r ( that is, 
a Pod with Royal Order ), attended with no other Warrant than 
being one of the King's Creatures 1 and he pronouncing Death from 
the Emperor, they lay down their Heads without any Tumulti with 
an entire R^gnation to their Mafter s Pleafore. 

And what is yet more ungrateful to men of theii^ Jealoufy, ( it 
being fo bafe and diflioneft, that no Reparation can be m^ among 
the Mows for an indignity of that kind) if he cemnnands them on 
the great Fedival ( begun by Ahafmrm^ and continued to this Day 
by th« Perfian Monardis, an Huildred and Fourfoore Days every 
Year ) to bring their own proper Wives to Court, to remain there 
all that time proftitute to his Luft ; this ib hated a thing they are fo 
far from reiufiog, chat they obey him m every thing, ho k& than an 
Immortal God. 

^ From which' piece of Service, no Man that is known to have ta 
Hamdfeme Woman to hir Wife, is eXtmpced; for after his Pimps 
and Panders have had the Scent, he is not long from the Hunc widi 
a full Cry : To that end , in wbatfeever Quarter of the City the. 
Pttfs fquats, he fets up his Crook, or Interdift, that no Man pi^ 
fume to (lay within doors, tiH he be palled whither be intends ; bA 
in the mean whiiC) tbe Fcmaks are permitted, nay, commanded to 
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flay ^t home, ^nd fo he comes Md finds the Pormi and then is fure Chap. XH; 
not to mils of his Gama But to dofe up this ; fo devoted are they to ^-^^"Vv^ 
him, that as the Ancient Hehrtm fwore by their King*s Health ; the 
EgyftianSy by the Life of Pharaoh ; the Bimans^ by Cafars Honour ; 
they have no more obliging Teft, than Seir Pedtfbaw^ By the Em- 
peror's Head 

On thefe Terms it is, that the Affairs at home, and of the Mi- wheieon is 
litia abroad, are fo negligently treated^ by the Emperor's being tho- grounded the 
roughly aflfarcd of his Peoples Integrity and Allegiance j all the ftrong ^^** *' 
Caftles and Places through the whole Realm hereupon being demo- 
liflied, or lying in Ruins ; unlefs fome few near the Confines of 
Tttrky^ and CandcAidr^ taken from the Indians ; flighting them only 
as Nefts for Thieves and Robbers, well know ing when it comes to 
the Pufh, the Mountains will prove the better Security : Nor is the 
Army at prefent in a much jR>rwarder Pofture for Fight, it being 
Vilely defedive in its Mufters ; but the worft provided of all are 
the Fleets in either Seas. 

When at the fame time the Treafury never more abounded in His Wcdth. 
Caft, holding thereby the Sinews of War in his own hands j for 
which reafon be ffeeps, while the Burthen of the Kingdom is re- 
jetfted, and the Weight thereof lies on the Chancellor's Shoulders,

grefs ; in confirmation wheteof are nniny living Examples about thuii 
City, of thofe that have been hjs Menial Servants, converfant about , 
his neceflary Affairs, who /lipping in any one Point, are daily to be 
fcen efcaping with their Lives, i)ut not without the lols of fome 
Member, facrific^d to the Rage of an unreafonabte Maften He is a 
Winebibber and a Drunkardj they reporting, That he is able, after 
his full Dofe has already made him reel) to drink a large flask^ more

The Emperor's Name is Sham Scbeiytnon, or King Soimon^ . the Son ^ Nam^ 
of Shaw Aias ; not of him that was truly ftiled the Great j but Jy. ^^^^^ 
however, heroay becaHed^ The Good, being a Lover of Chriftians; ^ 

by 
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Letter V. by the father's fide, of the Sophian Extrad ; by the Mother's, of 
u/S/VJ the Houfe of Georgia^ which Illuftrious Dame dill lives the Relid: of 

her Worthy Husband ; fo that he is fprung from Kings of long Con* 
tinuance : Which tound«r(land the more clearly, we are to unfold 
the Succeilion from Sardanapalus his Reign, the lad from Nimrod: 
After his killing himfelf, the Empire was divided into the Monarchy 
of the Affyrians^ ChaldeMS^ and Medes. 

Begun by Arhaces in the Year of the World, 3146^. and ended by 
CyruSj who redored the Ancient Honour to the Perfian Sway ; to 
whom fucceeded Camiyfes. After him, the Impoftor Smerdis ob- 
tained the Kingdom by the Craft of the Magi^ until the Noble, 
Otanes difcovered him not to be the true and lawful Brother of Cam^^ 
iyfes. When by the general Suffrage it was agreed. That he of 
Seven Competitors ihould be Emperor, whofe Horfe fhould Neigh 
firft after they came to the Place appointed for the Choice ; which 
Lot fell upon Daruis Hydafpesj through the Cunning of his Groom; 
who caufed his Maders Horfe to Leap a Mare the Day before in the 
fame Place. From him Xerxes and Artaxerxes Longimanus were 
elevated to the Supreme Dignity ; from whom Darius the Mede^ van- 
quiOied by Alexander^ was the Fifth in order ; at whofe Doceafe the 
Power was didraded among the Captains of the Conqueror ; till 
• Artahaces reunited it to Parthia fird bf all; thtn Artaxerxes^hy 
CaracaOa and Macrinus their Treacheriesi cutting off Artahanus the 
lad Parthian King, again Enthroned the P^r/^j ; who alternately 
reigned the (pace of Eight and twenty Kings, and then obfcured by 
the Confluence of the Saracens ; who continued till the Year of our 
Redemption^ 1030 ; in which they implored TangroUpe and the Turk 
to accept the Royal Seat ; from whofe Promotion Cuffanus was the 
Third, who was expelled in the Year i xo% by the Great Cham. 
Haalam wa^ the fird condituted King of the Tartarian Race : From 
him Ahuzaid was the Ninth, wHo dying, they drove among them- 
felves for the Kingdom ; when Gemfus delivered himfelf and his 
Countrey from the Slavery it groaned under; whofe Progeny at lad 
TheSijifiwifi- Tamherlane^ or Timurlanj extirpated. Timurlan sDymdy being foon 
whom 5*?°* fpent, Ci</72r;»f J the Armenian prefently put an end to that Stock,in the 
Jstmls qdied Year 1471 ; who gave his Daughter in Marriage to ^^/r Sophi^ or 
suffkbMMn. rather Si^ee, which Signifies White ; in Arahic^ Suffet ; wherefore 

Spahaun is corruptly fo called, it being in the Perfian Language «SW/- 
fahaun^ or the City of the Whites; which fince the Irruption of 
Xamertane^ the Scythians afled as well here as in India^ ( Moguls as 
we have faid, fignifying no more in Indoftan ) \ which I purpofely 
infert, having promifcd before to give the reafqn why this City 
jhould be called Suffaham^ as the Perfians now do call it, and not 
Spahaun^ or Ifpahaun^ as Strangers pronounce k. 

Craving leave for this Digredion ; Adir Suffee^ the Son of Guim 
Suffee^ receiving Cujfane\ Daughter as his Wife, was enabled to re-- 
vivethe lod Caliphfhip, a long while continued in his Family (tho 
obfcurely ) , deriving it from Mufa Cerafa^ one of HalPs Twelve 
Succedbrs ; from which time till then it lay buried, as well by their 
own Divifionsf as the Malice of the Turks ^ who difown that Extra(3: 
of theCaliphihip with the fs^me Inveteracy to each others Claims « 
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as among us Paptfts and Proteftants we difpvte about the Lawful Sac- Chap. Xtl 
wffot of our Saviour ; for ffaly took the Dat^hter of the fatfe Prophet Li^VML 
Mabomet to Wife, and ehence took upon him and bortf away the Sue- 
ceflion of the Caliphs amongd the Ferjfans ; Repudlltlng Ahuhequer^ 
or Ahuhezar^ Omor and Ofman, in right of Mahmieii^athtx^ with 
all the Turkijb Followers ; and thus the Swff^tan proclaim Mortis Haly 
the next of Kin, being Son- in-law to Mahomet^ and in that Right 
Lawfully induded into the Caliphfliip ; and though hereby in pro- 
eels of time the CatiphOiip and Empire were united, Adir Suffet 
maintaining his Claim and his Sons, at lad got honourably enough 
into the Throne ; yet here arofe matter of perpetual Animo(fty, ne- 
ver to be extinguiihed, while the Omerans^ whence fpring the Otto* 
msn Family and Sed, ftill Oppofe, Contradid, and Pbrfecute the 
Suffean ScO:. 

Infomuch that the laft /manm , or the laft of the Twelve falfe 
Apoftley, from Haly^ by Name Mahomet Mehdi Saheh J^lzamon^ 
i, e. The Lord of Times^ being taken by the Snares of the Omerans 
they would have (lain him ; when ( fay the Perfians ) God rendred 
him Invifible, and retains him out of harms way, and Alive, till 
Beg^age come ; which with us is rendred Antichrifi ; then the Lord 
of Times (hall appear and Ihall reduce all thofe that are Iqd away by 
Magical Inchantments, into the right way; declaring moreover, * 
Chrift HAzAre Taijfa at that time ifaall be reftored to the Living,and be 
received by Mahomet Mehdi vato his Service ; that by his Prayers and 
Meritorious Interceflion, he, with all the Faithful Mahometans^ may be 
partakers of eternal Glory at the Day of Judgment. Not under^^* 
(landing in the mean time, that at the name of Jefus every kneefiall 
low J both of things above and things ielow ; and that there is no other 
name given in earth or heaven whereiy we can iejaved. 

. And while the Turks and Perfians contend at this rate, it is alone 
the pretence cf an everlafting War, while the Perfians Efpoufe the 
Snffee, being uncertain where to place the Caliphihip after the A(- 
faflination of Mahomet Mehdi^ and the Inter^regnum thence enfuing, 
better than on this Adir Suffee^ who though he was (lain by Cujjanes 
his Succeflbrs, was afterwards revenged by Tj^^^/ his Son, who was 
firft faluted King of Perfia^ as well as acknowledged Caliph by right 
of Confanguinity ; obtaining the firft by right of Conqueft Two 
hundred Years and more, after the Caliphihip was covered in the 
Embers of Oblivion raked up, and in the Perfian Annals is fet 
down i

Shaw Mahmud Conduhad i then 
Shaw Ahas the Great : 

Who when he had enlarged his Dominions from the Perfian Gulf The mfUjb

Thirdly, That it fliould be Lawful for them to Tranfport Twenty 
Horfes, of which Number Two might be Mares, Yearly. 

Provided Firft, That the English fliould keep Two Men of War 
conftantly to defend the Gulf. Andy 

Secondly, That they fliould deliver the Portugals Forts into the 
Perfians hands \ in doing which the Englijh fliould always be efieem- 
ed the Emperor's Friends. And, 

Lafily, Should have the Firft Seat in the Council, and their 
Agents be looked on with equal Grace to their Prime Nobility; 

The Articles being Ratified on either (ide, the Enterprife is under- 
taken ; though of itfelf it was too great an Adion for one Ship to 
perform, or even a well-appointed Navy, had they been upon their 
Guard ( or any Commander to Promife without the Confent of the 
King his Mafter ) wherefore the Englijh betake chemfelves to Stra- 
tagem, and gaining leave to Careen their Ship under their Guns, 
whilft the P(7r/Kga/j dreamt nothing lefs, they poured in Men (the 
Perjtans being hid under Deck ) at unawares, that they were put 
into a Conftcrnation before they could think of their Defence ;. 
whereby they became Matters prefently of the Caftle, ftrengthned 
both by Sea and Land, by this unexpected Attempt Vanquilhed , 
which otherwife was Invincible i being poflefled whereof by this 
Rape, the reft of the Ifland foon fell proltrate to the Luft of the Sur- 
prifers ; and the Englijh having got their Booty, left the Chriftians 
( Oh Impiety ) ! to be fpoiled by the Infidels. 

Which thing, as it gained us Efteem among the F^r/jw, was the 
utter Ruin of the Iir^rtf/rw«*Greatnels, it ever fmce declining, and 
is almoft at its fatal Cataftrophe ; for immediately upon this, their 
Fleet before Mufchat is Defeated, and they were driven out of all 
their ftrong Places in the Gulf, fo that the Lofs was greater than if 
they had loft Mojamhi^ue, from whence they have their Gold ;

know them ; whereas they thought by this deed to have purchafed i, 

Jafting Fame, and lived to have enjoyed their Ill-got Goods ; whrch., 

how it did thrive at home, thofe from whofe Information I take this, 

have been, in part, Eye-witneffes ; but he/e I am fure* at this time 

both PerfianSy Arahs^ and Turks ^ fare the better for it, while 'they 

have divided among themfelves what was entirely the foriugal^^. 

iht Per Jiani in the mean while doing what they pleafe with us^^ fo' 

that at this prefent, all things confidered, they allow us little trfore, 

than a Name; but even here the truth muft be confefled, it is be-" 

caufe we haro no Ships to guard the Gulf; which if dope, and thd'

The countenancing of this S^» is fi«t to beafcribed'totbis plan? EreSed to 
fible Argument, more than to put a Check to the gftQWing Perveifer ^h^ th« 
oeisof the ^iii^ boafting tbeir Original fiXMQ 4(l^4i»^ bimfe^^^ and 
to be more immediately fpniog iroRi bis Hoi^fe and Uiieage: Tfa^e 
arefo bold as to infringe the^I^oyal Prerogatives, and to let tbe 6)n- 
peror know, That whenever f^o girts his Sword about him» lie ougl^ 
to draw it only in their Defence, and at t^etf Comioaods; not de* 
ipotically to rule according to his own Dictates, but patiently fub-* 
mit to their Inflrudtions : This Order is uneafy under Monarchy, 
nor are they for any Governmecit where they are not uppcrmoft. A 
Dodrine . unoleaiant to the Abfoluten^fs 9f the Ptrfiani Emperors; 
and had not ttie Sword of the one the prevakncy of the others Preach-^ 
ing, it were no ways to be redreiled ; jfor as the one keeps them in 
Awe, fo the Reverence pakl the other on acpunt of their Religjoo, 
makes them preiume to inveigh, and ofbp ratfe Faitftionsagainft their 
Princes. 

Wherefore the Forefight of their Auguft Aneeftry is ooramcoda^ 
ble, in providing another Church*Militant Tribe to fopprefi and re- 
claim the Infolencies of the SiaJsi for out of refpoft to their own 
Laws, which are ftill unalterable, as well as to withhold their Handf 
from violating what the People reputeas Sacred^they rather (ought by

then openly rcvtagpd ; it never was forbid, l^t it pafled mto an 
Ed id: by the folbwing King, That it ftiould be lawful to kill any 
found with Naked Swords in that SpkoMicy.

,i0^rsrs^ but the Eoiperor himfelf will be their Captain, and (vlScts none elfe

fame Fafliion the Noble Senators wear in the King's Prefence : Befides 
which they have a Surcoat of Scarlet Cloth, ais it were in defiance 
to the Grafs gre6n of the Siads ; fo much monopolized by them, 
that in Turkyy if any other wear it, he pays dearly for his Folly i 
The GrMJ Signhr^s St^ndvLtd is alfo of that Colour, being called 
Mahomet^s Bonnet : In oppofition to whom, thtGrandSuffee tttGtsz 
doiible^pointed Bloody Sword in a White Field, and brings it out in 
honour of Mortis ADy. • 
Th ' p vi- ^^ his adopted Kindred ( now Regulars under him, their Chief ) 
kge^ "^ dre many Privileges granted^ and by them xo be held inviolable. 

They are allowed a peculiar Miffa^ or Service, in a Chappel apart 
in the Alacoppcj or place where the Grand Council fit, where they 
attend the King, or one in his ftead, every Friday Night, at the Sa- 
crament of Holmay^ ( or Wafer made up in Sweetmeats, ) in Imita- 
tion of the Shew*bread. 

When any one has run into Debt, or committed any Capital Crime^* 
as Murther , Adultery, Theft, or the like ; if the one to defraud 
his Creditor, and the other to avoid the hands of Juftice, makcf their 
£rcape to the Alacoppe^ the firflGate of the Palace-Royal, or to the 
King s Stables, and implore their Protection, and they engage for 
their Refuge, it is a Piacular Offence to force them thence ; nor will 
' they refign them to the Emperor, though he command them to be 
taken from their Sanduary. 

Nor are they fo wholly devoted to ccmpaffionate others Afflidi- 
ons, as to defend their own Rights ; for whofoever'is Face the Em-^ 
peror commands them ta cover, they are dead in Law 5 nor will 
they fcruple being Executioners, no more than the Rtman Lidors, 
who.bore the Rods and Axes ; the latter of which are their proper 
Weapons of War, as well as a fit Badge of their Office. 

Their preferibed Number cannot enlarge its felf to all of their 
Sed: ; wherefore they are interfperfed among the common People^ 
fome following Trades and Husbandry, and others other Employ- 
ments ; retaining always their Habit , which none of the Vulgar 
dare afiront or ftrike, however provoked ; but taking off their Suf- 
ft an Cap firll, and kifling it, laying it down reverently, they will not 
then be afraid to cufTthem^ or drub them to purpofe ; beirig careful 
in the mean while to ofler no Indignity to the Order, white they 
revenge themfelves on the Perfons. 

Befides 
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Befides thefe, f;here is atibther Mark of Honour wholly in the Chap. XIL 
King's Power, and never beftoWed but <m thofe of the Prime No- ^^^JH* 
*bility, and thofe who have endeared him by fome famous Perfor* , Knigbci. 
mance, for which they are iignalized by wearing a fmall Kettle- 
drum at the Bow of their Saddles in their Cities ; which at 6rft was 
invented for the training of Hawks, and to call themi to the Lure, and 
is worn in the FieU^ by all Sportfmen for that end i but he who ^ 
rewarded with it from the King, is a Man of Supreme Dignity ; and 
therefore.

Fundion and Pay: Other wife, whatever the other foregoing Orders 
perform to the Emperor, tbefe are bound to pay to their r^fpedive ' 
Cmhs^ receiving their Penfions from the alotted Lands of fevcral 
Colonies^ not from the common Bank* 

The lowed Degree of all thefe are the Watchmen on the Roads, 
maintained at the Charge of the Sbawhundcr^ to clear the Ways of 
Robbers, and to demand Cuftom ; for which, if any arefet upon, in 
the King's Highway, whatever Lofs is fuftained, the Countrey is at 
no Charge, neither does the Merchant or' Traveller fuffi;r the Da- 
mage; but whatever is entred at the Cuftom-houfe, the ShawiunJer 
becomes obliged to fee fafe through the Kingdom, and makes full Sa- 
tisfadion for any Mifcarriage of this nature. The Men that ferve 
under this Warfare are drmcd with Halbert$/ Bilb, and Falchions, 
and are hired by the Day as need requires. 

Now follow the Sons of Nereus^ or the Seamed; thefe in the 
ferfian Guiph are either Fifliermen, or fuch as brufh the Ocean to 
get a Penny by Freight: What are in the Cafpian Sea, I cannot be 
pofitive in my Relation, but I never heard them boaftof more hardy 
ones : In the ?erpan Bay. they have at Ormus^ Bunder^ Ah affee^ La- 
rack, and Kifmajh^ fome tew Gallies laid up, but unprovided either 
of Men^ or Tackle ; and if at any time they are launched, they fill 
them out of the Provincial Auxiliaries under the Caun of BunJer. 
Thus have wfe run through thjs kind of Warlike Men from Top to

Bread : Others, by faving what they have fcraped up from the poor

Efe<5t ; and 
therefore God framed the firft Intelligence, and that mediating the 
Firft Heaven,^ and fo in their fubaltern order to the Tenth, 

That the World was many Ages before Adam and £w, (our firft Metapby 
Parents iSduflion out of the Earth ) Inhabited by Devils; and that 
the Pofleffion thereof was fo long cntrufted in their Hands, till they 
had extirminated the true Worfliip of God ( which at firft they 
applied themfelves Rcligioufly to obferve ) and gave themfelvesup 
to Uncleannefs and Prophanenefs ; when Man was Created in their 
room, and they caft out of any farther Pofleffion, and Men took 
their Places.

The Books of greateft vogue, are thole of Corge Beffit Tuffi^ of Boob ia 
the City Tufs^ in the Province of Korafam^ wrote Five hundred ^^^^"^ 
years ago; he, as it is credible, underftood the Greek Lan- 
guage as well as others ; from whence he has explained fome Anci- 
ent Authors, as EucliJ^ Ttolomys Alguma ^d Opticks, and has re- 
duced them into a Compendium , as alfo the Works of Flat0. 
Some Expofitors they have of their Law, with Rules of Juftice and 
Morality ; which they admire and extol to the Skies, and reft impli- 
citly on the ipfe dixit of their Prophet, never enquiring farther : 
If any thing happen to oppofe common Senfe, they protrad; the 
meaning My fterioufly or Anagogically, not to the difquifition of the 
Truth, but to defend their Fopperies. Among which they have in 
the firft efteem, the Written Letter of their Prophet, as immediately 
prefcribed by him, and thefe are Qraculan In the Second place, 
thofe who are fince publiihed by the Mahometan Senators, and thefe 
are look'd upon as Human ; any whereof, if they appear foolifli, yet 
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Letter V. they doabt hot but tfaeir Prophet' uttered theni) chat he itii^t bring 
u^V^^ bimfelf to the Capacities of his Hearers, and of the JraiianSy to J 

whom bo was feat* to call them from Idolatry to the Worfhip of the 
only Ont Cibd ; for which the Perfians make this Anfwer, ' Should a 
Dodbor talk to a Ruftick, and fpeak as if he were difcourfing. with 
a Profeiibr.y and not conform himfelf to the apprehenfion^ of the 
Coootryraan, How ihould he be under flood? Which courfe, fay 
they, Mahomet took for the better Information of his Profelytes. 

Who leaving Natural Cauies, declares thefe Secrets were Revealed 
to him : That

Falling Stars zw the Firebrands wherewith the Good Angels 
drive away the Bad when they are too fawcily inquifitive, and ap- 
proach too near theEmpyreum (the Virge of the Heavens) to 
hearken to, and eves^drop the Secrets there. 

Thunder is nothing elfe but the Cracking of an Angel's Whip, 
while he flafhes the dull Clouds to fuch and fuch a place, where Rains 
are wanting to make the Earth fertile and remedy its Drinefs. 

Eclipfes, he delivers, happen not by the mutual Interjedion of 
the Heavenly Bodies, but that the Sun and Moon are ihut in a Pipe 
( a Cupboard as well ) and turned up and down , and that from 
each Rpe is a Window by which they enlighten the World ; but 
when God is angry at the Inhabitants thereof for their Tranfgreffi* 
onsy he bids an Angel clap to the Window, aiuJ turn the Lights 
towards Heaven from the Earth ; then the Light is taken away from 
the unworthy Miicreants, and an Eclipfe is made; for which occafi- 
on he has left them Forms of Prayers to be ufed by the Mahometans^ 
that God would be pleafed to avert his Judgments and reftore Light 
to the World. In an Eclipfe of the Moon they beat Pots and Plans, 
or any other brazen Inflrument, as in time of Idolatry it was a pre- 
vailing Cuflom , even in Europe ( as well as here and in India ) 
which dill fome ignorant Old Women, and the dregs of the People 
are ready enough to continue ; for the Tradition was handed 
down to them^ wherewith they were feduced of Yor^, chat the 
Moon might be Inchaated, and unlcfs it were roufed up by this 
Noiie would certainly fall down dead afleep upon the Earth from 
Heaven* 

Jnvenalin his Satjrrs Comments pfeafantly enough on the Garrulity 
of the Female Sex, by this Invedi ve on one of them :

they are, fince it was a Giiftotn all the World over long before. ; 

Their Thick-fcull'd Prophfet has fet another Ange! at Work fot ' 
Earthquakes, who is to hold Co many Ropes tied to every Quarter pf 
the Globe ; and at God's Command, lib i$ to pull and fo Ihakes that 
part of the Globe } and if a City, Mountain, or Tower, be to be 
overturned, then he tuggs harder at the Pulley, till the Rivers dance 
and the Valleys are filled with Rubblih,^ and the Water fwallo^^ed 
tip in the Precipices. Such Stuff as thh he his abundance of;', and 
>the mod impartial Interpreter of the Alcoran, a^the M^emetdns 
themfelves confels, can afford no better : But for dtl that they hold 
that it contaids profound meanings ; for it has feveral degrees of 
Seafes, the fecond of Which it is )\iid\y pofTible for the grea^eA 
Dodor to apprehend ; wherein are couched Words of fuch efficacy, 
which if they frerc prohotirlced by Unpolluted LipS, and whoever 
ibould underflaod them and I'ray, might both Ralfe the Dead ancl 
Work Miracin ; and that of an anqueltloned truth this Book came, 
from God, as both the Fci^ndity of Stile, and admhiible Eloquence 
ijoth teflify. For they are not afraid pro^hariely to lay, That God 
accommodated his Miffions to Place, Age, and the exigency of 
Times ; in the Days of Chrirt there *ere excellent Phyficians, 
/Www, i. e. GaleXf Pichagor , Peckate , Afflatoa , ^ prodigious Re- 
concilers of Time! ) all thefe Healed DiJeafis by their Plants and 
Herbs; but God to outdo thefe, gave Chrift Power to Raifethofe 
from the Dead who had been Buried ; acknowledging Withal, that 
' this Prophet exceeded the degree of mter Man. , 

When Mdfes lived , many Magicians and Cunnihg Men were 
entertained by Pharaoh ; God therefore gaVe Mofes a ihore wonder- 
fal Art, that his Serpent flioyld devour theirs, whereby they were 
compelled to oU n him fent from God. 

And now to nick Mahomet^ when he had the Impudence to fet 
up for a Prophet, Oratory was in its fiill perfection,- wherefore Ma- 
hontety by the Miniftration of the Angel Gd^w/, brought forth the 
Chapters of his Alcoran j which when he had propofed to the Wifeft 
Men of ihfft Age to pronounce but Three or Four thereof , and 
they not being able, were forced td confefs, that That Work miift 
be certainly of God, fince they knew Mahomet to be Illiterate; 
which he relates in \mAlcoranf and takes thence an opportunity to 
boaft, undervaluing the Pfalrhs of DaviJ'm the mean while ( which 
are DaviJ*s Pfalms J becaufe thqr knoW not'with what Figuresof 
Words and Sentences they are Illuminated, nor with what vehe- 
mency they incite a Devout Soul ; that the Perfian Interpreter, 
could he exprefs the Numbers and Elegancies of Speech contained 
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Letter V* in the Hehrew , would kavc ofF to admire the Nonfenfe of th? 

Alcoran^ and look upon the.miftake with deteftatton : Nor wouIQ 
they dare to call their Impoftor, as they do, the continual flowing 
Miracle ofRhetorick^ but rather a meer Stammering Fool^ and liis 
Baftard-brood the Alcoran^ Sottifhnefs. 

The Antiquaries among the Chriilians, who have (earched mor« 
narrowly into this upftart Religion-Monger, have fcented who was 
his real Inftrudor, though he belied the Archangel Gairiel; for 
this Hodge podge was forged between him and one Sergius a Monk, 
who fled to him in Arabia^ when the ifefiorian Herefy, which he 
profefled , was Condemned in Syria; Mahomet received him, 
being now rifcn to Power from a poor Lad, of the Father^ fide a 
Pagan^ by the Mother a Jew ; by their joint perverting the Holy 
Bible, fprang up this Motlyof Blafphemous Dotages j in which that 
he made ufe of Sergius as his Tutor, may be dilcovered by fome 
Footfteps ftill appearing out of the very Alcoran ; for in the Chapter 
'entitled Nahil^ thus it is rcndred word for word; The People accufe 
thee^ that whatever thou pr^tendefl to utter as from GoJ^ thou art taught 
aU this hy thy Companion. 

But the whole matter is related by Pomponius Luet. and Igna-^ 
tius ; thus Sergius the Matter of Mahomet^ was, as marty believe, 
the Author of %he Monotbelitei alfo : He cheri(hed the wicked Herefy 
of Arius and tJeJlorius \ therefore beine Excooununicate, by the 
Orthodox, he was lent a Vagabond into ^mifhment, and at length he 
cdme into Araiia;whcre the falfe Prophet J£i/^^ifi^/ obliged him by his 
Friendfhipj and by him learned to corrupt the Holy Scriptures, (b as 
to frame a New Religion, which was neither Chriftian, nor aItoge« 
ther Jewi/h, but a Compofition of both , obliterating what was not 
to their purpofe ; whereupon the Hagareens and Saracens^ held Ma^ 
hornet not only as their Kinp, but alfo as a Prophet Divinely Infpi* 
red, and follow him in all his Abfurdities. 

He denied the Trinity, affirming it to be ridiculous to believe 
Chrift to be God ; wherefore with Soc/nus and Eumenius^ he allowed 
him to be only a Creature, but with Carpocrates^ an* Holy Prophet. 
He held with Cedren^ that it was a thing impoflible that Ood fhould 
Beget a Son who never bad a Wife. 

With the Manachites he would not have Chrift Crucified, but ano* 
ther fo like him that he could not be diftinguiihed. 

With the Difciples of Origen^ he held that after a Revolution of 
time the Devils might be Sav d ; afcribing with the Anthropomorphites^ 
Members and Human Shape to the Deity ; placing, with CerinthuSy 
all Felicity in Pleafure. 

He has Commanded Cirbumcifion, with Elion^ though with Eu^ 

es^ he has forbidden Wine to his Difciples ; he Damns thofe to 
ell that fpeak againll the Alcoran , ailerting it to be given by 
Infpiration. 

Friday Is his Sabbath ; and two Fails are by his appointment, 
the one the Firft Mooo of OSoier^ the other before the New Year 
at the Fernal Equinox. 

Polygamy is his Mafterpiece, it being lawful to play the Brute 
with what Women they pleafe ; although to Eat Swines Fleih be a

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Crime unpardonable ; actributingt(fBea(ls,as well asMen, a capa- Chap.?^Ilt 
• bility of a Refurrecaion. -/"VVj 

The Holy Baptifm he explodes as infignificant, preferring thereto 
his Superftitious Walhing before Prayers, and at Exonerating the 
Body ; he lets them not Cut the Foreskin before the Eighth Year ; 
he efteems the Eucbarift given in Commemoration of Chrift, as fri- 
volous, becaufe he confeues not that he fafiered Death ; but that the 
Eucharill was inflituted of God for the benefit of worthy Receivers, 
and for thd^eftnuflion of fuch as Should not receive it worthily. 
His Ecclefiaftical Orders are the JHuftyy CaJies^ and Talmen. ■ 
The Mufty is the Head of the Law in Ttirky ; to Kill, Depofe, The «;/■«. 
Defpife, or to behold whom with Difregard, is a Sin of an high 
nature : But in Perfia there is one in Title only , without any 
, Authority of the Keys ; for that our Perjfans infift. It is a Referve 
only for Mahomet and his Twelve Succeflbrs ; yet as their Vicar 
there may be MoutcheJy ue. DoHor FifiSt one of that approved 
firitSnefs of Manners, and eminent Knowledge for a Diredor and 
Guide to the People, that all Affairs and Strifes concerning Con- 
. fcience may be determined by him ; but what is more; all Prefer- 
ments relating totheChurch are at his Difpofal. Where this Car- 
cafe is, there the Eagles will begathered ; for to this High-Priefl is 
not lacking wherewith to maintain his Inferior Brethren, would he 
fpare fomething from his own Hoards; but he is a-kin to thatfort of 
Animal which the more It hath, the more it craveth; nor is any 
thing more griping than he. 

There are more than 60000 Thmands reckoned Yearly to be E^Rereane. 
coffered up; a Stipend fufficient to feed the whole Herd, were itiiot 
perverted from the intention of the Donor, and converted to pri- 
vate ufes ; fo true is it in bim who is Head of their Law, while he 
prefumes on that Office, he becomes the greateft Grievance thereof ■; 
whereby it is [>Iain he is an Amphibious Creature, only d^ording the 
Priefts an half Patronage, from whom he receives his D^nity ; but 
the Lawyers give him Power anil Wealth -^ fo that though he delight 
to be called Primate of the Muliabs, yet he covets iriore die Rule cf 
the Cat/ies or Caves, from whom there is no Appeal.

White Veftments in token of Purity, and walk with Eyes fixed on 
the Ground, a Rofary in their Hands, an outward Appearance of 
Demurencfs and Sandity, and a Negled of the World j a Book of 
HaJh in their Bread j and if any feem to mind them, they tune 
their Pipes to the Uncertainty of Riches; the Frailty of Human 
Nature ; that all things, are vain and fleeting ; that our Minds ought 
to be (ix'd on our End ; with all the Train of Hypocrify well per- 
ibnated 

The Pariih-Priefts are maintain^ in the Country by Colledions ; How they are 
in great Towns or Cities, by the King, ^r Ca$MS. mair^tamU 

Befides tl^efe, thofe who are called HoJges are fuch (Irid: Puritans, 
that if they meet a Chriftian, Jew^ or Banyan^ and by chance bis 
Qarndent brufli againft them, they hye them home, ihift and waih^ 
as if they had been defiled with fotne unclean thing, a Dojg or H<^ ; 
imdervaluing all but their own Sed:, as if there were no Holier 
Creatures in the World. 

And now having difpatch'd this Crew, moulded up in dull Clay, 
let us mix with thofe of more liberty in their own Language, al* , 
lowing thehi at the lame time to be kept in Bounds by thQ rigid 
ComprefTures of their Taskmafters in Religion, fo that all tl;ie Strain 
of their Wit muft biafs that way. 

And fir ft, They have fome ( though few ) fet up for Adniirers of ^^^ 
the Mufes , and value themfelves in being cali'd the Wits of the 
Age, and thefe are their Poets j who confine thenlfelves to Rhime 
and Numbers, and fometimes to Quantity, inferring their Vtrks 
with Comparifons, Exaggerations, Flights of Ingenuity, an;J Fidi- 
onS| which they repeat with Geftures both of Hands, and Body, 
and Mouth contorted, animating them with fuitable Tones and Arti- 
culations, proclaiming them dead without fuch Information. 
. They have Romancesof Famous Heroes and their Deeds; among 
which are pleafant Rancounters, Huntings, Love-Intrigues, Ban- 
quetings, defcriptionsof Fldwers and delightful Groves, emphatical- ^°"»«^- 
ly fet down , wfth Cuts and Pi(fturfes reprefented lively enough, 
would their Colours endure ; for which Skill, otherwife than for hit- 
ting the Life, their Limners are'tobe reckoa'ddefei^ivey not know- 
ing how to mix their Colours. 

The exadeft Hiftory they have to brag on,is Rtrnze elSaphet^% Book Hiftoruns. 
of Three or Four Volumes , in Folio ; which gives an account from 
the firft Habitation of Men upon Earth, till the Twolaft Centuries. 
They are but bad at Chronology , making nothing of a Thoufand 
Years confounded together : Had they the iEra of Augufius^ or the 
Jidian Period, or a faithful State of Time, there might be forile 
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Letter V- likelihood of Truth in their Hiftories ; but they being ConviAed 
^JTVlLi of inadvertency in thefe Points ^ the whole Superllrudure muft. • 

fall ; which to defend even in their very Alcoran^ they are forced 
to Forge Afperfions to confront the lamenels of its Stories, whereby 
they endeavour thus to come oflf: A Wicked Emperor having ob- 
tained the Rule pf the World, got the Sacred Writs tc^cthcr by 
jforce, and burnt them ; after which, what occurred to the Memory 
of the Chriftians, were committed to Paper juft as every one could 
recoiled or fancy ; and hence arofe'the feveral Mifiakes and Difie* 

fences. 

Others pretending to a farther reach, follow our Saviour to the 
t'ourth Heaven, where they affirm he now is, whither he carried 
the Gofpel with him from the unworthy Nations, excited by the 
iame Zeal Moffs was, when he brake the Two Tables of the Deca- 
logue. With fuch Artifices as thefe they ftudioufly bespatter the 
Chriftians and their Religion , to uphojd their own Dogmatical 
Tenents.

A Book like our A£fopy Fabfes, called Emael Sobaly^ h preferred 
before all others, written in the Perfian Language ; yet their Super- 
fiition is fuch, that they dare hardly give it Houfe-room, or zmtA 
it a place in their Litjraries, left it ihould bring ill luck. 

At the fame time this was Tranflated out of InJoftan into the Per^ 
fian Speech) there was Cotemporary another Ptrfian^^iho had compo« 
fed a Book of his own, but of a far inferior Stile ; and being fenfi- 
ble his Work would be Poftponed thoreby, he induftrioufly took care 
to fpread a rumour amoog the Vulgar, that this Book of EmuelSobalj 
was an ill thing, becaufe it introduced Creatures^ irrational Talking 
on^ to another, alledgin'g for proof fomc Texts of the Alcoran ; and at 
chat jandure laying hold of an Accident which happened to a Youth 
ileeping while he was reading this Piece, that fell down from the 
Upper* Room to the Ground, whereby he brake his Skull, and his 
Thighs, confirmed the Mobile in the New* broached Opinion of 
this Book ; it ever fince bearing an ill Name, becaufe they looked 
on this as an Exemplary Judgment, wherewith their Prophet was 
pleafed to forewarn others, and denounce bis Anger againft fuch as 
ihould attempt the reading of it. 
AUhjmy. Alchymy has bewitched feme of them to fpend both their Time 

and Money without any other benefit than to fupply them with a 
peculiar Cant, and ^&Sttd Terms of their Teachers,which thofe,who 
ieized with that Ifchf not only infei^ themlelves but others , with 
vain hopes, which at laft, together w^ith the G)nfumption of all their 
Subflance, vanifli in Smoak. Thefe are fuch as cry up the Trandf^ 
mutation of Metals, till they have refined them to be the moft Ex- 
cellent in Nature's Cabinet, whereby chey wouM arrive to that de- 
gree of Midash Wi(h, that whatever tjiey touched ihould become 
Gold ; a ibttiih and imprudent tfairft of Weakh, as if it were in the 
power of Art to outdo die defign of the Creation , wherein tvexy 
thing was formed, good m it's kind ; by which thefe DabUers caR 
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a fcandal on the Noble Profeflion of Chymiftry, to which is owing Cha^XIII 
the true Knowledge of Phyfick, by an Analytical Separation of the 
Parts^of the Compound , from the grofs t).regs of the mixture, 
whereout may be fucked fuch Particles, as al'e applicable for the 
Remedies of Human Infirmities, while ^ they depart not from the 
nature firft imprefled on them. Here are many good Writers in this 
Honourable Science, but are at prefent unskilful and unprovided 
with their Inflruments or Furnaces, fuch as we find the Learned 
Sons of this Art ufe in their Laboratories elfewhere. 

Mathematicks being the Foundation of all Arts, iliould have pre* 
ceded ; but Treating of an indigefted Nation, I deliver you them 
conformable to their own method ; they underftand EucUd^s Ele- 
ments, and CceleiUal Phanomenas^ though they want the Citations 
and AdjuniJls in the Demonflration of their Propofitions : They have 
the Theodofi^n and Autolican Doctrine of the Spheres, fome Frag- 
ments of ArchimeJesy but have not the Contra(9:ed Proclivity. 
. Pradlicai Geometry is common with them j Arithmetick in intire 
Numbers and Frad:ions they Exercife, performing their Multiplicati*" 
on and Divifion in Tranfverfe Lines : The Ancient Algehra^ a Calr 
culation by Geometrical Progreffions is not hid from them, though 
they have no fpecious Invention. . 

Trigonometry of ftreight Lines and Spherical is their own, with the 
Canons of Signs aad Tangents, yet without Secants : The StaiTof 60 
Parts, with fo many Fradions , by a Prolix reckoning, they bring to 
Three, Four,or Five Minutes, our Chy mical Arithmetical Tranfmuta- 
tion never entriog their Thoughts of the Sixtieth Number fwelled 
into an unity by Cyphers, that all the Chords may evade abfolute and 
intire ; no more have they any fmattering of that never enough to 
be admired Science of Logarithms. 

The Theory of the Planets, the Middle Motions of Ptolemy ^and the 
folid Orbs, as delivered by PurhachiuSy they are perfed in : Copernicus^ 
or rather before him Pythagorai'sHy^othtkSy, are confufedly and ig- 
norantly difap^roved by them, neither defiring to ^e informed^ nor 
caring to concern themfelvps with any other thaw what they have 
imbibed Traditionally by their Forefathers ; For which r^^iot^sTicho^s 
Inflruments for Obfervation of the Heavenly Phenomenas are under- 
valued by them. . 

Their Aftrolahe is the moft Workmanly Tool among them , ic 
being neatly framed of Brais, Copper, or Silver, in a truly plain 
and familiar method, on one double Square only divided into 180 
Parts each, with their Tangents ; from the Stmdure of which In- 
flrument , all t|(f Centers of the Circles, are {boner found out by 
Steel Cofflpafles, hung in an Arch with their Screws, than by our 
old way of Staefler , and Regiomontanus , which though true in it 
fclf, yet it hardly is made to come right. 

They have Tables Ihewing the exa<a Motion of the Planets, and 
thence cqUcA their Ephemeris, which is Twofold ; One whereof is 
Cameri^ Anfwering to our Almanack, where are fer forth the Con- 
junctions and Oppofitions of the Luminaries, the Rains, the Alte-> 
rations of the Air, alfo obfcure and implicit Ptedidions , to catch 
the believing Multitude: The othtr is Chamejl ^ in which the Lon- 
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Letter V, gitudes. Latitudes, and Afpedts of the Stars, the Eclipfes fometimes 
urv*V agreeing, fometimes diftgreeing with ours. In this Book are the 

fufpicions of War, fcarcity of Corn , and other Incidents tm dif- 
cernible in Human Learning ; but fo adapted, that hke the found of 
Bells to the Fancies qf fome, fo thefe admit of an interpretation 
agreeable to every one's fenfe , that the Prognofiicator may not be 
reproved of unskilfulnefs. Such an itch of knowing Contingencies- 
reigns here, that no Journey is undertaken, no New Book read, no 
Change of Garments put on, no frefli Dwelling enired upon before 
the Stars are confulted ; here is controverted wljen is the good, 
when the unlucky Hour to begin or end upon any Enterprize: The 
Moon's or other Planets ingrels into Scorpio is much dreaded among 
thenri'; and if that Planet be Retrograde, a ftop is put to all bufmefs. 

Whence comes the vulgar Juggle of the oblong Cubes, in which 
equal and unequal Numbers are dilpofed, where they being caft at ad- 
ventures , what Figures they happen to be upon from thofe Points 
they thence make their judgments : Something parallel is found in the 
occult Philofophy of Cornelius AgriPfa^ in Page xxi., 

Thefe draw Schemes, and are pumd with NecromoMtick ProWems : 
Necromancy. If a Thief have ftolen any thing, if a Servant have run from his 

Mailer with ftolen Goods , if any wouM be acquainted about Hus- 
bands or Wives , they betake themlelves to fuch Oracles as 
thefe. 

Who begin their Delufion with a Gipfy Cant^ with Eyes and 
Hands lift up to Heaven ; then cafting the Dye , he obferves the 
Points, and asnigmatically canvefies the Event ; fometimes hitting 
the Cafe, and fometimes as wide from it as the Eaft is from the Weft ; 
and though by Experience they have found them tripping an Hun* 
dred times, and upbraid them for the Cheat ; they put it off as if 
they had not ftated the thing fairly; that a Minute in the Calcula* 
tion varies the truth ; that this is the true profeHion Daniei tranf* 
. mitted to Pdlerity ; and if it anfwer not the Queftion, it is not bc- 
caufe the Art is defedii ve, but becaufe few are fo happy as to attaitf 
its perfection ; arid thus do they willingly continue in their belief 
of the Gull : They encourage an infinite number of thefe South- 
- fayers, as many as can invent new Tricks to get Money by it. 

When they confuk for future fuccels in Matters of great conse- 
quence, they go to iome Learned Dodor, who Divifies by the Al- 
coran j and he haviijg prayed, opens the Alcoranj (that Legend of 
Lies ; ) and the firji Page he feta his Eyes upori, if the Firft Com- 
mandment happen to be in it, the Aitgury s of force, and they 
have no delay allovyed them, but hafien with all ^ed about their 
Work ; and if Twenty more come on the feme Errand, they are 
fent away with the fame, Refponfe, which after comparing Notes, 
though the Event be as unfortunate as may be, yet they content- 
edly acquiefce in the verity of the Prophecy, however contradi- 
ctory to their Scnfes ; and ihall repeat the iame method , as if ie 
were a Point of their Faith to go on in palpable Abfurdities, by con- 
ftantly enquiring of the Alcoran. 
Afttdogcts, xhe Emperor nouriihes a great many Aftrologers, the chief of 

whom is always by his fide, with his Aftrokbe at his Girdle, and

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?s the good hour or bad hour, wfaea to rife, when to go to Chap.XHf. 
^^^, jr to perpetrate any adion of Note j ^reding a Scheme oo v--rO/"v-# 
the Sand ; whofe Advice is always followed, though ibmc Stories 
are upon Record to th^ir difadvantage : Two whereof I fliall re. 
late. . 

About Eighteen Years ago^ it being famous^ and ho longer fince^ 
remains frem in memory, and is made ufe of to make fport with the 
Afirologers : The Cifah on the River Tatt^^ came thence over the 
Cafpian Sea, and made a Defcent into Perfia^ and carried off a great 
3ooty , loading their fmall Ships without any oppofition : The 
Emperor of Perfia incen&d with this Affront^ and Depredation made 
on his Subjedls, arms fnch a Fleet as he thought fufficient to correA 
their Infolence with his Soldiers, and bad them take the S^a at the 
precife time the Adrologers (hould dittSty that the Heavens alfo 
confpifing, they (hould effei^ally chafiife their Enemies; which 
being without doubt carefully fludied, ihould as infallibly come to 
pafs/o that upon their invading them,not one <^ them ihould efcape ; 
And for the better obtaining their eodyadvifed 'em to faften their Ships 
together by ilrongChainis, that fo they ihould keep their Body inttre» 
left the Cojacks mould iet upon any fiogle Veflel, and at the fame 
time ihould endofe the Pirates fo^ that they ihould by no means 
get out of their hands : But the cunning C^ffacis being ufed to Stt^ 
tagpms, foreieeiiK their Deiigp^ fell upon the iirft Ship with their 
Guns» which fo bored her Sides, that ihe fiink, and by her weight 
occafioned the reft to fink one after another, ibtbat 500 Men, and

Court an old Hagg is refpeded i a relation of which, becaufe it has as 
much of rarity as truth, I (hall not think tedious to infert 

A certain TUrkiJh Woman, born at Cofffiantinople ( by thefe People 
named Stamhole^ and Romiree ) now an old Witch, in her young 
days provoked by the heat of her Luft , ran from her Husband 
with her Paramour ; with whom enjoying her beaftly pleafure 
for fome time, at length flie was carried into a Wood, where (he 
lived five years without remembring how ihe came there, or what 
befel her in that fpace ; but that time being fpent, (he perceived her 
felf poHefTed with the Devilifli Spirit of Prophecy, and fo returned 
to the City from whence Ihe had fled a Strumpet, a Pythoniffa ; 
which being noifed abroad,' and coming to the Grand Seignior^s Ears, 
hecaufed her to be baniihed as a Portentous Evil out of Confianti- 
nople : Who thence wandering here and there, found fmalf encou- 
ragement , till ihe came to Suffabhun^ where being arrived , and 
the News brought to Court , without imprecation of the Gods to 
avert the mifchief, flie is the daily diverfion of the Perfian Monarch, 
and he delights to difcourfe lier often. 

She calls every oAe by their proper l^ame , though never feea 
before: She gives an account of ad:ions paft, both ridiculous and fe-» 
rious ; which though it be the Emperor's (port to hear, the Cour- 
tiers are ihy of her Company, becaufe of reaping up their old Sins ;

or Four Kitlins, fucking and crying when fhe falls into an Extafy. Af- 
ter which, the Spirit feems to anfwer from the bottom of her Belly 
to all queflions propounded ; and being in this tranfport, gives this 
account of her felf : ** I ( fays fhe ) am a Daemon, whether of an 
" airy, fiery, or cither fubflince compounded, I know not j nor of 
^'what Principles I am made, either heavenly or human; but that 
** we are many and divided into Three Tribes or Orders j in eve- 
^* ry of which we have learned and wife, foolifh and illiterate among 
^' us ; the fame Religions and Opinions prevail as are upon Earth ; 
^' fome profefTingChriftianity, others Mahometifm ; 4ind again others 
^^ are Pagans and Idolaters, and there are fome few Atheifts among 
** OS : As for my fhare, I follow the Perfian Sed of Mahometifm^ and 
^'confefs my felf an Ideot, underflanding no othtr Language than 
^* TurkiJh ( where under a Cloven Foot may be difceraed conform- 
ing to a Foreign Religion, though skilled in no other Language but 
her Native ; a pretty Wheedle to infinuate into the Suffee's favour) 
^* if therefore any thing be asked beyond my reach, that needs an 
!^£xpofuor, I betake my felf to fome OEdipus of our Order, who^ 
' ^* unfolds 
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'* unfolds the Myftery to me, whofe Senfe I only «nd?r forfatisfa- Chap.XIH- 
V dion of my. Inquirers. . ^•''-S/'"^- 

This being a new Dodrlne to the Suffee^ he commanded her to 
give him fome Demonftration of the truth of what fte had told j 
and therefore put her upon difcovering bow he might believe the - 

airy Region to.be peopled after this rate ; (he confented to convince 
him, and ordered all the Nobles attending the Emperor, to retire 
with* him into one part of the Room^ and leave her to work their 
Cbnvidirion, which ihe did after this manner : 

Faljling into her ufual Trance , fhe at that ipftant wrought their 
Tancies to be perfuaded of the confufed Articulation pf Multitudes 
met as in a Fair, converfing aiid making ^chattering, to the amazing 
of them all.

And what Plato promilcuoufly'calls Damo$fs^ the Latins diftinguifli 
by their Offices, as thofe prefiding over Countries are Penates ; thofe 
over Families Lares ; thofe that are frightful aqd terrible reprefen* ' 

rations are Larva or Hol>goblins : But thefe that are Witnefles of 
the adions of every individual perfori are termed Genij^ and thofe 
the Ancktit Greeks called Heroas^ the Latins gave the name of 
Lemures^ Ghofts or Spirits to. 

But to return to our Men of Learning, from whence We have been 
Will-ith-whifped ; the Longitude and Dititude of the Stars are writ- j^^^ 
ten in an intire Volume, together with eight and forty Signs beaftly ^ utimde! 
pi^red } thefe compared wttfa our Maps or Globes, diircr feven or 
eight degrees in Longitude ; only fome k^ Minutes in Latitude. 

Dialling and its profound Se<ftions and Projections of the heavenly 
Circles in the Plain, by the mediating fliadow from the World s Diallings 
Axis, is not tmderftood by them ; no more than C(mic\ although 
Jpollonius his Books are often turned over by them. 

id 
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In Mufick they lift up their Voices with a loud draining behind 
a Taber, which is the only Inftrument, with the f iute, ufed with the 
Vocal ; for Inftrumental, they have little regard to Stringed, but 
the Orgiaftick they are very expert at, and ufe it, on. all Feftlvals, 
at the Rifing and Setting of the Sun in their publick Midans, or 
Courts, before the Emperor's Palace,asairo before ail their Governors : 
though within doors they chufe the other, where the Sjage players* 
Tumblers, and dancing Wenches ufher in their Interludes by $«ngv* 
Tabers, and Flutes. * 

At length I convert my felf to that Noble and Excellent Art, fo 
beneficial to the Life of Man, Phyfick; which though it be here 
in good Repute, yet its Se<aators are too much wedded to Antiquity 
not being at all addided to find out its Improvement by new Enqul* 
ries; wherefore they (lick to the Arabian Method as devoutly as. to 
the Sacred Tripod , which they hold as Infallible as of old that Dch- 
fh'tc Oracle was accounted. 

On which fcore Chymiftry is hydly embracedj nor to the Pa- 
thological part do they think the AnatomiqJ Knife can bring much 
Profit : However, many of them have Wealthy Pr efents from their 
Grandees. 

Whoever applies himfelf to this Profeflion, takes a Mafter of that^ 
Calling, who Inftrudts him in the Stile and ordinary Chara<aers of 
Medicine ; where being throughly verfed in the Employment, and 
able to fet up for himfelf, he confults whereabouts the feweft Phyfi- 
cians are planted in the City, and the Hkelieft place to draw Cufto- 
mers to him ; there he joins an Apothecary to him to make up bis- 
Prefcripts,' and* fell them to his Patients, the half of which Gain 
comes into his Pocket : Thus by degrees increafing in Fame,' he co. 
vets many Students to Read to, who are fure to fpread abroad his 
Fame, like fomany Speaking-trumpets, and are fent about iq queft 
of Prey, to bring in Game like fo many Decoys. 

But the Bait that takes mod, are the Womens crying up their 
Man, when he is found to pleafe them by a fair Carriage and volii- 
blp. Tongue, who never leaye off till they have rendred him graci- 
ous to all their Acquaintance % who flock to him in Droves, and are 
as full of Chat asa.Magpy when flie has found an Owl in the Wood 
at Noon day ; nor wants he his Lime-twigs for fuch. fort of Birds, 
by whofe frequentings he arrives to the top of his hopes, and fucks 
thofe Riches G<i/(?» is iaid to offer his Difciples : Dat Galenus opes. 

But as all the Eggs laid und^r one Hen db not always prove fo 
many of this Tribe mifs their aim, and after an expence of time and 
endeavour, are forced to fall upon other Trades to get a Livelyhood. 
Here is no precedent Licenfe of Praiftifrng, but it is lawful for any 
one to exercife this Fundioh who has the impudence to pretend 
to it. 

TheSafee retains feveral in Ordinary,and others inBxtraordinary 
without any Salary ; the Chief of whom is Hakaim BaJbeJ, and* 
fuffers on his Matter's Death, not only Banifliment from Court, but 
Difpoy ling of all his Goods, and muft acknowledge it a Favour to 
efcape with Life. 
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In the matter of their Phyfick, Extrads, or Eflences of Plants, ChapXIIL 
Roots, or Minerals, are beyond their Pharmacy ; only they ufe ^-/vV-^ 
cooling Seeds, and Medicines of that nature ; fo that in repelling a 
Fever, they make but one work of that and the Innate Heat, where 
mod an end both become extinguifhed at once ; or at lead, the Body 
is left in that condition, that Obftrudions or an 111 Habit fuccegds ; 
although I am not ignorant, that fometimes after the greateft Car^ 
in Chronical Diftempers, fuch things will happen, according to the 
Experience of Hippocrates ^ytt in Acute Diftempefsfo frequently to 
fall into thefe Indifpofitions, I cannot excufe the Indiicretion of thefe 
Medicaft^rs, whofe Patients in Suffahaun feldom pais but of this Life 
by any other way to their Graves. ' . 

Befides this Abufe, their Prefcriptions are Pancraftical, a Salve Their prc^ 
for every Sore, without refpeA had to difference of Temperament, ^^^^ 
or Conllitution \ nay, or even to the Diftempeh themfelves ; but 
asking fome frivolous Qpeftions, viewing the Veins of the Hands 
and Feet, infpe<^ing the Tongue , they write at adventure. The 
Apothecary difpenfes the Ingredients into fo many Papers, and 
leaves them to. be boiled according to his Dire<2ions, and given to the 
Sick Party at fuch and fuch hours of fuch a day, by any good Wo^ 
man, or heedlefs Servant ; who not attending the Quantities of the 
Liquor more than the Qiialities of the Ingredient;, boil more or 
lefs, not as the Exigency either of the Medicines or the Patient re^ 
quires, but as if they were to make Pottage, and give him to drink of 
this heterogenj^ous Broath, fometimes Thtee oi4^our Pints at a time ; 
fo that if i^ fails moving the Belly by its excitative Faculty, yet by 
its exceflivc Oofeit nukes way for Evacnatioa: And this they do re* 
poat^moft an enc) for a Fortnight or Three Weeks together; which 
if it fucceed not, another Pbyfician is confidted ; for among fuch 
ilore they thtpk it hard tami6pf a Cure ; aiMt in thatarefo opiniona- 
ted,* that if their own Nation cannot givecthem Remedy, they think 
nooe other can. (Though as to Chynir^ry they are of another 
mind, thinking the Ewopeanshttttt at Manual Operation than them« 
felves. ) But to procem, being feverely haojdled by> one, they fly 
to another i and he from ektreme Cold things runs upon the otheff 
extreme; fothat betwjeen the& two.Rocksits.no wonder. the Pati-^ 
ent fo often mifctfcries, and iamany conbirBtng Caufes joined -widi 
their Diftemper, hurry them to another Wqrld.

objinrvod aotonly by SnmutM^ kueiPift^raa, FemeliM^ andocho^: 
Nordpcairfeldoinfalioot^ from their aptnrfs to Venety, and prone* 
ne& tomake ufe of Boys, that they are afitided with terrible iV^ 
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rifia, or furoln Piles of icveral forms, by them called OAvr; where* Chap.Xnf« 
*io Worms, as chef perfwade themielves, are bred, that excmciate '^y^'^y/'^^^ 
diem with fucfa an lech as fhtiy camiot lay, without 'adding Sin to 
Sin, and therein they report their Cure to be compleated ; and this 
brin^ on them a white Leprofy, not incommoding the Body with 
lUneis, but di%raciog it with Spots in the Face, Alms, Thighs, 
Breaft, and other parts about them* Children have frequently 
Scald Heads, which makes them keep cIoTe fhav'd. 

The Plague has not been known among them this Eighty Years 
and upwards, but the Spotted^Fever kills them prefeotly, yet is not 
contagious : The &»tfr-ltone in this Cafe is liighfy approved. 

The Gout afflids few here, the Pox commonly fecuring them from 
it; however as painful as that proves to their Bones, or rather Mem- 
branes furrounding them , thc^ applaud all Provocatives in Phyfick^ 
and will purchafe them at ady Rates ; which .are femetimes fo (hrong, 
that they create a continued Priapifm to thefe Goats and Satyrs, and 
by their Bows being always bent, are brought to aa Inability of re- 
ducing them. 

To divert thdr Care and Labours , they are great Devourers tnuge tpunAi 
of. Opium , and Koquenar ( which is Poppy-heads boil'd^ , which ^^^^^ 
they quafi* when they have a mind to be merry.; for which time, 
reafon, as Hemp is fown among our Fens and Fields , fo they 
few Poppies, and when ripe, make Incifion for the Juice, which ga*- 
thering, they infpiflate and eat ; to do which, thofe unaccuftomed 
adventuring unadvifedly upon too large a Dofe, Inftead of the ex* 
peded efFed: of cheering the Spirits, chain op the Vitab fo that they 
are never loof^ more, for they never iawake from the Lethargy it 
intrances them in : So that they begin gradually, and then arrive 
to great Qi^antiiies i as froitt aGl^ain to half an Ounce, without any 
Harm, befidesa fmltdafoftie fort of Drankennels; by' means where- 
of, without any other Suftenance , they are qualified to nndffga 
great Travels and Hard Alps: Bot having once begun, they muft 
continue it, or elfe they dye ; whereby it becomes To neooifisy, that 
if they mtlkime themfelves, as in their RamzM^ or on a Jpumey^ 
they often expire for watt of it : Yet thofe (hat livt at this rate 
are always as lean as Skeletons, andfeldom tbemfelireai but fudia 
their fove towards it, that diey give themfelves u^ to iiheftudy of 
infatuating thefnfelves by tfU* tAie ways they can, oevtir ImeiifciRg a 
Pipe without the Leafsof the -ifMoxicacklg Muttg^ and Flowers of i^e 
fame, mixed with their Tobacco ; beftdes which, they ^muifvemi^ 
ay tnore Medicinesto put aX3heat upon the .PUAsMcy^^ ih^ Cares^ 
and^ive Sorrow <irom dieir14eatts; whkh4ockoddiueftt)i|iem for 
ibme few hours, tiH they return wkti a morefixed Melancfcdfy, bui^ 
t[»?^ome to themfelves and «chers: While dbe OperMkMy of their 
forced Mirth lads, (hey ar«ifioipabk at^that tine oiWf ibaft^b^i 
Whence they promrbiMy {^^1MimTejiiai4ti tefi^ td My Trifle*^ 
»r Fiery Spirit ; That the forte of yow TreiKfle yOUcbMe ^eacen^ 
ftiilnemakis* • ^ v^ : ,: no - ; 

Moreover, tbey^v^ oifi«rTi«a(!left,4u<:h^^ a« taken «oti(9 to 
be fold in the Markets, by Apukiesj and ihe^iirceof ]^mer, *pMpa- ^ 
red as Counter- Poyfons, which are compounded of Qarlick, Mother 
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Letter V. of Thyme, and other Herbs beaten toother : That Rich one made 
i/^W) ufe of only by theNobtes, is adventitious, and is brought by their' 

Merchants from Fenice^ the Poor not being able to go to the Price 
of fuch Medicines or Phyficians as exceed the common Rates ; and 
therefore is it that their great Towns and fiuz2ars are foil of Mounte* 
banks, Charmers, and Quackfalversy to gull them of their Caih. 
Thdr ^f(^f |}]Q(e Sons of Fate, follow the Lawyers , who hold the 

Lawycis. ^^^ ^^^ ^^ ^^^^^ ^^^ ^^^^^ Oracle, which is here ufurped by the 

Mufti^ Who fubfiitutes others under him ; who though the Courfe . of 
Law meet mofily with quicker difpatch here than in Europe^ yet 
they know well enough how to retard^a gainful Gaufe ; which is 
confentaneous enough to the Comedian^ t

befiore biaiiy nor ihaU he be kt go^ till he have .difcharged his Fees^ 
guilty or not guilty ; fo cloie do thefe Harpies hold their Prey, that 
(they netrce^ec go their jSc^ipj unlets .-t Morf^ be offered to their 
MoMh?) kJiett of their |H^ \. 

Some- 
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Sometimes when the CaJi fits, on^ of tjie Parties is prefeix, and Cbap^XIir; 
the other abient j then a frefli Mefleoger is fent, and freih Money ^''^"VV* 
jnufl be paid; at other times both Contenders are prefent, and the 
faJi fits nor, and the Caufe hangs in fufpence while the Charges go 
on : But after delays of this kind, fuppofe they at length meet, and 
it prove matter of Debt contracted in the time of a former CaJi^ 
whofe Writit^ is produced and attefted, when the CaJi gravely re- 
proves the Debtor, Why doft thou not fear God and pay thy Debts? 
He nothing concerned at the Adm6nition, replies^ this Bond and 
Hand-writing I know not, it may be Counterfeit, I never had any 
thing to do with this. man. Here Bonds unattefted are of no force, by 
reafon of moil impudent Cheats, but they muft have not only One 
or Two Witnefles, but Thirty or Forty, and fo to Sixty, who muft 
be approved Men of Integrity, never accufed to have told a Lie ; 
and even then they will oppofe their Evidence , infinuating, That 
for a (mall matter Knights of the Poll may be Suborned, becaufe 
that Intereft may^fway a many to be againft one, and that a plain 
Truth may fuffer through the confpiracy of a multitude : Moreover^ 
if they ihould be detected, they only undergo a Reprimand from the 
Cadi , and no corporal Puniihment, either of E>eath i pr other 
Chisiftifement ; and ihould it be like to go hard with the Defendant^ 
or either Party, Plaintiff, or Defendant prove faulty, the confcious 
Party feeks out fome Familiar of the CaJss^ employed on this ac- 
count to foUicit tfae^^i in his behilf, and fecretly he obliges him«* 
felf, either^ Bond or peed, to Bribe the CaJi to be his Friend, 
and therefore, eitheraPledgisdepoiited, or good Sureties brought 
to fatisfy the Ci^i. 

In the mean while both being driven away from the Judgment-' 
S^at, the CaJi with fevere looks and angry words, threatens the 
Delinquent to clear his Debt ; when b^ging for readmittance, he 
entertains the Creditor with a pleafing fmile, and tells him, Juftice 
is from God ; at the which he chears himfelf up with the hopes of 
receiving his Money, and the corrupt Judge ads his Cue fo well, that 
few fufpedt otherwife ; when the other Party, as if hard meafure 
were offered him, creeps with a dge<%ed countenance to the feet of 
the CaJi% calling him Mirzaj ( a Title for the moft noble Courtier ) 
let me beg the favour of being heard but one word ; the CaJi ^ 
as if provoked to wroth, bids him fpeak ; When he goes on, Your 
Wormip knows in this City there are fuch who on pnrpofe are kt 
to pradife Cheats, that will do it fo ezadly, that the niofi difcern^ 
ing fiye ihall not diicover the Fallacy, and that Money will pur- 
chafe Witneiles, therefore let the Oath be put to me againil my 
Adverfary, otherwise by thefo Tricks what Wealthy Man in Suffdhaun 
can eicape Poverty ? 

This Gap being opened, the C^i^i with a milder countenance asks /^ Cdmitjt 
him, if he dear fwear this Debr.to be unjuil % then lays open to him Judge. « 
the horrid Sin of Perjuij, how that Hell flames are prepared both by 
God and their I^rophet for breaches of Faith, and thofe that prefume 
on' that manner can never escape Damnafion $ ' whereat fliaking the 
Borders of his Garments, as it were with pure bands brufhingthem, 
^e anfwers, I fear God , and from my Youth hitherto have never

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omitted our prefcribed Prayers>.or the Fafts enjoined by our Law^ 
and for my Hooefty none can reprove me ; befides, I am an Hodgee^ ' 
and have the Honour conferred on me to be one of the Sons of the . 
Prophet) and can any of that Sacred Stock tell a Ut i Then the 
Cadi calls forthe Akorauj whkrh being broaght» he rifes out of re- 
verence to |he Divine C^^r, andBxhortSy Admonifhes, and Pret^ch- 
es ; yet he fcarkfe lays his Hand on the Book , and by Sweariog 
with a loud Voice that he owes him nothings is difmifled from ever 
being accountable more; for here are no other judiciary proceedings 
or Tribunals to appeal to, where Miftakes may be reAified, or Inad- 
vertency by too precipitate a Sentence corredfed. 

Poniflunient in Criminal Caufes are mightily Hailed by Gold, 
which at any time or place ihall prevail more than Right ; but if it 
cannot be bought o(7| Ux TaUcnis^ an Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth 
for a Tooth, fe the Law, according (o Mofes's Inftrtution, and th^ 
Execution is committed to the fory of the Friends. - 
« For Theft Immuring fervts tura, where they can make no other 
retribution, and for fetty Larctmiry ^ and for correding of their 
Slaves and Servants, drubbing on the Sdes of their Feet beyond 
JUrfes's allowance, laying thereon feme hundreds of Blows , that 
they aie difabfed to walk a loiig time after. 

The Law of like for like, anords us this memorable paflage of the 
Emperor SevermSy who made * bold Impoftor in his Court undergo.a 
iuttable Puniflimeat for his Offence, who had deluded feveral of his 
Courtiers with great Prcmiifes, and never had effcAed any j where- 
fore on their complaint, the Emperor commanded him to be llifled 
with Smoakf and the Crier at the iame inftant to make proclamation, 
^ fumum venSdit eodem fenas dat , Who Sdd Smoak perilhea 
therewith. But this Law, though it ieems the mod equal among 
many Nations, cannot fipare in all points without difficulty, there- 
fore k is the more prudently among us referred to the determinati- 
ons of the Juc^^in Life and Death; who are to give Sentence ac- 
cording to their difcretioo and the common ufages in Capital Of* 
fences. 

Since Celibacy is exploded by thdr Law, fimultaneons PQligamy 
is not only Tderaced but Commanded, tmd Whoring is reckoned 
Meritorious among the M0ors ; for this carnal Gofpel allows Four 
fjiwful Wives in Matrimony at one and the fame time, befides 
Concubinesi an indefinite Number, as every one's fubftance is able 
to provide for wkh Serving*maids andSkrves; befides which they 
may have for a determinate Price, fudi as they (ball hire for aa^ 
Hour, Day, Mopthi or Year ; and any Bom in thefe Three Fami- 
lies of Bedfellow^ may be reputed as Legitimate, ' provided the re^ 
puted Father claim two parts, and the Woman one of the Child ; 
whereby however fpeciottdy they ^boaft of the Clarity of their 
Stock, it is apparent from what Puddle it is derived. 

AU Women here^ contrary to our Cuftom, are Bought with a 
Price, the Husband that is to be. Bargaining to give fo much for his 
Wive's Virginity by ihiA Sidentures before the Cadi. 

Divorces are common among the ordinary People, though Cbldom 
among the great ones, who count it a ftame. A Bill of Divorce called 
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TaUk is ttken oM when' there is ekber an tvcrfion fr<MB[ the Bed, or Qiap.XIII. 
there ire conceiired home-bred trooUes on AXoimt of the former ^^'''"V^^ 
Obl^tion^ or when they have engaged themfelves to perform more 
than they are able, then they make quarrels among the Wives, fee^ 
ting them together by the Ears, and the Man grows fiifly» to the 
new married Wife, not ofdy giving her ill Language, but cruel 
Blows more than fte cao bear ; who prefently runs to the CaJi for a 
Divorce s but he willing to pacify them, returns her to her Hnstaed 
with Exhortation to live peaceably $ whereupon the Siege is re» 
newed, and frefli Aflauks are made by new Torment^ till &e have 
remitted part of her Dowry, if not the wbok. 

Sometimes fhe retires to her Father's Honfe, the Portion being 
retain^, whence ar ife new Jars. The Husband going to the Caai 
complains the Father keeps his Wife from him> and intreats his 
Warrant to fetch her back ; where being brought afore the Coifi^ 
and the Father with her to deoaand her Portion, ike opens againft 
her Husband, and he againft her, with thatnoife and thunder, that 
often the Cadi being tired with their belk>wing and roaring on all 
fides, cries cat, they kill me with their bawling { and though he corn** 
mand filence, it is to no purpofe, till being thoroughly vei:ed, he 
cauie the men to be Ba(iinad$€J^ who though they were deaf to 
Words,^ mud give ear to Blows^ for they efteem it even indecentto 
lay hand on a Woman, or to firike her before Folks. 

If the Man propdii»d the Divorce^ and the Woman accept it, the 
Cadi pronounces the decifive Sentence, becaufe the Mahwietdn Law 
obferves to keep the right thereof ip the power of the Man , not 
the Woman : But if the perverfe Woman knfifts in her refolution 
of Divorce after the CaJi hath perfuaded her to cohabit, ami thii 
Man refufe to give it her , iht€adi declares them to be feparated ; 
but the Woman in this condition cannot marry again, k being bound 
to her Husband ; wherefore the Cudi commands the Man to give 
her Alimony, aiKl maintain t^r at hb own Charges whife they re-* 
fufe to live together $ but if they qm reconcile tbeml^lves , they 
may come together without th« Ctfi/i*srevokkig his InterditS; for the 
firft and fecond time of Divorce ; but after the third time they 
cannot come together without abeminabte Sin ; yet l^ioh is the 
Heat of Luft in thefe Countries^ tlott the Women cannot abflain 
from the Man, no more than the Mci^ f^nn the Wpmen ; wherefore 
if fhe takes another Husband , and ioM Moftbs or Years litf iiig 
with him, if ihe will^ fhe mf^ be ]i>ivarQe4:frQnihiin,> and rBMra 
to her firft Husband. . '

Letter V. fays th^Cadi ; Then he replies, I have brought them, whoanfvrer 

for thcmfelves ; the Cadi asks them» Do you know this to belong 
to Zeid ? Who affirm, it is known to all the Town, even to ^he 
XDhildren. . 

The^O^Kf after thefe Tnterrogatories,Iifts up his Voice^and lays,Does 
no one forbid this G>ntrad ? At which, they jointly cry aloud,no one 
forbids : Whereupon the Cadi calls for his Seal, which are words 
Engraven on Silver ; and dipping it in Ink, (lamps it three or four 
times in three or four places, efpecially at the jundures of the In^ 
denture, that no room may be left for fraudulent dealing, they not 
putting their own Hands, nor delivering it as their A A and Deed ; 
but the Cadi makes the Obligation firm on this wife. 

Ufury is forbid by Mahomet , yet no place extorts more for Mo- 
ney lent ; for Ten Thomands in a year, (hall at a moderate Calcula- 
^i« we OTcif ''^^^ ^nt\g them inThirteen every y ear j for the Needy giving a Pledge 
ESortionS (without which they do nothing) to the Breaker or Ufurer, which 

you 'i)leafe, Ten Thomands are procured for a Month, on condition 
he pays a Thomand for a Months Intered, and the Principal to be pay- 
ed in, or the Pledge become forfeited ; and for the firft Mbnths In* 
tereft he fubduAs aforehand, a Thomand^ conftraining the Borrower 
to return the Ten intire, or elfe feizc the Pawn ; fuch intolerable 
exadions befitting only Turk^ few , and Ittdian Banyan , who reap ' 
fuch unconfcionable Gain by this Trade, 

Thofe who defire to fecure their Money thoroughly, come to ' 
the Cadi for a Bond, being agreed firft on their Conrra<% among 
themfelves to pay Fifteen, Twenty, and fometimes Thirty Thomands 
for the ufe of one Hundred for one yean When the Money is 
brought in Two Bags, with a Knife, Book, or Mantle, and the 
Owner -2^/^ cries out before thfe Cadi^ fitting on the Seat of Ju- 
ftice : /M Zcid do give frankly for the fpace of one year One hun- 
** dred Thomands ; but I fell this Book for Fifteen, Twenty, or Thirty 
** Thomands to Amhe^ and he is content to give it ; therefore I de- 
^ fire in the prefence of the Cadi , that Amhre may be obliged at 
** the years end to i*cpay me my Hundred Thomands^ according to ^ 
. ** agreement, and then feizes the Fifteen, Twenty, or Thirty Tho- 
, ^ mandsy according to agreement for the Book ; or if he lets him 
have the whole hundred, the Cadi asks Amhre. Art thou content to ^ 
^ive this Stfm ? And he arifwering, aree^ yes, goes on, fo thou art 
Debtor to Zeidzn Hundred and Fifteen, Twenty, or Thirty Tho- 
>mands J payzbic this time Twelve Months, being fully expired ; to 
which he replying aree^ it is valid in Law : In which Form of Wri* 
, ring fuch caution is ufed , that they truft not Figures , nor bare 
' Words that exprefs the Sum intire, and at length, but half it and 
part it to prevent equivocation. For Example, the Sum of an Hun- 
dred Fifreeni Thomands is the Principal, the half whereof is Fifty 
fcven, and an half; the Fifth part is Twenty three j deluding here* 
by the sklH of the riioft fubtle Sophifter, fince the Subfequents fo 
JAexpugnably ilrei^then the ^Antecedents. 

» Thoy Jtave another way of borrowing Money upon an Houfe, 
which they pawn for a dertain Sum for fo many years, and Hire 
their own Houfe of the Crisdttoi: at his terms, till the iSum be

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payed ; in which if there happep any lapfe or failure , the Hqufe .Chtp.>Qir; 

^becomes forfeit at the ead of the time^^ and is ieised for the ufe of 

tbe Creditor, as well as if the Principal be notreilored : And this is 

h^ld good in Law among them.

l^atronize the innocent^ or help the injured, whereby we feek to 
uphold the Community , and therein indeed preferve. our felves, 
how can this come to pais, unlels it ihould be^alike difiiifive to all, 
whereby every one of us become united in the fame Law of Na- 
ture ? which if Magi Urates would confider, they would find the. 
Preis of the Argument lie thus, '^qprefide is to do right and pro«> 
iitable things, agreeable to the Laws of felf* prefer vat ion $ for as 
the Riilers are over the People, fo the Laws ought to b^aboye the? 
Rulers, t mean/o far as to Govern by them, and z€t nothing con* 
trary to them : Norcan that Man be juft or vertoous^who conforms 
himfelf to any other Sentiments ; or are they other wife to be edeem- 
ed^ than thofe whbfe Senfes being deprdved have not the tiuerelifii 
of their Food ; who enflave the Laws, and ad not within their 
prefcript^ and muft come under the denomination of luftful , flagir . - 
tious, covetous, and infenfible perfons, who have not the true Tafte 
of Juflice , but ftupidly follow the Di(9Mites of their own Wills ; which 
IS too truly the Cafe of this Government t . 

Nor heed this be* wondered at , fince even their Summum hoHum 
is placed in fuch Senfualities, as no ways confift with rei^fied Rea« 
fon. , . , . - , 

A Paradife Calculated* for their blocikUh Temper, whofe Reach is fhefrPahi 
not fuperior to the groveling Beaftsy and therefore aio) at no higher dife. 
Felicity; . 

Which makes them rely on their Interpreters of their Law 
when they preach, That after this Life the blefled Mahemetam afb to 
be received into pleaiant Gardens » where they are to lie under the 
fpread ing Boughs of fliady Trees ; C lothed with foft Raiments; Adorn* 
edwith mod coilly Getns; hung with Rich Chains, and Precious 
Rings ; fed with the mod deli^tful Fruits^ delicate Fowls, and 
inticing Cates ; ih{ill quaC the bd[l Ife&ar to Eternal Healths, with* '

before we can come to the fpeech of tjjeir, Wometi, Imean tlie 
Eanochs ; who barkings ftraltly wake their Mailers ; to w horn being 
.well difpofed, it is hard to caft a feducing Bait before them; for 
finoe they are incapable of Enjoy mehts,th6ujgh riot of the Thoughts 
of Venery, their Mafters confide in their Impotency to prifide over 
the Female Senate, fetting them as Spieis oyer their Incontinency, 
and as faithful Keepers of their Vertue of Neceflity : They order all 
' their Cloths, and fee that every one be arraid as becomes them, and 
that nothing indecent be committed among them; fo pertenacious are 
they in the Authority placed in them,out of a tyrannical Humour,that 
they are never brdught over to their Miftrefles Defigns^ but are ever 
trufty to their Mailer's Pleafure, being moft exquifire in the Art of 
Bawdery^ and impure Afliftants to Lechery ; infomuch, that whoever 
beholds them, muft pronounce them a Map of Villariy j fbV they look 
as if they had ftolen an Old Woman'ij Face, and a Puppit's Voice, 
feldom Fat in Body, but always Lean in Vifage , without Beard, 
that not fo much as tiie Hair of a Good Man appears, arid the very 
Image of that Divine Creature feems utterly eraced ; that on? would 
fufpecft therii to be Gjpfies invened,transfordied from Young Men in- 
to Deformed. Old Beldams, unlefs their Cloath^ were allowed to be 
the fame as the Mens ; for they have no other Teftimony left of 
tMeir once being of the fame Sex ; for they are Gelded fo inartificially, 
or Butcherly rather, that All is cut offj 'nothing of witnefs being left, 
but as clear as the Skin Will permit ; and thus are they given over to 
Nature to cicatrize : If they five, it is well; if not, they try others 
till they dp-; wherefore a Chyrurgion skilled in this Art, is of "^ 
greater value, than if he were expert in every other pitty and defi-

They have both White and Black ; the firft from Georghy the 
other from Arabia and Africa ; thefe are the fit Tools of their Beafily 
Offices, and therefore the more endeared to their Mailers, by how 
much the more lewd they are. 

Which ivould hardly be born with filence by the Ancient Procur

will venture on any Evil E^terprize , and leU themfelyes to any

On the other hand, commit any Wickednefs, caft but a Golden

No Court in the WorkJ is fuller of Corruption than the Pcrfian Court, 
whereupon the Crowd is fent away no better fatisfied than it came ; 
which caufes ill Blooci, a perpetual Reproach to the King, and if tiiey 
dwft, Infurredions, which whether Fear, or want of C^rage reftrain 
them, or the innate Fidelity and Paffive Obedience on the formerly 
flfieatiofied grounds,! fiiali not determine : Since at this time they feem 
to be. more provoked by the Supinefs of the Emperor, and tt^ III 
Management of the Government, and the general out-cry of the Mo- 
bile;, but yet, even in this ConftijfioA I do not p^ceive a Propenfity 
to Rebellion, though they refrain not from open Onrfes, efpecialiy 
ibe Wofnenkind, who areiet oh by the Men to bellow their OppreA 
fions, which they roar at the Palace Gates, by Troops of Woiiien^ 
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in a Tumultuous manner fome Weeks together ; to which Vocal ChapXIV. 
Weapons they arc fparing. \.-/"V"V-/. 

When as fliould the Men come in a Riot, they would handle them Women made 
other wife; which is the reafonthey thruft them on to complain, ^ontocom- 
when they dare not fpeak their own Grievancesr it being riot held ^ ^ 
manly to fight with a Woman. ' 

And hence it comes to pafs that the Law lofes its Authority, and Tte Pirfim 
the Subjed becomes a Prey to the Avarice and Violence of the Ma- ^^^*"-^*^ 
giftrate ; and while the one grows exorbitantly Rich, the other be- "* ^*°^' 
comes niiferably Poor, through an unproportionable diftribution ; 
and by thefe Exadlions is verited the Proverb, ffomo homhi Lupus ; 
Ona Man devburs another more cruelly than a Wolf. Nor is it pof* 
iible for one that is Poor ever to rife without a Miracle, there being 
no Mean between extreme Poverty and the height of Wealth or 
Honour, which makes the Great ones truly Great, while the dejed:- 
ed Wretches have no other Sanduary than to appear under the ihel- 
ter of the Mighty ; and to be reckoned of their Retinue is all the 
Favour to be exped^ed in recompenfe for the moil notorious Injury ; 
which wouldaugment the AfHidion of a Generous Spirit, to follow 
on Foot the exalted Extortioner that has undope hi^n, who climbed. 
over others Ruin to be eminently Rich, and is dill upheld by their 
Downfall And this muft ever be the ftate of thofe Kingdoms where 
^oodnels is banifhtd, and Virtue muft give place to Vice } and this 
unavoidably happens whereeVer the Mahmetan Religion takes 
place ; which makes a voluptuous Life the only Benedi<^ioo both on 
Earth and in their Heaven ; and this fquares more peculiarly with the 
Climat and the Temper of the Perfians^ than any other Nation un- 
der the cope of Heaven : For fince Misfortunes are looked on as the 
moft grievous Gurfes, they all aim either to be, or to be thought 
Proiperous ; whence it is not only indecent, bat unhappy to walk 
on Foot out of Neceflity ; and he that comes abroad with the fined 
Palfry, the richefl: Accoutrements, the moft Followers, with Foot- 
men with Bells at their Wades, Feathers in their Ifurbats, Em- 
broidered Horfe-CIoaths over their Shoulders, delicately wrought 
Saddles for War and Houfings, Golden Bridles, Breaft- Plates and 
Cruppers often befet with Precious Stones ; has his Golden Headed 
ColeoH behind him magnificently carried, with change of Veils in 
rich Buy-Shoes or Portmantles ; he is the Favourite of Heaven and 
the Darling of Fortune, is courted by all, and efteemed the chief 
care of Providence. Thus mightily are the gaudy Bubbles of For- 
tune admired here ; on which account to be moft Impious is moft 
emulated, fince to arrive at thefe Ends there isno other method than 
what has already been related. 

And thus Equipped they appear in their Martial Camps, not to xhrfrRecrai^ 
out-do, but out-ihine each other, where they have Ohelisks for tionsandEi* 
Goals, where they try their Steeds , not giving thenSi a long Race, ^^^^ 
but iliort and fwift ; they, as moft of the Eafi do, Ride ihort,- and 
ftop with a Jerk ; for which, as has been faid in India^ their Curbs 
*ftre ufeful,that on a motion they Obey ; otherwife they (being placed 
with a iluurp Cone, in a round Ring pointing on the Tongue,) fo 
pierce it that it Bleeds as if ftnick with a Fleme ; here they QereJc^ 
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letter V. or caft Darts, play with Balls on Rackets, bringing their Steeds to. 
UT'VVJ obferve the Rebound ; here they' train their Hawks to fly at Crows, 

and Crows to fly at Sparrows : Here they Exercife among themfelves 
what the King requires to be prefented before him ; and the Nobility 
learn to Shoot backward, as the Parthians^ their Predeceflbrs, were 
wont, and in that were dreaded more on flight than when they flood 
to it; nor is this the only Skill they pretend to with Bows and Ar- 
rows, but Shoot at Marks not 'far difiant, though they feldom pra- 
^ife Rovers.

for Paflengers ; where, upon the frequent eiffedation of their Liege 
. Lord, and the .Shews and Paftimes reprefented before him on thde 
Days, great Numbers of People flecked into the Hypodrome, where 
, the Prefence of the King was as eagerly defircd, as Ctejar'^ Advent wis 
welcomed by Martial. 
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, Phofphore redde diem ; cur gaudia mfira moreru 
Cafareventurof Pbofphorereddediem. 

But as if nothing were owing either to the Affedions of the Vulgar 
or to Honeft Report, he not only negle^s the Sports and Games' 
but by contrading new Impieties,Ioofens the very Bonds by which the 
Subjeds Faith are tied; for he being commonly drunk on thefe Solem- 
nities within doors , with his Pimps and Panders comes abfbad like 
a Ri>yfier, neither regarding the Temple, or the Grandure of the 
^ Magelefs: For on No Rofe, the Firft Day of the Year, which is the 
' Tenth of March, he being attended by the Great Council, fhould re- 
ceive the Homage of all his Great Slaves, and they Ihould pay their 
Feuditory Tributes,for which he ihould return them Celfufs, or Robes 
of Honour, cither by themfelves or Subftitutes, and at the fame time 
entertain them Royally ; where, befides the ufual Sports, on this Day 
there is a peculiar Diverfion of the Shotters or Footmen, begun at 
Two or Three in the Morning, and held for Twelve Hours • in 
which fpace the Shatter that is appointed, fetches Twelve Small 
Streamers placed a Piarfang diftant from the Starting-Poft , which 
is before the Palace-Gate, which reckoning four Miles to a PhArfanz 
is four times Twelve, or Forty eight Miles backwards and forwards 
but at a modeft computation it is full Three Miles that they run* 
and then it will amount to Seventy two Miles that they run in 
Twelve hours time j which I once faw performed at the Ctfi» oC 
Bunders (who all over the Realm imitate the Emperor on this Day) 
on the Sand along the Sea-fide, we being there at the Vernal ^qu^ 



nexy when this is performed.

He fets out with his Fellows, who by Turns wait bis return, and Gh. XIV- 
> are obliged to attend him, both to nagkeway, and tp^Q him in his 
paflage, and to be ready with Towels to rub the Swfoix pflf his Body : 
Two or three hours betore Noon the Prime N^ility gather to re- 
ceive the King's Commands ; fome to be Spedators, others to a<% 
afore the Mageltfs ; where at the appearance of the $h$t$ef^ with his 
Streamer in his Hand, the loud Mufick proclaims hf$ coming : When 
he has fetched the laft, the King has notice, and all with him tlcend* 
ing their Steeds, wait on the Emperor, who meeting himi the Shatter 
runs chearfully afore bis Horfe, and holds bis Horfe till b« alights, 
and proftrate before him, delivers the Streamer, for which, after he is 
clean rcd,and the Magelefs is feated, he is brought before the Emperor 
of the Suffees^ clothed with nothing more than his running Breeches, 
and then a Rich Veil is thrown over him, and receives a Gratpity 
befides from the Suffee^ whofe Example all there prefent foUgwing, 
he is plentifully rewarded, and made Chief £iitf/rrr for the enfuing 
Year : After the Shotter^s Race is over, the Suffee calls ail hijs No- 
bles to a Sumptuous Feaft, which concludes with demonflrations of 
Exc^flive Joy. 

At the beginning of April they have a proper Feaft of their own, 
where the Emperor is to give the People of Sajfahaim a Camel to be 
flain, which they lead about the Streets with a coofufed Noife, bet- 
ing dref^d very fine with Flowers and Garlands for the Altar { and 
being brought to the Prieft, he cuts the Throat, and burns the En* 
trails, diftributing t6 each Principal Ward of the City the feverai 
Quarters to be eaten publickly after they are roafted, the Head only 
being preiented to ao Old Syiil^ the only Ktli£t of the Tribe to 
which it appertains by right, which flie preferves till next Year, and 
then (H'oduces ic at the Feaft , for which fhe has a fetled PeniSoa ; 
and the Blood of the frefli (lain is fcrambled for to befmear their Lin- 
tels and Side-pofts, figning them with the Sign of tlie Crofs : Wbaf 
relation it has to the Paflbver ordained to the Jews^ I could never 
learn from them ; but they fay it is to keep their Houfes free from 
Hobgoblins and Evil Spirits : It is called jEJe Corb$on. 

About December they obferve a Feaft for the happy CopjundioQ 
of Mahomet and AOi^ known by Mde Chuieer. 

In 'January is the Commemoration of the Snares of the Ottomam 
intended againft the Ofmeran Family, ^Je Boiia Slmjamh/4ifJeef$, 
which are ridicubus enough* 

They celebrate the New Moons with the rpft of the Moors ; imd to 
fpeak fairly, they outdo others in Civility of Manners : 

Nor (to give them le(s than their due) are they behind-hand in eK< 
erting their Valour where requiiite, whether out of the opinion of whence it 
Fatal Neceflity, or an Innate Difpoficion , I know not, npr will I p'^'^^^* 
judge; but that of Lacaio prevails with them.

All things in fetled Order ran; 

What yQud change, ihould have been changed then: 

Friendly and Courteous Salutation is no where fo much promoted 
as among t}M Per fans , as if they had learned Cat as Prefcript; 
wherefore I think it not impertinent to give you fome Forms of 
their Addrefs, and a Specimen of their good Behaviour ; not that I 
would hereby pretend I underfiood the Language (for I confefs, be- 
yond the Difcourfe of Traffick , and for ordinary Occafions , I do 
not;) but rather to vindicate the Placei famous for fo many Ages 
pail, from the Barbarity of the reft of the Eafiem Nations ; and to 
ihew that it has tranfmitted fome of its Civility (though by ano- 
ther Conveyance than the dired Anceftry) through the repeated 
Alterations of Fortune, to the prefent Pofleflors, who were originally 
of a morofe Extrad ; yet have they put off their Native Ferity, to 
comply with the overruling Influence of the Climate. 

For the very Plebeans in other Parts , furly and unconveriable , 
are here Affable and Kind, not Rude and Unmannerly ; where-ever 
you meet them, before you falute them, they accofi you with Sa-^ 
lam Aleekum^ God's Peace be with you ; and if you do the like to 
them, they refalute you, and bowing with their Hands acrofe their 
Breaft, return Aleekum Salam^ God (ave you ; approaching nigher, 
they Embrace with the Appellation of mi Sabah , my Friend , or 
more properly, my Lord ; CuJJah ne gardin^ God be propitious to 
you; in paflant, they ay with fome vehemence, ChehauUorei 
how fare yoq ? to which they reply , Choukoffee^ at your Service ; 
at Departure , Salamut hafheet , Peace be your Companion ; at 
Meeting, Nofajutt Bajbut^ I am glad to fee you ; at Meals, Aupbeat 
Bajhut , much Good may it do you ; if any fail the appointmenc 
after Invitation , or come late , being called, they fay Ja Shaman 
coBeehooth fifheeeauroon^ Your Seat is empty among (o many good 
Friends; and what I wonder at more, many Words in ufe among 
the Hi^ Dutch , are in Common Difcourfe with them , as Fader 
(ignifies Father; Moder^ Mother; Broder ^ Brother;! had^ heeter^ 
and innumerable of the like fort ; which not only conBrms their 
being Scythians i but corroborates the Learned Antiquary, Mr. She^ 
rinqhams Opinion of Wodtn^ and his Afas or Afiaticks^ (^Afa being 
a Common Name among the Parfjs in India and Gaurs here) and 
of our being derived from them, as appears in his AngUrum Gentis 
Origine, 

The Courtiers think the Turkijb Language more commanding, 
and therefore addi<ft themfelves to that Speech, which is neither ib 
Polite or Verbofe , but more Gucteral ; tiie prefent Dialed^ of the 
Terfians is much more fmooth and neat, yet not agreeable with the 
old Character , as may appear by our Polyglot Bible, which they 
underffand no more than they do Welch. 

But to perfed their Urbanity; when they Encounter, they pluck 
not off their Caps, but with a pleafing Modefty bow their Heads; 
within Doors they bare their Feet by pulling off their Shoes, 

which 
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which they leave at the Entrance upon the Bucchanno's j not that they Chap XIV, 
falute thereby, but out of Cleanlinefs to preferve their Carpets, from ^^f^^sT^J 
which when they defcend, their Servants (land ready to help them 
to their Shoes, and while they arefeated, glory to be incircled with 
Servitors ; nor do they prefume afore their Betters to ufe any other 
Seat than their Heels, till they have Licenfe to fit at eafe. 

They are formal in the matter of going Firfl, and fliall protrad 
the Ceremony into a tedious Contention, and generally are preHed 
hard to Precedency, and will drain a Courtefy to Strangers. 

The Cuftom of carrying Aves one to another, is not Obfolete. The Cuftom 

of carrying 

prima Salut antes afque altera continet hora. ^'^''' 

No more than among MartiaPs Parafites, the very Slaves Reveren- 
cing the Threfliold of their Lord's Doors ; fo extravagant are they 
of their Courtefies, with an hundred fuch good Morrows ; but if 
any weighty thing be to be prefented, it is with an eye to Profit. 

However, not to exempt them from all good Inclinations, could ThcirVirtues. 
we excommunicate Self-Praife, Philautia^ from their Pious A(Sts, we 
might difcern fome noble Deeds for which they merit to be extolled, 
as the Building of Temples, Publick. Hofpitals for Travellers^ ( not 
for Sick or Wounded) which are the Caravan SerawSy Colleges, 
Bridges, Fountains, plaining Mountains, and raifing Vallies, for to 
facilitate the Way for lorg and troublefome Journies. 

The Colleges that are not of Royal Foundations, are Adjuncts to 
the Prophets Tombs, or Built in Commemoration of fome Noble 
Warrior ; to be Buried near which, is the defire of thefe Martis A- 
lumnii as. much as for Catholicks to be Buried in St. Francis his Ha- 
bit; which Sepulchres are, as it were. Triumphant Arches, after 
the Figures of their Mofques, in the middle whereof isdepofited the 
Corps in a Stone Tomb, like a Cheft, or Coflin, with Four Golden 
or Silver Apples, at each Corner One, commonly covered with a 
Purple wrought Pall, with curious Artifice ; over head hang Stream- 
ers and Banners, and it is Railed with Iron Rails , in which are 
Lamps always Burning ; nor do any enter with their Shoes on, 
the Floor being Matted, or fpread with Carpets; and if a Mullah 
attends , he goes to Prayers for the Qjiiet of the deceafed Soul. 
They never Bury in the Church, and fcldom in thrfCity ; they per* 
mit Reprefentations of Lions or Tigers, on Grave»Stones,ashasbeen 
laid, to exprefs a Man taken away in the prime of his Age ; have 
Infcriptions and Places for Incenfe j they always lay the Body North 
and South, in oppofition to us Cbrifiians, who Bury our Dead Eaft 
and fVefi ; agreeing in moft things with the other Mahometans. 

To tliis Magnificence and Civility of Temper , we may add a 
Third Virtue, their Fidelity to their Princes. 

For which Excellencies they feem to be beholden to the purenefi 
of thtir Air ; for it is Hot and Dry for the mod part, whereby their 
Hearts are more firm and folid, which makes them more conftant 
and refolute, rhey being of a more refined Head than the other 
Eaft ems J their Brain being more fpirituous and clear.

To which Three Graces^ notwithftaodiog , there are a Trine 
Atpcd: of Vices } to M^niikeiice, Opprefiion and Covetoufiiefi ; 
u> MuDificencei Intemperance and Lull; to Fidelity, Jealoufy and 
Revenge* 

The Philoibphers agree not with Gulen^ ""KfAA ^ rhuq ims(m if 
fh mfj& I that the Body fufiers from the Affcdions of the Mind ; ' 
they faying. That they depend not on the Texture of the Body, 
but are Conjoined with it ; yet Experience teaches. That as often as 
the Mind is Troubled, the Spirits are varioufly Agitated, which 
move the Blood and put it on a Fret, whereby the Heart is Con* 
vuifed, and many tipies the whole Frame of the Body is put out of 
Order. 

And therefore is it neceflary, that to the excellency of the Air, 
and difpofition of the Body, a requifite Diet, as well for Meat as 
Drink, fliould correfpond with both ; and indeed Nature feems to 
have provided them with both^ for thofe they defire are thefe : 

CmM is Roftmeat on Skewers, cut in little round pieces no bigger 
than a Sixpence, and Ginger and Garlick put between eadi. Thus 
fparingly do they ^d on Flefh alone, ordered after this manner ; and 
if at any time they intend a Meal thereon, they have it well Boiled, 
Baked, Fried, or Stewed, or made into FuOm ; which is a general 
Mefs, as frequent with them as a good fubftantial piece of Beef is 
with us, and reckoned their ftanding Diih ; which is made either of 
Flefh, Fiih, or Fowl, as the InJimt Mpor$ do ; but the beft is made 
of the fkttefl: Meat, for which the pondrous Tails of Suet ( which 
their %eep bear} is moft coveted, in regard it laves Butter. 

To make PulloiP^ the Meat is firft Boiled to Rags^ and the Broth or 
Liquor being ftrained, it is left to drain, while they Boil the Rice in the 
fame ; which being tender, and the aqueous parts evaporating, the^ 
Juice and Gravy incorporates with the Rice, which is Boiled almoft 
dry ; then they put in the Meat again with Spice, and at laft as 
mudi Butter as is necel&ry, fo that it becomes not too Greefy or Of* 
fenfive, either to the Sight or Talle ; and it k then Boiled enough 
when it isAttobe made into Gobbets, not Ihbby, but each Cora of 
Rice isfwellodand filled, not burll into I\ilp ; and dien with Mmtgv 
or oiber Jcbar^ they will devour whole Handiiils (for Spoons are 
not in t^ nnkfi to drink J^riet with, ttiey mixing their Pottage 
with dry Rice, Aid cramining tbemfelvts u4th their Fingers ) and 

never Surieit; ahrays taking this fcr a Rvle, never to Drink till thqr 
2Xt &tisfi9d, it OBufiog them otherwtfeto ifwdllcoolbon; and theft 
dieywillEalt asmuchatu Meal, asanHorfeor Malecanof fi«rly. 

Baked Meat they cbU DmmfJct^ vhich is dre^ ivith mot 
Herbs tmd 6Kttr^ nmh wbofe Gravy they iwalkiw Rioe dry 
Boiled. 

Their Stews are alfo nunfe of Cooling Fruits, as Ouoochbers , 
Gcmrds, &c whididMytningleilicie^iSK. 

But dbetalk of tbeirOiet confiils of the fruits cpf theTeening 
Earth, fewre MiUc, wkh fdft Cheefe, Gcapes and Wheaten 8read, 

They li»w» kind df Coaling Mulila^e of Seeds, like PfyBimm% 
in the Maritime |MRrt8 i^ ofe JlhRes uiftead cf ttread, or Bread 
made Pancake Falhion of Rice. 

They 
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They have a Difli they call Coak^o ChdUw, which is dry Rice and Ch. XIV. 

a Fritter of Eggs, Herbs, and Fifliej, feCSi^ 

They feklom Eac frefli Qutter* and as feldom Beeb Flem $ the i^. 
Poor near the Sea live only on Fi(h and Dates ; the Rich live plenti- 
fully every where. 

No Country is more taken with Sweetmeats, not even the Lufi- NogoodCon- 
taniaifs } wherefore Sugar is a gppd Commodity from InJia^ for Perfid *^^' 
produces none of its own ; they are not fuch Confe^ioiaers, not* 
wichftanding, as might be ezpeded from fo conftanc a defire and 
prad:ice ; the chief reafon I can impute ic to is Cuiiom , which in 
every thing they are very tenacious of. 

They mightily covet cool things to the Palat, wherefore they 
mix Snow, or diHlblve Ice in their Water^ Wine, ot Sherbets. 

Ouc of Taylets of Wilbws thi^ make a compound Cool- Water, 
very fvi eet fmelling and refrefliing* 

Sherbets are made of almoft dl Tart pleafing Fruits as the Juice 
of Pomegranet; , Lemmms « Citrons, Oranges, Prunella s , which 
are to be bought in the Markets. Thus by Diet, as well as Air, 
they procure not only a firmnefs of Conftitution, but Propernels 
and Tallnefs of Body, for none excel ihcm either for Beauty or 
Stature. 

But before we part with this Subjed, fince they are not fo ftarch^d 
and precifely bent as the more rigorous MahmrtMs^ we may be ae^ 
quainted with their confiaot courfe of Eating, ;ind lie down with 
them at Meals, and receive a good Welcome. 

Their Breakfaft is begun with Melons, Cucumbers^ Gourds^ 
Grapes, or other Fruits, as Pieaches, Apricots, Cherries, or the 
like, with foft Cheefe or ftitGer-MiUt ; which is about Ten in the 
Morning, from which iioie they ^bftaie from all manner of Food 
( I mean when they obferve their fet Meals till near Sun- let ) whed 
they feed heartily on Flefh, or ui^ other hot Meats, and enlarge 
fometimes till Midnight. 

They obferve the fame ufege iot goiflg to Stool as the other 
Eafierns^ waihing away the Filth with the Left hand, for no other 
caufe than that they feed theSD&lyes with the Right. 

They (it down to make Water, but wiiether that way empties 
the Bladder better I leave to £Qa^|e6b]re \ tliopgh their continual fit* 
tii^ within doors with xkw lags Mpto their RdUies helps digeftion, 
is a thing beyond difpute. 

That the PtrfioMs nma Sptt, I caoaet lAlaw to tie true, fince The Pitfimd 
they Smoak Tobacco in iihm moft fdemn Ailenibties^ and for chat ^^J^^^ 
purpofe we have akeady ihew«d <hffy -arc provided with .^pitting- ^J^ ^ 
Pots, or Pigdan$ ; bot^e JCemplm idatcch it m |!be Krfi Paaia 
Cyriy as a reproach for any to Spit in Company, and brings it as an 
argument of GliKtooy^ .«r ttsiMft, tfmfnamffutMt iacMventu Per^ 
fa J quia maximum ignominw argumentum^ quafi indicaret eos 0Ht plustihi^ 
quam par ejjetfumere^aut mHis carparJi efKer€ie4Uiomius uti ; I moft add, 
that I find them to indulge both ; nor are they afliamed to Carpjife 
or Eat luftily, J^ut oa dbe contrary ikmatiollkTBft teielce$ ; theup is 
therefore nothii^liut the TiitOMfe of the 4ir, wpwffing theirfuper- 
fluous Humours can befpeak this Virtue ; nor indeed do I find them 
difi^ nuch in that point from other Nations. To 
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Letter V. To conclude then ; to the Endowments of Mind, they have aa 
.^'•^IT^j^ Happincls of Body , through the extraordinary Finenefs of Air* 

ntk^ot Eody! u hich by a fuitablenels of Food nouriihes a well-mixM Temper both 

of Soul and Body ; for as they have the flart in the firft, fo they fur- 
pafs all their Neighbours in the latter , being not only Ingenuous 
and Free, but Fair, Tall, and G)mely, with a Stock of Health not 
eafily to be impaired, unlefs violent Debauchery root up the Stabi- 
lity they enjoy by Nature. 

Comnmtativc ^^^^ having run through their Diftributive Juftice, their Religion, 
Jufticc. and Morality, their feveral Rites, Ufages, and Ceremonies j it re- 

mains then, as we have declared their Wealth and Merchandize, fo 
we fliQuld ihut up all with their Commutative or Trading Juftice, 
which keeps an Arithmetical Proportion ; as buying, felling, letting, 
and hiring. The Valuation of every thing is made either by Num* 
ber, Weight, or Meafure : Number is the fame, and common to all 
People, Tongues, and Nations ; but Weight and Meafure are not fo, 
there being a great Variety of thefe, and every Country has a Sta- 
tutable Account of Weight and Meafure after their own form. 

All things in Perfia are put into Balance , but Silk woven and 
Cloath ; wherefore they weigh all Liquids, as well as Wood, Straw, 
and Metals; and meafure by the Coiit^ or Cubit, what comes from 
the Loom, even their moft fine Carpets.

Forty Courfe IforthwarJ ,of Surat lies Breach ; it therefore being 
efteemed in relation to the Englijjb. as a Branch of this Fadory , up> 
on any one of our Merchants being ill, they can eafily and fuddenly 
iend. a Meflenger for Afliftance ; which gave me o^xMtunity of fee- 
ing that City, foon after I had returned with the Piefident to St^at. 

The Way thither is twofold, either by Sea or Land; the firft, 
from Swally -holey makes ai> eafy Paf&ge up that Creek, or rather The Amhot 
Arm of the Sea, to Broach River's Mouth, into which the River f<»c ^ to 
empties itsfelf: The latter is meafured over a fpactous Plain, and is ^''^' 
travelled either by Coach or on Horfeback, both which I had for my 
Conveyance, together with the Attendance of a good Guard of the 
Company's Fww, becaufe of frequent Robberies hereabouts.

Infult$ of Outlaws : Here are no Caravans or Inns to fjiyt them 
in a- nights 9 for then is their time of travelling i and u hen they 
reft, if they have no Tents, they mpft Ihelter themfelvej under 
fhady Trees, or fometimes great Tombs in the Highways, unlefs 
they happen on a Chowkre^ i. e.z Shed, where the Cufiomer keeps a 
Watch to take Cuftom : Yet good Rivers are more often found here 
than there ; and where they are deficient, they want not great Tanks 
or Ponds of Rain- Water mofily uncovered and open to the Heavens, 
orelfe deep Wells many Fathom under Ground, with (lately Stone 
Stairs, Cool Apartments, and Grottoes, whence Oxen ( as has been 
faid) draw Water, with huge Leathern Buckets or Pots around a 
Wheel, to water their Gardens : But o«e thing you are more fure of 
here than there, and that is, Provifions of all forts, in almoft every 
Village, which ftand thick hereabouts. 
ThcirChariots The Coachcs C unlefs thofc called the Prefideni*s) and Carts are 
for travelling, much alike, the laft being only ftronger built with main Timber for 

ftrength. But it being no unpleafant fpedhcle to fee one of thefe 
Chariots equipped , I cannot forbear giving it you ; though I am 
fenfible it cannot be fo well exprefsM in writing, as the Sjght is now 
comically reprefented unto me : Two large Milk*whi(e Oxen are 
putting in to draw it, with circling Horns as black as a Coal, each 
Point tipped with Bra6, from whence come Brais Chains aaofs ta 
the Headftall, which is all of Scarlet, and a Scarlet Collar to each^ 
of Brafs Bells, about their Necks, their flapping Ears fnipped with 
Art, and from theur Noftrils Brkiles covered with Scarlet : Itie Cha- 
f icA it felf is not fwingtitg like ours, but faftenM to the main Axle 
hy neat Arches, which (upport a Fourlquare Seat , whidi is inlaid 
with Ivory, or enriched as they pleale v at every Corner are tumM' 
Klkfs 9 whkh make ( by twifted Silk or Cotton Cords) the ^des^ 
and fupport the Roof, covered with Engtifh Scarlet Cloth, and fin'd 
with SiUc, with Party *cok)ur'd Borders ; in thefe they fpread Car* 
pets, and lay Botflers to ride crofs-leggM, fometimes three or four 
in one : k is boratxi two Wheekonly, foch little ones as our Fore*- 
wbeels are, and pinn'd on with a Wooden Arch , which fenres to 
mount tfaem : The Charioteer rides afore, a-ftraddle on the Beam 
that makes tlie Yoke for the Oxen, which is covered with Scarlet^, 
and finely carved widerneath ; he carries a Goad inftead of a Whip : 
In Winter ( when they rarely ftir } they have a Mumjumsy or Wax- 
Cloth to throw mw it. Thofe for Journeying are (bmething ftrong* 
er than thofe for the Merchants to ride about the City, or to take 
the Mt on } wiueh with their nimble Oxen they wiU» when f bey 
meet in ihe Fields, run Races on, and contend for the Garland as 
Bwch as for n Olympick Prize ; which is a Diverfion, Tofe^ a Cov^ 
gaUap^ as we fiiy in (corn ; but thefe net only pluck up thenr Heels 
apace, but are taught to amble, they often riding on tbem. 

Four«wheel'd C^hes, and to fit with the Legs hanging dowir, 
here are none, unleftlbme few the Europe Merchants faav€, covered 
with Scarlet, and itttmog, kxAxig tnuch like thofe fdd at London to 
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pleafe little Children with, only larger, and lin'd with Velvet ; they Chap. I. 
having no Horfes managed for the (Coach, of any skilled to drive ^^-^^V^ 
them, fo that thefe alfo are drawn by Oxen*

Setting out aboot San rife, we (xtded by pleafant Intlofures fpread Birtsw. 
far from the City, and flourifhing Fields of Corn, and Plantations of 
Tobacco ; we came Three Courfe, and then ferried over the River to 
Bereaw^ a Village on the Bank of the other (ide ; and at Pcrfaw^ two 
Courle more, we broke our Faft ; when it growing hot, we went 
but a Courfe and a half over another fmall River, before we baited 
under a Grove of Palms, or Toddy-Trees. 

When the Crows came hither to rood ( which they did in great uncBfitr. 
Flocks} we departed^ and at Midnight arrived at TJnclifeer^ the 
moft Ifortbern Extent of the Province of Guterat ( after the old ac^ 
count ) where Cuftom is exadbed, a Bar of Thorns being (luck into an 
high Gate, oppofing fuch 9s are to pay at each end of the Town. 
Here we flept at our Broker^s Houfe, and at Sun-rife proceeded over 
delicate Medows to BroacthKivtr^ where round about it is all Cam- 
paign ; betwixt where, we met mbre than Five hundred Oxen laded 
with &lt for the Inland Countries ; and betwikt Nine and Ten paf^d 
Broach River in a Boat ; which is a broad, fwift, and deep River, 
but choaked up with drifts of Sand, by reafon of Rains forced into 
the very Channel, fo that good Pilots are required, to deer clrar of 
them ; by whofe diredions good lufty Veflels are brought up to the 
City- Walls, where they are laden with Salt and Corn, to be carried 
tothofe Parts that are ndt fo well furnifhed; here being excellent 
Wheat and good Cottons, of the Growth of this Country. 

It is likewife the Thoroughfare to Lbor^ Dbely^ ^g^^i and Aml^ ir§0cb4Af: 
JavaJ^ which is the chief City novtr of thus Province, as well as of 
Guzerat ; though Broach was the Metropolis when Camhaia was ah 
Empire, which was before the Portngals were flrong in thefe Parts, 
who made way for the Mogul to make an entire Conqueft thereof: 
But as to what concerns its peculiar Hiftory, it was difmantled, and 
the Walls thrown down, for refufing Padage to Shaw Jmds Army, 
the Father to the prefent Auren Zeeh ; which, as appears by the 
Ruins, were very ftrong of old, being dotibly wallM and trench'd, 
into which Nine Gates ft ill lead the way ; wherein was an Heathen 
Temple, now converted into a Mofque, looking over a rich Plain 
towards another, a Mile from the City, the Burying- place of their 
Emperors, where is entomb'd MahmooJj^ the laft of their Saltans ; 
whofe Progenitors being Arab Moors^ were not fpfung froni the Hea- 
then Rajahs on the Fall of Ramrasy but laying hold on thofe Divifi- 
onsy came in by Conqueft, and were the occafion alfo of the Mogul- 
Tartan being called in to aflift the opprefted, who made dot only 
Refiftance againft Nilhamflfaw , one of the three Treafonable Con- 
fpirators againft Ramras^ but a long while defended themfelves 
againft ^t Moguls till unfortunately broke at the Siege of Diu^ SuU 
toB Baiur being defeated both by Sea and Land } he left a tottering 
Kingdom to Jmhmoody^ his Succeftbr, who was afterwards vanquiik* 
ed by the Moguls near the place where he now lies buried.

At the begififling of Septtmher the ^liM Ffcrt, nteigHted With The return of 
Religion and Pelf^, made this P6rt> bringing Fifty Crf»# vwtth of g^^"^^ 
/?«/efj in Cafh, which is fo many Hund^ Thoniatidi It dottid ntst 
be improved till the Governor had releafed the Shroffs or Bankers, 
whom he had clapped up on pretence of Confpiring with the latp 
Governor to Cheat the Ring, by Coining more Money thart had been 
accounted for j but iaierceffion being made by our Prefident, they 
were let at liberty, for that our Company's Bullion was.alfo coming 
from EfngUmdy the Ships being arrivM at Bomhaim ; and thefe are 
they chat nry and fet the value on all Metals. 

Our Eftglifi Ships had no fooner left the Port at Bombaim^ but that SiV0 Seizes 
Seva Gi had pofled feveral Hundred Men on ffenry Kenry^ a Rock in ^^nryKiwy. 
the Mouth of the Bay, on pretence of hindring the SyJdys Men go- 
ing in and out ; whereupon a fmall Bark, with an old Captain, be- 
ing fent to demand their Bufinefi there, and he landing with his 
Men imprudently, were all cut oflf by the Barbarians. 

After this Adion, Seven Pro wes and one fmall Ship C the Pink) T^Bf^f:^ 
Were ordered to lie at an Anchor and block up the Avenues before 
the Rock; which feen by the Barbarians on Shore, the firfl: fair 
Wind they Manned out Forty Gallies, at whofe approach our Prowes 
fled all but one, which was eafily vanquifhed ; and the Pink feign-

But for all thefe Revilings Scva Gi makes them tremble here, 
forgetting that twice their Safety has been owing to us, from falling 
into the haml$ of that terrible Plunderer. 

For all which the Mogul contiiittes a double Poll on the Heathens ^^ M^guiixh 
this Year, and breaks down their Idolatrous Images, where-ever he flias a double 
finds them ; whereupon the Heathens begin to Worfliip in Dens and ^^' 
Caves, and Solitary Places* being forbidden their open Celebrations.

apudjudkaruros tnagno cerf amine affe&ant : Which here, though it be 

faid 
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Letter VII. faid to be flain and buried with their Husbands, is the fame as to be 

cXW burned, fince the Cuftom of burying alfo with their Husbands has 

been before declared, and dill is maintained to be put in execution' 

among thefe Heathen Princes. Seva Gi^ while living, as he delighted 

in Fire and Sword, fo he was fent out of the World with a numerous 

Coinpany confumcd in his Flames : Yet not fucb a Train as; Raj^ 

Jeffinfin had when he died, which was far greater, beings a more Po- 

tent, though lefs Barbarous Raja ; but 'his Widow now holding out 

againft the Moguls though his Prime Lady, being then big with 

Child, was excufed, and Ihe dill is preferved to bring up the Young 

Prince, whom they own for their Raja, 

Heats about Thus thcfc two great Rajas being difpofed of by Fate , the Gcfh- 

Sacccffion, tiles feem to be under hatches ( the Mogul for the prefent perfecu- 

ting them with the utmoft feverity and hatred ) and the rather, for 
that the great Minifters of the deceafed Seva Gi^ were at variance 
about the Promotion of the Succeflbr: Anna Gi Pun Jit, Chief Mini-^ 
ller of State, fettiog up the Younger Son, and M9rad PunJit deck- 
ring for Samlu Gi^ the Eldeft j who after puniihing Ijis Oppofers, 
was before the time fit for Expedition in the Low Countries, pro- 
claimed Maw Raja^ or the lawful Heir to hisFather^s Conquefts. 

The M9gids In this Interim the Moguls jealous of his Eldeft Son, had fent him 
fo A??5^'°^ to the Joualar or Pcfi ; but the next being commanded from their 

Kingdoms where they were fixed, the one Sultan Affkm in Bengala^ 
the other Sultan Maffim in AurengaiaJ^ have refuied to rdign, ai)d 
fland upon defiance if they be farther moved; which Refentments 
the Father muft fmothera while, having been twice out this Year 
againft the Infidels with a numerous Army, which have been as 
oiten diftrefled by Famine, and forced to return without engaging ;

This Truth, though he flomachM, he could not but own, yet An Example 
refolved to diflemble it ; and having feized Letters figned from Cahul on Treafon. 
Caun to Sultan Majfumy to begin a Rebellion while his Father was, in 
Jfmirc againfl: the Rafma^ C which were intercepted by the Advice 
or Cunning, T know not which, of Emir Caun \ he found in what 
condition he was, and that it was time to withhold ; but for a Re- 
ward of the Treafon defigned, he orderM Cahul Caun immediately 
to be thrown down a fteep Rock, as a Terror to the Confpirators. 

And now being returned, he hardly forbears uttering his Mind, The

• convenient, he might have reded contented in one only Form; 

• but every one of thefe in their feveral Species glorifies their Maker : 

• And fo it has pleafed God to permit Variety of Religions, by which 

• Men worfhip ^and call upon him; nor can they go on in any one 
•againft his Will, to which whatever is contrary cannot continue; 

• and till he make Men to be of one mind, in vain does any go about 

• to compel what he has ingrafted in their hearts. This rational 
Difcourfe kept the Brachmin in his Office, but could not quite extin- 
guifb his conceived Prejudice againft their Superftitions. 

Which he made appear, by giving Order to demolifh all the Tem- 
ples, and deface the Pagods his Army had poflefled themfelves of if^. 
Afmire^ the Country of Raja Jeffinfin ; and chiefly C before felt in a 
few days the Overthrow of what many years could not entirely fi- 
ni(h, mod magnificent Marble StrutSures being leveliM to the ground, 
and laid proftrate to his Rage and Fury : A Draught of which City is 
here inferted, being tranfmitted by an Englijb Gunner in that Ser- 
vice, an Eye witnefs both of its Glory and Deftru<aion. A Place 
by Site invincible, had not i\iQ Moguh Commanders Treachery 
gained on the Faith of an eafy Woman ; who relying on their Me- 
diation, negleded the Means of her own Security, there being nei- 
ther Men nor Ammunition to opoofe his Entry ; whereupon they 
Jeft all open, and retreated in diforder from the approaching Foe, to 
Places better provided , and inacceffible to any but thofe who are 
acquainted with the Recedes : Sullying hereby the brave Provoca- 
tion that drew on her the Emperor^s Arms ; which (he might have 
prevented at firft by a mean Compliance, or more nobly now by a 
llout Refiftance ; rather than by a bafe Flight yield to the Will of a 
devouring Enemy, which not only keeps faft hold by a fuilicient 
Force, but does defpite to their Altars, and lays wade their Coun- 
try Gods. This ihews either want of Condud, or an abjecS Spirit 
in the Rafhpoots. or at leaft an irrefolute Temper in the Ranna^ who 
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Letter VII. did unadvifedly dare, when (he was impotent, to mainttin the 

^^^^/""^ Challenge ; or, which is worfe, ihe foolifhly applied her fclf to the 
Servants, when the Matter was proad of her Fetters ( ihe being a 
Rare Creature): So that the ground of this Qgorrel^ however by* 
pocriticaliy gilded with an Holy War, is Love ; as is deoionftrable 
fronf) the kind Offers left with the Plenipotentiaries towards an i\c- 
commodation ; unkfs the fordid and unfaithful humour of his Camts 
ihould prompt him to clap up a Peace, that be might be more at 
leifure toward himfelf, and free his Affairs from fuch corrupt Mini* 
Hers. What the Caule is, ( though unknown yer,) that his Forces 
were withdrawn from following bis good Fortune in the midft of 
his Career againft the Infidels, appears a Riddle ; if it be not to car* 
ry on the Cuflom of this Empire, never to go through with any 
Conqueft. 

A Drouijht This Year a Drought was feared , which the Brachmins inter- 
pret a Judgment for the Emperor's perfecuting the Gentues ; which 
whether it gain credit among all People, I cannot tell. But that 
Night and Day a mixed Multitude of all forts run through the 
Streets of this City after the Brachmins carrying a Board with Earth 
upon their Bare-heads, and crying Bovoo hege panne hes ; on which 
old and young make the Chorus to the Precentor , fprinkling Wa* 
ter and fowing Rice thereon, faying the fame after the Bracbmin^ 
which in Engliih is, GoJ give us Water ; and on this impending 
A^x&Aon they are very charitable, and give great Largeflts to the 
Poor. 

I fhould have concluded thefe Remarks here, had not a wonder- 

A Comer. fy| gjg^ jj^ jj^^ Heavens appeared to call for our Animadverfion ; 

which beginning the Twentieth of Ncvemlery difappeared not till 
the latter end of January^ which enters on the next Year, that 
within the fpace of our Europe Fleet may bring you the Rife and 
#f all of the mod prodigious Comet I ever was witneis to ; or it 
may be, the oldeft Man alive : What makes me the more willing 
is , that I may have your Account over Land , whether it was 
vifible in EnglanJ^ and what Obfervations our prying World have 
made thereon. 

Eleven degrees from the Earth Smth-Eafi^ a terrible flaming 
Torch was feen in the Skies in Capricorn^ near the Head of Sagitta^ 
riusf darting it's Rays upwards to the Stars ; at firft not above two 
Ells in a fmall Stream, but day by day as it inclined to the Horizon, 
the Flame grew longer but flenderer j it rofe firft at Three in the 
Morning, and fo later and later till the Sun out-flK)ne it ,• and as if 
it had circled the Globe, at laft it arofe and fet at Nights , after 
the Sun was down, when we beheld it IV. iST. W. which was on 
the Evening of the Twelfth of December ^ and about Seven at Night ; 
at firft no bigger than a man^ hand from its coming forth of the 
Horizon, which thence arofe with a mighty Fulgor or (hining Light 
for more than Nine Degrees as big as a Rainbow, towards the 
higheft part of the Hemifphere ; or to fpeak more truly, like a 
Pillar of Fire, whofe Bafis, whether for its tardy rife, or the Clouds 
gathered about the Atmofphere, I could not difcern till the Seven- 
teenth, itfetting about Nine of the Clock j but after that time it 
afcended above the Horizon, and paffing the middle of the Hea- 
vens 
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vens (which afore it feemed to enlighten after Seven) as it grew Chap I 

.higher it loft of its Brightnefs and Splendour, but looked more ^-•V' 

fiery. 

Jauuarjf the l6th. i68?. it had attained its ^Zenit^, when about 
the Noon of Night it vaniQied, and fo by degrees at laft it came 
to nothing. 

While this was reigning , feveral in the Hole and Buzzar at 
Swa3y, attefted they faw two Moons j others of our Emlilb.mta 
out a Hunting after Sanrfet, faw an unufoal Star of the bignels of 
the Sun, which muft certainly be this fiery Ejaculation, ftriking 
obliquely upwards, being equally thick until its higheft part had 
ftretched its felf into a Colum. ft pointed towards the tfortb, and 
whether it be Meteor, Comet, or Exhalation, it is certainly omi- 
nous ; and fince they difclaim its Influence here, I wilh it may hot 
afle<ft our Europe Kingdoms j for fays Claudianj

Concludes with mf Return to ENGLAND.

Let. yill IP Eaving the Affairs of Iniiia in the pofture I have ac- 
""' quainted you j I begin to think of returning to my 

Native Soil, the Fleet here being ready to fet Sail for 
EnglanJ ; 

The Succefs, Captain Cooly Commanderj 
Maflenberg, Captain Gladock ; 
Jofiah, Captain Owen. 

Set Safl for At the fame time Mr. Rolt the late Prefident took his Paflage in 
EniisHd. jj^g j^jj^i^ , yi^g Second of India, Mr. Chamherlane^ in the Succefs 

as I took mine in the Maffenlerg : Mr. John Child being removed 
from the Government of Bomhaim to the Prefidency ; which was 
the i^th. of January in the Year 1682. 

Till the Twelfth of lelruary we direded a Southern Courfe, 
when about Two in the Morning the Moon fuffered an Eclipfe, 
and in half an hours time was almoil totally hid, which endured 
till Four in the Morning : In Four or Five days after, about the 
Seventh Degree of North Latitude, we met the Sun coming to- 
wards the North , and pafled him to the Southward , when he 
often raifed Vapours from the Sea to thicken the Air, and obfcure 
his Face, which were as often poured down upon us , we having 
here uncertain Weather , fometime wet , fometime calm , though 
moft an end , according to yarenius\ Pofition , the Winds hold 
Eafterly from the Firft of January till the End of July^ as far as 
Afcenfion, and then turn Wefterly : We met hereabouts with a 
Tree beftuck with Sea-Shells, which made us lie by a- nights for 
fear of the Chango^s. 
^ Young And now dreadful Thunders caufe the Sea to tremble, and 

Over-Board. Lightnings fly through the Heavens in frightful Flaftes ; by reafon 

of thefe alterations we went but flowly, being but Ten Degrees 
Southward of the Sun on the Firft of March , when a South- 
Eaft Wind favoured us ; with which failing fortunately enough, 
we were damped by a Mifchance on one of our Young men, 
who going up the Shrowds to loofe the Top-Gallons, by the un- 
advifed letting go of fome BowHng, was hoiftcd into the Main, and 

periflied, 
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perifhcd, the Ship having frefli Way, and the Boats lying on Chap.L 
Board j they threw over feveral Planks and Veffils, but he made '-^VV^x-J 
no iign of contending with the Waves^ or Motion to fave himfelf : 
Wherefore it was judged he had his bane againft the Ships (ide, or 
fome Gun in his Fall before ever he came at the Water ; and in 
this hurry we were prefently carried out of fight^ fo that he was 
left for defperate^ and given over as loft. 

Before the Tenth of this Month, St. firW^ir an Ifland on the Eaft^ we Sail on 
and Diego Rdis to the South, were pafled by ; as alfo St. ^^nr/Vr the Backfide 
kept lately by the Dutch^ for no other end but to prevent others ®^^' ^^^''^^'^ 
fetling there ; as MafcarenAs ^ not far from it, by the French^ for 
the fame rcafon. The day after the Sun was poflefled of the /Ey^i- 
wx, we made the Tropick of Capricorn^ from whence the Platonifts 
feign the Souls defcend upon the Earth ; but more truly it decia* 
red that we drew near the Coafts of Africa ; for having hitherto 
meafured a Southern Way almoft dirc£t\y, we now incline towards 
the Weft, having not more Meridional diftance from Joantia than 
Nine Degrees ; but now we begin to bend our Courfe Weftward, 
which we fhould do in a ftrait Line, were it not for St. Lawrence^ 
theoutftde whereof our Navigators always pafs by homeward bound, 
it lying Twelve Degrees South, to Six and Twenty and an half, 
which we fuppofe to be Three hundred Leagues Weft of us, though 
here being a ftrong Current to the Weft, itjmakes our Judgment 
very unfteady ; however to make the Cape, it is neceffary to ele* 
vate our Longitude more than our Latitude, which we did till we 
had made Fourteen Degrees Weft from our fuppofed Meridian of 
foanna^ whereby we reckon our felves clear of the Ifland Madagaf^ 
car^ or as the Portugals call it, Sr. Lawrence ; when the Eaft Wind 
failed us, and the Weft blew hard upon us, contrary to theaflcrtion 
of the forementioned Author; the Winds, as we formerly Noted, 
beyond the Tropicks being unaccountable , for that they obferve 
1I0 Rule i and hereupon it happened we were ib long beating about 
the Cape, and had been much longer, had we not made for the 
Shore ; which we did about the middle of Jpril^ when it is high 
Winter in thefe parts, wherein we tried all Weathers , the worft 
of which were Calms, according to our Englijh faying, 

Worfe is a Winters Calm, 
By far than Summers Storm. 

Which we fuffered till we got under the Shore, whence we were Wc Weather 
aflifled with fine Briezes , we falling firft in with Cape d'jtguthas the Cape of 
the low Land being bare and naked, the high Land , a Ridge of ^** ^*'* 
Mountains only gaping in one place, from which the TortngaU 
gave it the name d^ Agutha^ or of the Needles: Fifteen Miles North- 
ward of it lies the Prommtory called Cape Falfo , which we wea- 
thered in the Morning, and afore Night did the like to the Cape 
of Good Hope, which in refpeft of the Heavenly Pofition is J4 
Degrees and a half South Latitude, Longitude 47, in a ftrait Line 
from Joanna 1800 Leagues. The Marks of this Promontory are 
agreeable to SeOierh Atlas : It is inhabited by a Barbarous People 

called 
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Let. VIIL called Hottentots : As Nature designed their Looks deformed^ fo they 
v^-^^v^*^ are untradablc in Manners, and harfli in their Voice 5 thefe wind • 

the Guts of Beads Excrements all about their Necks , both for 
Food and Ornament, confenting to what Joi LuJolphus^ Author of 
I he Ethiopick Lexicon y relates of the Abafinians^ under which Go* 
vernmcnt ( if any they have ) this Region muft be comprehend- 
ed, Mho fays, they prefer the Meat digefted in the Maws of Beafts, 
before the beft Sallads, fuppofing thofe Animals better at diftin- 
guifhing the good Plants from bad, than Men. Here in SoUania 
Bay the Dutch have a flrong Fort, for the fame purpofe we keep 
St. Helena^ to refrefb and water our Fleet on their return home ; 
but thefe touch here both going and coming ; whereas ours put in 
at Joanna in their Voyage to InJia : In thefe Seas arc the Sea- 
Calves, and Sun* Fifties; the Nights are very cold, and the Days 
are (hortned near Two hours. 
Lan«i on The end of April we loft fight of the high Tops of thefe Hills, 

StHeUna. gpj jp thirty and two Degrees Soufb, met with the Hzltd South^eafi 

Winds, when we left the Cape- Birds behind us, daily deprefling our 
Southern Latitude, directing our Courfe lull North wefi^ being too 
often retarded by frequent Calms, and fometimes contrary Hinds, 
f^a thing not known between the Tropicks) till at la ft we made fcvcn-- 
reerf Degrees South ; when wc altered our North Courfe to the fVeJl 
only^ for fear of out- failing St. Helena ; which is a thing full of ha- 
zard and difficultyi fince the Seafon proved Cloudy, though not 
Rainy, yet often io Dewy, that it wetted to the skin j thcfupputa- 
tion of the Longitude on which we depend, being no lefs obfcure 
than fallible: Befides, the Ifland its felf is but a fmall Rock in the 
middle of the Main Ocean, which cannot be feen far, unlefs in a 
clear Day ; but by the Grace of God, the i^^^ of May it lay fair be- 
fore our eyes like a little Cloud by eight in the Morning; from whence 
are fmall White Birds floating fomecimeson the Sea, at other times 
taking their flight to and from the Ifland, which they ftir not far 
from : It is very high Land^ and may be difcerned twenty Leagues 
off at Sea ; wherefore we gained not the Harbour till Ten at Night, 
where wc ftlently let go our Anchor, neither we nor the Fc/t lalu- 
ting one another till next Morning. 

When going afliore, the Guns roared, and the Governor Mr. John 
Blackmorc received us on the Beech, which was ftony and troublefome 
afcending ; we paded through Rows of Soldiers, called to their Arms 
on this occafion, into a Valley furrounded with high Mountains, 
except towards the Sea, where flood the Fort and Platform for the 
great Cannon, which reach farther than there is any Anchor-hold, 
io that no Ships can come in, or endure their Force, without their 
Leave. 

Notwithflanding which, it is yet frefli in memory, that the Diy/ci& 
landing on the backfide of the Ifland, gained the Tops of the Hills, 
and invading the Ifland, drove the Englijh from their Forr, for all 
they had two Ships in the Road at the fame time, which did no 
farther fervice than carry off the Inhabitants, leaving the Dutch in 
Poflefllon, till Captain Munday by the King's Command was fentouc 
to retake it that very Year we came out for India ( which was tlie 

very 
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very Fleet that kt ont with us^ and bore us company to St. /ago^; Chap. I. 
which the faid Captain retook alfo by Surprize ; and added td his «^^^V*VJ 
good fortune the feizing of Four of their Eaft^India Ships richly 
laden; which, after he hra leftfufficient Strength upon the Ifland^ 
he brought as Trophies of his Y'vGboiy into Em^mJ. 

The Ifland thus redaced, was governed immediately by the Royal The ftary of 
Commiflion, till at the Importunity of the Company, his Majefty *• ^J*"*^ ^"* 
reinftated the former Colony planted by the Honourable Company ^ ° ^ 
and reftored them to their Brft Pofleflions, advifing them to be more 
cautious for the future, ft is leated in Sixteen Degrees South in 
the vaft AtUntick Ocean, diftant from Cape Bon EfperA9nx> Six hun*" 
dred Leagues ; placed opportunely for the £>y^///K m their return to 
Etirope from the EaJI hdiesy both for Wood, Water, and frefh Pro* 
vifions ; which are comfortable Refrefhments thefe long Voyages { 
thofc Ships that mifs ic being in an ill ftate, ready to be eaten up 
with the Scurvy ^ and moft an end make for Bariddos in their 
diftrefs ; which makes the Company to be at fome expence for this 
benefit , fupplying them with Englifb Beeves, Cows, Hogs, Turkies, 
Ducks, Geefe, and ail manner of Pullen, with Tools for Husban- 
dry, and a conftant Guard of Soldiers. The Tortugals firft found 
it out, as is fakl, by an unhappy Accident ; one of their great Car- 
racks being caft away here, or not able to proceed farther, they 
drew on fhore her weather beaten fides , and all the Armory and 
Tacklin, Building with the Timber a Chappel in this Valley, from 
thence called CAi/^eA^4%, and (locked it with Goats, A(&5, Hogs, 
and other Cattel , left any other time they ihould be under the 
fame misfortune ; but as their Credit fell in thefe parts, they grew 
more carelefs of Futurity, and long fince deferted it, that it became 
free to the next comer to make his own ; and now by the Indudry 
of the EngUfh it is much improved, yielding, partly by the good« 
nefs of the Soil, and the care of the Husbandmen, all things necef^ 
lary for human fubfiftence to its own Inhabitants, and to (pare, 
good Cheap to fucb as need. 

Yet to whet their Diligence and Labour, here is a mifchievous 
Virmin fordy vexatious to themi which are Wild Rats, which in- 
fed all their Grounds, whereby they can have no Bread-Corn, they 
defiroying it all ; inflead whereof they have a large Root, very 
biting when it is Raw, fo that they will not touch it, but being Boil-* 
ed, ic is both nouriihing and pleafing ; and of this they make an in^ 
toxicating Liquor, called M^bhy ; the tnUM Name of this Root is 
TMm. 

It is very troublefome clambering thefe Hills } yet to acquaint my 
felf with the Country delights, I aflayed it ; at top it is fomething 
evener, where were many Rural Seats of the Planters, Cows grazing, 
Goats feeding ; their Cottages placed near Rivulets , whofc next 
Downfal hurried them into the Sea ; from thefe advanced places we 
difcovered Two Sail making in hither, which is noticed by the 
Firing of fo many Guns and holding of the Flag, who proved to be 
the "jofiah, being an heavy Sailer, we loft Company about the C^^e, 
where keeping off at Sea, the GoUtn Fkece came up with it; upon 
the Hills the Air makes a great difierence from the Vallies, it being 

purer 
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Let. VIIK purer above, and fometbing barfh by reaibn of the conftant Eafierly 

Blafts, which is not fo kind to the Fruits on the Mountains as in the 
Dales. 

The coarfe taken to People the Ifland is this; they indent either 
as Servants or Soldiers for Five Years with the Company, at the ex« 
piration of which Term, they are free either to go or ftay { if they 
ftay, they have liberty to chufe Twenty Acres of Ground unoccu- 
pied, as their own proper Portion, on which they live and maintain 
themfeiycs and Families ; of which Iflanders there may be Four 
hundred EHglijhy reckoning Men, Women, and Children. 

A Week being fpent, the Succefs and we ( coming in firft ) (et 
Sail for Afctnfionj another meer Wart in the Sea, being a Barren 
Rock deftitute of all manner of Natures Stores, it being an horrid 
place, without any green thing, Plant, or Water, a meer Cinder^ 
cake burnt by the Sun, and incrufted by the filth and flime of the 
Sea*Fowl, who both Neft and Rooft here: Ffere is no covering or 
ihade from the Heavens, more than the Holes or Tops of Rocks, no 
Turf nor Grafs, . but all is fcorched by the Sun's heat ; and here I ap- 
prove, rather than confent to the general Opinion, of its having been 
once a Vulcano^ or Ifland of Fire ; but (ince no fuch matters appear 
for fuch a fubjed, I (hall deem it Fabulous, fince it would be altoge- 
ther (Irange, bad it e'er been fo, that no Footfteps of Bitumen,SuIphur, 
or Combuflible fubftance (hould remain , which moft an end flow 
from an unexhaufted Fountain, bred as faft as the Fire can feed up* 
on it ; otherwife thofe ancient Fiery Mountains in luly^ and elie- 
where, had many Ages (ince been confumed ; and we might have 
admired them as Poets Fi£):ions handed by Tradition, but not have 
had ocular Demonftration to convince the inaedulous : Be(ides, 
the continual confluence of Flocks of Water-Fowl declare they ce- 
ver feared Smoak or Fire here ; they having paved or pargetted the 
whole Rock with their Filth, that it feems incorporated with ir^ 

Thefe Birds are fo heedle^ or fool-hardy, which I cannot tell, that 
they will fly fo dear as to be (Iruck down with a Cane. 

When I went to Land ( if fuch it may be called ) bating the 
Sands around the Rocks, we could tread no other Ground but on 
Stones cemented by the Sun's heat ; all the advantage or pleafure 
propofed was to ftretch our Legs, and fee the Seamen turn the Tur- 
ties, orTortoifes, which they did anights when they came aflioar 
to lay their Eggs, which thefe Sands hatch, they lying in ambufli be- 
twixt them and the Sea, and with Hand^fpili^s calling them on their 
Back ; at which they muft be yare ; for they perceiving themfelves 
purfued) make towards the Sea, and call a cloud of Sand upon the 
A(&ilants with their Feet or Claws ; they are very big, and fome- 
times as much as Three or Four Men can do to lay them fprajvling, 
where as faft as one is conquered they leave it to mailer more ; 
for they cannot refcue themfelves out of. that pofture; fo that 
what they (erve thus in the Night they are fure to find them in 
the Day where they left them, and fo bring them aboard %ip for 
their frefli Food, the Fle(h of fome being asmuch as our little Indian 
Bullocks.

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• Of thefe ( we gathering for the Fonr Ships that were behind ) to Chap. I 
lofe no time , they turned One hundred and twenty i whereof *-/"%?' 
Eight and twenty came to cur (hare ; which ( without any other 
fubiidence than three or four times a day throwing Sea- water on 
them, ) we kept alive above a Month, on which the SbipVCrew 
fed daily with great eagernefs while they lafted,drefling their Fle(h fe- 
veral ways ; and befides that,thefe are reckoned thebefi in the Worlds 
and to which they fall tlie more greedily, becaufe they are efteemed 
fpecifical for the Scurvy ,Pox,or Gout, they fancying their whole Mafs 
of Blood to be altered by them, and their Flefli* to become new and 
found again ; and this Opinion takes the rather, becaufe through all 
the Emundtuaries, and efpeciaily near the Genitals, they fee the 
colour of their Sweat altered to a nafty yellow Grecji : And indeed 
to fpeak the truth , whether Fancy or real virtue in this fort of 
Dyet be the canfe, they continue healthy and lively while they feed 
thereon, and will mightily lament the want of it when fpent, be- 
caufe they mufl return again to their fait Meats. 

In catching of thefe we tarried five Days, in which I had time 
enough to recollecS: my Thoughts about thefe Creatures ; but ha- 
ving already been particular thereon, I (hall forbear to add more : 
Only the Cuflom of this place is to leave Letters of what Ships have 
been here, in a great Hollow of a Rock, fealed in a Glafs Bottle ; 
and where the Portugah have eredted a Wooden Crofs to affix 
Leaden or Brais Plates Engraven : An Example whereof may be 
this :

Afanfion lies under the Seventh Degree of South Latitude^ 
^5^o Leagues from Su Helens ^ which we made in ft Weeks time, 
from thence with a North-Weft Courfe ; here is little Meridional di* 
ftance Eaft from EngUnd^ not much more than two Degrees ; but 
now we muft go more Weft ward to meet with the Winds y and 
this is juft as the Sun is upon his Summers Solftice in our Coun« 
tries, but here quite contrary. 

In the middle of June we came under the Arch of the i£quator, ^c rf 
where lies Sr. Thomas Ifland, and elevating the Ardfcick Pole fix ***' 
Degrees, we met with' Storms and Ibme Calms $ this then was the 
realbn we moved but flowly, till the Sun began to be vertical^ 
it bringing thofe Winds with it, which were for our turn ; to wit, 
the North-Eaft Winds ; which was the Twelfth of July before we 
had it the laft time, perpendicular in Twenty Degrees North, and 
an half, the next day, made us parallel with Surat ; infomuch that 
all this while we feem to have done nothing, being no farther, ba<^ 
ting our Weftern way, than where we fet out; which would bo 
evident, could we have pafTage through the (^ed- Sea into the Me^ 

I i i diterranean ; 
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Letu VIII. dtterranean ; bat Nature having oppofed a fmall Neck of Land ol 

Sixty Miles » has thought fitter to let the unquiet Ramblers go 
tbcut thefe vaft Coafts, than to cut them out a nigher Way to fo 
long undifcovered Regions. 

The Sixteenth we paded the Northern Tropick into the Tem- 
perate Zc»e , where take an account of a defperate Adion. In 
the Jofiab an Englifb Seaman held in Captivity by the Algereens^ 
had fo perfeded himfelf in that«durance in the Art of Thieving^ 
that nothing could efcape him ; in which being often Apprehended, 
and as often Bound with Chains and Ropes, they were all too little 
to hold him fail ; for he could unty the hardeft Knot with his 
Toes as well as Fingers, and was expert at filing or eating ofi^ his 
Irons r But continuing in thefe Pranks nothing could be hfe from 
him, even the Shi ps-flores were imbezelled by him, which touched 
the Lives of ail in the Ship, he having feveral times broken open 
the Lazeretto^ from which no Corredion could deter him ; at lad 
afliircd by a general Confult, fome punifliment was devifing for 
him, he unmanacled himfelf, and came before them as they were 
thinking what to do with him, and bidding them Adieu, leapt into 
the Sea^ at once putting an end to their Confult, and his Fear and 
Fury. 

In Thirty Degrees North, we met with Alga or Sea Weed, fup- 
pofed to be brought hither by the rapid Courfe of the Gulf of 
Florida , which ootwithftanding is a great way to the Weft off 
us. 

The North-Eaft Winds have been very faint hitherto, whereby 
we were hindred from iheeting with the South Weft Winds fooner; 
but between 30 and 40 North they enter to purpofe ; that in the 
beginning of Attgufi we left the Weftern Iflands/ which are called 
fUmdricm^ or the Azores^ which lie between the Ifles of Corvo and 
FUres ; where many place the firft Meridian , becaufe here is 
found in thefe Seas and the parts adjacent, that the Magne^ 
tique Needle has no declination from the Meridian Line, and that 
it points out North and South exadly ; which beginning of Longi- 
tude, Mercator obferves in his Tables. 

And now we let our Face d\rt£t\y for EttglanJ^ knowing by 
our Account we are pad thefe Spots of Earth, which thofe return- 
ing from India think themfelves obliged to be fecure of» before 
they do; we having deprefied our Longitude Weft, from A/cen- 
fion Eighteen Degrees take a North-Eaft Courfe , and being paft 
forty Degrees Nwth, we take our Fortune both for Wind and Wea- 
ther , fometimes fair 9 fometimes foul , fometimes for us , 
fometimes againft us, till having our Latitude almoft compleat, 
we again raifed our Longitude within a Degree and half of that of 
Afcemfiom , which brought us the Fourteenth of Auguft in fight of 
our Alhim.
